o The terms of the peace concluded with Dowlut Kao 
Scindiah, appearing to Ins Kvcellcnc) in Council to be con- 
foriy blc to the general principles of the Govcrnor-Gencr.al’s 
instructions to the honourable Major-General Wellesley, 
and to be in e\ery respect highly advantageous and honour- 
able to the British Goi eminent and its allies, that treaty 
lias been formally ratified by tlie Governor-Geneial in 
\?ouncil. A copy of the Governor-General in Council’s 
despatch to the lionourable Major-Geneial Wellesley, an- 
nouncing his Excellency in Council’s entire approbation and 
ratification of the treaty is enclosed foi j our Excellency’s in- 
formation. 

4 The tenor of the 9th article of the treaty, renders it 
necessary that your Excellency should be immediately ap- 
prized of the sentiments of the Governor-General in Council, 
with regal d to the operation of that article in the actual 
, state of your Excellency’s arrangements in Hindostan 

5 That article provides for the confirmation of all treaties 
and engagements which your Excellency may have con- 
cluded with any states or chieftains in Hindostan. Although 
the hteral construction of that article would limit its opera- 
tion to the treaties and engagements actually concluded by 
your Excellency at the date of the tieaty of peace, the 
true intent and meamng, and the just construction of that 
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article muat be conndercd to be, to proride for the con- 
finoatioii of aH treaties and engagement* concluded by your 
Excellency to the period of your Excellency a receipt of 
official information of the termmation ofhostihtiea with X)ow- 
lut Rao Scmdiah, excepting such ai are expressly excluded 
upder the terma of the article in question, by the local posi 
tion of the territones of those chieftains with whom such

6 The question which appears to reqinre Immediate deci- 
sion, IS whether nnder the operation of the dth article of the 
treaty ofpeacejtheBntishGoremiDent is justified in occopymg 
tlie temtonea ceded to its disposal by the terms of the treaty 
concluded with Amb^ee on the 16th of December 

7 Previously to the discussion of this question it is ne- 

cessary to state as a fundamental pnnmple that by the con- 
firmation of the treaties and engagements above desenbed 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah is not placed m the c^dibon of a 
guarantee to such engagements, he is merely required to 
recognise amd confirm the rights which we derive from the 
conclusion of theun If by the conclusion of such engage- ' 
ments Dowlut Rao Scindmh has been deprived of any rights 
or temtones which he prenoosly possessed such rights or 
territories cannot be considered to revert to hnn by the viola 
tion of those engagements on the part of the chieftain with 
whom they were cootracted. * 

8 It follows firom this pnncrple that whatever rights we 

acquired under the treaty with Ambajee, must be confirmed 
by the operation of the 9th articJe of the treaty of peace 
with Scmdiah, excepting only in the event of their being 
afiected by that danse m the 9th article which secures fo 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah the possession of such part of his 
former temtones as is situated to the southward of those of. 
the Kajshs of Jeypoor and Jodepoor, and of the Rjina of J

9 It remains therefore to connder what are these rights S 
and m what manner they are afiTected by that clause in the 
9tb article of the treaty of peace. 

10 If Rigah Ambiqee had faithfully fulfilled the obhgations 
of his engagements, the ratification of the treaty of peace 
m its present form would hare prevented us from executing 
our part of those engagements and wonld consequently hare

1”. I^y 1110*^0 engagements we acquired aright to dnjiosc 
of certain territories vimalcd to the northward of the Ime of 
demnrcntion described in the 9th article of the treat v of 
peace, and wc determined for political purposes to ign 
those tcrrit6rics to the Rana of Gohud, the ancient jjo 
sessor of them. Confiding in Ambajee's adherence to tlio 
obligation of his public faith, your KKccllency nogoliatf d 
a treaty with the liana of Gohud, by wdiicli those ternto’-U's 
\vcre to be guaranteed to him by the British Governnumt 

1.3. The right thus established, could only be imalulated 
by the mutual consent of the contracting parties to dissolve 
the engagements by which it was acquired. If by Ambajec’s 
violation of Ins public faith, those territories were to be con- 
sidered to have reverted to that chieftain in opposition to 
ever}' principle of justice and of public law, that cliieflam 
would benefit by the effects of Ins own treachery, and the 
British Government would lose the advantage of a beneficial 
political arrangement, and w ould be deprived of the means of 
fulfilling engagements concluded with another chieftain on 
the credit of Ambajee’s faith 

14*. The Governor-General in Council therefore, is de- 
cidedly of opinion, that the right of disposing of the teirito- 
ries ceded to the British Government by the treaty con- 
cluded with Amhajee, is not in any degree invalidated by 
that chieftam’s violation of Ins engagements. 

15. This state of facts existed before the conclusion of 
the treaty of peace with Scindiah, and the country ceded by 
Ambajee and since guaranteed to the Rana of Gohud, is 
not comprehended in that description of territory which is 
excluded from the operation of the general provisions of the 
9th aiticle of the treaty of peace w'lth Dowlut Rao Scindiah. 
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16, According tb tlie pnnciple therefore stated m the 
7th preceding paragraph, the nght of disposing of the dia- 
tncta ceded by*Ambajee in the manner preacnbed by the 
treaty with the Rana of Gohud, must bb considered to be 
acknowledged and confirmed by the 9th article of the treaty 
of peace with Dowlut Rao Scindiah 

17 But mdependently of any nght to the disposal of those 
temtonea founded on our engagements with Aiobajee, the 
Goremor General in Council is decidedly of opinion that the 
treaty concluded with the Rana of Gohnd is comprehended 
m that descnption of engagements for the confirmation of 
which the 9th arbcle of the trcfity of peace provides 

18. The Rana of Gohud is universally admitted to possess 
an hereditary nght to those temtones which have now been 
guaranteed to him, and to the fortress of Gwahors, his lo«s of 
those possessions by conquest and usurpation cannot be 
considered to preclude his nght to negociate for his restora 
tion, with the power at war with that state which had oiyustly 
depnved him of his dommiocL ^ 

19 Under every new of the subject therefore, his Ex- 
cellency m Council considers that the Bnbsb GhivenimeDt*^ 
retains the nght to dispose of the temtones ceded to the 
Company by the treaty with Ambigee and the Governor 
General in Conned accordingly anthonres and directs your | 
Excellency to proceed in the occupation of those temtone* , 
for the purpose of trqnsfemng them to the possession of 
the Rana of Gohud m conformity to the treaty concluded 
with that chieftain on the 59th of January Under these 
instructions your Excellency will also continue to prosecute 
the measures in progress for obtaining possession of the 
fortress of Gwahor for the Bntish Govemment. 

20 Although R^ah Ambajee by the violation of his en- 
gagements might be considered to have placed hnnsejf m ^ 
the condition of a pnbhc enemy to the British Ghvemment, 
the Govempr-General in Counal is desirons of avoiding 
hostdities with that chiefcam, and accordingly desires that 
your Excellency will abstain from the prosecution of any 
hostile operations against Ambajee, unless that measure

E\ccllenc}’s dc'^patch, dated the ' dth instant. 

2. The instiuctjons of the Go\crnor-Gcneral in Council, 
addressed to jour Excellency under date the Idth instant, 
arc calculated to remove )our Excellency's apprehensions 
Yith regard to the constiuction of the 2d and 9lh articles of 

. the treaty of peace concluded ^^ith Dowlut Rao Scindiah, 
and to explain my intentions respecting the fortress of 
Gwalior and the teiritories guaianteed to the Rana of 
Gohud by the treaty which your Excellency concluded wdth 
that chieftain on the 29th of January. 

o With refeience, howeier, to the observations contained 
ill the 2d paragraph of j our Excellency’s letter of the 5tli 
instant, I deem it advisable to state to your Excellenc}' the 
precise construction of the 2d and 9th articles of the treaty 
of peace mth Scindiah. 

4. By the terms of the 2d article, Dowlut Rao Scindiah 
cedes to the British Government and its allies, all his foits, 
territories, rights, and interests, in the countries situated to 
the northward of those of the Rajahs of Jeypoor and Jo- 
depoor, and the Rana of Gohud. By the same article it is 
stipulated that the countries fonnerly in the possession of 
Dowlut Rao Scindia, situated between Jeypoor and Jode- 
poor, and to the southward of the former shall belong to 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah.

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6. In forming a judgment of the true conatmction of that 
arbclft unconnected with the tenor of the 9th article, a 
queBbon might anae, whether the fortreas of Gwahor and 
the temtones of the Rana of Gohud, situated to the south 
ward of the labtude of the soDthem fronber of Jeypoor, are 
included witiun the line of tcmtory which is to belong to 
Gowlut Rao Scindiah | bnt the separate and dubnct refer- 
ence to the temtones of the Rana of Ghihnd m that arbcle 
manifestly implies that those temtones were not considered 
to fonn a part of Dowlnt Rao Scmdiah s possessions, although 
previously to the war the dominions of Gohnd were actually 
under the usurped authon^ of ♦Scmdialu The country of 
Gohud cannot, therefore, be considered to be absolutely 
ceded to Scmdiah by the terms of the 2d article^ t 

6. Under the operabon of that arbcle, if your Excellency 
bad not concluded engagementa with Rajah Ambagee, or 
T^th the Rana of Gohud by the terms of which those 
temtones were to be separated from the dominion of Dowlut 
Rao Scmdiah those temtones would have reverted to the 
fituabon m which they were placed with respect to the donu- 
mon of Dowlat Rao Scmdiah before the war 

7 The construction of the 2d arbcle of the treaty of peace 
is, however, clearly ascertained by the tenor of the 9th 
arbcle. By the 9^ arbcle, those temtones only which are 
situated to the southward of the temtones of Jeypoor, Jo- 
depoor, and the Rana of Gohnd are declared to form a 
part of Scmdiah i future possessions, and to be exempted 
fium the operabon of any treabis which your Excellency may 
have concluded with the states and chiefbuns of Hmdostan. 

8. Copies of the treabes, wbidi your Excellency has con 
eluded with the Rajahs of Bhurtoor, Matchery, Jeypoor, 
Jyenagur Rajah Ambagee end the Rana of Gohud, have 
already been transmitted to the bonoumble M^or General 
'Welleriey but your Excellency may possibly have concluded 
engagements with other cbieAams such as the Kami of 
Oudepore and the Rajahs of E.otah and Boondi, whose te> 
ritones, although situated to the southward of Jyenagur, 
Jodepore, or the country of the Rana of Gohud, and pro- 
bably tnbutary to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, cannot be consi- 
dered to be mclnded m the desenphon of temlory which Is 
to be exempted from the operation of any tr^tics which 
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\our I^KCcllcncy niay Ilivo concluded '\\itli the chieftains to

9. 'With a MOW, ihcicforc, to fulfil the obligation of that 
part of the 0th article of the treaty of peace ■which prescribes 
that a h'^t of the persons with whom your Excellency may 
have conti acted engagements shall be delivered to Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah, I request that jour Excellency will transmit 
to hlajor iMalcolm, who has been appointed to act in the 
cnpacitj of Kesulcnt at the Court of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, 
a complete list, and copies of those engagements. 

10 ^^hth refeiencc to the application contained in Major- 
General Wellesley's letter to j'our Excellency on the subject 
of the restitution to Dowlut Rao Scindiah of the guns and 
imhtarj stores in the forts of Kanoun, Kishenghur, Haunsee, 
Gowclghur, Metngurh, and Schaurunpoor, under the suppo- 
sition that those forts h.ne not been captured by the tioops 
under jour Excellency’s immedi.atc command, your Excel- 
lency observes that all the forts specified have been occupied 
by the British troops, excepting the fort Sehaurunpoor. 

11. In my judgment, it is by no means advisable that any 
of the guns or mihtarj stores captured in the forts formerly 
belonging to Scindiah should be restored. 

12 . Although the fort of Sehaurunpoor has not actually 
been occupied by the Biitish troops, that fort must be consi- 
dered to have heen placed under the authority of the British 
Government by the conquest of the Doab. 

13. The promise of Major-General Wellesley to lecom- 
mend to your Excellency the restitution of the guns and 
military stores of such forts as may not have been captured 
by the British troops, but are ceded to the British Govern- 
ment by the terms of the treaty of peace, can only be consi- 
dered to refei to such forts as may not yet have been placed 
under the Biitish authority. I, therefore, consider the fort 
of Sehaurunpoor to be excluded equally with the other forts 
specified by Major-General Wellesley firom the operation of 
tliat officer’s conditional promise to Dowlut Rao Scindiah. 

lA You^ Excellency will accordmgly be pleased to retam 
possession of all the guns and mihtary stores in all the forts 
either captured by the British troops under your Excellency’s 
immediate command, or placed under the' British authority 
by the efiTect of your Excellency’s conquests in the north of 
Hmdostan, and m the Doab of the Jumna and the Ganges.

It was fuHy my mtenbon to have written to you by the last 
overland express with respect to your further continuance m 
the government of India, conceiving that there were many 
circumstances on which you might naturally desire and ex- 
pect to receive mformation from me prenous to the period 
when you would be called upon to take a decision on this 
important question. 

Ai the end of January is now not quite nx months distant, 
I feel that I have not a day to lose m writing to you without 
reserve upon this subject , and I am additionally alive to the 
pressing necessity of doing so, in consequence of a convena 
tion which I yesterday had with your brother m which he 
expressed doubts wbetber undev the late despatch of the 
Court, coupled with Sir G H Barlow s lubsequent appoint 
ment, you would feel yourself altogether free to decide this 
question according to the deliberate view you might at the 
moment entertain of what was doe to the pobhc service. 

Mr Wellesley s doubts, I perceive hinged on the desire 
therein expressed by the Court being Ihmted in terms to yovr 
continuance for another year and to their having since sent 
out an absolute, instead of a prdVisional appointment of a 
successor With respect to the first pomt, the terms were 
altogether, as I conceive, the result of your own offer being 
stnctly lunited to that period of time, ^Vbat influence the 
limitation of the period which you assigned for your stay 
might have had on the minds of some of the Court, under 
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feelings wlucli do llicin so little credit, in disposing tliem to 
concur in llnit despatch, I will not take upon me to deter- 
mine , but I should Inn c considered that they were convey- 
ing the ^cly rcNCisc of vliat the}' professed to do to your 
Lordship, had 1 understood the despatch to carry with it any 
thing in the sliapc of a rccnl at the end of the year. Tlie 
only mode m vhich the question of time entered ostensibly 
into the discussion, vas with regard to Mr. Yorke. His de- 
cision was to he taken witli reference to the Supreme Go- 
^ eminent, and it uas under the sanction of your letter to 
Mr. Addington that the question n as proposed for his con- 
sideration, in contemplation of his succession being definite 
in point of time. But Mr. Yorke having determined to re- 
main in Europe, the same consideiations did in no degree 
applj to Sir G. Barlon. His appointment was made entirely 
at the suggestion of Goveinment, partly from an impression 
that he would be more competent to the trust, whenever it 
might de\olve on him, under a conclusive than a provisional 
appointment, and partly fiom tlie expediency of deciding 
finally what i elated to the Supreme Government before the 
♦arrangement for that of Fort St. George was brought for- 
ward I have been thus particular, that jour Lordship might 
clearly understand the spirit in which these ti ansactions took 
place, as fai ns I had any share in them , and I can have no 
hesitation in stating that I conceive (Mr. Yorke being out of 
the question) the point is as open to your Lordship’s decision 
as if the expressions in the despatch had been altogether 
general, and as if no supplementary commission had been 
sent out to Sir George Barlow. 

With respect to other considerations which may influence 
your judgment, there are two points which I trust I shall be 
entitled a^ once to assume as not admitting of the smallest 
doubt , fiist, that there is but one feehng and opinion in his 
Majesty’s councils, that the Government of India can in no 
hands be so advantageously placed as m your Lordship’s ; 
and secondly, that there prevails in all their minds the most 
anxious disposition to give your Government a coidial and 
honourable support. Persuaded that your Lordship cannot 
for a moment entertain a doubt upon either of these facts, 
I am very sorry I cannot perceive a corresponding disposi- 
tion m the Court of Directois. Very early aftei youi 
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brothers amral m England I thought it right to apprize 
him of the disappointment with which I observed a renval 
of feelings which I had flattered myself were bnneH m obli- 
vion, and Bubseqaent observations have satisfied me, that-it 
would be only exposing your Lordships name at least 
to moat unmerited coldness, were I to call upon the Court 
to concur with the TCmg s Grovemment in vrgtng you to con- 
tinue m the Government of India. 

The legal authority of our Board certainly enables us to 
mitigate, if not to disarm much of the disposition I hare 
alluded to and I trust, with the ecxceptioD of Mr Strettella 
supcrcesaion,* in which case we had only the power of re-

Sir, Fort William, March 12, 1804 

1. I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your 
Exccllenc3’s despatch under date the 26 th of February. 

2. It appears to me to be piobahle that Rajah Ambajee 
ill he the person appointed by Dowlut Rao Semdiah to 
eceive charge fiom your Excellency of the Pergunnalis of 

Dholepore, Baree, and Rajah Kurrah which in confoimity to 
the 7 th article of the treaty of peace with Dowlut Rao Sciii- 
diah, aie to be lestoied to Scindiali under certam stipulations 
excluding the introduction of troops Adverting however to 
the treachery and insolence of Ambajee’s conduct towards the 
British Government, and particularly towards your Excellency, 
I am determined to refuse to hold any intercourse whatever 
With Amhajee, and with all persons appointed by him, or de- 
pendent upon him. This determination is supported hy consi- 
derations of obvious pohey. It would he manifestly imprudent 
to admit the introduction of Ambajee’s authority into the 
districts of Dholepore, Baree and Rajah Kurrah, which 
command the line of commumcation between Agra, Gwalior, 
and the territory of Goliud. 
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3. Your EiceDency u therefore authonxed and directed 
to refuse the surrender of those Pergunnahs into the hands 
of Ambajee, or of any person appointed by that chieftain to 
take charge of them, or of any person dependent on Ambajee 
I deem it proper that Dowlut Rao Scmdiah should be irame- 
ditately apprised of this detenmnabon and of the grounds 
on which it is founded. Instrucbons have accordmgly been 
issued to the Acting Resident at the Court of Dowlut Rao 
Scmdiah directing that officer to state to Dowlut Rao Scm 
diah the nature of Amb^eea misconduct to apprize Dowlut

troops withm them and that no British garrison can be sta 
boned m those distncts without the consent of Dowlut 
Rao Scmdiah , I am satisfied however of the importance of 
mamtammg mihtary posts near the passes of communica 
bon between Agra and the temtory of Gohud, the Actmg 
Resident has therefore been directed to endeavour to ohtam 
Dowlut Rao Sandiah s consent to the adopbon of that ar 
rangement. The atteubon of the Actmg Resident at the 
Court of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah has also been directed to the 
desirable object of obtammg from Scmdudi the retrocession 
of those Pergunnahs for an eqmvalent m temtory or in

5. In the meanwhile your Excellency is authonxed to 
mamtain a garrison m those distncts, until Scmdiah shall 
have sent proper officers to take charge of them.

of my confident expectation of being enabled to derive con- 
siderable ad\antagc to your interests by conducting the 
depending negotiations for peace with Scindiah and the llajah 
of Berar, to a fa^ ourablc issue. 

2. The treaties of peace concluded with Scindiah and the 
i Rajah of Berar, of which copies are transmitted to your 

lionourable Court, and to your Secret Committee by this 
lespatch, will I trust, satisfy your honourable Court that the 
expectation expressed in my letter of the 30th of December 
1803, has not been disappointed by the terms of the general 
pacification. 

3. The copies of the treaties togethei with the documents 
iransmitted to the Secret Committee of your honourable 
Court by this conveyance, are sufficient to afibrd a general 
dew of the advantages acquired by the treaties of peace, and 
if the principles on which the several stipulations are founded. 

4. In addition to a consideiable augmentation of the tern- 
;ories and resources of the honourable Company in India, 
r'our honourable Court will observe with satisfaction, that 
he peace is founded upon principles of exemplary faith and 
jquity towards our allies, of moderation and lenity towards 
mi vanquished enemies, and of just regard for the general 
prosperity of this quarter of the globe.

7 In examming the documents now tranamitted your 
honourable Court will remark, that vanous extensive and

8 I trust that I shall be enabled to conclude every impor 
tant settlement connected with the general pacification of 
India at the close of the present year and in that expectation 
I have the hononr respectfully to notify to your honourable 
Court, my mtenhon of embarking for Europe at that penod 
of time.

!M\ DEAR Lord, [Rcccucd 17thMnrch, 1804] 

The Gcoigiana and Admiral Aplht, being leady to proceed 
on their \ 03 age, I am uinnlhng to detain tliem for the sole 
purpose of completing the series of papers lelative to the 
college. 'S\niat icmams, together with a private letter from 
myself, shall he sent by an overland express. Duplicates will 
also go by the Eiqi/iiaics, which pioceeds in about three 
weeks direct for Bengal, being the last ship of the season. 

The fatiguing length of this controversy, and the daily hope 
of bringing it to an issue, will cxplam why your Lordship has 
been kept so long in suspense upon this point. My private 
letter will have sufiiciently prepared you for the suspension 
of the former orders, and nothing but the vexatious resistance 
of the Court of Directors, as well on the point of authority 
as on that of business, could have retarded the communica- 
tion. I trust however, it will yet reach India in time to 
relieve you from the embarrassment of taking any proceedings 
upon an imperfect authority. 

The despatch itself will be forwarded overland, as the 
Board’s approbation cannot be signified so as to admit of its 
gomg by the present conveyance. I enclose however a copy 
of the draft, which will enable your Lordship to take the 
necessary measures, in case the orders should not reach you 
in time through the regular channel. 

You will perceive after various endeavours to evade or dis- 
appomt the wishes of the Board, that the Court have at last 
reluctantly executed the proposition originally made to them 
There has been enough of discussion on the detail of the ques- 
tion to point your Lordship’s observation to those parts of the 
subject upon which most doubts are entertained at home, 
and. to these I wish to call your particular attention, as I 
should be desirous, when this topic agam comes under con- 
sideration, that the arrangement on which you would propose 
to rest the system of education for the Company’s servants, 
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•hould as far as poasible obviate tbote objections, wbicb are 
most strongly felt m Europe, to the present establubment. 

That an adequate system of instruction m the native Ian 
guagcs should bo provided combfanng academic discipline 
with the means of study, seems conceded on all hands The 
practical question then resolves itself, mto the extent and 
nature of the estabhshment, and the further question whether 
one or more colleges shall be kept up ^ 

With a view to the decision of this point, I shonld be glad 
your Ixirdship would form a plan and eitimate of a stogie 
establishment for the entire service, m as mnch detail as 
possible also plans and estimates of separate establishments 
for each Presidency, that the question of comparative erpence 
may be Curly brought mto view — that yon would, further 
look at the quantum of allowance to be given to the young 
men whilst at "CoTlege not only m the new of general eco- 
nomy, hut as bearing materially m pnnbiple upon the measure 
of jomt or separate establishments and, lastly, that your 
Lordship would funush me with the most accurate informa j 
tion you can m respect to the comparative facihty of acquiring 
the particular Unguages which are most m use m the pemn ^ 
iula, by studying them at Fort St George and Bombay, 
rather than at Fort WiUmm Several authorities in this 
country, whose opimons are calculated to have much weight 
on a question, which rests altogether on practical grounds, 
to be judged of by observation and experience, rely very 
strongly on this conuderation, and it is a pomt upon which 
I find myself much more mcompetent to form on opinion 
than on those arguments of a more general nature which enter 
into this part of the subject 

Your Ixirdehip will perceive that, if those m charge of the 
governments abroad have occasionally to complain of morti 
fications and emharraisments from the proceedmgs of the 
Ckmrt of Directors the supermtenduig authority at homo Is 
not exempt from its share of dilHculty, and that wc arc all '• 
called upon in our turn to endure that, which is equally 
repugnant to our understandings and to our feelings. 

I cannot dose this letterwithout expressing the satisfaction 
and advantage I Lave derived from conversing unreservedly 
iMth Iklr Henry Wellesley on a variety of subjects connected 
with your Lordship s government, on all of which he ii so well 
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informed. The result of his administration in Oude, so ably 
detailed in his concluding report, atTorded me the utmost 
satisfaction, and I beg to oftcr to your Lordship my sincere 
congratulations upon the issue of an appointment, in the 
success of u Inch, 3 oun pri\ ate and public feelings 'i\ ere equally 
interested.

1. I have leceived on tliis day ad\ices from the Lieut.- 
Governor of Prince of Wales’s Island, and from Captain 
Dance, of the safety of the honourable Company’s valuable 
homeward-bound China fleet, and at the same time I received 
a despatch from Mr. Lance, containing the same intelligence 
and enclosmg a sealed despatch for your honourable Com- 
mittee.

1. I have the honour to enclose for the mformation of your . 
honourable Court copies’of the Gazette pubhshed last night 
at Fort William, containing the important and satisfactory 
intelligence of the success^ of the honourable Company’s 
homeward-bound China fleet, in defeating a squadron of 
French ships of war, under the command of Admiral Linois, 
Gii the 14th of February, at the entrance of the straights of 
Malacca 

2. With the most cordial satisfaction I have the honour to 
offer to your honourable Court my smcere congratulations on 
this signal display of the gallantry and skill of your com- 
manders, and of the bravery and disciplme of your seamen. 

3 It is highly creditable to the service of the honourable 
East India Company, that your commercial ships should have 
afforded this decisive proof of the superiority of the British 
naval power. The squadron under the command of Admiral 
Linois consisted of the Marengo, a ship of eighty guns, of 
two large frigates, of a corvette of thnty guns, and a Dutch 
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bng of eighteen guns. Thu force was expressly destmed to 
capture your homeward bound China fleet, and having very 
judiaously occupied a proper station for that purpose, under 
every circuinstance of advantage and of favourable fortune, 
succeeded in mterceptnig the honourable Company’s ships 
laden with valuable cargoes. But m the moment of apparent 
success the French Admiral was repulsed and put to ^bt by 
the Bntub merchantmen, which were the express objects of 
his cnnie, an event more honourable to the naval and com- 
mercial character of our country has not occurred m any 
period of our history } and I smeerely rejoice that the service 
of the honourable Company should have fomuhed an exa^

My dear Lord, Fort Willmm, March 24, 1804 

1. Since the despatch of my letter to your Lordship marked 
" Secret, No. 8,” I have received a despatch from his Excel- 
lency General Lake, imder date the 12th of March, stating 
that two vakeels from Jeswunt Rao Holkar had arrived at 
Jypore, and were to reach General Lake’s camp on the 16th 
of this month. The vakeels are represented to he entirely in 
the confidence of Jeswunt Rao Holkar. 

2. A communication had taken place directly with Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar through the channel of a native agent employed 
with the sanction of the Commander-m-chief The native 
agent represents Jes^vunt Rao Holkar to he extremely soli- 
citous to mamtain friendship with the British Government, 
and to avoid every measure winch may tend to disturb the 
tranquilhty of the British territories or of those of oui allies. 

3. My attention will now he directed to the completion of 
the military arrangements which it may become necessary to 

. adopt in consequence of the peace, and of the accession of 
territory and power which has been acquired by the successes 
of the late war. I trust that the period of time is at length 
arrived when our military establishments m India can be 
formed on permanent principles, and the great augmentation 
of our resources in consequence of our recent success, will 
amply defray any expense which may be incurred by the 
ad^don of any arrangement which may be required by the 
actual state of our political relations and subsidiary engage- 
ments, a considerable suiplus of revenue arising fiom subsi- 
dies, cessions and conquests will remain after defraying all 
civil and military chaiges 

'' 4. I shall avail myself of an early opportunity of writing 

to your Lordship on this subject as soon as I shall have re- 
ceived the information which is necessaiy for that purpose.

I do not thmk it will be possible for me to leave the upper 
pronncea till after the next cold season^ as I apprehend that 
the upper part of the Dooab will require much watching, ar 
rangement, and mapagement, to bring Sumroo s Begum, and 
many others, into a proper state of subjection. Indeed I be- 
heve it wiH require the utmost attention on my part, as well as 
on that of every judge and collector, aided by the mihtary, to 
bring our new subjects to conform to the rules and regula 
tions of our goremment. That part* of our temtones are cer 
tainly at present by no means ip the slate I could wish them 
nor win they, I fear be much better so long as Holhar s army 
IS in existence, as many cUieftains, and very particularly so 
the Rohnias, are ready to jom hnn if he could break into our 
possessions. It will be necessary when we break up the camp 
that they should be so posted as to prevent the possibihty of 
any mcursions bemg made into our provinces, they should be | 
so situated that a large force co^d be assembled at' the 
shortest notice at the same time so disposed of, as to assist 
the avil scrrants of government, to enforce obedience to our 
laws throughout the difiereut districts. When I consider 
what a length of time it will take to bring the high mmded 
natives into order and regularity I cannot think it will be pos 
siblo for mo to quit this part of the country before the rams 
of next yetir, 1805 I forgot to mention that there are BCT:eTa] 
tribes of people living in the upper part of the Dooab that 
must bo subdued, ns the depredations they are eternally com- 
mitting are productirc of every mischief and destruction to • 
our subjects. Several of th«n hve just upon the borders of 
our possessions and are etemaHy makmg encroachments 
and must be corrected. 

You will perceive by this my dear Lord, that there is 
much to be done m settimg our own ndairs besides which 
I cannot divest myself of the idea that if Holknr is not de- 
stroyed, he will nt soon as the rams arc over bo extremely 
troublesome I never was so plagued ns I am with this 
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devil ; he just, nay hardly, keeps within the letter of the law, 
by which means our army is remaining in the field at an enor- 
mous expense ; and if we retire he will instantly come on to 
Jeypoor, where he will at least get a crore of rupees (besides 
immense plunder), which will enable him to pay his army, and 
become more formidable than he has ever yet bfeen — That 
he IS decidedly inmiical to the Enghsh there cannot be a 
doubt. I feel myself in a most awkward situation respecting 
the robber ; for if he does not come on to me, which I do not 
suppose he will, I cannot move on towards^him, as the moment 
I advance and leave an openmg for him, he Will give me the 
shp, get into our territories with his horse, burn and destroy 
every thing he comes near. How far it would be pohtic to 
let Scindiah attack him from his side of the country I am not 
competent to judge, but* sure I am that the only mode of 
meeting this reptile would be some decisive measure on the 
part of Scmdiah. He is certainly the aggressor against 
Scmdiah, as he is endeavourmg to get Ajmeer, which place, 
by the late tieaty of peace, belongs to that chieftain. Don’t, 
my dear Lord, from this language imagine that I shdU com- 
mence hostihties with Holkar, and lead you mto another war 
unless he comes, or till I hear from you. Forage for our cattle 
is gettmg scarce, with every other necessary of hfe, we are 
better and cheaper supphed than ever army was, I beheve 
Of course, this comfort is attended with a heavy expense to 
Government. 

I trust you will see the propriety of my remaining in the 
upper provinces for at least a very great part of the next cold 
season, which must of course prevent my meeting you at Cal- 
cuttartill very late in this year, or begmmng of next, should 
you deem it absolutely necessary for me to come there I 
much fear that if I expiess a wish that you should proceed to 
the upper provinces that you will thmk me selfish and tiou- 
blesome , beheve me, I should feel the greatest satisfaction 
and pleasure m seemg you, not only for the enjoyment of your 
society, which I most smcei ely wish for, but in a public point 
of view, I think it would be absolutely necessary we should 
meet, as there are many circumstances I have to relate that 
would be much better talked over than committed to paper. 

I rejoice to find you so highly satisfied with the peace, and 
have no doubt but all the trivial difficulties you allude to will

S, His Excellency the Governor-General is decidedly of opi^ ' 
nion that upon pnnaplea of tclf-defcncc, the Bntuh Gover^^ 
ment would be juitified under any arcumitance* whatever/jjjj 
precluding the establuhinentofthc authontyof theFrenclC^ 
Goa. "WTillo the state of Portugal continues at peace with ^,, 1 ^ 
Britain whether at an ally against France or a* a neui 
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giO)o\ver, we have a right to expect that the local authoiity at 

niGoa should be prepaied to the utmost extent of the power 
and resources of that settlement, to lesist any attempt on 
the part of the French to obtain possession of it, and that 
the Go^elno^ of Goa should receive the aid of the Biitish 
troops for the defence of that settlement, if its local power 
and resources should be inadequate to that purpose. This 
question must necessarily be determined with reference to 
the danger to which our interests would be exposed in the 
event of the occupation of Goa, oi any other of the Poitu- 
guese settlements m India by the troops of Fiance, during 
the existence of wai between Great Britain and France. No 
state of circumstances can be supposed vhich would pieclude 
our right to avert that danger either by an amicable arrange- 
ment with the local government, or if necessary by the foi- 
cible occupation of that place with the British troops If 
the state of Portugal be consideied as an ally of Great 
Britain agamst France, any measuies or 'omissions on the 
part of the local Government of Goa mtended to favour the 
X admission of the authority of Fiance, would constitute acts 
of treachery to the cause of the allies. If the state of Por- 
'tugal be considered neutral in the war, such measures oi 
omissions on the part of the subordinate government would 
constitute a violation of its neutrality. 

c 3 If the Government of Goa should be disposed to favour 
fhe views of France, our right to guaid by timely precautions 
sgamst the probable effects of such a disposition with re- 
ceience to the interests and security of the British Govern- 
Iient cannot be disputed, and if the mihtary strength and 
resources of that settlement are inadequate to its defence, 
the British Government is* unquestionably justified on the 
same principle in supplymg that deficiency by the aid of its 
power. These are the general principles on which weie 
bunded the instructions of his Excellency the Governor- 
general of the 11th December, 1801, and 6th and 17th of 
January, 1802, for the eventual occupation of Goa by foice 
)f arms. For the reasons above stated, his Excellency is 
letermined to adopt measures for the purpose of precludmg 
he danger to be apprehended to the mterests of the British

You \vill receive the Governor-General’s detailed instruc- 
tions upon the subject of those despatches at an early period 
of time, but iii the present state of the negotiations with 
Dowlut Rao Scindihh, his Excellency deems it to be of im- 
poitance that you should leceive the eaihest practicable in- 
timation of his Excellency’s sentiments which are stated in 
the enclosed note relative to the objects of those negotia- 
. tions. 

The observations contained m that note were originally 
designed for Major Malcolm’s consideration and guidance; 
but adverting to the state of Major Malcolm’s health, to the 
importance of the crisis, and to the period of Mr. Webbe’s 
expected arrival at Burhanpore, his Excellency thinks it 
nearly certain that Majop Malcolm will have delivered over 
charge of the residency to Mr. Webbe before this despatch 
can reach Burhanpore. In that event, Mr. Webbe is de- 
si^d to consider the Governor-General’s note to be ad- 
dressed to his particular attention.

My Lord, Camp Luvai, May 12, 1804 

I have the honour to enclose a letter, (private) from the 
honourable Major-General Wellesley ,*'• with my answer to 
that officer for the information of your Lordship, and am 
extremely sorry to find that he is so uneasy at the thought of 
his appointment in India, not being approved by his Majesty, 
01 the Duke of York It is not in my power to give him any 
information upon the subject as my letter to him will show. 

I shall feel most exceedingly the loss of his abihties and 
exertions, should the war continue with Jeswunt Rao Hol- 
kar, both m his mditary and pohtical knowledge of affairs in 
'HhTs -country. I have not an idea that the Bang and Duke 
would have objected to his appointment, and if he does not 
know they have, from any private channel, I cannot believe 
they have done so. Your Lordship wdl perceive I have 
granted him permission to proceed to Europe whenever he 
wishes It, I have done it with the greatest reluctance, as how- 
ever great the loss I should sustam by his absence, I would 
not for the woild do anything that could militate against his 
feehngs , I hope and trust your Loidship will approve what 
I have done.

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I shaD be able to judge by HoBcar b next march ^rluch way

where If Bapoojee Scmdiah chooses to act properljr, he 
has a force with hun perfectly sufficient to destroy his army 
but these people are so dilatory and so httle to be depended 
upon that it u difficult to guess what they will do. 

It appears by the letter which will be forwarded to yonr 
Excellency by this Dawk, that General Wellesley thinks it 
will be impossible for the army from Poonah to act until after 
the rams, or that the army from Guierat can do much till 
then. I understand, during the ramy season m the quarter 
the army would hare to act, that it u almost impossible to 
move, hn fact, an array m this coimtry cannot act m the 
ramy season Your Lordship will perhaps stare at rcadmg 
this after what passed m last rainy season, but it must bo 
collected that such a season has not been known for years, 
as we had not seven days ram I beheve from the timo we left 
Cawnpore until the surrender of Agra. The natives, who 
arc extremely supersUtioua, say that God Almighty ordered 
the dry season for the purpose of our conquering Hindastan, 
and hold that language to this moment, saying that nothing 
can stand against the Bntish, os God fights for them. I do 
most sincerely agree with them, as our successes have been 
beyond all parallel, and must have had the assistance of an 
innsiblo hand. I cannot help offering my thanks to Provi- 
dence whenever I reflect upon the operations of this cam- 
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pnign, nothing hut liis guidance could lia^e carried into 

efToct. The heat is excessne in the tents of the Euiopeans, 
hut they continue uncoinnionly healthy, I dread the rains, 
as 1 under stand, after a campaign of this soit, they are very 
\ apt to sulTer severely in, that season. It is always the most 
unhealthy time uith them. 

If It was possible for the Guzerat army to do any thing 
before the rains set in, great advantage might be derived 
from It, but I think that uill be impossible from General 
Wellesley’s account, whose judgment from his knowledge of 
the counti}' I bare the greatest reliance upon. Should that 
army advance, and be stopped b}^ the rams, the consequence 
would be most unpleasant. I therefore fear we must desist 
from anjf active operations during that season. 

I shall not decide finally until I hear again from General 
Wellesley and your Loidship, but I wish much to get my 
troops under cover before the rains fall.

5 In any of these cases It is unnecessary and tmadrisable that any part 
of tbe Britiib army should attempt in the present season to advance 
farther towards the central or soothers parts of Uiodostan Ihe most 
effectual preparations which can be made with a riew to lueet erery pos- 
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sible contingency dunng the approaching season ivill be, to establish each 
of the new subsidiary detachments at their^yespective stations, and to 
employ the period of time which cannot advantageously be used for ac- 
tion m the field, in ^effectin’g su6h arrangements as may enable us to 
oppose the most powerful permailent restraint to any possible designs of 
Holkar, or of Scindiah, or of Ragojee, at the least possible expense 

6 With these views orders will be transmitted to the Commander-in- 
chief, to Major-General Wellesley, and to the governments of Fort St 
George and Bombay respectively, to the following eflfect 

7 The Commander-m-chief to mthdraw his army from the field, and 
to canton it m such a situation as he shall deem most eligible for the 
protection of our frontier on the right bank of the Jumna, leavmg a 
sufficient force at Delhi, Muttra, Agra, and in Bundelcund, appointmg 
and stationmg the subsidiary force for the Rana of Gohud , and station- 
ing a strong garrison m Gwalior, making also such arrangements as may 
be reqmsite to establish good order within our conquests m the Doab 

8 The Commander-in-chief ivill either withdraw the force now ad- 
vanced under Colonel Monson, and actuaUy stationed at the Boon dee 
Ghaut, or will maintain that force m advance, and strengthen it mth 
Europeans and cavalry, as his Excellency may deem most expedient. It 
would appear most advisable to mthdraw that force altogether, unless a 
hope should be entertained of employing it actively agamst Holkar m 
the present season, of which operation no hope can now be reasonably 
formed 

9 The subsidiary force for Dowlut Rao Scindiah ought certainly to be 
stationed permanently in Guzerat, and it will, therefore, ultimately be 
furnished most conveniently from Bombay Some time, however, must 
elapse before the government of Bombay can establish the subsidiary force 
for Scindiah m Guzerat, and it is necessary to provide immediate arrange- 
ments for the establishment of a force m such a position in Hindostan as 
shall (under the denoramation of the subsidiarv force for Scindiah) serve 
either to protect Scindiah’s dominions agamst Holkar, or to frustrate 
Scindiah’s treachery, if Scindiah should pursue measures equally repug- 
nant to his interests and public faith This army must be formed by the 
Commander-in-chief for the present The Commander-m-chief wiU de- 
termine whether this separate army shall be formed by an addition to 
Colonel Monson’s detachment, or whether it shall be formed altogether 
from the army now remainmg with his Excellency The Commander-m- 
chief will also determme the position which this force ought to occupy, 
adverting to the necessity of forming and stationing the detachment in 
.Such a manner as to enable it to act offensively m any direction in which 
Its services may be required The Commander-in-chief and the govern- 
ment of Bombay are to be apprized that the subsidiary force for Scmdiah 
must be supphed permanently from Bombay, and stationed in Guzerat 
But until the government of Bombay can complete the necessary detach- 
ment in Guzerat, it will be necessary, in the first instance, for the Com- 
mander-in-chief to estabhsh upon the frontier of our territories in Hin- 
dostan, 01 in those of our allies on that frontier, a force calculated to 
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perfonn the terrice of the lobiidliry fprce grtnted to Scmdiah imdei; th' 
tretty of Borhenpoor 

10 In coQsldennjf a proper poddon for this proruioiud tabcdisr 
force in Hindostui the Cominander4Q-4;h!ef^ nuy be of opinion that 1 
may be conrenlently itatloDed at Agra orDflh} or In Gohod or Bondel 
cnnd« and that this force mi^ therefore form a part of the general can 
tonment of his Excellency i army In this erent a considerable redac 
tion of expense might be effecteiL The prorislonal labsldlary force foi 
Scindlah must hofrerer be regularly and separately formed by the Com 
mandcr-ln-chlef tinder the command of an officer to be selected by bh 
Excellency This force most be equlppedforunmedUte tctlreiemc«p and 
such temporary staff appointed aa may be deemed nec essar y for that par 
pose, ITie parllcnlar station of this separate force must bo determined 
by the Judgment of the Commandar-in-^ef 

1 1 In returning the army Into cantonments, the Commander-liwchlei 
will of coarse abolish all sn^ extraordinary and field eatahlishments as It 
may not be deemed indispensably necessary to maintain. 

12. TTie government of Fort St. George will be directed to recal all 
troops belonging to tbe estabUshment of Fort St. George, and now 
serving withoot the territories of that Presidency and of filysore, on the 
continent of India, with the exception of any troops belonging to Fort 
St. George, and now forming a part of the garrison of Goa, with the 
exception also of the subsidiary force at Hyderabad, and of one regiment 
of nsdre cavalry at Poonth. 

13. Tbe government of Bombay wQl in the same manner be directed 
to recal all Its troops semng wlUoQt tbe limits of its inthonty and to 
provide the robsidla^ forces for tbe Qnlkwar and for the Peishwah imne* 
d lately and also to station in Goxerat six battalions with a doe propor 
tloo of artillery for the porpoto of forming the rabtldiary force for the 
service of Dowlnt Rao Sdndlah. The troops Intended to form the snb- 
■Idiary force for Dowlnt lUo Sclndiafa to be stationed in a body on tbe 
frontier of Qoierat and to be maintained in a state of the highest equip- 
meat and efficiency The officers for the chief command of each of the 
fubiitflary forces will be ultimately appointed by the Governor-General 
Id Connell and are not to be removed without his exprea permission. 

14 Under these arrangements the government of Fort St. George will 
therefore recal within its territories, and those of filysore, the troops 
serving in Cuttack tbe additional troops beyond the amount of the sub- 
sidiary force now serving at Hyderabad under fil^or Irton, the forces 
under the command of filaJor-Geoeral Campbell and those of the esta- 
blishment of Fort St. George under the command of Mi^or-Oeneral Wel^ 
lesley with the exception of one r^^ent of native cavalry which most 
remain at Poonah to complete tbe anbildlary force for the Pmshwi. 

16 Tbe goiemmcnt of Bombay wllJ recal all its troops serving In 
Cochin fiJalabar and Canam, or at Ooa. 

16. The transfer of the troops of Fort Sl George and Bombay wQl 
necessarily rcqalrc some time, but It is desirable to effect it with the nt- 
moit practicable expedition adverting to tbe necessity of precluding 
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dunng the operation of the proposed relief, any hazard of the security of 
Poonah, Goa, Malabar, Canara, or Cochin 

17 Bengal will supply the force to he stationed in the province of 
Cuttack, and the force necessary for the defence of Bundelcund, and of 
all our conquests upon the Jumna and in the Doab, together with a 
subsidiary force for the Rana of Gohud and the garrison of Gwalior, and 
provisionally the troops to he stationed in Hindostan under the denomi- 
nation of the subsidiary force granted to Scmdiah by the treaty of Boor- 
hanpoor 

18 The troops of Fort St George to furnish the service in the North- 
ern Circars, the Nizam’s ceded districts, Mysore, Cochin, Malabar and 
Canara, the Carnatic, Tanjore, &c , the garrison of Goa, and the subsi- 
diary force at Hyderabad, mth one regiment of native cavalry for Poonah. 

19 The subsidiary forces at Poonah, and for Dowlut Rao Scmdiah and 
the Guickwar, to be furnished permanently from Bombay Bombay is 
also to provide for all the service of the garnson of Bombay and for 
Surat, and for all our terntones in Guzerat. 

20. Under these arrangements, with the exception of the subsidiary 
forces, all the troops are to be mthdrawn from the field as soon as possi- 
ble, and all extra establishments to be discontinued 

21 The army in Guzerat, with the addition of the subsidiary force 
for Scmdiah, will probably be sufficient to check Scmdiah and Holkar, 
either separately, or combined m any event This army, aided by the 
force provisionally appomted by the Commander-m-chief to serve in Hin- 
dostan under the denomination of Scmdiah’s subsidiary force, by the 
subsidiary forces at Hyderabad and Poonah, by the troops m Cuttack, 
and on the frontier of Bengal and Behar, and by those stationed in Bun- 
delcund and Gohud, ivill completely check any treacherous disposition 
on the part either of Scmdiah, or of Ragojee Bhooslah The troops on 
the Jumna wiU be so cantoned as to afford effectual protection on that 
side, with the addition of proper arrangements at Gwalior, m Gohud, 
Bundelcund, Agra, Muttra, and Delhi, and ivithm the Doab

This unfortunate business in Bundelcund is veiy distress- 
ing, but I trust from Colonel Fawcett’s mtention of calling 
together his officers to consult upon the best plan to be 
adopted under the present circumstance that good may arise, 
as I seldom knew a council of war assemble till affairs were 
m such a situation as those in Bundelcund seem to be, that 
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a retreat was not proposed, which will m this instance be the 
most advisable thing that can be done.*

In my dapatch of yetterday I reported to yon my baring^ detached a 
battalion, a troop of cavalry with two HJ^nnden and bowftiera, to 
rednce a tmaH fort within a few mllM of camp t niy Immediate object in 
which waa to obtain forage, there beug none rttnalnlng b the diatncC bot 
what h b the nflafet of the re&actory Jtmadata. 

I ftirther Informed yon that btelll^ce had arrirtd at midnight of a 
body of hone, saM Co be 5000 baring adranced u iar aa Errhch and 
which from btrbg reedved no aceoonta of their approach from Colonel 
ShepbanJ Lcoododed to be Pudanea. At two o eioch thli mornbg 
Unrcarrahi came b with btelUgaQce of tb( enemr beuig on theb march 
towardi this camp b gnat force comnanded by Metr Khan b pencm i 
at the HoTcuTtht reported the enemy to be withb three mUet of camp 
the whole troopt were immediately got ond^ armt t and alihoogh the 
enemy did not come U dght the certdnty of their being rtry near wai 
confirmed, by the riilagea b front of the camp being teen b fltmet At 
day break no enemy appeared b tight, and at anarife the troopt broke

At it oceoired to me that Ctptaio Smith a detachment wu oppoaed to 
comenaqoe If the enemy went agabtt It I despatched a monnt^ trooper 
abuat haifpaat two o clock b the morning to order Ceptab Smith to 
retaro with b» detachment to thia camp Immediately In toawer to thh 
order Captab Smith replied by a note. aayb|(, that be had taken potaet 
aloQ of t^ rlliage under tbe fort dmiog the night, and he coaid not draw 
off the men itationed b It rrithoat aaffering mnch iota bnt b ciae he 
recdred no ordera to the contrary be abould return to camp u aoon after 
dark aa possible. While at breekfrat, a report waa brought of the enemy 
baring aorrounded Copialn Smith • deuehmeoti and I gerr ordera for 
the 1st battaBoD 13th Heguneat to march bamedlately to Oaptab Smith a 
aathlance but before the tuttanoo bad time to get tmder anna the 
alarm waa giren of the enemy romiog down end the whole Ibe agab 
torned out. I deemed it hai^ona to detacJi a alogle battaCoo I'^ile 
reporta were ercry moment recdred of the enemy bebg b toch force i to 
more with the nbule detaehmeot preaented great diffcahy as not a drop 
of water conld be ot taloed ontli the detachment reCnnied egab to thh 
ground Dot as I had great reason to apprebeod that Captab Smith 
would be cnt off If not rcllered I determined after mnch besHatiwi to 
Iea>e the enmp equipage and baggage to take ahclier under the fort, with 
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I think Mecr Khan will not he rash enough to cross the 
Jumna so near the rains, he must be certainly prevented 
from retreat and ultimately completely lost. 


one battalion to guard it, and marched with the remainder of the detach- 
ment at ten o’clock in the morning I had not proceeded about a mile 
and a half from ramp when from great bodies. of people appearing in sight, 
the line was formed, and a few shots were fired from the cavalry gallopers , 
upon coming nearer, however, a body of sepoys was observed, which 
proved to be five companies of Captain Smith’s detachment with the troop 
of cavalry, followed by large bodies of the enemy’s horse Captain Smith 
reports, that just as he had despatched liis note in the morning, the vil- 
lage in w'hich the attack against the fort was preparing was surrounded 
suddenly with immense bodies of horse, firing was heard in the vil- 
lage, which, after a short tune entirely ceased , and by a man who es- 
caped from the village, and came to Captain Smith’s camp, which tvas 
distant from the village about half a mile, he learned that the detachment 
in the village, consisting of two companies of sepoys, fifty European 
artillery, fifty gun lascars, with two 12-pounders, two hoNvitzers, one 
6-pouuder, and twelve tumbrils, were entirely taken by the enemy, and the 
men and officers all cut to pieces The officers w'ho were m the village were 
Captain Feade and Lieutenant Rlorrice of artillery. Lieutenant Gillespie, 
of the 1st battalion 18th regiment, and Master Hooper, assistant-surgeon. 
This IS a most severe loss, and much as I lament it, both in a public and 
private point of view, I fear the ill consequences arising from the accident 
will prove very serious 

The enemy still remain in the vdlages all round camp, as no single one 
can supply the whole with water, and it is reported they intend to attack 
the camp to-night or to-morrow, and while they contmue in this situation 
all my supplies must be cut of, and I cannot venture to detach foraging 
parties 

I had the honour to receive your letter of the 16th mstant to-day, every 
account that I have received within these two last days tends to confirm the 
report you mention, of its being the intention of Holkar to join Meer Khan, 
and penetrate by the Pass of Multown into this country 

I feel greatly the want of cavalry at present, and if the force of the 
^ enemy should be augmented by that of Holkar, however reduced, I shall 
be perfectly at a loss what to do for supphes, and therefore beg to be 
favoured with instructions against every event Colonel Shephard writes 
to-day that bodies of enemy are in every direction around him, and 
are daily approaching nearer, and his own detachment in the utmost 
distress both for cash and provisions

baggage 
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Holkar la certainly gone towarda Meer Khan which u the 
best thing for ns, as they will then both bo together I do not 
believe tbiw has been a concerted plan between them, asj^ 
have every reason to thml that Meer Khan wished to shake 
hnn off and plunder expressly for hnnself There are three 
battalions at Cawnpore that is to say those of the S2d 
and a very good Sehundy one onder Captain Hodgson Mr 
Smith having some days since declared bis idea that there 
was no further occasion for Lieutenant-Colonel Prole and 
his battahoD and the total impossibihty there was of pro- 
curing supphes for them, I ordered them on to Kujtb, 
where there are lines for a battalion from thinking they 
might be of use in case of ar^ attack upon onr new acquired 
territories in Bondelcund. I shonld imagine this battalion 
will be there by thin time, and advanced towards the Jumna, 
as they have received orders for that purpose. I therefore 
hope nothing of any consequence can happen in the Doab 
I win cross the Jnnma at Agra with a large body of ca 
valry and some mfantry, leaving a sufficient force to preserve 
quiet and tranquOlity m the upper part of the Poab, and onr 
acqinsitions m these parts, and to secure them from any 
irruption hereahoats 

I win lose no time m getting down towards Cawnpore, 
and protectmg that part of the Doab Mi^or General St. 
John will command them and as he wiH be guided by Co- 
lonel Clinton, I should hope no material injury could arise 
on that account. This will prolong the war m some de- 
gree but at the same tune shews how impoialble it was to 
he avoided, as Meer Khan clearly intended to carry on a 
desnltory kmd of war whateTer Holkar might do HoKar 
wiH lose all his possessions on the other side of Indio, and will 
very easily be hunted down aAer the rams, by two or three 
hght armies He cannot exist by plunder long 

By Colonel Powells illness and the death of Colonel Fob 
bin the command of the detachment m Bundelcimd devolved 
to Colonel Fawcett events not to have been foreseen, ana 
had it devolved to any other man in the army, this dreadful 
event could not have happened 1 do really tiunk. Wth 
four battalions of sepoys and 450 Europeans, to have suffered 
these guns to have been earned away does seem most extra 
ordinary The folly of attacking a fort for no one reason 
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%\lintc\cr is beyond all belief, and then only sending two 
companies of scpojs to protect tlic guns and batteiics is not 
to be believed. I have ordered Colonel Fa^cott toiesign 
Ins command to Lieutenant-Colonel Wittit, a most excellent 
oflicer, till Colonel Martcndell can arrive for that purpose. 
I should ha\c ordered him up, h.ad I not been fearful that 
the he.dth of Lieut-Colonel Wittit is in too precarious a 
state for him to bear much fatigue of body and mind. 

I re.dly thought I had left a most ample force for the pro- 
tection of Bundclcund against any number of iriegular lioise 
uhatever There is in these paits also Colonel Sheppton 
■with his biigades, in short they have a force there amounting 
to up^\ards of 7000 men, a foicc Mith vliich, I think, I could 
ha\c been able to beat any number of tioops tliat could have 
been opposed to me, and particularly so of the description of 
^^hich this banditti \\as composed. 

lammucliAoxed — it is impossible to be e\ er3'where. I 
trust the moment the army entcis the Doab, all alarm will 
cease, and no mischief, at least A eiy serious, is to be appre- 
hended from Meei Khan or his followers. 

I should have wrote some days since, but really the heat 
is so excessive that it is difficult to settle to anything, parti- 
culaily when one’s mind is a good deal harrassed. Several 
of the Europeans have died from the heat , they are taken 
suddenly ill, and die within an hour. The thermometer has 
been for many days in the tents under Tatties, at 110 
degrees. If so high in the officer’s tents, you may easily 
imagine what it must be in the men’s. The sepoys feel 
the heat most exceedmgly, and many of them have died 
from it. 

I feel most extremely obhged foi your attention to General 
Dowdeswell, he speaks with the highest gratitude and admi- 
ration of your Lordship m every mstance, and with the most 
hvely giatitude for your kindness towards him smee his 
arrival in Calcutta.

spective claims 

2. Id your letter of the TthofJtfarch,* you have stated four 
propositions as containing eyery possible Ime of conduct 
which could enter into contemplaban hi detenmning the 
mode of deciding the qaesdons which have arisen between 
the Peuhwa and the Sontbem Jagbeerdars; and m your 
letter of the JBIat of March f you have recommended that 
proposition which appeared to you after having communicated 
with Colonel Close at Bombay to be most eligible for the 
adoption of the British Govemnient, * 

3 I entirely approve your opinion on this subject, toge- 
ther with the arguments on which that opimon is founded, 
and it is therefore my determioatioQ to interpose the arbitra- 
tion of the British Government for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the extent of the sarvico to which the Peishwa is entitled 
firom the Southern Jagheerdars, and of inducing them to 
afford tliflt semco , and on the other hand of protect 
ing the Jagheerdars from the oppression of the Peishwas 
Government, and of guaranteeing to the Jagheerdars their

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possessions ^v]vllc tlic) shall continue to serve the Peishwa 
with hdcht j . 

4. M'lth a %iew to ncconiphsh this plan, I approve your 
proposition of appl) ing to the Peishwa for his Highness’s 
formal consent to the proposed intei position and settlement, 
and I ha^c according!} directed the resident at Poonah to 
make the necessary application to his Highness, I also au- 
thorize and direct }0u to make any eoinniunication to the 
Peishva on this occasion vhich may appear to3'ou to be ne- 
cessary or c\pcdicnt. 

5. It ma} probably be requisite to appoint one or more 
public oflicers for the special purpose of conducting the 
se\ era! enquiries and negotiations connected n ith the proposed 
settlement ; and I authorize and direct you to appoint any 
person or persons to that duty ^\hom you shall deem compe- 
tent to discharge it v ith advantage to the public service. 

6 The most eligible period of time for the completion of the 
proposed arrangement would certainly be the season of the 
approaching rains 5 and if circumstances connected with the 
operations against Jeswunt Rao Holkar, with the period of the 
season, and with the condition of the British troops should 
requiie you to move to the southward, that movement might 
facilitate the proposed settlement mth the Jagheerdars. 

7. I wish you however to understand that it is my positive 
determmation not to employ the British arms against any of 
the Southern Jagheeidars, excepting m cases positively re- 
quired by treaty. .It is obviously the inteiest of the British 
Government to remain at peace with those states, and the con- 
dition of the Peishwa’s authority, as well as the mjustice of 
his Highness’s system of internal pohey would render the 
employment of the British forces in such a cause both diffi- 
cult and disreputable. 

8. I appiove the letter which you addressed to the Rajah 
of Kolapore, of which a copy is enclosed in your despatch of 
the 21st of March,* and I have issued orders in conformity 
to that letter to the resident at Goa, and have communi- 
cated the same to the Governor of Fort 8t. Geoige, I trust 
however that no hostile operations against the Rajah of Kola- 
pore will become necessary until the general distribution of

9 As connected \nth the general eobject of this letter, it 
may be necessary to apprise you that I approve the *uggea 
tions of the Resident at Poonah for the settlement of GokJah a 
clanna under the proposed arrangement of the cession of the 
Pmshwa i share of the revenue of Ahmedabad to the Com- 
pany ; I iball refer to the consideration of the Government 
of Bombay the expediency of coDecting that revenue for the 
Company or for the Gtuckirar, and I shall direct that go- 
vernment to decide the question according to its judgment. 

10 The general tenor of this despatch wiD apprise you of 
my utter disapprobation of the Peiihwa s projects of ven- 
geance and rapme against the principal famihes of the Mah- 
ratta State, who are subject nomediately to Poonah I en 
tirely concur m your opinion respecting the impolicy and in- 
justice of those projects, and I have received with particular 
disgust hiB Highness s designs against the Pntwurdhun family 
You win therefore employ in concert with the Resident at 
Poonah, every means of persaanoD to mduce bis Highness to 
pursue a more wise and honourable pohey, and yon wiH poc- 
ttrely refute to lend the aid of theBntish Government to any 
snch dishonourable cause 

11 The regulations which you have prescribed with re- 

gard to the employment of the Bntub troops m the service 
of the Feishwa in all cases m which it may be proper to aid 
hii Highness m his mtemal admmistratioD, appears to me to 
be perfectly judicious, and I shall direct them to be confirmed 
by my express authority * 

13; I sliail take an early opportumty of communicating to 
you my sentiments and mstructions with r^ard to the system 
of measures to be pursued for establlsbing such a degree of 
order as may appear to bo practicable m the internal afiairs 
of the Pcishwa s government, for providing the means of 
checking the growth of those anmes of freebooters which now 
infest the Deccan, and for adjasdng the questions depending 
between their Highness s the Pcishwa and the Soobadar of 
the Deccan.

The Marquess Wellesley to Lieut.-General Lake 

SiRy Fort "Williafn, June 8tli, 1804 

I liave the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your 
Excellency’s despatch noted in the niaigin,* which reached 
ne at a late hour in the night of the 6th instant. 

Previously to the receipt of your Excellency’s letter, I 
lad leceived from Lieut.-Colonel Fawcett a copy of his letter 
o the Adjutant-General of the 22nd May,f and under the dis- 
Lstrous and disgraceful events which that letter announces, 
t is a gieat consolation to me to find that my sentiments en- 
irely accord with those expressed by your Excellency with 
•elation to this giievous and unexpected calamity. 

In communicating to your Excellency ray opinion on 
his occasion, I am happy to commence, by declaring in the 
nost distinct terms, my entire approbation of the arrangements 
vhich you had judiciously and wisely pi ovided for the protec- 
;ion of our mteiests in Bundlecund, and for the exclusion of 
he enemy from that quarter. The force appointed for this 
service was completely adequate to secure the proposed ob- 
ects. It was impossible to anticipate the flagrant misconduct 
ly which the honour of the British aims has been disgraced, 
ind the mteiests of the British Government hazarded, by an 
ifficer, furnished with such ample means of maintaining both 
It is difficult to calculate the extent of the evil conse- 
quences which may result from this unpaialleled accident. 
The least mischief which can be expected is the encouiage- 
nent of Holkar, Ameer KJian, and the whole horde of free- 
looters and professional robbers in Hindostan and the DecCan, 
ind we must prepare to encounter their repeated attacks uppn 
wery part of our fiontiei, which the shameful failure of Lieut - 
I^olonel Fawcett’s army will induce them to think vulnerable 
ifith impunity. 

'' Youi Excellency’s prompt, spirited, and judicious proceed- 
ngs on this occasion are calculated to aflhid immediate 
ecunty to oxu teiritories m the Doab and m Benares against 
my depredations of the gang collected m Bundlecund. It is 
lertainly highly desirable that an example should be made of

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those atrocions disturbeJ^ of the public peace Ameer Khan, 
or whoever may be the ringleader of the predatory force m 
Bundlecund, cannot jn^tly be considered to be m the si- 
tnation either of, an independent power, -actnowiedge^^Jiy 
the States of India, or of an officer acting under n commis- 
sion from an actn^x^dM^^ state Ameer Khan, or the'nng 
leader of those robbers, probably -acts wi^out Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar s authority We possess no proof that Ameer Khan, 
or that leader, whose name even is uncertain, is in Jeswnnt 
Rao Holkar s semce or pay , and it is most hkely that Ameer 
Khan or that leader proceeds upon a separate plan of plunder 
for his own benefit, or m other worfs is a common robber 

Jeswunt Rao Holkar cannot be classed among the 
States of India, and even if Ameer Khan, or the plunderers 
ID Bundlecund, possessed a commission from Jeswnnt Rao 
Holkar, such a commission could not entitle them to the 
benefit of the law of nations, apphcable to the case of war 
between contending states. This banditti therefore must be 
treated as common robbers, nor am I aware of any oreno 
stances which should entitle Jeswnnt Kao Holkar m his pre- 
sent condiboo to be considered in any more respectable pomt 
of new Your Excellency will be pleased to regulate your 
conduct towards Ameer Khan, Jeswnnt Rao Holkar, and 
then- respective forces and towards ibe freebooters of a 
similar descnption upon the pnncaple stated m this paragraph, 
and at a proper season you will issue a proclamation sigmiy- 
ing your mtention to treat all such persons as common 
robbers and felons. 

After a succession of the most splendid victorica able 
mihtary operations and extensive conquests which have 
ever adorned the annals of any nation, the British Govern 
ment has concluded an equitable honourable, and hlieral 
peace, with nil the acknowledged powers of Indio, and has 
cemented that peace by treaties of defensive alliance with 
several of the most respectable states of Hindostan and the 
Deccan. The benefits which this auspicious pacification pro- 
mised to diffuse among the subjects of the acknowledged 
states of India must not be frustrated by the predatory incur- 
sions of professional robbers under the assumed titlo of inde- 
pendent states claiming national rights while they pursue prac- 
tices Incompatible with every principle of the law of naConi 
and witli cverj Institution of civilised society

IIoNOUUAllLE Sirs, Fort Wllmm, June 10, 1804 

At the earliest practicable period of time, after the conclu- 
sion of peace with the confederated Mahrattn chieftains, the 
attention of the Goiernor-General in Council was directed to 
he important object of establishing the general piinciple 
rhich should regulate the partition of our late acquisitions 
jinder the treaties of peace wnth Dowlut Rao Scindiah and 
Rajah ofBcrar,) between the British Government and its 
^ies, and of applying that principle to the circumstances of 
hose states wdiich were to be considered as allies in the war, 
ind the Governor-General in Council now deems it his duty 
o communicate to your honourable Committee the sentiments 
.nd resolutions of the Govemor-Geneial m Council on that 
tnportant subj'ect. 

With a view to determine and to apply the piinciple of 
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partition of conque»t*, it ■was necettaryio decide, latlyj'what 
Btatefl of India Bhonld be conaidered os the allies of tbe Bn^ 
tiab^Gorenniient m tbe late war, Sdly, what atatea posaeaaed 
a poBiUre right to paHicipate m onr conqueata , and Sdly, 
•whether it was expedient to admit the participation of any, of 
tbe alhea, wbo might not be conaidered to poaaeaa a poaitire 
ngbt to participate m onr conqueata; and to what extent the 
admiason of rach participatiOD might be deemed politic and 
juft. ' 

The Govemor-Genend in ConnciI waa decidedly of opimon 
that the only atatea which could properly be conaidered as 
aDiea of the Bntiah Goyemment in the late war were those 
of the Paiahwa, and the Sonbahdar of the Deccan. The 
nature of the relationa and the engagementa inbaiatmgibe- 
tween the Bntiah Goyemment and the atatea of Myaoro and 
of the Gmchwar (the troopa of which particnlnrly of the 
former, were employed m the proaecndon of the war) la not 
auch aa to place them m the condition of the albea deaignated 
by the treaty of peace with Dowlot Kao Scmdiah and the 
Rajah of Berar nor yraa it probable that the goveimu enta of 
either of those atatea entertained any expectation of benefit 
mg by the remit of the war m any other manner than by i 
acqamng an additional degree of aecunty m the peaceably 
eqjoyment of their reapecHye ngbla and possoaaiona. 

The Goreroor-General in Council howerer, waa decidedly 
of opinion that none of the atatea of India planning to ho 
alhea of the Bntiah Goyemment, could juftly found a right 
to participate in the conqueata of the war merely on the de- 
claration contained m the treaties of peace that the ceaaiona 
•were made generally in fayour of the Bntiah Goyemment and 
ita aUies* 

This declaration waa mtrodneed mto tbe treatica of peace 
with reference, first, to the engagementa actually aubiiitingi 
between the British Goyenunent and the Souhahdar of tho 
Deccan, by which that Pnnee ia entitled, imdcr cortam con-- 
Bidemttons, to partiapato equally -with the Bndih Govern 
ment m the conquests'^of joint war 2dly To the declared 
intention of tho Governor-General to admit the Pciiliwa alio 
to a participation m tho conqaeata of the late war, in inch a 
proportion and in mch a manner □$ ahould appear to bo ox 
pcdicnt on the conclusion of a general peace. That dccUra 
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lion -was not intended to convey to any of tlie allies any right 
of pai ticipation ■which they did not possess on other grounds. 

If a contrary principle were admitted, a right of equal par- 
ticipation on the part of the allies could not justly he demed, 
and that right must have been recognized mdependently of 
the conduct of the allies during the war, and with respect to 
the Soubahdar of the Deccan, independently of his fulfilment 
of those conditions, on which alone his right of equal partici- 
pation IS stipulated by positive treaty to depend. This could 
not be supposed to have been in the contemplation of either 
of the contracting parties at the conclusion of the treaties of 
peace. 

The states of Hyderabad and Poonah, therefore, being the 
only states which could be considered as alhes of the British 
Government in the late war, it became necessary to determine 
whether either or both of those states possessed a right - to 
participate m our conquests ; and under the defect of right, 
whether either or both those states should be admitted, on 
principles of expediency and policy, to a participation. 

By the 3d of the secret and separate articles of the treaty 
of Hyderabad concluded in October 1800, his Highness the 
Soubahdar of the Deccan is entitled to participate equally 
with the British Government m the conquests of jomt wa r on 
certain conditions. With a view, therefore, to determine 
wEetherTiisHighness possessed a right to participate in the 
conquests of the late war, it was necessaiy to examine in what 
degree his Highness had fulfilled the conditions on which 
that right was stipulated to depend. * 

It is declared in the 3d of the separate and secret articles 
of that treaty, that “ in the event of war, his Highness shall 
be entitled to paiticipate equally with the other contracting 
parties in the division of any territory which may be acqmred 
by the successful exertions of their united arms, provided his 
Highness the Nawaub Asaph Jah shall have faithfully ful- 
filled all the stipulations of the preceding treaty, especially 
those contained m the 12th and 13th articles thereof.” 

The obligation imposed upon his Highness the Soubahdar 
of the Deccan by the 12th and ISth articles is, that in the 
event of war, his Highness shall furnish a force of 6,000 in- 
fantry and 9,000 cavalry, to act with the subsidiary force , 
that his Highness shall also employ every further effort in 
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hi8 power for the ptirpoie of brmging mto the field, aa 
gpeedfly as possible, the whole force which he may be able k 
eapply from his dominions, and that his Highness shall col 
lect as many Bnnjarrahs as possible, and shall store as much 
gram as may be practicable m his frontier gamsons In othei 
words, his Hrg hnpjts u required to mute cordially with the 
British GoTenuncnt m the prosecution of the auppoted waTj 
and to combine with the exertions of the British power al 
tlie force and resources of his own state, as the condition ol 
his bemg entitled to parfiapate eqnally with the Bntish Go- 
vernment in the temtones which may be acquired by the 
war 

Although the conduct of the state of Hyderabad dunng 
the late war with the confederated Mahratta chieftains, is 
d^cribed m the course of the narrative of transactions con 
t^ed m our despatch to yonr hononrable Committee of the 
12th of April, the Governor-General m Council deems it pro- 
per Nnth a view to trace distinctly the gronnda of his deojibn 
on the question of hts Highness $ right of partidpation tc 
repeat on this occasion the leading facts of the case. • 

Afre^long and urgent sohatation on the part of the Resi 
dent at Hyderabad a body of bis Highness a troops amount- 
ing nearly to the number stipnlated by treaty, joined the snb- 
sidiary fqyCe and the general conduct of those troops was 
consistent with the obhgatioiis of the treaty In other re- 
spects however the state of Hyderabad altogether fafled m 
the discharge of the dudes of an ally and tLo conduct of his 
Highness s offleen was of a nature actnafiy hostile to the 
British Government. 

At an early period of the war Major General Wellesley was 
invested by hii late Highness the Nixam with n guneral power 
of control over the ofGcers of his Highness s goremment on 
the western IVonber of his dominions. That power of con- 
trol, however proved entirely nugatory ITio orders of 
Major General ‘Wellesley were utterly disregarded { every 
exertion on the part of^s Highness s officers m facihtatuig 
the movement and supply of the Bntish troops and in op- 
posing those of the enemy, was insidiously withheld or di- 
rectly refused, and lus Highnesss officers not only neglected 
to store grain m the frontier gamsons for the semeo of the 
combined troops In conforouty to on express stipulation in tho 
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treat}' of Ilydcr.abacl, but refused to furnisli any supplies, and 
even to permit the purchase of grain in Infe Highness’s terri- 
tor} for the use of the British army. 

His Highness's oflicer comm.inding the fort of Dowlutnbad 
refused admission to the sick and wounded of the British 
troops engaged in the battle of Assye. The Killadar of 
Dharorc lefuscd to gi\e protection under the guns of his foit 
to a con^o^ piocccding nith supplies to the nimy, uithout 
orders for that purpose from the Court of Hyderabad, and 
the Ivillad.ir of Budnapore actually filed upon a detachment 
of British troops on its march to join Major-General Wel- 
Icslc} . 

Although the conduct of his Highness’s officers may be 
ascribed in a great mc.isure to the weakness of his govern- 
ment, jet the sentiments which liis Highness Secunder J^i 
himself is stated to ha\e declared upon that occasion, jusu'^j 
a suspicion that theii hostile conduct ivas encouraged by^^x^ 
Highness. The Goveinor-Gcneral m Council lieie iefe/’,t 
a declaration of his Highness to Azini Ool Oinrah, rep5r 
by that minister to the Resident of Hyderabad, and coaiwu,*; 
nicated in a despatch from the Resident of the 13tlE‘{)tili!|!to 
1803, that it was not necessary for him to attend L^j 
remonstrances of the British Government on the/siAb^-ipi'^of 
the conduct of his officers ; that “*no apprehensioJ^ 
instance be entertamed on the representations tlfht^;'5^hid^ 
been made to him regarding the Killadar ofSDhaj^n^eilpfe 
others, for that it was not stipulated in any parCof 
gagements that British officers and then troops should 
tively be admitted within the forts of his government, anil^ 
that it was a matter of equal indifference whether the Killa- 
dars did or did not admit them.” 

These unwarrantable sentiments, and those which his High- 
ness is stated by the Resident to entertain generally with re- 
gard to the alliance subsisting between the British Govern- 
^ttient and the state of Hyderabad, accompanied by the sevei al 
acts enumeiated in the preceding paragraph, are manifestly 
inconsistent with a due attention to the obhgations of the 
alliance. 

In addition to these facts, it was mamfest that his Highness 
did not, agreeably to the spirit of his engagements, combme 
with the exertions of the British power all the force and re- 
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BoorcoB of his own state for the proBccntion of the war, anil 
conieqoently did not fulfil the conditions on which he would 
be entitled to participate cquallj in the conquests which'hare 
resulted firom the war > 

The conclusion of any engagements between Btates neces- 
Barily supposes the ahOity, as well as the disposition of both 
parties to ftilfil the obligations of them. Admitting there- 
fore that the condnet of his Highness s ofiBcera originated in 
causes wholly independent of his Highnesss control, and that 
his Highness was precluded by the inherent vices and defects 
of his Government, from applying the resources of the state 
to the promotion of the common cause, his Highness could 
not conBiatently with the acknowledged principles of recipro- 
city, he permitted to claon the benefit of this argument, and 
to found a right to an equal partiapation of conquests on his 
yiibihty to fulfil the conditiODs on which alone that nght was 
^tdfoitted to exist. i 

hidepenkently of these considerationi, however his High 
chuiii to an equal participation is precluded by the 
teiwlAf the 15th article of the treaty of peace with Dowlat-s

tenipment of mihtary stores &c. shall be defrayed out of 
4be revenues of the lands ceded by the 2d 3d, and 4th orti 
■yea of the treaty of peace, his Highness therefore could not 
justly claim an equal share in the lands on which are charged 
tho expense of tho subsidiary force to be furnished by the 
Bntish Government to Scindiah, and the Governor-General'^ 
in Council is decidedly of opinion, that under a just construe 
eon of tho I5th article of tho treaty of Seiji Anjengaum, ^ 
combined with the provisions of tho subsidiary engagement 
lately concluded with bowlut Rao Scindiah, his Highness 
the Soubahdar could not claim any portion of tho territory 
ceded by the 2d, 3d, and 4th articles of tho treaty of Seiji 
Anjengaum, because tho British Government being pledged 
by tho subsidiary and defensive engagements concluded with 
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DoMlut Rno Scinclinli, eventually to employ the wliofe power 
and resources of the state for the defence of that chieftain’s 
rights and possessions, the lands on which arc charged the 
expense of the subsidiary force, may be justly considered to 
he assigned for all the actual and contingent charges of ful- 
filling that obligation of oui defenshe engagements. It was 
also evident that those territories are subject to other charges 
connected with the general principles of the pacification, and 
that from the icieniies arising out of those territories must 
be dcfra}cd the expense of pio\idingfor Scindiah’s principal 
officers and chiefs, and certain branches of his family, as 
well as for the charges incidental to our engagements with 
several cliicfs and states in Ilrndostan, and for the maintenance 
of the king and the family. 

It follows from this statement, that if his Highness the ^ 
Soubahdnr of the Deccan had maintained a claim to an equal 
participation of conquests, he must also be subjected to an 
equal share of the charges incidental to the security of those 
conquests, and lesulting from the general principles of the 
^ pacification. If, therefore, the estimated value of all the ces- 
sions made to the allies by the peace were opposed to the 
■ necessary charges of the whole arrangement, there can be no 
doubt that his Highness the Soubahdar’s share of the profits 
of the war would be greatly mferior to that which has ac^- 
ally been assigned to him, added to the positive gain which 
his Highness has acquired by the total abiogation of the 
claims of the Rajah of Berar and Dowlut Rao Scindiah on 
his Highness’s government under the distmct provisions of 
an article in the treaties of peace with each of those chief- 
tains. 

Although his Highness the Soubahdar of the Deccan can- 
not be considered to possess on any ground a right to an 
J equal participation in the territories acquired by the late war, 
a question may be supposed to exist, whether his Highness 
“"‘^as not entitled to a shai e of the conquests proportioned to 
the degree in which he contributed the aid of his troops in 
the prosecution of the war. On this subject it may be ob- 
served, 1st, that the conditions on which his Highness’s right 
of participation depends are absolute, and that the engage- 
ment does not state any obhgation on oui part dependent on 
a partial execution of those conditions on the part of his 
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Xlighnesa, and 2dly, that no definite pnnaple of companion 
can be eatabliihed between the benefit which our cause may 
hare denved from the co-operation of hia Highness a troops 
and any preciae proportion of territory to be assigned as an i 
equrralent to his Highness. 1 

Under the circumstances above stated, the only points con 
nected with the interests of the Soubahdar of the Deccan 
which remained to be decicied were — 

Ist Whether his Highness the Sonbahdar of the Deccan 
should be admitted to anj' share of the conquered territory, 
and if this question were decided m the affirmabref 

2dly Whether without reference to the conduct of his 
Highness s government during the war such territory should , 
be assigned to bis Highness on the ground of hu Highness s 
right to participate m the conquests of the war, or simply as 
a gratuitous cession on the part of the Bnbsh Government on 
grounds distinct from any question of a right to participation 
of conquests? 

Sdly What temtory should be assigned to his Highness if 
be should be permitted to retain any part of the conquered 
countries? 

With regard to the first pomt the GoTemor General in ^ 
Copncil was of opinion that, adverting to considerations of a 
pohtica] nature, and to the local position of a considerable 
part of the conquered temtory it was expedient to assign a 
certain portion of it to his Highness the Souhahdar t 

On the 2d question os the Souhahdar possessed no posv 
tWo right to any procue portion of our conquests it appeared 
0 be just and expedient that the temtory to be assigned to 
ho Souhahdar of the Deccan should be considered as a gm 
nitons cession to lus Highness on the part of the Bntish 
jJoTOmment and not surrendered to bis Highness on the 
[round of hu right to parbapatiOD id the conquests cfFectcdN 
lunng the war 

Tho temtories which It was expedient to cede to his Highj— 
less the Soubahdar of tho Dcccan wore obviously those wluch 
rerc bitermlxed with hia Highness s present possessions, or 
rcre contiguous to them. 

Those territones are, 1st, the districts, of which the Rojah 
if Bcrar collected the revenues in participation with the Sou 
Kibdar of the Dcccan and generally all tlic temtory formerly 
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in the possession of the Rajah of Berar, situated to tlie soutli- 
Mard of llic liills, on Avhich are the foils of Nnrnulla and 
Gawilglnn, and to the westward of the ri^er Wurdah, ceded 
)y tlic 3d and dth .irticles of the treaty of Deogaum, except- 
ng Old} such distucts as aie stipulated by the 5th aiticle of 
li.it tieati to lem.iin in the possession of the Rajah ofBeiar. 

Sdly. Tlie districts ceded hy the dth artielc of the treaty of 
peace uith DouhitRao Scindiah, m/., those which are situated 
to the soutliuaid of the Adjiintce hills, including the fort and 
district of J.dn.ipoor, the toun and district of Gondapore, 
and all othci districts fonncrly belonging to Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah, situated between that range of hills and the river 
Godai er} . 

These territories had already been placed under the charge 
of his Highness’s oflicers by the honourable Majoi-General 
Wellesley, undci an express declaration on the part of that 
officer tliat his Highness’s peinianent appropriation of those 
territories must be subject to the future resolution of the 
Go\ernor-Gcneral in Council 

Upon the grounds detailed in the preceding part of tins 
letter, the Governor-General in Council resolved to annex 
those terntones permanently to the dominions of the Sou- 
bahdar of the Deccan. 

The Governor-General in Council now proceeds to state 
to your honourable Committee his sentiments with regard to 
the question of a right to paiticipate in the acquisitions of 
the late war, as applicable to our ally the Peisliwa, and the 
arrangements winch the Governor-General in Council finally 
adopted in favour of his Highness under the acquisitions 
resulting from the successes of the war. ^ 

The treaty of Bassein is fiamed on the basis of the tieaties | 
concluded with the Nizam in October, 1800. It stipulates 
hi the aid of a certain portion of the Peishwa’s troops in the 
event of a war, but does not provide for his Highness’s 
jiai ticipation in any conquests which may be achieved by 
the war. 

Admitting, therefore, that the Peishwa had furnished the 
stipulated number of troops for the prosecution of the late 
war, he would have acquired no light to participate in the 
conquests which have resulted from it. It was unnecessary, 
therefore, to enter into any discussion on the question of his 
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QjghneM b nght of parbapation, founded on the considera- 
tion of hiaJiaring contributed to the support of the common 
cause m the degree in irhich tho irealaiess and confusion of 
hia Highness B government admitted ofhiB co-operatiom Tb^ 
peculiar orcrrmstanceB of hiB Highness b situation rendered 
snch a pretension m the highest degree exorbitant and un- 
reasonable. 

The war ongmated m the measures adopted by the Bri- 
tish Giovenmient for the restoration of bis Highness fifom a 
state of exile and of personal danger to his Intimate domi- 
mons and to a condition of comparatiTe dignity and perma 
nent security 

The utmost limit of the Peishwas just and reasonable 
expectations was attained m the preservation of bis domi 
nion by the result of the war from the violence and ambi 
bon of external and domesbc enemies. His Excellency m 
Council, therefore, could discern no groond of claim on the 
part of the Peishwa, to a parbcipabon of conquests efiected 
in the defence of bis Highness s nghts and possessions by 
the exertions of the Bnbsh arms and the wisdom of Bnbsh. 
coanoli not only unaided by any efrbrts on the part of his ^ 
Highness, but in some pomts impeded by the nnaccommodsbim^ 
and vindicbve spfnt of hia H%hness s pohcy ■“ 

The Pcishwa conld not m the Judgment of the Governor 
General m Council establish any pretension to parbdpate In 
the temtones acquired by those arduous excrbons of tbo 
Bnbsh arms, to w^ch bis Highness was exclusively indebted 
for tho existence of his power 

The restoration of the Pefshwa s fegiCunate anthonty, to- 
gether with the recovery of the dominions which he possessed 
previously to his expulsion firom Poonab and with the provi- 
sions established for securing his Highness in his state and. 
actual possessions appeared to tbo Govcmor-Gencral in\ 
Council to consfatuto on ample parbcipabon in tho success of 
tbo war and in the benefits of the peace. 

Considerations of pohcy, however, suggested the expe- 
dience of admitting tho Peishwo to a partidpabon m our late 
conquests 

The jealousy with which the Peishwa contemplated an In 
tnnate connexion with tho British Government prevented his 
acceptance of our proposals for the condusion of a defensive 
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alliance until the successful rebellion of Jeswunt Rao Hollcar 
had subverted his government, and had compelled him to 
abandon his capital. 

The Peishwa has experienced the benefits of that alliance 
)y his restoration to the exeicise of his legitimate authority, 
inder the protection of the Biitish arms and of the British 
lower. 

The Governor-General in Council, however, was of opi- 
lion that the characteristic jealousy of the Peishwa could not 
le completely eradicated until he should be satisfied by a 
urther experience of the moderation and hberahty of our 
iroceedings under the alliance, that it is our object rather to 
lugment than to impair the power and resources of his 
government. The assignment of a portion of our recent con- 
quests to the Peishwa, under the total defect of his High- 
□less’s right to participate in them, founded either on the 
abhgations of treaty or on the aid which his Highness contri- 
buted in the prosecution of the war, was calculated in the 
judgment of the Governor-General in Council to impress 
apon his Highness’s mmd the most favourable opimon of the 
equity and hberahty of the British Government, to encourage 
his confidence m its pubhc faith and honour, and to fix his 
attachment to the alhance, as well as to elevate the fame and 
character of the British Government m the judgment of 
every state in India, 

For these reasons his Excellency in Council deemed it 
advisable to assign to the Peishwa as large a portion of our 
[ate teriitorial acquisitions as could be conveniently annexed 
to his dominions, consistently with the security of oui own 
rights and possessions, and with the arrangements which the 
Governor- General in Council had resolved to accomphsh in 
favour of our ally the 8ouhahdar of the Deccan 
( His Excellency in Council accordingly resolved that the 
Qty and piovince of Ahmednuggur, excepting such portion 
*,cf the latter as was restored to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah by the 
terms of the treaty of peace, should be annexed to the 
Peishwa’s dommions. 

Upon the basis of the observations and resolutions stated 
in the precedmg part of this despatch, instructions were 
transmitted to the Residents at the courts of Hyderabad 
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and Poonah, under the date the SOth of March, ISO^, di- 
recting those oflBcers to communicate to their Highnesses the 
Soubahdar of the Deccan and the Peishwa respectnrelj, 
the temtonal arrangements which the Groremor-Gcneral ii^, 
Council had resolved to adopt m favour of their Highnesses, 
and to be prepared to oppose any assumption on the part of 
their Highnesses of a right to participate m the conquests of 
the war The Resident at Poonah was especially directed 
to endeavour to impress upon the mind of the Penhwa a 
juBt sense of the hberahty of the BntiBh Government in 
assigning to his Highness so valuable a portion of our recent 
conquests, under the total defect of his Highness s right to 
participate m them founded either on the shpulations of the 
treaty or on the aid afforded by his Highness m the promo- 
tion of the common cause* 

The draft of a treaty of partition fiamed m conformity to 
the resolutions above described, was at the same time trans- 


mitted to the Residents at Hyderabad and Poonah res- 
pectively with directions to obtain the seals and signatures 
of their Highnesses the Soubahdar of the Deccan and the 
Feishwa to separate treaties to be prepared in conformity ' 
to that draft ^ 

The Governor General in Council deeming the penod of 
a^ustmg the partiapation of conquests to be the dttest 
opportunity for obtaining their Highnesses the Sonbahdars 
and the Peishwa s ratification of the treahes of peace con- 
cluded with Dowlat Rao Scindiah and the Rajah of Berar, 
transmitted with his mstmctiODs to the Residents on the 


subject of a partition of conquests copies of those treaties 
du4cting the Keridents to present to then* Highnesses the 
Sonbahdar of the Deccan and the Pcishwa respectively 
copies of those treaties, in order that their Highnesses might 


affix their seals to each of those treaties m testimony of thelt^ 
recognition of the terms of the pacification, and the Hesl- 


dents were further instructed to return those treaties s^ 


attested for the purpose of being deposited among the re- 
cords of Government* It was at the same thne signified to 
the Residents that the Ratification of the treaties of peace 
mast precede the execution of the treaties of partition* 

On the 28th of April the Resident at Hyderabad waited 
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U{mu lu'' UiijlinC':'' tlio Soulmli<lnr of the Deccan foi the 
oxpre*-*' jnirpn^o of oljt.-mhntr his Ili^hne'^s''; latiPuMtion of 
the treaties of pence, and his execution of (lie treatj' of 
p irlition 

His Ilij^hnCis, after an nttentne peni';al of (he (loaties of 
pence, nnixed his: seal and signature (o those documents, 
'i lie Ucsidenl then delnered to his Higlincss (he pioposed 
treat) of pirdtion, mIiicIi. nflcr heing attciKucl) jicruscd, 
n*i< executed In his I Iigliness without the slightest Iicsita- 
tion. The Ke^idcnt at (he same time ilclncrcd a counter- 
part of that (rcat\ to his Highness the Souhahdar Iminc- 
diateh after the ex*chan"e of those insinimcnls, the minister, 
Arini Ool Omrah, in the piescnce of his Highness, ex- 
pressed to (he licsidcnt his Highness’s entne satisfaction at 
the amieahlc and hhcrai spnit of the tern'torial arrangements 
for which the tieat\ of partition proMded. 

In the course of the comcrsation, the Kcsidcnt look occa- 
sion to intimate to the minister that the assignment of leni-f, 
tory to his Highness, jircseribcd In the treaty of partition, .'j 
must be considered ns gratuitous on the part of the British Go-y 
►^ernment, and not as sin rendered on the ground of his High- 
'hess the Soubahdar's right to participation in the conquests ' 
of the war. But no pretensions haiing been adianced by 
his Highness to an equal share of conquests, the Resident 
judged it unncccssaiy to press the discussion of that question 
upon the court of Hyderabad 

The treaty of paitition, executed by Ins Iligliness the 
Soubahdar of the Deccan, wxis recened at Foit William on 
the IStli of May, and was ratified by the Governor-Geneial 
in Council on the following day 

Ad\ei tinji to the extent and value of the cessions to the 
Souhahdar of the Deccan under the tieaty of partition, and 
the benefits winch his Highness deiives from the lenun- 
^ ^^lon on the pait of the Rajah of Beiar and of DowlutRao 
'.j-^lndiah of all claims of every description on the state of 
Hj'derabad, the Goveinoi-General in Council is decidedly of 
opinion that under tlie treaty of partition the Soubahdar of 
the Deccan has acquired a share in the conquests and ad- ■ 
vantages of the war greatly exceeding the pioportion m ^ 
wdiich his Higliness contributed to its success, and not in- 
feiior to that which his Highness must ha\e leceived under

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an admunon of hiB nght to an equal parfaapation of con- 
questa 

The court of Poonah on this occasion manifested a spmt 
of cavil and of mordmate pretension, wholly unbecoming 
the relatiTe situation of his Highness the Peishwa, and un-^ 
smtable to the nature of the obhgations imposed upon his 
Highness by the arduous exertions of the Bntish Govern 
ment for the re-establishment of his authority and by the 
liberahty of its conduct m resolvmg to assign to his Highness 
a portion rif the conquered territory under the total defect 
of bis Highness ■ claim to such a participatioiL 

"When the Resident submitted to bis HighnessthePeishwa 
copies of the treaties of peace for ratification appmong hnn 
that when his Highness should have ratified those docu- 
ments the Resident would communicate to his Highness on 
arrangement for the cession of the fort and territory of 
Ahmednuggur to the state of Poonah, his Ehghness refused 
to ratify those treaties with his seal and signature justifymg^ 
his refusal by claims and pretensions of a most extravaga 
and unreasonable nature 

The mstructionB of the Governor-General m Coxircfi, how\ 
ever, enabled the Resident to oppose with mccess the exor^ 
bitant demands and expectatious of the Peosbwa, who finalfy 
consented to recognise the provisions of the treaties of peace 
by afHxmg hu seal to the copies of those treaties presented 
to him for that purpose by the Resident. 

The Resident then proceeded to submit the treaty of par 
tition to his Highness s acceptance. Upon thm occasion the 
Peishwa renewed his unreasonable chums and oven ad 
vanced pretensions to partiapate equally with the British 
Government in the conquests of the war The Resident 
found no difficulty however, m demonstrating to lus High- 
ness and his ministers the absurdity of these pretensions, and_^ 
after some further discussion his Highness consented to j 
withdraw hts unreasonable claims and to nffir his seal and X 
Eignnturo to the treaty of partition 

Accordlnglj oh the 14th of May the Resident at Poonali 
waited on his Highness the Peishwa, who on that occasion 
affixed his seal to the treaties of peace concluded with 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah and the Rajah of Bcrar, and duly 
executed the proposed treaty of partition 
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The treaty of partition, as concluded Mith his Highness 
the Pcishwn, has also been ratified by the Governor-General 
in Council. 

Copies of the treaty of partition, as concluded mth their 
Iliglinosscs the Soubahdar of the Deccan and the Peishwa, 
.are also annexed to tliis despatch for your honourable Com- 
mit tee’s information.'^

IIoxoURABLE SlRS, 15tU Junc, 1804 

The position of a body of troops under the command of 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar, and the conduct and language of that 
freebooter rendered it necessary for the security of the Bri- 
\ tish interests, and those of our allies, to retain the army 
under the personal command of his Excellency the Com- 
mander-in-Chief in the field for a considerable period of time 
after the conclusion of peace udth Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, and 
the Rajah of Berar, The most important considerations of 
policy, and especially of economy, required that the earliest 
means should be employed for establishing the British army 
at the stations which might be fixed for its permanent posi- 
tion in consequence of the peace. And it was therefore ne- 
cessary to bring Jeswunt Rao Holkar to some definite expla- 
nation of his designs, the uncertainty of which might have 
Vvolved considerable expense by occasionmg the protracted 
' ietention of the army in the field. 

2. The result of these negotiations has finally compelled 
the Governor-General in Council to adopt the most decisive 
measures for reducing the power and resources of Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar. 

8. Your honourable Committee has been apprized of the

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important concesaions made by Dowlat RaoiScuidiab to Je* 
mint Rao HoDcar under an nnpbed engagement on the part 
of Holkar to combme hia troops with those of the confederat**^ 
chieftains in hostihty agamst the British Government. J< 
wnnt Rao Holkar however, not having jomed Dowlnt R 
Scmdiah and theR^ah of Berax in the war, and having co 
nutted no act of aggression sgainst the Bntish Gbvemnie 
daring the contmaation ofhosdhdeB with those chiefbuns, i 
attempt was made on the part of the Bntisb Goveminent 
molest Jeswont Rao HoDcar 

4. Althoogh that chieftain s exactions &om Anmngaba 
a city belonging to oar ally the Nisam (which are noticed 
the 15th paragraph of our letter to yoor honourahle Cot 
mittee of the 10th of Jane 1803), wo^d hare justified a d 
termination on the part of the alhes to enforce a compensatioi 
the Govemor-fjeneral however, in his mitnicbons to tl 
honourable M^or-General Wellefley of the 27th of Jnn 
1803 (a copy of which formed an enclosure m our despatc 
to your honourable Cktmmittee of the Irt August) poartrre' 
prohibited that officer from prosecuting hostilities agam 
Holkar, merely for the purpose of obtaining indemnity for tl 
plunder of Aurungabad or for any other predatory mcuraio: 

fi. Towards the concloaion of the war Jeswunt Rao Holh 
advanced towards the frontier of our ally the R^ah of Jyi 
nagnr m prosecution of his habits of predatory warfari 
and occupied a position with the mam body of his force 
which mdicated an mtention to violate the temtones of tl 
R^ah of Jyenagar Many other mdications of an hostilo n 
tore were also manifested by Jeswunt Rao Holkar 

6 In the month of December, 1803, Jeswimt Rao Holki 
addressed letters to his Excellency the Commander in-Chio 
which though expressed m the spirit of arrogance, wine 
Jeswunt Kao Holkar assumed upon all occasions contame 
assumncei of his disposition to cultivate the fnendship of tb 
Bntish Government 

7 The conduct of Jeswunt Rao Holkar however, at th 
penod of time, was wholly Inconsistent with these omicabl 
profejilons, A letter was delivered to the Commander li 
Chief by the Rajah of Macherry, addressed to the Rajah b 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar the object of which was to detach the 
chieftain from his alliance with the British Government, Fm 
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lljcr corrc^jpondcncc of a nature hostile to the Britisli Govern- 
ment was (lisco\orc{l bct\\ccn Holkar and persons ov. ing al- 
legiance to the British Government. Authentic infoimation 
Masal'50 roceiNcd that llolknr had bnrbaiously murdeied three 
Biitish subiects in his service on a charge of a coirespondeiice 
between one of those oflicers and the Commandei-in-Chief 

8. The replies of the Coinmnndcr-m-CInef to the letters 
which Ills J2\ccllcnc} had recehed from Jeswunt RaoHolkar 
evpres'^ed the wish of the British Government to abstain 
from the prosecution of hostilities against him, declaring at 
the same time our determination to resist any attempt on the 
part of any chief or power to molest the .allies, or to invade 
the rights of the British Go\ eminent. The tenor of these 
answers w as entirely apjirovcd by the Governor-General, w ho 
deemed it proper at this time to furnish the Commander-in- 
Chicfwith a statement of his Mews and intentions with re- 
spect to Jeswunt Rao Ilolkar, and with instructions for the 
guidance of the Comniander-in-Cliief s conduct with respect 
to that chieftain 

9. It appeared to the Governor-General to be indispens- 
.ably necessary eitliei to adopt measures for the reduction of 
Jeswmiit Rao Holkar’s predatory force, or to frame some ar- 
rangement with him which, without compromising the dignity 
of the British Government, and without violating the general 
principles of justice, or the acknowledged rights of other 
chieftains, might render it the interest of Jeswunt Rao Holkar 
to abandon his predatory habits, and preclude the necessity 
of an expensive permanent arrangement foi the defence of 
our territoiies, and those of our allies against the incursions 
of that freebooter. 

10. Tlie detail of the arguments and considerations which 
influenced the determination of the Governor-General upon 
^ this point is too voluminous to admit of being inserted m this 

Jespatch, the Governor-General deems it sufficient to state 
^0 your honourable Committee the general result of the 
Governor-General’s dehbei ations on the question, referring 
your honourable Committee for that detail to the annexed 
copy^ of the instructions to the Commander-in-Chief.

in-Chief to conclude an agreement with Jeswunt Rao Holkar, 
engaging on the part of the Bntuh Government to leave 
Jeswnnt Rao Holkar in the bninolested exercise of bis autho- 
rity, provided only that Jeswnnt Rao Holkar should engagd 
on his part to abstain firam any acts of aggression and bostihtjH 
against tbe Bntuh Govemmeot, and from any invasion of the 
rights of our alhes. For the accomplishment of this ammg^ 
ment the Commander-in-Chief was instructed to signify'^ 
Jeswtlnt Rko Holkar, either by letter or through the charnel 
of ihe vakeels whom he might be innted to despatch, that 
the Bndah Government ontortamed the most amicable dls- 
^oridon towards him, and harboured no mtebbon of proie- 
cutmg hosdhtieB against him pnless compelled to that extre- 
mity by acts of aggressiOn on bis port against the British 
Government, or any of its alhes. That the British Govern 
ment was pledged by the ohhgahon of its engagements with 
Various c^efs and states in Huidostan to guarantee them 
ogoihst all exactions abd demands unfounded in jnsdeO ; tbot 
wo did not admit his claim to tribute of any denomination 
npon those chiefs oV states founded upon the pretensions of 
the Holkar family, and that we should therefore be compelled 
to resist shch demands on the part of Jeswunt Rao 
Ilolknr That with the consent of his Highness the Peishwa, 
tho Bndih Government would bo disposed to arbitrate tho 
diflcrcncci subfistmg between Jeswunt Rao Holkar and 
Cashee Rao Holkar, and to adjust the clnims of tlio several 
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brandies of tlie family on (he principles of equity and justice. 
That we were desirous of prcserMiig peace with Jeswmnt 
Rao Ilolknr, and that we would ab^itarii from any unsolicited 
interference in hi'^ concern'? he}ond the limits icquircd for 
the piotection and secuiity of the lights and tciritoiies of our 
.illic*?. and that we merely required that he slioiild manifest a 
similar conduct h) ahstamiug from all measures and opera- 
tions of n contrary tendency, by withdrawing Ins troops from 
ain position which the) might at that time occupy menacing 
to (he British Go\crnmcnt or to our allies, and by withhold- 
ing all demands on the states or clncftams w itli wdncli the 
British Go^ernment was in alliance , adding, that if Jeswunt 
Rao Ilolkar should ad\ancc an) claims on those states in his 
individual capacit), the British Government w’ould be dis- 
posed to arbitrate all such claims on principles of equity and 
justice. 

Ii3. The Commaiulcr-in-Cliicf was desired to exercise his 
dl'tcrelioii witli rcgaid to tlic degree of secuiity which w'e 
might possess under Jcsvnint Rao Ilolkar’s acquiescence in 
the terms of the proposed arrangement, and the Commander- 
in-Chief was also aiUhoiized to employ the British foices 
against Jeswunt Rao Ilolkar, if the views of that chieftain 
should appear to he evidently hostile. 

13 Those instructions were communicated to the honour- 
able Major-General Wellesley, with directions to carry them 
into effect in the event of his position becoming approximated 
to that of Jeswunt Rao Ilolkar to such a degree as to lender 
his communication with that chieftain more practicable and 
convenient than the Conimander-in-Chief’s. 

14. In confoimity to these instiuctions, the Commander-m- 
Chief addiessed a letter to Jeswunt Rao Holkar on the 29th 
of January, 1804', stating generally the terms on which the 
British Government w'as disposed to leave him in the unmo- 
lested exeicise of his authority, and to reqmre him as a 
^proof of the sincerity of his amicable piofessions, to withdraw 
his army from the menacmg position which it then occupied, 
to retire within his own territories, and to abstain from the 
exaction of any tribute from the allies of the British Go- 
vernment. 

15 The C,ommander-in-Chief also invited Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar to despatch vakeels to his camp for the purpose of 
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tnaldiig known hu wiafae«j and of effecting on mnicable ar 
rangement on the baaiB of the Governor-General a propofitioin 
The Commander-m-Cbief at the aame time advanced with hu 
army to Hindonn, a pontion which commanded the principal 
roadfl leading to the Company a temtonea, and whence the 
army could move with eaae m whatever direction the move- 
menta of Jeswimt Rao Holkar a predatbry troopa might render 
necessary 

16. On the 27th of Febmary the Commander-m-Chief re- 
ceived JeawuntRao Holkar a reply to the letter which his Ex 
cellency addressed to that chief under the instmctions of the 
Govemor-QeiieraL It was expressed in terms which appeared 
to mdicate a wish on the part of Jeswrmt Rao Holkar to 
accede to the Commander m-Chiers propositions and con- 
tained a promise to withdraw hia troops ffom the menaong 
position which they occupied. Jeswnnt Rao Holkar also 
announced his mtenUon of despatching a vakeel to the Bn- 
tuh camp 

17 At different periods of the negotiation letters addreasev . 
by Jeswnnt Ikao Holkar to alhes and sobjects of the British 
Government were intercepted by the Commander mGhie£ 
Those letters contain proofs of Jeswnnt Rao Holkar s endea ^ 
TOUTS to excite those persons to revolt against the British Go- 
vemmentf and state his mteotion to despatch forces for the par 
pose of ravaging the temtones of the Company 

18 The Governor General in Council deemed it to he 
proper to enclose copies of the intercepted correspondence * 
for the information of your honourable Committee. 

19 Tho Governor General in Council now resumes the 
narrative of the negotiation conducted by the Commander in 
Chief ivith Jeswunt Rao Holkar In reply to the letter of that 
chief, to which the IGth preceding paragraph refers, the Coni- 
umnder mGhief repeated his amicable assomncca and urged 
Holkar to carry into effect the resolution which ho had 
avowed of retiring within the limits of Ids usurped domimon.

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The Commander-in-Cliicf also nitimalcd to Ilolkar his know- 
ledge of the coirespondcncc Mhicli had been detected, and 
earned him of the danger of sucli a proceeding. 

Js?0. On the Uitli of March two ^akcels from Jeswunt Rao 
TIolkar nrri\cd in the British camp, and on the 18th of that 
month lield a conference Milh his Excellency tlie Commander- 
in-CInef. It appeared that the vakeels possessed no povrers 
to conclude aii) arrangcmenl, but Mere simply instructed to 
state the propositions of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, and to acquaint 
him with the terms which might be ofTcred by tlie Comman- 
der-m-chicf. The demands which the vakeels brought for- 
ward in the name of Jeswunt Rao Ilolkar at this confeiencc 
were, 

1st. " That he should be permitted to collect the chout 
agreeably to the custom of his ancestors. 

52d. ‘'That the ancient possessions formeily held by the 
family, such as Etawa, &c. twelve Pergunnahs in the Doab, 
and a Pergunnah in Bundelcund should be granted to him. 

8d. “ That the country of Hurriana, which was formerly 
^in the possession of the famil}'^, should be given to him. 

4th. “ That the counti'y then in his possession should be 
'guaranteed to him, and a treaty should be concluded with 
him on the same terms as that with Scindiah.” 

21. These demands were of a nature so extravagant, and 
in every point of v'iew so entirely inadmissible, that they were 
positively rejected by the Commander-in-Chief, who ex- 
pressed his surprise at the conduct of Holkar in proposmg 
terms utterly mcompatible with the propositions of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and inconsistent with the tenor and apparent 
spirit of his late communications. 

22. TJie Commander-in-Chief referred the Vakeels to the 
former letters of Holkar, containing the terms on which his 

'C Excellency was authorized to conclude an arrangement with 
f leswunt Rao Holkar, and required as a prelimmary to any 
negotiation, Holkar’s immediate return within his own ter- 
ritories. The Commander-m-Chief directed the attention of 
the Vakeels to the promise expressed in Holkar’s letter to 
the Commander-in-C^ef, that he would withdraw his troops 
from thefr actual position, and asked the Vakeels if he 
might depend on the perfoimance of the promise. They 
lephed in explicit terms, that Holkar would not considei 
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that promise to be binding unless the demanda now brought 
forward by the valecla should be comphed with The whole 
of the conrerBation on the part of the rakeels during thi^ 
conference was distinguished by the moat offensive spint o 
arrogance and haughtinesa They appeared to entertam ai 
expectation of inducing the Commander in-Chief to accede t( 
their demands by an exaggerated description of Holharf 
mihtary power and resources, and by insmuatmg that HoUcai 
while Bohcituig the Commander m-Chiers compliance with 
his demands poEsessed ample means of enforemg them- 

23 I After the conference was concluded, the vakeels con- 
veyed an mtunation to the Commander m-Chief, that al- 
though the demands which they had brought forward irero 
conformable to their instnicbons, they were autbonxed to 
recede from those demands and to accept on the part of 
Holkar any pronsion m lands or money which the British 
Government should thmk proper to assign to hum The 
Commander m-Chief replied to this proposal by referring 
to his former propositiou, and by agam requuing as an 
indispensable preliminary to any negotiabon, the immediate 
return of HoU^ wrthm his own possessious- 

24 Shortly after this conference, the vakeels quitted the' 
British camp on their return to that of Jerwunt Roo Holkar 

25 Previously to their departure, the Commander m- 
Cbief dehvered to them a letter addressed to Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar, repentiug once more the terms in which Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar might remain at peace, and deainng him to 
send to the British esmp a person in his confidence, vested 
with sufiicient powers to conclude on arrangement with the 
Bntish GoTemment. 

20. The GoTemoT-Gencral in Council baa the honour to 
enclose, for the mformabon of your honourable Committee, 
a copy of the despatch* from bis Excellency the Commander '■ 
in-Chicf contammg the details of his Excellency s coramuni- 
cation with the vakeels of Jeswunt Rao Holkar 

27 'While the negotiation with Jeswunt Rao Holkar was

JesMunt Rao ITolkar distinctly demands the cession of cei-

nal property of the family of Holkar, as the condition of 
peace; adding, in terms of insulting menace, that in the 
:nent of Mar, although unable to oppose the British aitillery

That he (meaning the 
Commandcr-in-Chief) should not ha^e leisure to bieathe for 
n moment, and that calamities m ould fall on lacs of human 
beings in continued Mar by the attacks of his (Ilolkar’s) 
army, mIucIi o\erM helms like the M-aves of the sea.” 

528. Tlic insolent and hostile declarations contained in that 
letter, combined Mith the ccpiivocal conduct of Holkar in his 
negotiation -with the Commander-in-Chief, and his detected 
attempts to create rebellion Mithin the Company’s j^ro- 
\ inccs, appeared to require the immediate adoption of mea- 
sures of extremity against that chieftain. 

, 29. The Governor-Geneial, Iiowever, deemed it advisable 
to aM-ait the result of the negotiation Mhich tlie Comniander- 
in-Chief had been directed to commence. 

SO. On the 4'tli of April the Commander-in-Chief received 
the reply of Jeswunt Rao Holkar to the letter which Ins 
Excellency had transmitted by the vakeels of that chieftain. 

31. In this letter Jeswunt Rao Holkar evaded an answer 
to the propositions which had been renewed in the letter 
from the Commander-in-Chief, and required from his Ex- 
cellency a communication of the leadmg articles of the pro- 
posed arrangement between Jeswunt Rao Holkar and the 
British Government, previously to his despatching a confi- 
dential agent to the British camp. 

' 32. A letter was at the same time received from Bhowanny 
bunker, the principal seivant of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, ad- 
dressed to Captain Gardner, an officer who had formerly 
been m the service of Holkar, subsequently in that of the 
Rajah of Jyenagur, and had recently joined the British 
camp, and had been employed by the Commander-m-Chief 
in the negotiation with Holkar. In that letter Bhowanny 
Shunker renewed the demands which had been formerly 
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brouglit fonTard by the vakeels of JcsTvuiit Rao Holkar, and 
bad been deadedly rejected by the Commander in-Cbief 

33 In reply to the letter from Holkar, the Commandeiwn 
Chief recalled the attention of that chieftain to the mdnl 
genco and forbearance manifested towards him by the Brta 
tish Government, and exhorted him to adopt the only line 
of conduct consistent with hia true interests and with the 
preservation of peace with the British Government. 

34 A copy of the despatch* from his Excellency the 
Commander m-Chicf, containing the correspondence referred 
to, is enclosed for the information of your honourable Com- 
mittee. 

35 At the period of the Commander m-Chiors receipt of 
Holkar a letters, above referred to, Jeswunt Rao Holkar was 
in Ajmere, a provmce m the possession of Dowlut Rao Son 
diah, to which quarter he Lad marched some time before 
ostensibly for the purposes of devotion, having assured the 
Commander-tn*Chief of his intention to proceed thence to 
his own temtonet. 

36. Holkar levied considerable contributions m Ajmere 
and attempted though without enccess to obtain possessior^ 
of the fort A considerable part of bis force however re-' 
ntained on the frontier of Jyenagur after having committed 
depredations on the territory of the Rajah This emeum 
stance, combmed with the tenor of the letters of Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar and Bhowanny Shunkcr, with the renewal of 
those extravagant and inadmissible demands which hsd al 
ready been, potltitely rejected by the Comtoandet m Chief, 
and the evosive and deceitful conduct bf Jeswunt Rao Hoi 
kar, throughout his negobation with tlio Commander in 
Chief, precluded all expectation of elTectmg any pacific 
arrangement with Jeswnnt Rao Holkar on terms compatible 
with Uie secimty of the British interests and those of our ^ 
alhes, or with the honour and dignity of tlie Bntish name. 

37 Tho Governor-General In Council deems it proper in 
this place to suspend the narrativo of the procc^h^ of 
Government with relation to Holkar for tho pnrpoio of stat

38 . The enmity which subsisted between Dowlut Rao 
JScindiah and Jeswunt Rao Holkar befoie the commencement 

of the late war, was not cordially renounced by either of 
those chieftains, even at the time when they negotiated a 
combination of their powers foi pui poses hostile to the Bri- 
tish Government, and was gieatly exaspeiated on the part 
of Dowlut Rao Scindiah by Holkar’s violation of his faith, 
to which Dowlut Rao Scindiah asciibed the unsuccessful 
issue of the war. The territory of Scindiah had been plun- 
dered by Holkar both during the war and subsequently to 
the peace. In the reduced condition of Scindiah’s power, 
his appi ehensions weie excited by the position of Jeswunt 
Rao Holkai’s numeious predatory forces in the vicinity of 
the most valuable portion of his remaining territory, and 
Scmdiah was anxious to augment his reduced powei and 
resources by the acquisition of a part of the territory of the 
family of Holkar, which he might hope to obtain by the de- 
j^^truction of his rival Every motive, therefore, of i evenge, 
interest, and ambition, combmed to render Dowlut Rao 
Scmdiah sohcitous for the extmction of Holkar’s power 

39 . In several conversations which Scmdiah’s ministers 
held with the acting Resident at his court, those ministers 
represented the violence, rapacity, and faithless character of 
Jesivunt Rao Holkar m the strongest terms, and urged the 
necessity of attackmg that chieftam without delay. 

40. At one of those conferences the mimster of Dowlut 
Rao Scmdiah acknowledged to the acting Resident the con- 
clusion of a treaty between Dowlut Rao Scmdiah and Jes- 
wunt Rao Holkar, by the mediation and under the guarantee 

^of the Rajah of Berar, containmg those impoitant conces- 
I ^lons to Jeswunt Rao Holkar to which the (3d) paragraph 

this despatch refeis, and added that aU the essential sti- 
pulations of that engagement had been fulfilled by Dowlut 
Rao Scmdiah that every measure had been adopted by 
Scmdiah which could tend to concihate the good will of 
Holkar, but that Jeswunt Rao Holkar notwithstanding his 
piofessions of amity, had pursued a conduct uniformly hostile 
to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, and had violated both the spirit 
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and letter of luB engagementa, that no degree of confidence 
eould be repoaed in Holkaia public faith, that he iraa a 
“ plunderer” who had been raised by fortune to a degree of 
power of which be knew not the proper use, and tfiat everj 
attempt to divert him from the prosecution of his predate^ 
habits or to maintain with bnn the relatiODS of amity and 
concord, must prove abortive, and that whfle Holkar pos- 
sessed any degree of power and influence he would continue 
to be the leader of a band of robbers, and therefore if it 
■were necessary to attack, it would be pobtic to destroy hnn 
that no motive but that of tngent necessity could have in- 
duced Dowlut Rao Scmdiah to connder Jeswunt Rao Hoi 
kar m any other character th^n that of an usurper; but 
having once acknowledged Jeswunt Rao Holkar as a regular 
state, so far as to conclude an engagement with him, Dowlut 
Rao Scmdiah was still disposed to mwint am with him the 
relatioDJ of amity and peace, provided that Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar would adopt a course of conduct consistent with those 
relations.’' The minuter conclnded by urging the necessity 
on tbe grounds above stated of the immediate adoption of 
measures on the part of both states, calculated either to/r^ 
stram Jeswunt Km Holkar s turbulence or to reduce hi$i 
power 

41 The engagement to which the preceding paragraph 
refers and of which a copy is annexed to this despatch 
consists ohnost exclusirety of concessions on the part of 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah in fevour of Jerwunt Bao Holkar It 
contains no corresponding conccsfions on the part of Holkar, 
but an obhgation was necessarily imposed upon Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar by the general nature of that engagement to act to- 
wards Dowlut Rao Scmdiah os towards a state m amity with 
lino. Adverting however to aD the cmmmstanccs of the 
case, it cannot bo supposed that such was the limit of Jos-^ 
wunt Rao Holkar s corresponding obligotioos. Great as 
bad been the succcsies of Holkar the power and resourcei of 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah wrero not reduced to such a state of 
comparativo weakness as to compel him to purchnso an ac- 
commodation with a clueflaiD, against whom ho had reason 
to entertam sentnnents of the deepest animosity whom he 
considered os a robhor and usurper and with whom no 
moti\o but that of urgent necessity could induce bun to con- 
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clud6 engagements,” by abandoning tbe cause for which he 
had so long contended, by acknowledging that “usurper” to 
be a legituna'te power, by important concessions of a poli- 
, ’tical nature, calculated to render the power and influence of 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar in Hindostan and the Deccan equal to 
his own, and by extensive territorial cessions which would 
place in the hands of Jeswunt Rao Holkar additional means 
of piosecutmg his ambitious and predatory projects without 
any corresponding concession on the part of Jeswunt Rao 
■Holkar, excepting an implied obligation to mamtain with 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, the relations of amity and peace. 
These considerations alone would suffice to demonstrate that 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar was reqmied to accede to some distinct 
conditions as the price of such important and extensive 
concessions on the part of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah. That 
Holkar’s consent to such conditions was required and ob- 
tained, and that those conditions weie the accession of Hol- 
kar to the Mahi atta confederacy, and the combination of his 
power and resources with those of the confederates in an 
r united effort for the destruction of the British Empire might 
be established by a reference to many facts and cncum- 
' stances which have been already stated in our several 
despatches to your honourable Committee, but the necessity 
of such reference is entirely precluded by the distinct and 
recorded avowal of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s ministers who ne- 
gotiated the treaty of peace with the honourable Major-Ge- 
neral Wellesley, as stated in the following extiact from the 
honourable Major-General Wellesley’s report of his confe- 
rences with those ministers. 

“ Major-General Wellesley said that he understood that 
the Maharajah had lately made a treaty with Jeswimt Rao 
, Holkar, and he wished to know whether any thing was 
granted to the Holkar famdy by that treaty.” 

“ In answer Eetul Punt said that Holkar’s right to a share 
in Hindostan was admitted by that treaty, but that he had 
not performed its conditions, and that therefore he could de- 
live no lights from it. Goorpara said, the conditions may as 
well be acknowledged, they were that he should join in 
the attack of the British Government, which he hasneier 
done.” 
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“ Eetul Punt added, or aaid, that Ragojce Bhoualah Rajah 
of Berar mediated the treaty, and was the guarantee, and 
that he had it at that moment in hiB poaseasion/’ ^ ^

the distinct declaration of Scindiah s mmisters (one of whom

44 The Governor General in Counefi has deemed it 
proper to state these circumstances m detail os constituting , 
the most positive distinct, and irrefragable proof of the on 
gmally hostilo designs of the Rigah of Berar and of Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah against the British Government, and of their 
real mtentions m mamtammg tboir armies united upon the 
Nisam s frontier, untd repelled by the successful operations 
of Miy or General AVcllealoy s army *- 

45. From the facts above stated it is now manifest that 
the meeting between the Rajah of Berar and Dowlut Rao r

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Scindiah at tlie head of their respective armies was not for 
the purpose of determining the question of peace or war 
with the British Government, but of concerting and pro- 
dding tlie most effectual means of prosecuting with success 
a war of aggression against the British power, which they 
had pre\iousIy resolved to undertake in concert with Jes- 
wunt Kao Holkar. 

46. Adverting to the conference between Dowlut Rao Scin- 
diali’s minister and the Acting Resident, which is described 
in the <l<)th preceding paragraph, your honourable Committee 
nill not fail to remark the extraordinary effrontery of that 
minister in urging to the Acting Resident Holkar’s violation 
of the conditions of this offensive alliance against the British 
pover as a piincipal cause for the prosecution of hostihties 
against Holkar, in which Dowlut Rao Scindiah expected the 
aid of the British power, under the general provisions of the 
treaty of Burhanpore. 

47. On the 5th of February a vakeel despatched by Holkar 
had arrived in the camp of Dowlut Rao Scindiah. The mi- 
nster of Scindiah intimated to the Acting Resident that the 
principal object of the mission of Holkar’s vakeel was, to 
engage Scindiah to accommodate his differences with Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar, and unite in an attack on the British posses- 
sions. The mmister stated that Scindiah had signified his 
refusal to engage in the proposed measure in the most posi- 
tive terms, addmg, that even if he were mclmed to violate his 
faith with the Biitish Government, the character of Holkar 
and the experience which Scindiah had acquired of his Utter 
disregard of the most solemn engagements, would effectually 
prevent him from forming any connection with that chieftam 
The minister added, that Scindiah had declared to Holkai’s 
vf^eel that he had no inchnation to attack Holkar, provided 
1 ^'would retire withm his own territory, and abstam from 
ifjilmitting acts of hostility against Scmdiah and his depen- 
dants. 

48. Adverting to the enmity subsisting between Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah and Jeswunt Rao Holkar, and to the sohcitude 
of Dowlut Rao Scindiah to induce the British Government 
to adopt measures of extremity against Jeswunt Rao Holkar, 
the assertions of the Durbar of Scindiah with respect to the 
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proceedingB of Holkar, nrart be receired with diatroat. The 
Goyernor-General in Conncol, howeyer, entertamB no doubt 
of the troth of those a«ertiona, the conduct of Holkar bemg 
entirely conBiitent with auch a project of combined hostility 
agamst the Bntuh Horenmient. i i " 

49 The Goyemor General m Council has the honour to 
enclose for the information of your honourable Comnuttee, a 
copy of the despatch from l^jor Malcolm, containing the 
det^ of the communication to which the preceding paragraph 
refers. 

dO Dowlut Kao Scmdiah being sensible of his mabihty to 
oppose a suoeessful resistance to the arms of Holkar and 
bemg apprebennve that Jeswunt Kao Holkar would take ad* 
vantage of the reduced condition of Scmdiah ■ power and 
resources to prosecute hostilities against him, deemed it ad 
Tisable to adopt measures both with a yiew to edect an 
accommodation with Jeswunt Kao Holkar, and to obtain 
authentic and early lofonnation of that chieftam s real views 
and designs Accordingly Dowlut Kao Scindiah despatched 
a vakeel to the camp of Jeswunt Kao Holkar Tliat vak^-' 
was instructed to apprise Jeswunt Kao Holkar that Dowlut' 
Kao Scmdiah was disposed to overlook his past conduct, and 
to mamtain with him the relations of amity and peace, pro- 
vided that Jeswunt Kao Holkar would m future refrain from 
plundering Sciudmhs temtones and those of hu tributaries, 
but that Holkar s disregard of that amicable proposition, and 
the repetition of his outrages against the territories of Scin- 
diah, or of his tributaries, would compel Dowlut Kso Bern 
dmb to resort to arms. The vakeel was at the same time 
directed to obtain the most accurate mformation of Jeswunt 
Kao Holkar s designs, and to transmit the intelligence of his

61 On the 3d of March Sdndiahi vakeel amred mV 
Holkar t camp 

62. The v^eel was Tcccivcd with every mark of pecuhof ' 
distinction, and was soon after admitted to a private confer 
cnec. At that conference (as it was reported by Scmdiah s 
mmisten to the Acting Kcsidcnt), Jeswimt Kao Holkar dis- 
tinctly declared his intention to direct his predatory force 
ognbist the Bntisb possessions 
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53. Tlic valccel liaving expostulated with Holkar on his 
attack upon Bonlut Kao Scindiah’s fortress of Ajmere, Hol- 
' ar attempted to justify his conduct on that occasion by de- 

laring that the Rajah of Jodepore, with whom he intended 
0 leave his family v hen he commenced his operations against 
lie English, would not consent to the terms which he had 
roposed, unless he first placed the fort and province of 
Ljmere in his possession ; and he hoped that Scindiah would 
xcuse a measure which necessity compelled him to pursue, 
nd which was adopted solely with the view to “enable 
im to prosecute a war (meaning a war against the Com- 
any) which involved the independence of the Mahratta 
mpire.” 

54. The ministers of Dowlut Rao Scindiah accomjianied 
liis report to Major hlalcolm of the negotiations of Scindiah’s 
akeel at the camp of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, with the commu- 
ication of a paper which they stated to have been received 
[•om the vakeel of Scindiah at Nagpore, containing the con- 
urrent report of messengers despatched for intelligence to 
^ camp of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, with respect to the de- 
lated intention of that chieftam to carry on a predatory war 
gainst the British possessions. 

55. The detail of those communications is stated in the 
nnexed extracts from the correspondence of Major Malcolm, 
onnected with the mission of the vakeel from Scindiah to 
eswunt Rao Holkar. 

56. These combined facts demonstrate that such of the 
ossessions of the Company and of our allies, as might be 
ccessible to the troops of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, were the 
nmediate objects of his predatoiy designs. But even the 
micable disposition of Holkar would not have afforded to the 
Jj^ptish Government or to its allies any security against the 
^^atory incursions of that chieftain’s forces. The charges 
L^Jllolkar’s numerous troops gieatly exceeded the precarious 
ssdiirces of his usurped dominion, and had hitherto been 
efrayed by the profits of indiscnminate plunder; and the 
mtinuance of the same system of predatory warfare duected 
gainst such teiiitories as were most accessible and had not 
et been desolated, afforded to his tumultuous followers the 
nly piospect of lehef from the distress to which they were 
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expoMd bytthe inabflity of Holkar to provide ifor their 
•Utence^ / , • < i i i i m ) I 

' 67 <By the extenmoh of the Bystem of pobtical alliJuiteB 
which had been adopted by tbe Bntiab Government during 
the war, raort of those petty *tate« from whose temtonejp 
Holkar and other freebooter* had been accoatomed to denvo ' 
their plunder, were now connected by alliance with the Bn- 
tiih Government, which was bound to protect' them agamit 
all aggresBiont. > > >< 

58. The *carcity occasioned by the uontnal deficiency of 
ram dunng the last rainy season the operations of the con- 
tending Mahratta armies, antecedent to the conclusion of the 
treaty of Bassem, and tbe subsequent depredations of the 
troops of Holkar had spread desolation over the greater part 
of the Deccan and of the sonthero provmcea of Hindostan. 
Holkar a predatory force, therefore, must shortly have been 
compelled for subsistence to violate the temtones'of the 
Bntuh Government or of states, for whose defence the Bri- 
tish Government waa bound to provide ‘ i ' ‘ 

69 The plunder of tbe optfient aty of Jyenagnr, wh 
wonld probably bare been the first object of hia depredadoni^, ^ 
wonld have afiorded to Holkar a great accesaicm of peccmiai 7 
resonrce would have enabled him to retain a formidable 
force, and would consequently have augmented hlsUieans of 
plunder and devastaboo and the employment of our mflitary 
force for tbe suppression of Holkar s predatory operations, 
would ultnnately have become mdispenaably necessary under 
circumstancej of aagniented inconrenience, diflJcolCy and ex- 
pense ' ' * 

GO The recent peace with Dowlut Rao Scandiah and the 
Rajah of Berar has deprived of employment numerous bands 
of irregular troop*. Persons of that description would either 
have been encouraged by the hope of plunder or impelJe<?<^ 
by the necessity of obtaining subsistence to urate with floBcar 1 
in iho plunder nf the countrie* towards which he might direct 
his force Under these circumstances, it would have been 
indispensably' necessary cither to maintain our army iff a 
state of inactivity in the field upon a scale of expense not 
infenor to that which would attend the most active opera 
tions of war or to have exposed the tcmtoncs of the Bntish 
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Govcrmnent and lliosc of our allies, to (he certain ravages of 
Holkar’s troops, until the army could again he placed at a 
still more burthensoine expense in a condition to repel theii* 
inrursions. 

^ 61. The facts and considerations above slated sufficiently 
demonstrate that the existence of the horde of fiecbooters 
nhich Holkar conducted m. is hazardous to the tranquillity of 
our possessions and those of our allies, and that our con- 
tinued forbearance m as calculated to encourage Ins predatory 
designs, to augment his means of carrying them into effect 
uithin the limits of our own possessions, and to involve the 
British Go\ eminent in gi eat additional expense. The reduc- 
tion of that predatory power therefore was manifestly a mea- 
sure not only of just policy and necessaiy security, but of 
ultimate economy with reference to the finances of the ho- 
nourable Company. 

62. The Governor-General therefore on the receipt of the 
despatch from the Commander-in-Chief to which the 34th pre- 
ceding paragraph of this despatch refers, issued orders to the 
^mmander-in-Chief, and to hlajor-General Wellesley, under 
)<Date the 16th of April, for the immediate commencement of hos- 
ble operations against Holkar in Hindostan and the Deccan. 
The Governor-General at the same time notified this determi- 
nation to Major hlalcolm, and directed that officer to apprize 
Scindiah of his Excellency’s resolutions. Tlie Governor- 
General in Council has the honour to enclose for the infor- 
mation of your honourable Committee copies ^ of the instruc- 
tions to the Commander-in-Chief, Major-General Wehesley, 
and hlajor Malcolm, to which this paragraph refers. 

- 63. The Governor-General in Council now proceeds to 
submit to your honourable Committee a review of the military 
onerations which have been directed to the object of reducing 
V power and resources of Jeswrmt Rao Holkar, and of the 
p ®uccess with which they have been attended down to the date 
the latest advices which have been received by the Go- 
vernor-General m Council. 

64. On the receipt by Major-General Wellesley of the

Jeswnnt 
Rao Holhar s partisans also possessed some territory in Can« 
deish, and a few distncts intermixed with the temtones of 
his Highness the NixanL The capture of the fort if Cban- 
dore would deprive Holkor of all those possessions. The siege 
of that fort ^erefore was the prnnary object to 'which the 
operotiom of the Bndsh anny m the Deccan was to he di- 
rected The state of the coun tr y however between Foona^ 
and Cbandore, winch was suHermg under the calamity ‘of n 
severe scarcity presented senous obstacles to tbe odronie of 
an army jn that direction, and Major-General Wellesley tras 
appreheusive that unless the commencement of hostHities 
was postponed until the ramy season, be might not ^be able 
to conduct active operations against HolLar s posseesions in 
ihe Deccan. Mi^OT-Gcneral Wellesley however preceWed 
to place the troops under his immediate command in a state 
of equipment for nefrre aervioe 

65 Major-General Wellesley was of opmion that consider 
able effect might be produced by the advance of the British 
troops in Guscrat against tbe posseesions of Holkar 
Malwn, and Mjyo>Gencral AVeDesIey accordingly adopted 
immediate measures for reinforcing the troops m that quarter 
with three battalions of native infantry Tlio probabflity that 
it might be the detenniusbon of tho Gorcmor-Gcnoral in 
Council to station m Guserot the force to bo subsidized by 
Dowlut Rao Scindtah according to tho stipulations of tho 
defensive alliance, operated as a farther inducement to Ge- 
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neral Wellesley to reinforce the troops in Gnzerat, which 
after the addition above stated, amounted to two regiments 
of European infantry and six battalions of native infantr}', 
one battalion of which was 1,600 strong. 

^ 66. These arrangements, together with the sentiments of 
the honourable Major-General Wellesley on the subject of a 
general plan of operations against Jeswunt Rao Holkar, were 
stated by that officer to his Excellency the Commander-in- 
Chief in a letter dated S3rd April, of which a copy is annexed 
to this despatch for the information of your honourable Com- 
mittee. 

67. On the receipt of the instructions of the Governor- 
General, under date the 16th April, Major-General M'^cl- 
lesley issued immediate instructions to Colonel IMurray, com- 
manding the British troops in Guzerat, for the guidance of 
his conduct in the operations which General Wellesley di- 
rected Colonel Murray to adopt without delay against Hol- 
kar’s possessions in Malwa. 

68. Maj'or-Gcneral Wellesley, at the same time, directed 
the Resident at the court of Dowlut Rao Scindiah to require 
,i)owlut Rao Scindiah to employ his arms without delay in 
the reduction of such parts of the possessions of Holkar ns 
might be accessible to Scindinh’s troops. The Resident vs as 
also directed to desire that Scindiah vsould despatch an 
officer on his part to join the army under tlie command of 
Colonel Murray for the purpose of procuring supplies for 
the use of the army under the coininand of Colonel Murraj, 
and of taking charge of any districts captured from Holkar, 
which Colonel Murray might think proper to deliver to his 
charge. The Resident, with Dowlut Rao Scindiali, was nKo 
apprized of General Welleclej’s opinion that a detachment of

69. Dowlut Rao Scindiah had received the notification of 
the Govcrnor-Gcnerars resolution to reduce Je^vunt Rao 
Holkar, and of his Excellency’s intention with rc-'pcct to the 
future div'ision of the territorv under the ui-urpt d authontv of 
Holkar, as <:tatcd in the instructions to the acting rtstdent 
with Scindi ih under date the 16th April, a } of which 
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ttifl annexed to thja despatch, mtli every demonstration 6f 
satisfaction Sdndiah promised to employ every/ exertion to 
co-operate effectually Tnth the Bnbsh troops againit Holtar, 
and after some discussion with the Resident, consented to 
adopt the measures recommended by Major-General WeE.

7£. Dunng the negobfbon with Jeswunt Rao Holkar the 
Commander-in-^Jhief had contmued to advance slowly towards 
the temtones of the R^ah of Jyenagur for the couJbiued purtT 
pose of acccleratmg the progress of the negotiation with 
Holkar, ofprotectmg the country of Jyenagnr from any hos- 
tfle attempt on the part of Holkar, and of more effectually 
protecting the donumons of the Bntuh Govemment, and of 
our alhea against the predatory incursions of any bodies of 
troops in the direction of the Jumna. j 

73 A detachment of considerable strength under the 

command of Lient-Colonel Boll occupied a position near 
Canoon, a town situated about eighty miles south-west of 
Delhi, which was calculated eff^tuaHy to oppose the at- 
tempts of any body of troops to penetrate in thot direction^ 
mto the recently acquired possessions of the British Go- 
vernment. , . 

74 Previously to the receipt of the GoTemor-Gcnerol a 
instructions of the 16th of April, the Commander m-Chief 
had judged it to bo expedient to adopt some arrangement cal- 
culated to arrest the progress of the depredations which Hol- 
kar, returning from A^joccr, had actually commenced within 
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the territories of tlic Rnjnii of Jycnagur, where he occupied a 
position which menaced the security of the capital of that pro- 
Miicc. Ilolkar had previously despatched Jus guns towards 
hlalwa, but remained at the head of a considerable body of 
horse. "With a \-icw to protect the city of Jjenagur, and to give 
confidence to the goicinmcnt and troops of the Rajah, the 
Commandor-ui'Chicf formed a detachment of three battalions 
of native infantry, under the command of the Honourable 
Lieut -Colonel IMonson, of his hlajesty’s 76th regiment, which 
marched towards Jjcporc on the ISth of April The march 
of the detachment was regulated in such a manner as to 
enable the Commander-in-C!iicf eientually to join it in one 
forced march with the whole arm}'. On the 21st of April, 
the detachment under the command of Lieut.-Colonel Monson 
arrived in the vicinity of Jycnagur. The detachment was 
accompanied by an ofliccr despatched by the Commander-in- 
Chief, wnth instructions to confer personally with the Rajah 
of Jycnagur on the means of opposing the designs of Holkar, ' 
and to persuade the Rajah to adopt the most vigorous and de- 
cisive measuies towards the accomplishment of that object. 
The march of the detachment to Jycnagur immediately com- 
pelled Holkar to retreat. On the morning of the 23rd of 
April that chieftain suddenly retired fi om Iiis position within 
the territory of Jycnagur, and commenced his march with 
great precipitation to the southward. Holkar was followed 
in liis retreat by parties of Hmdostanee horse, under the com- 
mand of European officers, who had been detached by the 
Commander-in-Cliief for the purpose of observing Holkar’s 
motions, and harrassing his troops on their march. 

75. A short halt made by Holkar of two days having in- 
duced the Commander-in-Chief to suspect that Holkar’s re- 
treat might be intended as a feint, his Excellency thought it 
Voper to advance with his army, directmg the detachment 

^er the command of Lieut.-Colonel Monson to precede the 
hlain army with the utmost expedition. On the approach of 
the British troops, however, Holkar resumed his flight with 
the utmost precipitation, and with every appearance of appre- 
hension and alarm. 

76. Holkar' continued his retreat with the utmost celerity 
until he arnved in the vicinity of Kotah, at which place he 
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''lialted, the rapidity of hia flight having placed him at so great 
a diitonce from the Bntuih troops as to reheve him from the 
apprehension of any immediate attack. The parties of Hin 
dostanee horse which had been detached by the Commander 
m-chief contmned to accompany his retreat, and had oppor 
tnmties of engaging parties of bis troops Regular mfonna 
tion was receired by the Commander in-Chief from th( 
officers commanding the Hlodostanee horse employed m tbi 
pnrsnit of Holkar, which described the situation of that chief 
tarn during his flight to be In the utmost degree wretched 
and distressed. The countnea throngh which he passed had 
been nearly desolated by Us former outrages and aflbrded a 
scanty subsistence for his troops, of whom great numbers 
deserted- 

77 After Holkar s flight the Commander-in-Chief recerred 
a letter from that chieftain, recommencing protestations of 
friendship, and proposing to despatch a vakeel to the Com- 
mander iD-Chief T^e Commander ii>-Chief rephed to this 
overture by referring to the propositions which he had or>- 
ginally offered to Jeswunt Bao Holkar s acceptance. Copies 
of those documents are annexed to this despatch 
78. The Ccnnmander-ui'Chiefcontmued the march for some 
days in the direction of Holkar s flight. The detachment 
under liieut-Colonel Monson Btfll continuing m advance. 
His ExceHency proposed to attack the fort of Knmpoomh, 
belonging to Holkar, the occupation of which by the Bntuh 
troops would deprive that chieftain of his possessions initbat 
quarto of India. For this service his Excellency detached a 
force consisting of three battalions of native infantry, one 
regimont of native cavalry and a proportion of heavy ord 
nance and Add artfllery under the command ofLieut-Co- 
lonel Don.

the troops under Ineut-Colonel Don on the IGth of blay, and 
carried with the greatest gallantry and rapidity TbodesTiatch 
from the Commander-in-CfaleA of which a copy is annexed 
to this despatch, contains an account of the assault and cap< 
turo of Rnmpoora, which reflects the highest honour on the 
officers and troops who were engaged on that somce. i 

79 The rapid flight of Holkar, and his distance from the 
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Commander*in-CIiief, and from the detachment under Lieut.- 
Colonel IMonson, rendered it highly improbable that any 
force acting from Hindostan •would be able to bring Holkar 
to action. The improbability of Holkar’s return to the upper 
~ parts of Hindostan, combined with the advices which the 
Commander-in-Chief had received of the forward state of 
preparations in Guzerat, and the conviction that the opera- 
tions of the British troops in that quarter, in concert with 
those of Scindiah, afforded during tlie present season the 
only prospect of making an effectual impression on the terri- 
tories of Holkar, appeared to render it expedient to with- 
draw the mam body of the British army from the advanced 
position which it occupied, and to confine the plan of opera- 
tions on the side of Hindostan to the adoption of measures 
for the effectual exclusion of Holkar from that quarter. 

SO. With tliis view, his Excellency the Commander-in- 
Chief directed Lieut.-Colonel Monson to form such a dispo- 
sition of his force as should completely obstruct the return 
of Holkar in that direction. The force under Lieut-Colonel 


IMonson was fully equal to any which it was probable that 
\^olkar would be able to oppose to it before the season for 
more active operations should arrive. The possession of 
Rampoora, and of the territories of Holkar which depended 
on that fort, also contributed to oppose any attempt of that 


chieftain to leturn towards the position from which he had 


fled. 


SI. A large body of Scindiah's troops, which had advanced 
from Ougein to co-operate "with the Commander-in-Chief, was 
instructed to press upon Holkar, and to harrass him on his 
march. 


82, The Governor-General entirely approved the arrange- 
ment which the Commauder-in-Chief had resolved to adopt. 

1 83. In the actual state of affairs, it appeared to the Go- 

f ^emor-Geneial m Council to be impracticable to carry on 
" Active operations against Jeswunt Rao Holkar until the close 
of the rainy season, when it might be expected that those 
countries which had been desolated by the ravages of the 
predatory troops of the JMahratta chieftains, in the contests 
which preceded the conclusion of the treaty of Bassein, and 
by the deficiency of rain during the last season, would affoid 
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mibsiatence to the Bntuh troops iwhicb mj^ht bel emploj'ed 
ftgainit the temtonea and jesources of Jesirunt Rao iHolkar 
in the Deccan. ‘ The GJovemor-Gfeneral m Council dfeemed 
this to be a faTonrable moment for withdramng the Bntish

84 The completion of the arrangements prcscrihcd in the 
notes of instructions will enable the British Goremment, at 
the close of the ramy sea«m to reduce the power of Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar within due bounds without entaflmg any lurther 
expense than that to which the Bntisb Government is ex 
po^ by the establishment of the suhsidiary forces at Fooda 
and with the Gmkwor, Dowlnt Rao Scmdiah and the Kanah 
of Gohad for whi^, however the most ample resource* 
have been provided by our aubmdiary engagements /with 
those states rctpectiTely Your honourahle Committee Will'

Adverting to the 
constant state of prcpaiation and equipment in which tlie 
subsidiary foiccs must be maintained, your lionourable Com- 
mittee Mill not fall to estimate the influence and security 
ivhich the British Government must derive from the estab- 
lishment in the heart of the Deccan of so formidable a force, 
in positions calculated at once to lepel external aggression 
and to secure the maintenance of tranquillity within your 
flourishing and extensive possessions in the peninsula of 
India. 

85. On the of May last, the Commander-in-Chief com- 
menced his march on his return towards the British posses- 
sions, for the purpose of cantoning the troops at their usual 
stations, with such changes of position as the state of our 
newly-acquired possession may demand. 

86. It has been stated in the 74'tli paragraph of this des- 
patch, that the Commander-m-Chief had detached a body of 
Hindostanee cavalry to accompany the movements of Holkar’s 
troops. That body of cavalry consisted of two parties ; one 
commanded by Captain Gardiner, an officer m the service of 
the Rajah of Jyenagur, and the other by Lieutenant Lucan, 
of his Majesty’s 74th regiment. 

. 87. On the morning of the 29th of May, Captain Gardmer, 
with the detachment under his command, arrived at a place 
called Balloo-Khery, where he received intelligence that a 
native chieftain, in the interest of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, 
named Tantia, was encamped with 3 battalions of mfantry, 
11 guns, 200 Mewattees, and 3,000 horse, at the distance of 
about 5 miles from Captain Gardiner’s position. > Captain 
Gardiner immediately addressed a letter to Lieutenant Lucan, 
who occupied a position about two nules in the rear, ap- 
^pnzing him of the circumstance, ,and requesting Lieutenant 
Lucan’s assistance in attacking Tantia’s party. Lieutenant 
lucan soon joined Captain Gai diner’s party, and the two 
divisions lost no time in advancing towards the enemy. 

88.’ Tantia having before been apprized of the approach of 
the force under Captain Gardiner and Lieutenant Lucan, was 
retreating with, his battahons to a strong position, which they 
reached about nine o’clock on the 29th of May. In this 
situation they were attacked by the umted detachments of 
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•Captain Gardiner and Lieatenant Lncan, which had been 
divided mto four parties for the'pnrpoae of presaing'the 
hattahona on every aide and of preventing their escape* At 
five o clock p u the guns attached to Identenant Lucan’s, 
division arrived after a inarch of thirty five mflei, when the 
native chieftain commanding Tantias battalions demanded a 
parley, and agreed to surrender his party on condition of 
being escorted in safety to the camp of Bappoo Scandiah, thej 
officer commanding the advanced army of Dowlnt Rao Sem- 
diah and of never servmg against the British Government. 
These terms having been acceded to by Captain Gardiner, 
the battohons (sorroonded by parties of Captam Gardiner 
and Lientenant Lacans cavalry) immediately commenced 
therr march to Balloo-Khery "Ihe force of ^e battalions 
including 200 Mawattees, amounts to 2099 effective men. 
Tantia himself retreated with his cavalry, on the first ap- 
pearance of the divisions under Captain Gardmer and laexti 
tenant Lncam ' t 

89 On the 2d of June the Governor-General m CoonaT 

received information that a body of predatory horse bat^ 
made an incarsion into the province of Bondlecund y 

90 Lieatcaant-Colanel Fawcett, who, by the iDness of 
Colonel Powell, and the death of Lientcnant-Colonel PoIhiD, 
had accidentally succeeded to the command of the Bnthh 
troops serving m the province of Boudlecmid, consiitmg of 
450 European infantry foor hattahons of sepoys, and two 
iqoadrons of native cavalry had sent a detadiment of seven 
companies of sepoys a troop of native cavalry, and the park 
of artillery under the command of Captain Smith to attack 
a fort at the dutsace of aboat fire miles from Lieutenant 


Colonel Fawcett s position at Kooch. 

91 On the monfiDg of the 2Sd of jMay, the party of pre- 
datory horse sncceeded in cutting off* a part of Captam 
Smiths detachment, which was posted in the Pettah of the 
fort. This party consisted of Captain Fcade, and Lieute- 
nant Moms of the ortiHery, with two seijcants two cor- 
porals, four gunners and forty-one matroiiei and a propor- 
tion of Lascars, Mr Hooper, assiitant-surgeon and two 
compames of sepoys from the 1st battalion 18th regiment, 
under Lienfbnant GDlcspic. The whole of the party was 
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cut off with the exception of 130 wounded natives, who re- ' 
turned to Lieutenant-Colonel Fawcett’s camp on the 24'th of 
]\Iay, two howitzers, two 12-pounders, one 6-pounder, and 
all the tumbrils belonging to the parks were also captured 
by the part)^ of predatory horse. Captain Smith, with the 
remaining five companies of sepoys, retreated (with the loss 
of one man only) to Lieut.-Colonel Fawcett’s camp. The 
party of predatory horse made several attempts to cut off 
Captain Smith’s retreat but without success. 

92. The detail of this disaster will be found stated in the 
annexed copy of a despatch’’ from Lieut.-Colonel Fawcett, 
under date the 22d of Mav. 

r 

93 The party of predatory horse was originally stated to 
be fifteen or twenty thousand in number, and to be com- 
manded by Ameer Khaun, formerly a partizan of Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar. From information, however, subsequently re- 
ceived, there is every reason to believe that this party of 
predatory horse did not exceed five thousand, that they did 
not belong to Ameer KJiaun, and that the predatory incur- 
sion had no connection with the movements of Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar, but was a mere incursion of vagrant banditti for the 
purpose of obtaimng subsistence by plunder. 

94. The same party of predatory horse afterwards at- 
tacked the town of Calpee, and attempted to cross the 
Jumna, but was repulsed by two companies of sepoys under 
the command of Captam Jones; and was afterwards de- 
feated near Kooch on the 30th of May by Colonel Sheppard, 
commanding a small party of troops lately in the service of 
Ambajee Ingha. Since that penod of tune, the predatory 
horse have entirely evacuated the province of Bundlecund. 

95. Their progress, however, from Eritch to Calpee, and 
,from Calpee to Kooch, the greatest part of which tract of 

country belongs to the Nana of Calpee, was marked by plun- 
der, cruelty, and devastation. 

96. Lieut.-Colonel Fawcett subsequently moved with his 
detachment in various directions from Kooch to the river 
Betwah, thence to the Jiunna, .and ultimately marched to 
Calpee. 

97. In the course of the various marches of the detach-

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• ment, the troops experienced the utmost degree of distress 
from the mtense heat of the weather, and from the deficiency 
of forage and proyisions, and the lires of sereral ralnabh 
officers and men were lost by the mere effects of eicetsiY< 
heat and fatigue. 

98, The conduct of LienL-Colonel Fawcett on this occa- 
sion appearing to the G^ovemor General to be m the highesl 
degree censurable, contrary to the posittro orders of the 
Commander in-Chief and utterly inconsistent with the dntj 
of liieut-Colonel Fawcett, and unworthy of the character of 
a British officer the Goremor General directed that laeut.- 
Colonel Fawcett should be placed under arrest, and that a 
judicial mvestigation mto his conduct should be instituted. 
The Cominander in-Chief immediately on receipt of the in- 
telligence of the destruction of the party detached from the 
force under the command of Captain Smith, had issued or- 
ders to Lieut-Colouel Fawcett, directing that officer to 
delrrer orcr hia command to the officer next m rani, with* 
the design of mstitating a judicial enquiry into Lieut . 
Colonel Fawcett a conduct. The Commander m<Chief barf 
also placed Captain Smith m arrest, with a view of msUtutmg 
an enofiury into his conduct, which appears also to have been' 
blameable. < 

99 At this period of tune. Captain John BaiHie who 
conducted on the port of bu Excellency the Commander 
m-Chief aB political and citA duties m Bimdlecund, re-' 
sided at Banda, a place situated to the sonthward of the 
river Betwa, and nearly in the centre of that part of the 
province of Bundlecund m which the British authority had 
been eitabluhed The force with Captam Bailhe consisted 
only of a small force of cavalry belonging to Shinnshere Ba- 
hander, about 200 cavalry belonging to Riyah Himmut Ba 
hauder, and 1000 sepoys under the commandof an European 
officer m the service of tho latter chieftain. Notwithstand- 
ing the consternation which bad spread throughout the pro- 
vince of Bundlecund on tbo incursion of tho predatory horse, 
whoso numbers had been greatly exaggerated Captain 
Baillio deemed it to be his duty to maintain hii situatinn at 
fill hasards, and tho Governor-General in Conndl is satisfied 
that the preservation of tranqmlhty In tho dlstncts in our 
possession south of tho Betwa is to be ascribed entirely to 
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tlic confidence jn<5pircil, nnd to tlic subordination maintained ^ 
ibrongliont tbo'^c district*;, b> the firmnc<^'=, manly pru- 
tlcncc, nnd fortitude manifested by Captain J3aillic on ‘that 
accation. 

100. On tlic day after tbc receipt of tbo intelligence of 
:lic dc'^tniclion of the party dctacl*/^-fiom tbc force under 
lie command of Captain Smith, the Commnndcr-in-Clncf 
narclied from tbc position nbicb be ibcn occupied nitb the 
^\bole of tbc ca^nlr^ with tbo intention of crossing the 
Tumna, and of piocecding tbrongb tbo Doab to the soutb- 
msf, for tbc protection of that territory from tbc eventual 
ncursion of tbc predatory horse. 

101. In consequence of (be late occurrences in Bundle- 
mnd, (be Go\crnor- General deemed it necessary to adopt 
m arrangement for tbc complete cstabbsliment of the Bri- 
isb aulboritv tbrougbout the districts of Bnndlccund, ceded 
Lo the honourable Companj b) Ins Iliglmcss the Pcisliwn, 
md for the consolidation of the cuil and military autborities 
»ri (bat pronnee, and for its future security against any 

f uption of predator} horse. 

102. By tbc latest accounts, JesMunt Rao Ilolkar bad 
retreated to within a short distance of Ougein, still followed 
by tbc irregular ca\nlr}, under tbc command of Captain 
Gardiner, and whilst the detachment under Lieut. -Colonel 
Monson occupied n position calculated to preclude the pos- 
sibility of Holkar’s return into Hindostan. 

103. It may be reasonably expected that during the course 
Df the rainy season now commencing the situation of Jes- 
^ unt Rao Ilolkar will be arranged m such a manner as to 
secure the peace of India. In the meanwhile the Company’s 
provinces enjoy a state of perfect tranquillity, and the Gover- 
tipr-General in Council expects to be able to complete all the 
f^'^ngements connected ivitb the late treaties of peace and 
'^**l4idy previously to the conclusion of the rams. With a 
dew to accelerate these desirable objects, the Governor- 
General proposes to proceed by water to the upper pio- 
nnees in the course of a few days, and hopes to be able to 
neet the Commander-in-Chief in the course of the month of 
!\.ugust , after which event, the Governor-General will have 
she bonoui to submit to your honourable Committee a more

The official communications by this despatch will havi 
informed your Lordship of our general situation in India 
wish to add a few Imcs, merely for the jiurposo of assunnj 
your Lordship that every appearance promises durable peso 
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in India, The necessity of repelhng Holkar’s banditti from 
the frontier of Hmdostan, and of reducing him to a peaceable 
conduct, will not lead to any serious interruption of peace, 
and will piobably tend to consolidate our connection with 
►^cindiah. The Commander-m-Chief, with the greater pait 
of the main army in Hmdostan, is returned to the canton- 
ment of Cawnpoie, and my attention is now directed to the 
desirable object of withdrawing the whole army from the 
field, and of reducing the mihtaiy charges. I piopose to 
embark for Cawnpore at the close of this week; and as I 
expect that General Wellesley may be at liberty to meet the 
Commandei-in-Cliief with me, I hope to be enabled, in the 
course of the months of August and Septembei, to conclude 
all our militaiy airangements m every pait of India, and to 
resume the system of reducing debt 

Many details lemain for adjustment in eveiy branch of 
public affaiis, connected with the late wai, with the peace, 
and with the settlement of our conquests and new political 
relations. I still, howevei, expect to be able to embaik foi 
^ingland in February , and the injuiies accumulated upon me 
'^ery day, render me impatient of the lestiaints of this Go- 
’^ernment, even under all the circumstances of general sup- 
port and applause which have attended me in India 

Pubhc credit in India contmues to improve , and I am pai- 
ticularly happy to be able to assure your Loidship, that the 
financial system at Fort St George has at length been placed 
on the foundations prescribed by my lepeated orders , and 
that pubhc credit now weais a most favourable aspect at that 
presidency. The state of pubhc credit, and the effect of the 
rc^ '■ion of interest, and of the entire discharge of the 12 
per cent, securities, cannot fail to accelerate the progress of 
the plan for reducing debt, as soon as the armies shall be 
,7 ^ced on the peace estabhshment. 

( Ij am extremely anxious to hear from England. My last

1803; and my last intelhgence from England is of the 23id

1 In our despatchea to your honourable Committee; under 
dates the 12th of April, and 15th of June, the GiOTemor- 
General m Cooncil expretaed an intention of addressing your 
honourable Committee in a separate despatch on the subject 
of the peace lately concluded between the Bntish Govern 
ment and the confederated Mahratta chieftams 

2 The Govemor-General proposes to transmit with that 
despatch all the documents connected with the pacification, 
and to communicate to your honourable Committee the detail 
of the negotiations conducted between the Honourable Major 
General Wellesley and the respective ministers despatched to 
the camp of that officer by the confederated chieftains for 
the purpose ofconcludnig peace with the Bntish Go v e rnm ent, 
together with a statement of the vanous important questions 
arudng out of the terms of the pacaficatioD, and of the fiiS^ 
result of the ducussiona on the subject of those queshoA 
with Dowlul Rao Scmdiab and the H^ah of Bemr { and it is 
the mtention of the Governor-General m Council to combme 
with that narrative such explanations and remarks as may 
tend to illustrate the principles which regulated the conduct 
of the Bntish Government m prescribing the terms of the 
peace, and in adjusting the various complicated questions, 
connected with the stipulations of the treaties of Deognum 
and Suijee Angengaonu 

S It 18 alio tho mtention of the Governor General m 
Council m that despatch to state in tho most ample detail tho^ 
advantageous operation of the arrangements of the gcnerilv 
pacification upon oil tho interests of tho Company and of the j 
nation in India* 

4 The voluminous nature of tho documents propoied to^ 
accompany that despatch, together with the continual pressure 
of other urgent points of business, bos hitherto precluded tlio 
completion of the proposed letter The Governor General 
in Coimdl, however being anxious to ofiord to your honour- 
able Committee at the carhest praeticahlo penod of time, the 
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fullest information with regard to the condition in which the 
interests of the British Government have been jjlaced by the 
leims of the pacification, deems it pioper to forward to your 
honourable Committee by the honourable Company’s extra 
ship Hope, now under despatch, and also by a packet over- 
land, the present letter, containing a summary view of the de- 
tails which will compose the despatch described in the pre- 
ceding paragraph. 

5. The advantages whicli the British Government has de- 
rived from the terms of the pacification are to be considered 
ivith leference to the cause and objects of the war^ to the 
improvement and consolidation of our territorial strength and 
general resources, and to the improvement m our system of 
political relations, effected by the operation of the several 
treaties of peace, subsidy and aUiance, upon the general tran- 
jmlhty and welfare of the native states of Hmdostan and the 
Deccan. 

6. The immediate cause of the war was the refusal of the 
confederated Mahratta chieftains to separate, and to with- 
J^w to their usual stations within their respective territories, 
■^lie aimies which they had assembled and united on the 
frontier of our ally, the Soubahdar of the Deccan, after having 
ieclared that the mtention of that junction was to decide 
whether there should be peace or war with the British Go- 
vernment and its alhes. 

7. Under these circumstances the continuance of the con- 
’ederated anny in the position which the chieftains appeared 
ietermined to maintain, was a manifest indication of a design 
;o frustrate by hostdities, or by the terror of their arms, 
:he operation of the alliance concluded between the British 
Glovernment and the Peishwa, and to disturb the tranquil- 
ity of the domimons of the Nizam, and ultimately of the

-V ^'iThe union of the confederate forces, and their com- 
aanding and menacing position, afforded every advantage to 
he chieftains in prosecutmg the hostile design which they had 
uanifested, and enabled the confederated chieftams to hold 
he issues of peace and war in their hands, and to arbitrate 
he fate of the Deccan according to their interests or caprice ; 
it the same time the position and state of Scmdiah’s forces, 
Older the command of his Fiench officers m Hmdostan, and 
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the machmationa of SL Perron with the adjoining statei, and 
with the ffubjectB of the Company and of the Viaier, mam- 
feited additional proofs of the hostfle designs of the confe- 
derates, and furnished those chieflalus with additional mea^ 
of prosecuting such designs. ^ 

9 The primary objects of the war, ongmatang m these 
causes, were to deprive the confederates of the means which 
they possessed of prosecuting their unwarrantable , designs, 
and to preclude the confederates from reviving the sources of 
that military and pohbcal power which they had employed to 
disturb the security of our alliances, dependencies and 
domimons 

10 The power of Dowlat Rao Scmdiah, considered with 
reference to his means of affecting the security of the Bribsh 
Empire in India, may bo described to have consisted at the 
commencement of the wnr in the following branches of mili- 
tary and pohtical resource 

Ilrstly The efficient state of Scmdiah s mihtary cstahhih- 
Dient under the direction of European officers, and parheu 
larly the formidable condition of his regular ipfantry and ^ 
tdlery under the command of those officers. ^ 

Secondly The poisesnon of an extensive and nch tom 
tory • and of vanons strong forts magaaines, foundries and 
arMiials,f with considerable snppbes of ammunition and mili- 
tary stores deposited in convenient stabons on our fronber*

Sixthly. The ascendancy established by the agency of the 
French officer in command of Scmdiah’s troops in the north- 
vest of Hindostan, over the Rajpoot chieftams of Jyenagur 
ind Jodepore, and other states and chieftains in the northern 
ind western provinces of Hmdostan, and over many of the 
3ikh chiefs, and others occupying the territory from the 
Fumna to the banks of the Indus, and the facility afforded 
ly the advanced posts of M. Peiron’s army towards the Indus^ 
if aidmg the invasion of the British dominions through that 
juaitei. 

Seventhly. The facility which the possession of the sea- 
port of Baroach afforded to Scmdiah of improving his mih- 
iary establishments, by the accession of French or other 
European officeis, military supplies andstoies, and even of a 
body of French or other European auxiliary troops. 

Eighthly The power of distuibmg the tianquillity of the 
possessions of the Gmkwar, and of the Company m the pro- 
^ce of Guzerat, by means of Scindiah’s intei mixed territo- 
^es and forti esses m that provmce, and by his claims and in- 
fluence in that quarter. j 

Ninthly. The power of disturbing the tranquillity of the 
state of Poonah, and the stabihty of our alliance ivith the 
Peishwa by Scindiah’s intermixed territories and fortresses 
in the vicmity of Poonah, and to the southward of the river 
Taptee (especially the territory and fortress of Ahmednugger), 
and by Scmdiah’s vaiious claims upon the state of Poonah, 
and by his influence at that court. 

Tenthly Scmdiah’s intermixed and bordering fortresses 
and possessions which enabled him to menace the dommions 
the Soubahdar of the Deccan, and to impair the efficiency

By the fadlities which it afforded to the French of 
nyunng the British interests m India, either m co-o^Iation 
with Scindiah, or throngh the mdependent aid, of his French 
and other European officera ^ 

Secondly By maintaining against the Bntssb Government 
a rival and hostile mfluenco throughout every- native state 
m India, and especially amongst onr most important de> 
pendants and alhes on the western side of India, and by 
affording a powerful bond of union to any hostile confederacy 
of the Dative states against the British Government, as well as 
an efficient and formidable mitmment for the prosecution 
of the object! of soch an union. 

12 With a view to submit to the particakr notice of your 
honourableCommittee, the extentandmagnitnde of thedai^ers 
to which the British Empire waseventuaSy exposed at the com- 
mencement of the late war by the condiUon ofScindiah s powcH 
and of the several states in the north west of Hindoitan aifa 
especially by the existence of the French force under the com- 
mand of M Perron, combined with his independent ^posses- 
sion of a large tract of country in the Doab of the Jumna and 
the Ganges the Governor General m Conndl deems it ad 
visohle to iniert m this place an extract iixnn the Instmc 
tionM of the Gorernor Genera} to bis ExceUenoy the Com-' 
mander m-Chief, under date the 27th of July, 1803 a copy 
of which accompanied our despatch to your honoumble Com

tries uf Vila, or from the DonVa of the lodas j and It Is onnecemry to re- 
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inn’-k to \oitr Evccllcncj’s jiiOg-incnt, experience and knowledge, that the 
cntcrpnring rpinl of Fnince, or the nmhitjon of IlubSin, or even the vio- 
lence nnd rapacitj of the Afghan Tribes, or of other Asiatic nations inhn- 
nting the northern and western countries of Asm, might have pursued pro- 
ccts of iniasion in tJiat quarter which might have occasioned considerable 
mharrussment to the Bniisli power m India. 

“ A scn«cof this danger concurred with other motives to induce me to con- 
■lude thocc arrangements with the Nabob Vivier, w'hich terminated m the 
rcatj of Lucknow, and which secured a considerable augmentation of mili- 
ary, political and financial resources and power of the British nation on 
he iiorlh-wcstcm frontier of Oude 

" The result of that happj settlement has certainly afforded a great ac- 
:cs«ion of scairitj against tlic dangers which menaced the stabihly of our 
:mpire on that side of India. 

" But the local position of Scindiah’s territories, the condition and na- 
ture of Scindiah’s military force in Hindostun, and the cornipt and profli- 
gate counsels of that weak, arrogant and faithless chief, still constitute a 
serious danger to the British interests The tcrntoncs of Scindiah between 
the Jumna and the Ganges, interrupt the line of our defence m that 
quarter, and some of his principal posts arc introduced into the centre of 
our donimions , while the possession of Agra, Delhi, and of the western 
and southern bank of the Jumna, enables him to command nearly the 
whole line of our north-western frontier 

^In the event of any considerable accession to Scmdiali’s power, or in the 
event of bis fonnmg any connection with France, orw'itb any enemy to the 
Bnlisb interests, the actual position of his territories and forces in Hm- 
dostan, would furnish great advantages to him m any attack upon the Com- 
panj’s dominions. 

Formidable as the power of Semdiah might have become m the event 
of any accession to his strength, a danger more urgent and more direct in 
all its consequences, has grown out of the decline of Scindiah’s local au- 
thonty in Hindostan, and has recently assumed a more alarming aspect in 
proportion to the accumulated embarrassment of Scmdiah’s circumstances 
in the Deccan, and to the general decay of his resources and power 

The regular infantry m the service of Semdiah, under the command of 
European officers, is supported by funds derivable almost exclusively from 
the temtonal possessions of that chief, situated between the Jumna, the 
Ganges, and the mountains of Cumaon 

A considerable portion, if not the whole of this territory, has been 
' ^"iigned to M Perron, a French officer, who has succeeded M Duboigue 

^Ihe chief command of Scmdiah’s regular infantry. 

M Perron has formed this territory mto an independent state, of which 
Scindiah’s regular infantry may he justly termed the national army. That 
force IS now stated to amoimt to 39,060 men * 


* This 18 the number of the regular infantry under the command of M 
Perron, of that number 16,600 men were m the Doah m the month of 
Jime 1803. 
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The Uh»l)it*nti of the dktncU compieheaded In M Pemni'i Jigheer 
comlder tliat officer as thdr immedlite ■orereipi, while the troop* rep- 
ported from the rorenoe* of the country regard II Perron u the Imme

hi Perron hu for some time past manifested a aystematie dbpoai- 
tlon to remore all Brldah officen from the command of Bdndlah a regular 
Infantry and to Introdoee Frendi officen under hia own Immediate pa- 
tronage, 

M Perron is rappoaed to hare amataed a ctmaidend>le fortune, nnd 
your EzeeUeney la intimately acquainted with hla anxioua deiire to return 
to Europe, and to dlipoae of hla actual command and of hb territorial 
posaeailooa to some pmoo of the Frendi naikm- 

To theae coualderadoua it Is Important to add, that M Perron b ^ 
posaeadonof the peraun of the unfortnnate 6hah Alinm and ccoaeqnently 
la muter of the nominal authority of that unhappy Prince. M Perron 
therefore may tranafer this ralnable poasesalon together with hia pro p e rty 
of any other deacripUon, to any Frenda adrenturer or offi ce r who may be 
enibl^ to complete such a purdiaae. 

Thni the coinodence of rarioos extraordinary and nocontrolahle 
nccldenta, the weaki>e*a of Sciodiab a persona] character the rapacity and 
prohigacy of bli mkcdaten (who hart engaged him hi porsidt of aggran- 
dlxement avarice and arobidon. at a distance Hlndostao, in the 
Deccan at Poonah, and la the sonthem prorincea of the hlabratta 
empire) the treachery of many of hi* chiefs, rrboae intereata conalst in 
direrting ids attentkm from the tfiahi of Hindottma to those of the Dec 
can and the recent ahock whldi hb power hu recelred from Holkar hage 
contributed to fcnnd an Independent French itate on the moat rnlnerahle^ 
part of the Company** frontier 

Under the Inflnence of a fucceftkm of French adrenturcn this atate 
mm t be exposed to erery Intr^ne of the French in Tfwfia, and eren to the 
ambition and hostile spirit of the person who now mlea the Fren ch 
nation { nor coold an Initnunent of destroetlon more iHIfnlly adapted to 
wound the heart of the Britbh Empire In India, be present^ to the 
dletlre hand of the chief Conrel of France. 

Thb French atate actoaSy holds potscsslon of the person and nomtaal 
nthority of the Mogul | m ^D U ir ts the most efficient army of regular 
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i)ati\c infnntn, and the ino*;t powerful artillery now cxistinff in India, 
watli the exception of his i\IajCbt\’s and the Company’s troops, and exer- 
cises a considerable influence o\cr the neighbourin'^ states from the banks 
of the Indus to the confluence of the Jumna and the Ganges 
j “ In the supposition of the most intimate and established connection of 
ainit\ and nllinncc between Scindiah and the British power, and in the 
cicnt oicn of Scindiah’s accession to the treaty of Basscin, and to the 
general defensive alliance with the Companj, the Nw-am and the Peishvva, 
it is impocsihlc to suppose that this French state would co-operate with 
cordiahtv in support of the British interests The aid of this state coidd 
be least expected m the case which would most urgently demand it, and 
winch would require the most active operation of the principles of the 
general defensive alliance 

" In the event of an attack from France upon the British dominions or 
power in India, it could not he expected that a French state, erected 
under the nominal and ostensible auspices of Scmdiah in Hindostan, 
would nfibrd nn\ substantial aid to the ally of the British power in a con- 
test against France, even if tliat ally should be disposed to assist us in 
sucli a crisis 

“ On the other hand, no doulit exists, that Scmdiah would receive the 
most j’calous aid from the same state in any attempts which he might be 
disposed to make either for the reduction of the Bntish, or for the aggrnn- 
iizcmcnt of the French power in India 

' ** In addition to these remarks, your Excellency is appnzed, that the 
vicinity of M Perron’s regular infantry operates as a constant drain 
upon the population of the Company’s provnnees, and dimmishes the 
sources of our agriculture, manufoctnres, commerce, and revenue, as 
well as of our recruits for the army in that quarter. 

“ In the present crisis, when every circumstance announces the proba- 
bility of a renewal of the war with France, and urges the necessity of 
resorting to everj’ practicable measure of precaution and secunty, the 
safety of the British dominions requires the reduction of M. Perron’s mi- 
litarj' resources and power, independently of any question which might 
exist between Scmdiah and the Bntish Government. 

In a state of profound peace, and even of alliance with Scmdiah, the 
necessity of pronding for our own secunty would justify a formal demand 
for the removal of a danger so imminent from tlie frontier of our dominions.) 
The refusal of Scmdiah to comply wnth such a demand would afford a just 
ground of war against that chief, and any true or false plea of mability on 
Ae part of Scmdiah, to control the movements or to reduce the power of 
;,4is French state, would authonze and require the Bntish Government to 
assume the protection of its own territones, and to remove with its own 
hand the proximate cause of msecurity and alarm ” 

• 13. That this state had not, to the knowledge of the Go- 
vernor-General, been formally connected with the Govern- 
ment of France, will not be deemed by the judgment of your 
honourable Committee to be a circumstance affecting the 
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GoTcriior General s new of ihe danger to be lapprehendfed 
from the ^ formation and ‘growth ‘of anch a power m^'India/ 
That ^wer waa fully prepared to^afford 'efficient and cordial 
support to thePrench cauae In India, 'and to meet the proi 
jec£« of France with adeqoatd alacrity and ieal 
‘ 14 The dangers arising firom the condition of the Rajah 
of Berar s power with reference to hu ’means of affecting the 
security of the British empire m India, appeared to be at the' 
commencement of the war — ^Firat, a mihtary force greatly* 
inferior to Scmdiah s in point of disciphne, rnumbers, and 
artillery, hut furnishing a considerable accession to the ge^> 
neral strength of the confederate against the Bntish Goyem-'’ 
ment. Secondly, the possession of An extensive territory, 
and some strong forts commanding the dominions of the 
Company and of the Soubahdar of the Deccan, m vulnerable 
points Thirdly, the possession of the provmce of Cuttack 
by which the Rajah of Berar waa enabled to mterrlipt the ‘ 
commumcation between our northern and lonthem /posset-' 
noni, to fadhtate the mrasion of Bengal and of the northern 
Circars, and to obtam the aid of French or other Eoropeaii 
officers or troops to be landed m the province of Cuttack, ' 
Fourthly, the mtenmxture of the Rajah of Berar s posset 
dons with those of the Soubahdar of the Deccan, his vexatious ‘ 
rtwhns upon the Court of Hydrabad, and his consequent in- 
fluence at that Court, Fifthly, the Rajah of Berar s preten- 
sions to the Goyemroent of Poonah, and the ascendancy and 
influence which he denyes from his descent, connected with 
the general magnitude of his dominions and resources, with 
hii supposed wealth, and with the hostile spirit which had 
been mamfested by tho state of Bemr for many years m 
counteracting the interests of the British empire in Indio. 

15 Under the preceding renew of the means possessed by * 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, and by the Kajah of Berar respec- 
tively, of afiecting the secuntvofthe British empire in India, 
the most dcsirablo objects of eventual war with those chief- 
tains manifestly were — Ilrst, with reference to Dowlut’ Jiao 
Scmdiah, the entire reduction of M Perron ■ regular corps j 
the annexation to the Bntuh dominions of the whole of tho 
territory within the Doah, and the Ganges m the possession 
of hi* Perron thereby rendermg the rircr Jumna the north 
treatem frontier of our dommion m that quarter j the occu 
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pation.of Delhi and Agra, and of a chain of posts on the 
western and southern bank of the Jumna sufficient to secure 
to the British power the free navigation of the Jumna and 
the possession of both banks of that river ; the permanent 
exclusion of the Mahrattas from the north west of Hmdostan , 
the establishment of a system of defensive alhances with 
states of Hmdostan, the local position of whose territones 
might form a barrier between the possessions of the Com- 
pany and the Mahrattas, and secure the exclusion of the 
authority and influence of Scmdiah from the north western 
division of Hmdostan ; the protection of the person and 
nominal authority of his Majesty Shah Aulum , the occupa- 
tion of the seaport of Baroach and of the territory annexed 
to it, together with the reduction of Scindiah’s general power 
in Guzerat , the cession of Scmdiah’s territories mtermixed 
with those of our allies the Souhahdar of the Deccan and 
the Peishwa, and generally the reduction of Scindiah’s mi- 
litary power and territonal lesources within the limits neces- 
sary for the purpose of our security, and of the safety and 
franquiUity of our allies. Secondly, with refeience to the 
Rajah- of Berar, the occupation of the province of Cuttack, 
and the cession of all the Rajah of Berar’s possessions in- 
termixed with those of the Souhahdar of the Deccan. 

16. These may he considered to have constituted the 
necessaiy objects of the war with reference to its original 
causes, and these objects properly formed the basis of our 
demands in negociatmg the terms of peace with the confe- 
derated chieftains. 

17. In estimating the dangers to which the security of the 
British Government was eventually exposed at the commence- 
ment of the war, by the existence m the hands of the two 
prmcipal Mahratta states, of those means of injury which 
Vve been described m the precedmg part of this address, 
Jour honourable Committee will justly appreciate the advan- 

.^^es which the British empire has derived from the perma- 
nent removal of those dangers by the successes of the war 
and by the terms of the peace. 

18. In the moment of our most brilliant victories, when the 
rapid and glorious success of our arms had nearly extin- 
guished the power both of Dowlut Rao Scindiah and the 
Rajah of Berar, and when we possessed ample means of en- 
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tirely sabvertmg both those states by the contmuance of 
military operations at that tune actnolJy in progress the con- 
cessions which the horn AIiyor-General Wellesley was m 
structed to demand from the confederated chieftouii were 
limited to the extent absolutely necessary to preclnde the^ 
rcTival of the original causes of the war, and to provide for 
our permanent secunty nod for the faithful discharge of the 
obhgations of positive engagements contracted either pre- 
Tioualy to the war or during the progress of hoetihties j 

19 It would have been neither o jnst humane nor ho- 
nourable pohoy to have insisted upon the redaction of the 
enemy s power to any extent nnnecessary to secure the just 
objects of the war, and the safety of the Bntish Government 
and of its olhes Public doty required the employment of 
every effort to reduce the strength of the enemy witbm the 
bounds prescribed by the just mterests of the Bntish Go- 
vernment and of Its aflies but we should have deemed it 
equally lojunoiLi to the glory and power of the Bnbsh Go- 
vennnent m India* as well as contrary to our duty, to the 
cominanda of the honourable Company, and to the laws of 
our country to hare prosecuted war for the purposes of ve^ 
geance, aggrandisement, or ambition or to hare urged thb 
fall of a vanquished enemy beyond the just Imuts of national 
secunty and pubbo faiths 

20 Among the principal advantages of the hdo pacrfica 
turn, most be ranked the maintenfince of the national (dut 
racter in India by the moderation, clemency and jiistico 
manifested by the British Gorerament in the tCTTns of peace 
granted to our enemies, under circumstances which hod 
placed the existence of their respective states absolutely at 
our disposaL 

21 Immediately after the reduction of Gttwedgurh, the 
hon, Major-General Wellesley prepared to pursno the Rajah ' 
of Berar to Nagpoor, the capital of his dominions and ar 
rangements had been adopted for the mvasion of Berar fron>^ 
the province of Sumbulpoor by Licut-Colonel Broughtons 
corps and from Cuttack by tho troops under the command 
of Lieut-Colonel Harccrart. 

22. The bnfliant and decisive success of his Excellency 
General Lake, and tho entire destruction of bcindialis 
power in Hindostan, left General Lake at h*bcrty to dctncli a 
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force ntxain^-l the pO'''^c>‘'ion< of flio Kajali of Bciar. In cou- 
fonnit}, thorofoic. to the Go\ornoi -General’s insUnclions, 
Gt'neral Lake prt'pnred a eon-^ulciablc detaclnncnt for the 
pnrj) 0 ‘-e of in\.uhnLr lUnai frotn the nortlicrn quarter of 
njn<lo<t.ni. 

f!'!?. At that pertocl of time, (lie vhole of the Rniah of Be- 
rar’s ]tO''‘?e‘'‘-ion‘' on tlie vest *^ 1(10 of the rner Wurda, tlic 
proMnee of Cuttack and its dependencies, and the pioMnccs 
of Snmhnljioor and Patna, had been Micsted from Ins domi- 
nions, and the onh strone; follies', -nithin the limits of Ins 
former territories had been reduced h) the British aims. 

In this {>\{ remit) of the K.a)nh of Berar’s atlairs, the 
British Go\cinmeiit anted peace to that chieftain on tciins 
rcunlated e\thisi\<>l\ h) considerations of the national se- 
curii) and public faith 

il^}. PrcMonsh to the conclusion of the sepniatc treaty of 
peace Mith the Bniah of Bcrai, the military iioucr of Doudiit 
Kao Scmdiah had been destroyed in Ilindostan, and deepl}’- 
wounded in the Deccan, by the biilhant success of the Bii- 
,tish armies in the field, under the command of his Excellency 
General Lake and the hon. I^Iajoi -General Wellesley, and 
the whole of Scindiah’s possessions in the north of Hindostan 
and in the Deccan had been conquered by the British arms. 

2Q As soon as iMajor-Gcneral Wellesley had received the 
treaty of Dcogauiii, ratified by the Rajah of Berai, every 
arrangement -was adopted for the purpose of eniplo 3 ang the 
whole of the forces under Geneial Wellesley’s command 
against Dowlut Rao Scindiah. In addition to the troops 
under the peisonal command of Major-General Wellesley, a 
considerable force had been assembled in Guzerat, under 
Colonel iVIuiray, for the eventual attack of Scmdiah ’s posses- 
sions m the province of Malwa. This force being left at 
liberty, by the conquest of Barojich and Powanguib and of 
ill Sindiah’s possessions in the province of Guzerat, to com- 
’ hence offensive operations in Malwa, was ready, at this 
period of time, to advance directly upon Scmdiah’s capital 
Ougein, and had actually marched to the frontier of Guzerat 
in the prosecution of that design. 

27. The conclusion of a separate peace with the Rajah of 
Berar also enabled General Lake to he prepared to direct 
the operations of the detachment which had been intended 
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for the inTosion of Berjir, against the soathem posseaBions of 
Scmdiah, m co-operation with forces under M^or-Ge- 
neral Wetleiley and Colonel Murray ' 

28 Under this serere pressure on every quarter of his 

remaining temtones, Dowluf Rao Scmdiah sued for peace. 
Your honourable Committee wiD consider the terms of the 
peace granted to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah m that extremity of 
his affairs, to have been regulated by prmciples oflemty and 
forbearance to the htmost extent consistent with our just 
right of reasonable mdemnity and with the security of our 
possetsions and of the dominions rights, and mterests of our 
alhes. ^ 

29 The concessions on the part of the enemy which pro- 
vide m the manner already described for the security of the 
British Government against the return of those dangers 
which existed at the commencement of the war, necessarily 
coropnae additional advantages to the cause of the Bntish 
Govemment and of its alhes The arrangements deemed to. 
he Didijpensably necessary for the security of the Bntisly 
Government and its alhes have augmented and consohdate^ 
our temtonal resources, and those of his Highness the 
Peishwah and the Soubahdar of the Deccan, the only powenr^ 
possessing any just pretension to partiapate in the conquests 
of the war Combined with other provisions of the peace, 
those arrangements may be considered to have secured the 
complete accomphsbmont of that general system of pohCcal 
relations in India which it has been the uniform and approved 
pohey of the Governor-General In Council, under the orders 
of the hononrahle Court of Directors, to establish and which 
cipenenco has demonstrated to afford the only pracbcahlo 
means of preserving general tranquUhty, and consequently of 
providing effectually for the permanent security and pros- ^ 
penty of the British empire m India. 

30 In order to afford to your honourable Committee a dis- 
tinct view of the advantages of the late padfication, the f 
Governor-General m Council now proceeds to state, in re- 
gular order, the several provisions of the treaties of pcodi 
concluded respectively with Dowlut Rao Scindiali and the 
Riyah of Berar accompanied by such remarks as appear 
requisite to illustrate the intent and operation of each article 
respectively with reference to the treaties of partition con- 
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eluded between the lionournblo Compan} and tlie nllies, and 
(0 the treaty of dcrcn«:i\c alliance and subsidy concluded be- 
tween the lionourable Company and Scindiah. 

j Trcalv of Pfaci' inth Dotrlul Ran Scindiah 

31. The first article pro\ides for the permanency of fiiend- 
sbip between the contracting: parlies. 

o2 The second article pro^ ides for the cession of Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah 's rights and po'^scssions in the Doab, and to 
the nortliMard of those of the Kajahs of Jyenagur and Jode- 
pore and of the Rana of Gohud, with the exception of cer- 
t.ain districts ‘-pecified in a subsequent article. 

3.*?. R} tliis .article, cotnhwed with the third article of the 
treaties of partition, and the fourth article of the defensive 
alliance iiith Scindiah, the aiithorit} of tlie Britisli Govern- 
ment has been est.ablishcd oiei the iihole of the territory 
formerly occupied by hi. Perron. The provinces winch, 
preiiously to the war, constituted a state under the rule of 
Prench adienturers, and furnished resources for a numerous 
of regular infantry, and for a formidable artillery imder 
^0 direction of French oflicers, now form a part of the bon. 
Company’s possessions, and of the territorial security for the 
subsidi.ary payments due from Scindiah to the Company, 
and the British Goi ernment has been enabled to accomplish 
the objects originally proposed, of rendering the river Jumna 
the frontier of our dominion in that quarter, and of occupy- 
ing the fortiesses of Delhi and Agra, together with a chain 
of posts on the right bank of the river Jumna, sufl3cient 
to secure to the British power the free navigation of that 
river. 

S4'. By the provisions of this article also the powei and 
influence of the French and of the Mahrattas has been ex- 
c'^ed from the north-western division of Hindostan. 

) A settlement has been made of the levenue of that 
p^H^on of M. Perron’s territory, which is situated between 
the Jumna and the Ganges, for one yeai, amounting to near 
thirty-six lacs of rupees, and this i evenue may be expected 
to inciease. 

36. It has been impiacticable to ascertam with accuracy 
the annual produce of the territory, formerly belonging to 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah or to M. Perron, situated on the right 
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bonk of the Jamno- A correct report, however, upon the 
subject of the produce of the c^ed terntones m that quarter 
will be transmitted for the mfonnation of the honourable 
Court at the earhest practicable period of time. 

37 By the third article the fort and territory of Baroach 
together with the fort of Ahmednuggur audits dependant ter 
ntory, with the excepbon of certain distncta specified m e 
subsequent article of the treaty, are also ceded by Dowlul 
Rao Scindiah 

38 By the cession of the territory of Baroach, and nndei 
the fourth article of the treaty of partition, an annual revenuf 
of tpTi or eleven lacs of rupees is added to the resources oi 
Bombay, and Scindiah s communication with the sea is com- 
pletely precluded, and under the defensive alliance with 
Scmdioh tbtw cession forms a further part of the security foi 
the subsidy from that chieftain 

39 By the cession of Ahmednuggur, and by the condi- 
tions annexed to Scindiah s reservation of a portion of the 
territory depvendant on that fortress, Scrodiab s means of m 
terfering in the ofiairs of Poonah and of affecting the 
operation of the alliance between the British Govemm^ 
and the P^hwa, are essentially impeded and by the tr^ 
ties of partition concluded at Hyderabad on tho S8th o 
April lost, and at Poonah on the 14th of May last, Ahmed- 
nuggnriB ceded to the Peishwo, and will form an importan' 
addition to his Highness s miiitary strength under the pro 
tection of the Company 

40 By the fourth article of the treaty, Dowlut Rao Son 
diah cedes all the terntones in his possession at tho com 
mencement of the war, situated between the Ajuntah HiIL 
and the nver Godavery By this arrangement, Scmdial 
abandoned all that port of bis territorial possessions whicl 
was intermixed with the temtory of our ally the Soubahda’ 
of the Deccan and tho Bntish Goremment was enabled, fr 
assigning those cessions to bis Highness the Souhohdat 
under the sixth article of tho treaty of partition, to unpron 
and to consolidate his Highness s territorial power and re 
sources. 

41 By the stipulations of the fiftli article, whidi prorid 
for Scindiah ■ renunciation of all claims of every description 
upon the Bntish Govemraent and its alhes, the Soubahdo 
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of tlic Dcccan, tlie Peis]i\;aj and the Guick^\ar, every ground 
of interference on the part of Dow lut Bao Scindiah in tin? 
internal concerns of tlic Soubahdar of the Deccan, the 
Peishwn, and the Guickwar, has been precluded, and a 
dangerous source of intrigue, distuibance, and encioach- 
nient has been efTcctually destroyed. 

42. The sixth article provides for the restitution to Dowlut 
Bao Scindiah of the fort of Asseeigurh, the city of Boorhan- 
pore, the forts of Powangurh and Dohud, and tlie terri- 
tories in Candeish and Giizerat dependant on those forts. 
Tins article affords a proof of the disposition of the Biitish 
Go^ ernment to make e\ ery concession to the enemy e\ en in 
the nionient of MCtory, which might be consistent with 
our security, and with good faith towards our alhes iii the 
war. 

4S By the seventh article of the treat}^, Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah is allowed to retain possession of the distiicts of 
Dholepore, Baree, and Rajahkerrah, situated to the north- 
ward of the teriitories of the Rajahs of Jyenagur and Jode- 
Dore and of the Rana of Gohud, stated by Scindiah to have 
^5een long held by his family as a gift from the kings of 
Hindostan, and by the provisions of the same article it is 
stipulated, that certain members of the family of the late 
IMahaj'ee Scindiah, and certain officers of his government, 
who formerly possessed Jagheers in the teriitories ceded by 
the second article of the treaty, shall either letain posses- 
sion of such Jagheers, or shall receive pensions at the option 
of the British Government, provided that the annual value 
of such Jagheers and the amount of such pensions do not 
exceed the sum of seventeen lacs of rupees , the same article 
also precludes the introduction of Scindiah’s troops either 
into the districts of Dholepore, Baree, and Rajahkeiiah, 

^ "^^mto the lands eventually to be restoied in Jagheer to 
, \ -^cittdiah’s family and officers. This pi ohibitory clause ob- 
vT^d in a considerable degiee the objections to the admis- 
sion of the authority of Dowlut Rao Scindiah into the teiii- 
tories of Hindostan, from which it was a principal object of 
the peace to exclude that chieftain’s power and influence 
-These concessions originated principally in a spirit of conci- 
liation and lenity, which it was oui wish to exercise on this 
occasion to the utmost extent compatible with our safety. 
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and with our just nghts and interests. But your honourable 
Conmuttee will perceire the advantages which the British 
Gtrvenunent derives from an arrangement, by which th) 
sources of the subsistance of some of the principal branche 
of the family of Dowlut Rao Scmdia, and many of his pnn 
apal officers are placed under the immediato control anc 
authonty of tbe British Government 

44 By the eighth article of the treaty certam diatncti 

stated to have heen long m the possession of Scmdiabi 
family and situated within the temtoncs of hii Highnesi 
the Peiihwa, are also restored to Dowlut Rao Scmdiab or 
the condition that no troops shall ever be mtroduced intc 
those diitncti under any pretence whatever Obscrvationi 
similar to those which have been stated with regard to tbe 
seventh article are apphcable to tbe restrictions under this 
article of the treaty Your honourable Committee wiH re- 
mark that the defensive and snbsidiary alliance concluded 
with Scmdiah since the peace, diminishes tbe danger of any 
concessions made to Scmdiah under the sbpnlatioDi of the 
treaty of Seije-Argengaum ' 

45 By the nmth article of the treaty, aQ engagement 
conolud^ between the British Gorernment and any of th^ 
feudatories or dependents of Dowlut Rao Scmdiab, are 
recognised and confirmed provided only that territory for 
meily belonging to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, and situated to tbe 
southward of the temtones of the Rajahs of Jyenagur and 
Jodepore, and of the Rona of Gohud, shall not be ahenated 
by such engagements from the possessions of Scmdiah 

40. The provieiooM of the math arOcie were indlspensehly 
necessary to enable the Bntisli Government to fulfil the ob- 
ligations of faith contracted m the progress of the war They 
were at the same time essential to the security of a principal 
object of the worj the establishment of a system of alh* 
ances with states of Hmdoston the local possession of 
whose temtoriei might form a bamcr between the possca^ 
lions of tbe Comiumy and the Mahrattos, oud secure the 
exclusion of tbe authonty and influence of SandUli from the 
north western division of Ilindostan, 

47 With the attainment of that object, was combined the 
immediate cfTect of promoting our success in the war, by 
dctacinng from the interests of Scmdiah Ids tributaries sml 
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(lepeml.uUs, and by obtaining tbeir co-operation with the 
British power. Of the engagements contracted with the 
•liieftains of Ilindostnn, and recognized by the piovisions of 
he ninth aiticle of the ticaty of peace with Dow'Iut Rao 
scindiah, those which jirmcipally contribute to the security 
)f the ullniiate object of onr political arrangements in Hin- 
lostan, are the ti eatics concluded with the Rana of Gohud 
tiid the Rajah of Jjenagur. , 

dS. B) the tieaty with the former, the ancient possessions 
»f the Raiias of Gohud aie lestored to the representative of 
he fainili, under the protection and guarantee of the British 
jovernment That chieftain is bound to subsidize three 
lattalions of British troops at the late of nine lacs of rupees 
ler annum. The possession of the fortress of Gw’alior, which 
oniiiiands one of the principal entrances from the south into 
he north-western duision of Hindostan, is permanently 
ested in the honourable Company, and the Biitish Govern- 
nent possesses the privilege of stationing its troops in any 
>f the forts or positions within the teiiitoiies of the Rana, 

^ w'hatever time the British Goveinment may deem expe- 
iient, ivith the exception of Gohud. 

49 . The Rana of Gohud is pledged to employ the whole 
f his forces and power, in conjunction with the British 
roops, against any power which shall ever endeavour to dis- 
urb the possessions of the honouiable Company, and in the 
vent of war, to employ his troops in conformity to the ad- 
ice and direction of the commanding officer of the Com- 
any’s forces. 

50. With a view of preserving in the hands of the British 
lovernment the means of checking the growth of dissensions 
ending to produce war, and consequently to require the 
pterposition of our mihtary power m the defence of the 
"Sana’s possessions, the British Government reserves to 
i^elf the right of arbitrating any cause of dispute which may 
v^ntually arise between the Rana of Gohud and any other 
tate or chieftain. 

51. The Rana of Gohud having been leheved from im- 
iris(5nment and distress, and restored to his hereditary 
omimon by the aid and undei the protection of the British 
xoveinment, it will be manifest to your honourable Com- 
iittee, that the Rana of Gohud is m the highest degree 
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interested 113 maintajnmg his attachment to the Company, and 
that th6 British Goyemment can at all tnnes command ererj 
advantage derivable from the local position, strength and 
reaoorces of the temtory of Gohnd 

53 The treaty concluded with the Rjyah of Jyenagnr ii 
founded on the basis of reciprocal aid against external ene* 
miea The Rajah of Jyenflgnr u pledged to employ the 
whole of his military power and resources m repelling an) 
attempt to invade the possessions of the honourable Coiih 
pany in Hmdostan and a reciprocal obligation is imposed or 
the British Government with the necessary reservation of a 
right on the part of the British Government to arbitrate 
eventual disputes for the purpose of preventing war 

63 The !^jah further engages in the event of war to em- 
ploy his troops m concert with the British forces in such a 
manner as the commanding officer of the British forces may 
advise and direct. 

54. On the other hand the Bntuh Government is pledged 
not to interfere in the internal concerns of the Rajah 
vemment nor to demand from hnn any tribute whatever 

55 By this engagement the Rajah of Jyenagur u penr^ 
nently relieved from the payment of his accustomed tribute 
to Dowlut Kao Sdndiah and from the apprehension of 
future exactions and encroachments on the part of that 
chieftain, or of any foreign state 

56 These important benefits which the R^ah of Jyena 

gur derives from his alhance with the honourable Company, 
cannot fail to secure his ^dellty to the Bndsh interests. 
Under the obligation of these engagements, a detachment of 
tbo Rnjah of Jyenagur s forces has been employed with the 
British detachment under the command of tho honourable 
Colonel Monson, m repelling Jeswunt Rao Holkar from the 
frontier of Hindoston ' 

57 A similar treaty was concluded by his Excellency tho 
Commander in-Chief with tho accredited agent of the Raj<7i 
of Jodeporc, and that treaty was actually mtifled by tho 
Governor General in Couneffi Tho Rajah of Jodeporc, 
however, on the return of hb agent refused to ratify tlmt 
treat) and the engagement was therefore considered to bo 
dissolved. Tho Rajah of Jodeporc in withholding Ins mti 
fication was probably influenced by tbc apprehension of the 
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ininicdialc rcscndiicnt of JcsMuiit Rao Holkar, who then 
occupied n position near the tciritory of Jodepore. since the 
retreat of Jesuunt Hao Ilolkar, tlie Rajah of Jodepore has 
c\prcssed an anxious desire to conclude the tieaty of alli- 
ance Tlic Govcrnoi -General in Council, however, has not 
considered it to he expedient to renew the engagement 
The detail of this transaction uill he communicated to j'^our 
honourable Committee in the despatch to vhich the first 
paragraph of this letter refers. 

oS The engagements nhich his Excellency the Com- 
mandcr-in-Chief concluded, undci the oideis of the Gover- 
nor-General nith the Rajahs of Machciy and Bhurtpoie, and 
nhich arc also recognired and confirmed by the ninth article 
of the treat} of peace v ith Dowlut Rao Scindiah, are framed 
upon the same principles as those of the alliance with the 
Rajah of Jodepore. Those chieftains are guaranteed by 
the British Government in the independent possession of 
their lespcctne tcrntoiies, on the condition of their co-ope- 
ration with the British troops against an invading enemy, 
and of submitting in all cases their disputes to the arbitra- 
tion of the British Government previously to engaging in 
actual hostilities 

59. The local position of the territories of those chieftains 
is well calculated to strengthen the barrier opposed to the 
ittenipts of an invading enemy by the countries of Gohud 
ind Jyenagur 

60. The system of alliances estabhshed by the British 
Grovernment in Hindostan, aifords the means of controlling 
;n a considerable degree the primary causes of that disorder 
ind confusion winch during so long a period of time have 
listurbed the territories of Hindostan, and have afforded en- 
30uragement to the lawless ambition, predatory habits, and 
testless violence of the native states of Hindostan and the 
beccan. The continuance of these disordeis must tend to 
^'’Sect the tranquilhty and security of the Company’s con- 
dguous possessions. By controlhng the sources of dissen- 
sion among the petty states of Hindostan, and by protectmg 
them from the ambition and rapacity of their nioie poweiful 
leighbours, these states may be encouraged and enabled to 
mltivate the arts of peace in the mdependent enjoyment of 
their respective rights.

61 The eitcnBion and operatioB of Ibia Byatem miut tend 
^radofllly to*iiutigate the tnrbolent spirit of snob of the native 
states of India, as are contiguous to the borders of onr ex- 
tensive empire, and the same policy promises to provide 
the most sohd security for the prosperity of our valuable 
possessions in the concord and tranquilhty of surrounding 
poivers, 

6£. These several treaties Iiavmg been formally recog- 
nised and confirmed by the provisions of the ninth article of 
the treaty of peace with Dowlut Rao Scindiab, the benefits 
mnnediately resoltmg from these engagements, may jlTstly 
he considered among the advantages of the general pamfi 
cation. 

63 The tenth article of the treaty of peace with Dowlnt 
Rao Scmdiab, is directed to the protection of the snbjects of 
Dowlnt Rao Scindiah, who might stilJ be withm the limits of 
bis authority firam the efiects of his retentment, for the dis- 
position which any of theJn may have manifested to promote 
the British cause This stipulation was indispensable to^the 
preservation of our good faith. 

64>. The eleventh article of the treaty which secures the 
Peishwa s tcmtonal rights in Malwa, also provides for the 
arbitration of the British Government, in the event offony 
difference which may arise with respect to those rights 
tween his Highness the Feuhwa and Dowlut Rao Scmdiah. 

G5 In stipulating with Dowlut Rao Scmdiah for the 
Peishwa s restoration to his territorial rights within the pro- 
vince of hlslwa, our guarantee and consequent arbitration 
of those rights was naturally combmed with that stipulation 
But it was an obvious prlnaple of policy to render the states 
of the Peishwa and Dowlut Rao Scmdiah os distmct os pos- 
sible, and to close every avenue to intrigue which the mtor 
course either of cordiahty or dissension might have opened' 
to the machinations of the hlohratta Durbars 

G6. By the twelfth article, Dowlut Rao Sandinh renounced 
all chums upon bis Majesty Shah Aulmn, and engages to ab- 
stain from all interference in the concerns of his JMajesty 

G7 lour honourable Committee Is nwaro that the Into 
hlahajeo Scmdiah after having rescued the unfortunate ro- 
preicntativo of the homo of Timour from the sanguinary 
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xiolorn'o of (Iholnum Kinultr, obtained from I\Iajc‘;ty the 
irrnnt of the oflieo of Vakeel ool Mntluck, or cxccutuc prime 
mmi'-ter of (he Moirluil Kmpirc, for In'? IIighiiC‘''S the 
JVi'-hnn. anti him^-elf jipjiointed to execute the func- 
tion*' of that olllce under the title of deput), and that Don hit 
lino Semdidi bucereded to the ofllee of deputy Vakeel ool 
Mutluck, and to the conbetjuent control nhicli his prcdc- 
ce^'-or had e‘-tablehed oier the person and family of the 
ajit'd and unhnjipN nmnnreh of Delhi B} successful in- 
trigue. M. Perron oht.uned the oflice of comm.uulant of the 
fortress of Dcdhi, nhieh i< (he residence of the royal f.unily, 
and tints tceured (he possession of (lie person and of the 
nominal .uithorits of the ICmpetor. 

(>S. Notwithstanding his Majesty’s total dcprhntion of 
real po^ivor, dominion, and authority, almost c\cry state and 
eier\ class of people in India continue to acknowledge his 
nominal soicrcigntj. The current com of c\ery established 
power struck in the name of Shah Aulum, Princes and 
persons of (he highest rank and family still bear the titles, 
JJjwl display the insignia of rank which Ibcyoi their ancestors 
'^leri\cd from tlic throne of Delhi, under the acknowledged 
authoritj' of Sliali Aulum, and his Majesty is still considered 
to be tlic only legitimate fountain of similar honours. 

69. The pride of the numerous class of Mussulmans in 
India is gratified by a recognition of the nominal autlioiity of 
the illustrious representative of the house of Tnnour over the 
territories whicli once constituted tlie extensive and powerful 
empire of the IMoghul, and the Mussulmans are stdl dis- 
posed to acknowledge the legitimacy of pretensions or de- 
mands, ostensibly proceeding from the authority of the impe- 
rial mandate. 

70. Under these cmcuuistances, the person and authority 
^Ihis Majesty Shah Aulum might form a dangerous mstru- 

k^'^nt in the hands of any state possessing sufficient power, 
Cinergy, and judgment, to employ it, m prosecuting views of 
^SS^^^iidizement and ambition 

71. The Moghul has never been an important or dan- 
gerous instrument in the hands of the Mahiattas, but the 
augmentation ' of BI. Perron’s influence and powei and the 
giowth of a French interest in Hmdostan, had given a new 
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aspect to the condition of the Moghol, and ithat unfortunate 
Prince might have become a poirerful aid to the cauae of 
France m India, under the direction of French agent® 

72 The TiewB with which the GhiTermnent of France pre- 
pared to resume ita poaaeastona in India under the provision^ 
of the treaty of Amiens were unequirocally manifested by the 
extent and nature of the staff and equipments which accom- 
panied the oflScer appomted to exerase the chief authority 
oyer all the restored possessions of the French m thf coun- 
try, and additional demonstrations of those news hare ap- 
peared smee the renewal of the war with France No’Soubt 
remained tbat it was the intention of the Government of 
Franco after the conclnsion of peace, to establish on the foun 
dation of her possessions m India a pohtical andmOitary state, 
and to strengthen and augment it by every practicable con- 
nection with the native states of India, and by every art of 
mdefatigahle mtngue and systematic ambition. The system 
of introdncmg French adventurem into the armies of the n 
tive states for the improvement of their diiaplme and 
aency had been found to afibrd the readiest and m' 
eFectual means of establishing the inflnence and anthon^,^ 
of the French in the government of those states and-'of 
erecting an mdependent temtonal and military power vrithm 
the hnuts of a foreign dominion. The extension and nnprove- 
roent of this system during the contmuance of peace, would un- 
doubtedly have constJtuted a principal object of the attention 
of the Government of France m Indio, and adverting to the 
facilities which would be afforded to the views and projects of 
the French by the extent oAerritorlal and military power and 
independence estabhsbed under the direction of AI Perron in 
the north-west of Hindoatan, it cannot be donbted that under 
the contmuance of peace between his Majesty and Franco, 
and between tho British Government and the Mahrtt»^ 
states, the progress of French intrigue, and the aggrandize- i 
ment of the French power in Indio, would have been moii 
rapid and dangerous to our security In tho prosecution of 
these views, the French would manifestly have derived essen- 
tial aid from the possession of the person and family of the 
Emperor Shih Anlum. Tho name of that monardU would 
hare been cmplojrod to justify exaction violence and cn- 
croacliment, and under the pica of restoring his Majesty to

his lierccHtnry dominion, the po-iver of France in India might 
lla^c been directed to tlic sub\crsion of every state, and to 
the appropiiation of every territory unprotected by alliance 
with the British nation. Tlie Empeior might have been com- 
pelled to constitute the tenitorial possessions of France in 
India an independent soiereignt}^ and under the plea of pos- 
sessing so\ereign authority, the proceedings of the Govern- 
ment of France in India might have proved in the highest de- 
gree injurious to the interests and sccuiity of the British Em- 
pire in this quarter of the globe. 

73. If any doubt could be entertained of the views of 
the French in this respect, that doubt would be removed by 
the tenor of documents obtained at Pondicherry and Calcutta, 
and transmitted by the Go\ernoi-Geneial to the Right 
Honourable Lord Hobart, of which copies are now annexed 
to this despatch. 

74'. With a view however to submit to your hon. Committee’s 
immediate and particular notice a distinct proof of the pro- 
jects in the contemplation of the Government of France ivith 
Respect to the Emperor Shah Aulum, the Governor-Genei al 
’in Council deems it advisable to insert in this place a transla- 
tion of an extiact from one of the documents to which the 
preceding paragraph refers. 

75. That document is entitled a Memorial on the present 
importance of India, and on the most “ efficacious means of 
re-establishing the French nation m its ancient splendour in 
that country." 

76. That document was obtained at Pondicherry from a 
French officer, named Le Febie, who accompanied General 
Decaen to India. Such has been the treatment leceived 
from a company of merchant adventurers by the Emperor of 
Hindostan, the sole branch of the illustrious house ofTimour, 
so revered throughout the East, that his sovereignty is uni- 

^ ■''etsally acknowledged although his power is no more, and the 
^nghsh Company derived its own constitutional power from 
his infinite goodness. It is evident that Shah Aulum ought to 
be the undisputed sovereign of the Moghul Empire, as the 
great grandson of Aurung Zebe, the tenth succession in a 
diiect Ime from Tamerlane. This great question with respect 
to the sovereignty of the Empire bemg decided, it remains to 
considei whether it is not possible that the branches of this

imfortuimte family may find at Bome tune protectors, who 
shall assert tbenr sacred rights and breal. their ignomuuous 
chains. It will he then that a mutual alliance, and a judicious 
umon of powers shall secure the permanent sovereignty of the 
EImperor, and render his immediate subjects, as well as his 
tributaries happy in the enjoyment of personal security, and 
of that wealth which spnngs from peace agriculture and a 
free trade. The English Company, by its ignomuuous treat- 
ment of the great Moghul, has forfeited its nghts as dewan 
and treasurer of the Empire , the Nabobs of Oude ai^d of 
Bengal are equally criminal, because they have actra as 
traitors towards their lawful sovereign thus the Emperor of 
Delhi has a real and mdisputable right to transmit to whomso^ 
ever he may please to select, the sovereignty of his domuuons, 
as well os the arrears due to bun from the English These 
arrears of the tribute of 26 lac* of rupees, promised by the 
Company, with the mterest of the country added, will amount 
at this present time to four hundred and fifty two nulhon 
toumois, a sum which greatly exceeds the value of the Cotfr - 
pany i moveable capiteJ." C 

77 The preceding observations may serve to niustrate thy . 
importance of placing the person fat^y and nominal anthrf- 
rity of his hl^esty Shah Aulum under the protection of the 
British Government, and thoaccomphshment of that arrango* 
meet was accordingly considoed by the Governor-General to 
be a principal object, though not a cause of the war, and an 
indispensable condition of the peace* 

78. Independently of the wnsidemtionB above stated, ad 
verting to the degree of veneration with whicli the fllustnoua 
descendant of Timour is regarded by all classes of people m 
India, and espeoaBy by the class of Mussulmans, and to tho 
state of mdignlty and misery to which that nnfortunatq 
monarch bad been reduced under the opprcsaivo control’^ 
of the Mabrattas and the French tho GoTemor-Geneml m 
Council considered among tho most important political beno^'' 
fits of that arrangement, the reputation which tho Bntish nomo 
would acquire by affording an honoumhlo and tranquil asylum 
to the fallen digmty and declining ogo of the King of Delhi 
and by securing the means of comfort to his Majesty s nu ' 
mcrous and distressed family 
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79. By the tlilrtccntli ai tide of the treaty of peace with 
Do^^lut Bao Sciiuhah, that chieftain engages never to take or 
letain in his sen ice any Ficnchman, or tlie subject of any 
European or American powei, the government of winch may 
he at var ^^ith the British Government, or any British sub- 
ject, ^^het]le^ European or native of India, without the consent 
of the British Go^ eminent. 

SO. The observations contained in this despatch with re- 
gard to the aggiandizcment of tlie French powei in India, 
and the experience of the formidable lesistance opposed to 
the British forces during the late nar by the regular troops 
of the enemy under the command of European ofliceis, and 
composed in a considerable degree of natives of India, sub- 
jects of the British Government, sufficiently demonstrate the 
importance and advantage of providing for the perpetual ex- 
clusion of the several classes of persons described in this 
article from the service of the native poivers, excepting to such 
an extent as the Governor-General in Council may deem con- 
sistent with the safety of the British interests in India. 

81. The indefatigable zeal with which the French nation is 
^disposed to pursue any measure calculated to injure the in- 
terests of the British Government in India, and the conse- 
quent necessity of providing, by every practicable means, for 
the exclusion of the agents of France from the dominions of 
the native states, has lately been manifested by the ai rival at 
Poonah of three French officei s, who landed clandestinely at 
a port in the Kokun from a French corsair (subsequently cap- 
tured by his Majesty’s ship St. Fiorenzo) on the 6th of Ja- 
nuary, 1804', charged with letters or proclamations m the 
Persian language, addressed generally to all the native states 
of India, for the purpose of engaging native states to combine 
their powers for the destruction of the British Empire in this 
Quarter of the globe. 

82. These Frenchmen were apprehended by his Highness 
“Tile Peishwa at the requisition of the British Government, 
under the general provisions of the treaty of Bassem, and 
four of those proclamations were found upon them. A trans- 
lation of one of the proclamations is enclosed foi your ho- 
nourable Committee’s information. Thepiisoners have since 
been sent to Bengal , the Governor-General in Council has 
thought it proper not to admit them to their parole for a 
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certain period of tnne, m order to deter others from engaging 
in similar missions. Under our subsisting defensive allianco 
ivith the Peishwa m a season of actual irar, m which the 
Peishwa and the Company were equally engaged os alhei 
the conduct of these Frenchmen would have entitled ' 
Governor-General m Council to proceed agamat them a* 
spies and to have resorted to the means warranted by fri( 
law of nations in similar cases 

83 It IS probable that on examination of these personi 
may enable ns to trace a connection between their mission tc 
this country and some hostile project of the French Govern- 
ment at the Isle of France directed against the British Pos- 
aetsions m India, the prosecution of which may have been 
prevented by the sncceaBea of the late war 

84 The fourteenth article stipulates for the residence ol 
accredited mmisters on the part of the British Government, 
and of the Government of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, with those 
Governments respectively 

85. The advantage of securing such on intercourse by 
treaty wQl be obvious to yoar honourable Committee. 

86 The fifteenth article provides for the eventual admisi 
Sion of Dowlut Rao Somdi^ to the benefits of s defei^iVe 
and subsidiary alliance with the British Government, on terms 
similar to those of the alliance between the Bntish Govern 
ment and the Peishwa. 

87 Our despatch of the £2nd March, ISOl* conrcyed to 
your honourable Committee the inteDigence of the actual con 
duiion. of a defensive and subsidiary treaty of alliance with 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah on the basis of this article, and a copy 
of the treaty accompanied that despatch. 

88 The general pnnaples on wbicli a treaty of defenaivo 

and subsidiary oHianco with Dowlut Rao Semdiah was at all 
tfanes desirable were corroborated by the relative condition 
of Scindiah 8 power and resources at the conclusion of the 
peace j 

89 In the courso of the war with the confederated Mah 
ratta chleftafaM the power and resources of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah had been greatly reduced, wh3o those of Jcswiint 
Rao Holkar had been augmented by a considornhlo acces- 
sion of temtory, wliich had been ceded to him by Dowlut Rao 
Sdndiah on the condition of his joining the confederacy 
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against the British poMer. The nature of the differences sub- 
sisting between Dowlut Hao Scindiah and Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar piechided all e.Kpectation of concord and amity be- 
tween those chieftains. 

,00. In the actual condition of Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s 
power at the close of the wai, that chieftain could not reason- 
ably entertain any prospect of success in a contest with Jes- 
mint Rao Ilolkar. Unaided therefore by a foreign power, 
the dominion of Dowlut Rao Scindiah must shoitly have been 
added to that of his lival Jeswunt Rao Holkar; such an 
accumulation of territorial shcngtli in the hands of that tur- 
bulent freebooter would bare been utterl}^ incompatible with 
the tranquillity of India, and with the security of the British 
Goiernment and its allies. The danger which the ministers 
of Dowlut Rao Scindiah apprehended from the superioi power 
and hostile disposition of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, induced them 
in the course of the negotiations for the conclusion of peace, 
to express great anxiety for the establishment of a closer con- 
nection with the British Government, and the considerations 
of policy above described, suggested the expediency of offer- 
to Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s acceptance the benefits of the 
defensive and subsidiary alliance concluded with his High- 
ness the Peishwa. The treaty of defensive and subsidiary 
alliance concluded in consequence between the British Go- 
vernment and Dowlut Rao Scmdiah corresponds with all the 
stipulations of the treaty of Hyderabad, concluded in the 
month of October 1800, exceptmg only with lespect to the 
extent of the subsidiary force, and its peimanent continuance 
within the territory of the subsidizing power. The British 
force subsidized by Dowlut Rao Scindiah consists of six bat- 
tahons of mfantry, or six thousand men, with a due piopor- 
tion of artilleiy ; and that force is to be stationed at such 
jplace near the frontier of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, as may be 
<leemed most ehgible by the British Government; and it is 
be holden in readiness for the execution of any service on 
which it is liable to be employed by the conditions of the de- 
fensive treaty. However desirable it might be to station the 
subsidiary force permanently within the dommions of Dowlut 
Rao Scmdiah, the Goveinoi -General in Council is decidedly 
of opimon, that in the actual condition of the several native 
states of India, every essential purpose of the defensive 
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nDmnce witli Dowlut Rao Scindiali, has been attained by the 
tenoB of the treaty actually concluded with that chieftain 

91 That treaty renders whaterer may remain of the power 
of Scindiah an additional bond of the general peace, and o 
the aafety and strength of the British power , nor nan am 
just apprehension be entertained of the growth of any dis 
order dangerous to our mtereata m India while Scmdiah s re 
duced power shall depend for its existence upon the Britisl 
Gotemment. The growth of the hostile poorer of Myson 
from the year 1792 to 1798, might probably hare been con- 
trolled, or eren converted to the purposes of our security, 
had it been possible to mduce Tippoo Snltaun to enter into 
a subsidiary alliance with the Company at the close of the 
WET m 1792 

92. The power ofTippoo Snltaun however, had not been 
reduced by that war to such a scale as to induce his haughty 
and vmdictiTe character to listen to any terms of alliance with 
the Company Such has been the reduction of Scmdiah s rc- 
soorces of every description by the late war, that hu existence 
as a power m India depends absolutely upon the genero- 
sity of the Company and cannot be suitained without our ac 
tive aid Under such cnrcumstances the power of bcmdiah 
no longer remains an object of apprehension to the British 
GoTemment, nor can Scmdiah view with jealousy the pro- 
tectmg influence of that state to whose clemency he is abio- 
lutely mdebted for the restoration, and on whose strength be 
most rely for the security of every possession which he re- 
tains. 

93 The defensive alliance concluded with Dowlut Rao 
Scmdiah imder the strpulations of the treaty of peace there- 
fore, combined with the provisions of the treaty of Bossem, has 
precluded any future combination of the Mahrattn states of a 
nature dangerous to the British Empire, and has opposed a 
permanent and insuperable obstacle to the revival of Sdn- 
diah s mihtary strength beyond the scale which may bc^ 
deemed by the Governor General !n Council to be consistcbt 
with the security of our mtcrcsts This important treaty 
not only precludes the eventual employment of Dowlut Rao 
Sdndiahs remaming power agninst the Bntish Government 
under any contmgency, but secure* the eventual application 
of that power to purpose* connected with tlic safety of the 
British Empire in India. At an early period of the negotiation 
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on the subject of the defensive alliance, Dowlut Rao Scindiah 
expressed great anxietjf for the introduction of a stipulation by 
■which the British Go\ eminent should engage to employ its in- 
Huencc in securing from the Peishwa in favour of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah that treatment and consideration wliich was due to 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s rank, and was consistent with usaffe. 

O 

Dowlut Rao Scindiah also expiessed an earnest desire that his 
nghtto countries, which beheld under grants from the Peishwa, 
md of which he had taken possession, in consequence of 
orders from his Highness, should be recognized in the treaty 
jf defensive alliance, and that the British Government would 
employ its endeavours to prevent the subversion of any acts 
af Dowlut Rao Scindiah, or of his ancestors, undei the au- 
thority reposed in him or them by the Peishwa. 

94. Major Malcolm, the acting Resident at the Court of 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah, who negotiated tlie treaty of defence 
md subsid}' with that chieftain, objected to the introduction 
3f an article to that effect, on the ground of its being entnely 
foreign to the nature and object of a defensive engagement, 
^ut the extreme solicitude of Dowlut Rao Scindiah for the 
[jlsertion of the proposed stipulation ultimately induced Major 
Malcolm to comply with that chieftain’s wishes on that occa- 
sion, provided he would consent to certain modifications, the 
ibject of which was to preclude the operation of the proposed 
stipulations in any manner inconsistent with the provisions of 
:he treaty of peace, or with the just rights, honour and dignity, 
if the Peishwa, and to provide for the arbitration of the Bii- 
dsh Government in all cases of difference which might arise 
Dut of the stipulations of that article. 

95 To these modifications Scindiah readily consented. 
This earnest sohcitude on the part of Dowlut Rao Scindiah 
:hat the British Government should guaiantee his just claims 
the Peishwa, affords a convmcing proof that Dowlut Rao 
"^^diah placed the fuEest reliance m our pubhc faith, honour 
justice ; and that far from bemg jealous of the inter- 
ference of the British powei in his concerns with the Peishwa, 

)r any other state, that chieftain earnestly solicited our inter- 
ference as the only means of securing his legitunate rights, and 
if supportmg his hereditary dignity 

96. The 16th article of the treaty of peace with Scindiah, 

11 ovides for the ratification of the treaty by the Governor-Ge-

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neral in CouncD, and prescribes that the orders for the ces- 
sions of territory stipulated m the treaty shall be dehvercd to 
the honour^le Migor General Wellesley, at the same tune 
with the ratifi<»tion of the treaty of peace , hot that certait 
forts, which by the terms of the treaty are to be restored 
Sandiah, shall not be delivered up to Scmdiah s officers nnti 
certain information shall hare been recmred that ah the tern 
tones ceded to the Bntish Gorermnent and its alhes hare 
been evacuated by Scmdiah s officers and trtx)ps It may be 
proper to observe that all the reciprocal cessions and restitu 
tions under this treaty have actually been completed* 

97 The Governor General m Council now proceeds to 
consider the stipulations of the treaty of peace with the 
Rajah of Bcrar 

98. The first article provides for the permanence ofiriend 
ship between the contracting parties 

^ The second article connected with the first article of 
the treaty of partition cedes the whole of the provmce of Cut 
tack, mcluding the port and distinct of Balasore to the honour- 
able Company That provmce connects the temtory of Ben- 
gal with the northern Circars In the hands of an eneiP^ 
that province would afford peculiar advantages m the p^se- 
enUon of hostihtlea agamst the Bntish power It fiirwhes 
the means of mterruptmg the communication between Bengal 
and alLeflf possesoons and dependencies m the southern and 
western provinces of\^dia. That portion of the sea-coast 
which the provmce of Attack includes, and the port of Bala 
tore would enable a native enemy to receive succours from 
an European state. An auxiliary French force, combmed 
with a Mahratta army, might thus have assembled on the fron- 
tier of our most valuable tcrritonei, and might have en- 
dangered the safety of the primary source of the power, 
wealth and influence of the Bntish Empire m India. In the 
hands even of a neutral native state, the province of Cuttack 
presents a favourable pomt for the disembarkation of an hos- 
tile European force, and for on attack upon the British do- 
mimons, ' 

100 The intermixture and contigmty of the temtones of 
the Company and of the hlahrottas on the southern frontier 
of Midnapore, occasioned constant disputes between the sub- 
jects of the two goTcmments and the ready asylum which 
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robbers and delinquents obtained \Mthin the I\Iabratta terri- 
tories contiguous to IMidnapoie, ojierated as an encourage- 
ment to the commission of e%'ery species of outrage within the 
limits of the Company’s contiguous districts. These facts 
'(iemonstratc tlie importance of the cession of the province of 
Cuttack and its dependencies, independently of their value in 
a financial and commercial point of view. 

101. The Go\ crnor-General in Council is not yet enabled 
to submit to 5 our honourable Committee a complete report 
upon the revenue of the territoi}' ceded by this article. This 
report will be transmitted to the honourable Court as soon as 
the necessary accounts shall have been received. By a state- 
ment, however, extracted from the hlahratta records, the 
revenue of Cuttack proper is estimated at from 16 to 17 lacs 
per annum ; in this statement are included the mtermixed 
territories in hlidnapore. 

102. The third article provides for the cession of all the 
territories of which the Rajah of Berar collected the revenues 
in uarticipation with the Soubahdar of the Deccan, and of all 
^he territory which the Rajah of Berai possessed to the west- 

y’ard of the river Wurda. 

103. By the transfer to the Soubahdar of the Deccan, 
under the treaty of partition of the tenitory ceded by this 
article, all the inconveniences, embarrassments and hazards, 
arismg from the intermixture of the territories of the Sou- 
bahdar of the Deccan and the Rajah of Berar, have been re- 
moved ; by this article the dominion of the Soubahdar of the 
Deccan has been augmented and consohdated, and a distinct 
hmit has been established between the territories of his High- 
ness, and of the Rajah of Berar. 

104. The faithful attention which this article combmed with 
the treaty of partition mamfests to the interests of our ally 
J^'e Soubahdar of the Deccan, has produced the most favoui- 
'^lile impression at the Court of Hyderabad, and has tended 

cement the ties of alliance, as well as to render our ally 
more efllcient and useful 

105. The arrangements of the fourth and fifth articles, 
which restore to the Rajah of Berar the forts of Namulla and 
Gaweilgurh, together with districts contiguous to those forts, 
yielding an annual revenue of four lacs of rupees, were the 
result of a liberal and just consideration for the future secu- 
nty of the Rajah’s remaining possessions. 
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106 By the sixth article the Rajah of Berar renounces afl 
clamnofevery description on the temtones ceded hythe pre- 
ceding articles, and on all the territories of his Highness the 
Soubahdar of the Deccan 

107 By the latter stipulation the vexatious pecuniary claim*- 
of the Rajah of Bcrai on the Sonhahdar of the Deccan have 
been rehnquished Those claims constituted a perpetual 
source of disagreement betrfeen the two powers, and afforded 
to the Rajah of Berar the means of maintaining a considerable 
influence, and of prosecuting intrigues at the court of Hyder- 
abad of a nature injnnons to the mterests of the Bntuh 
Government, 

108 The serenth article stipulates for the arbitration of 
the British Government in all cases of difference between the 
Courts of Poonah and Nagpore, and Hyderabad and Nag 
pore. By this stipulation the British Government will be 
enabled to control the causes of dissension between those 
states respecbvelyi and the intercourse between them nnd^ 
the operabon of this article wiU be too limited to admit t^e 
fuccessful protecatioi].of any intrigues injunous to the mtere^its 
of the British Government, 

109 The chief object of this article was to meet the wishes ' 
of the Rajah of Berar whose vakeels expressed an anxious 
desire for the mterference of the British Government, both 
for the purpose of protecting the R/^ah of Berar agamat all 
claims of the Peishwa and the Soabahdar of tlie Deccan on his 
temtones, and of securing the rights of the Riyah of Berar, 
imder grants obtained from the Peishwa, or the Soubahdar of 
the Deccan or under treaties concluded witli those chiefr 

110 In reply to the proposition of the Rajah of Berors 
Vakeels upon these points the honourable hlajor-Gencral 
■Wellesley observed, that without poieessing accurate infor 
mation with regard to the nature of those clarais, grants and 
treaties, the faith of the Bntish Govomment could not be 
pledged m the manner proposed by the vakeels with a view,'^ 
however, to meet the wishes of the Riyab of Berar, without 
meumng the hoxard of compromising the faith of the Bn- 
tiih Government the honoumhlc Major-General Wellesley 
proposed the arbitration of tho Bntish Government in the 
tcmii stipulated in the seventh article of the treaty to winch 
proposition the vakeels readily assented, observing that the 
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Rajah of Bcrar possessed no security against the encroach- 
ments of thoPeishwa, but in the justice and generosity of 
the Biitish Government 

^yin. Your honourable Committee nill remark with satis- 
* fiction this demonstiation of the entire confidence of tlie 
Rajah of Berar in the equity and lionour of the British Go- 
\ eminent. 

112 The eighlli article of the ticaty contains the same 
stipulation for the exclusion of Euiopcan, American, and 
British subjects fiom the sen ice of the Rajah of Ber.ar, as 
that nhich is contained in the tieaty of peace with Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah, and bj' the same aiticle the British Govern- 
ment engages neither to assist noi to encouiage any rela- 
tions 01 subjects of the Rajahs of Berar in rebellion against 
that chieftain 


113. The ninth article provides foi the lesidence of accie- 
dited ministers on the pait of the British Government, and of 
the government of the Rajah of Berar with those govein- 
Mients respectively. 

*114- This article is of peculiar importance, on account of 
*llne difiiculty which has long existed of obtaining correct 
information with respect to the conduct and views of the 
court of Nagpore. 

115 The tenth aiticIe of the treaty of peace with the 
Rajah of Berar, which corresponds with the nmth article of 
the treaty of peace with Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, recognises and 
confirms all engagements concluded by the British Govern- 
ment with feudatories and dependents of the Rajah of Berar. 

116 The object of this stipulation was not only to secure 
the benefits which the British Government might derive 


from such engagements, but to enable us to discharge the 
obhgations of our public faith towards the persons with 
^^om those engagements nught have been contracted. The 
t Joist and following paragraphs of our despatch to your 
^i&iiourable Committee of the 12th of April refer to the en- 
gagements concluded by the Commissioners for the afiairs 
of Cuttack, with certain feudatories and dependents of the 
government of Berar. Engagements were contracted during 
the course of the war with the Rajahs of Boad, Sonepore, 
and Ramgurh, occupying teriitory contiguous to the south- 
western frontiei of Cuttack, and commandmg the piincipal 
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passei mto tHat province^ by these engagements the Kajahs 
of Boadj Sonepore, and Ramgorh, are exempted from the 
payment of tribute, and arc guaranteed in the posseaaion of 
then* respective temtones on the condition of their faith^ 
ful discharge of the doty of tributaries to the honourable 
Company 

117 The CommissionerB of Cuttack also concluded en- 
gagements with the Rfyah of Koonjnr, a powerful chieftam, 
whose territory it situated on the northern frontier of the 
provmce of Cuttack , and who has always been considered 
to be mdependent of the Mahratta power, although at the 
period of the war that chieftain rented a portion of the pro- 
vince of Cuttack. Engagements, ccmpnsmg the settlement 
of the revenue payable to the British Govemment, were 
also concluded by the collector of Midnapore with the Ze- 
mindars of the district of Mohurbunge and its dependencies, 
and of certain districts formerly belonging to tbe Rajah of 
Berar, on the north-eastern side of the nver Soobunneka, 
and mtenmxed with the temtones consbtntmg the Zemm- 
dary of Midnapore 

118 By the confirmation of these engagements imder tfis. 
stipulations of the treaty of peace with the Rajah of Bei%r 
the authority and mfiuence of the Mahratta goremment 
has been completely excluded from all the temtones in the 
Ticimty of Cuttack and Midnapore, and a bamer has been 
established between the province of Cuttack and the Rajah 
of Berar s re mam mg temtones composed of petty states 
excTCismg an mdependent authonty withm theur rcapectiro 
temtones, under the protection of the Bntish Government. 

1 19 Other engagements, also, concluded by LiouL-Colonel 

Broughton with the Zemutdon of Snmbulpoor and Patna, 
districts formerly belonging to the Rajah of Berar, and 
situated near the western fronber of Bengal and Bahar weW 
confirmed by the itipulaboiu of the tenth article of the 
treaty of Dcogaum. / '' 

liM The instructions which were issued to Licut.-Coloncl 
Broughton, and the mihtary operahons and negotudoni of 
that officer, under those instructions arc described In our 
despatch to your honourable Committee of the 12lh of 
April ISCM 

121 LicuL Colonel Broughton found it impracticable to 
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carr}' into effect the wliole plan of political arrangement pre- 
scribed by his instructions ; that officer^ however, received 
every degree of support and assistance from the inhabitants 
mid landholders in the provinces of Sumbulpoor and Patna 
m the prosecution of his military operations agamst the 
troops of the Rajah of Berar , and the principal Zemindars 
of those provinces, convej'ed to Lieut -Colonel Broughton 
the most earnest solicitations to be relieved from the oppres- 
sive control of the JMahratta power, and to he placed under 
the protection of the British Government, upon any terms 
which the British Government might think proper to pre- 
scribe. In conformity to the tenor of his mstructions, Lieut.- 
Colonel Broughton engaged on the part of the British Go- 
vernment to afford to those Zemindars permanent protection 
from the power of the government of Berar, and under those 
engagements, the whole of the provinces of Sumbulpoor and 
Patna became subject to the authority of the British Govern- 
ment. Lieut.-Colonel Broughton, however, judged it proper 
to leave to the decision of the Governor-General in Council 
the precise relation in which those provinces should ulti- 
»(«Sately be placed with relation to the British Government. 
In this stage of his proceedings, Lieut.-Colonel Broughton, 
who was then at Sumbulpoor, received mtelhgence of the 
conclusion of peace with the Rajah of Berar. 

122. The conquest or ahenation to the greatest possible 
extent of the territories composmg the dominion of the 
enemy, constituted a necessary object of the operations of 
the war, without reference to the future pohcy of annexing 
such territory to the British possessions, or of distnbuting it 
among the alhes or of restoring it to the enemy. 

123. During the progress of the war, it was evidently a 
wise pohcy to limit withm the most contracted bounds, and 

the utmost practicable despatch, the pohtical, finan- 
cial, and mditaiy resources of the enemy. On the conclu- 
iTion of the treaty of peace, however, with the Rajah of 
Berar, by the specific cessions of which the power and re- 
sources of that chieftain were reduced in the degree neces- 
sary for our security, no material advantage could be derived 
from the annexation of the provinces of Sumbulpoor and 
Patna to the British dominions. At the same time the Go- 
vernor-General m Council was aware, that although the au- 
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thonty which the gOTcnunent of Berar possefised orcr thoae 
proTiDces waa imperfect, and the rerenue which it derived 
firom th6m waa inconsiderable, the Riyah of Berar would 
deeply regret the loaa of those provinces. The GoTemcw 
Gene^ in Conned, therefore, annons to render the opera- 
tion of the tenth article of the treaty of Deogaum aa httle 
mjunoaa to the mtereita of the Rajah of Berar aa waa con 
Biitent with the preservation of our pubho faith, readved to 
restore to the Rlyah of Berar the provinces of Sumbnlpoor 
and Patna (which by the operation of the tenth article of the 
tioaty of peace were permanently annexed to the honourable 
Company a dommiona) provided that the Zemindars of those 
provinces with whom liieuL-Colonel Broughton had con- 
tracted engagements would content to that arrangement 
and LieuL-CoIonel Broughton waa accordingly directed to 
propose It to all the persona with whom he had conclnded 
engagements. 

124 Snailar considerationB induced ua to propose through 
the Commiasionera for the adaira of Cuttack the dissolution 
of the engagements concluded by the Commiasionen with tbo 
Rajahs of Boad Souepore, and Ramgurb, although thlS^, 
connection estabhahed with those cbieftaina secured to the 
Bntiih Govenunent the considerable advantages deaerfbed in 
the 116th and 117th preceding paragraphs 

125 All these chioftains and Zemindars, however, with- 

out exception, declared their utter averamn to return under 
the authority of the Mahratta government and eomeatly 
sohdted the contmuance of the honourable Company a pro- 
tection. Under these circumstances the prescrration of onr 
pubhc faith rendered indispensably necessary the conflrmxi- 
tion of the engagements with those chieftains to the extent 
of precluding the Mohmtta Government from the exercise of 
any authonty over them at any fatore period of time ^ 

120. With a view, however, to manifest towards tho Rajah ^ 
of Berar a spirit of hberahty and condhation, by rendering 
the operation of the tenth article of tho treaty of Deogoom 
as little hyunoui to his interests, os was compatible with the 
obligation of our pubho foith the British Government 
offered not only to guarantee to tbo Rajah tho payment of 
an annual sum equal to tho revenue which ho derived from 
the tcmtoncs alienated from his dominion by the tenth 
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nrticlo of the (rcntVf but oven to grant to the Rajah a rea- 
sonable compcnsMtion for the lo^s of poucr and dominion 
occa'^ioncd by tlio nhcnalion of tho‘;e tcriitorics 
^ liiT. t'ndoi tins rc'^olulion, a draft of articles intended to 
w aniu’Ncd to the trcat\ of I’)oogaum, nns prepared and 
transmitted to the Resident at Nagporc, for tlic acceptance 
:if the Rajah of J>ciar, together Mith the list of the chicf- 
ains and Zemindars, uith uhom engagements liad been con- 
dnded. Tile projiosal of compens.Uion, houever, u'as not 
includcil in the additional articles, but instructions were 
[Ssued to the Resident at Nngpore, directing him to coimnu- 
aicalc to the Unjali this liberal oHcr on the pait of the Bri- 
ish Go\ eminent. Those articles specifically recognized the 
future iudepcndcnce, uith relation to the IMahrattn power, of 
the chieftains and Zemindars named in the list. 

I2S. After a protracted discussion witli the court of Nag- 
porc, on the subject of the confirmation of the engagements 
concluded on the part of the British Government with those 
chieftains and Zemindars, the Rajah of Berai accepted the 
hst, hut refused to execute the additional ai tides proposed 
^ be annexed to the treaty of Deogauni. 

129. The stipulations of those articles with the exception 
jf the clause containing a recognition of tlie independence 
>f the chieftains and Zemindars named in the list, being ex- 
dusively in fa^our of tlie Rajah of Berar, his refusal to 
execute those articles could only be ascribed to the Rajah’s 
secret detennination to ivithhold any direct renunciation of 
[iis authorit}’’ over the chieftains in question, and to the 
Rajah’s supposition, that the mere acceptance of the hst of 
cliieftains and Zemindars, did not involve an acknowledge- 
ment of their independence. 

130. The Resident at Nagpore, therefore, under instruc- 
^Qns wliich he had previously received from the Governor-Ge- 
neral in Council, required from the Rajah of Berar a written 
i'?“cngnition of the engagements concluded by the British Go- 
vernment with the chieftains and Zemindars named in the 
list, which after some discussion the Rajah consented to de- 
liver. As the Rajah of Berar has thought pioper to dechne 
the liberal offer of the Governor-General in Council, it is not 
Dur mtention to admit the Rajah of Berai to the benefit of 
that proposition, unless the Rajah of Beiar shall previously 
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expren a due Benae of the liberality of the Bntuh Govern- 
ment on thia occaBion. ; 

131 The detail of theie tranaactions will form a part 
the proposed despatch to your honourable Committee, 
which the first paragraph of this letter refers. The p 
cedmg general statement of those transactions, however, t 
peered to he necessary in advertmg to the operation of t 
tenth article of the treaty of Deogaom. , 

1S£. It IS not the intention of the Goremor General 
CoancQ under any orcoznstanoes to establish the British e 
thonty whMn the pronncei of Sumbulpoor and Patna, T 
GoTemor-General m CouncO is decidedly of opinion th«t t 
advantages to be expected from the reputadon which ti

These mstiuctions did not reach the honourable 
j\Iajor-General Wellesley until after the conclusion of peace 
with those chieftains, but the substance of them was com- 
municated to that officer in a paper of notes dated the 16th 
of October 1803 and despatched on the 26th of that month, 
vhich reached Major-General Wellesley in the month of 
November.

139. The Governor-General in Couned deems it proper 
close this despatch by a general recapitulation of the 
benefits which the British Government in India has derived 
from the operations of the war, and the combmed arrange- 
ments of the pacification, includmg the treaties of peace, of 
partition, and of defensive alliance and subsidy. Those 
benefits may be enumerated under the following heads 

The reduction of the mditaiy power and territorial le- 
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sources of Dowlat Rao Scindiah, and the R^th of »Berar, 
withm the himta mdupcnsably necessary for the secunty,of 
the Entish Government in India and of its aflies 
The destruction of the French temtonal power este 
thshed by M Perron, on the most vulnerable part of th^ 
frontier of the British possession m India, under circum- 
stances of internal strength, military resource and political 
influence, which menaced the British Government with great 
and extensive dangers. 

The barriers opposed by the stipulations of treaty,* to 
the revival of the French power and influence in any quarter 
of India. ' ' ' f 

The annexabon to the Bntish possessions of the terri 
tory formerly occupied by the French force under M Perron. 
Under this accession of temtory our north western frontier 
has been strengthened by being advanced to the bants of the 
Jumna and by the occupation of the several important posts 
and fortresses which command that nver, and from the source 
of former danger we now derive additional security to the 
British possessions m India. 

^ The augmented sources of revenue and commerce V*- 
quired by the annexation to the Bntish temtones of tne 
fertile countries situated m the Doab of the nvers Jtnnna 
and Ganges ^ which the authority of M. Perron had been 
established) combined with the complete command over the 
navigation of the Jumna. 

The deliverance of the Emperor Shah Aflom from the 
control of the French power, established m the north 
•western quarter of Hmdostan, by which the government of 
France has been deprived of a powerful instromcnt in the 
eventual prosecution of its hosflle designs against the British 
Empire in India and the British Goremment has obtained 
a favourable opportumty of concilintuig tho confldence, and 
securing the applause of surrounding states, by providing a ^ 
safe and tranquil osylum for the declining ago of thot vener- ^ 
rable and unfortunate monarch, and a suitable mamtenanco 
for his numerous and distressed family ‘ 

The establishment of tho Bntish Influence m tho north

.‘^eralion of those treaties the powei, tciritory, and re- 
sources of the Teishwa and the Soubalidar of tlie Deccan 
have been inereased and consolidated, and tlieir means of 
discharging the duties of alliance have been consequently 
augmented. The conlidcnce of those allies in the jiowei, 
justice, and moderation of the Biitish Goveinmcnt has been 
eonhimed and encre.ised by their e\periencc of the advan- 
tages of the alliance in the prosecution of the war, and in 
the ultimate arrangements of the peace. 

The stipulations of the tieatics of peace Inive in a consider- 
able degree removed the causes of dissension, and the means 
of political intrigue between oiii allies and the Mahratta 
states, b} precluding the future intei mixture of their terri- 
tories, and the coiiacquent collision of their authoiities, by 
requiring from Dow hit Kao Scindiah and the K.ijah ofBerai, 
die renunciation of their claims on the Soubalidar of the 
Deccan and the Peishwa, and by vesting in the Biitish 
. Government a right of arbitration in all cases of difieience 
which may arise between those povveis lespectively. Thus 
the influence and ascendancy of the British Government in 
the councils of Hyderabad and Poonah have been encreased 
and peimanently established, not by hunting the authority, 
contxolling the independence, or reduemg the powei of those 
states, but by the operation of aiiangements which have con- 
firmed and corroborated their respective rights, authoiities 
and independence, extended their dominion, consolidated 
their powei, and augmented their resources , seemed them 
from the vexatious claims, and htigious and violent intei- 
ference of other powers, and estabhshed the sources of 
^■permanent tranquillity and prosperity within the limits of 
their respective dominions. 

Our influence and ascendancy in the councils of those 
allies aie now founded on the sohd basis of their entne con- 
fidence in the equity and moderation of our views, and in 
then just reliance on om protecting power.

commumcatioa and cu-operatioD with an hostile European 
force, and their means of prosecuting dangeroas intrigu^ 
with aUies or subjects of the Bntish Government ^ 

The secunty afforded to the texntones of onr alhes^e 
Soubabdor of the Deccan the Guikwar the Rajah of 
Mysore and the/hononrabla Company, from the dangen 
to which they were exposed by the anarchy and confosiop 
existing in the Mahratta empire and by the character and 
habits of the contendmg MohroUa chiefhains. 

140 The general arrangements of the paoflcation com- 
bined with the treaties of partiboo with the defensive and 
subsidiary allianco now concluded with Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, 
with the general condition of our external relations and with 
the inlor^ proipcnty of the British empire, bavo finally 
placed tbo British power m India in that commanding poiilioij 
with regard to other states, which affords the only possible 
sccunty for the permanent tranquillity and prosperity of. 
thcio valuable and important pottcsilons 

U1 By the cstablubmcnt of our subsidiary forces at 
Hyderabad, and Poonah, with the Gmkwar Dowlat Uoo 
Scmdiah and the Ranah of Gohud an efficient army of 
22,000 men u itaUoncd within the territories or on the fron- 
tier of fbteigu lUtci, and u paid by foreign iubiidics. ^Ihat 
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army is ccinstantly maintained in astiitc of pci feet equipment,

6 The Comraander-in-chief will also determine whether it may be ne- 
cessary to send an officer of superior rank to take the command of the 
detachment to be employed agamst Holkar, and to be mvested with the 
necessary powers for concludmg, undei favourable circumatauces, a 
pacific arrangement with that chieftain, on the basis of the Governor- 
General’s instructions to the Resident with Scmdiah, under date the 30th 
June 1804, (of which a copy has been transmitted for the Commander- 
in-chief’s information) or on such other basis as the General may think 
proper This suggestion is entirely compatible with the greatest respect 
^-tlie character and services of Lieut -Colonel Monson, in whose ap- 

^/ftved zeal, courage, and skill, the Governor-General reposes the utmost 
confidence In the prosecution, however, of active operations against 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar, the two detachments under Colonel Murray and 
Lieut -Colonel Monson, may effect a junction, and the chief command 
will then devolve upon Colonel hlurray, and the Commander-in-chief 
may^robably consider the command of the united detachments to be too 
extensive for an officer of the rank of Colonel Murray, particularly as 
Colonel Murray is mvested with the chief command of the province of 
Guzerat, and with the discharge of many political duties connected with 
that command This point must be decided by the judgment of the 
Commander-in-chief.* 

7 Although the Governor-General is desirous of concluding an ami- 
cable arrangement mth Holkar, on the basis of his instructions to the 
Resident mth Scmdiah, the principal object of the Commander m-chief 
J^l be directed to the means of making an early and vigorous attack on 

resources of Holkar, and of entirely reducing his power, if that mca-

af cavalry, and that little hope can be formed of any elEcient aid in

>X have the honour to acknowledge the leceipt of your 
iixcellency’s letter noted in the maigin,^ together with its 
enclosures. 

2 . I entirely approve your Excellency’s proceedings respect- 
ing the traitorous correspondence intercepted by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Monson, and the examination and appiehension of 
the agent of Jeswunt Rao Holkar m the city of Muttia 

3 The documents transmitted with your Excellency's 
despatch, afford ample proof of the existence of a traitoious 
design to engage the power of Jeswunt Rao Holkai in the 
prosecution of purposes inimical to the British mterests in 
Hindostan 

^4. I am however disposed to believe that Rajah Runjeet 
^^>ing Rajah of Bhuitpoie, and his son Koer Rundheie Sing,

My Lord, Cawnpore, Sep 2d, 1804 

The accompanying letter from Colonel Blair will, I am 
certain he the cause of as much misery to yourself as to me. 
In consequence of it I shall ■'move every man I possibly can 
to encounter this ivar, and I tiiist, under the protection of 
divine Providence, I shall once moie have the satisfaction 
of reporting to you, my dear Lord, that we have been suc- 
cessful. I wll not at piesent say anything moie upon this 
disgraceful and disastious event, as my feelings are for many 
reasons too much agitated to enter into the misfoi tunes and 
causes of it. A finer detachment nevei marched, and soiry 
I am to say, that if this account of Lieutenant Andeison is 
correct, I have lost five battahons and six companies, the 
flower of the aimy, and how they aie to be leplaced at this 
God only knows I have to lament also the loss of some 
the finest young men and most piomismg in the army 
I will not say more upon these matteis, only assure you 
that no exertion of mme shall be wanting to crush this free- 
booter, whose foice is not I beheve by any means what it has 
been represented, oi at all foimidable if attacked. The first 
object is in my opinion, to destioy Holkar, I shall therefore 
do every thmg in my power to bung him to action at an early 
period, which by his bunging his guns, and havmg met with 
success, I think very piobable may soon take place The 
taking a large force with me will of course leave our provmces 
in a weak and defenceless state, but as it appears the whole 
of India is at stake, some risk must be made to accomplish 
K?is our pi incipal object. You may be assured that I will not 
^Qeave it in a worse state than I can possibly help, nor will I 
gei“too far from our own provinces to lun the chance of any 
material bad consequences arising during my absence. 

If Colonel Murray could advance, the general consequences 
attendmg a forward movement from that quarter would have 
a most wonderful effect He complains of want of provision 
and cattle I have ■written to him if possible to come on, 
but letters aie so long getting to him, besides the chance of 
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tteir not teaching him firom this quarter give* me but httle 
hope* of hi* rendering any effectual service before it is too 


late \

Hon. Colonel Mom^on to Lieutenant-General Lake 

Siu, Afjra, Sept 2ud, 1804 

I had the honour to mforui you, in my letter under date the 22ud 
instant, that I was encamped on the banks of the Bauas river, which I 
was in hopes I should be able to cross the following day, but finding the 
river did not fall so rapidly as I had reason to expect, I ordered Captam 
Nicholl with SIX companies of the 2nd battalion of the 21st regiment 
to cross in boats and proceed immediately to Khooshall Ghui, in charge 
of the treasure with my detachment On the evening of the 23rd the 
whole of Holkar’s cavalry came up, and pitched their camp about two 
coss from me, on the morning of the 24th at day- light, finding the 
river fordable, I began to cross my baggage At eight o’clock, a m 
the enemy took possession of a large village on my right, and com- 
ttienccd making embrasures for two guns, I therefore ordered without 
^y two companies from the 12th regiment and the advanced picquct 
^'Irom the 2nd battalion, 2nd regiment, the whole under the command 
of Lieutenaut Parr of the latter corps, to storm it, which they did mth 
the loss of few men killed and wounded About twelve o’clock the 
wholh of my baggage with the 12th regiment, 1st battalion 14th, 2iid 
do 9th regiment had crossed and one howitzer, the above corps leav- 
ing their picquets standing, the 2nd battalion, 2nd regiment remain- 
ing to support them, finding any attempt to withdraw my picquets before 
dark must prove inevitable destruction to them About four o’clock p m 
J eswunt Rao Holkar’s infantry came up, in the morning nearly the 
whole of his cavalry had crossed at a ford three or four miles below me 
for the purpose of attacking my baggage, which had obliged me to cross 
my infantry as his cavalry crossed When his infantry had surrounded 
my picquets, they opened a heavy cannonade, which obliged the party 
1 had posted in the village ive had taken in the morning, to withdraw, 
-/hid of which the enemy took possession directly, and planted two guns, 
our right flank being protected by a high hill, they had no effect, 
therefore soon withdrew them more to our left, and after having 
cannonaded us for nearly an hour, thev came down to the attack making 
a hideous noise Our troops received them with great coolness and 
charged , the enemy fled, and we earned a line of guns, but were pre- 
vented making use of them, the whole of the ammunition being carried 
away The enemy immediately opened a fire extremely heavy from a 
fresh line of guns, and surrounded us with bodies of mfantry and cavalry , 
most of my troops wei e now either killed or wounded, and further i e- 
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4*ttaco btmg T»In, I retreated to the Ghaut with the bowiuer the 
enemy prettlnj 6njmo rery fiut, whan we reached the nrer the coa- 
foalon wu rery great The enemy^a horte cot in and eray man that 
atood by the bowitaer wat cnt down. Onr troop* now proued ftit jnto 
the nrer endtarooring to male their cacape, but the enemy puibed ai*<? 
and many were either billed or drowned. At thla bat^t while the 
enefoy were making a dreadful alao^hter of onr troopj Colonel M CuUoch 
with the l»t bataiion 14th regiment came down to the lirer on the 
oppoilteaide open which the enemy retired and enabled a few of onr 
troop* to etctpe, which wa* acarcely done, when the enemy hrooght 
their gnni to the Ghaut and under the cotct of their fire begin to croa*.

If^Umth 
great 1 DOW inform your ExccUeocy that 1 diacorered daring the 
day a corrmpondence going fonvard betneen lome of the nothe com- 
miumned officer* of the 1st battalion 14lh and 2nd batcaiioo 9th re- 
giment, with Holkar retpeeting those corp* going o\ef to the enemy 
fortunstely a letter from floliur to a Soabahdic was brought to me 
which pot U into my power to take some steps toward* prerentlng 
any thing serum* with regard to the safety of the detachment being 
endangered taUng place j however nearly two companies from the 
lit battalion l-lth r^ment going off" and about 400 of Alojor Frith ji 
IrreguJar caralry deserting it the tame time, and recdnng two \erbii 
summon* from IlaUoLr to lOiTeodcr during the day made my rituatloo 
tndy alarming not kaoabg to what extent the treachery of my troops 
mi„ht exist. I muit in Justice notice that the exemplary conduct of the 
12ih rrgimenr and lie tlx companie* of the 2Dd battsUoa 2lit regmsent 
during tbe whole of tb« camprigii, shewed their aUachmeat to the govens* 
meoi and thdr reCanee on their offleen, and at thl* period in panlcnlar 
their steady good conduct was tery coBipicuou*. On the 26th at seven 
o clock r JI I moved out of the fort and formed m obluug srjuarei 
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fmdiug the howitzer would prove a serious delay to us, I ordered it to 
be spiked, and couimeuccd my march The enemy, ^ as soon as they 
knew wc had moved, followed us, and one body charged but were easdy 
repulsed, the guns nearly at the same time belonging to Rao Mahdoo 
Sadibhoo Doxy’s battalion opened on us but with no effect. It bemg so 
dark they could not distinguish our troops at the distance we were The 
enemy’s cavalry followed us the whole of the night of the 26th, and 
during the day of the 27th, harassing our troops by attempting to charge 
and keeping up a constant lire from three gallopers, but which fortunately 
did little mischief In the evening about six o’clock we reached Hin- 
doun, the troops greatly exhausted I took possession of an old mined 
fort and remained until one o’clock, a m on the 28tb, when I commenced 
my march , at dav-light the enemy’s horse were in sight, they keeping 
the high road whilst we marched among the ravines, the gmde taking 
what he said W’as the best road We had just cleared the ravines when 
the enemj'’3 cavalry made a desperate charge m three bodies, which was 
received by our troops with determined coolness and bravery, the 12th 
regiment reserving their fire until the enemy were within a few yards of 
their bayonets w’hich when delivered did great execution, several Sirdars 
falling The enemy finding they could make no impression, wheeled off 
and made no more attempts to charge during the day 

We reached the Biana Pass about sunset and findmg the troops greatly 
fatigued, I halted, mtending to remain for the night at the entrance of 
■^pttss The enemy’s guns at this time came up, and finding I had 
s^ted, brought their guns around me and opened a funous cannonade, 
which obliged me to proceed We got to the city of Diana about nme 
o’clock, p u The night being extremely dark, the baggage had mixed 
with the hne, and thrown the troops mto great confusion however I got 
the corps together as weU as possible and moved on, but they were soon 
separated again, owing to the darkness of the night and the great cultiva- 
tion Findmg it impossible to collect the whole together again, each 
corps made the best of their way to Agra, keepmg together as much as 
possible, where most of the troops arrived by the 30th and the whole by 
the 31st at day-light 

I beg leave now to assure your Excellency that the coolness and deter- 
mined bravery shewn by the officers and men of the detachment dunng 
this arduous contest, ments my warmest praise, the firmness with which 
they received the repeated attacks of so supenor and powerful an enemy 
^ the patience with which they underwent the greatest hardships, 

' claims my admiration and gratitude, and shewed themselves worthy of 
^.die name of Bntish troops To Lieutenant Colonels M'CuUoch and 
Ashe, Major Radcliffe, Captains Nicholl, Featherstone, and Fletcher I 
feel greatly mdebted for their exertions Lieutenant Colonel Don and 
Captam 0‘Donnel, both in a bad state of health, exerted themselves 
greatly and rendered me essential service. 

Your ExceUency wdl perceive, by the enclosed return of killed and 
wounded, that our loss has been very great Though I cannot but 
lament with the deepest regret the loss of so many noble fellows, yet I

\tUtge to refreth the people 1 and between three and four of the morning 
of the 2-ldi moved with the Intention of waiting yoor amnl at the town 
of Beboodt agreeable to yoor direcdona, but b^g nfuaed admittance, 

I healcated not a moment In poablng for Cooual Ghor under the luppo* 
ddoa UL.t my preaence there might favourably opemte upon the Mal(^jgtta 
chlefa, with whom I had tmdentood n^tiatioDwaa enrrylogoa. 
proach to the towu vru arrested by a body^l Mahattta^rolry^ wMdb / / 
(reluctantl)’) aubmlUed to upon the prindple of moderation and u wo 
came upou them rather unexpectedly the mlUtaiy etiquette of atopping 
oar approach to thdr camp to ascertain the canse of our mission, might 
not he deemed Irr^ular or improper After being informed that our 
airiral mj for the express purpose of coodliation we were permitted to 
proceed to the Fort under tbe walls of which I encamped about 12 0 clock, 
forming a JuocUou with a company of the 12 lh regiment which had been 
there soma days. Oar arriral seemed to excite a good deal of cotnmodou 
among the hlohrattai nho immediately got under arms, and In an hour 
sounded a signal fur march t I then adris^ them again thnt tre had come 
on terms of friendship and begged they wonid penoodo themselres to 
renmn where they were until your amrul which might be expected m all 
the next day 1 this howeter had no other eflect thou producing a decla* 
ration, on their port that they had been deceived and ahoat 4 0 cl^i, 
they marched off ood encamped a coss dUtnot on the opposite aide of the 
town I at 9 o clock at night all oar picqueti were attacked at the aomp 
moment by hortemen Ac. >\'lth oar little line under arms I directed 
thep>cjncU to stand their ground which they did until the morning 
when 1 reetdied them and moved lotu the Fort of CoossUl Ohur having 
several gules and more openings. Between 7 and 8 0 clock on the 24th 
1 was appiiicd of the Mabnttns Inieution of levying a moumlah upon 
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the town, accompanied with a threat, that if m two hours a certain sum 
was not paid, they would open a cannonade upon it. Conceiving that m 
alliance with the Jeypoor Rajah, it was my duty to defend his rights, I 
wrote to the hlahratta Chiefs, repeating the cause and intention of our 
'■arriial, adding that if they were determined to insist upon unjust exac- 
tions, I w’as equally determined under all the circumstances existing to 
oppose them, to which they replied us enclosed (leaving me no doubts 
as to my own conduct) in haughty terms demanding aU my elephants, 
treasure, arms, &.c , and observing that if I would resign them I should 
he permitted to retire unmolested wherever I pleased Not havmg great 
conhdeuce in hlahratta faith, and feeling all the indigmty annexed to the 
insolence of such a demand, I of course made no reply, and in an hour 
they opened a battery of 10 guns, 9 and 6 pounders, which they conti- 
nued playing" until 3 o’clock pm, when finding they could make no im- 
pression, they moved round to the northward Although their battery had 
been wnthin musket shot, I treated them with silent contempt, which may 
have encouraged their attack upon the town in the evening, as about 6 
o’clock they recommenced their cannonade (all the towns-people quitting 
the fort), and their lufantiy, 6 or 800, entering by the north gate with 
colours flying and drums beating, but by the brisk gallantry of Lieutenant 
Harnott with his own company of the 2d battalion of the 12th regiment, 
followed with equal spirit by about 100 men of the 2d battalion of the 
2lat regiment, the enemy were beat back under disgrace, leaving se- 
^dl killed, and many must have been wounded Observing the animated 
^xonduct of this spirited detachment, I regretted most seriously that I had 
not a few more sepoys to have enabled me to take advantage of an exult- 
ing moment, but the responsibdity of a charge so serious m its nature as 
the treasure, made me pause, fearful of carrying even gallantry too far, 
though I had not the smallest doubt of success had I attempted their 
battery After repulsing their attack upon the town I had however deter- 
mined to storm this battery upon the close of day, and had given orders 
to that effect, but whether the enemy had been appnzed of your approach 
or my determination, they wisely moved oflT their guns to their camp, 
where altogether they possessed 24 or 26 pieces of cannon The spinted 
conduct of our small body in this little affair does them great credit, and 
IS, in my humble opinion, deserving of praise The men of the 2d batta- 
lion of the 21st followed with animated courage the bright example of the 
cpmpany of the 12th regiment Lieutenant Broivnrigg, who upon this 
./''occasion acted as a volunteer, behaved with great spirit

I deem it 
advisable therefore to authorise your Excellency if yo^^- 
should think proper, to subsidise Dolcha Smg, during tb? 
WOT I have accordbgly issued mitructlons to the Acting 
Kesident at Delhi to the Agent at Bareihy and to the Col 
lector of Sebaunmpore directing those officers to communi- 
cate directly to your Excellency whatever information they 
may obtain rcspectmg Dolcha Sing, and whatever proposals 
they may receive from him, and to conform to snch orders as 
your Excellency may think proper to address to them on tho 
subject of a negodatioa with that chieftain.

air DEAR Sib, FW\\TJlI*ra Sept ll 1801 

I received tills morning your letter of the 2J of September 
and LicuU-Coloncl Lake s letters to Captam Armstrong of 
the 2d and 3d September Gtievoui and disastrous sa tho 
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events are, detailed in those letters, the extent of the cala- 
mity does not exceed my expectation ; from the first hour of 
Colonel Honson’s retieat, I have always augured the rum of 
:0iat detachment, and if any part of it be saved, I deem it so 
much gain. From Colonel Blair’s lettei to Colonel Macan, 
I trust that the greater part of the detachment is ariived at 
Agra, but I fear my poor friend Monson is gone. Whatever 
may have been his fate, or whatever the result of his misfor- 
tunes to my own fame, I will endeavour to shield his character 
from obloquy, nor will I attempt the mean purpose of sacri- 
ficing his reputation to save mine. His former services and 
his zeal entitle him to indulgence ; and however I may lament 
or suffer for his errors, I will not reproach his memory if he 
be lost, or his character, rf he smwive. Your letter manifests 
your usual judgment and spirit. We must endeavour rather 
to retrieve than to blame what is past, and under your aus- 
pices I entertain no doubt of success. Time, however, is the 
main consideration. Every hour that shall be left to this 
plunderer will be marked by some calamity, we must expect 
^ general defection of the allies, and even confusion m our 
territories, unless we can attack Holkar’s mam force 
immediately with decisive success. I trust that you will be 
enabled to assemble your army in sufficient time to prevent 
further mischief, and above all, the most dangerous conse- 
quence of any mterruption to the formation of your army m 
full strength. I perfectly agree with you, that the first object 
must be the defeat of Holkar’s infantry in the field, and to 
take his guns , I hope your force is fully equal to that object; 
but I highly applaud yom* determination to leave nothing to 
fortune on that point , and rather to risk the mternal tran- 
quillity of the provinces for a season, than to hazard any 
contest on unequal grounds with the enemy. Holkar defeated, 
^1 alarm and danger will mstantly vanish , even a doubtful 
battle would be perilous ; we must therefore look steadfastly 
that grand object, and if we accomphsh it, every other 
will be easy. 

It will be necessary to advert to the possibdity of Meer 
Khan, or some other plunderer m Holkar’s pay entermg Bun- 
dlecund In that quarter I think every mferior object should 
be sacrificed to that of keeping out the enemy from our own 
provmces, and of aidmg the operations of your army, the 
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settlement of that country la now a secondary conaideration , 
that consequence wiD follow oar success against Holtar, and 
I wish you to look to aflFairs m Bundlecund with this view I 
have written to Captain BsiUie and to Colonel Martmdale tq 
this effect 

Benares and Mnr»apore require particular attention* I 
have ordered the battahon from Kishengunge to Benares , 
and my body guard (200 strong, with two gallopers) to stop 
there for your orders I have also ordered the 7dth regiment 
to stop at Benares for your orders. 

By the last letters from Colonel Murray it appears that on 
the 8th of August he talked of advancing to the Cbumbul as 
soon as the Guikowar cavalry should join hun General 
Wellesley however expresses great doubt whether the secu 
nty of Colonel Murray a supphes may not require him to 
remain at Ongein or to take up a position on the frontier of 
Guxerat, until your army shall have pressed upon Holkor i 
nuun force. If Holkar should bo expelled ogam from the 
ChombuJ then Colonel Murray s force might be expecte4 to 
mtercept his retreat with advantage but General Wellosley 
apprehends, that with Colonel Murray s defiaencyof cavafr^^ 
his supphes might be exposed to nsk, and be might be com- 
•pelled to follow poor Monson a example if be should advance 
from Ougem before you have pressed upon Holkar 

I rejoico in the decuive and manly view which you have 
taken of the present crisis it u impossible to moke peace 
witli Holkar and we havo no safety until ho shall bo de- 
stroyed yon will therefore pursue that object with unremit 
ting attention. I admit no doubt in ray mind of your com 
plcte and early tnumph but it Is necessary on aH great occa 
sions to look tho utmost possible or rather nnaginablo degree 
of misfortuno distmcUy in front \ and 1 wish you to consider, 
and to forward to me your opinions of tho steps to be puK, 
sued by mo if contrary to all human prospects, you should 
expenenee any dilhculty In crushmg this mischief 

kou will of course proceed fanmedmtely to any now lories 
of infantry and ca\ airy regular or irregular which you may 
deem advisable 

\ ou will also take every stop for conOrmmg our allies and 
for encouraging desertion from Holkar by renewing tho pro- 
clamations of lost year, or by other cncourogcinents 
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All these points, liowever, are suboi dinate to the primary 
object of giving Holkar a signal defeat m the Aeld . that 
tnce accomplished, the peace of India is fiini foi many 
;yars. 

When I look at the date of this letter"^ I cannot entertain a 
ihadow of apprehension foi the result of this war. This is 
he* anniversary of the battle of Delhi , a victory gained 
inder circumstances infinitely more unfavourable than the 
iresent. Even aftei that glorious success, you well know, 
hat oui situation in every part of India was fai more peiilous 
han this danger. To you, my dear Sii, we must look now, 

IS in that ciisis, our means aie now gieatei , oui confidence 
n our army augmented (notivithstandmg this misfoitune) 
it i:> not wise to despise any enemy, but suiely neither the 
•esources, noi any othei cucumstance belonging to oui pre- 
sent enemy, can be compared to the advantages possessed by 
;he enemy, whom we have lecently vanquished. Holkai in- 
ieed appears to me to possess no other advantage when com- 
pared Avith OUI foimei enemy, than that he has succeeded in 
^is>tiessing a detachment of oui native infantiy, and that he 
gained some time m the field. My only apprehension is, 
:hat he should be permitted to gam more time, or that he 
should find an occasion of attackmg any other detached part , 
if our fbice. L am convmced that you will not allow him to 
ittack you, but that you will attack him with all piacticable 
iespatch. In that event, I anticipate a renewal of the glory 
)f this day The success of youi noble triumphs of last year 
Dioceeded chiefly fiom your vigorous system of attack. In 
ivery war the native states will always gain courage m* pro- 
portion as we shall allow them to attack us, and I know that 
i^ou will always bear this prmciple m mmd, especially agamst 
such a power as Holkar. 

/\x\. the event of your giving Holkai a signal defeat, I leave 
you- at liberty to piopose terms of peace to him on the basis 
^if the propositions contamed m my instructions to Mr. Webbe, 
if which a copy is enclosed to Lieut -Colonel Lake ; but I 
idvise you by no means to treat with him unless he will come 
nto youi camp, and disband his forces. In fact we cannot 
trust him with any power Experience has manifested his

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treachery, rapacity, and arrogant pretenaiona , and if we can- 
not redncejum, we have loit our ascendancy in India. 

I hope It will be satia£actory to you, my dear Sir, to per- 
ceiTe that the only effect produced on my mmd by this mi;^ 
fortune is an anxious sohatude to afford you erery aid in 
xemedymg its consetjuencea with every degree of dispatch , 
that I neither vent m3^lf m idle complaints nor feel vain 
regret nor harbour useless resentment, our joint efforts must 
be employed to avafl. ourselves of our real strength and esta 
bUsbed reputation, to tnppress the growth of this upstart 
power and to e&ce-the degree of disgrace which bas been 
cast upon our arms by a temporary and himtcd feilore 

May your uneasiness on this occasion be speedily converted 
into feelings more correspondent with the sentiments which 
thii anniversary is calculated to inspire and may the month 
of September 1804 witness new tnnmphs of the British arms 
under your auspices conformably to the gloi^ of the same 
month in the last year

Tho luccciiful progreii of thl» Imtituuon during tho lait 
year bar been munlfeited by tbo ratuEictory remit of tho 
public cxominatioui and cxereuc. by the rononi utcful irorla 
in Oncntal btemture publUbcd under the nuipices of the 
College and by tbo general conduct of the Studenti m tho 
diUgent and laudable obierrauco of tbcir premribed dntler. 

Tbo InitmcUon of the StudeuU in tho Oncntal languagej, 
conilltulci a pnmary object of tho IiutituUon. In puraulng 
thu unportant object a moro comidcmblo adToncement baj 
been occompUihcd dunng the lort y car than in any preccdbig 
penod of the eiutcncc of tho Iiulitutlon. In the rersion, 
llindottanec, and iVrablc eburea tbo comparatiro nroOaencr 
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of the most (hstiiiguished scholars has surpassed the utmost 
attainment of former years, while the comparative number of 
students who have attained a competent knowledge of those 
languages has not been diminished. Declamations in the 
Arabic language, were pronounced for the first time at the 
public disputations of the year, 1S03, On the present occa- 
sion the improvement of the students m the knowledge of 
the Arabic language is apparent from the disputations main- 
tained in that language. 

A commendable proficiency has been made by those stu- 
dents, who have applied their attention to the vernacular 
language of Bengal. A more general attention to the study 
of that language isj howevei desirable, and I recommend this 
subject to the consideration of the officers and students of 
the College. 

The declamation pronounced on the present occasion in the 
Shanscrit language, forms a peculiar distinction in the exer- 
cises of this yeai. The difficulties which have embairassed 
the attainment of a correct knowledge of that ancient lan- 
guage, appear to have been consideiably diminished by the 
assiduity, and talents of the professois and students, 
and by the exertions which have been successfully employed 
to facihtate the study of its elementary principles. 

A general improvement has been made by the students in 
writing the Persian, Nagiee, and Bengalee character. This 
attainment is highly useful, and tends to promote a moie 
correct knowledge, and more famihar use of the language to 
which each character is appropriated. 

Of the students who now enter the pubhc service, some 
have successfully commenced the study of the Mahummedan 
law.

guisbed merit, tbe general state of tbe examinations of Janu 
ary 1804* and tbe reports of tbe several professors have 
satisfied me that a great majority of the students who pro- 
ceed to the public service in this year have attained a profi 
ciency in the oriental languages aofflcient to afford essential 
old m the several departments to which they have been 
appointed. The delay which the exigency of my ninnerous 
and labonooa pablic duties has occasioned in the penod of 
the annual disputadons has enabled me to signify at this time 
the cordial satisfaction which I have derived &om examining 
the reports of the offipers of the College at the close of the 
second term of 1804 respecting the proficiency and conduct 
of the students who now remain subject to the rules of the 
College With smeere pleasure 1 observe, that the general 
spint of emulation m their presenbed studies not only con- 
tinues unabated but has acquired additional strength :^d 
ardour that their general progress has been attended 
extraordinary success and that the instances of diligent apph- 
cadon and considerable attainments ore so nomerous among

The students from the establislunents of Fort St. George, 
ind Bombay, have justly obtained the most eminent honour 
)n this occasion. Their high attainments, and distinguished 
Ildus tiy and talents, will be leceived wnth ample encourage- 
nent at their respective piesidencies, and cannot fail to con- 
:ribute useful aid m the aduiimstiation of the extensive 
lominions subjected to Foit St. George and Bombay, by the 
success of our counsels and arms. In departing fiom this 
College, and from this piesidency, then sense of giateful 
Respect and attachment, will be best evinced, by pieserving 
^^impioving the benefits of the education which they have 
L'eceived, and by cultivatmg and diffusing m their respective 
stations the prmciples of this Institution, and the example of 
;his service. 

Considerable exeitions have been employed during the last 
^^ears, in pubhshmg elementaiy woiks of geneial utdity in the 
shanscrit, Bengalee, Hmdostanee, Arabic and Peisian lan- 
guages A grammraar of the Tamul language has also been 
lomposed in this College, and in consequence of the transfer 
)f the Tamul depaitment to Foit St. George, has been tians- 
nitted m manuscript to that presidency. Great impioveraents 
rave been introduced in the art of punting the oiiental cha- 
^^teis by native artists, and several of the learned natives 
employed in publishing vaiious woiks of oriental lite- 
'C^ie, under the aid derived from the improved art of 
prmting 

It IS proper in this place to add, that a commencement has 
been made in the study of the Mahratta language, and that 
pubhc examinations in that language may be expected in the 
appioachmg month of January. 

Adverting to these cncumstances, the primary object of 
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tiui College m the diffiuaon of oriental knowledge among the 
public officer* of the Bntuh. GoTemment m India, appeara to 
bare been promoted during the la*t year to an extent, highly 
creditable to the character of the Imtitution, and 
to the *emce of the State, In the meanwhile, the generaT 
conductofthe Btudentthai been conformable to the preralent 
•pnnt of ftudy and of honoorable emulation in laudable pux- 
luitf , many matance* hare been di*tinguijbed of exemplary 
propriety m the obtervance of the rule* and statute* of the 
College, Bzceptioo* of comparabTe nregiilanty muit occur 
m etery large *oaety but they hate neither been numerous 
nor important. In all imtancea they hate been doly noticed, 
and m most effiectuallj corrected. 

The report* which I hate received of the conduct of the 
preient itndent* hate eatiafied me, that they will continue to 
observe a atnet conformity to the duciphne enjoined by the 
rule* and rtatute* of the College. The observance of all the. 
itatnte* u equally essential to the mteretta and honour of 
itudenU, nor U their doty confined merely to the dih/^ 
purtuU of the prescribed course of study The mlent^n 
the statutes u not only to provide instmetion in the ormiqd 
bnguages and m the several branches of study immediatdy] 
connected with the porformoncs of official function* but to 
prescribe habit* of regulonty and good order My principal 
purpose m fonnding this Institution was to secure the junior 
cla*^ of the service from all undue influence in the du,^ 
charge of their official function* and to introduce them to their 
public duties lu perfect fieedom and mdependence, exempt 
from every restraint, excepting the high and sacred prmci 
pics of their avxl, moral, and i^gioua obbgations. 

With this salutary view tho stotiite* fur^h the means and 
enforce tho necessity of acquiring that knowledge, without 
which, every public officer must become dependent upon 
influence of those whom ho Is appointed to controL ^ ' 

\\ ith the same view, the statutes have presenbed a due 
attention to those hahiU of regularity and order, which cannot 
bo neglected without tho immediate haxard of forfeiting oU 
independence and freedom of action, without endangering 
every safeguard of integnty, and every secunty of reputation 
and honour 

Tbo high character of ibo Hast Indb Company, the fame 
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and glory of our country demand from you a correct obser- 
vance of all those rules, which have been framed for the 
purpose of securing you against the evils of ignorance, mdo- 
^ence and extravagance, and of qualifying you in knowledge, 
a freedom, in virtue and honoui, to administer to these 
lopulous and opulent piovmces the blessings of a just, an 
lonest, a British Government. 

The advantages provided for you by the hberaUty and 
aunificence of the Company under this Institution, are un- 
ivalled m the history of the world Your gratitude will be

My Lord, Agra, Sept. 22, 1804 

Your letter of the 11th instant, reached me at this place 
this morning, and is most truly gratifying to my feehngs. 
Your sentunents respectmg Monson are noble, and like 
yourself, and are worthy of the great mmd you possess. 
He is fortunately alive to answer for himself, it is a subject 
I do not wish to enter upon, I, like yourself, foresaw what 
’^ould probably happen, and was in hopes I had taken pre- 
cautions to pi event any further ill effects after his getting to 
l^ampoorah, but alas ’ it was not to be. His remaming at 
that place was fatal. 

I have crossed the eighth dragoons this mormng, and hope 
to get the rest of my cavalry and mfantry over to-morrow, 
and flatter myself thmgs will wear a very different aspect 
before the month of September is at an end. I only fear he 
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wm be off before we get to hrai, and yet I tbiak bie gOBi, 
&C. most fim mto onr band*. Hia troopp are in a atrange 
ftate, lome of them are again roakmg propoaaU to come orer, 
they shall be received if they come, but I have bttle>faitb, iS 
any thmg they aay , however any thing like duaffechon 
among them haa iti weight and may be of use, therefore it 
nhall be encouraged. They are a most despicable aet, and 
will I think be an easy conquest. I shall in consequence of 
the authority you have given me to raise troops, order two 
regnnenta of mfantry to be raised immediately and hope to 
have them efficient corps immediately, as I mean to call upon 
tbo provincial corps m the present exigency of affairs, to 
suffhr such a number of men as wiU enlist and are fit for the 
regulars to enter mto our service, lhave had a conversation 
with several of the officers cohunanding these corps, and 
know they will do every thing in their power to assist my 
wishes The men wffl be happy to come for the encrease 
of pay and they can replace them instantly, they are m 
gener^ very fine mem I do not think 1 shall raise any 
more irregular troops as they are httle to be depended upon, 
cost money and are under no control, and get alarme^i.^ 
the hour of danger If upon peruamg my statement of the 
troops necessary for the peace estabUshment you tbmk It 
right to raiso more regiments 1 wish you would determine 
upon the number dtr^lly, that they may be ordered at the same 
time os by that means Uie promotion can be corned on much 
moro to the advantage of the officers, tl>an by raising the 
corps at different periods and indeed is a much ioirer 
mode. 

1 have ordered as few man to bo raised as I possibly could, 
and shall order no more till 1 bear from your Lorifrhip; 1 
trust )ou will bcUcic, I would not havo ordered a man if 1 
had not thought them absolutely necoisojy Bo aitur^ 
1 havo not raised near oiiougb 

I am quite clear that tho country is m that unsoltlod stato 
that noiliing but n stroke at ihu wretch will keep it quiet, 
which if ho will stay for must onnllnLif o bun, and if ho don t 
stand hifc flight though b> no means so desirable, will convince 
the natives ihot no power uhatever can stand against tho 
Company g troops Indeed they arc all utouished nt tho festi 
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the sepoys performed, when hiirrassed, without food, or guns, 
against Holkar (in person as it is said) aided by every pos- 
sible advantage Believe me, the sepoys with the exception 
^of a very few, behaved most gloriously, and have in general 
evinced a strong attachment to our government. They are 
‘ coming in daily and say, that all the others are endeavourmg 
to escape by every opportunity. 

Every part of the country shall be looked to, it appears 
impossible that Ilolkar will tiy for Bundlecund, and I be- 
heve Ameer Khan’s troops are m a dieadful state; Colonel 
Murray might destroy him with great ease. Jean Baptiste 
would join him, but cannot move from his piesent situation 
for want of subsistence for his troops. He is desirous of 
coming to me but requires a lac and-a-half of lupees to pay 
his troops. He is reported to be a good and fair man, and 
by what 1 have seen of him lately fiom his coriespondence, 
has cveiy appearance of being so, but I must be moie con- 
vmced that he is so before I give him money, at any rate not 
to that extent , if he does any thing worth notice it will be 
W* enough to pay him then. A report prevails that Murray 

near Kotah which I cannot believe , he might be of great 
use there, but I fear I shall deiive no advantage fiom his 
movements. 

I really, in answer to that part of your letter where you say 
it is necessai*y on all gi’eat occasions to look the utmost pos- 
sible, or rather imaginable, degree of misfortunes distmctly in 
the front, and that you wish me to foiwaid my opinion of the 
steps to bepuisued by you, if contrary to all human prospects, 

I should expeiience any difficulty in crushing this mischief, 

I can only say that I can see no other measures to be adopted 
than those you have already done. Holkai once defeated 
vviU ensure peace in India, and I smeerely hope it wiU not be 
>Jlong before that is estabhshed. The only thing I fear is the 
tapxdity of his retreat, no other imtoward circumstance is I 
to be apprehended. 

Be assured my dear Lord, it is most highly satisfactory to 
me to perceive that your mmd is full of energy and anxious 
solicitude to afford me every aid in remedying the consequen- 
ces of this misfortune, by using every effort to avail ourselves 
of our real strength and estabhshed reputation. I could say 
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much upon the iubject, and take much blame toi myself, but 
of that I shall say no more till I have the plediura of seemg 
you, irben every part of my conduct shall be laid open to 
you, and I flatter myself I shall not be found to have acted 
very wrong 

That your ideas respecting the month of September, 180i, 
win y be realued rest assured, my dear I^ord, tbat no exer- 
tion shall be wantmg on the part of

Fort William, October 6th, 1804 

In addition to the inteiruption which the extraordinary 
pressure of public business has unavoidably given to the 
regularity of my private coirespondence, I have been ren- 
,Aered incapable of writing for some time past, by repeated 
^adj vexatious attacks of illness, which have frequently con- 
' Sailed me to my couch, under violent pam. At present I am 
confined by a severe attack of the same nature, and I am still 
utterly unable to write for many minutes together ; but my 
apprehension that your Excellency might leave India with- 
out receivmg a letter from me, has mduced me to employ 
another hand than my own, to write to you on the present 
occasion. 
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The orders which I have tranjnutted to Fort St. George, 
relative to the encreaBe of the imhtary eitahluhments under 
that Prcaidency, will have appmed your Excellency of my 
general concurrence m the aentunenta which you have e)^ 
prexied on that important sahject and which were contained 
in the Tory able, clear and jodiaoua Btatements encloted in^ 
your letter of the 30th of July • I hare directed the plan 
which your Excellency hai proposed for the encreaae of the 
army of Fort St. George, to be earned into effect to the ex- 
tent which appean to me to be neceasary at present, and 1 
trust that my orden will hare reached Fort St. George m 
timft to secure the adTautage of being executed under your 
Excellency t immediate supermtendeuce. 

I bare not been able to ascertain from the tenor of yonr 
Excellency ■ last letter* whethei) it u your intention to em- 
bark for Europe on the fleet now under despatch at Fort St. 
George, or to defer your embarkation until the departure of 
the flnt fleet of the approaching seaion. I am inclined to 
beliere, and I anxiously hope that your Excellency will adopt 
the btter resolation and that you wOl not leare India 
your fuccessor shall have ortivei If, contrary to my ei^C^

Lieutenant-General Lahe to the Marquess JFellesletj 

My Lord, Head Quarters, Camp at JMuttra, Oct 7, 1804 

bhave the honour to inform youi Lordship, that having 
>l?^rtamed that Jeswunt Rao Holkai had collected the whole 
of his cavahy at the village of Anoukee, about two coss in 
front of my position, I moved out this moimng befoie day- 
hght to attack him. 

My force was foimed into three columns, the 76th regi- 
ment and three battahons of native mfantiy, forming the left, 
under Major-Geneial Fra 2 ier, with the horse artilleiy on 
their right, the leseive under Lieut -Colonel Don m the 
centie, and the cavalry under Colonel Macan, at an incieased 
distance on the right, moving parallel with the mfantiy 
columns, The piquets were left standmg, and the lest of 
my force with the paik was left for the protection of the 
^ainp, under Lieut.-Colonel Hoisford. 

We reached the neighbourhood of the enemy’s camp ^t a 
minutes after daylight, but not befoie they had been 
alarmed at our approach, and had mounted then horses, 
forming a hne 'with their right to the village, and their left 
^xtendmg to the northward. 

On perceiving this, I ordered the horse artillery under 
Captam Browne to advance, and on then commencmg a 
busk cannonade on the enemy’s right, they were immediately 
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tiirown into confiuion, and commenced a precipitate flight. 
The cayalry moved fonrard againit the left of their poaitioD, 
and did tome execution with then* gallopers bat the rapi- 
dity of the enemy i flight rendered it impossible to effect 
charge. From the infonoatioQ receired from some of the 
enemy s wounded, who were left on the ground it appears 
that Jeswimt Rao Holkar was the first to fly, their general 
direction appeared to be Bhmtpore. 

Several of the enemy s men and horses were killed I re- 
turned to my camp soon after eight o clock. 

Though your Lordship will perceive that little else has 
been effect^ by the operation of this morning, than that of 
dnvmg the enemy from his position, yet 1. trust this will have 
a coDsiderahle effect on hit troops, as well as on the people 
of tho country m general as it must prove the mabflity of 
hia cavalry to oppose our army in any way , at the tame time 
that it dopnves his followers of the confidence they may 
hitherto have placed in their own strength

My liORD, Delhi, October 19 18<M. 

A fresh disappointment m gram has prevented me from 
marching this day, and wifl, I l^ve no do^^ bo the cause of 
my losing Holkar a guns, which have got the start of me by 
so many cost that 1 fear it will bo impossible for me to over 
take them. However I am not without hopes of doing 
something that may bo of matenol semce. I shall take w^th 
mo my cavalry and somo infantry lightly equipped, inde^ 
more so than I believe any army in Tntltn, ever was before, 
tho officers arc in general so very denroos of conforming to 
any wish of mine, and have really laid aside all thoughts of 
comfort m order to settle this business, which I am confident, 
could I but have been supplied with provinonj, would have 
been very shortly put an end to This monster will of courto 
be dnten out of Hindostan, and where he is to go 1 know 
not. Ho has no money nor any provisions but what ho gels 
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by plunder. The season of the year is certainly in his 
favoul, and he seems to have given up all thoughts of our 
territories. He with his horse is not very far from me, but 
so very wary, that I fear it will not be possible to do so much 
\vith them as I could wish, yet I still hope to make them feel 
me, but at present I can answer for nothing, and only beg 
you ^\Ill believe that whatever can be done shall be at- 
tempted, and I trust with success, of which indeed theie is 
not the shadow of a doubt if they will but let us come near 
them. I have this day sent two battalions from Delhi into 
the Doab, and shall send one from my army there to-morrow, 
therefore nothing is to be apprehended in that quarter. 
They will forward supplies to Muttra and Delhi, and those 
troops below will ensure their bemg sent to Agra. It is 
most provoking that this fellow should escape, but really so 
many untoward circumstances have happened that I am quite* 
wretched. If Colonel Murray, or any one else who may be 
in command, would but come forward at all, this monster 
could not escape. When I get supplies I could pursue him till 
be must fall , without them I diust not proceed far, as the going 
^^^’ard for a short time, and then being obhged to make a 
retrograde motion would be construed into a retreat, which 
is the thing of all others most to be dreaded. I shall move 
to-morrow and take up a forward position, and keep getting 
on, at the same time not getting out of the reach of my sup- 
plies, by which means there will be the appearance of an 
advance. I shall have nothmg to fear for our own possessions, 
he will never leave watching me and looking to the safety of 
his gun's. They are certainly of some use in his possession, 
as he never will lose sight qf them, which prevents him from 
becoming an entire fieebootei, and by crossing into the 
Doab, laymg waste our lands fiom which he is gone quite 
away. 

I saw the King last night,, he has behaved extremely 
^■well. His Majesty received me with every appearance of 
esteem and regard, I might almost say affection. He em- 
braced me both at my being presented to him and when 
I retii ed, with great warmth. I beheve he is perfectly sen- 
sible of the advantages he derives from bemg under the 
protection of the British Government. I have desired Co- 
lonel Ochterlony to forward a statement of every circum- 
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itanco that occucred darm^ the late nnpleaaant attack upon 
the toTO and country It i* nnposaihlo for me to aay bow 
much I feel obliged to Colonel Ocbterlony for bia conduct 
durmg the late event. From the moment I left him at Del^ 
he haa acted entirely to my aatufection, ihewTi great Ann-'' 
ncM, at the aame time conciliated both King and fa- 
mily and managed the ’whole affairs at the court with great 
addrcs*. In short I cannot expreaa sufficiently strong how 
much he deserves my praise* and sincerely hope he may 
meet with your Lordslup s approbabon* patronage and pro- 
tection.

With respect to the great question to which your Lordships 
last despatches principally relate the pressure of other 
busmess has prevented I^Ir Pitt &om going Into tho 'Subject 
m that detail, which he deems to be necessary previous to 
his forming a conclusive judgment upon U he feds, how 
over all the Importance of it, and has promised me to apply 
hunself as early as possible to its examination. Until bis 
Mojesty s mmuters have gone through the various despatches) 
and come to a decision upon them, and more particuiarfy till 
I have had an opportunity of conferring deliberately with 
ilr Pitt and I-o^ 31cli^e, I should wuh to postpone 
troubling your Lordship with any very detailed remarks 
upon this subject, in the now and cnlorg^ shape in which it 
b now presented to our consideration. Hitherto I have been 
led to examine it as a question of alliance merely, upon tho 
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presumption, that the Mahiatta empire was to continue to 
subsist in the same shape, or nearly so, as it has hitheito 
done, and in this point of view. I own reflection has only 
served more strongly to impress upon my mind a conviction, 
■diat the principles of connection as laid do^vn m the despatch 
from the seciet Committee of Februaiy’^ last, is upon the 
whole the best adapted to states so cucumstanced as those 
composing the Mahratta confederacy, and that which I ap- 
prehend would be the most likely sincerely to dispose them 
towards a connection with us. 

Youi Loidship’s instructions to the Generals Lake and 
Wellesley of the 27th June and 27th July, take up the ques- 
tion upon a much widei range, and suggest a comprehen- 
sive scheme for the paitition and new distribution of the 
greater portion of the Mahiatta territory. The splendid 
and unexampled success of oui aims may piobably have 
brought the execution of such a measure withm the reach 
of your Loidship’s power, and I am by no means at pre- 
sent piepared to convey to your Lordship a conclusive opi- 
nion upon the compiehensive scheme of pohcy laid down m 
mstructions ; I wish only at present to draw your Loid- 
ship’s attention to the marked distinction between the two 
questions. When lately reasoning upon the treaty of Bas- 
sein, we were considering how we could best connect our- 
selves ivith the state of Poonah, and what plan of alhance 
was upon the whole the most likely to concihate, and include 
some of the other leadmg states in that connection. Now 
we are to examine the effects upon our Indian system, not 
only of that state being occupied by a British force, but of 
the other leadmg states materially reduced in teriitoiy being 
almost entirely encompassed either by the possessions, which 
it IS intended should be acquired in direct sovereignty by 
j^he Company, or by the Rajpoot states, with whom it is pro- 
I posed to enter mto close alhance. The ariangement m 
Question carries the Company’s frontier far to the north and 
west of Delhi ; it adds to then dominions in direct posses- 
sion, exclusive of introducmg their authority over the whole

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of the Mahratta empire, a territory coruiderably exceeding 
in extent the entire of C^de, and brings them m contact with 
Sikhs and other northern tribes, with whom it m proposed 
to estabbsh connecUons throagbont the Panjab as far as 
Indus. « 

Such I take to be the question, which may hare been pre- 
sented by the result of the war to your Lordship s decision, 
Anti ic IS impossible not to feel that it is the largest m^ita 
bearings, and the most important m its effects upon our 
Indian system that erer come mto discussion. As an 
Indian question merely, it involves considerations of the 
highest moment, two of which I shall only at present slightly 
glance at. 1st. Whether assuming the whole to be the re- 
sult of legitimate conquest, it does not m the great extent 
of direct ocquisitioa or mdirect control thus to be acquired, 
contravene too strongly the syriem of pohcy, upon which 
the legislature has professed to act, by pushing our domi- 
moD beyond what the necessity of the case may fairly ap- 
pear to warrant Sud Whether it does not swell so largely 
and so suddenly not only onr immediate possessions, .but 
our dependenaes necett^y included within the domim^ 
of our army, as to run some nsk of rendering the frame 
onr govenunent comphcated and unwieldy m sncb a degree 
as to hazard its becoming enfeebled and embarrasied m ordi- 
nary Jiands, and in weighing the latter consideration wo 
should deceive ourselves if we expected to find a successor 
to replace your Lordship capable of giving nrnl contmumg 
to the mschmo of Qovemment that impulse which every de- 
partmcnt^of the state so visibly receives from the min'd that 
now directs it 

It is Cur on the other bond to weigh the encrcased secu- 
rity resulting from there being no longer any native power 
capable of contending with us m tho field; an advantage, 
however, which I apprehend will not relievo os ^f we may 
judge from past experience) from tho neccsiity of carrying 
forward our mihtary establishment!, nearly In tho proportiun 
m which the sphere of our domimons u extended. 

Tho question is not less senous os applied to tho empire 
at home, not so much from any clanns which it may furnish 
the enemy with, to limit our pretensions at a peace, to pre- 
serve In our hands m other parts of the world points of 
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importance to our general secmityj but as founding our 
Indian system upon a basis so broad, as to create a doubt, 
wlietber such an empire can be fed with its due proportion 
of Euiopean troops from hence. When I recollect that the 
number of Euiopeans, civil and military governing fifty mil- 
lions of subjects, do not exceed thiity thousand, I cannot but 
look with anxiety to the extension of our native population 
and dependencies, whilst I am unable to see my way thiough 
the means of caiiying forwaid, as our empiie advances, even 
this apparently inadequate piopoition of the governing piin- 
ciple. At this moment, I regret to observe, that our Euro- 
pean IS not to our native aimy moie than in the piopoi- 
tion of one to seven , I have always been taught to consider 
this as too low a piopoition, and it has been an anxious, 
though a fruitless object of my solicitude, since I have been 
in office, to obtain for India a larger proportion of King’s 
troops. Having hitheito failed of completing an establish- 
ment of 24*, 000 men, which is deficient at this moment nearly 
six thousand of its complement, I am the less disposed to be 
Banguine in my expectations that an establishment of 31,000 
can be pieserved complete, which is the foice specified 
in your Lordship’s second plan, which I take to be that 
which you conceive to be lequiied for India, should the 
proposed arrangements in the Mahiatta empiie be earned 
into efifect. I shall have occasion to address your Loidship 
more in detail on this subject by another conveyance, in the 
meantime I must fairly apprize your Lordship, that as it 
tvould require above 10,000 men to bring your establishment 
to the proposed standard, from my past experience of the 
iifficulties which occur at home in raising the amount of 
force requisite for the public service at laige, I wholly de- 
spair of such an army being m the first instance supphed, or 
^Ihsequently kept complete for the service of India. 

object m calling your Lordship’s attention to these 
JbTiZfiiderationis at the present moment, is not for the purpose 
)f conveying to you by anticipation a decision upon the 
nain question itself, but from a desire that you should be 
iware of the doubts that are to be well weighed, before it 
ball be finally decided on. 

I cannot close this letter either in justice to your Lord- 
hip, or to myself, without acknowledging an error mto

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which the result ha^ proted I had fisUen from defect of in- 
fonnation m my former reasonings upon Mahratta affairs. 
Indeed I beliere others who had better means of mtelligence 
were inadequately impressed, as well os myself, with respect 
to the extent of the regular force m jgcindiahs temce. It 
certainly has proved much more formidable than even jMr 
Henry Wellesley, from whom I have on all subjects con- 
nected with India obtained the most satislactory and accu 
rate intelligence conceived it to be, and although it would 
be doing injustice to the grounds of the war, to state the 
destruction of this force, as being m itself any part of the 
cause upon which it was? undertaheD distinct from the in- 
tended hostile apphcation of that force against the British 
power yet 1 must reckon its dissolotion and annihilation as 
amongst the most valuable services which your Ixirdship 
could have rendered , and I look upon the war as carrying 
with it m this collateral effect the most solid advantages to 
our empire m the east. I will only add one remark on this 
subject, that U will still remain a queibon, supposmg a close 
connecdon^ could have been formed with Sandiah as wj^ as 
the Fcuhwo, subsequent to the expulsion of the latter trCT 
Poouib whether the dissolution of this corps of the lead- 
ing officers of which I have understood Scindmh had latterly 
become exceedingly jealous, might not have been accom 
phsbed by more anucablo measures.

East India House, Loudon, 6tli March, 1804 
We have received despatches from our Presidency of Bombay, dated 
8th September, 1803, announcing’ to us the actual commencement of 
'^lities between our forces and certain of the Mahratta powers 
^le successes with which the campaign has opened by the immediate 
dduction of Ahmednuggur and Broach, in a manner so highly creditable 
) the Bntish arms and to the officers who directed those operations, could 
ot foil to afford us the highest satisfaction But as it was always our 
ish to avoid a connection with the Mahrattas at the expense or even at 
le serious risk of a war with any of the leading members of that confe- 
eracy, we deeply regret that such has been the result of the treaty 
oncluded with the Peishwa at Bassein, and we feel it necessary in conse- 
ueuce thereof at this early period, to convey to you our sentiments upon 
le present posture of affairs 

Removed as we are from the immediate scene of action, much must ne- 
essarily at all times be left to the discretion of our governments on the 
pot, in applying the pnnciples which we may think it necessary to pre- 
mbe for the direction of their conduct to the precise state of circum- 
'^nces under which they may be called upon at the moment to act We 
'^^11, therefore, confine ourselves in the present despatch, to a statement 
ff the general considerations by which we desire your conduct may he 
ovemed. 

Whilst we are prepared to make every exertion which is due to the 
ood faith, and which the character and honour of our government may 
equire, we do not, as a measure of policy, attach that value to the pro-

form with other power:, It is inateriul further to call your attention to 
the twelfth article of the ticatv Plaviiig in confoimity to the treaty of 
jlyderabacl stipulated in article thiitecii for a rurlit of arbitrating- all 
the difierenccs subsisting between the Nizam and the Peishw'a, w'e enter- 
tain great doubts whether it is desirable, regard being had to the cha- 
racter and complexion which it is our object to give to the alliance, to 
stipulate for a general right of arbitration as between the Peishwa and 
other states Such a right must m itself create much jealousy and we are 
inclined to think that it would be on the whole better not to push our 
claim of arhitrating so far Tliis course seems the less hazardous as the 
treaty of Bassein is not only guarded by the general principles which 
appcrtaiu to all defensive alliances, but is also specifically restneted mth 
reference to certam states therein named In thus conveying our in- 
structions upon this important subject we think it due to the Governor- 
General in Council to state, that the objections which attach upon the 
treaty of Bassein in its present form did not when this subject was last 
under consideration in the months of September and December 1800, as 
circumstances then stood, impress themselves upon our minds with equal 
force We therefore desire to be understood, as not attaching blame to 
the conduct of our govemmeut abroad with respect to the form of the 
treaty itself, however subsequent events may have convinced us of the 
h^ard of aiming at so close a connection with the court of Poonah We 
^not close this despatch without adverting to the late proceedings of 
the other Wahratta chiefs WTiilst we are ready to admit that states 
jealous of their independency might naturally entertain some alarm at 
stipulations capable of being represented to them as placing the head of 
the empire under the immediate control of a foieign power, we cannot 
avoid noticing the deceitful and disingenuous conduct pursued by Scmdiah 
and the Rajah of Berar previous to the rupture Instead of openly avow- 
ing their sentiments and endeavounng by amicable explanation to obtain 
relief from any stipulations of the treaty which could be supposed to aflfect 
their interests, they in terms disclaimed any giound of objection, and dis- 
avowed any intention of obstructing this connection Whilst such was 
their language it appears they were intent upon gaining time with a 
view of arranging a confederacy and of actmg hostdely again the Com- 
pany and its allies so soon as their measures were ripe for execution and 
the season favoured their operations Such having been the conduct of 
these chieftains, the Company are clearly entitled to consider them as 
Aggressors and (as far as prudential considerations will justify them in 
.tsserting the claim) to demand from the enemy a reasonable indemnity for 
the expences of the war But you are to understand, however indisput- 
able this claim m strictness may be, that it is our positive direction the

The Rajah of Berar havintj now formally renounced all claim whatever 
to the restoration of Sumbulpore, &c to his dominion, and having ad- 
mitted the justice of the principles which have regulated the conduct of 
the British Government with regard to that question, the Governor-General 
in Council autlionzes Mr Elphinstone to renew tlie discussion on the sub- 
ject of compensation to the Rajah of Berar, for the loss both of revenue 
and of dominion by the separation of Sumbulpore, &c from his territory 
1 The only practicable compensation is the grant of an annual sum of 
money, together with certam privileges, distinctions, or immunities at the 
principal Hindoo places of worship within the Bntish dominions 
2, The pecuniary compensation to be annual, to be regulated in some 
degree by the amount of revenue whieh the Rajah of Berar usually de- 
li^ from the provinces and tributaries separated from his dominions by 
fe operation of the treaty of Deogaum, but to exceed that amount con- 
derably 

3 The pecuniary compensation may exceed the total amount of that 
jvenue to the extent of one lac of rupees. 

4 The payment to be made annually to the Rajah of Berar at fixed 
enods by the Biitish Resident. 

5 The mformation furnished by Colonel Broughton relative to the re- 
mue of Sumbulpore and Patna, &c , to be communicated to Mr Elphin-

However proud and happy I may feel m communicating to 
your Excellency some particulars respecting the hrilhant and 



deaded victory, which throagh the favour of Providence we 
have obtained over the whole of the infantry and gunj of Jea- 
wunt Rao Holiar, commanded by hifl chief Sirdar, Hernaut 
Dada , at the lame tune 1 cannot sufilciently lament the evQ^ 
which baa made it fall to my lot, m conaequence of Major 
General Fraaer havipg received a severe wound, w^cb 
obhged hnn to quit the deld, I attribute our decided and 
glonous victory over the enemy, entirely to the arrangementa 
made for the attack by Mtgor General Fraser and to the con 
fidence and enthusiasm with which he inspired the whole 
army, heading hu M^es^ s 76th regim^t with the most un< 
daunted gallantry 

Your Ezcellency htm already heard firom M^or-General 
Fraser the paittcalars respectmg the conimencement of the 
action. 

After we hod earned the village, we descended the hill, 
and charged the enemy’s advanced party under a most tre- 
mendoos discharge of round, grape and chain, firom thmr 
guns, which they abandoned as we came up to them, retiring 
to fresh batteries, the whole of which w6 earned for upv^arda 
of two miles they flying before us ID every direction nnmb^ 
of them penshing in the swamp which encompasses that angle 
of the fort of Deeg, and even in the ditch of the fort itseli^ 
bemg pursued by us close up to the very walls After havmg 
earned the diflerent ranges of guns which extended from the 
village on their right flank to Uie south-east angle of the fort, 
we returned to attack a large body of the enemy drawn up to 
the eastward of the lower end of the lake, and who kept an- 
noying us with a most deitractjre fire from 18 and 12 pound 
en, which until now we had no opportunity of dlipersmg, 
these however were kept m check by Major Hammond with 
the 1st battohonSnd regiment, and three 6-pounders, who mom- 
tamed his position wi^ the utmost ateadmess and gallant^ 
I ordered some more 6-pounders to be brought up, and, under 
cover (S* their fire I gioved round upon the enemy s left 
flank who os we advanced made a precipitate retreat mto tho 
lake whore numbers perished, amongst whom were Mo- 
hummud Shah Xhon and Abdil Khan, two of the principal 
Sirdars of the Ally Goles After this, the enemy mode no 
further opposition, but entirely quitted tho field, flying m all 
dircchoni Lieut Colonel Browne, with the 2nd and flrd rc- 
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giments of native cavalry and gallopers, continued to watch the 
motions of a consideiable body of hoise during the action, 
and afterwards moved down to the field of engagement to pro- 
' t^ct the lemoval of the captuied guns and our wounded, who 
[were unavoidably left theie. Lieut.-Colonel Ball at the same 
time moved down with the 3id brigade to support the 
cavalry 

I find it impossible to express my giatitude and obligation 
for the suppoit I have received from every officer and soldier 
engaged. Were I allowed to offer my individual thanks, to 
Lieut -Colonel Horsfoid, commanding the artillery, and to 
Lieut. Colonel G S. Browne, commanding the Snd brigade 
infantry, they are particulaily due. 

From Brigade Major Menzies, Captains Fraser and Mac- 
knight, the officers of Major -General Fraser’s staff, I received 
the most active assistance, for which I feel myself highly in- 
debted. My sincere thanks are also due to my Brigade Major 
Captain Carr, and to Ensign Bowyer, of the l^sith legiment 
native infantry, who acted as my Aid-de-Camp on this 


occasion. 

should not be domg justice to my feelmgs where I not to 
mention in the most pointed manner the undaunted bravery 
and steadmess of his Majesty’s 76th legiment, which was 
never more conspicuously displayed than on this day. 

I have equal satisfaction in mentioning the conduct of the 
1st European legiment, undei the command of Lieut -Colonel 
Burnet, who showed themselves in every way worthy of the 
name of Biitish tioops. 

Fiom the most accurate accounts I can obtam, the enemy’s 
foice consisted of twenty-four battahons, a considerable body 
of horse, and one hundred and sixty pieces of camion, the 
greater part of which is already brought to camp. The enemy’s 
--doss, as far as I can ascertain, has been very great, and it is 
supposed near two thousand have been killed and drowned in 
“ffieir effbits to escape. At the same time, gloiious as has 
been the result of this day, I have to lament the death of 
many a gallant soldier. 

The lemams of the enemy’s ^imy which took shelter in the 
Fort ofDeeg are m the greatest consternation, and aie de- 
sertmg in vast numbers.

ordnance, captured and brought into camp more guna

troops in the greatest confusion, were pursued and every 
where cut to pieces by my cavalry I am happy to add, that 
we have sustained very httle loss cither m men or horses. 

I have not timo at the present moment to express tbo satis- 
faction I have derived from the good conduct of all the corps 
engaged, but I shall have tbo honour of forwarding to yoiu^ 
Lordship my scntunents on this subject as soon as possible.

1 General subject The nature and extent of the provision to be 
^signed for the support of the Emperor Shah Aulum and the royal 
■tfffflily 

2. By the manner in which his Majestj and the royal family have been 
placed under the protection of the British power no obligation is imposed 
upon us to make any other change in their condition, than such as may 
relieve them from the embarrassment, distress, and degradation to which 
they were exposed under the oppressive control of the Mahratta power. 
The mode, therefore, of efiectmg this improvement of the condition of his 
Majesty and the royal family is a question of expediency and convenience 
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^rith refercDCp to th« BritUb Oorermnent combined however wUh t due 
r^^trd to bis Mitjest;'s prejudices and feellogi. 

3. Tbe nrioos sirmngementr which mi^t be adopted In faroor of bis 
Mijeity are tbe fobowio^ 

Fust. Tbe aail^ipment to bis filidestj of it considerable tract of terrUo^

My Lord, Futtypliur, Nov. 18, 1804 

My long silence in the private way to your Lordship you 
will, I trust, attribute to the real cause, a want of any thing 
satisfactory, and from a mind very much harrassed and fati- 
gued by disappointment, which I could not have expected, 
and which gave time for Holkar to alter his plan and cross 
the Jumna with his cavah'y, leaving his guns on the other 
side. In this choice of difficulties I determined to follow 
Holkai with six regiments of cavalry and the leserve, leaving 
Major-General Frazei with six battahons native infantry, his 
Majesty’s 76th regiment, wth the European regiment and 
two legiments of cavalry to take his guns. I was confident 
that General Frazer would obey my oiders m attackmg them, 
and that by his judgment, mtiepidity and perseverance, he 
would succeed. My idea has been justified by the victory he 
obtamed, which appears to have been the hardest fought 
battle on this side India. Sorry I am to learn that he has lost 
his leg, but by a lettei from his son I am happy to leaim that 
he IS doing well as possible ; he appears to have acted most 
admirably well, and done every thing that man could do, and 
merits all the praise that can be bestowed upon him. I really 
feel quite distressed at his being wounded, as I have a sm- 
cere regard for him. 

My prmcipal reason for coming mto the Doab was, from 
knowmg the consequence my presence would be of in this 
quarter Many people I conversed with upon the subject 
were of a different opimon, but I was convinced from the 
disposition of the Begum, some few Seiks havmg jomed hun, 
the mchnation of the Zemindars, &c. to join for the sake of 
^'“^lunder, with the certamty of the Rohillas jommg if he 
gamed strength and power without bemg opposed, that if he 
was not followed, and that by me, the Doab would have 
been m such a state, that if not lost for a time, it would have 
been totally uprofitable to your Lordship’s government. The 
sequel has proved clearly to me that I have acted perfectly 
right, and in my opinion that the coxmtry has been saved by 
VOL lY. R 
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it. The people m all parts Tiavo assuted Holkar, and 
have been perfectly ready to nse, ^ some parts they did 
show themselves openly) ^d he not been go closely pressed 
m the rear The town of Fumickabad have behaved ex 
tremely ill, and would have behaved much worse if they 
had not known my army was close to them. The Regent 
bnji done every thin g he conld underhand to mdxune the 
minds of the people and encourage Holkar to come on. The 
Nawaub him acted improperly to a degree, but he is a poor^ 
weak creature, and made the tool of the war; I shall know 
more of all their transactions to-morrow and shall write o£Q- 
<nfJ1 y to your Lordship upon the subject. Rest assured 
that an will now go well, at the same dme 1 must say we 
have had a narrow escape This victory of Froxers, and 
our of yesterday wdl have the most salutary effects 

and convmce the natiTea we are afl powerful. The Bhurt- 
pore Rajah throws off all disgutBO and shall suffer for it. 
HU mgratitude deserves the severest punishment. The go- 
vernment has given hrm the finest country m India, the reve- 
nue of which 18 great the return he has made for such 
kmdness is too obvioos to your Lordship to need any coB2r« 
ment of mine. ' 

I have only to hope yonr Lordship wfll approve my con 
duct, which 11 the greatest sabslaction I can receive. Believe 
me I have hod a most trying time had wo failed m any m 
stance, what would hare been the fate of India God only 
knows. I tremble at the thoughts of it. 1 trust all our 
misfortimes are recovered and that we shall have no more 
trouble except the taking of the forts of the Bhurtpore Ra- 
jah which will fall immediately, and terminate tho war m a 
very short tunc. I suppose this war will bo Imd to my ac 
count at home, and gam me not a Qttle abuse, which 1 con 
easily prove I do not deserve, and that your Lordship wak- 
not m any sense tho cause of the detachment under Colonel f 
Monson being detached or their proceeding so fer without^ 
support. All rosponsihihty rests with me upon that sub- 
ject, which I shall over bo ready to answer for when called 
upon God bo praised that disaster u remedied. 

I xmdentand the few that have escaped of Hollars 
people yesterday say their army arc all destroyed I liopc 
to proToil upon the Zemmdars to destroy these wanderers,

for the blowing up of a tumbril yesterday niornmg I think 
we must have had Holkar. 

Tlie fatigue my aimy has gone through during the last 
seventeen days is beyond all description.

Their 
good humour and cheerfulness upon all occasions is quite de- 
lightful.

My Lord, Head Quarters, Futty-ghur, Nov 18 , 1804 

leport of yesterday conveyed to your Lordship an ac- 
count of my attack on the enemy’s cavalry. I now thmk it 
my duty to point out the very meiitoiious conduct of the 
tioops engaged on this occasion. 

Since I left Delhi on the 31st ultimo, the tioops have daily 
maiched a distance of twenty-three or twenty-four miles. 
Durmg the day and night previous to the action they maiched 
fifty-eight mdes, and from the distance to which they pm sued 
the enemy the space passed over before they had taken up 
their gi'ound must have exceeded seventy miles. 

The patience, perseverance and disciphne, which they dis- 
played under such uncommon fatigue, and the activity, zeal 
resolution, with which they at last attacked the enemy, 
are circumstances which entitle them to my highest praise 
■ approbation. 

I feel myself particularly indebted on this occasion to 
Colonel Macan, the commandant of cavahy. The merits of 
this officer are so fully kno’wn to your Lordship, that I feel it 
unnecessary to say more than that he mamfested the same 
judgment, spmt and zeal, which have so often distmguished 
him.

I have not yet ascertained completely where the enemy 
have tied to but ail accounts lead me to ^heve that they sre 
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scattered ovei the country, and no where collected m any 
considerable numbers.

My Lord, Delhi, November 19, 1804 

You will receive in the accompanymg packet the detailed 
account of the gieat and glorious victoiy gained at Deig by 
General Frazer and Lieut.-Colonel Monson, which I really 
do think appears to surpass any thmg that has hitherto been 
done in India, and I should hope would end the war di- 
rectly. Holkar and his horse are flymg as fast as they can 
to get over the Jumna, at least those that belong to the other 
side,, and many very many of his Patans who have escaped 
2fe going towards their homes the country we are maichmg 
through is strewed with dead bodies, and by all accounts the 
numbeis wounded that have ciept into villages are beyond 
behef. The rapidity of my maich has astomshed aU the 
natives beyond imagination, and made them think theie is 
nothing we ai’e not equal to. I am now quite cleai the 
country has been saved by this pursmt , eveiy mformation 
I receive of the deep laid scheme for desti'oying our govern- 
ment leaves me not a doubt that if I had lemamed on the 
other side the Jumna nothing would have prevented the 
country from being up m aims, and the junction of Sumioo’s 
Begum, Seiks, and RohiUas. I hope and ti’ust you will think 
^Yhave acted right. But imfortunately after all we have 
: done. Colonel Monson writes me m a private letter that he 
means to fall back upon Muttra for supplies, at which place 
theie aie sufficient foi the whole army for two months, and 
from whence he ought to have drawn them. He might have 
spared a battahon or two to have fetched them. ,What will 
be the consequence of this retrogiade motion I know not, 
but much feai it will be called a retreat, let the people out 
of Deig and encourage all the country to join the Bhurtpoie 
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Rajab and protract the war, which I am confident withont 
each a movement would have been over in a month, I will 
get to the army aa faat as 1 can (but of courte it must be 
some days), and endeavour to rectify this ttu stake of Alonsoat, 
It IS somewhat extraordinary that a man brave as a hon, 
should have no judgment or reflection In all my letters to 
bnn during the command he bad formerly, have I uniformly 
recommended it to him to reflect and consider before he 
acts. It really grieves mo to see a man I esteem, after gam- 
mg credit in the extreme throw it away m such a manner 
immediately I have written to hnn the moment I re- 
ceived hiB letter, statmg his determination to retreat, but 
know it must come too late os fi*om what he tells me I thmk 
he will move on this very day 

It IS incalculable the mischief thm may produce, however

I am so completely annoyed by this idea of fal lin g ba(jl^ 
that 1 shall say no more than that 1 am.

best manner to fiilfil his Instructions. 

Tho mcaiuro herein suggested has arisen from tho neces- 
sity which wc fed to givo you not only strength, but numbers 
from tho difficulty of sparing tho entire of what wo doom it 
dcsirahlo you should have at present from Buropo, and from 
the resource, which upon looking over tho Indian calendar 
appeared to Lord Mdvdlo and myself to present itself, m the 
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number of stout Indian built ships of large tonnage belong- 
ing to the ports of Bombay and Calcutta. 

I understand the laiger country ships are generally absent 
^t Chma tiU towards February , this may narrow your choice 
at the outset ; you will, however, be able immediately to lay 
hold of the Cornwallis and Britannia, and that the eqmp- 
ment may suffer as httle delay as possible. Lord Melville will 
endeavour to have as many supernumerary seamen as the 
Company’s ships can convey, sent out with the July fleet. The 
Culloden and the two sixty-fours can also carry out a pro- 
portion. 

His Lordship hopes you will be enabled, by a mixture of 
lascars, to assist in mamung these ships, able seamen bemg a 
valuable and scarce commodity, piessed as we are by various 
services 

Your Lordship is of course well acquainted with the pub- 
lic character of Sir Edward PeUew, who proceeds in the 
Culloden to the chief command m the East Indies , he ap- 
pears to me highly qualified for the situation in eveiy re- 
spect, and I trust will prove himself deservmg of your Lord- 
confidence. 

I enclose a hst of our squadron in the East Indies, as I 
conceive it will stand, when the proposed augmentation shall 
have been completed.

Court. 

I take this occasion to apprize you that the honourable 
Major-General Wellesley has agam been vested with the 
same extensive mditary and pohtical powers which were for- 
merly delegated to that officer under my authority. Major- 
General Wellesley has proceeded to resume the command of 
the British forces m the Deccan. The movements of the 
^ troops undei that officer’s personal command will expedite

In offering my opinions on the, subject of your Lordships 
liberal mtentions for the comfort and protection of his hn- 
penal Majesty and the royal family, I was governed by a 
tense of duty to your Kxcellency, and I beg leave in addi- 
tion to what I have already urged to mention that by placing 
the duties of Delhi and its vicinity under his control, there 
TvUl result on evil which did not occur when wnUng my 
despatch. 

The scarcity and dearness of grtm compelled me, in ordei.1. 
to encourage the importatioD, to rehnquish all duties, and I 
may safely say that it was this measure alone which secured 
sufficient supplies for tho ci^ during the si^e. If once 
placed m hands, rendered rapacious by long poverty, 1 doubt 
it would not be easy for any inffuence to effect tho comfort 
of the subject at the expence of tho crown, nor could that 
influence prevail on his Majesty to forego tho advantages ho 
would gam from gram'merciionts m their transits to our 
armies or detachments. 

To give him all that is realised, exclusivo of tho pay of 
estahluhments, would bo on cosy and sacred duty as well in^ 
tho enstomsas in tho Fergunnalis, but to mvest brm with a 
control, is to give him a power to injure himself, to which the 
avonce and self interest of nuroberless dependents would un^-- 
doubtedly lead If, however, these reasons should appear 
to your Lordship tnviol or ill founded I beg leave to assure 
your ExceUeppy of my most scolous and unremitting exertions 
to carry any measures into effect wlucli your Lordship s en- 
lightened judgment may tliink proper to adopt. 

During the iSIobratta govermnent, tho person placed near 
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the person of his Majesty, under the title of Soubahdar, ad- 
ministered justice in all cases, ciril and criminal, and alLaie 
accused of having polluted its pure stream by the grossest 
(yirruption or unjustifiable paitiahty The Cstabhshment of 
courts of justice in his Majesty's name must be highly 
pleasing to him, and piove a blessing to his subjects. 

I have the honour to infoim your Loidship, that I waited 
on his Majesty on the 2d to piesent a letter fiom his Excel- 
lency the Commander-in-Chief, communicating the intelh- 
gence of Holkar’s defeat at Futty Ghur, and his Excellency’s 
letter mentioned that I would make the customary offermgs 
on the occasion I paid my respects to his Majesty on the 
afternoon of that day, and instead of the usual Nazzer, I 
gave him an order of lelease foi all the gardens, houses, and 
othei places, which were royal pioperty, lestrained by the 
Mahrattas, and mentioned that as I had made that choice 
fitorn an idea none would be so acceptable to his Majesty, I 
was peisuaded none would be so likely to meet your Lord- 
ship’s approbation The satisfaction he felt at this unex- 
pected lestoration of some very favourite gardens which he 
often been accustomed to visit was very evident, and he 
shortly after commanded me to accompany him m his usual 
ride round some of the gardens of the palace. In this ex- 
cursion he commanded the poets, who are always in attend- 
ance to recite verses extempore, and he dictated some him- 
self, which weie wiitten down I take the hberty to mention 
these trifles, as they evince the pleasure he felt on the occa- 
sion. Revolting agam to your Lordship’s beneficent inten- 
tions in favom* of his Majesty, and conscious of the purest 
motives for my suggestions, I beg leave to observe, that if 
an officer appomted by the British Government was vested 
with the superintendence, there would be a most effectual 
lilieck on the supenntendent, by directing that the accounts of 
the lands so assigned should be kept m the impenal treasury 
(JlvDufter, and that his Majesty should nommate Peishkars 
with every Amil, who should report the exact amount of col- 
lections and expenditure *

I hate received your kind and flattering letter congratula- 
ting me on our late cucceuat m Hindotton and the Doab 
which haa afforded me the moat heartfelt satufaction m 
hearing from you my dear Lord that it haa m a great degree 
restored the tranquiHity of your nund Beheve me I felt moit 
severely for the Buffenng and anxiety you most have expe- 
rienced for t some tune the thoughts of which added to 
the desire of saving our temtones in India, and overcoming 
the disgrace we had sustained from our disastrous retreat, 
stimulated me to ervery exertion and endeavour to prove to 
the natives that nothing could withstand the British power 
or exceed the patience and perseverance of oar soldiers 
through the gr^est danger and fatigue. Happy am 1 to 
meet once more with your approbadon and applause. 1 neT(;r_ 
s m my life experienced so much vexation and disappoint 
ment till lately however my mind u now more at ease, but 
will not ho completely so till after the surrender of this fort, 
and the capture of all EUdkor s remainmg guns an event luro 
to happen I trust m a very few days. I think the mgratitude, 
tho treachery and nlUinous behaTiour of the Bhurtporc 
Bajah ment every misfortune that cyin bo heaped upon him- 
It IS uupotsiblo to express tho milxhioss of my conduct to tho 
man, my wish in every imtonco to advance his interests, tho 
wonderful care and attention I paid to the preservation of 
his coimtry at all times. Tho return ho has made for such 
behaviour is diabolical in the extreme, and will I trust shortly 
meet with Its duo reward- Most sincerely do I lament the 
fall of General Fraxer, &o was a man. 1 placed tho greatoil 
confidence and reliance In knowing that bo would do all ir 
his power to carry my wishes and orders mto effect, witfc 
energy Zealand deoslon. I felt quite certain that ho would 
succeed if pouiblo his coolness bad a most wonderful effect 
upon tho army, and bad ho not been wounded so early m the 
day, I really beheTo the victory would if pouiblc, have bc« 
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still more glorious than it was I know not where to supply 
the place of poor Frazer God giant the campaign may soon 
he at an end, and that you may be able to fix the peace of 
India on a secure basis. 

'^Holkar must be destroyed or laid hold of, but he is so ex- 
tremely wary that he is off long before we can get to him. 
I have been out this mormng for the purpose of reconnoitring, 
and have disturbed Holkar’s cavaliy , there are more of them 
than he bi ought from the Doab with him, as he has got some 
that were left with Bapojee Scmdiah, and some from the 
Bhurtpore man ; we killed a few of them. 

I leturn you many thanks for the appointment of Colonel 
Ochteilony, and hope and believe he will fulfil the duties of 
his office to your satisfaction. It is difficult to find a man 
exactly calculated for such a situation, but I believe he will 
do it as well as most people you could have found. He has 
the advantage of being acquamted with the httle intiigues 
and jealousy about the Court, which he wiU I am suie make 
a proper use of. The King is at present well as usual I 
am glad to find you have sent mstiuctions respecting his 
u-^^essoi, as it will pi event confusion m the event of his 
Majesty’s death.

>^My Lord, Fort WiUiam, December, 17 , 1804 

I 1. The British Resident at the court of the Rajah of 
^ xrRvancore has communicated to yourLoidship the circum- 
stances of an insurrection among the Nair battahons in the 
service of the Rajah of Travancoie, and of the danger to 
which the authority of the Rajah, and the influence of the 
British Government in Tiavancoie are exposed by the extent 
of that insurrection and the violence and activity of the m- 
surgents. 
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2. The treaty concluded between the Bntuh Gel 
and the Rajah of Trarancore m the year 1797, 
contain any expreia stipulation for the aid of the ^ 

power in quelling internal commotiona within the temto^tit 
of that pnnee but the spirit of the treaty certainly unpoiei^ 
upon US that obligation The expediencj howerer of afford 
mg iuch aid m the present cruis u obviouj CBpecially under 
thii consideration, that the avowed object of the insurrection 
is the subversion of the British influence m the councils of 


the Rajah 

3 If therefore your Lordship should not have adopted 
measures for the rehef of the Rajah of Trarancore I re- 
quest that on receipt of this despatch your Ix>rdship will 
issue orders directing the immediate dispatch of a British 
force from the most convemeut quarter for the purpose of 
quelling the msorrection m the vicinity of Travancore, and 
of restoring the authority of the Rryah and hu Dewon. 

4 I consider tht* occurrence to afford a favourable oppor- 
tunity for the modiflcaUoQ of our subrdiary engagements 
with the Rajah of Travancore. The modificotion ^chich I 
propose IS that the Bntuh force at present subaidis^by, 
the Rajah be permanently stationed withm his dominions, 
and that the British Oovemment possess authority to regu 
late the disposition of that force withm the temtoncs of the 
Rajah in such a manner os may appear best calculated to 
secure the objects of its appointment* 

5 I have occordmgly directed the Resident at Travancore 
to propose that modification to the Rajah of Travancore at

6. It may be proper on this occasion to state to your 
Lordship that the preservation and unprovement of our 
influence m that country has been uniformly coniidcred by 
me to be an object of the greatest Importance to the interest 
and sccunty of the British Goiemmcnt m India; and in my | 
judgment the present exigency of the Rajah of Travoncoja^,* 
affUrs justiBcs and requires a vigorous exertion of our force 
for tlio restoration of bis authonty and for the prescrvalion

7 \our Lordship wPI also olncne from tho tenor of this 
dcspatdi that my opinion of tho neceshity of supporting the 
cause of tlie Rajah of Trarancore with the aid of our troops 
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is founded on the obligations of treaty, combined with the 
importance of maintaining and improving our pohtical con- 
nection with that state.

Sir, Fort 'VYilham, Dec. 20, 1804. 

1. Having leviewed the whole of your Excellency’s coires- 
pondence respecting the recent conduct of the Rajah of 
Bhurtpore, and adverting to the aid afforded by that chief- 
tain to the tioops of Jeswunt Rao Holkai at the battle of 
Deig on the 13th of Novembei, and on vaiious occasions 
since that period of time, I am decidedly of opinion that the 
Rajah of Bhurtpore has not only violated the treaty con- 
cluded with him by your Excellency on the 9th of October 
1803^’^* but has committed the most unprovoked and violent 
4^^f hostility against the British Government. 

2. I entirely appiove the measures which youi Excellency 
has ah eady pursued for the puipose of frustiating the effects 
of the Rajah’s tieacheiy and hostihty, and for the reduction 
of the fortiess of Deig The entire reduction of the power 
and resources of the Rajah of Bhurtpore however, is now 
become indispensably necessary, and I accordingly authorize 
and direct your Excellency to adopt immediate arrangements 
for the attainment of that desirable object, and foi the an- 
nexation to the British power, m such manner as yom Ex- 
cellency may deem most consistent with the public interests, 
of all the forts, territories, and possessions belonging to the 
Rajah of Bhuitpoie. 

3. In cai lying these instructions into execution, your Ex- 
[f^ency will be pleased to advei t to the terms of my notes 
of the 13th November 18(M<, tiansmitted in a letter under 
iate the 13th of Novembei, fiom the Secretary to Govein- 
ment in the Secret and Pohtical Department to Lieut.- 
Dolonel Lake. The measures to be pursued against the

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Kajoh of Bhartpore miut be conaidered to be subordinate 
to the mam object of destroying the resources and power 
of Jeawunt Rao Holkar That chieftain however now de- 
rives his prmapa] if not his sole means of mischief, hrom the 
aid of the RajoU of Bhurtpore, and the subjugation of the 
power apd temtory of the Rajah of Bhurtpore therefore, is 
essential to the redaction of fiolhar s hostile force. 

Your Excellency will sdll be pleased to consider the pur 
smt of HoUultb personal army to be the prinapal object 
of the war , and adverting to the general tenor of my former 
mstructions, you will constantly bear in mmd my opinion 
that the entire destruction of whatever force may he attached 
to the person of this freebooter, is indispensably required for

Rajah of Bhurtpore with reference to the object stated pi 
the preceding paragraphs. Whatever portion of the ter- 
ntory of Bhurtpore may be conquered, 1 request yooiiXI^ 
cellenoy to establish a anl authority tn it without deh^y for 
the temporary admuustratioa of the revenues, and of^yd 
and cnnunal justice. 

0 As your ExceDenc^s proceedings ogainsC the Rajph 
of Bhurtpore are calculated to serve as an example to pthor 
petty states 1 desire that your Excellency will bo pleased 
to forward circular letters to our allies on the north west 
frontier and to the several Rajpoot states, including Kota, 
&.C. and also to Begum Sumroo and tho Sih chieftains 
cxplainmg the principles of jour Exccnoncys conduct to- 
wards the Rajah of Bhurtpore, and Qssurmg tho allies and 
neighbouring states, of tho conUnuonco of our friendship for 
them, and of our wish to preserve tho peace and to rcsp«t 
tho mdopcndcnco of oil the contiguous states of Indio, 
might also bo usofUl to circulato a declaration of a sumlor 
tendency, vrammg all persons against the consequences^ oj

8. Bapojee Scindiah with his troops, has openly joined 
Jeswunt Rao HoUcar : your Excellency is apprized that this 
person is not only an officer of Dowlut Rao Scindiah 's govern- 
Qient, (who was sent to co-operate with your Excellency m 
the attack of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, under the stipulations 
of the defensive alhance concluded with Dowlut Rao Scin- 
fliah,) hut IS actually one of those chieftains included in the 
list of persons, who receive pensions and jagheers from the 
Biitish Government under the seventh article of the treaty of 
Surji Anjengaum. Under these circumstances, Bapojee 
Scindiah cannot he considered to he entitled to any of the 
rights of war, and it is my intention to proceed agamst him 
accordmgly. 

9. ^ Your Excellency will theiefore he pleased to issue a 
pioclamation ordering Bapojee Scindiah and his foUoweis, 
to proceed to your Excellency’s camp, on a certam day, to 
be named hy youi. Excellency, under the penalty, in case 
of failure, of hemg considered and treated as rebels and 
^itors to the cause of the allies, and to the British Govern- 
ment, from which he receives a pension. K Bapojee Scin- 
^inh should not join your Excellency’s camp on the pie- 
sciihed day, and should afterwards become a prisoner to the 
Biitish army, your Excellency will be pleased to try hnn by 
i court-martial, and to carry mto immediate execution, the 
pumshment which may he awarded to him for his flagrant 
treachery and rehelhon. Youi Excellency will pm sue 
similar measures agamst any of the followers of Bapojee 
Scmdiah who may fall mto your hands, notifying your Ex- 
cellency’s mtention m the proclamation to he puhhshed under 
the instructions contamed m this despatch.

1 hare the honour to mfonn yonr Lordship, that m conse- 
quence of the brtach in the wall of the town bcmg reported 
practicable, I determined on storming the place yesterday 
erening I chose this tune in order to prevent the enemy 
&om stockading the breach during the night, which b ad 
hitherto been the cose. 

I am sorry to add, that obstacles of an msnrmonntable naturo 
were opposed to the storming party, on their arrival at the 
breach the water in the ditch was exceedmgly deep , this diffi 
culty however was speedily surmounted and the party gmned 
the foot of the breach bat though every exertion was made 
by both officers and men, the breach was so imperfect, that 
every edbrt to gum the top proved froitless and the column, 
after making several attempts with heavy loss, was obliged to < 
retire which they did m excellent order, to our battery# 
Among the many brave meq who have iailen on this occa-^ 
sion it is with smeere gnof I report the death of Lieut- 
Colonel Maitland, of the 75ih regiment, who commanded the 
stormmg party his '^exertions ore described by all to have 
been of a nature the most heroic, and his example animated 
the men to persevere in their attempts which nothing but 
difficuldes, of a nature the most unexpected ' could havo 
rendered unsuccessfiiL This gallant officer, though ho hod 
received several sorcre wounds, continued to exert himself 
until he received a shot m the bead vrbicli proved mstonta 
neoosly mortal. ^ 

Although we unfortunately Csilcd m gaming possession 
the place, we were not wholly unsuccessfuJ A Honkmg 
column on the ngbt, under the orders of iSIajor Ilawkcs 
gamed possession of tbc enemy s battciy and succeeded In 
spiking and disabbng their guns oml m destroying tho 
greatest part of the enemy who vrero opposed to them. 

I beg to askurc your Lordship that the conduct of our 
officers and men employed last night has been os exemplary 
as on every former occasion; but circumstances, of an unex- 
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pected and unfortunate natuie, occurred, which their utmost 
clibrts could not surmount . but I liope, in a very few days, 
their excellent conduct will be lew aided by the possession of 
the place.

^-.nock. I am sorry to add, that the ditch was found so 
broad and deep, that every attempt to pass it proved unsuc- 
cessful, and the party was obliged to return to the trenches, 
without effecting their object. 

The troops behaved wth their usual steadiness, but I fear, 
irom the heavy fire they were unavoidably exposed to, for a 
considerable time, that our loss has been severe. 

I shall have the honour to forward returns of the killed 
and wounded, as soon as possible.

I have the honour to inform your Lordship, that I yester- 
day morning detached the 1st legiment of native cavalry.

The detachment hamig yesterday erening jomed the con- 
Toy, halted for* the night ahont ux com &om my camp, 
moved oigain at on early hoar this morning 

The detachment woa attacked on its march by a very con- 
siderable body«of mfkntry with guns, and the whole of the 
umted force of caralry belonging to Holkar Ameer Khan, 
and Bappojee Scmdiah, about four coia from camp which 
obliged them to occupy a Tillage for the purpose of col, 
lectmg the convoy, end preserving it from the numerous 
cavali^ of the enemy 

Immediately on bearing the firing, 1 ordered Lieut 
Colonel Need, with bu Majesty s S7th hght dragoons, and 
the 2d regunent of native cavalry to proceed to the rehef of 
the party, whilst I followed with the mam body of the cavalry 
of the army 

1 have the pleasure to mform your Lordship, that the 
detachment under Captam Welsh made a most gallant de» 
fence, and immediately on the approach of Lieut-Coione^ 
Need, they moved out of the viU^e, charged, and totally 
routed the enemy to whom they were opposed. 

Great numbers of the enemy were killed and nearly forty 
stands of colours,* and all the artillery they hod m the 
field, consisting of four guns, with their tumbnls, fell into 
our 

This body of iniantry was comiDanded by Ameer Khan, 
who (according to tho informatioD I have received from tome 
of his servants who were mode prisoners), was so dose 
pressed, that to prevent himself from being known, bo 
stripped himself of his clothes and arms, and u supposed to 
have escaped m that situation, some accounts render it prov 
hablo that ho has fallen hut on this subject I have no certam f 
Information. J 

iVmecr Khan s palanquin, with a complete suit of armour, 
sold to bo his, has been brought mto comp, os bns also 
Bappojee Scmdiah s palanquin. 

^oo much praise cannot be bestowed on tho troops cn 
gaged, for lUcir good conduct and activity on this occasion, 
and 1 feel infinitdy Indebted to Captam \\ clsh, who com* 
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luanclecl the escort, for the gallantry with which he resisted 
the lepeated attacks of a numerous enemy. 

Lieut -Colonel Need is likewise entitled to my best thanks, 
foi the activity and spirit, uith which he chaiged and com- 
pleted the lout of the enemy, whose loss has been very 
great. 

I feel it particulaily mciunbent on me to mention the service 
lendeied by Major Salkeld, the Deputy Quarter Master 
Geneial, who carried my ordeis to Lieut.-Colonel Need, 
and pioceeded to point out the load to that officer, his 
sei vices on this, as on every occasion, have been most con- 
spicuous, for zeal and gallantry. I want words to express to 
your Lordship how infinitely I feel indebted to this meii- 
toiious officer for the assistance he has lendeied me m every 
instance, where I have had an oppoi timity of avaihng myself 
of his sei vices. 

I am happy to add, that om loss on this occasion,'", has not 
been consideiable. Lieutenant Goidon, of the 15th native 
infantry, and Comet Erskme, of the 1st native cavalry, have 
heea' wounded, but I hope not dangerously. The number of 
..^pftvates wounded does not exceed twenty, and I beheve only 
two men have been killed.

Beia]., certainly originating m an erroneous estimation of the

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extent of Jeswunt Rao Holk&ri power and succesj, it wa» 
not my mtenbon to proceed to extremitiea with those chief 
tainj excepting m cases of the most mdispensable necessity 
As long as the conduct of those powers appeared to be mcon- 
Rutent with the relations of amity and to mdicate hostility, il 
appeared to me to be expedient to pursue such a course as 
might manifest to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah and the Rajah of 
Berar the determinatioa of the British Government to 
ymdicate its just rights, and to frustrate any designs which 
those chieftams might have formed of a descnption hostile to 
our mterests, or to those of oim alhes* 

2. It has always however been my desire to mamtam with 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiahj and the Rajah of Bemr the relations 
of friendship which were so happily established by the trca 
ties of peace concluded with those chiefUuns, and by the 
alliance concluded with Scmdiah and although the concur 
rent testunony of facts from every quarter of India have satrv 
fied me of the treacherous mtentions of those chiefroins, I. 

DOW disposed tn beheve that they hare abandoned the/ the 
signs wbch they had formed m coaseqoence of the oxaR de- 
ated reports of Jcswunt Rao Holkar’s progrets, and 
events of the war m Hhidoftan and m the Deccan, have cora-^ 
pelled them to return to a proper sense of their obligadons 
towards the Bntisb Government. 

3 No questions now depend either at the Courts of Dow-> 
lut Rao Scmdiah or the Rajah of Berar which appear to 
menace any interruption of the subsisting reladons with those 
powers and the period of tune u arrived at which the Bntuh 
Government may with safety extend to those chieftains tho 
additional benefits by which I proposed to cement our con 
necdoD. 

4 The only point with regard to Scmdiah which at pre^ 
Rcnt appears to require consldoradon is tho cstabluhuient of 
his government in the Pronneo of Molwo, and the tranfer to 
Scmdiah of tho tcmtoncs in that province, which have been. . 
conquered from Jcswunt Rao Ilolkor It u certainly desir 
able to mduco Scmdiah to return to Ougem, and to occupy 
the tcmtoncs which belonged to Jcswunt Rao llolhar m the 
province ofl^lalwat but it neither appears to bo necessary to 
compel Scmdiah to adopt these arrangements, nor toabandon 
the defensive aUiancc if he should refuse to comply with the 
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amicable lepresentations which the British Resident at his 
Couit has been directed to address to that chieftain for the 
purpose of iinpioving the condition of his government under 
his existing' connection with the British power. 

5 With regal d to tlie Rajali of Berar, the only question 
which is likely to require discussion is the late invasion of the 
teiritories of the Soubahdar of the Deccan by the troops 
of the Rajah, or of the officeisof the Rajah’s government. 
But this question may be heieafter adjusted without dilBculty 
by amicable negotiation under instiuctions which may be 
issued to the Residents at the Courts of the Soubahdar of the 
Deccan, and of tlie Rajah of Beiar i espectively. 

5. Under these cncumstances, and adverting to the state of 
the campaign in Hindostan, as well as to the reduced state of 
the enemy’s power and resources, I am of opmion that the 
maintenance of the troops under Colonel Hahburton in an ad- 
vanced position in the Deccan is now become unnecessary as 
fai as respects the state of our relations with Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah and the Rajah of Beiar. 

7. On the other hand, the state of the war with Holkar 
^^fles not appear to me to require the continuance in the field 
of the tioops now under the command of Colonel Hahburton, 
with a view to the prosecution of hostilities against Holkai. 
Scmdiah and the Peisliwa must be called upon to occupy and 
to provide for the defence of the teiiitories which have been 
conquered from Holkar in the province of Malwa and in the 
Deccan respectively, and it would be inexpedient to employ 
the British for ces in the Deccan ui the protection of terri- 
tories, which having been conquered by the British arms, 
have been gratuitously ceded to the allies. 

8 Adverting to all these considerations, and to the state 
of the season at the period of time when this despatch 

reach you and the authorities m the Deccan, I am 
^ of opinion that it is more advisable to adopt with every 
-tj^^iracticable degree of expedition the necessaiy arrangements 
for withdrawing the troops in the Deccan undei the command 
of Colonel Hahbuiton from then present position, and for 
estabhshmg them in such positions as may be best calculated 
to afford piotection to the territories of our allies, the Sou- 
bahdar of the Deccan and the Peishwa. 

9 As it is unceitam whether you may be at Poonah 
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when thiB despatch may reach the authonbea in the Deccan, 
I hare addressed a letter to Colonel Hahbnrton, of which a 
copy IS enclosed for your information, directing him to with- 
draw the troops under his command from then* present nd- 
Tonced position to a conrenient position on the north or left 
bant of the Godavery and there to halt until he can receiTe 
your orders for the final distribution of the troops under his 
command. 1 bare also ordered Colonel Hohburton to adopt 
arrangementa for carrying mto immediate execution tho 
orders which you wQl be pleased to sigmiy to him for the se- 
paration of the subsidiary forces belonging to the Peiahwa 
and to the Soubahdar of the Deccan and for the reduction of 
all expenses and establishments now existing beyond the estn 
hlishment fixed for the subsidiary forces under the stipula 
tions of the defensire alliance with those states* You wlU 
also give orders for returning to Bombay and to Fort Su 
George ah troops and followers belonging to those Resi- 
dencies respectively which may now be in the Deccan beyond 
the establishments of the subsidiary forces semng with the 
Soubahdar of the Deccan. 

10 In considering the positions which it may be 
nefiool to the pnbhc mterests to select for subsidh^ 
forces serving under the Peishwn and the Sonhabdor of tho 
Deccan, 1 have adverted to the reasoning contamed m your 
despatch to me under date the2Ctb of January 180-^ * and I 
entirely approve of the proposed posldou on the Godavery 
fot the mam bodies of the subsidisry forces icrvmg with tho 
Soubahdar of tho Deccan and with the Peishwo, with two 
bottohons from each of those forces, to bo stationed at Hy 
derobod and Poonoh. This dutribution Is colculsted tomcat 
every contmgenoy either of peace or war, and is the most 
beneficial arrangement which could be adopted with a view to 
derive every possible advontagt^^om the scmcei of those '' 
forces respectively 

11 Ilou will bo pleased therefore, on tho receipt of this 
despatch, to issue the necessary orders to Colonel Hahhurton 
for the return of tho troops under his command to tho banks 
of tho Godavery, and for the separation of tho subsidiary

forces now united luider his comni.ind, together with the re- 
duction of all such estabhshments as may not in your judg- 
ment be deemed necessary for the efficiency of the subsidiary 
forces serving with the Soubahdar of the Deccan and the 
^^eishwa. You will also direct the return to the teiritories 
jfFoit St. George and Bombay of all corps and troops winch 
aiay not belong to the subsidiaiy forces; and you will com- 
municate early notice of your arrangements for this pui pose 
to those govciiiments respectively. It will also be necessary, 
that in concert w ith the Residents at Hyderabad and Poonah, 
you should adopt such measures as you may deem necessary to 
enable you to distribute the subsidiary forces serving with the 
Soubahdar of the Deccan and the Peishw'a to thenorthwaid 
of the Goda\ery, as proposed in your despatch of the 26th 
January ISO! , at the earliest period of time which maybe 
deemed consistent w'lth the security and advantage of the 
pubhc inteiests in the Deccan. 

12 Objections founded on the state of affairs at the courts 
of Hyderabad and Poonah may exist to preclude the pro- 
posed arangements as far as may relate to the expediency of 
-J^tloning tlie mam body of the subsidiaiy forces on the Goda- 
very. In that case you w'lll be pleased to direct the return of 
the whole of the Nizam’s subsidiary force to Hyderabad, and 
of the Peishwm’s to Poonah or to Ahmednuggur, according 
to your discretion. Copies of this despatch will be trans- 
mitted to the Residents at Hyderabad and Poonah, and they 
will be diiected to furnish you wnth their sentiments respect- 
ing the most eligible arrangement for the distribution of the 
subsidiary forces serving with the Soubahdar of the Deccan 
and the Peishwa. 

13. In the actual condition of pubhc affams in the Deccan, 
If does not appear to me to be necessary for you to proceed 
the Deccan and to assume the exeicise of the powers 
^ tested in you by my instructions of the 9th Nov. ISOI*. I am 
■'-t/IJiiTilhng however to abrogate those powers without affbrdmg 
you an opportumty of exercismg your judgment with le- 
gaid to the expediency of your retainmg those powers, hut 
unless any objections should occui to your mmd, I am of 
opmion that they may now be resigned without inconvenience 
to the pubhc service. It is not my mtention to issue any 
orders on this subject until I receive a communication of your 
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tentnnenl ^ ® reply to thi* despaicH. Yon have njy permunoti

Speech of His Excellency the most noble the Governor-General, Visitor of 
the College of Fort William, delivered at the Disputations held 9th of 
February, 1805 

Gentlemen of the College of Fort William, 

At the close of the pubhc disputations of the last year, 
)the delay which had protracted the period of our annual 
.^fitmg enabled me to signify my judgment with regard to 
the progress of the Institution at an advanced period of the 
season. 

On that occasion, having signified to you my approbation 
if your general conduct, and havmg adverted to such objects 
IS appeared to me to demand youi paiticulai attention, my 
iuty on this day appears to be limited to the consideration 
VOL. rv. T 
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of the itate and con4itionof this Inatitution withm the period 
of time ■which has elapsed since the conclusion of the last 
disputations. i 

'ITie diminution of the total nninber of the students hy th' 
separation of the gentlemen of the establishments of Fort 
Gwrge and Bombay, baa unavoidably affected the numhe 
tintj variety of the public exercises pronounced, and of fli' 
honours conferred on the present occasion. 

The sphere of emuhitioQ and competition has been coo 
tracted by the necessary operabon of the same cause, hut 
am happy to perceive that you havo persevered in the mde 
fobgahle exertion of your general leal, industry, and spirit o 
study 

The students who have mamtamed arguments at the pubh( 
disputabons on the present occasion, have not passed througl 
Q course of study equal in pomt of durabon with that whicl 
enabled the students of fonner years to attain the honoun 
attached to nmtlnr pubhc exercues. Notwithstanding thh 
disodrantage, the gentlemen who have held disputabons or 
the present occasion have successfully rivalled their mos 
distinguished predecessors in correct language, 
pretsion, and accurate pronunciatioa. i 

The degrees of honour conferred this day are tho public 
and just rewards of ment, which has not been surpassed 
by any students of this College and 1 entertoiu a conffdent 
hope that tho pubhc services of these gentlemen will prove 
highly valuable to the interests of tho Compuny and of oui 
country in India. Tho studenU distmguljhc^ by pnxci and 
honorary rewards are also entitled to high commendation j 
and the pnnciples of pubhc justice demand my applause ol 
tho attainments of tho greater proporbon of thoso who now 
proceed to tho public service. s 

It IS highly sotisiactory to mo to dccloro that tho genera 
conduct and progress of (ho students continues to ment tho 
bighostapprobation of this government, and torcffcct coiisi. 
dcrablc honour on tho character of the Insbtubon, and on 
the knowledge, talents, skill, and diligence of tlm professon 
in the discharge of theur rcspccbvo duties. 

At tho last disputation I expressed my desire that a more 
general attention siiould bo paid to tho study of tho vema 
cular language of Bengal. I ohteno with plcosuro that 
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degree of honour has been mented and conferred for high 
proficiency in that language, and that the study of that useM 
attainment is now prosecuted by many of the students with 
diligence and success. 

In the Mahiattg, language a progress has been made, 
which merits approbation and encouragement. The decla- 
mation pronounced for the fiist tmie in that language is 
highly creditable to the gentleman who pi onounced it, and 
to the learned professor under whose care the students in 
that depaitment have mamfested meritorious mdustry and 
apphcation, attended by great success, within a hmited pe- 
iiod of tune. 

The compilation and pubhcation of useful works in the 
Oiiental languages have proceeded ivith unabated spirit, and 
with evident pubhc advantage, by affording additional faci- 
hties throughout India in the general attamment of the 
several languages requisite for the conduct of the seivice. 

Amongst useful works of this description, a giammar of 
the Mahratta language has been completed and punted, and 
a vocabulaiy of the same language is now in the press, 
.^.^^ince the last meetmg, theiefore, the promotion of Ori- 
ental knowledge in the British service m India has leceived 
inci eased advantage by the progiess of the studies and 
labours of those attached to this College. 

The attention of the officeis and students of the College 
appears also to have been successfully directed to those im- 
portant objects of discipline, regularity, and good order 
which formed an essential part of my lecent observations 
fiom this place. My solemn and sacred duty demands 
that I should enforce those admonitions on every seasonable 
occasion, and by eveiy attamable sanction of rewaid, encou- 
ragement, and authority. I cannot theiefoie omit this public 
oppoitunity of expressing my paiticulai satisfaction m the 
\conduct of those students who have manifested their qualifi- 
foi the due dischaige of the highest stations in this 
service by an attentive observance, not meiely of the letter, 
but of the true spirit of those statutes which pi escribe strict 
attention to the maxims of regulaiity, economy, and good 
order. 

The most emment and biiUiant success in the highest ob- 
jects of study will prove inadequate qualifications for the 
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aemce of the Company and of oar country in India, if the 
juBt apphcation of those happy attainment* be not secured 
by a iohd foundation of virtuou* principle*, and correct con 
duct The whole *yatem of the education which you hate 
t recefved at home fumuhe* a sulHcient explanation of th^ 
principles and object* of those statutes which ordain a due 
atttention to the order and regularity of your private econ 
nomy, and to those habits calculated to protect you from 
future embarrassment and distress in the exercise of your 
pubhc duties and the vital prmaple of this service, combmed 
with the preservation of your most urgent interest* and 
honour in this country, requires me to inculcate nnrl eqjoin 
the indispensable necessity of your strict couformi^ to these 
essential article* of the statutes 

In closing the proceedings of this day, 1 have the satisfac- 
tion to signify to you that a considerable progress has been 
made in the orrangementa requisite to promote and to focih 
I tate m this College the study of the laws and regulations 
I enacted by the Governor General for the government of the 
i British temtones subject to the Presidency of Bengal. 

'With the able assistance of the principal pubhc 
thu government, the co mm e n cement of a regular system of 
study m that important branch may be expected during the 
course of the present year 

To this system of study It is my mtenbon to odd rewards 
and honours calculated to dutioguish the merits of those 
students who ihoU appear at the examinabons to have at 
tamed eminent hnowiedgo of tho law* and Tognlutioni, whieU 
\\ they oro destined to admimster m their several itobons to 
' the people of these exteusivo provinces. 

In the original foundation of this college, it was my mten- 
tlon to have provided sufilcient means of uiitruction for t^o 
students In tho pnnupics general junspnideuce and tbo^ 
law of nations, connecting that course of study with the pnn | 
ciplet of Mohammedan and Hindoo laws, and witlv thosa oCl 
tho wue benevolent, and saiutory codo of laws introduced 
by the 31arque*s Cornwallis for tho administration of theso 
provmcc* and improved and ox tended by succeeding go- 
vernments with tho aid of the talents knowledge and 
virtues of that respected person whose merits and services 
towards hu country and mankind in tho formation and sub- 
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sequent impiovement of that code, are to be traced m the 
inci easing prosperity and happiness of every province of the 
empiie to which it has been extended. 

Unavoidable circumstances have pi evented the institution 
^faiegulai couise of lectures in the geneial pimciples of 
juiispiudence and of the laws of nations It is my duty, 
however, eainestly to lecommend the study of the most ap- 
pioved elemental y woiks in this branch to all the students 
of this college. The knowledge of these general pimciples 
will piove of the utmost advantage in eveiy depaitraent of 
this seivice In the judicial depaitment, the necessity of 
such a couise of study is obvious and incontioveitible. But 
in eveiy depaitment of the service the knowledge of the lead- 
ing niaxmis of general law will tend to secure a due obseiv- 
mce of the legulations of the government, and of the prin- 
ciples of univeisal justice and equity towaids eveiy class of 
)ui numeious and vaiious subjects, and of all the native m- 
labitants of India 

The study of the Mohammedan and Hindoo codes of law 
be facihtated by the woiks extant on those subjects, to 
Sfech the attention of the students should be carefully di- 
rected. In the course of the present year, I trust that a 
considerable progress may be made, with the aid of the 
earnmg and skdl of the pimcipal judicial officers of this 
Government, in establishmg a regular couise of study m the 
diahommedan and Hindoo codes of law. 

But the accurate study of the regulations and laws enacted 
ly this government, under the guidance of the respectable 
md learned professor in that depaitment, wiU afford suffi- 
cient opportunity of advantage and distmction to those stu- 
lents who shall pursue such a couise with diligence and 
ittention. 

In puisumg that course, the plain and direct objects of 
this system of laws and legulations will be mamfested in the 
^dsS^distiibution of the legislative, executive, and judicial au- 
horities of the state, m the estabhshment of an impartial 
dmmistiation of justice accoiding to the existing laws, and 
n the piovision of gradual means for the improvement and 
mendment of those laws , and the origm and stabihty of 
hat piospeiity are to be found m that code which you are 
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DOW directed to study, and hereafter destmed to administer, 
to expound, and to amend 

Subject to the common imperfections of eyery human instt 
tubon, this system of laws le approved by procbcal ei*gc- 
0 nence, the surest teat of homan legislabon, and contains m 
its own substance on active principle of progressive amend- 
ment, which affords the best security for its gradual im- 
provement 

It IS not my mtenbon m this place to iDnstrate the prin- 
ciples which constitute this code or to trace their connecbon 
with the several mainns of jurisprudence, with the spirit qf 
the British conibtubon or with tho doctrines of the Moham- 
medan and Hindoo codes, and the customs, manners, and 
habits of our nabve subjects. 

It is sufficient for me to direct your ottenbon to the indis- 
pensable necessity of acquiring a correct knowledge of these 
laws and regulabons for the purpose of enablmg you to dis- 
charge your duty to the Company to your country, and to 
the people of these populous provinces. 

In every aUtlon m which you can be placed durmo the 
course of your pubbe semce tho duo execubon of UlOiCf 
laws and regulabons must In a certain degree depend upoij 
your conduct. You must ho cither tho mstrumenU for tho 
mlmini stmbon of tho law or tho direct objects of its solu 
tary control and reatnunt, and m every instance it will bo 
your duty to conform to its spirit to old its operabon and 
to suggest every practicablo improvoment in its provisions 
and regulations. 

Under such obhgabons, I entertam a firm expectation that 
you will display tho same seal, industry and success in the 
prosecubon of this important object of study now recom- 
mended to your ottenbon, which have marked tho progrcfs^ 
of tho great body of the students of this college in every 
partraent to which their studies have been directed. f 

Nor can this goremment present to jour attenbou^/ 
object more worthy to inspire honourable emulation to pyrtf" 
the highest efforts of Industry and genms, or to reword the 
mo>it transcendent success of just and laodahlo ambibon. 

Tho duo odaunutrabon of juit laws witlnn tbc»o flourhh 
Ing and populous provinces, {s not only the foundation of tJio 
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happiness of milhons of people, but the mam pillar of the 
vast fabiic of the Biitish Empu’e in Asia. From the pros- 
peiity of these provinces ai’e deiived all the som’ces of our 
re^venue and commerce. 

The mam spimg of our empiie is situated here, and it is 
supplied and guarded by the laws and legulations of this 
government. 

It IS not the effusion of vam theoiy, resting upon specu- 
lative prmciples, oi directed to visionaiy objects of impiac- 
ticable peifection, but the solid work of plam, dehbeiate, 
piactical benevolence, the legitimate offsprmg of genume 
wisdom and pure vutue. Its excellence is attested by the 
noblest pioofs of just, wise, and honest government, by the 
lestoration of happiness, tranquillity, and security to our 
oppressed and suffeimg people , and by the revival of agri- 
culture, commerce, manufacture, and general opulence in a 
declining and impoverished country. 

Contemplating these gieat and exalted views, I tiust that 
you will derive horn the advantage offered to you by this in- 
stitution, the most effectual means of preserving and im- 
the valuable code of laws now recommended to your 
attention, and of securing to the inhabitants of these pros- 
perous regions the mestimable blessing of an impaitial admi- 
mstration of just laws.

T7ie Mai quess Wellesley to lixs Ewcellency Reai -Admiral Sir Edward Pellew, 
Bart , or the Commandei -tn-Chtef of his Majesty’s squadron in the East 
Indies, 

Sir, Fort William, Feb. 13, 1805. 

1. The infoimation received from Vizagapatam of the ap- 
l^&arance of the Fiench fiigate the PsycM off that port, and 
the piobability which exists that some of the other frigates 
or cruizeis of the enemy are destined for the Bay of Bengal, 
rendei it my duty to piovide as far as may be practicable for 
the secuiity of the valuable fleets destmed to leave this port 
eaily in the ensumg month. 

2. With the view of pieserving the property of British 
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subject* from the depredation* of the JPsychif I prohibited 
the departure of all ships the river Hooghly a* soon a*

7 It U understood that iho ships for Bombay are gcneiall,^ 
laden with groin, of which a Lugo supply is at present n>- 
(paired ui tho western provinces of India, and tbo vessels pro- 
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ceeding to the eastward will carry valuable cargoes of opium. 
It is therefore a matenal object of national importance that 
bofh fleets should have sufiicient protection 

8. I conclude that your Excellency will receive this letter 
at Madias, at a peiiod of time which may admit of your de- 
taching some of the frigates undei youi Excellency’s oiders 
to Bengal, sufiiciently early to ensure their arrival at Sagur 
previously to the 10th of March, and I accoidmgly request 
that your Excellency will be pleased immediately to''dispatch 
to this port two vessels calculated for the service described 
in this letter, unless any circumstances of which I am not 
appii/ed, should m your Excellency’s judgment render this 
measure mexpedient.

May prosperity and happiness attend your Excellency 
through life ’ 

Although the lelations of harmony and friendship had long 
subsisted between the two states, they were confirmed last 
year by the conclusion of two treaties, through the honour- 
able Major-General Wellesley and Major John Malcolm, but 
more especially by the second treaty, whereby a defensive 
alliance havmg been formed with the Company, the interests 
of the two states were completely identified. In the spirit of 
that union, the prosperity of the garden of friendship has 
formed the object of my anxious sohcitude, accordingly 
''vhen I saw and knew the hostile disposition of Jeswunt Bao 
jAyJkai, which had been anticipated by both states after the 
first conclusion of the treaty of alliance, I repeatedly com- 
mumcated to the honourable Major-Geneial Wellesley, to 
Major Malcolm, and to Mr. Webbe, verbally through Baboo 
Eetul Punt and Moonshee Kavil Nyne, proposrtrons calcu- 
lated to avert the evil effect of his hostility, and I took several 
opportunities of sending for Mr. Webbe, and of personally 
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explaining to him, m the most impressive manner, the hostile 
nature of HoUnrs views and the propnety and expediency 
of frustrating the nuschievoos effects of them , that the eyd 
hod not yet increased to such a magnitude that it might i\ot 
be overcome by common exerbon and now that the Bntish 
forces under the command of his Excellency General LaLe 
had omred near Jyepoor it was highly desirable that my 
whole army should be assembled for the purpose of co-opo- 
rating m the extcnninatioa of the enemy by which means 
that object might be speedily accomplished, to the satisfac- 
tion of both states but that m these tunes of trouble and 
conhuion my government bos sustained heavy losses, and hod 
expenenced the most severe pecuniary embarrassment, and 
that to enable me to collect on army, money was mdispensa 
bly necessary that withont money it was nnpossiblo to a»< 
ecmblo on army or to proseento war, that os under the 
perfect umon and identity of mtorests now subsisting between 
the two states, the loss and injury sos tamed by one must hQ. 
considered to bo the loss and injury of both, if in consi^r^ 
tion of the embarnused state of my ffnancet the honour 
Company s govenunent would, in the present cruis of 
grant me pecuniary ostistonco to the extent which might bo 
rcquuito to prosecute the war such assistance would be con 
fonnablo to tho dictates of that union and would thcroforo 
not bo muapphed ; that if, however there should bo any 
Ucsttation about oiTonling me such pecuniary Old 1 requested 
ibat It might bo given to mo on loan, without interest, and 
tho amount bo aflcnrards deducted from tho annual sum of 
twenty lac and fifty thousand rupees (which includes tho 
revenues of Pcrgunnalis, Dholpore, Barce, and others), that 
I am to receive from tho honourablo Company 
Mr Webbo replied, by saying that ho would refer tho 
questions to your Excclleoi^ s decision, and act according!^ 
Conceiving that this honest counsel would meet with yoor 
Excellency i entuo approbation, I wrote to tho several cpnu- 
mondmg officers to asicmblo tho troops at tho difflrcnt sta- 
tions, under the supposition that they might bo equipped and 
prepared for service by tho time of the receipt of your Lx 
cclWys answer to the rtferenee made to jour Excellency 
by 3Ir W ebbe and be ready to march at a moment s notice 
I also disiutchcJ orders to Bopojeo Scuulkh and toSuddashco 
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Rao to proceed with a foi ce, consisting of six or seven batta- 
lions of infantry and of ten thousand horse, to join his Ex- 
cellency General Lake , accoidingly those officers, notwith- 
standing the extreme distiess of the tioops under their com- 
mand for their pay, in obedience to my orders, and in the 
hope that when they should effect a junction with the British 
army, his Excellency Geneial Lake, m consequence of the 
union and perfect identity of intei ests between the two states, 
would not fail to lelieve their exigencies, set out for Kotah 
without a moment of delay, and when by seveial successive 
maiches they had arrived near Kotah, those officers dis- 
patched letters to his Excellency General Lake, informmg 
the Geneial, that in obediepce to the commands of their 
masters, they had aiiived with a body of tioops in the vici- 
nity of Kotah, and expected speedily to join the General. 
The Commander-in-chief howevei leplied that then sei vices 
immediately with him were unnecessaiy, and desued them to 
join Colonel Monson and Mr Lucan, who had advanced with 
a detachment to oppose Holkar. They accordingly repaired 
With theu whole foice to Colonel Monson and Mr Lucan, to 
,^Kom they lepresented the distressed state of the tioops on 
account of their pay, and requested some allowance to be 
made for their subsistence, assurmg the Colonel, that if the 
necessaiy relief were afforded to the troops, they would 
mamfest the utmost zeal and alaciity in the dependmg con- 
test, and contmue in peifect obedience to his authority, but 
the Colonel distmctly answered that he could afford them no 
pecuniary assistance whatever, and refeired them to General 
Lake Havmg no alternative, Bapojee Scmdiah and Sud- 
dasheo Rao wrote to his Excellency General Lake a second 
time, when the Geneial in reply desned them to return to 
i Ougein My officers received this communication from his 
Excellency with surprize and astomshment, and not con- 
ceiving it proper to letire to Ougem without my permission, 
'^^'^orted these circumstances to me. I immediately sent a 
verbal message to Mr. Webbe on the subject, who said that 
T must do as his Excellency General Lake had desued. An 
interval of upwards of a month had now elapsed without le- 
ceivmg any answer to their lefeience. Bapojee Scmdiah 
found that he could no longer sustain Ins troops without ad- 
vancing them some money, and was absolutely compelled to 
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dupatch SuJdaiheo Koa with a whole body of horse and 
infantry m different directions to seek a subsistence, Bapojee 
Scmdiah lumself remaining with three thousand bone lightly 
equipped with Colonel Monion, m expectation of receiving^ 
on answer frqm mo to his letter About this tune an action 
took placp with Jeswunt Rao llolkar, when Colonel Monson 
sent a Tcrbol message to Bapojee iScindmi, desiring Scinduth 
to leave bU baggage and camp follower* with the baggage, 
Ac. of the Bntish troops, and joining Mr Lucan with his 
cavalry, advanced to oppose llolkar Colonel Monson with 
the infantry however remained behlniL Bapojeo Scindmh 
acted conformably to Colonel Monson s desire and advancing 
with Mr Lucan with the cavalry encountered the enemy, 
and notwithstanding the rmmenso superiority of the enemy 
m number, opposed tbo utmost resistance in their power At 
length the combined omues of the two states were repulsed 
The loss sustained by Bapojee Scmdiah in killed and 
wonoded omoanted to seven hundred horse, and mueb^ 
plunder was also comnutted. Colonel Monson, wUliout 
bearing any share in the action, ejected his retreat i4 tbo 
utmost confusion with the infiintry, which had occupiM^ 
position at tho dutance of two coss from the scene of action, 
to Kotoh. Bapojee Scmdiah jomed Colonel Monson on tho 
rood with the remainder of hij broken troops. But when 
Colonel ^louson reached Kotoh he found himiclf unable to 
maintain his ground tliero and withdrawing bis troops ac- 
cordingly from that place crossed tbo Chumbul nver m boats 
which ho Cauad ready for that purpose. Bapojee Scmdiah 
at tbo same time requoitcd that, after crossing tlic nrer, the 
Colonel Would allow tho boat* to return for the. purpose of 
couTojing Iiu troops across tho nver that they might he 
enabled to join him but Colonel Monson never returned the> 
boats. Bapojeo Scmdiah therefore finding it Iropracticahlo 
to attempt to cross tho nver, without the assistance of tho 
boats, took up a position dose to Kotah. IJolkars amjy- 
howorcr arrivmg then? invested tho place and would havo 
shortly scued the per^n of Bapojco Scmdiah had not Rajah 
AaCm bmg of Kotah sent a messogo to Bapojco Scmdiah, 
uifiirmmg Bjiwjee that if he did not >i^lt IlolUr, ho would 
mcrjuWy lose hu hfe ; agreeably to wIw»o advice Bapojco 
ScinUuh seeing that he had no altcmati>o acted by going 
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with Rajah Zalim Sing to visit Holkar, and by remaining 
some days with Holkar under plausible professions of amity. 
At last, however, Bapoj'ee Scmdiah found means to extiicate 
himself from the power of Holkar, when he communicated to 
me all these circumstances, and the address by which he had 
preseived his life and succeeded in withdrawing himself horn 
Holkar’s party, stating at the same time that if I would even 
now make him some pecuniary advances, he would assemble 
his troops, recal Suddasheo Rao, and prepare to give the 
enemy battle. I accoidingly renewed with the utmost degree 
of earnestness my apphcation to Mr. Webbe, to fuinish some 
pecumary aid for the relief of the immediate exigencies of 
the army , but that gentleman, although in the course of the 
discussion of the depending question, he once acknowledged 
to me that your Excellency had authorized him to affoid the 
required pecuniary assistance, took no measures to furnish it 
to me , and although I contrasted the fatal consequences 
which must attend his disregard of this question, with the 
advantage and extensive good to be derived from the imme- 
diate apphcation of a sum of money to the purpose of pre- 
^^J>lng the army, my efforts proved wholly unsuccessful. 
Bapojee Scindiah being extremely drstressed and embar- 
rassed by the importunities of the troops, without the least 
hope of receiving any pecuniary assistance from me, was com- 
pelled ostensibly to espouse the cause of Holkar. 

As all these evds originated m the defeat of a supply of 
money, I, with a view to obviate the future aggravation of 
them and the occurrence of more serious disturbance, came 
to a fixed determmation either to march myself from Buihan- 
poor, for the purpose of assuming the command of my army 
in person, or to dispatch Bhow Gopaul Rao with a well ap- 
pointed force of horse and foot, selected partly from the 
strength of the old mditaiy establishment, and partly com- 
I posed of recrmts, for the pui’pose of engaging the enemy. 

^ J^^t it was impracticable eithei for me to move, or to send 
Bhow Gopaul Rao without pioviding a fund for the suppoxt 
of the troops and other exigencies. 

I sent verbal messages by Bapoo Eetul Punt and Moonshee 
Kavil Nyne, to Mr. Webbe, mforming him that all the exist- 
mg evils were to be ascribed to the pecumary distress of my 
government, which was manifest, and that the disturbances 
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were mcrcMcd daily and askmg his advice with respect^ to 
the propnety either of my marching or of dispatching Show 
Gopaul RaO| observing at the same tune that os the mterests 
of the two states were identified whatever he should recom^ 
mend for their mutual benefit, should be earned mto effect, 
but that m that case he must obtain a supply of money for me, 
cither os a gratuity, or on loan, without interest, for the pur- 
pose of preparing on extensive body of cavalry, to be col- 
lected from different quarters for tbo purpose of bnngmg 
the enemy to condign punishment smee without a very con- 
siderable body of cavalry to support the infantry it was im- 
practicable to chasUxe Holkar; that the amount of any 
pecuniary aid which ho might afford should bo hereafrer 
deducted firom the nnnn/d amount of the fifreen lacs of rupees 
settled by the treaty and of the five lacs and a half of rupees 
on account of the Jomiia of the Pergunnahs Dholpore, Barce

Air Webbe however treated this representation with thi^ 
utmost contempt and never consented to afford mo the least 
degree of pecuniary assistance, but suffered the question to 
Boat In indccUion, and has been gmlty of palpablo neglect in 
tbo payment of the tlurd instalment of tbo fifieon lacs of 
rupees, os also In the payment of the revenues collected from 
the Pergunnabs Dholpore and Boroe 

Aly fncndl I once behoved that Air Wobbo faithfully re- 
^>ortcd to your Eiccllcocy on account of all transactions at 
this Court, but now that 1 pcrcclro Air Wobbe is capable ai 
sucli inattention and neglect with regard to the odoption of 
thew desirable and necessary measures, I am satufied that 
he has never made any commumcation to your Excellency of 
my reiterated proposals, counsels or advice to lum m the 
prcicnt important cruls of ofimrs Your Excellency is dis- 
UnguubcJ by coniummato wisdom and penetration, and m 
corrtclucjs of obacrvoncc of iho duties of friendship, maj 
duUenge iho hUoIo world. If^ therefore Air Wobbo bail 
tromuutied to )ou my fnctul) inforination of tlicic poinUj 
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your Excellency would doubtless have returned a favourable 
answer to them. 

Under these circumstances I have dispatched to your Ex- 
cellency) by two Hircai rails, this friendly letter, for the 
purpose of explaining to youi Excellency the points above 
adveited to, and also communicating other cu'cumstances 
which have occurred, together with my sentiments, with re- 
feiencc to time to come. 

The particulars arc as follows . — 

Istly. After the conclusion of the two treaties, his Excel- 
lency General Lake gave the countries of Gohud and Gwa- 
lior, together Mith the foit of the latter, to the people of 
Bhootpongra. The case however is that the countries of 
Gohud and Gwalior, together with the fort of Gwalior, have 
foi a long period of time been annexed to my territory.'’' At 
the time of the conclusion of the peace, I delivered to the 
honourable Major-General Wellesley a statement, under my 
orvir seal and signature, of all the countries and forts in Bhn- 
•dostan •which I had ceded, together with a memorandum of 
then names and annual value. In that statement, howevei, 
_Ahe names of the countries of Gohud and Gwalior, with the 
fort of the latter, were not inserted. Had I ceded those 
countries, their names also would unquestionably have ap- 
peared in that statement The dehveiy of that territory and 
fort to the people of Bhootpongra and then occupation of 
them, therefore, was m duect violation of the ti’eaty of 
peace. 

Secondly. Among the seven Rajahs named m the copy 
of the treaty transmitted to me by yom* Excellency, the 
name of the Rajah of Jodepore is mserted, which I was 
not prepared to expect, since the Rajah of Jodepore has 
during the last fifty or sixty years, stood m a tributary i ela- 
tion to me, and the greatest exertions were employed to

It WM not proper therefore to connect the name of tb®

To flluitrate the lubject ftirther, I will aik why the Rajah 
of Jodepore afforded an asylum to the famfly of Holkar if he 
had concluded any engagement* with the Bntuh GoTem- 
ment, and why hoa he umformly asserted to me that be had 
not concluded engagements, or formed an alliance with any 
state and that he stiQ continued to stand In the same relation 
towards me as ho has always donot 

In the course of our conrersations although both these 
points were msisted on, Mr Webbe boa pertmacioosly refused 
to luten to what has been urged upon them. 

Thirdly The affair of the fifteen lacs of rupee* on account 
of the territory m Hmdotton * which accordmg to the pro- 
Tuions of treaty, Is payable annually to me, and which your 
Excellency s vakeels engaged should bo paid m th:^ u»tal- 
ments in the year At tho penod for the paymeia of 
instalment Mr Webbe brings forward various objections, of ^ 
a nature highly ipipropcr and unbecoming 
Fourthly ThoPcrgunnahsofDholepore, Barcc, andRajah 
Kurro, the Jumna of which is fivo-and-a half lacs of rupees 
per annum were assigned to mo by the provuion* of tho 
treaty Those Pergunnahs have not yet been delivered up 
to me, nor has tho amount of tho collections from them, from 
the date of their treaty to the present tune, been paid to mo 
no Intention appear* of dchvcnng them over tome nor in tUo 
event of their being retained by the British Government, 
docs Mr ebbe seemed mclmcd to the annoal payment of 
the Jumna but clearly evades that point. 

nftlily Iho collections from Cbunmrcoomla Jamnoaun 
DaUood rnnungl.ur, &c. SlobouU rrluch I am enUUed to by 
treaty fiwm tbc date of Ibo treaty, unul that of tho resUtu 
twn of tlioio places, bate not yet been paid 
biatbly It u conditioned in Ibo treaty, that many troops 
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nuHt not bo >bUiono(l in the Pergunnalis of Cliumarcoondah 
dauingamn, Cilc Tlicie mint be only TehseeUlurs, " or if any 
Zcnhiubir slial) become lefractoiy, or if any person sliall 
c\citc distuibance within tliO'.e Poigunnahs, the British 
ytroops (on the application of the Telisceldars) w ill apply a 
reined} accordingly. In confoiniity to the obligations of tieaty, 
'rchsooldais only have been stationed m those Pergunnahs, 
the whole of which have been destroyed by the violence of 
turbulent people, and by the Bheels, and continue subject 
to the same depredations. Although the Tehsceldars state the 
cucunistances to the o/liceis coinnianding Biitish troops, and 
also to Killedur of Ahmednuggur, which place is m the 
vicinity of those Pergunn.ihs, no one attends to them, nor 
Is .my attempt made to suppiess these disoiders, and in 
toiiseiiuence, the whole of these Peigunnahs are one con- 
tinued scene of devastation (literally ’hnade level with the 
eaith") .ind not a ti.tcc of h.abitation or cultivation leinains. 
If I propose to Mr. AVebbe that I should despatch troops 
bom hence to those Peigunn.ihs, he will not consent nor will 
he hjinsclf apply a remedy. 

.-^'evcnthly. The Jagheeis in Hindost.in, estimated at tw'o 
lies of rupees per annum, which by tieaty weie to be lehn- 
quished by the Biitish Govcinment m favour of ceitain of 
of my chiefs .and lelations, most of those now, at the expiia- 
tion of ten months remain unielinquished, and the Na^jiins 
and Annuls refuse to relinquish them on various pretexts. 

Eighthly. In the second tieaty it is provided, that in con- 
sideration of the union established between the two states, 
the officers of the Company’s troops will attend to the pro- 
tection of rny territories in the same manner as to the protec- 
tion of the Company’s. But notwithstanding Colonel Murray’s 
f'oining to Ougein, Jeswunt Rao Holkar mvested the Fort of 
Mundesoor during full two months, and plundered, and laid 
the whole of that district, including that town , and m 
tnt?-^same manner, while Colonel Murray was at Ougein, 
Meer Khaun, the Afghaun, a partisan of Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar ’s, mvested the fortress of Bhelsa and plimdered the 
whole of that district, and the town and fort which he cap- 
tured , and yet no assistance or protection was afforded by the 
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ColoneL What la to be thooght of all these points which are 
contrary to the treabea ? Thia however is certain that the 
circumstanccj of this quarter are entirely unknown to your 
Excellency, eUe inch a degree of procrastination on the part 
of the Company in fulfilling the obbgations of friendship, anJ 
the conditions of treaty were impossible 
As tlie war with HolLar m consequence of the offleer* of 
jour Excellency s troop* thinking too lightly of it, baa now 
run to a great length, and my territory ha* been exposed to 
the last degree of deraitation and a* Mr Webbe neither 
fulfils the obligation* of treaty or of friendship, nor return* 
any aniwert* to my plan* of operation for the conduct of the 
war against the enemy, and to my proposition*, all which are 
conformable to the condition* of treaty nor adju*t* any of 
these pomU, therefore a pair of hircarrah* are sent with thi* 
letter to your Excellency, for the purpose of communicating

lircl) to my expectation founded on the union of the two 
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Staton, of aid in all my alKiiri., on the part of your E\cellency. 
As Mr. Wcbbe, who resides with me on tlie part of your 
Excellency, piactices delay and evasion in every point, and 
avoids the advance of money in the form of pecuniary aid, of 
a loan or on account of that which is clcaily and justly due 
by the conditions of treaty, I have deemed it necessary to 
communicate all cncumstanccs to your Excellency. 

My army having reached the banks of the Nerbuddah by 
successive marches, is bcgimng to cross. I ^hall now remain 
in expectation of an answer. Your Excellency is endowed 
with gi cat wisdom and foresight, and is unequalled in the 
virtues of fullilhiig the obligations of engagements and of 
fiiendship. I therefore request }our Excellency to take into 
your deliberate consideration all that I have written, and 
adopt such measures as may most speedily both ternimate the 
contest with Jeswunt Rao Ilolkar, and fulhll the obligations 
of the treaties subsisting between us, and strengthen in the 
most perfect degree, and perpetuate the foundations of union 
and alliance betw'cen the two states Let your Excellency 
further be pleased to consider, wlieio is the advantage of 
-Slidering th<it which has been taken from friends to fall into

Having 
maturely weighed and considered all these points, let your 
Excellency be pleased to favour me with a speedy and favour- 
able answei. If by the time of my arrival at Malwa, a full 
and detailed answer to all that I have written ainves, it will 
extremely proper and advisable. 

’^‘'jVIy determined resolution now is, after having collected 
a numerous army, consisting both of old troops and new 
levies, to proceed to chastise the enemy, for how can I he 
content to see a teiritory, which for a long time has been in 
my possession, and in the conquest of which crores of rupees 
have been expended and gieat battles have been fought, in 
the possession of another ’ It is no very difficult matter to 
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wrest the temtory from the hand* of the enemy Nothing 
cUo u necesiary but the open and cordial lupport of friends 
I await your EiceDeiicyg faroarable answer for the prosecu

I have Dov the honour to detail for your Lordship s uifor 
madosv the plans that were formed to ensore, if possible^ the 
succcu of the attempt, 

The itonnmg party under tho order® of LicuM^olonet y 
Don, was formed of the greatest part of tho European 
force belonging to tho Bengal army and three battalions of 
Sepoys. 

One column composed of 200 of hu Majesty^s 8Gth rcgi 
ment, from tho Bombay divuioo and tho 1st battahon 8th 
regiment Bengal naUro infantry, under Captain Grant, of 
tho former corps, was ordered to attack tho cnemj s trenches 
and guns outsldo the town whilst a third column composed 
of 300 men of his Majesty s C5tli regiment and two battalions 
of Bombay Sepoys marched to attack tho Bcem Narain 
Gate which from every report I had received was easy or " 
access for guns &c. 

The slg^ for tho storming party to move out was tho 
commencement of Captain Grants attack on tho cncm/s 
Ucnchcs which took pUco a hulo before four o clock m the 
ailcmoon. 

Captain Grants column was completely successful, and got

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inimeilmte possession of the enemy’s guns, eleven in number, 
.ill of winch have been bi ought mto camp. The gallant 
conduct of Capt.ain Giant and his paity, meiits every praise. 
_ I am soiry to say, that neithei of the othei columns suc- 
ceeded. Lieut.-Colonel Don’s was unfortunately delayed by 
some unexpected ciicumstances, and on its aiiival at the 
ditch, it was found to contam such a depth of watei as to 
lender it impossible to gain the hi each. The troops imme- 
diately attempted to ascend by the bastion, but the obstacles 
they met with were of so serious a nature, that then utmost 
efforts were unsuccessful, though the coloui’s of the 12th 
native mfantry were planted within a short distance of the 
top. 

The column from the Bombay division under Lieut.-Colo- 
nel Taylor, notwithstanding eveiy exertion, could not effect 
then object. They were consideiably delayed on their march 
by a laige body of the enemy’s hoise, and, by a mistake on 
the part of their guide, weie veiy eaily exposed to a most 
heavy and destructive fii e from the town, which by destroymg 
then ladders lendered the attempt on the gate impracticable, 
'Snd obliged Lieut -Colonel Taylor to diaw his men undei 
cover, untd he received orders to return to camp. 

I feel it my duty to assuie youi Lordship, that though un- 
fortunately not Clowned with success, the exertions of Colonel 
Don were mentorious and gallant in the extreme, and I feel 
undei mfimte obhgations to this officer.

Head Quarters, Camp before Bhurtpore, 
My Lord, February 22, 1806 

My despatch of yestei day’s date will have conveyed to your 
Loidship mtelligence of our want of success, in a fourth 
attempt made to cairy this place by assault. 

As it appeared that our failuie on the 20th was to be 
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accounted for, m a great roeasure by the occurrence of un- 
expected accident* and delay*, a* part of the corp* who 
formed the »tonmng party had •urmounted the principal 
difficulty and had nearly gamed the summit of the baationx 
where I wa* informed a few hours more battenug would 
render the ajcent perfectly easy, I determined to maie ano- 
ther attempt yciterday 

The party for tbu service conaiated of the whole Euro- 
pean force and two battahon* of native infantry of tbe 
Bengal army and the greater part of bis hlajesty a 6dtb and 
86th regunentf, and the grenadier battalion, and flank com- 
panies of the lit battahon 3d regiment, from the Bombay 
diTuion. The whole moved on to the attack about three 
o clock m the afternoon, under the command of the honour 
able BHgadier Mouion 

The troops, most confident of success commenced the 
attack and persevered in it for a conaidenible length of tune, 
with tbe moat determmed bravery, bnt their utmost exer 
dons wore not suffiaent to enable them to gam the top of 
the breach, Tbe bastion which was the point of attack 
extremely steep the resutonce opposed to them was 
gorous and os oar men could only mount by small parties at 
a time the advantages were very great on the side of the 
enemy Discharges of grape loga of wood and pots filled 
with combustible material* immediately knocked down tlioio 
who were ascending and tbe whole party after being en- 
gaged m on obstinate contest for two hours and auflbnng 
Tory sever© loss, wero obhged to relmquiah the attempt, and 
retire to our trenches. 

1 hare to lament the loss of very many gallant officers and 
men, as will appear to your 1/ordihip by the accompanying 
return of killed and wounded 00 this occasion. \ 

It IS with smecro gnof 1 inform your Lordahip, that 
among the killed Is my aide-de-camp, Major Mcnxiet, of his 
Majesty ■ 80th regiment wlio premeeded with the storming 
party, and fell whilst among tho foremost, ho wa* making 
the moil heroic exertions to ascend tho breach I feel su>* 
cere sorrow for his lou no less on occount of the great 
regard 1 entertauKd for Ins private worth, than IVom tho 
high estimation in which 1 held his merits as an officer 
llio Honourable Colonel 3Ionsoo, to whom tho conduct of 
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ihv' .Ut ick was cntiu-steil, made every possible e'ceition, and 
baa Kooivod my best tluinks lor his uncommon gallantry and 
pt i-'CvciauLC on that oceusion. 

'riunigh the troops were unable to clFect their object, I am 
happ) to assure \oui liordship that they Iiave on no occasion 
dispkued greatei steadinesa. Those of the Bengal army 
suppoited their foimei chaiacter, and the Bombay division 
displaved a degiee of resolution and discipline which en- 
titles them to mj highest piaisc and appiobation.

^s/Your Highness must be fully apprized of the natuie 
of the communications which I have received from the re- 
presentative of the British Government at your Plighness’s 
court, relative to the whole tenor of the conduct and pioceed- 
ings of your Highness's government since your departuie 
fiom Boorhanpore, your Highness therefore will be prepared 
to receive the declaration of the sinceie regret with which I 
have beheld you involved in a couise of conduct not only 
inconsistent with the obligations of the defensive alliance con- 
cluded between the British Goveinment and y^oui Highness 
at Boorhanpore, but with the stipulations of the treaty of 
peace concluded at Serjr Angengaum, I am w'ell apprized of 
the fatal counsels which have occasioned all these evils, and 
■which have produced a disregard of those liberal propositions 
-Pn the part of the British Goveinment, which were intended 
and calculated to restore the dechnmg resources, vigor, and 
prosperity of your Highness’s government. The tendency of 
their evil counsels must ultimately lead to the sacrifice of youi 
Highness’s deaiest interests and honour, in the prosecution 
of a couise of policy exclusively adopted to the desperate 
views and profligate designs of interested and wicked men. 

I am smceiely mchned to believe that your Highness is 
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really di*po»ed to rT>’i\ntftin your obligationa with the Bntiah 
GoTenunent but my opimon of your Highness • individunl 
disposition, cannot exempt me horn the doty of considering 
your H* gbnp«< to be responsible for all the acts of your 
gOTemment, whatever be the source fifom whence those acts 
have originally proceeded 

If therefore, your Highness shall unfortunately pennit your 
state to be ruled by couns^ hostile to the Bntish Govern- 
ment, your Highness cannot impute the necessary conse- 
quences of such on injurious pohey to me or to your alhes 
and friends. 'With whatever degree of reluctance and pain 
we may be comifelled to consider your state m any other 
capaaty thrm that of on ally and fnend the sense of our own 
fccunty will demand adequate precautions against the hostile 
proceedings of your Highness • government.

Satisfied that youi Highness lias not per- 
sonally participated in the comnnssion of tins unpieccdented 
violence, I am disposed to limit the measures to be adopted 
by the Biitish Government upon tins occasion, to a demand 
of such atonement as it may be practicable to affoid for an 
act of such extreme violence and outrage. 

Your Highness will probably be prepaied to expect the 
immediate exertion of retributive justice on the pait of the 
Biitisli Govcinment, but, notw-ithstanding the provocations 
which the whole conduct of your Highness’s government 
under the duection of wicked men, has alibi ded, especially 
m the conumssion of this extiaoidinaiy act of violence, the 
Butish Government is disposed to pieserve with your High- 
ness the relations of amity and peace, provided that your 
Highness will allbid the most public testimony of yoiu abhor- 
leiicc of the crime vihich has been committed by your 
servants; that you vviU make every possible atonement by 
endeavouring to discover, and when discovered, by punishmg

Afiairs will be conducted with you m amity and 
cordiality eithei by Mr. Jenkins, or by Colonel Close, (the

My dear Lord, Fort William, Marck 12, 1806 

The accounts received this day and yesterday from Colonel 
Martmdell, enclosing despatches to the Adjutant-Geneial 
and from Mr. Jenkins, leave the mtentions^of Scindiah in a 
very doubtiul state, although I still think that he does not 
mean to make wai, noi to advance towards our frontier. 
The force, however, which Scmdiah appears to have as- 
sembled IS so considerable, that I am now mclined to thmk 
that Its motions must be observed by Colonel Martindell’s 
corps, and that corps cannot be drawn from the vicinity of 
Its present position. 1 therefore strongly recommend it to 
^ur Lordship to stiengthen Colonel Martmdell’s corps 
without delay, so as to make it equal to six battahons of 
native infantry, one legiment of European infantry, and two 
regiments of native cavahy, with a due proportion of artil- 
lei’y. The body guard and the cavalry now ivith Colonel 
Maitmdell, may probably be deemed equal to one legiment 
of native cavalry. Your Lordship therefore would add one 
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regnnent of native cavalry to Colonel MartmdeH* present 
strength j I conclude alao that you could draw the 22d regi 
ment fr9m Cawnpore, and add a native battalion to the five 
battahona now with Colonel Martmdell Thia force under 
a good officer whom you will select, would be quite equal to 
Scindiah, I should hope. Colonel Martmdell should be 
ordered not to lufier Jhansi to be plundered or approached, 
and to concert meoiures with the Jhansi man for that pur 
pose. Your Lordship wiH jadge of the best position foi 
this force with the view of watching Scmdiah s movements, 
and ultimately, if necessary of repelling him from the ixonUer

The Governor-General in Council to the Honourable Court of Directors of 
the Honourable the East India Company 

Honourable Sirs, Fort WJliam, March 22, 1805 

1. Major-General the Honouiable Sir Aithui Wellesley, 
K. B. having obtained the peimission of the Governor- 
General and of the Commander-in-Chief to proceed to Eu- 
rope, the Goveinor-Geneial m Council deems it to be his 
duty to submit to youi honourable Court a copy of a letter, 
under date the 24th ultimo, from the Governor-General in 
Council to Sir Arthur Wellesley* on the occasion of the 
resignation by that officer of the military and political powers 
vested in him by the Governor General’s instructions of the 
26th of June, ISOS,' and the 9th of November, 1804. 

2. The Governor-General in Council, m recommending 
the etoment public services of Sir Arthur Wellesley to the 
distinguished favour and notice of your honourable Court, 
revest you to consider the letter fiom the Governor-Geneial 
ii^ouncil, under date the 24th ultimo, to Sir Arthur Wel- 
lesley, as contaming the expression of the sentiments of your 
supreme government in India with regard to the conduct of 
that distinguished officer in the service of the honourable 
Company and of the nation, in India.

In our detpatch of the 15th of June ISOIi* the Governor 
General mCoundl had the honour to submit to yonrhonoui- 
abJo Committee a statement of the circumitancea and conii- 
derationa which had compelled the British Government to 
adopt measures for the reduction of the power of Jcawunt 
Rao Holhar, within such Innjts as might be consistent with 
the secunty of the rights and interests of the Bntuh Gi> 
vermnent and its allies, and of the succesifiil commencement 
of hostile operations against the troops of that chieftmiL 
In that despatch the Governor-General m Council com 
mumcaled to your honourable Committeo'the general plon ol 
operations ongmolly inteoded to be pursued for the redac' 
tion of Jeswunt Rao Holkart power Your honourable 
Committee will have observed that the basu of that plan 
was a combination of the movcmenlf apd operatinns of the 
British troops and those of Dowlnt Rao Smndmh and ^ 
Culckwar, acting against too forces and temtopes ofHolks^ 
from Guvnit, iIalwa,^,And the Deccan, while the minn 
arpiy under the pcrionol direction of his Excellency the 
Commander m-Chief pursued the enemy from Hindostap, 

It was not expected tliat tbo whole of this plan of opera 
tioQB could ho immediately canned intp effect,* and wo ap- 
prized )our hoDourablo Commltteo In our despatch of the 
luth of June of tbo insurmountable obstacles opposed to tin 
immcdUtc ad>anco of tho army of the Deccan which woi 
destined to occupy the forts and temtory of Ilolior, soutl: 
of the Nerbuddo, by tbo desolated state of the country 
through which tliat army would have occasion to pass. Until 
those obstacles however should have been removed by the 
return of the rainy season wo bad reason to expect that the 
oiHrnliouj of the Bntuh troops on tho side of Hlndoston 
combin a with those of tbo allied forces from JIalwah and 
Guzerat, would cillicr cfllct tJio destruction of Jcswuui 
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Rao Holkar’s force, or would circumscribe the movements of 
the enemy in such a manner as to occasion the dispeision of 
his foices, or at least to prevent his leturn to Hindostan 
aftei the aimy of his Excellency the Commander-in-Chief 
'[should have compelled him to retiie from the position which 
he occupied within the teiiitory of the Rajah of Jyenagur. 

Your honourable Committee has been appiized by our 
despatch of the 15th of June, that the detachment under the 
command of Colonel Monson had compelled the enemy to 
retire from that position. The Governor-General in Council 
further apprized your honouiable Committee of the circum- 
stances, which in the judgment of his Excellency the Com- 
mander-in-Chief rendeied it expedient to withdiaw the mam 
body of the British aimy fiom the advanced position which it 
occupied, and to confine the plan of operations on the side of 
Hmdostan, to the adoption of measures for the effectual 
exclusion of Holkai from that quarter, until the return of a 
season moie favourable for active operations. 

Your honouiable Committee will have observed that his 
Excellency the Commander-in-Chief judged the strength of 
tE^etachment undei the command of Lieut -Colonel Mon- 
son to be sufficient for that purpose, and accordmgly di- 
rected Lieut.-Colonel Monson to form such a disposition of 
his force as should completely obstruct the return of Holkar 
into Hindostan 

This arrangetnent was founded on the following supposi- 
tions. 1st. That the army and resources of Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar had been greatly reduced and were daily dimi- 
nishing, and that his military reputation had suffered from his 
piecipitate flight Sndly. That the British force in Guzerat 
would be enabled to act offensively against the force of Jes- 
wunt Rao Holkar according to the original plan of opera- 
tions Srdly That the forces of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah were 
prepared to co-operate with the Biitish troops on the side 
^^^^falwah and Guzeiat. 

The infoimation which had been communicated to his 
Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, relative to the reduced 
condition of Jeswunt Rao Holkar’s powei and resources, was 
entitled to every degree of credit The expectation, how- 
evei, which bis Excellency the Coramandei-in-Chief enter- 
tained that the British force m Guzerat would be enabled to 
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carry on ofienaive operationa againat Holiar, waa not con- 
iutent with the information which the Governor-General 
hod received relative to the obitaclei opposed to the ad- 
vance of that force by the general diatreai of the country jin 
which it would be required to act. Although the Governor^ 
Genehd was not diapOBed to place any implicit confidence m 
the aid of Dowlut Rao Scindiah hi* Excellency had no 
reason to doubt either the diapoaition or the abihty of that 
chieftain to prosecute with energy and effect offennve opera- 
tions against Jeswunt Rao HoUcar 

In our despatch of the 15th of June the Governor-Ge- 
neral m Council apprised your honourable Committee that 
thii state of circumstances appeared to the Governor Ge- 
neral to afford a favourable opportnmty for withdrawing the 
British troops In every quarter of India to their usual sta 
bona with the cxcepbon of the tubsidiary forces which the 
British Government was bound to fiinuih to the Peishwa 
and the Guickwar to Dowlut Rao Scindiah and the Rona of 
Gohud, and for framing a disposition of those subsidiary 
forces which would enable the Bntuh Govermnent at the 
close of the rainy season to reduce the power of 
Rao Holhar withm due boimd* without incurring any conai 
dcrable eXpence 

Your honourable Committee ha* already been fumuhed 
with a copy of the Governor GenoraT* note* of the 25th of 
May prescnblng the detail of these proposed arrangement*, 
and your honourable Committee will not fail to observe that 
thoio arrangeroent* were not limited to tho object of provid- 
ing for tho supposed situation of affair* but were calculated 
to meet the exigency of any probable occurrence, or future 
state of arcumitances. Those arrangements were framed 
on principles calculated to provide not only for the contm.- 
gency of an erroneous estimate of the reduced power and 
* resources of Jeswunt Rao llolUr and of Dowlut Rao Son 
diohs moclivity but CTcn for the pouiblo event of a combi-, 
nation of Jeswunt Rao llolkar* force* with those ofSdo- 
diah and tiio Uajah oTBcrar 

No doubt whatutcr can bo entertained that tho completion 
ortho proiw.cd ammjemonu would hate tecured tho nc 
cumph hmint of tho expectation announced to your honour 
able Committee in our dcpatclt of tho lath of Juno, ol 
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effecting the reduction of Jeswunt Rao Holkar’s power at 
the close of the rains, without any considerable expence, 
since the stipulated strength of each of the subsidiaiy forces, 
.combined with then assigned positions, was such as to lender 
^thera irresistible by the tioops of any native power, and to 
afford the certain means of pressing with success upon the 
enemy to whatever point he might direct his foices. 

The repoits which the Governoi -General in Council ori- 
ginally received of the natuie and extent of the incursion 
into the province of Bundlecund, of which the substance is 
stated in oui despatch to your honouiable Committee of the 
loth of June, rendered it necessary in the Governor Gene- 
ral’s judgment to diiect the suspension of the ariangements 
prescribed by the notes of the 25th of May, and the vigor- 
ous prosecution of hostilities against Jeswunt Rao Holkar, 
and accoidingly the Governoi -General m an official letter, 
addiessed to his ^Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, under 
date the 8th of June, 1804, stating the sentiments of the Go- 
vernor-General relative to the possible consequences of the 
irruption into Bundlecund, and to the conduct of Lieut.- 
^Sdionel Fawcett, who commanded the troops stationed m 
that province, authoiized the Commander-in-Chief to post- 
pone the prescribed arrangements, and to employ every 
effort to 1 educe Jeswunt Rao Holkar and the piedatoiy 
chiefs connected with him or acting upon our frontiers, or 
within the teiutories of our allies, in the pursuit of separate 
schemes of plundei. 

Although it appeared by subsequent information that the 
reports which the Governoi -Geneial had oiiginally received 
with regard to the extent of the foice, which had invaded 
Bundlecund, were gieatly exaggerated, that the number of 
the piedatory horse which had entered Bundlecund did not 
^^jCxceed 5000, and that the mvadeis had abandoned the pio- 
Ls y^Qce, the Governor-General did not think proper to revoke 
'^hi^ orders for the piosecution of active measures against 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar and his adherents, because the success-' 
of that predatory foice in destroying a detachment of Biitish 
tioops, and in accomplishing its objects of plundei and de- 
vastation, and especially the letreat of the British troops, 
undei the command of Lieut -Colonel Fawcett, might en- 
couiage similar attempts on a more extended scale on the 
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Colonel Monjon deUched a party of the troop* under Ju« 
command agaunt the fort. The party (which waa placed 
under the cojnmand of Major Sinclair) conuated of 9 com 
panic* o^ the 2d battahon 2d regiment of natiro mfantjy, 
with 0 la ppimden, and of a party of Hindoatannee caralry 
coDUDAnded by Lieatenaiit Lucan* 

On the 2d of July Major SiocUir with the force under bu 
comznandy arrived within a short distance of the fort, which 
waa assaulted on the evening of that day, and earned by the 
British troops with the greatest gaUantry and rapidity, and 
with inconaiderabie lose on oar part 
After the capture of Hinglaiagorhi liieut-CoIoneJ Monson 
advanced his position about fifty mJea from the Moknndra 
pass, in which position he waa informed that he would be 
able to procure suppbea. Laeat-Coloncl Monson also ex 
pected to be able to commumcate with Colonel Murray 
at that time on his march with a considerable defachroent 
of troops, from Guaerat, towards Oagew ^ 

The corps under the command of Lieut. Colonel Monson 
at this period, consisted of five battalions sepoys, with a 
proportion of artillery and of two bodies of 
under tho command of Lieutenant Lucan and of Bapojee 
Sdndiah, onioontuig to about SOOO men. • 

On the 7th of July 180 Liout.-'Colonel Monson received 
intelligence, that Jeswunt Hao Holktic (who iicco his re- 
treat before tho army of the Commander m-Cbief h od occu 
pied a position in hlalwa having the Chumbul nver between 
lum and Liout. Colonel Monson s corps) had crossed tho 
Chumbul nver witli tho whole of lus army and guns Lleut- 
CoIoolI ^fouson was desirous of attacking Jeawunt Bao 
llolkar, and moved towards the place at which it was stated 
that Jowunt Hao IJolLar had crossed the Chumbul nver' 
It appears however, that Lleuc-Coloucl hlonson found, that 
lio bod only two dajs groin m hu camp, part of hli corps 
bad been dctacbcd to bring up gram one battahon of bis 
force was on its march to join him from liinglaisgurb, and 
he cspectcJ to be joined by an escort with treasure for the 
u*c uf bis dctacbmcjit* JLicuU-Cobncl Monson had also 
rcccued accounts from Colonel Murray, of that officers 
InteiuioD to fill back on the hfyhio river This movement 
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and the causes stated to justify it, aie subsequently described 
in this despatch. 

Lieut.-Colonel Monson also leceived information, that the 
extent of Jeswunt Rao Holkar’s force was such as to render 
It impiudent to hazard a general engagement. Under these 
circumstances, Lieut -Colonel Monson determined to retire 
to the Mokundra pass Accordingly, the whole of the 
baggage and stores, belonging to Lieut.-Colonel Monson’s 
detachment, was sent off at four at a. m. on the morning of 
the Sth of July ISOl, to Soonarah, and Lieut.-Colonel Mon- 
son remained on the ground of encampment, with his detach- 
ment formed m older of battle, until half-past nine. At that 
hour Lieut.-Colonel Monson, commenced his retreat, leaving 
Lieutenant Lucan and Bappojee Scindiah with the irregular 
cavalry on the giound, with orders to follow in half an hour, 
and to send to Lieut.-Colonel Monson the earhest mtelhgence 
of Jeswunt Rao Holkar's motions 

The detachirient had maiched neaily twelve miles, when 
Lieut -Colonel Monson leceived intelligence, that Lieutenant 
Lucan’s party had been attacked, at a considerable distance, 
}^.£!ie rear of Lieut -Colonel Monson’s division, by the whole 
of Jeswunt Rao Holkai’s cavalry. On the receipt of this 
intelligence, Lieut -Colonel Monson formed his troops m * 
order of battle, and was pioceeding to the support of Lieu- 
tenant Lucan’s detachment, when Bappojee Scindiah joined 
Lieut.-Colonel Monson’s division, bimging mtelhgence, that 
the rear guaid had been defeated, that many chiefs had 
been either killed or wounded, and that Lieutenant Lucan, 
with seveial chiefs, weie taken piisoners. In consequence of 
this information, Lieut -Colonel Monson lesumed his march 
in the direction of the Mokundra Pass, wheie he arrived at 
noon on the 9th of July, without having been molested by the 
enemy. 

The mtelhgence of the commencement of Lieut.-Colonel 
Aipnson’s letieat i cached the Commandei-in-chief at Cawn- 
pore on the 18th of July. His Excellency immediately 
adopted measures for re-infoicmg Lieut -Colonel Monson’s 
detachment, and for supplying it with giain, in the hope of 
enabling that detachment to maintam its ground against the 
enemy. His Excellency also made such arrangements as 
appeared to be best calculated for the security of the British 
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ibould have been effected, the two detachmenta would be 
able to effect a junctiou, or to undertake any other operation 
which might appear to be adnaable. 

The diBtance of Colonel Murray a corps from the station 
of the Bntuh troops m the Deccan and the necessity of 
retamuig in Guserat the fbrco staponed in that provinca pre- 
cluded the practicability of strengthenuig the detac hm ent 
under the command of Colonel Murray m any material de- 
gree The attention of the Commander m-Chief was there- 
fore directed to the means of re-mforong Colonel Monson • 
detachment with a safficient body of Enropean and native 
cavalry infantry, and artillery The Commander in-CIhifif 
was directed to exercue his ducrePon with regard to the ex 
pediency of pUang this force under the orders of an oflicer 
of superior rank, to either of those who commanded the sepa 
rate dotachmeots, and of investing the officer so appointed 
with powers to conclude under favourable ctrcumstances, a 
pacific arrangement with Holkar The GoTemor-General in 
Council was still of opinion that great advantage would be 
derived from an occommodapon with Holkar on the terms 
proposed in the uutruebons to the Heiident with Scindiah of 
the 30th of June, but the Commimder in-Cbief was directed 
to consider on early and vigorous attack on Holkar s force 
and if necessary tbo reduction of bis power and resources 
to ho the mom object of his attention 

The mstrucUons of which the substance is stated in tho 
pTcceduig paragraplu were prepared before the Goveraor- 
Geoerat had received informationofLicutenant Colonel Mon 
sons retreat before tbo army of Jeswunt Rao Holkar Pro- 
viously however to the actual despatch of those Instructions, 
the Gorcrnor-GcnenU received tbo mtellJgcnco of that 
event 

Although the retreat of Licutenont'Coloncl ilonson $ de- 
tachment rendered it probable that a necessity might ariio for 
mare extended preparations ogouiit Holkar than those prts 
senhed by tbo Governor-Generals instructions to tho Com- 
nuoder w-Clucf, the Governor General did not deem it ne- 
cctsory ot that moment to iskuo further orders founded on the 
tenar of that intilligcnce The Governor General was satis- 
fied that every exertion would be employed by bis Excellency 
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of JcsTTunt Rao HoDoifs gonf, Lieat-Colouel Monjon did 
not consider hi* post at Mokundra to be tenable, and ac- 
cordingly retolred to retire to Kotab which place the detach- 
ment reached on the 12th JoJy in the morning, after eipe- 
nenang extreme fatigue from the inclemency of the season 
and the mandated state of the country The conduct of all 
the troops both m the contest with the force of Jeawimt Rao 
HoRar and under the pressure of the difficulties which im- 
peded their retreat, u stated by Lieut.-ColoDel hlonson to 
hare been distinguished by an mnnable spirit of gallantry 
and firmness* * 

The Rajah of Kotah, alarmed at the near approach of 
Holkars force and fearful of the consequences of afibrding 
succour to the English detachment, was unwiUmg to admit 
Lient-Colonel Monson mto the town, and declared bu ina- 
bility to snpply the detachment with provisions Xaeut* 
Colonel Monaon was therefore compelled to continue his 
march the same day in the dhreebon of a ford on the nver 
Chumbal, distant about seven miles ftom Kotah sacb how- 
ever was the seventy of the weather and the state of the 
road, that this short march could not be accomplished 
the following day 

On the 14th July tbo detachment baited for the purpose 
of endeavounog to procure sapphes. 

On the 15th the detachment attempted to proceed, but the 
progrea of tbo guns being prevented by the severity of the 
nun it become necessary to bolt 

On the monung of the lOtb July the guns bad sunk so 
deep into the mnd that it was impracticable with every de- 
gree of exertion to extneate them. All the supplies of tho 
detachment being expended, and the neighbouring villages 
being exhausted EieuL Colonel filonson was induced to 
•pR® his guns and to order the ammunition to be destroyed 
at the lanw tune ho wrote to tho Rajah of Boondee, dosinog 
him to dispatch people to extricate tho guns and to deposit 
them m a place of sccunty UeuL-Colonel Monson then 
pro>ccutcd his march, and with the utmost difficulty reached 
tho Cliumbulee nvulct on tho 17th of July The nvulet was 
not fordable on tho 17lb, but on the I8th July tho European 
arulkry men crossed tho rivulet on elephants, and proceeded 
to llam{>ooralu 
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On the lOth of July the rivulet began to rise; at this time 
the tjoops Avere absolutely destitute of piovisions, but their 
immediate distiess relieved by a supply of grain, suffi- 
^cient for the consumption of tlie detachment for t^vo days, 
^whicii Wvis obtained from a village at a short distance by a 
party detached for that purpose. That party was attacked 
on Its leturii to camp by a body of the enemy’s horse, which 
vas honeier lepulscd with inconsiderable loss on our side. 

In the evening of the 21st July, Lieut.-Colonel Monson 
detached a body of tioops, undei the command of Captain 
O’Donnell, to attack a body of the enemy’s cavalry encamped 
at some distance. In this attempt the British detachment 
was completely successful, having destioyed the enemy’s 
camp, captiiicd several cimcls and 200 horses, and killed a 
gieat number of the enemy’s tioops 

By means of rafts, winch Lieut.-Colonel Monson procured, 
tno of the battalions ciossed the rivulet in the course of the 
2Jd and the 21th of Julj', and Lieut.-Colonel Don, with one 
battalion, was detached to a ford, a few miles lower down 
the iivulet, with a view to expedite the passage of the detach- 
ment, During the 24th of July, a large body of the enemy’s 
cavalry having appi cached, Lieut.-Colonel Monson drew up 
the lemainder of his detachment, amounting to about seven 
bundled men, and maintained a contest with the enemy until 
sun-set, when the enemy retired with the loss of several men 
and horses. Of the British troops, about twenty men were 
killed and wounded. 

On the 25th of July, Lieut.-Colonel Monson detached 
another battalion to join the detachment under Lieut.-Colo- 
nel Don , and the rivulet having on that day become fordable, 
Lieut.-Colonel Monson ciossed the remainder of his foice, 
which at this time was totally destitute of provisions. Lieut.- 
Colonel Monson theiefoie proceeded with the division which 
had crossed the rivulet to the fort of Bampoora, where he 
aii'ived on the 27th of July. Lieut.-Colonel Monson imme- 
dEiately adopted measures for supplying the two lemaming 
corps under Lieut.-Colonel Don, with provisions, and Lieut.- 
Colonel Don joined him at Rampoorah on the 29th of July. 

At the period of time when the Governor-General in 
Councd leceived the intelhgence of the contmued reti'eat of 
Colonel Monson’s detachment, under circumstances of the 
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utooit diitre*!, and with the low of gniu, camp eqmp^j 
and baggage — the GoTernor General m Council had 
received {formation with regard to the •^tate of Colonell 
Murray a detachment at Ougein, and to the conduct of tht^ 
oflBcen of Doirlut Rao Scintliah s government in Malwa (thel 
detaila of which will be stated in a tubeequent part of this ' 
deipatch) which precluded^e hope of deitnng any imme- 
diate benefit from the serncea of Lieut. Colonel Murray ■ 
detachment. In thu itate'^of ofiairs the Governor General 
deemed it necessary to consider, without delay, the most 
effectnal means of resistipg the force of HoHrar and of pre- 
venting the evils which might be erpected to flow from the 
retreat of the detachment under LieuU-Colonel Monson The 
Governor General accordingly prepared and transmitted to 
hu EiceDenoy the Commander in-cbief, on the 17th of 
August a paper of notes containing his seppments and m- 
structiona on the course of measures to be adopted m the 
actual enns of affairs and compnsmg a general view of the 
objects to be puraued and the means of attaining them with 
the greatest practicable degree of certainty and dispatch 
The judgment of the Govemor-General was decided, that 
those objects could not be attained by any system of opef^' 
tiaai which should, be Umited to the measure of opposing the 
force of Jeswunt Rao HolLar by small detoebmenta, neither 
poiiessing the component parts of an army nor the power of 
moving with cclenty It was obvious that detachmenti of 
this description, unleu strongly posted and lecuro of an ample 
and constant supply of provisions, would be exposed to the 
bnsord of being compelled to retire before an army of such 
ea 'ksa \>y StswunV 

Holhor and that any partial succosi on the port of Jeswunt 
Rao lIolLar would increase his reputation and by the nonw- 
bers which that succeu would induce to jom his cause, con- 
siderably augment his strength, wbQst a continuation of tho j 
enemy s success miglit bo expected to depress tho spints of J 
our own troops. 

Tho fint point itMcd in the Govemor-GeneraTs notes of 
InstrucUons was the muncdlito preparation of an anny in 
Ilmdofctan, equipped for hght movcmcaU and of sufficient 
strength to defeat the main body of Holkors force, to be 
commanded by the Commander m<hicf m person, and to bo 
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oined by a party of nregular lioise, to be furnished by our 
lative allies. The Governoi-General suggested that the 
iperations of this army should be diiected immediately 
't'against the aimy under the personal command of Holkai, 
.j(find should puisue Jeswunt Rao Holkar to the last extremity, 
it should not be possible to compel him to lisk an action ; 
a necessity which it might be expected that he would endea- 
vour by every means in his powei to avoid. 

It appealed to the Governor-General to be pioper that a 
detachment should be stationed in the neighbourhood of the 
passes into the British territoiies inTImdostan, at some posi- 
tion between Agia and Delhi, for the purposes of defending 
those passes , and that the detachment should be of suflScient 
strength, both to pieseive tianqudhty in tliose teriitoiies, 
and to defeat any part of Holkar’s foice which might pass in 
the rear of the Commander-in-cluef. The Goveinoi-Geneial 
observed, that a detachment thus foimed and posted, might 
act as a body of leserve to the army of the Commandei-in- 
chief, and might be strengthened from the gaiiisons of Agra, 
Delhi, Muttia, and othei places. 

defence of Delhi against an attack from the enemy 
was stated to the Comniandei-in-chief to be an object of the 
greatest impoitance 

The position of an efficient detachment in Bundlecund was 
considered and stated by the Goveinoi-Geneial to foim an 
important branch of the geneial plan of operations. 

The Governor-General observed, that the situation of af- 
fairs in Malwa and Guzeiat appeared to lender it desirable 
that the coips undei the command of Colonel Muriay should 
retire fiom Ougem towaids the fiontiei of Guzeiat, wheie it 
might occupy a position for the piotection of that piovmce, 
Pcud co-opeiate with the main army acting against Holkar, if 
1^13 march should be directed to that quaiter, provided a 
-T^rce could be furnished to supply the place of Colonel 
Jj/’irray’s detachment at Ougem 

For this purpose, it appealed to be desirable that the sub- 
sidiai”y foice for Dowlut Rao Scmdiah should be prepared m 
Hindostan, and should foim a part of the army of the Com- 
mandei-in-chief , and on his Excellency’s advance into Malwa, 

, should march to Ougem to reraam in that position prepared 
to act as the events of the campaign might lender advisable

It appeared to be highly improbable that Holkar should be 
ohlo to erode the attack of all these detachments and it was 
the Goremor-Genendfl decided opinion, that the proposed 
plan of operationj was preferable to any system merely do- 
fensrre. 

The speedy condusiou of the war appeared to be of the 
highest importance m every new of the question, and a w 
gorouj and early attack on the enemy • mam force offered the 
fairest prospect of such a result. 

The Goreruor-Genend also cozmnumcated to the Com- 
mander m-cluef tome suggestions respecting the mode ot|u;^ 
plymg his army under the oventnal necetaty of pursuit 
Holkar mto Malwa, and of drawing the British army to a 
distance from the countries from whence it was to derive its 
supplies. 

A copy of these nutractious which, with a view to despatch, 
were prepared m the form of notes, u annexed for your ho- 
nourable Committeos hiformation. 

The GoTemor-GcDeral m CouocQ now resumes the narra 
tiro of the proceedings of Lieut-Colouel Monsons detach 
ment, which has been interrupted for tho purpose of stating 
In the regular order of transactions, tho substance of thend^ 
itrucuoni issued by the Governor General to tbo Commander- 
hxhicf under the information possessed by the Govemorj 
General at tho date of those Instructions with regard to tW 
situation of afihirs m llindostan. 

On bU amTal at nuapoorob Ueut-Coloncl Mopmoo wal 
jomeU by two battoboM of icpoy., with four O-pouudot.. 
two bowltxcr. and a body of IlindoMtanco caxolry, uudcl 
tbo command of Major Fnth together with a .apply of grab), 
which bad beca dopatebed from jVgra by tbo order. oC Ibt 
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Commander-in-chief, after his Excellency received the intelli- 
gence of Lieut.-Colonel Monson’s situation at the Mokundra 
Pass. 

Every practicable exertion was, at the same time, employed 
I by Eieut -Colonel Monson to obtain additional supplies, but 
the state of the country, and the vicinity of Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar’s foice, precluded all hope of collecting supplies to 
the extent necessary to enable the detachment to continue at 
Rampoorah. Lieut.-Colonel Monson therefoie determined 
to prosecute his retieat to KhooshaulGhur,wheie he expected 
to be joined by six battalions and twenty-one guns, under the 
command of a native commandei, named Suddasheo Bhow 
Bukshee, in the seivice of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, and where 
he also hoped to obtain a sufficient supply of piovisions, to 
enable him to keep the field against Jeswunt Rao Holkar. 
Before Iiis departui'e from Rampoorah, Lieut -Colonel Mon- 
son made the necessary aiiangenients for its secuiity. A 
gairison was left m the fort of Rampoorah, undei the com- 
mand of Captain Hutchinson, of the Bengal artillery, con- 
sisting of the ild battalion 8th legiment, and four companies 
^^tlie 21st regiment, with four 6-pounders, and a considera- 
ble stock of provisions. 

On the 22d of August, the remainder of Lieut.-Colonel 
Monson’s detachment, consisting of five battalions and six 
companies of sepoys, with two howitzers, marched fiom Ram- 
poorah, and on the morning of the 23d August 1804, reached 
the Bannas river. That rivei had iisen in consequence of a 
heavy fall of ram, and was so deep as to be scarcely foidable 
for the largest elephants. 

Three boats weie found at the Bannas river, and Lieut - 
Colonel Monson perceiving that the livei did not faU so la- 
pidly as might be expected, ordered Captain Nicholls, with 
s the six compames of the 2d battalion 21st legiment to cioss 
^theiivei, and to proceed to Khooshaul Ghui, m chaige of the 
/ -^f.^sure of the detachment. 

Jeswunt Rao Holkar’s cavalry appeared m laige bodies in 
ft’ont of Lieut.-Colonel Monson’s detachment on the mormng 
of the 23d of August 1804, and encamped at the distance of 
about four miles from the British detachment. 

On the morning of the 24th of August, the river having 
been found fordable, Lieut -Colonel Monson began to cross 
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the baggage, and one of the battalion*. At the same tune 
the enemy tooV posaeasion of a large Tillage on the nght of 
Lieut -Colonel Monaon a poaition , but Lieut-Colonel Monaon 
attached thu poat and earned it with the lota of a few men 
The nver having become fordable m many place*, the enemy * 
cavalry began to croa* m great number*, at different place* 
to the nght and left of laeut. Colonel Mon* 0 D * ponbon. 
The greater part of LienU Colonel Monion * baggage had 
crotted, and Lieub-Colonel Moa*on dejpotched three more 
battahon* and one howitzer for it* protection, mtending to 
follow with the remaindef of the detachment when the whole 
of the baggage and camp follower* ahonld have cro**ed the 
nver 

At four P M however the enemy * infantry and gun* ar 
nved and opened a heavy cannonade on the 2d battahon 
2d regiment, and the picquet* posted on the south iide of the 
Banna* nver laent-Colonel !Mon*oo immediately charged 
tbe enemy with thi* small body of men and succeeded m 
carrying some guns. The troop* of the enemy however 
encouraged by their lupenonty of numbers mlbed and 
adTancing \ntli great celerity in different direction* 
queU ond the 2d battahon 2d regiment were overpower^ 
and compelled to retire and to abandon the reaamwg 
howiUer Our troop* ruffered »evercly m thi* operation 
and with difficulty effected a retreat under cover of tho 1st 
battalion 1 1th regiment which advanced to tlie bank of the 
mer for their support. 

Tho enemy proiccuted tho advantage which he bnrl ob- 
tained and Licuh-Colonel Mon*on wa* compelled to abandon 
hii boggago and to continue hi* retreat to KJiooahaul Qhor, 
whicli ho reached on the night of tho ajth of August. 

During the marcli to Khocwhaul Ghur tho cnemj * cavalry~>, 
supported by gun* made •cvcral attack* on Lieut.-CoIoneI ' 
Monson * detachment but irithout «uccc8s j Captain NichoU 6 
with the treasure placed under hi* charge, had arrived 
that place on tho preceding daj 

It lia# been ahead} stated that on hi* arriTol at Kliooihaul 
Chur Lieut, Colonel 'llonson expected to be joined by a 
cunildcrablo force under tho command of Suddoshco Bhow 
BuUhcc in tho service of Do«lut Rao Sctndiah Immc- 
dulclj after the amtal of Captain NichoU however at 
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Khoobluiul Ghui, Sluldashco Bhow Bukbhce, with the force 
under his command, attacked Captain NichoU’t, detachment, 
but was repulsed with consideiable loss. 

On the morning of the Jibth of August, the whole of the 
enemj’b caialry encamped in bcpaiate bodies, suuounding 
Lieut.-Geiicral Moiison’s detachment. A coirespondcnce was 
at this period detected between some of the native olheers of 
Lieut.-Colonel Monson's coips and Jeswunt llao Holkai, 
the object of which was to enconiagc among our troops a 
spirit of descition. The most vigoious nieasuies were 
immediately adopted to render these attempts aboitive, but 
notwithstanding c\ery effort on the pait of Lieut -Colonel 
Monson, and of his ofliccis, iiearl} two companies from the 
1st battalion 11th legiment, and a laige pioportion of the 
Huuloostancc ca\.ilry deserted to the enemy 

Disappointed in liis e\pectation of iccening support fiom 
the tioops of Dow hit Rao Senuhah, and of obtaining sup- 
plies at Khooshanl Ghur, and destitute of every species of 
equipment necessary to enable the detachment to continue at 
Ivhooshaul Ghur , Lient -Colonel Monson was compelled to 
~p(osecutc his ictrcat, and accoidmgly, on the 26th of August, 
at seven p m. Lieut.-Colonel Monson moved fiom the Foit 
of Khooshanl Ghui, and formed his detachment into an oblong 
square, liaMUg pie\iously spiked the lemaining howitzer. 

Duiing the night of the 2Gth of August, and the greater 
part of the 27tli, the enemy’s cavahy, suppoited as befoie by 
guns, attempted several times to penetrate the detachment, 
but could not make the least impiession on this compact 
body of men On the night of the 27th of August, Lieut - 
Colonel Monson took possession of the mined foit ot Hm- 
down, and at one a m on the 28th continued his le- 
tieat towards Agra. As soon as the detachment had cleared 
j the ravines near Hindown, the enemy’s cavahy chaiged the 
detachment with extieme violence in thiee sepaiate bodies, 
out was received by the sepoys ivith deteimined coolness and 
bravery The sepoys reserved then fire until the enemy’s 
cavalry had come almost within leach of the bayonet, and 
then gave then fiie with such signal effect, as to compel the 
enemy to retire in every duection. 

Lieut -Colonel Monson reached the Biana Pass about sun- 
set on the 28th August. The troops were almost exhausted 
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with fetague and hunger, and Lieat-Colonel Moiuon halted, 
with an intention to remain during the night at the entrance 
of the Paa*. The enemy howoTcr incceeded m bringing up 
tome g nni and opened a henry flre, which compelled Lieut.^ 
Colonel Monaon to continue hu retreat towards Agra. The 
detachment reached the town of Biana at nine p M. on the 
28th of AuguiL The night was dark an^ the camp foDowers, 
with such l^gage oi remained with the detachment hanng 
mixed with the line the troops were thrown mto confuaion 
It was impossible to restore order and the difierent corps re-i 
treated in great disorder to Agra, which they all reached by 
by the 31st AugusL Theenemy followed os fkr ^ Futtypoor, 
m straggling partiei for the purpose of plundering, but made 
no united attack after the 28th During the whole of this 
unfortunate retreat the officers and troops of the detachment 
displayed the grentcit perseTerance forbade and gallantry 
and m the different engagements with the enemy they zrmiih 
fested a degree of courage and determined resolndon wbiob, 
under less adrerse crrcomstances, would hoTo ensured the 
most diitmguished success. 

To the retreat of the detachment under the commaniPul 
Lieut Colonel Monson, under circumstances of extreme diffi- 
culty and distress occasioned partly by the state of the 
country and the imusuol inclemency of the season, and partly 
by the Cdlure of supplies must be attributed both the neces- 
sity of suspending the estabhsbment of the subsidiary forces 
prescribed by the Groveroor GeneraTs notes of the 25th of 
May * and tlio means which Jeswunt Rao Holkar acquired of 
ituuntoinmg a contest with iho Dntish power 

Your honourable Committee will observe from tho tenor ol 
thoso notes that tho security of the detachment under the 
co mma nd of Licut.-CoIunel Monson was a peculiar object ol 
tho GoTcrnor General s solicitude , the Governor-Genera] 
Iiavmg suggested tho necessity either of withdrawing thai 
dcuchmcnt or of adding to lU strength by a corps of Euro- 
peans and a proportion of cavalry Tho GoveraorGencra: 
at the same Umo staled bu opinion m favour of tlie formei 
measure bccamo no hope could reasonably bo entertained o: 
ctnplojhig that deta chm ent m active operations against tht 
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force of JeswuHt Rno Ilolkar until the close of the rainy 
season. 

Tlic Governor-General in Council is not yet enabled to 
state the precise causes which precluded the adoption of 
one or other of those measures. It is the intention how- 
ever of the Comniander-in-Chief to furnish the Governor- 
General witli detailed infoimation upon this point at the 
earliest practicable period of tune. The Governor-Geneial 
in Council is also unable at this time distinctly to explam the 
causes of the retieat of Lieut.-Colonel Monson’s detachment 
under circumstances of difficulty and distress. Those causes 
must be sought in the conduct and operations of the several 
detachments actively employed against the forces of Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar, which the Governoi- General in Council is not 
yet enabled to state with accuracy and precision , the distance 
of the scene of action, and the necessity of accelerating the 
opeiations of the main body of the army, having piecluded 
the possibility of completmg any satisfactory investigation of 
the movements of those detachments. Every effort, how- 
ever, will be employed to submit to your honourable Coni- 
‘Shttee with the least practicable delay, all the details con- 
nected ivith such transactions as may now appear to be 
imperfectly related. 

If circumstances had admitted the reinforcement of the 
detachment under Lieut -Colonel Monson, or its immediate 
1 ecal in the manner suggested by the Governoi-General on 
the 25th of May, either the return of Jeswunt Rao Holkar’s 
force to the north of Hmdostan would have been prevented, 
or his force would have returned imder cu’cumstances which 
would have facilitated the early reduction of his power. But 
the retreat of Lieut.-Colonel Monson’s detachment, and the 
disasteis which attended it, enabled Jeswunt Rao Holkar to 
return with the whole body of his forces to Hindostan under 
circumstances of advantage. 

Although no apprehension could leasonably be entertained 
of any ^ incm'sion into the provinces of Benares, Behar, 
Bengal, or Cuttack, the retreat of Colonel Monson’s detach- 
ment under such disastrous circumstances, and the appioach 
of Jeswimt Rao Holkar’s aimy to the Jumna, rendered it 
expedient in the Governoi -General’s judgment upon general 
principles of prudence, to provide by every practicable 
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arrangement for the protecUon of the wettem frontier of 
those proTiDces. 

With thin Tiew mstnictiona were u»vfe<i on the 12th of 
Sejftember 1804 to the magutmtea of the lereml diatncts^ 
extending Slidiiapore to Mir*apore> and to the officer* 
commanding at 3Iidnapore in Ranigurfa, and at Benare*, 
renewing the measures of precaution yhich were adopt^ 
during the late war with Dowlut Rao S cm dia h and the 
Rajah of Berar, for thtf purpose of preventing the irrupGan 
of marauder* into the Company ■ possessions, a* described m 
the 018th and foUowmg paragraphs of onr despatch of the 
12th of April 1804 The defenco of the propnco of Cut- 
tacV was entrusted to Colonel Horcourt, the officer com 
manding the forces in that province, and instmctioiis were 
issaed to Colonel Harcoort, under date the 19th of Septem 
her 1801 directing him to regulate his conduct by the prin- 
ciples stated m tho orders which were issued to the officer* 
entrusted with the defence of the frontier during the late 
war as far as those pnuaples were a^pUcable to the protec 
don of the province of Cuttack. \ 

Jeswunt Roo Holkar contioucd to odTancoViUi the wliolfr 
of hu cavalry and having halted some days ot Biana prose'^ 
cuted his march toward tho Oumna, and encamped with the 
whole of his force at a short dutance from Muttra. His 
cavalry being posted in numerous divuions over the whole 
of tho adjacent territory 

The continued retreat of Colonel Monson a detachment, 
and tho advance 6f tho mam body of Ho lLnr ■ army towards 
tlic banks of tho Jumna necessarily occasioned a deviation 
from the plan of operations prescribed in the Governor 
Generals notes. 

Under llio Governor General ■ instructions hi* Eioi“ 
ltnc> tiio Commander in-Chicf issued orders for assembling 
near \gTa a large force of nalivo infantry and cavalry and 
for placing that force in a state of equipment to take duv 
CtliL Ills Lxccllcncy also nude preparations at Cawnporo 
forcnabhng tho European cavalry and infantry to move at 
tho earliest practicable penod of tunc. 

n»c march of tliesc corps howerer, was unavoidably rc- 
urded by the inclemency of the Mioson but no mconvcmcnco 
was occowoued b) tbu delavi tin. state of tbe Jumna 
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eluding uiu .itieiupt on tlie part of the enemy to molest our 
pos^eshioiib m the Doab. Ills K\cellency the Commauder-in- 
Chk'f commenced In^ march from Cawnporc, with the whole 
of tlie J'auopean ca\alr) and infantry on the 3d of Sep- 
tember, .nul on the of th.it month arrived at Agra. IIis 
Excellency mimedialel) proceeded to SecumUa, about six 
miles from Agr.i, ulieic the troops which liad been assembled 
,it the lattei jilace were encamped. Tile force assembled at 
Secuiuha consisted of thiee remments of Euiopean light 
dragoons, lUc regiments of n.itive cavah}, and the horse 
.iriiller\, his 5Iajest\'s Tbth legnnent of foot, the flank com- 
p.unes of hi> M,ijesty\ regiment of foot, and ten batta- 
lions of nali\e infaiUr), .nul the usual propoition of ar- 
tillery, tile. 

The necessity of waiting for supplies pi e\ented the Com- 
iiruider-in-Chtef from m.iicinng fiom Secundra unwl the 1st 
of October, on which d.iy the army athanced towards the 
ciieiny who had remained in the vieimty of Muttra, and had 
It (Idfcrcnt periods appeared to entcitam the opposite de- 
siijns of iia/.iuhng an engagement in the field, and ofietiiing 
-f/om the hanks of the Jumna. 

On the appioach of the Bntish aimy, the enemy drew off 
to the nortli-west along the bank of the Jumna Ills infantry 
and guns appealed to take the diiection of Delhi, and his 
cavalry whicli remained in the real, attempted to obstruct 
the maich of the British tioops and to cut off the baggage. 
They did not, liowcier, succeed in effecting any object of 
importance. The Commaiulei-m-Clnef made thiee different 
attempts to engage the cavalry of the enemy, commanded by 
Ilolkai in peison, on the f2d, 7tb, and 10th of October, but 
the dispersed position of the enemy’s cavaliy, and the cele- 
iity of tlie enemy’s letreat on the appioach of the Biitish 
troops, icndeied ineffectual his Excellency’s utmost endea- 
vouis to compel the enemy to maintain an action 
"The manifest determination of the enemy’s Cavalry to 
avoid an action w'ltli the British tioops, induced the Com- 
niandei-in-Chief to suspend Ins opeiations against the enemy’s 
cavaliy, until by the defeat of the infantry and guns, the 
cavalry should become the only object of pursuit. 

Previously to his maich fiom Secundia, the Commander-m- 
Chief had detached a force under the command of Captain 
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Wonley into the Doab, for the pnrpoie of preserving traj 
qufllity and of expelhng a party of predatory horse whic 
had crosaed the Jumna at Muttra ajid plundered the neigl 
bounng country On the approach of our troopsj the eneit 
re-crotied the nver Cnptam Wonley*i corps was afte 
wards stationed at Muttra, where that officer was empbyt 
in collecting and forwarding suppUeSj m maintaining (1 
tranqmlhty of the neighbouring country, and m protectu 
the important post of Muttra and the passage of the Junu 
against any attempt of the enemy 

In the mean while the mfantry and artillery of Holkar co: 
to adronce to Delhi, before which city t^ey arrived ( 
the roommg of the 8th of October 

The city of Delhi is of great extent, and its defences co 
sut merely of a high wall, m many places m a rumous co 
diUon. The garrison consisted of only one battalion oi 
four companies of regular sepoys, a battahou of irregulai 
and a corps of matchlockmen. 

On the day of the enemy's amTol at the dty of 
a heavy cannonade was opened upon the walls, 
distance of tho batteries rendered it of no effect. On^ 
0th tho enemy haviDg approached nearer to the wal 
opened a battery with coacdemble effect. Lieat.>Coloi] 
Bum, tho officer commanding the gorriso^. finding thattl 
enemy’s firo would soon effect a practicable breadi in tl 
walls, resolved to mterrupt the operations of tho besiege 
by a sally from tho gamsom Colonel Bum according 
prepared a party consuUog of 200 meu of the battahi 
under hu command and 150 men of the irregular troof 
and placed tbo whole under the command of Lieutena 
Hose 

This party proceeded on the ovonmg of the 10th to stor 
the enemy’s battery, and completely succeeded in obtainu 
poiiQssion of it and having spiked tho guns returned wi 
luUo lou tbo loss of tbo enemy is supposed to havo bc< 
considerable. The enemy s fim was renewed tho next roor 
ing but wubout much effect, bemg soon silenced by the fi. 
from a battery which had been erected on ono of tbo ba 
Uons of iho diy The enemy subsequently changed tl 
pomt of attack and opened batteries on another port of tl 
wall ui which they speedily effected a breach. Bv the exo 
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tions of the garrison, however, the enemy was prevented 
from taking advantage of the breach. On the 14th, in the 
morning, a general assault was made by the whole force of 
' the enemy, but without success, the enemy being repulsed 
with heavy loss. 

On the following day, the enemy despairing of success in 
his attempts to cany the place, and intimidated by the ap- 
proach of the Commander-in-Chief, who, on receiving intel- 
ligence of the design of the enemy to attack the city of 
Delhi, advanced with the utmost rapidity to the relief of the 
gaiiison, diew off the whole of his infantiy and guns, and 
retiied fiom the vicinity of Delhi. 

The Governor-General in Council reflects ivith sentiments 
of the highest admiration and applause, on the skill, activity, 
judgment, and gallantry, which distinguished the conduct of 
the olHceis and men of the garrison of Delhi in defending 
that city under circumstances of such e'ctreme disadvantage, 
difiiculty, and danger, against the efforts of the enemy’s 
whole force of mfantry and guns, contmued inth um emitted 
exertion during a peiiod of seven days. 

“""'On the 18th of October, the Commander-in-Chief, with 
the aimy under his personal command, arrived at Delhi, 
Ehs Excellency enter tamed a confident expectation of being 
enabled to puisue the enemy without delay. An unex- 
pected delay in the arrival of supphes, however, compelled 
the Commander -in-Chief to halt at Delhi for a few days; 
during this period, the infantry and artillery of Holkai con- 
tmued their retreat from Delhi, and proceeded by a cir- 
cuitous route through the hills towards Deig, a strong fort 
belongmg to the Rajah of Bhuitpoie, and situated about 
twenty-five miles in a westerly direction fiom Muttra. 

On the 31st of October, the Coinmander-in-Chief having 
received mfoi matron that Jeswunt Rao Holkar, with the 
ivhole body of his cavahy had crossed the Jumna at a ford a 
■'short distance above Delhi, deteimmed to divide his force, 
to detach the infantry and artillery of the army, with two 
regiments of native cavahy, under the command of Major- ^ 
General Fiazei, the second in command, m the direction of 
the enemy’s infantry and guns, and to proceed m person with 
the whole of the European dragoons, and three regiments of 
native cavahy, the horse and artillery and the reserve of the 
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army, conmtmg of two compamc* of European and three bat 
taliona of native u^antry in ponuit of the enemy a cavalry 
which had enteredVhe Doah 

The object of thff\Cominander m-Chief by thu comh^a^y 
and jadicjonj movemeb^ wae, to compd both Holkars \ 

try and cavalry to ruV a# action with the Bntuh troopi j toy 
fly from Hmdoatan, nnde> *uch arcmnstances of ign^^y 
and dutreaa as muat be aoteoded with the most fatm^iA 
aequence* to the cause of tn^enemy * 

In puiTuance of thia planXh*^ Excellency croMed the 
Jumna on the 1st of ‘Novembe:\^th the force above des- 
cnbed, and followed the dircctionN^ the enemy ■ cavalry 
Holtar t first object appeared to be cot off a battahon of 
native infantry commanded by Colonel ^um winch had been 
detached into Sehaumnpore after the retreat of the enemy 
from Delhi for the purpose of auppressinV the disturbance* 
which had been occasioned in that quartdc of the Doab, 
partly by the insurrection of refractory ZcmmaOJ^ and portly 
by the mcursionj of several petty chieftains of tlJe-tri^ of^ 
Seiks mstjgoted by the intrignes of Jeswunt Rao Holhor^ 
allured by the hopes of plunder Holkar attacked the hSy 
tnllon but was un^le to make any impreuion on it, and was 
obhged to desist after having sostaLmed considerable loss. 

Jeswunt Rao Holkar proceeded for a few days in a north 
crly direction with tho supposed intention of crossing tho 
Ganges mto Rohdcimd at a ford on that nver not for distant 
from Ilurdwar But being closely pressed by tho Com 
maudec In-Chuif be suddenly changed bU route and pro- 
ceeded by rapid marches down tho Doab, Ths Commander 
in-Chicf continued to pursue the enemy with a degree of 
unexampled rapidity and vigour which prevented the enemy 
from extending hb ravages beyond the narrow limits of his^ 
immediate track. 

Holkar contmued to fly down the Donb by rapid marches, 
unUlhii arrival at Furruckabod on the 10th of November Qa^ 
tho some day tho Comraandcr-in-Chief who hod followed 
, HolUr daily at tho dutanco of ouc march inhiircar arrived 
at VUigungc dutant from Futtyghur thirty four miles after 
a morcli of more than twenty miles. 

Tho C^.umau Jernn Chief being apprized of iloIUr .march 
in tho dircclJon of Furruckabad, rewired to punuo him 
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without delay m the hope of preventing the plunder of that 
city, and of the cantonments of Futtehguih, and of compell- 
ing the enemy to risk an engagement. His Excellency there- 
fore, after haltmg at AUigunge only a few hours to refresh 
his men and horses, resumed his maich at nine o’clock in the 
evening of the same day. The success of this most active, 
able, and enterprizmg operation was complete and decisive. 
The Biitish cavalry arrived in the vicmity of Holkar’s camp 
at day-bieakon the 17th of November, aftei a march of fifty- 
eight miles peifonned withm twenty-four houis, and com- 
pletely siu prized the enemy Aftei the discharge of a few 
rounds of giape from the horse artillery, the British cavahy 
charged the enemy’s troops in every diiection, and routed 
them with gieat slaughter. The British cavalry pursued the 
enemy foi many miles, destioying great numbers, and com- 
pelling the suivivois to disperse in all diiections The whole 
of the enemy’s cattle and supplies weie captuied by the 
Biitish troops Holkai himself nairowly escaped by an eaily 
flight at the fiist approach of the British tioops. Our loss 
veiy small, and no officer was either killed or wounded. 
^^J^lkar with the remains of his cavahy fled with the utmost 
precipitation and appaient consternation towards the Jumna, 
which he folded at Mahoba and pioceeded towards Dieg. 

Including the puisuit of the enemy on the 17th of Novem- 
ber, the Biitish troops marched a distance of seventy miles 
from then movement on the mornmg of the 16th, until they 
took up then giound on the 17th, and had it not been for 
the accidental explosion of atumbiil, belongmg to the British 
troops, within a few moments before the appioach of the 
Commander-m-Chief to Holkar’s position, no doubt can be 
entei tamed that Holkar himself would either have been kiUed, 
or taken pi is oner. 

The Commandei-in-Chief having halted two days to refresh 
his men and horses, lesumed his march in pursuit of the 
enemy on the 20th of November Holkar, howevei enabled, 
escaped acioss the Jumna 

The Goveinoi-Geneial in Council is convmced, that youi 
honouiahle Committee will contemplate with satisfaction, this 
decisive pi oof of the progressive improvement of our cavahy, 
and of its gieat superioiity to that of the enemy. The result 
of this extiaordmary and successful pursuit has proved, that 
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the most rapid morementi, eren of the Mahratta horse, 
cannot aTail against the celerity and discipline of our cavalry 
under lU present unproved construction. The utmost degree 
of credit is due to the Command er-m-Chief for his unre-. 
nutting attention to the nnprovement of the cavalry of Bengal, 
nry^ hu Excellency s complete success m attaining this nnpor / 
tant object has been distmguisbed with splendour and honour 
on every occasion under his personal command, during the 
late operations against the Mahratta horse. 

Wh3e these events were passing m the Doab, Major- 
General Fraser having been jomed at DeHu by the expected 
convoys of tupphes, commenced hia march from that city 
towards the mwiTi body of the enemy On the 11th of No- 
vember be arrived at Qoberdun about fourteen miles from 
Oeig, under the walls of which fort, the whole of the enemy t 
miantry Rnd artillery, were strongly posted On the following 
day Alajor-General Fraser marched to within six miles of 
Deig Having ascertained exactly in the wmiafiof the night, 
the nature of the enemy’s posltiOD, Sisjor GenH^Frascr 
with the greatest judgment and spint determined to 
the enemy s force on the fotlowmg day "V. 

On the 13th m the morning, the BnUih army advanced ^ 
the enemy ■ position, which was of uncommon strength and 
defended by numeroui battenes of guiii> which extended 
over a space of nearly two miles almost to the walls of the 
fort. 

Led by Major-General Fraser, tho British troops attached 
the enemy a forces with the utmost gallantry and after a most 
scvoroandaiduousconteit complotelydofeatedthem,anddroTO 
them from their guns into the town of Oeig with heavy loss ; 
aghty seven pieces of cannon and almost tho whole of tho 
ammunition belonging to tho enemy were taken or destroyed- 
on the field of battle on this memorable day This bnlliant, 
glonous and important victory was not obtained without con- 
siderable loss both in officers and men on our port. 

The Govcmor-Gcncnd m Couned laments with tho deepest 
concern the irrcparablo loss of that gallant and distinguished 
* officer Jrajor-Gcncral Fraxcr, to whoso emment judgment and 
nuluary skill and exemplary valour, is pnnapally to be as 
OTbcd tho signal success of the Bnbsh arms on thu memoro 
hlo o cc asion. ’Major-General Fraxcr received a severe wound 
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in the leg while in the act of leading his troops to the attack 
of the enemy’s batteries. Even after he had received the 
wound, Major-General Frazer continued by his voice and 
action to animate and encourage the exertions of the tioops. 
Having sufleied amputation, Major-General Fiazei aftei lan- 
guishing some days, expiied at Muttra, on the 24)th of 
November. 

The applause and gratitude of the Biitish Government m 
India, and of the nation, must ever be connected with senti- 
ments of the deepest i egret for the loss of that heroic oflScer. 
The established reputation of Major-General Frazei for 
professional knowledge, gallantly, activity and public zeal, 
justified the expectation winch the Goveinoi -General in 
Council confidently entertained of deriving fiom the talents 
and exertions of Major-General Fiazei, the most essential 
advantages in the prosecution of the wai, and the Governor- 
General in Council deems it a subject of pubhc sorrow, that 
the British Government in India should have been deprived 
- of the services of that valuable officer at the commencement 
of his career of glory in Asia, and in the moment of victory. 
^After Major-General Frazer had been wounded, the com- 
mand of the army devolved on Lieut.- Colonel Monson, who 
displayed the utmost activity and courage durmg the whole 
of the engagement. 

The force of the enemy in this action is stated to have 
been twenty-four battahons of infantry, with 160 pieces of 
cannon, and a large body of horse ; and a party of the Rajah 
of Bhurtpore’s horse, and three battahons of his infantry 
were engaged on the side of the enemy, and the British 
troops suffered greatly by the fire of the guns from the fort 
of Deig which opened on their approach. After the action, 
the British army encamped near the field of battle. 

It IS remarkable that in this glorious action most of the 
artillery lost by Lieut. -Colonel Monson’s detachment, were* 
Retaken at the point of the bayonet by the troops, of whom 
the command had devolved to Lieut.-Colonel Monson. 

The Commander-m-Chief having re-crossed the Jumna at 
Muttra, on the 28th of November, joined the British infantry 
which had retired to that place from Deig, a few days after 
the battle. The leasons assigned by Lieut.-Colonel Monson 
for this movement, are stated in the annexed despatch from 
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hu Eicelfency the Comnmnder m-Chief to tt^ch the Gorer- 
nor General m CouacU hnj tb^ honour to refer your honour^ 
able Committee. 

On the 4th of December, the Commander m Chief amved 
at Keeraiamy about four milea from Deig and remai n ed at 
thu poflition until he was joined by the battermg tram which 
hii Excellency had ordered from Agra for the purpose of 
commencing the siege of Deig at which fortreas the remains 
of Holkar s force contmued to encamp Thu fortress belongs 
to the Rajah of Bhurtpore, with whom n^eaty of alliance 
b ud been cpncluded by the Commander i&-Chief under the 
authority of the GoTcmor General as u stated m our 
despatch to your honourable Committee, under date tjie 
31st of October 1803 

The Governor General deems it proper in thu place to 
state to your honourable Committee, the conduct and pro- 
ceedings of the Rajah of Bhurtpore who with an unparal 
leled degree of treachery and ingratitude, has employed the 
utmost excrtioa of hu power and resources for the support. 
of the enemy s cause not only without any actual or alleged 
prorocatioo, on the part of the Bntuh GoTenunent, but with 
a declared sense of obhgadon to the Bntuh power, for an 
important accession of territory granted to bun by hu Ex 
cellency the Commanded in-Chicf under the authority of the 
GoTcmor-Geoeral as a tesUmony of our confidence in the 
sincerity of hu professed attachment, and os an inducement 
to that chiefioin to adbero to the loit^ of the engogemenU 
wluch ho hod contracted with (ho British power 

Your honourablo Committee bos been apprized by oar 
despatch of tho 12th of April I80I- that soon after the con- 
clusion of the treaty with tho Rajah of Bhurtpore,* the army 
of tho Commander in-ChJof was joined by a parly of horso 
belonging to tliat chicftam. Thu auxiliary corps continued 
to icTTc wub tho British army until tho closo of tho campaign. 
After tho conclusion of peace with tho confederated chieftains 
tho flight of Ilolkar, and tho return of tho Bntuh army 
wiihm our pronnccs Uic Rajah continued to profess tho sln- 
ccreu dUposiUon to mamUm tho amicable relation whicli hod 
been csublUhcd between him and the Company, and monl 
folcJ urery degree of confidcnco m tlio jusUco and farour of 
the Bntbh CoremmenL 
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The conduct qf Rajah of Bhurtpoie at that time was 
such as to justify a confidence in. the sincerity of Ins piofes- 
sions, and with a view to confirm this disposition, his Excel- 
-lency the Commandcr-m-Chief under the Goveinoi-General’s 
authority, actually confer! ed on the Rajah a voluntary grant 
of lands, yielding an annual revenue of foui’ lacs of rupees 
contiguous to the Rajah of Bhuitpore’s former possessrons. 

About the period of the unfortunate retreat of Lieut.- 
Colonel Monson’s detachment, some cu’cumstances m the 
Rajah of Bhurtpore’s conduct exerted suspicions of his 
fidelity in the mind of his Excellency the Commander-in- 
Chief. 

In conformity to instructions from his Excellency the Com- 
mander -in-Chief, issued under the suspicion of a correspon- 
dence between the Rajah of Bhurtpoie and Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar, blerunjun Lall, an agent despatched by Holkar to 
the Rajah of Bhurtpoie, was apprehended in the town of 
Muttra,- where he was discovered to reside, by persons em- 
p^ay^ for the purpose of tracing the channel of the suspected 
correspondence. From, the exammation of this person, it 
^^eared that he had been employed during a considerable 
period of time, as the channel of communication between 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar and the Rajah of Bhurtpoie, and seve- 
ral Zemindars m the Doab, and tliat the object of this com- 
munication was of a natiue hostde to the British power. 

About the period of the apprehension of Neiunjun Lall, 
the Commander-in-Chief received from Colonel Monson, then 
at Rampoorah several intercepted letters from the Rajah of 
Bhurtpore, fi’om his eldest son Koower Rundheie Sing, and 
their confidential servants, and from Nerunjun Lall to Jes- 
wunt Rao Holkar, and to persons m the confidence of that 
chieftain. 


, The contents of these letters fully confirmed the deposition 
,)Cf hfeiunjun Lall with respect to the existence of the corres- 
pondence, to the objects to which it was directed, and to 
the channels through which it was conducted Although 
the evidence of these papers satisfied the mmd of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the guilt of the Rajah of Bhurtpore and 
of his son, yet the character of those two persons who were 
represented to be mdolent and devoid of talent, mduced his 
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EiceBency to behc'se that theae treacheroua design* ongt- 
nated m the counai* of their profligate adherents 

From the dates of the intercepted letters it appears, that 
this treacherous correspondence commenced irithin a short- 
pcnod of tunc after the concloaioa of the treaty of a lli a n ce 
between the BntiBh GoTemment and the Rajah of Bhurtpore, 
by which he was entirely relieved from his dependence on 
Scmdiah and M. Perron, and secured in the enjoyment of 
the nghts and privileges of an mdependent pnnee , and at 
the moment when he was actually receiving at the hands of 
the Commander in-Chief the most substantial proofs of the 
dismterested fneudship of the Bntiah Government. 

The mformabon commumcated by the Commander m-Chief 
appeared to the Govemor^General to require the early noti- 
fication of his Excellency s senbmeoti and instrucUont to the 
Commander m Chief respectiog the conduct and designs of 
the Rajah of Bhurtpore and the mode of proceedmg to be 
adopted towards that chieftam under the actual iitoaboD of 
afFair*. . 

The Govemor-Geoeral accordingly addressed mstructions 
to the Commander tn-Chief under date the 2^ of Augpst 
180^ On that occasion the Governor-General expressed his 
approbation of the Commander in-Cbiers proceedings with 
respect to the intercepted letters and to the apprehension 
and examination of Ncronjun Loll and bis conviction of the 
existenco of a conspiracy for the objects described in those 
documents. 

The Govemor-Gcneral however stated that ra his judg- 
ment Runjcct Sing and his son were only instruments in the 
lumds of others, and that tho Commander m-Chlef hod juitlj 
asenbed tho guilt of the conspiracy to thoir couniellora and 
servants 

The Governor General therefore expressed his oplnionj 
tlimt tho ju«t pnnciplci of pohey oj well oi tho charncteriitic 
lenit, ood more, of tho BnlUh Govemment ttquired the] 
wmo indulgcnca ihould bo ihown to tho weakneti and ini 
poaty of tho two chieftain, while jiuUco and pohey cqimll 
required that a Krcce oiamplo .hould bo made of the actua 
aulhur* of the conspiracy 

The Governor Gencrml accordingly directed tho Conunan 
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dei-in-Chief immediately to assure the Rajah of Bhurtpore 
in the most distinct terms of the determination of the British 
Government to adhere with undeviatiiiff faith to the existino- 
tieaty, and to declare to him the injustice of the imputations 
which, as appealed from the intercepted correspondence had 
been alleged against the British Government of a design to 
interfere in the Rajah’s internal government, oi to intioduce 
into his teuitoiies the laws and regulations of the British 
courts of justice, or in any manner to interpose the authority 
of the Company in his civil or military government. The 
Commander-in-Chief was desiied at the same time to commu- 
nicate to Rajah Runjeet Sing, copies of all the intercepted 
letters addressed to Jeswunt Rao Holkai, undei the seals of 
the Rajah and his son , to warn the Rajah of the rum in 
which he and his family would inevitably he involved by the 
continuance of the detected inteicouise between the state of 
Bhuitpoie and Jeswunt Rao Holkar, and to lequire the 
Rajah and his family to relmquish all communication with 
Holkar, and every other enemy of the British Government 
under pain of bemg considered and treated as a pubhc 

The Commander-in-Chief was also directed to apprize the 
Rajah of his determination to seize and bnng to justice all 
the agents concerned in this tiaitoious coiiespondence where- 
evei they might be found, and to mform him that the indul- 
gence and consideration which had been manifested towards 
him and his son, would not be extended to the inferioi agents 
of the conspiiacy, and the Commander-in-Chief was accor- 
dingly duected to proceed without delay, to seize all the 
agents and instruments of this conspiracy, although they 
should take lefuge within the teriitones of oui allies and 
dependents, and paiticulaily to seize all those who might 
remain within the teiiitory of Bhurtpore, infoiming the 
' Rajah that the Biitish Goveinment was resolved not to admit 
-^of any asylum for cnmmals of this description. 

In conformity to the spirit of this communication, the 
Commander-in-Chief was authorized and directed to bimg to 
trial before a court martial, all peisons concerned in the 
conspiracy who might be arrested withm the territories of 
our alhes, or dependents, and in such parts of our possessions 
as might not have been rendered subject to the laws and 
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regulations of tho British Govemroent, and to inflict sucl 
punishment as might be awarded by the court martiaL Hu 
Excellency waa directed to proceed accordmg to the regu 
lationi of government against such of the conapirators OJ 
might be apprehended within the jurisdiction of the Com 
panya Cnimnal Courts. 

In thoae matructionj the Governor-General atated to tbi 
Commander in-Chief the great importance of employing 
every exertion for the epeedy deatmction of Jeawunt Bai 
Holtara power, and hu Excellency eipreaaed hiahope thai 
tho fornmllon of a detachment between Delhi and Agra n 
the manner auggested m the notea of the 17th of August o; 
which the substance u stated m the preceding paragroha o: 
this despatch, would provide a suCScient restraint upon the 
turbulent and disaffected within the hmits of our own poa- 
seationa os well as upon the conduct of the Rojob of Bhurt 
pore while tho mam army should act without mtemiptioc 
against Jeswunt Bao Hollar The Oovemor-Gcneral stated 
Lis opinion that on early pressure upon Jeswunt Hao Holkar i 
force would hare the effect of securing the tranqmlhty of ooi 
posse&siODi and the peace of Hlndostau whUst any delay m 
tho movement of the force destined to act against HoUui^ 
would tend to encourage that freobooter and to raise the 
hopes of tho duoffected within our own dominions. 

On the Slst of October the Commander in-Chief trans- 
mitted to the Governor-General further unfommtion with 
respect to the conduct of the Itajoh of Bburtpore and copies 
of all the correspoudcnce which bad passed between hia 
Excellency and tho Rajah since the period of Jeswunt Rac 
llolhars arrival in Ilindoston It appears from tho Com 
mandcr in-Chicrs mformation that the Rajah of Bhurtporo 
had constantly suppUed the army of Jeswunt Rao Iloh 
kor with proniloos, and (it was supposed) with money, 
since tho am\al of that forco within bis tomtory that he 
Iiad afforded protection to tho baggage and bazaars at 
tacbed to the enemy ■ force and that he had endeavoured 
through llio means of on agent who had been despatclicd 
to the Dnush camp for the ostensible purpose of conferring 
with the Commander m Giicf respecting the juncUon of the 
lihurtpoix troops and other subjccU on wluch tho Rajah 
had cxprtjied his dciux to communicate to excite disturb- 
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.iiKc ainoni^ our Mihjocts m tho Do.ib, and to prevail ou 
lortain of our Zeinuulaiii in that countr}^ to e\crt tlieinselves 
in iuti*rce\)tiug the supplier proceeding to the British aiiny. 

It ua^i the geuer.d opuilon, which the buhaecjuent conduct 
of tlio Kajah has confuiucil, that Jeswunt Rao llolkar was 
cucouratjed to advance to tlie Jumn.i, principally hy the pio- 
luises of suppoit which he leceivcd iioin the R.ijali of Bhurt- 
pore, and tlnit the supphc". piovidcd by the Rajah had alone 
enabled him to maintain his po'^ition m that countiy, until the 
arrival of the British aim}. Tho distiiib.inces iii the Doab, 
were aUo justlv asciibed in a toiisideiable degiee to the 
countenance .uul support allorded to Ilolkai by the Rajah of 
Bhurtpoie, whose hcieditai} leputation, supposed wealth, 
.ind e\tcnsive resources lendeied his alliance in the general 
tslimation .i gi eat accession of strength to llolkai , whilst the 
falschooils indiistriousl} piopagated throughout India by the 
agents of ilmt chieltain, with lespect to liis successes iigainst 
the British .inns, encoiuMged the turbulent and disaflccted 
"'ithin oui provinces to lebel. 

The letteis of R.ij.di Riinjeet Sing to the Comniander-m- 
■£wTief on the subject of liis Excellency’s demand for the junc- 
tion of the tioops, which the Raj.ih was bound by treaty to 
fiiinish, .ifrbulcd evident indications of a spiiit of duplicity 
and evasion, ,uul of a lesolution to .ivoul a compliance with 
that dciiniul. The tioops which the R.ijah deckiied to be 
assembled foi the pin pose of co-opeiating with the Biitish 
aim} ag.unst the enemy, wcie actually engaged on the side 
of the enemy at the battle of Dcig on tho 13th of Novembei. 

Undei these ciicumstances the Goveinoi-Geneial deemed 
it necessary to issue fuither instructions to the Commandei- 
in-Chiefwith regaid to the conduct to be puisued for the 
purpose of seeming the public mteiests fiom the inconveni- 
ence and hazard to which they might be exposed by the 
defection of the Rajah of Bhurtpoie. 

-The inform, ition which the Goveinor-Geneial possessed 
with lespect to tlie conduct and proceedings of the Rajah of 
Bhurtpoie, affoided sufficient evidence of his hostility agamst 
the British Government, and was consequently of a nature to 
absolve us fiom the obligations of the alliance. It was clear, 
that whethei those acts of hostility weie committed by the 
Rajah himself, or by his advisers, they must be considered as 
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the acU of hii government, and that -we fihonld be justified 
m adopting aach a lyitem of conduct towards the state of 
Bhnrtpore as we might consider to he most conducive to the 
interests and security of the British Government. 

The Governor-General was of opimon, that if considera- 
tions of security should not require the punishment of the 
Rajah s treachery considerations of pohcy suggested the 
expediency of forbearance notwithstanding the provocation 
which we had received. 

The expediency of attacking the Rajah of Bhurtpore, or 
of overlooking his conduct, appeared to depend m a material 
degree upon the operations which it might become necessary 
to adopt against HoUuir If it should become necessary for 
the Commander m-Chief to pursue Holkar in such a direction, 
and to such a distance as would [place Bhurtpore between 
his army and the British possessions, it would be necessary 
to deade— 

First Whether it would bo prudent to leave the state of 
Bhurtpore in full poasesfion of its power and resources m the 
rear of our army 

Secondly Whether In the event of the above ques'Sj^n 
bemg 4^ded in the negative it might not be practicable to 
leave a force adequate to the reduction of the Rajahs terrv* 
tones or at least of sufficient strength to impose a restraint 
upon the forces of the Rajah although unequal to the opera 
don above desenbed while the mam army should act against 
Holkar 

Tburdly 'NVhethcr in the event of neither of these two 
modes b^g practicable it would be more haxardous to 
suspend the pursuit of Holkar until the Rajah of Bhurtpore s 
power should bo reduced or to leave that state m possession 
of its power end resources m the rear of our army 

The Goiemor-Gcneral was of opimon that these questions 
should be dcaded bj the judgment of the Commondor in- 
Cbicf and accordingly desired that his ExccUcncy would ^ 
exercise his ducrcUon with retpea to the adoption of one or 
other of lUeiB plans. 

I. ^' 1 “ resuming the lands granted to the 

Uajali of Bhurtpore was considered by the Governor 

encral to depciul on the decision of the general question 
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respecting the conduct to be pursued to;\ardb the state of 
Bluiitpoie, and on the means of oftence against the Biitish 
Go\einmont, which the Rajah might derive from the posses- 
sion of them. 

The Go%crnoi-Gencral desired that these questions also 
might be decided by the judgment of tlie Commandci-in- 
Chief, who^e local i>ituation would enable him to form the 
most Ju^t opinion on the subject; and in whose judgment, 
ability and militar) skill, the Governor-General reposed the 
utmost couiidence 

Instructions founded on the preceding observations weie 
accordingly transmitted to the Commandei-in-Chief in the 
form of notes, under date IJth Novcmbei. 

Your hoiiouralile Committee will observe from tlic date of 
these notes, that previously to tlicir receipt by the Com- 
niandcr-in-Chief, the hostile conduct of the Rajah of Bhurt- 
pore in the battle of Dcig, when his guns opened upon our 
troops, and his cavalry acted with the enemy, had precluded 
the practicability of continuing on terms of amity with that 
chief, and rendered indispensably necessaiy the vigorous 
l^fosecution of measures for the punishment of his gross and 
ilagiant violation of every principle of public faith and 
honour. 

Independently however of these considerations, the change 
of the condition of Jesvvunt Rao Holkar produced by the 
complete identification of his interests with those of the 
Rajah of Bhurtpore, rendered the prosecution of hostile 
opeiations against the possessions of the Rajah, the most 
effectual means of extinguishing the remnant of Holkar’s 
military power. 

The teriitorial resources of that chieftain were not at any 
period of the war applicable to the support of his array, and 
''^ere at this time completely reduced. Holkar never had 
ranked among the states of India , he had never risen above 

character of an adventurer and freebooter, whose success 
in some attacks upon detachments of the forces of Scindiah 
bad gamed a reputation of military enterpiize Holkar’s force 
tvas now however greatly reduced by the defeats which his 
troops had sustamed at Fuiiuckabad and Deig. His hopes 
jf support from the native states of India declined with his 
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docinung fortune and he was compeDed to depend exclu 
nvely upon the Rajah of Bhttrtpore for the supply of every 
branch of military resourfce 

Under these cucuttutances the Commander in-Chief rer* 
solved on the immediate attack of the forts m the Rtgah of 
Bhnrtporei country upon which the strength and resources 
of that chieftain pnncipally depended. 

On the 20th of December the Govenior-General hav 
mg renewed the whole of the Commander-^n-Chiera con>- 
nramcations on the subject of the Rajah of Bhurtpore, 
and bavmg taken into consideration the whole tenor of 
that chieftain s conduct, addressed a despatch to the Com 
mander in-Chief approving and coofirmmg his Excellency a 
proceeding! with respect to the Rajah, and containing the 
expreiiion of the Governor General s sentunents and in 
stnicaons on the measures necessary to be pursued against 
that cbieftam, and on other points connected with the prose- 
cution. of hoidlitiei against Jeswunt Ron Holkar and his conr 
federates. 

The Commander m Chief was authorised and directed by 
those instTacuoas to proceed immediately to reduce the 
of the temtones of the Rajah of Bhurtpore and to unnmf 
them to tho British domuuons 

Tlio Commander m-Chiof was at the some Umo informed 
that the Govemor-Geuend sUU considered the destruction of 
the force attached to the person of Jeswunt Roo HoUcar to be 
tho main object of the war and that the prosecution of oper- 
ations against the territory of Bhurtpore was to be considered 
os subordinate to that important object. 

Tho Oovomor General also stated Uu oplmon that tho 
fcubjugation of the territory and power of the Rajah of Bhurt 
pore was esscutial to tho reduction of Holkar ■ hosblo force, ' 
the entire subrenjon of which the Governor General consi- 
dered to bo uidupcnsahly requisite for the tronqmlhtv of J 
India. — 1 / ^ 

Tliu Commander in-Chiof was further directed to intro- 
duce mto wliatocr part of tho territory of Bhurtpore which 
nil^ht be conquered a avU authority for the coUection of tho 
revtpuM and the ndminUtranoD of mvil aud cnmmal jus- 
int 

rite procccduigs to lio adopted against the Kajali of 
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Bhurtpoie being calculated to serve as ai; example to all the 
othci petty chiefs and states m that quaiter of India, the 
Governoi-Geneial directed the Commander-in-chief to ad- 
diess letters to all those chiefs, explaining the pimciples of 
his conduct towards the Rajah of Bhurtpoie, and assuring 
them of the deteimination of the British Government to re- 
spect the independence of all contiguous states. 

The Commander-iii-chief was also directed to circulate a 
declaiation, warning all persons of the consequences of as- 
sisting the enemies of the British Government. 

The Governoi -General took this occasion to furnish the 
Commandei-in-chief with instructions for the guidance of his 
conduct towaids Bapoojee Scmdiah, who commanded the 
army of Dorrlut Rao Scindiah in Malwa, and on the letreat 
of Lieut -Colonel Monson’s detachment, deserted with his 
force to the enemy, as is i elated in a subsequent paiagiaph 
of tins despatch Bapoojee Scmdiah being not only an 
officei of Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s government, sent expiessly 
to co-operate with the Commandei-in-chief against Jeswunt 
llao Ilolkar under the stipulations of the defensive alliance, 
also included in the list of chieftains entitled to jaggeers 
or pensions fiom the British Government under the 7th arti- 
cle of the treaty of peace, could not be considered to possess 
any claim to the rights of war. 

The Governor -General therefore desired the Commander- 
in-chief to issue a proclamation, ordering Bapoojee Scmdiah 
and his followers to repair to the British camp within a cer- 
tain tune, under the penalty of being considered and ti’eated 
as rebels and tiaitois to the cause of the allies, and in the 
event of then neglecting to appear to bring such of them as 
might be seized to trial befoie a court martial, and to carry 
into effect such punishment as might be awarded by the 
Court. 

A similar course was duected to be pursued towards Sud- 
--dasheo Bhow and his followers, whose defection is stated m 
a preceding paiagiaph of this despatch 

On the 12th of December the Commander -in-chief having 
been jomed by his battering tiain from Agra, took up the 
position before Deig, which he intended to occupy during 
the siege. On the 17th December batteries were opened 
against a strong out-woik, which entirely commanded the 
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town and the work* of the fort, and which wa* flanked, by 
battene* in which waa planted all the artillery of Holkar, 
that remained In hi» poaaeauon after the battle of the 13th 
November 

On the 23d of December, a practicable breach bavingbeen 
effected in the wall of the out work, the Commander in-chief 
determined to etorm it on that night. Thw attack wom com- 
bined with two lepamte attack* to be made on the enemy a 
battenes to the right and left of the principal work. The 
conduct of theae combined attack* wa* committed to Lieut- 
Coloncl Macrae of hi* Majc*ty* 76th regunent. At the ap- 
pomted hour, the parties de*tmed to theoa several attack* 
advanced, nnder a heavy fire from the whole of the enemy a 
battene*, and after a severe and ardnon* contest, each party 
completely succeeded m effecting the object of it* attack. 

Our lots on this occasion was considerable, but not more 
than the strength of the work* to be stormed, and the nature 
of the attack, rendered probable The conduct of Lieut 
Colonel Mocne and of the olBcer* to whose charge the con 
duct of the attacks on the enemy a batteries were entnuted, 
and of every ofBcer and soldier engaged in this arduous 
terpruc reflect* on them the highest honour and entitleii 
them to the warmest admiration and opplnuse. 

In consequence of the succes* of the attack on the out 
works the garrison abandoned the fort on the night of the 
2-ith and retired in the direction of Bhurtpore, another 
strong fortress, situated at the dutance of about thirty miles 
in a southern direction from Deig 

The number of gun* captured from the enemy m the lines 
before Deig and in the town and the fort, amounted to one 
hundred. 

The GoTcmor-Gcncml in Council suspends the norratlre' 
of the proceedings of his Excencncy the Commander in-Chief 
for tlio purpose of communicating to your honourablo Com- 
mittee theoperaUoDS against the power of JeswuntRao Holkar 
which have been conducted on the western side of India. 

kour hoDOurablc Committee was apprised by the Gith 
paragraph of our despatch, under date the 15th June, that 
the desolate and exhausted stato of the country to the north 
word of Poonah would probably compel the Honourablo 
Major-Gcocrai Wellesley to suspend QcUvcopcraUons against 
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the possessions occupied by the partizans of Holkar^ under 
that USUI pel’s authority in the Deccan, until the leturn of the 
rainy season should alFoi d the means of subsisting an army in 
that quarter. Majoi-General Wellesley, howevei, placed his 
aiin> in a complete state of equipment, and was prepared to 
move against Chandoie, and the othei foits and possessions 
of Holkar in the Deccan at the earliest opportunity. 

About the middle of June, Major-General Wellesley le- 
ceived the notes of the Goveinoi-Geneial, undei date the 
25th of May, of which a copy was enclosed in our despatch 
to your honouiahle Committee of the 15th June Imme- 
diately, on the leceipt of those instiuctions, Major-General 
Wellesley proceeded to establish the subsidiary foice at 
Poonah, and to withdraw ivithin the Company’s teriitoiies 
the lemaining corps of Biitish troops (with the exception 
hereafter stated), which had been assembled at that station, 
and conceited airangenients with the Government of Bombay 
for immediately commencing the relief of the corps on the es- 
tabhshment of fort St. George, stationed in the Peishwa’s 
teriitoiies. 

— Y^Major-Geneial Wellesley deemed it to be proper to sus- 
pend the execution of the Governor-General’s orders con- 
tained in the notes of the 25th May, for withdrawing the de- 
tachment under the command of Colonel Muriay from Malwa, 
into which piovmce Colonel Muiray had been diiected to 
conduct his detachment, as is stated m the 67th paragraph of 
our despatch of the 15th of June. 

At the period of General Wellesley’s leceipt of these 
oiders, he had reason to suppose that Colonel Murray had 
actually entered that province. Major-General Wellesley was 
also apprized that the main body of Holkar’s force was at an 
inconsiderable distance from Oojein, and threatened that 
capital, foi the safety of which the greatest anxiety was ex- 

I pressed by Scmdiah, who had been led to expect that Colonel 

'^-JVIuiray would immediately advance for its piotection. 

The safety of Guzerat agamst any incuision of the enemy 
was secured by the presence of a body of reserve, which had 
been estabhshed within that province by Colonel Muiray, 
under the mstructions of Major-General Wellesley, dated the 
7th of May (of which a copy formed an enclosure in our 
lettei to youi honouiable Committee of the 15 th of June). 
Under these circumstances, Major-General Wellesley was of 
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opinion that Colonel ITurniy s detachment ehould proceed on 
the *emc8 for which it wa* onginallj destined and he ac- 
cordingly stated that opinion to the honourable the Governor 
in Council of Bombay, with a recommendation that the ex^ 
codon of the Governor-Generals matnictioDS as far as they 
rebted to the detachment under the command of Colonel 
JIurray might be suspended until the receipt of hia Excel 
lencys farther orders 

Major-General Wellesley deemed it however to be an ob- 
ject of importance that as great a number of the Bntub troops 
m the Peishwas temtones shonld be withdrawn to then 
usual stations oi could be withdrawn consistently with the exi 
genaes of the public service m that quarter, and hlajor Ge- 
neral Wellesley accordingly issued orders as above stated for 
the return to their respective stations of all the Bntuh troops, 
excepting those destined to form the subsidiary force at 
Poonah and also bis 3Xajesty s 74th regiment and one ^eg^ 
ment of native cavalry which two corps were directed to re. 
T patn at Poonah for the purpose of forming a part of the force 
to be employed against the possessionj of Jerwuot Kao Holkor 
In tho Dcccam 

After honng adopted the necessary measures for carrying 
these arrangements into effect, Major-General Wellesley, 
who had received orders to proceed to Fort William on the 
pubbe service resigned the pobticol control and mihtary com- 
mand in tlie Deccan, with which ho had been vested under 
the orders of the Govcmor4jononJ of the 26th of June, 
1803 and on the 25lh June 1801- departed from Poonoh on 
his way to this Presidency Previously however to the re- 
signation of lus authority mtbo Dcccau Major-General Wel- 
lesley deemed It to be proper to communicate to the Residents 
at Pooujh and Ilydcmbad a pbn of operations to be con 
ducted agaiust Cbandorc and tbo other possessions of IIoILor 
and lus ^lartiians In tho Dcccoii when the season for mihtory 
operations should rclurm 

Iho troops destined for thb service were to coosut of Jo- 
tachrocnls from the subsidiary forces Berving respectively with 
the Pculiwa and thoSoubahdar of tho Deccan, including tho 
two corps huiwmutncrary to the subsidiary force at Poonah, 
amounting together to four regimenU of nati\e cavalry ond 
»ix bailaltunj of native mfonlry, with a largo proiwrtion of 
artillery . to bo jomed by the contingent of troops to bo fur- 
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nislied by those two powers respectively, according to the 
stipulations oftieaty. jMajoi -General Wellesley had prepaied 
a battering tiain at Poonah for the seivice of tins force. 
The portion of the subsidiaiy force of Hyderabad destined 
for this service was posted on the banks of the Godavery, 
under the command of Lieut.-Colonel Halibuiton. 

Maj 01 -General Wellesley proposed that the batteiing tiain 
should be sent in advance to Aurungabad as soon as the 
weather should permit, and that Lieut -Colonel Haliburton 
should advance fiom his position on the Godaveiy, and pro- 
ceed towaids Aurungabad as soon after his receipt of the in- 
telligence of the movement of the batteiing tiain from Poonah, 
as the state of the equipments might admit. As soon as in- 
foimation should be received at Poonah of Lieut.-Colonel 
Haliburton being piepaied to move, it was proposed that 
Lieut -Colonel Wallace should march from Poonah ivith the 
detachment of the subsidiary force serving with the Peishwa, 
and that the whole should join nr the neighbourhood of Au- 
rungabad Aiiangements weiemade by Major-General Wel- 
lesley for securing supplies of money and provisions for the 
_^^evOf the detachments, and large supphes were to be col- 
lected at different stations, pimcipaUy at Hyderabad and Ah- 
mednagui, for the purpose of being despatched to the anny in 
the field as occasion might require 

The detachments fi om the subsidiary forces at Poonah and 
Hyderabad, being destined to act in conceit, Major-General 
Wellesley deemed it to be proper that those combined de- 
tachments should be subject to one undivided authority The 
local situation of the Resident at Poonah being nearer to the 
scene of the intended operations of the detachments than that 
of any other competent British authority, Major-General 
Wellesley recommended that during the contmuance of this 
serwice, the detachment from the subsidiary force at Hy- 
^ deiabad should be placed under the orders of the Resident 
at Poonah. 

■^Tn conformity to these suggestions, preparations were 
made by the Residents at Poonah and Hyderabad for carry- 
ing into effect the branches of the general arrangement 
which depended on then respective exertions. 

The exhausted state of the countries through which the 
detachment under Lieut -Colonel Hahbuiton was destmed 
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to march, rendered it neceaaary that large convoys of gram 
shoold be advanced from Hyderabad for the purpose of 
securing supphea for the troops, before they should actually 
commence their marcin 

The Resident at Hyderabad despatched a large supply o] 
nca for the detachment under the command of Lieut-Colone 
HoHbuiton, irhich was expected to arrive at that officer; 
camp before the close of the month of August 

Colonel Close being apprised that by the arrival of tha 
supply Colonel Haliburton ■ detachment would be enablet 
to march directed Lieut. Colonel Wallace the officer com 
mandmg the subsidiary force at Poonab to march fron 
Poonah agreeably to the mstructions of Major General Wei 
lesley for the pnrpose of forming a junction vnth Colone 
Hahburton, and of prosecuting the prescnbed plan of opera 
bons. laeuL-Colonel Wallace accordingly commenced hL 
march from Poonah on the 1st of September, 1804 bavin/ 
received from Colonel Close inatructionB for the regulatioi 
of bis conduct, founded on the suggestions centred u 
Major-General Wellesleys letter of the £4th of June to thi 
Residents at Hyderabad and Poonah, referred to m 
ceding paragraph of this despatch ^ 

In the interval which elapsed between the date of Major 
General Wellesleys resignation of the civd and militar 
powers vested in him by the Governor General and thi 
march of LieuL-Colonel Wallace ■ detachment from Poonah 
the attention of the Resident at that court with relation b 
the progress of the war against Holhar was prinapally di 
rccted to the object of inducing the Peishwa to perform th 
obbguUoos of the alliance by fhmishing his contingent o 
troops for the service of tho war agreeably to the Govemoi 
Generals mstructions issued to the Resident for that pur 
pose under dale tho Hth of Junoj it was tho wish of thi 
Resident that the Pclshwai contingent of troops should b 
ready to march from Poonah at tho some time with th' 
dela^ment under tho command of Colonel Wallace 

In reply to bu urgent application upon this subject, th' 
Resident receded the most favourablo assurances of the sm 
ccro dupoiition of tho PeuUwa to fuldl tho obhgations a 
tlus alliance and to employ every exertion for tho eqmpmen 
of a body of troops to serve with Colonel Wallace 
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The Resident had previously apprized the Peishwa of 
the intention of the Governor-General in Council, to allot to 
his Highness the possessions which might be conquered 
Aom Holkar, situated between the rivers Tapty and Goda- 
very, piovided his Highness should exert himself m the pro- 
secution of the war, and the Resident on this occasion 
reminded the Peishwa of the conditions on which those 
lands weie to be annexed to his dominions. 

The mmisters of the Peishwa stated the means by which 
they proposed to provide the number of tioops required to 
form the Peishwa’s contingent, and expressed a confident 
expectation of being ’able to provide a considerable foice foi 
-efficient seivice m the field. At the peiiod of Colonel Wal- 
lace’s march, the number of the Peishwa’s tioops assembled 
at Poonah, amounted to about 4000 horse and 1000 infantry, 
under the command of the Vinchoor Jaggeerdai, an old and 
faithful servant of the Peishwa’s family. 

Colonel Close and the ministeis of the Peishwa expected 
that the force above stated would be augmented by the 
junction of the troops of Bapoojee Goklah, who had served 
General Wellesley in the late campaign. This expec- 
tation was however disappomted That Chieftain who had 
retired to the southward after the late war, was mvolved m 
disputes with the officers of the Peishwa and with the 
neighbouring chiefs The pomts of dispute which had 
existed between Goklah and the Peishwa were howevei m 
a favourable tram of adjustment under a general plan adopted 
by Majoi-Geneial Wellesley foi concluding an arrange- 
ment between the Peishwa and the southern chiefs, and 
Goklah had engaged to employ his troops in the service of 
the Peishwa. Colonel Close therefore still entertained some 
expectation that Goklah might jom Colonel Wallace. 

The force assembled under the Vinchoor Jaggeeidar, 
uiaiched from Poonah the day after Lieut.-Colonel Wallace’s 
departure This detachment was accompamed by an officer 
'~'cn the part of the Peishwa, authorized to receive charge of 
such of the possessions of Holkar as might be conquered by 
the alhed tioops, and delivered to his charge by Lieut- 
Colonel Wallace. 

Another subject connected with the prosecution of the 
war against Holkar, which occupied the attention of the 
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Resident at Poonah at tlua time, waj the Resident a receipt 
of a commumcatioii from a person who was stated to be m 
the confidence of Jeswunt Rao Holhar of which the object 
appeared to be to ascertain the Tiewa of the Bi^tiah Gtju. 
vemment with respect to that chieftain. 

This agent intimated to Colonel Close a wish to be in- 
formed whether the Bntiah Goycrnment would receive pro-' 
poiaU of accommodation from HoUcar In reply to this 
communication, Colonel Close remarked in substance, that if 
Holkor were inclined to effect an accommodation with the 
British Government he should apply either to the Resident 
with Scindiah who hod the charge of the British mterests m 
Malwa, or to General Lake who possessed full powers to 
negotiate on the part of the Governor General in Council. 

From this agent, Colonel Close received a letter from 
Uolkar, addressed to the Governor-General but evidently 
intended for the honourable Major-General Wellesley, m 
which HolLar asserted that he was compelled by the aggroa- 
uons of General Lake to have recourse to arms and at 
tempted to vindicate bis coodnet m bis intercourse with the 
Bnbih Government. The letter u written in the some 
of arrogaucc and haughtiness which characteruc his forint 
correspondence. 

At tiio same period Colonel Close received information 
that Anund Rao llolkar on uncle of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, 
who had long resided at Poonah had been lately admitted to 
many secret mlemows wuh Soddasheo Munkessur, one of 
the Pcishwas ministers. 

This circumstance having excited some suspicion m Co- 
lonel Close s mind he required from the Durbar an cxplann 
bou of this part of the conduct of Suddasheo Munkessur 
In rcpl), the Resident was informed on the port of the , 
Pcishwa b) Ills llighncsss pnncipal minister, Anund Rao 
Mullur, (hat Anund Rao llolkar had never been considered 
as an adherent of Jeswunt lUo that his late conferences bod 
for ihcir object the solicitation of pecuniary ossutonce and 
tliat VnunJ Kao hod always expressed greot dissatisfaction 
at Jeswunt Rao llolkar and professed himself on advocate 
for the claims of Cashey Kao opposed to those of his iUegi 
timate brother The minuter added that tlio Peishwa had 
expressed his iluplcosurc at Suddhoslico Munkessur for 
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admitting him to an inteiview, Avithout appiizing the British 
Resident, and that Ins Highness would either send Anund 
Rao fiojn Poonah, oi place him in confinement, as Colonel 
Close might deem necessary. In leply to this message. 
Colonel Close expiessed Ins satisfaction at the Peishwa’s 
conduct, and stated, that he did not require either the con- 
finement 01 expulsion of Anund Rao, hut that he was of opi- 
nion that no communication should he held with him by any 
pel son connected with the Durbai 

The Governoi-Geneial in Council expressed Ins appioba- 
tion of Colonel Close’s conduct, but diiected him to obseive 
the proceedings of Anund Rao, and of eveiy other branch 
of the Ilolkar family with attention The Goveinoi-Geneial 
in Council also diiected Colonel Close to abstain fiom any 
conduct winch might manifest a suspicion of the fidehty of 
the PeisliM a. 

With respect to the claims of Cashee Rao, Colonel Close 
was diiected to discouiage any expectation of the intei- 
ference of the Biitish Government m favour of that peison 
The Biitish Government is not pledged to secure a suit- 
piovision foi Cashee Rao Holkar, noi does the admis- 
sion of Ins hei editary right to the possessions occupied by 
Jeswunt Rao flolkar, impose upon us any obligation to 
assign to Cashee Rao the whole, or any part of those pos- 
sessions which oui aims may conquei from Jeswunt Rao 
Holkai Cashee Rao has been completely dispossessed of 
his teiTitoiy by Jeswunt Rao, and is utteily incapable of any 
efifoit for its ieco\eiy 

The contest in which the British Government is engaged 
with Jeswunt Rao Holkar, has not originated m any engage- 
ment on oui pait to lestoie to Cashee Rao Holkar any por- 
y tion of his lights , it has originated in the unprovoked aggies- 
’ sions of the former, resulting fiom the nature of Ins pieda- 
^ tory habits, fiom Ins inordmate demands, and from his 
‘^^j^^barous system of exaction and rapacity It cannot be 
considered to be a just and equitable piinciple that teiri- 
tories conquei ed fiom an usurper in the course of a war 
oiiginating in the aggressions of that usurper, should be 
transferred by the state which has acquued them, to the 
chieftam from whom those territories were originally wrested. 
The British Government therefore must be considered to 
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po*i€« a nght of disposing of the acqmfitioiiB of the contest 
with Holkar in such manner a* may be most benefiaol to 
our interests* • 

The Governor-General m Council now proceeds to state" 
to your honourable Committee the progress of the detach- 
ment under the command of Lieut-Colonel Wallace 

LleuL-Colonel Wallace marched from Poonah, ns has been 
stated m a preceding paragraph of this despatch on the 22d 
of August 

Lieut-Colonel Wallace crossed the Oddavery with his 
infantry, at Peytun about the I8th of September, and on 
the J27th was joined at Forknbnd by Lieut Colonel Halt- 
burton whose march as well as that of Colonel Wallace, hod 
been impeded by the seventy of the weather and on the 
30th Lieut-Colonel Wallace was jomed by his cavalry, which 
had proceeded higher up the Godavexy than Peyton in 
search of a ford 

Lieut-Colonel Wallace was jomed by the PaishwascoD- 
tingent early m the month of October 

On the 8th of October Colonel Wallace detached a party 
for the purpose of taking possession of a small fort belonging 
to Holkar called Lassclgong about twelve m3es from Chan* 
dorc. Tho party which was despatched ou this service, 
failed m an attempt to storm the fort, and was compelled to 
— grtiro to the Pettoh or town which had been previously 
occupied by the British troops until a re-inforcement arrived 
■from Colonel Wallace wfaeo the place was stormed witlj 
-copplete success. In accomplubuig this service, forty fom 
men drthe Bndsh detachment were killed and wounded, and 
two officers wero also wounded 

On the same day Colonel Wnllaco amvod before tho towi 
and fortress of Cbaadorc, and took possession of tho formei 
without opposition. Preparations were immediately made 
for the siege of tho fort, ond a battery was nearly ready to 
open when proposals of copitolaaon were received from the 
gamson, which were accepted by Lieut. Colonel Wallace; 
and tho fort was immediately surrendered to tho Bntuh troopj 
on tho IJth. Tho conditions on which the gamson sorreii- 
dered were the saftt) of private property and permission tc 
the troops composing the garrison to proceed whither thej 
pleased. Our loss during tho siege, was mconsidcrablc. 
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After the capture of Chandore, Lieut.-Colonel Wallace de- 
tached a paity agamst anothei fort, situated m the same 
1 ange of hills and occupied hy a garrison m the intei est of 
Holkar, called Dhoorh, which suriendeied on the 14th of 
October, and several other small forts m the vicinity having 
been evacuated by the enemy’s troops, and occupied by those 
of the Peishwa, Lieut.-Colonel Wallace marched from Chan- 
dore on the 17th. 

On the 21st of October, he arrived before Galna, a strong 
fort belongmg to Holkar, and took possession of the Pettah 
without opposition. On the 23d two practicable breaches 
having been effected, the garrison surrendered on the con- 
ditions of being allowed to maich out with their aims and 
private property , which conditions bemg accepted by Lieut - 
Colonel Wallace, the British troops took possession of the 
fort. 

The possession of these foits deprived Holkar of all his 
possessions to the southward of the Tapty The conduct of 
the troops is lepresented by Colonel Wallace to have been 
highly meiitorious, and the manner m which these operations 
^kaVebeen conducted by Colonel Wallace, entitles that officer 
to consideiable praise. 

After havmg made the necessary ariangements for main- 
taining these fortresses, and for estabhshmg the authority of 
his Highness the Peishwa m the counj^y which had bee^j 
reduced by the success of oui operations, Lieuti-„G(^h^ ^ 
W allace proceeded to Borenaire, a position from '\\|j.^:oce h»* 
should he able to move in whatever direction the se^c^^lf.- 
his detachment might he leqmred, andm the neighl&^i^ood 
of which he proposed to remam until he should leceive 
fru’ther oideis, or untd circumstance should requue the march 
of the detachment. 

The subsequent movements of this detachment being con- 
nected with transactions at the Court of Nagpoi.e, will be 
, stated m another part of this despatch 

Destitute of any othei resources than such as he deiived 
from the habits of indisciimmate plunder and exaction, the 
power of Jeswunt Rao Holkar has been preserved from 
entue destruction, exclusively by the seasonable apphcation 
of the mihtary lesources of the Rajah of Bhuitpore, with 
whom the British Goveimnent, pieviously to the conclusion 
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the Soubahdai is bound by treaty to furnish, was assembled 
and joined Lieut.-Colonel Hahbui ton’s detachment, while 
encamped on the Godaveiy as above stated, and has con- 
tinued to act with the Biitish tioops in their opeiations 
against Holkai’s possessions in the Deccan The Soubah- 
dar’s contingent of tioops was placed under the oiders of the 
Resident at Poonah, in the same niannei as the detachment 
fioni the subsidiaiy force, commanded by Lieut.-Colonel 
Hahbui ton 

With oui despatch to your honourable Committee, under 
date the 15th of June, the Goveinor-Geneial in Council had 
the honour to tiansmit a copy of instiuctions issued by the 
honourable Majoi-Geneial Wellesley to Colonel Muiray, the 
oflScei commanding the Biitish tioops in the province of 
Guzeiat, for the co-opeiation of a consideiable detachment 
undei the command of that officer, with the aimy undei the 
immediate dnection of his Excellency General Lake, agamst 
the forces of Jeswunt Rao Holkar. 

The Governor-Geneial in Council now pi oceeds to state to 
yoiir honouiable Committee the proceedings of that detach- 
-'Piiient. 

After providing for the protection of Suiat and Baroda, m 
the mannei suggested by the honouiable Major-General 
Wellesley, the foice undei the personal command of Colonel 
Mull ay amounted to two legiments of European mfantry^- 
and five battalions of native infantry, with a due propoLtJ^i ' 
of ai tillery yif ’ - 

Arrangements weie also made foi the co-opeiation?^eA4S- 
body of tioops m the service of the Guikwar, 'but those 
troops did not join the army of Colonel Murray until after its 
arrival at Ougein 

In the supposition that Jeswunt Rao Holkai (who was then 
at Ajmere) if pressed by the army of the Coinmandei-m-Chief, 
might retire in a south-western direction. Colonel Murray was 
- diiected by the instructions of the honourable Majoi -General 
W^ellesley to place his detachment in such a position as would 
enable it to embarrass and impede Jeswunt Rao Holkai’s 
retreat 

But, in the event (which was deemed^ more probable) of 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar’s proceeding towards Ougein, Lieut - 
Colonel Murray was instructed to endeavour to effect an 
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early junction with Dowlut Rao Scindiah a army , and under 
any orcumatancei, to proceed with the utmoat practicable 
expedition m the direction of Holkar a force and to take ad 
Tantage of any opportunity of attacking it. 

Jeawunt Rao Holkar a troops having aubaequently moved 
in the direction of Ougein, Colonel Murray determined, m 
conformity to the spirit of hia matructiods as well as m 
compliance with the urgent eoliatabons of Dowlut Rao Scm- 
fltnh to proceed with the utmoat practicable expedition for 
the protection of that capital The advance of Colonel Mur 
ray a detachment however 6roiD Baroda to the frontier of 
Guxerat, waa conaiderably retarded by the difficulty of 
procuring conveyance m Guxcrat by the exhauatcd con- 
dition of the country, and the consequent difflcnlty of pro- 
curmg forage, and by the neceaaity of previously securing 
ample aupphes of proviiiona. Abont the middle of the month 
of June however Colonel Murray arrived with the detach- 
ment under bU command in the ncmity of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiali 8 Fort of Dohud ^ 

At the suggestion of Major General Wellealey, th( 
mlsiian of orders to the Commandant of tlmt fortress 
reception of the heavy ordnance and storei of the detach 
ment under Colonel hlurray s command had been a subject 
Df repeated urgency on the part of the Resident at tho court 
lApowIutRno Sandioh with that chieftain and his mimatera, 
Aa exp lamed the delay which occurred m the transmiasion 
Ifl^ose orders, by asserting that the Commandant of that 
fOTTwos m the service of Ambajee and that orders addressed 
\o him woulA ho of no effect. This labjcct will bo stated 
more In detail in that part of the present despatch which 
relates to the transactions at the court of Dowlut Rao Scin 
diah It appears however that ultimately tho Commandant 
not only consented that tho heavy ordnance should be depo- 
sited m the fort, but proposed that a Bntish /manl shoSd 
be stationed In It* 

OntheJOth ofJune, the dctnchmcntundcr tho command of 
Colonel 3Iurray, amved at Budnawar on its route to Ougein 
At that station Colonel ilurray received mtcUigenco which 
induced him to i.uspcnd hu advance to Ougein, and to retire 
to a poijlion behind the nver Myhce* 

TUo caiuc. sh.ch maucnccd Colonel Murray • rcjolutlon 


for thii 
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to letue behind the Myhee, appeared to have been princi- 
pally the information which he received from Lieut.-Colonel 
Monson of the leturn of the army under the personal com- 
mand of the Commander-in-Chief into cantonments, and of 
the intention of Lieut.-Colonel Monson to halt with his 
detachment at the Mokundra pass, until he should receiye 
further oiders from General Lake, combined with mtelhgence 
which Colonel Muiiay received at the same time, of the in- 
tention of Jeswunt Rao Holkai to du’ect the whole of his 
Poice agamst the detachment advancmg from Guzeiat. 

Colonel Mull ay stated it to be his opinion, that the detach- 
ment under his command was unequal to oppose the whole 
foice of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, without the assistance of the 
cavalry, with which he expected to be furnished by the 
Guikwar, and by Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, and that by advan- 
cmg mto Malwa, he might not only endanger the safety of his 
detachment, but afford to Jeswunt Rao Holkar a favourable 
Dppoitumty for the invasion of Guzerat. In addition to 
these causes of retreat, Colonel Murray considered his posi- 
tion at Budnawar to be unfavourable to the opeiations of a 
^dy of mfantiy against a superior force, while the position 
:o which Colonel Murray proposed to re toe in the rear of the 
iVIyhee, appeared to that officer to possess advantages which 
vould enable his detachment to resist the attack of the whole 
if Holkai ’s force. Colonel Muriay accordingly on the 1st of 7-1 
July, commenced his retreat towards the Myhee 
On the 5th of that month however. Colonel Murray re-, . 
jeived intelligence that Holkar had detached a considerably 
lody of his troops towards Hmglaisghur, (the assault and 
japtuie of which place by the British tioops has already 
leen described,) and that the mam body of Holkar’s force 
lad marched m a direction north-east of Mundasere. These 
ttiovements appear to have relieved Colonel Murray from 
the apprehensions which he entei tamed with lespect to the 
safety of his detachment, and accordmgly on the 5th of 
luly, Colonel Murray resumed his march towaids Ougem, at 
v^hich city he arrived on the 8th of the same month without 
lavmg encountered any opposition 
At an eaily period ‘of tune after the march of Colonel 
ffuiray from Guzerat, that officer commumcated to the 
Jlesident with Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, his anxious desire to be 
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ftmuihed with a body of Scindiaha cavalry, to co-operate 
with the detachment under hia command Before the amval 
of Colonel Morray at Ougein, n vakeel on tlie part of Antajee 
Geerdur the principal officer of Dowlut Rao Scindiah at that 
capital, bad arrived in the comp of Colonel Murray m con 
acipience of orders isaned by Dowlut Rao Scmdiah s minis- 
ters, ra conformity to the urgent apphcation of the Resident 
(as described in a subsequent part of this despatch.) Colonel 
Murray transmitted through this vakeel also, repeated appli- 
cations to Antajee Geerdur urging his immediate advance with 
a body of Scmdiah s cavalry But thu re-mforcement though 
fi^uently promised was never despatched and even after 
Colonel hlurray s arrival at Ougein every endeavour to obtain 
the servicea of on efficient body of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah a 
forces proved unavailing The expectation also of being 
joined by Scmdiah t forces under the command of Bapooje© 
Scmdiah havmg been disappointed by the defection of that 
chieftain, Colonel Morray submitted to the Resident with 
Dowlnt Rao Scmdiah a plan fo^ eecunng the acLmces of a 
considerable body of Pindorrce horse which had formerly 
been m the service of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah and w<is thez^{n 
the neighbourhood of Bopauh Colonel Murray also pr^ 
posed to raise a body of Sillehdor horse m Malwo, for the 
purpose of co-opemtmg with bis detachment 
- The Resident with Dowlut Rao Scmdiah m reply toCoIo- 
-nel Murray’s propositions, explamcd the vonous objections 
^ the employment of Pmdames m the lemco of the British 
Govenunent, but submitted the decision of the question to 
tho authority of the Governor General m CounciL 

The Govcrnor-Geucral in Council concurred entirely In 
the sentiments expressed by the Resident with Dowlut Rao 
Sdndiali and bignificd to Colonel Murray his Excellency 
m Councils disapprobation of tho cinplojuient of troops of 
lliat dcbcnptioa. 

Colonel Murray ]ia>ing submitted to the Governor General 
lOTcraJ questions rclatiro to tho extent to whicli ho might bo 
pcrralUcd to encourage desertion among tlio adherents of 
Jeswunt Rao Ilolkar and to ofler to them employment in 
tlic service of tho aUIci, and to wliat extent lie might mako 
pccunury advances to the servants of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah 
for the purpose oftnabhiig them to act with vigour and cx 
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ertion, the Governor-General in Council deemed it to he 
advisable to fuinish Colonel Murray with instiuctions on those 
several questions On the fiist point, the Governor-General 
in Council stated his opinion to be, that the advantages to be 
derived by the employment of a large numbei of deserteis 
from the cause of Holkai would not be adequate to the 
expence and inconvenience attendmg that measuie. On the 
question legaiding the advance of money to the oflSceis of 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, Colonel Muriay was refeiied entuely 
to the judgment of the Resident at that chieftain’s comt. 

To the disordeied condition of the whole fiame of Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah’s government must be ascribed the conduct of 
his officers m Malwa, in failing to supply an * efficient foice 
for the purpose of co-operating with Colonel Murray’s de- 
tachment , and to the same cause must be asciibed the diffi- 
culty which Colonel Murray experienced in obtaining sup- 
plies or necessaiies for his tioops, and m restormg his 
establishments of carnage-cattle and othei equipments which 
had suffered by the severity of the monsoon, and Colonel 
Murray was apprized at an eaily period of time by the Resi- 
^^ht with Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, of the necessity of acting 
without refeience to any expectation of useful assistance 
iiom the government of that chieftain in the operations of 
the wai. 

Duimg the continuance of Colonel Munay’s detachment 
at Ougein, that officer took possession, without any resist- 
ance, of the whole of the teiiitory in the occupation of Jes- 
wunt Rao Holkar, situated in that quai ter, and of Indore, 
the capital of the possessions of the family of Holkai. These 
places weie immediately delivered over to the chaige of the 
officers of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah 

It has been stated m a piecedmg paragraph of this de- 
spatch, that the troops which had been furnished by the 
Guickwar to co-opeiate with Colonel Munay’s detachment, 
.^id not form a junction with that detachment until aftei its 
arrival at Ougein. The body of troops selected by the 
government of the Guickwai for this service, consisting of 
3600 horse and 800 foot, was assembled at Ahmedabad m 
Guzerat, soon after the Resident at Baroda notified the 
desire of the British Government, that such a force should 
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be prepared m coufarmHy to the plan of operftfaonB pre- 
scribed by the honourable Major-General Welleiley 
The disordered state of the Guickwars finances, com- 
pelled the British Government to provide for the pay and' 
Bubiisteuce of the troops composing the Guickwars con- 
tingent while in the field, and the Resident at Baroda accord 
ingly, under the authority of the Governor General m Counefl 

of ^mbay, adopted an arrangement for that purpose A Bri- 
tish officer was appomted to reside m the camp of the 
Guicfcwar s contingent for the purpose of conducting com 
muiucations between the conunanderj of the troops of the 
Guickwar and the Resident at Baroda and Colonel Murray, 
and of superintending the payment of those^ troops. Con 
siderable delay occurred before the troops commenced 
their march, occa^oned by the extravagant demands of the 
officers commanding the different, bodies of men composing 
the contingent. These diflBculbes 'hatlSg heen at length 
overcome, the contingent commenced its roSrciVAll^PSsit^ 
7th of July arrived at Godra, a^posieasion of Dowlnt Ran 
Scmdiah near the frontier of Guserab At this station the 
progress of the troops was delayed by the same cause which 
had retarded the commencement of their march This obk 
stniction was at length removed by an advance of money on 
account of the pay of the troops which was made by Captain 
■Williams (the Brituh officer rending m the camp of the 
Guickwors contingent) under outhonty which he had re- 
ceived for that purpose from the Resident at Baroda. The 
troops of the Guickwor then resumed their march but their 
progress was extremely slow The duorderiy and turbulent 
babiu of the troops and of the commanders of the different 
parties were not Jess conspicuous on their march from Godra 
than they bad been before. The repeated order# of Colonel 
Murray to the commauder on the subject of expediting the 
march of the troops and on other points of duty connected 
with the pubhc service wore enUrely disregarded. 

Being of opinion that these troops might bo usefully em 
plojed m tlio protection of a convoy, which was advancing 
from Gwenit, with a smoU detachment of Bntuh troops, 
Colonel Murray instructed Captain WUlmms to require the 
commander of the Guickwar troops to join tlic comoy for 
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tlie purpose above stated, aiul in tlie c\ent of Ins refusal, 
to !ei\c the camp aiul to tnfoun the cominnnticr that tlic 
M'r\ite'> of hi-^ corps would not he recpured. The demand 
jof C'lptaui ^Vl!liam^*s hcing refused, lie (putted the camp of 
the (lUiekw.ir. The proitiess of tlie convo), however, heing 
accidentally letaided, the CJuickwar's contingent joined the 
convoy a few dajs after C.iptain Williams s depaituie, and 
advanced to Ougein, .it winch city the contingent .u rived on 
the IGth of August. 

Tile cau-'Cs which h.ul unhappil) produced a disagreement 
between Colonel Murr.iy and the olHcer commanding the 
troops of the Gunkwai, did not cease to open ate after tlie 
juiKtion of the contingent with tlie British detachment. 

nh i view to remedy tlie evils oceasioned h) the disagiee- 
niciit eMstnig between Colonel Murray .ind the eommandei 
of the Gnu kw ir's contingent, it w.is detennined in conceit 
vsith the Government of the Gnickw.ir (which had, on all 
occa‘ ■'ii'^, maniJcstcd .1 sincere disposition to piomote the 
cohnuon c.iuse) to supercede the commaudiug ollicer of tlie 
contingent .ind the principal memher of the Guickwai’s Go- 
'-'^’Gnnnent, prepared Co assume the command 111 person. This 
arr.uigenient, however, was subsequently abandoned. 

In the mean time, the Guickwar’s contingent remained at 
Ougein, .uul w'.cs employed by Colonel Murray in the i educ- 
tion or occupation of some of the possessions of Ilolkai, 
situated 111 that vicinity. No coidiahty however appeals to 
have been established between Colonel Murray and the 
commander of the Guickwar’s contingent, and Colonel Muriay 
continued to transmit to the government of Bombay, and to 
the Resident at Baroda, complaints of the misconduct of that 
oflicer. 

Oil the 18 th of October, Colonel Murray having completed 
the equipments of Ills tioops, which had been neaily de- 
I stioyed by the violence of the Monsoon, and having collected 
^ ^-Suflicient number of cattle, advanced from Ougein, in com- 
pliance with the urgent and repeated oiders of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, who consideied the early advance of this 
detachment to be an object of the utmost importance in the 
prosecution of the wav, especially in the event of Holkar 
being compelled to letire towards Malvva on the approach of 
the army under his Excellency’s personal command. Co- 
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louel Murray waa accompanied on hia marcli by tbe Guick 
war I contingent. 

On the 11th of November, Colonel Murray arrived al 
ilundaeere, having occupied the Pergunnahs of Burrow^S 
and Jowrah, belongmg to Holkar through which he had di 
reeled hia march Advancing from Mundaaere, Colonel 
hlurray took posBession of the forts of Narrayn-Gurh and 
Mulhar-Gurh which were held by the adherents of Holkar 
The next operation performed by the detachment under the 
command of Colonel Murray was the attack of Rompoorah 
a fortress of some strength belonging to Holkar and distmcl 
from the fort of Ilampoorah the assault and capture of 
which IS stated m a preceding paragraph of our despatch of 
the ISth of June and which is still occupied by a British 
gamsoiL. 

This fort was occupied by a party of Bntish troops on the 
19th of NoT^iberj r resistance on the port of the 

enemy The possession of Rampoor^’comJldTA*‘ltife ^i>- 
quest of the whole of Holkar s temtones on the west of th( 
nver Cbumbuk 

On the same date a large party of the enemy s tr^oni 
which hod passed to the rear of the British detachment aiic 
was proceeding towards Mundasere for the purpose of plun 
dcring a valuable convoy on its advance to join Colonel Mur- 
ray s detachment was attacked by the Guickwar s con 
tiDgent and defeated with coniidcrablo loss the conduct o: 
the Guickwurs troops on this occaaioD oppears to have beer 
highly mentonous 

At Ilampoorah, Colonel Murruy received information oi 
the appomtment of Major-General Jones to the staff ol 
Bombaj and to the command of the forces in Guxemt witi 
orders to assume the command of the detachment which had 
advanced from that province under Colonel Murraj 

The appointment of Major General Jones to the staff ol 
Bombay formed a part of the general arrangements of jlic 
mUltarj cstabluhmcnts of that Presidency which will be 
communicated to the bonourablo the Court of Directors 
from Uio militarj department Major General Jones pro- 
cceded on hU nurch without deby to jom the detnebment, 
m conronmt> to the orders which ho lud rcccireiL In tho 
meanwhile Colonel Murray continued to advance in pur- 
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suance of the Commandei -in-Chiefs orders, and arrived at 
the Mokundra Pass on the oOth of November Continuing 

o 

to advance, Colonel Muriay arrived near Shahabad, about 
foity miles west of Narwar on the S5th of December, wheie 
the detachment was joined by Major-General Jones, who 
assumed the command. 

The Goveinor-Geneial m Council deems it necessary in 
this stage of the despatch, to communicate to your honoui- 
able Committee, a naiiative of transactions and negotiations 
at the com ts of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah and the Rajah of Beiar, 
connected with the general subject of the contest with Jes- 
wunt Rao Holkai . 

In om despatch of the 1 5th of June, the Governoi-General 
in Council had the honour to apprize youi honourable Com- 
mittee, that Dowlnt Rao Scmdiah had leceived the notifica- 
tion of the Goveinoi-Geneial’s lesolution to reduce the power 
of Jeswunt Rao Holkai, with eveiy demonstration of satisfac- 
tion, and that Dowlut Rao Scmdiah had ultimately consented 
to adopt the measuies lecommended by the honourable 
Majoi -General Wellesley for Scmdiah’s co-opeiation in the 
Those measures weie — 1st That Dowlut Rao Scmdiah 
should despatch anofficei on hispait, to join the aimy under 
the command of Lieut -Colonel Munay, for the puipose of 
securing the application of the lesources of Scmdiah’s teni- 
tory to the exigencies of the Biitish troops, and of takmg 
possession of such of the districts in the occupation of 
Holkar, within the province of Malwa, as Lieut -Colonel 
Muriay might subdue and might think proper to sui render 
to the charge of that officer. Sdly. That Scmdiah should 
piovide at Ougein, batteimg guns for the eventual use of 
Lieut -Colonel Murray’s aimy, and Jdly, that Scmdiah should 
employ his tioops, without delay, m the reduction of Chuly 
Meyheysur and Indore, the principal places in the possession 
of Jeswunt Rao Holkar. Major-General Wellesley also le- 
eommended that Scmdiah’s aimy should be joined by a 
detachment of Biitish tioops, distinct from the detachment 
under the command of Lieut.-Colonel Muriay, and should 
be sepal ately employed m offensive operations against the 
power of Jeswunt Rao Holkai Majoi-Geneial Wellesley 
was nof at that tmie awaie that a consideiable force had 
been actually despatched by Scmdiah to the northward of 
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Ougem, for the purpote of co-ojxjratmg ^nth hu Excel- 
lency the CommaDder m-Cbief (a* itated in our despatch 
of the 15th of June.) That force which was commanded 
by Bapoojee ScmJiah an officer of high rank m the 
Tice of Etowlut Rao Scmdiah was suhiequently directed 
at the desire of the Conimander-m-Chief to form a junction 
with the detachment under the command of Ineut. Colonel 
ifurray 

In addition to the pomts which the Resident had been 
requested by Major-General Wellesley to urge with Dowint 
Uao Scmdiah as abore described the Resident, at the de- 
sire of Colonel Murray appbed to Dowlnt Rao Scmduih for 
orders to the commandant of his fortress of Dohud direct- 
ing Htth to receive such ordoanca and stores as laeah-Colonel 
Murray might desire to deposit in that fortress. The Ren 
dent also deemed it to be hu duty to require tliat a vakeel 
fromHolkar who at that time resided m the camp of Dovrlut 
Rao Semdah ihoold be dismissed ^ j - , 

To enable your h(in^uvddi6*Lommittee to form a judghnnt 
of the disposition and conduct of DowlutRao Scmdiab since 
the commencement of hostilities with Jetwnnt Rao Holkak^ii 
appears to the Governor GcLiieral cn Council to be necessary 
to trace the progress of the Resident s negotiations in consi 
derable detiuL 

Most of the preceding requuidoas were at first verbally 
conuDumcated by the Resident to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah i 
imnistcTs. In reply to that commonication a memorandum 
was dehrered by Dowlut Rao Scmdiah s confidential Moon 
shoe on the 10th of May, entitled ' A. Memorandum o/ 
answers to the pomts ” 

This memorandum commenced by objecting to the route 
proposed for the advonco of Lieut-Colonel Murray s army to 
Ougem on the pica that the possessions of Dowlut Rao 
SdmUtth m hlalrn, would thereby be exposed to danger, and 
proposing that Lieut. Colonel Murray should proceed to 
Rampoomh, there to be joined by the troops of Dowlut Kao 
^diab, uoacrftipoojeB Sandiah and Suddaiheo Mnhadco 
In repl/ to the nppLcalion tortho dcpatch of a public officer 
to the camp of loeut-ColoncI Murray, tbc memorandum con 
reyed a promuo of ipccdjy dcpatchmg an officer to timt 
camp ibr the purposes required. 
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With respect to the provision of ordnance at Ougein, it 
was stated m the memorandum that none weie deposited at 
that capital of the description i equired , hut that guns of that 
description, captured by the British army from Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah, if returned, should be prepared to join Lieut.-Co- 
lonel Mui ray’s detachment. 

In that memorandum the mimsters objected to the imme- 
diate occupation of Chuly-Meyheysui andindoie, on the plea 
that m that event the troops of Holkar, then at Kotah, 
and of his partizan, Meer Khaun, who occupied a position 
near Bhelsa, would ravage Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s defence- 
less teiritones in Malwa, whilst his tioops would be employed 
in letainmg possession of the captured places , and proposed 
that this measuie should be postponed until the aimies of 
Colonel Muiray, and Bapojee Scindiah and Suddasheo Ma- 
hadeo (another of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s commanders), 
should have heen established at Rampoorah in the manner in 
which it had been suggested. 

In reply to the leqmsition foi the dismission of Holkar’s 
vakeel, it was stated m the memoiandum that orders had been 
'-§ght for the lecal of Scindiah’s vakeel with Jeswunt Rao 
Holkai. That mth regard to the latter’s vakeel stationed 
with Dowlut Rao Scindiah, he was not upon good terms with 
Jeswunt Rao Holkai , that he transacted no busmess for 
Holkar, and that his knowledge of the affaus of Holkar’s go- 
vernment rendered his continuance in the camp of Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah advantageous The memorandum concluded 
by expressmg an expectation founded on the Governor-Ge- 
neial’s declaied mtentionof assignmg to Scmdiah a portion of 
the territory which should be conquered from Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar, that the British Government would not only restore 
the territory and forts of Gohud and Gwahor, but would 
grant to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah compensation for the loss 
■which he had sustamed by the temporal y ahenation of that 
^-Jioition of his ancient possessions 

The Resident in his reply to these observations, explamed 
the impracticability and unreasonableness of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah’s expectation that the plan -prescribed by Major- 
Geneial Wellesley for the operations of the army under the 
command of Lieut -Colonel Murray, should be changed on the 
grounds stated by Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s mmisters. He urged 
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the neceMity of the fanmediato deipatch of a proper oflBcer 
to the camp of Colonel Murray, and the importance of proYid 
mg ordnauce at Ougem aa deiired by Major General Wei 
lesley and requeated that every exertion might be employ'erf 
for that pnrpoie. The lleBident reminded the miniateri of the 
refusal which the vakeela of Dovrlut Bao Scmdiah had re- 
ceived from Major-General Wellealey to their apphcation for 
the reatitution of a part of the captured ordnance m the course 
of the conference* which preceded the concluaion of the treaty 
of Serjee Angengaum and adverted to the mutility of renew 
mg that demand. The Beaident retistcd the plea urged by 
Scmdiah a minuter* for »u*pendmg the proposed occupation 
of Chuly hleyheyaur and Indore observing that the war 
bavmg been undertaken the fear of mjury conitituted no 
reason for poitponmg to attack the enemy and urgmg the 
immediate proeecuGou of the proposed enterpnae;. 

The Reaident again urged the digmuBion of Hollar s va 
keel on ohvioo* groonda of propnety, a* a measure indiapep 
■ably necetaary with a view to manifest the part which l)ow 
lut Boo Scmdiah had adopted in the war with Jeiwimt Bao 
Holkar X 

The Rcfident concluded by remarking the impropriety of 
hlendmg th^ liberal propotibon of the BnUsb Government to 
oaiign to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah a portion of the conquered 
temtorie* with the question of the resbtuGon of Gohud and 
Gwohor with which it wo* wholly unconnected, and which had 
been alrfeady completely and finall y decided. 

Those pomt* wore discussed between the Bcsident and 
Sandiah* minuter* at a cooferooce holden on the 18th of 
ilay on the occasion of a vuit which the Resident, accom 
pamed by Major Malcolm {»aid to Dowlut Bao Scmdiah, when 
3Iajor ^lalcolm look leave of that chieftain. V 

The minuter commenced the conference by remarking that 
the Resident appeared to entertain some doubt* of Dowlnt 
Bao Scmdiah* mlcnlions because of the delay which ha4 
occurred m cam mg into effect the measures which liad been 
suggested obsenmgliowtverUiat the delay was unimportant. 
The Resident stated in rtplj that measures connected with 
a stale of war were not of a nature to admit of delay That 
Colonel Murray must otlliat time have commenced hit march 
m the dircclion prescribed by Major General AVeUesley, and 
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that the Commander-m-Cliief was engaged in active operations 
against the foices of ‘Holkai. That, at such a tune, it was 
highly necessary that Dowlut Kao Scindiah should manifest 
hy his acts the i esolution which he had fomed. The minister 
leplied by asserting the smceiity of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s 
disposition to discharge the obligations of the alliance, ob- 
servmg, that Dowlut Rao Scmdiah had a much gi eater m- 
terest than the British Government m the early commence- 
ment and termination of the wai, and promising that oideis 
should be immediately issued m confoimity to the Resident’s 
application. That a person should be immediately appointed 
to join Colonel Murray. That oiders had been issued, and 
should be repeated, for preparing such ordnance as could be 
piovided at Ougein, and that Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s tioops 
would immediately proceed to occupy to the extent of their 
power, the possessions of Jeswunt Rao Holkai. The Resi- 
dent then uiged the necessity of the advance of the force 
under Bapoojee Scmdiah, agreeably to the wishes of the 
Commandei-in-Chief, and the Minister assured the Resident 
that orders to that effect had actually been tiansraitted, 
■^^d would be repeated The Resident then urged the imme- 
diate dismission of Jeswunt Rao Holkar’s vakeel, to which 
the minister assented 

At this confeience the Resident took occasion to lequire 
a foimal renunciation of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s claim to the 
fort and teiiitory of Gwalior and Gohud, and the minister 
in reply authorized the Resident to assure the Governor- 
General that the claim had been completely relinquished by 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah On the ground of this assurance, 
the Resident requested and obtained the signature of Dowlut 
Rao Scmdiah to the list of treaties confiimed by the opera- 
tion of the 9th article of the treaty of peace with Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah At this conference the mmister took occa- 
sion to express the expectation of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, 
.A^iat the British Government would take into consideration 
the heavy losses which had been sustained by Dowlut Rao 
Scmdiah, and the means of elevatmg his Government and 
of rehevmg his embarrassments. The minister proceeded to 
describe the pecuniai’y distresses of the state, and expressed 
a hope, that with a view to a partial relief of those distresses, 
and especially to enable Dowlut Rao Scmdiah to co-opeiate

effectually in the -waT, the BnUsh Government would*aa- 
thonxe a lecond payment on account of the ibpendj pro- 
vided for by the 7fh article of the treaty of peace. 

The Governor-General in Conned bai deemed it proper/ 
m thi» place, to advert to the pecuniary erobarraasmenta of 
Dowlut Rao Scindiaha Government, becauae the conduct of 
Dowlnt Rao Scmdiab at an ally in the war, mint, m a con- 
uderable degree, be referred to the effect of those embar- 
raaamenta — ^e mstructiona of the Governor General upon 
thU pomt wiU he stated in a eubaequent part of this des- 
patch 

On the 30th of May Dowlnt Rao Scmdiah invited the 
Raaident to a conference, — the pnnapal object of which was, 
to lohcit the Residents advice in conaeqnence of information 
which had been received of the amvnl of a considerable 
body of Holkars force within a short distance of Ougem. 
This mtelligence had excited great alarm m the mind oi 
Dowlnt Rao Sdndiah for the safety of Ougem abd-mduced 
him to suggest the expediency of the recal of his forces^ 
under the command of Bepoojee Scmdiah which waa then 
witbm a short distance of Kotah for the protection^ 
Ongelm The Resident remonstrated m strong terms againsi 
the adoption of this measure, os tendmg to disturb the g& 
neral arrangements for the conduct of the war The Real 
dent observed, that by the junction of Bapoojee Scmdiah i 
force with the detachment under Colonel Monson, a confi 
dent expectation might be entertained of the success of hu 
Excellency the Commander-in-chieri plan of operations foi 
the destrueUon of Jesirvmt Rao Holkar, that the speedy 
advance of Colonel hlonuy s army from Quzerat might bi 
expected to afford protceboo to Malwa, but that, under an’ 
circumstances, the protection of that proyince most be con 
sidered to be an object of a nature secondary and lubordi 
nate to the prosecution of activo operations agamst the man 
body of Holkars force, according to the plan prescribed 
his ExccUcncy the Commander m-chief These remarks np 
peared to satisfy the mind of Dowlut Rao Sdndiah, and thi 
Resident then renewed hu application for orders to Dowlu 
Boo Sdndiah s pnnapal ofScer m Malwa, directing him t- 
asslst Colonel Murray with the resources of that provino 
and to the Commandant of Dohud for the purpose of enn 
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bhnix Colonel Miuray cnonttiallv to depoint ouliiance and 
iitorci. in th.it Idrtie&b. The Ivcsidojit wab assuied that aiders 
had actuall) heoii dej>palclied to the pimcipal olliccr in 
Malwa, hut that with respect to Dolrnd, a ddhcult^ had oc- 
curred whicli had occa'^ioned a tlelay in the despatch of the 
ordei^ to the Cninniandant of th.it foitie.ss, and whieli tlic 
ininister proceedetl to e\pl.un, b\ statin;^ tliat the foitresa of 
Doliud iiad Ijcen eiitiu-ited to the chaise of an olHcer in the 
icrvice of Kaj.ih .Vinb.ijee, in whom Dow hit llao Scindiah 
repuscd no coididence, and the mim^ter e\pie:>aed a doubt 
of that olhoers obedience to the pioposed oideis. The 
Rei;ident expressed the utinoat dej^iee of astonishment tliat 
so import.uit a foit a-, Dohud should lia\c been committed to 
the .uitlioriu of .i peison so tot.illy unworthy ot confidence 
as Kij di And) nee. Tiie minister observed m icply, that 
the foil of Dohud had iieen coniuled to Ambajee pieviously 
to the puhhcalioti of lus ireachor>, which assertion was re- 
futed by the Ilesideiit’s lemark, tliat the fort had not been 
sui rendered to Senubah aecordin^' to the piovisions of the 
peace, until alter Amhajee's ire.icherv had been long and 
- Notoriously published to the world. This ciicunistancc ap- 
peared to the Resident to be of so extraordinary a nature as 
to justify a suspicion of deception on the part of the minister, 
the Resident however did not deem it expedient at that time 
to pursue the subject. 

By a former paragraph of this despatch youi lionouiable 
Committee lias been infbrmed, that the Commandant of the 
fort of Dohud subsequently consented to admit the heavy 
ordnance into lus fort, and desired that a Biitish gariison 
might be stationed m it 

At this conference Dowlut llao Scindiah informed the Re- 
sident of Ins having dismissed the vakeel of Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar, and of his own intention to maich from Booihaun- 
poor on the Qd of June. 

The importunities of Dowlut Rao Scindiali for the lecal 
of Bapoojee Scindiah’s force v.eie subsequently lenewed, 
and were answered by the Resident in teims similar to those 
which he had before eniployed On the 13th of June, how- 
ever, the Resident received a lettei from the Commander-m- 
chief, expressing his Excellency’s desire that the force under 
the command of Bapoojee Scindiah might he directed to lo- 
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tom to the touthward, and to form a junction with Colonel 
Murray 8 detachment, to which effect the Commander in- 
chief had previooily tranamitted initructiona to Bapooje^ 
Scindiah Thia suggeation waa founded prmapally on the 
conduct of Bapoojee Scindiah, who duregarded or evaded 
the repeated order* of the Commander-m-chief directmg him 
to adronce The mmiater of Dowlnt Bao S cm diah aicnhed. 
the conduct of Bapoojee Scmdiah b troops entirely to the 
pecuniary difficulties which obstructed every branch of Dow- 
lnt Bao Scmdiah i administration and precluded the practi 
cability of prondmg the funds necessary to enable the troops 
to advance in conformity to the Commander in-chiers requi- 
sition 

The minister was anxious to impress upon the mind of the 
Besideut a confidence m the sincerity of Dowlut Bao Scin- 
diah s disposition to fulfil the obligations of the defensive 
alliance by co-operating with the British Government m the 
prosecution of hosulities against Jeswunt Bao Holkar and 
added that if it was the wub of the BnUsb Government, 
Bapoojee Scmdiah should be removed from the command of 
the army This offer the muuster was iDfonnttr“Vould 
commanicoted to his Excellency the Commander in-chief 

The Resident subsequently received despotches from Co- 
lonel Monson by which it appeared that Bapoojee Scindiah 
offer receiving initrucbons to retire with his force towards 
Ougcic for the purpose of co-opemting with Colonel Murray s 
detachment, had actually advanced across the nver Chumbul 
hod desolated tUo territory of Boondi and other distncta 
from which Colonel Monson derived a proportion of his sup- 
plies, had seised eighty of Colonel iSionsons camels, and 
had Impeded tlie post of the Bntub Government 

The Resident at the soipe time received a despatch from - 
Colonel Murray containing complaints of the utter inattcn 
tlon of the officers of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah s Govermnent to 
tlie orders stated to hare been repeatedly issued to them on 
the subject of aiding the progress of the BnUsb troops. 

The Resident having conunumcated to tho Durbar m a 
memorial tho raticonduct of Bapoojee Scmdiah and of tlic 
officers of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah s Government m Molwa, re- 
ceived a nsit from Dowlut Rao Scmdialis principal minister 
who expressed much concern and regret at the improper 
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proceedings of those officers, which however he stated to 
originate in causes beyond Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s power to 
contiol. The ministei then pioceeded to detail the severe 
losses which Dowlut Rao Scmdiah had incuned in the^ate 
war with the Biitish Government, and the subsequent sus- 
pension of his oidinaiy resources, while the charges of his 
government weie augmented in an msuppoi table degree by 
the effects of famine, and by the commencement of hostili- 
ties with Holkar, whose operations had necessaiily proved 
extiemely injuiious to Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s teiritoiial 
revenue. 

The minister observed that these causes precluded the 
possibility of providing for the charges of the army m Malwa, 
and that unless those chaiges were regulaily defrayed, the 
army could not be retained in a state of subordination. The 
Resident admitted the justice of the ministei’s observation 
with regard to the reduced condition of Dowlut Rao Scm- 
diah’s resources, and to the general inference deduced from 
that fact, but stated that the acts of Bapoojee Scmdiah con- 
stituted acts of direct hostility against the British Govern- 
jfflent, and that it was the express duty of Dowlut Rao Scin- 
diah to provide a remedy for this evil. The discussion of 
that subject was closed rvith an intimation on the part of the 
mmister, that an entiiely new arrangement of the troops m 
Malwa should be framed and submitted in a detailed foim to 
the Resident. 

In reply to the Resident’s remonstrances, relative to the 
conduct of Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s officers in Malwa, the 
minister informed the Resident that intelligence had actually 
been received of the departure from Ougein of the pimcipal 
civil officer at that capital who had been directed to join and 
attend Colonel Murray’s detachment, until the person who 
had been selected for that expiess duty, could leach the 
camp of Colonel Murray, and that orders to the officers m 
Malwa had been repeated, enjoining them to afford every 
practicable aid to the British troops from the resouices of 
that province. 

At this conference, the minister having taken occasion to 
consult the opinion of the Resident relative to the return of 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah to Ougein, the Resident earnestly re- 
commended that measure as affording the only prospect of 
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rcatonng efflaency to his government, and of enabling him 
to aasut m the prosecution of the objects of the war In 
reply, the muufter admitted the joatico of those observations, 
but asserted the absolute impracticability of Dowlut 
Sdndiahs return without pecuniary aid< The minister de- 
clared that every endeavour to obtain supplies of money &om 
the banhers upon lw)n had entirely fafled and concluded by 
proposing that the British Government should advance to 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah a sum of money on loan on the mort- 
gage of the provmces of Dholepore, Barree, and Riy&h 
Kerrah (situated near the notihem frontier of Gobnd and 
assigned to Dowlut Rao Scindiah under a special article oi 
the treaty of Seijee Aiycnganm) or any other distncts be- 
lougmg to Dowlut Hao Sondiab during a term of years 
It IS unneceuary to detail the ditcusaions of this subject be- 
tween the Resi^nfc and the minister, it la sufficient to state 
that the Resident, without adbrdmg to the minister any eth 
couragemeut to expect the acquiesccDca of the British Go* 
vercment m his proposition for a loan, promised to submit 
that proposition to the consideration of the GoveniDT-Ge' 
nemh n 

With the new to mainbiin connection in the narrative ol 
transactions and negotiadons at the Court of Dowlut Rac 
Sondioh the Goveruor-General in Council deems it propetj 
m this place to state to your honourable Committee the sub- 
stance of the uutnictious issued to the Resident under datt 
the lltb June on tho receipt of bis despatch containing th( 
report of his conference with Dowlut Rao Scindiah on thi 
18ih of hlay, tho substance of which is stated m former 
paragraphs of this despatch 

In reply to tho Residents communication of the desire o 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah for a second payment on account of thi 
stipends provided for by the 7th article of the treaty o 
Seijco Anjengaum, tho Resident was authorised to grant bill 
to the amount of tho payment which had been made on thi 
same account by 3Ifljor Malcolm Tho Resident was alt* 
apprised that tho Governor General would be prepared t. 
consider vmh a slncero dcsiro of relieving tho distresses o 
Dowlut Rao Sdndiah the means of affording pecuniary assist 
ance to hu 6nanccs to the utmost practicable extent, and th. 
Resident was sccordingly directed to state with all convemcn

despatch, the amount of the aid which might he required, and 
the natuie of the security to be obtained for the recovery of 
the amount, in the event of a failure on the pait of Dowlut 
Kao Scindiah to lepay the sum, which might be advanced to 
him by the Biitish Government, and the Governor-General 
suggested as a means of providing that secunty, the transfer 
of the districts of Dholepore, Barree and Rajah Kerrah, to 
the honourable Company either in perpetual sovereignty, or 
for a term of years , obseiving that the acquisition of those 
districts with refeience to them local situation, was an object 
of considerable political impoitance. The Governor-General 
at the same time observed to the Resident, that all the reve- 
nue derived fiom those distiicts since the peace, must be 
considered to belong to Dowlut Rao Scindiah. Under any 
arrangement which the Resident might recommend for the 
pupose of assisting the exigencies of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s 
government, the Resident was directed to advert to the 
pressuie upon the finances of the British Government, and to 
stipulate that the payments to Dowlut Rao Scindiah should 
be made in such proportions and at such periods of time, as 
^hould enable the British Government to fulfil its engage- 
ments with Scindiah, without exposing the public interests 
to the hazard of suffering any material inconvenience flora 
the necessity of making large advances of money at a season 
when no adequate provision should have been made for that 
purpose. 

The Governor-General deems it expedient to transcribe in 
this place, the concludmg pait of the Governor-General’s 
instructions, as being explanatory of the general principles 
by which the Biitish Government resolved to legulate its 
conduct toward Dowlut Rao Scindiah. 

“ His Excellency wishes to consult the feelings, and to promote the 
interests of Dowlut Rao Scindiah in the spirit of the treaty of peace, and 
of the defensive alliance, and accordingly, the Governor-General will be dis- 
posed to consider with a cordial sentiment of amity, the means of estabhbh- 
- — ing order and peace ivithiii the dominions of the Maha Rajah, and of im- 
proving his resources, and of reviving such a portion of his military power 
as may be necessary for the internal purposes of his government and for 
his external security, under the protection of theBntish Government, but 
his Excellency wdl not sacrifice to Dowlut Rao Scindiah, or to his minis- 
ters, any portion of the British power, or resources, nor any of the bul- 
warks of that power, which have been acquired or fortified by the success 
of M'ar, or by the terms of the peace Nor wiU the Governor-General 
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eooient to InfrnJge any article of ota* obUjotion* to onr alKe* la lh« 
for the adnoUje or gratification of l>o<HaC Rao SdndulL Onr friendahip 
with that chief mint rest on the baala of oar power and of oar general 
good faith cicrciied towardi Hnuelf with erery degree of gtncroii^J^ 
which can be bdolged wlthoot haxard to onraecnrity and withont Injari^ 
to oar alliea in the war ** 

Oa the receipt of these uutmctioDS the Resident obtained 
an andience of Dowlut Rao Scindiab, and haying commum- 
cated to that cineftam the reaolotioo of the Bntuh Govern- 
ment to antbonse a second payment on accoont of the stipends 
the Resident appmted Dowlat Rao Sclndiah that be had 
received the further authority of Government, to afford to 
hu Government eventually the pecuniary md which hit 
nmusters had repeatedly tohcircd, and that the Resident 
was accordingly prepared to enter into a full discussion 
of the subject, Havuig m consequence retired with Dow- 
lut Hao Scmdiah s pnnapal mmistera to a separate place, the 
Resident stated to them that it was the mtenbon of the 
Bntuh Gorernment to prosecute the most active operations 
against Jeswunt Rao f^oU^ar and at the same tune to afford to 
Dowlat Boo Sdodtah s govennnent the pecuniary aid neces- 
sary to the efficient co-operation of its armies that it wa** 
necessary therefore that Dowlut Rao Scindmb should affbra 
some reasonable secunty that the object would be obtained 
by the proposed pecuniary md The Resident then pro- 
ceeded to state that in the actual management of Dowlat 
Rao Scmdiah s affairs no such assurance could exist, because 
noDQ of the orders which bod been issued by Dowlut Rao 
Scindishs government at the requuitiOQof the Resident with 
a view to tho proiccutioa of hostilities against Holkar, bad 
been earned into effect, and beciiiso tho persons pnnapally 
concerned m tho cxccuboo of those orders had acted m 
direct contnuhction to tho tenor of them. The Resident 
therefore desired to be oppnied of tho remedy which tho 
mmuters proposed to apply to this important ctiL 

The mmuters m reply acknowledged tho jushce of tho 
cliargo but osenbed tho disregard and viobUon of Scmdiah i' 
orders to the dcilcicncy of his pecuniary resources. Scin- 
diahs pnnapal minuter repealed Uie assurance of Dowlut 
lUoSaodtahs desire to coKipcrato m tho war and adverted 
to an adTantagc which bad been obtained by the commander 
of a body of troops m tho service of a partuan of Hollar s. 
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and to the plunder of a place called Mundasore, belonging 
to Dowlut Rao Scindiah, by the tioops under the immediate 
command of Jeswunt Kao Holkar, as pi oofs of Dowlut Rao 
Scmdiab’s sincerity, as well as of bis actual participation m 
the war, and the minister concluded by stating, that when 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiab should possess the means of discharging 
the pay of his troops, the aimy of Dowlut Rao Scindiah 
would he lecalled to suhoidmation, and every degiee of con- 
fidence might be leposed in its exertions The Resident 
however lemarked that wliile the authoiity of Scindiah ’s 
government w^as lequiied to be exeicised in a quaiter of his 
dominion so i emote fiom the capital as Burhanpore, no expec- 
tation could reasonably be entei tamed of its efficiency. That 
the Resident had expiessly stated the opinion of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, wdth lespect to the necessity of placmg 
Bapoojee Scindiah’s army undei the immediate contiol of 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah, as the only practicable means of len- 
deiing It useful, and that, with a view to pi event the recm- 
rence of past failures, it appealed to be mdispensably requi- 
site that Dowlut Rao Scmdiah should immediately pioceed 
tO/the seat of his government at Ougem, wheie his authoiity 
might be applied with due effect to the events which might 
be expected to occur in the vicmity of that capital. 

After some intei mediate discussion on the subject of this 
proposition, the chief mimster of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah stated 
two points to be mdispensably requisite First. That funds 
should be supplied to defiay the expence of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah’s march to his capital, and secondly. That m the 
event of a junction of Dowlut Rao Scmdiab’s aimy with a 
Bntish force, Dowlut Rao Scmdiah should exercise the com- 
mand over both. To these demands the Resident replied, 
that whenever Dowlut Rao Scmdiah might be desirous of 
having the disposal of a British foice, he might apply for the 
subsidiary force, agreeably to the provisions of the treaty of 
defensive alhance, but that the subjection of a British aiany 
to the command of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, or of his officers 
was utterly madmissible. With regard to the first proposi- 
tion, the Resident observed, that the British Government 
had sufficiently manifested its disposition to reheve the im- 
mediate exigencies of Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s Government, 
but that it could not be the intention of the British Govern- 
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ment to pronde for tbc continued diaburtementi of the state. 
That the object mtut be secured by the persona en 

trusted with the administration of Dowlat Rao Scmdiahs 
fioances, and that with regard to the former, the Kcsideit 
coDiidered it to be his duty to require from the minister* 
some reasonable ground of confidence m the att ainmen t of 
the object, before he coaid subnut to the British Goyemmenl 
any plan for the purpose of aiding the resources of Dowlut 
Rao Scindkh. 

After a detafled discussion resulting from the preceding 
obierrations, the Resident finaDy required from the ministers, 
first, That the doubts which the Resident had stated with 
regard to the attainment of the object of the proposed pecu- 
niary Old should be sadsfactorily removed} and secondly, 
That security should bo afiorded by the transfer of territory, 
for the repayment of such money os the British Goremment 
might bo induced to advance for the service of Dowlut Rao 
Scmdiah. The miDiiCer aasored the Resident that sattafec 
tory arrangemeats ihoald be made on both points. 

Subsequently to the date of this conference the Rofident 
received despatches from Colonels Monson and Marrity 
The former communicating additional circomstances of mis- 
conduct on tho part of Bapoojee Scmdiah and the lattei 
statmg the loefBcieot condition of the troops of Dowlut Rao 
Scmdiah, who hod joined Colonel Murray at Ougein, and 
urging the necessity of providing for the junction of a bodj 
of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah s cftrolry with the detachment undei 
Colonel Murray s command The Resident addressed me- 
monali to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah upon both these subjects 
AVilh regard to Bopoojoc Scindiob Dowlut Rao Scmdial 
replied that orders of recall bad already been issued to tha 
ojBcer, and that in cousequenco of these addidonai com 
plamts, ho had despatched a person for tho express purposi 
of convoying him to Boorbanporo On the subject of the 
Incflicicncy of his forces nt Ougem, Dowlut Rao SemOud: 
ropUed by osenbing it to the insubordination provaihuf 
throughout his onnj, and by assuring the Resident that ^'ht 
had required a plan for cslabhsbing subordination, and foj 
tho attainment of tho object in contemplation " meaning thi 
efBacnt co-opcration of hu troops with those of the Brltiii 
Government 
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Subsequently to the interchange of these communications 
(on the 16th of July) Dowlut Rao Scindah’s principal mi- 
nister attended the Resident, and opened the conference by 
Y repetition of foimer observations relative to the plan of 
^operations against Jeswunt Rao Holkar, the object of which 
'' appeared to be to impress upon the mmd of the Resident a 
conviction of the efficiency of Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s army, 
provided funds could be furnished for the payment of it. 
The minister then proceeded to complain of the Resident’s 
want of confidence in the smcerity of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, 
and to repeat the assurance of his determination to adhere to 
the obligations of the alliance. The Resident, however, m- 
terrupted the minister by observing that the intentions of 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah would be judged by his actions, and 
not by his piofessions. That the orders of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah having been invariably disobeyed, it was impossible 
to preserve confidence. The Resident therefore desired to 
be informed of the nature of the airangements which at the 
last confeience the minister had engaged to prepare. 

The minister produced a paper containing four plans for 
2 _^.^e/co-operation of Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s forces with the 
British tioops. The fiist plan related to Dowlut Rao Scm- 
diah’s taking the field in person, which required an army of 
55,000 horse, with a proportion of infantry and artillery, and 
the total expence of which was computed at twenty-five lacs 
of 1 upees per mensem. The second related to a plan for- 
merly suggested by the minister of proceeding himself with 
a smaller force, the expence of which was computed at fifteen 
lacs of rupees jier mensem. The third related to the em- 
ployment of a force under another commander, consisting of 
the troops required by the treaty as the contingent of Dow- 
lut Rao Scindiah, the expence of which was computed at 
j-ten or twelve lacs of rupees per mensem, and the fourth re- 
/^'llated to the junction of a small body of the troops actually in 
y Malwa, with the division under the command of Colonel 
IVfurray, the expence of which would depend on the number* 
of troops to be employed 

The minister stated that Dowlut Rao Scindiah would be 
ready to carry into effect whichever of these plans should be 
approved by the Resident. 

The Resident having inqmred by what means the minister' 
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propoMd to proTxde the fnadi stated to bo requisite for the 
aecomplishment of any of those plans the mimater replied 
by referring to the pecuniary aid expected from the Bntuh 
GoremmenL 

The Resident observed m answer, that he had soggetted 
the expediency of Dowlut Rno Scmdiaha proceeding m 
person, upon the acknowledged ground of the utter me£&- 
aency of his orders to his officers, and upon the opimon 
stated by the Commander-m-Chief that to render the army 
m Malwa useful, ft must be placed imder the immed i ate 
control of Dowlut Ilao Scmdi^ himself but that every ex- 
pectation of that advimtage had been frustrated by the eztra.- 
ragance of a plan so manifestly impracticable as to require no 
further considemtion. The Resident farther observed that 
under these circamstances, no hope could reasonably be en 
tertamed that any orders which Dowlut Rao Scmdioh might 
contmue to despatch from hu remote position of Bfwrhan- 
pore would be obeyed with more promptitude than those 
which had already been transmitted , and that therefore the 
Resident considered the whole of the plans proposed by the 
minister to be equally objectionable and to be destitute, of 
any grounds of couddence m the exertions of Dowlut Rao 
Semdiahs government. 

The dumissions which ensued, satisfied the Resident, that 
whatever might be the means wbicb Dowlut Rao Scmdiah 
possessed of returmng to bfs capital, the apprehension of 
danger m tho event of his crossing the Nerbuddah induced 
Dowlut Rao Scmdioh to prefer tho distress po d embarrass- 
ment attending his actual encampment m tho vicimty of 
Boorhaiyjorc 

Tho result of tho preceding discussion having manifested 
tho unprobabihty of any co-operation of Dowlut Rao Son 
dwh s troops upon an extensive scale, tho Resident desirctfs 
to be informed of tho precise nature of the orders which had 
been tnmimittcd to the several bodies of troops in Molwa om 
tho subject of supplying the cooUngent of Dowlut Rao Scu? 
dubs troops Intended to servo with the division under tho 
command of Colonel 3Iurray but no satisfoctory answer 
could be obtamed upon that pomt. Adverting however to 
tho sobcitude expressed by Colonel Murray for the junction 
of a body of cavalry, tho Resident continued to press tho 
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question, and the Resident was assured by the minister in the 
name of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, that Bapooje^ Scindiah and 
another officer of Scindiah had been positively ordered to join 
Nthe division under the command of Colonel Murray, with their 
f respective quotas of troops, the number of which was stated 
to be about 10,000 horse and eight battalions of infantry. 
The experience of the past however, precluded any confident 
reliance on the services of those tioops. Anxio.us therefore 
to secure the aid of a body of cavalry in conformity to Colonel 
Murray’s urgent application, the Resident desired to be in- 
formed of the number of Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s cavahy 
which could be attached to Colonel Murray’s division, if a 
sum of money was advanced by the British Government. 
The minister replied, that the extent of the force would 
depend upon the amount advanced, and proceeded to demand 
the extent of the pecuniary aid which the British Government 
intended to afford. 

The Resident replied, that the Governor -General had not 
deter mmed the amount to be eventually advanced, and that 
the Governor-General’s determination would probably be 
-regulated by the degree of confidence which the British 
Government might repose m the useful application of the 
money to the prosecution of the objects of the wai. The Re- 
sident added however, that the nett revenue of the districts of 
Dholepore, Barree, and Rajah Kerra, being actually the pro- 
perty of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, the Resident would be dis- 
posed to anticipate the orders of the British Government, and 
advance a moderate sum of money on that account, provided 
any satisfactory assurance could be afforded, that effectual 
means would be employed for the purpose of furmshing a 
body of cavalry to co-opei ate with Colonel Murray. After 
some discussion relative to the revenue of those districts, the 
|ministei stated that six lacs of rupees would enable Dowlut 
'/Rao Scmdiah to provide for the efficient co-operation of 
horse 

After some further discussion upon this pomt, the Resident 
stated that, estimating the revenue of the districts in ques- 
tion at four lacs of rupees, he would grant bills to the amount 
of two lacs upon the minister’s assurance, that active measures 
should be immediately employed to furnish a body of cavalry 
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to serve with the division under the command of Colonel 
Murray 

The diicuesion which ensued upon this subject was dually 
closed by a promise on the part of the minister to furnish 
Resident with information regarding the actual disposition 
of the troops m Malwa, and the arrangement wbich might 
be found practicable for the effectual co-operation of a small 
body of cavalry on an advance of two lacs of rupees. 

The Resident then proceeded to enquire what arrangement 
the minister proposed for the repayment of such sums of money 
as might be eventually advanced for the service of Dowlut 
Rao Scindioh j and the conference upon this subject, which 
involved a discussion of vanoia arrangements unnecewary to 
detail, tenmnated by the consent of the minister to assign the 
distnets ofDholepore Barree and Rajah Kerrah in perpetuity 
to the Honourable Company, provided the Bntiih Govern 
ment relinquished its claitn to repayment, or to asngn any of 
the dutnets to heacquired by Dowlut Roo Scindiahcontignoni 
to the Bnbsh frontier in mortgage for the repayment of the 
proposed loon, if the Bntuh Government should reqmre the cet 
Sion of Dholepore, Barree and Rajah Kerrah on the groipid. 
of our relinquishing Qur nght to an eqnal participation of the 
territories subject to the autbonty of Jeswunt Rao Holkar 
The state of Sdndiahs affairs at thm period of time with 
reference to the means of co-operating in the prosecutioti of

and no cmnnnstances or considerations could, at that time 
be supposed to exist of a nature to counteract those powerful 
motives 

Previously to tho reiumpOon of the narrative of transac- 
tions at the court of Dowlut Kao Sandiah, it appears proper 
to state to your honourable Committee the expectation which 
at the close of the month of June the Governor-General in 
Conned entertamed of edecting an anjicable accommodation 
with Jeswunt Rao Holkor through the agency of Dowlut Kao 
Sandiah, and the general grounds of that expectation 'toge 
tber with the substance of the mstnicdons issued with that 
view to tho Resident at the court of Dowlut Kao ^cindmh 

At that period of time the state of the Governor general s 
hitelhgence warranted a behef that Jeswunt Rao Holkari 
precipitate retreat before the army of his Excellency 
Commander in-Chief was attended with arcmnstauces of tne 
utmost distress That the conduct of Jeswunt Kao Holkar 
in rejectmg the adTontogeous propositions offered to bis 
acceptance by the Commander m-Chief and m urging his own 
extravagant demands (as noticed in the 20th and following 
paragraph of our despatch to your honourable Committee of 
the 15th of June) had been inffuenced in a great degree by * 
the clamours of lus mdigcnt and turbulent adherents, whose 
subsistence depended upon plunder and who consequently 
desu-ed tlie continuation of hostilities. Ihat the detachment 
under Colonel Mooson was of sufficient strength to overawe 
the army of lloUtor and that the positions of our several^ 
armies and detachments wore calculated to preclude any* 
operations on tho part of Jeswunt Rod Ilolhar, from which* 
he could demo any advantage to his reputation or hii nrms*^ 
or even the means of subsisting his troops, who might con-» 
scqucntly bo expected to desert In great numbers At tho 
penod of time abovesmentioned alio tho Governor General 
in Council had no cause to doubt tho ability or tho resolution 
of Dowlut Kao Scuuliah, to co-operate effectually in tho pro- 
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sccutionof hostilities against Jesuunt Riio Ilolkar, and the 
Goveinor-Geneial had at that tune, leceived information 
lom the Resident with Dowlut Rao Scindiah of the positive 
ntention ot tliat •'chieftain to pioceed to Ougein, for the 
nirpose of taking the command of tlie forces serving under 
[3apoojee Scindiah. 

Under these cmcmnstances the Governor- General m Coun- 
:il deemed it piobable that Holkar might be disposed to 
iccede to teims of accommodation mIiicIi should combine with 
i suitable provision for his subsistence, an equitable arrange- 
nent in favour of Cashee Rao Holkar (the legitimate heii to 
he possessions usurped by Jeswunt Rao Holkar) an impiove- 
nent of Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s tei atonal resouices and 
lecurity against Jeswunt Rao Ilolkai’s lesumption of his pre- 
latory habits.

These mitnictiona reached the R^ident with Dowlut Rao 
Scmdioh on the 6th of Auguat At that tune howerer, 
state of arcumitance* had occored entirely different from 
those on the supposed existence of which the GoTomor 
General m Councils inatmctions of the 30th of June were 
founded After his retreat before the army of the Com- 
mandcr-m-Chief, Jeswnnt Rao Holkar had been enabled to 
form a junction with the mam body of his infantry and guns, 
under the command of one of his principal offleers, by name 
Hemaut Sing, at a short distance from Oogem, and to coU 
Icct other diniions of his troops, whilst his partisan Meet 
Khan, with a considerable body of troQps, was employed m 
ravaging the province of Bhelsa belonging to Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah The detachment under the command of Colonel 
Monion hod been compelled by the wont of pronsioni and tl»o 
roclemency of the weather to retreat, followed by the ivholo 
body of Jeswiiot Rao Holkar s augmented army m the 
manner already related and intelligence of these evenU had 
been received by the Resident at the court of Dowlu«.R^ 
Semdiah ^ * 

The expectation also which had originally been entertained 
of Dowlut Rao Scindiah s abdity, as well as of bis resolution 
to co-operatc with activity and effect in the prosecution of the 
WOT h^ been intermediately disappointed, as described m 
tlio preceding port of this Barmtire 
Under this change of circumstances the Resident justly 
concluded that no proposals of peace could he offei^ to 
Joswimt Rao Holkar through the channel of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah, with any oxpcctatioD of their being received with 
tho respect duo to the Bntish power, ami the Resident 
therefore properly determined to suspend tho execution of tho ' 
Governor-General m CounciTs Instructions upon that subject. 

Tho Governor-General m Counoljiow resomes the narra- 
Uvo of transactions at tho court of Dowlut Rao Sandioh, 
Under the impression produced by tho actual condition 
of Dowlut Rao Scindmh s affairs os described in a preceding 
paragraph tho Resident deemed it unnecessary to continue 
hu urgency upon anj of those pomU which ho had so often 
but without success, pressed upon tho attenuon of Dowlut 
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Rao Scindiali’s Durbar* a new subject of remonstrance how- 
ever subsequently originated in the arrival at Dowlut Rao 
Scmdicih’s couit, on the 11th of August, of his fathei-m-law 
Serjie Rao Ghautka, the profligacy and wickedness of whose 
character are not more notorious than is the hostility of his 
disposition towards the Biitish power. 

The relation in which that peison stood towards Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah, his talents for intrigue and a spiiit of ambi- 
tion unrestrained by any principle of honour, justice, or 
humanity, enabled him some years since, to obtain the entue 
ascendancy m the counsels of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah. The 
whole course of his admimstiation was distinguished and 
disgraced by inordmate lapacity, violence and unbounded 
cruelty, and was teinunated by the necessary effects of that 
geneial honor and detestation which his ciinies had excited. 
Pie was compelled to quit the camp of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah 
and subsequently retired to Poonah. 

It does not appear that Serjie Rao Ghautka received 
any invitation fiom Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, or any encouiage- 
ment fiom Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s ofiiceis to letuin to that 
,^^lueftain’s Durbar. His piesence however was not pio- 
hibited, and he immediately employed eveiy efibrt to legam 
his former influence over the mind of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah. 
PIis endeavours appeal to have been attended with eaily 
success, and the Resident having received information that 
Seijie Rao Ghautka was admitted to frequent confeiences 
and consultations with Dowlut Rao Scmdiah of a secret 
natme, and that, during those conferences, he had actually 
been visited by the vakeel of Jeswunt Rao Holkar (who 
although dismissed horn Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s Duibar had 
returned to Boorhanpore) and had received that Vakeel 
with the usual maiks of civihty and distinction, the Resident 
' deemed it piopei to convey to the minister, a lemonstiance 
Upon this subject. In reply to that remonstrance, the mi- 
nister stated the most solemn assurances of the determina- 
tion of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, and of his mmisters to adhere 
to the engagements concluded with the British Government, 
and expressed his own conviction of the impossibdity of the 
renewal of cordiahty between Holkai and Scmdiah. He 
urged Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s resolution of rehnquishmg his 
claim to Gwahor and Gohud, as a proof of Dowlut Rao 
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Sciijdiahs intention to adhere to the obligabon of hia en^go- 
meats, and to rely exclusively on the fnendship of the 
Bntwh Government and the mmiater adverted to the 
der of Mnlhar Rao HoUcar, and to the subsequent treacheiy 
of Jesvnint Rao Holknr as insuperable bamera to an nmon 
of mterests between that chief and Dowlnt Rao Scmdiah- 
IVIth regard to the vaheel of Jeswunt Rao Holkar tha 
mmister observed that he had been disiniised from thf 
Durbar according to the Resident a desire and to the minit 
ter a knowledge bnd actually commenced hia journey to th^ 
camp of Holkar The minister added that since that tunc 
he bAd received no Information regarding that vakeel 
and was absolutely ignorant of hia re si d e nce m Boorhan- 
pore. TVith regard to Seijie Rao Ghautka, the numatei 
stated that he was notononaly a man of bad character and 
that he might be expected wi^ the aid of some ill-disposed 
persons attending the Durbar, to enter into secret intnguea , 
bat that those intnguea would never mdoence the mind o: 
Dowluc Rao Semdtah That bia arrival m the comp woi 
uninvited and principally the conaeqnence of pecuniary em- 
barrassments and that, although the famOy conneebon 1>^ 
tween Dowlnt Rao Scindiah and Seijie Rao Qboutka ren 
dered it difficult to interfere the minuter entertained m 
doubt of cSecting the removal of that obnoxious personagi 
if desired by the liesIQent In reply the Resident mtunatei 
that the commaiucatlon which be had conveyed to the mi 
Dister, iniolred coosideratioas of great magnitude, affiectmg 
m somo respects, the personal conduct of Dowlut Rao Sem 
dloh that the general assurances which he hod receive< 
from the ministers, were not calculated to satisiy the Go 
vcmor-Gcncrali mind on the two fiicts of the concealmen 
of Jeswunt Rao Holkar s vakeel, and the frequent con 
sultations secretly held between Dowlut Rao Scmdiah am 
berjic Rao Gbautkm The Resident therefore desired 
that the subject might be stated to Dowlut Rao Sondiah 
b order that the Residents Report to tho Bnush Govern 
ment might bo accompamed by tho orpIanaUon and senU 
ments of Dowlut Rao Scuulialt. Tho subject bemg accord 
ingly suted to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah b presence of the Br 
sulcnts nadvo secretary, who attended by the minister 
desiro for the purjioM) of hcanng Dowbt Rao Scmdiah 
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remaiks and declarations, that chieftain confirmed the as- 
suiances afforded by his minister of the smceiity of his in- 
tention to adheie to the obligations of the alliance. With 
legal d to Jeswunt Rao Holkar’s vakeel, Dowlut Rao Scin- 
diah stated that he had certainly heaid of his retuim to 
Boorhanpore on account of indisposition, and that he might 
therefoie he still in the city, but that no other difficulty 
opposed his departuie. With regard to Seijie Rao Ghautka, 
he observed that the had quahties of that personage were 
notorious, and that he could have no hesitation in issuing 
oiders for restiaining the improper pioceedings of Serjie 
Rao Ghautka, adding the expiession of his determmation 
to avoid a change of his mimsteis, and his resolution of con- 
tinumg to repose entire confidence in Bappoo Wittul. In 
conclusion, Dowlut Rao Scmdiah desired that the Resident 
should be assuied of his disposition to afford satisfaction 
both with regaid to Jeswunt Rao Holkai’s vakeel and to the 
conduct of Seijie Rao Ghautka, and for that pui*pose Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah expressed his wish of seeing the Resident. 

On the 8tb of September, the Resident was invited to a 
—conference. The minister signified to the Resident, on his 
arrival at the Durbar, that the object of desiring his attend- 
ance was to communicate Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s intention 
of commencmg his march in the course of a short time, and 
to express Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s desire that some ariange- 
ment should be adopted for the protection of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah’s possessions in Candeish m his absence by means 
of the army of the Deccan. In reply, the Resident having 
expressed his satisfaction at this determination, observed 
that the army of the Deccan had already commenced its 
march, accompanied by the tioops of the Peishwa and the 
Souhahdar of the Deccan. That its immediate object was 
1 the reduction of Chandore, and that, after the capture of 
I that fortress, the services of the army would probably be 
directed to the main object of the war, the effectual reduc- 
tion of Jeswunt Rao Holkar. The minister then proceeded 
to state that Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s intention of marching, 
requiied the renewal of the subject of pecuniary aid, and 
to enquu’e what arrangement was proposed for that purpose. 
The Resident in reply, stated the necessity of hib receiving 
satisfaction on the two points undei discussion previously to 
the re-a"itation of the subject of the pioposed loan. 
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The muditer haTing expressed a desire, that those points 
should be distinctly declared, the Hesident directed a znemo- 
nudum to bo read, contauung the rabatance of hi* offlej^ 
message to the Piirbar, as described m a preceding para 
grapiu The mmiaters endeavoured to justify the conduct 
of Dcrfflnt Hao Scmdiah in permitting the contmoance of 
Jeswimt Rao Holtar i vakeel at Boorbanpore, and to m- 
validate any inferences from that feet of a nature imfe 
vourahle to the credit of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah s fldehty 
The Tnnnrtjrr repeated the assnraiu^es of that chieftains do- 
teamiiatioa to fulfil the engageroents which he had con- 
cluded, and to mamtam the obligations of his puhhc faith, 
addmg, that such bemg the resolution of Dowlat Rao Son 
dinh, the conduct of inferior penons constituted no just 
ground of lospicioa, The mmuter then proceeded to repeat 
that the enmity suhsistiog between Dowlut Rao Scmdiah 
and Jeswunt Rao Holkar, did not admit of reconciliation 
supporting that position by a reference to the murder of 
Mulhar Rao 

The Resident observed that this ground of esmity-^ad 
yielded to considerations of coDvenience when Dowlut 
Scindiah concluded with Holknr on offensive albonce against 
the British Government The min fcter m reply appealed 
to that feet as a corroboration of bis first assertion, ob- 
serving that the unsuccessful codeaToors of Dowint Rao 
Scmdiah to purchase a reconciliation with Jcswnnt Rao 
XXoIkar by tbo most important concesuons bad precluded 
every expectation of accomplishing that object The Re- 
sident answered that this mferenc© might be just with regard 
to Holkar but was not so with reference to Scmdiah, 
obwjvmg however, that tho disousion was unnocessary, 
since tho d^oubU which emted m the Residents mmd had 
been exated by overt acts, and could not bo removed by 
mere professions and assurances* 


Before the ^tc of thl. conference, tho Reudent hnd re- 
eaved from Colonel Moneon, nnd had fornmllr conununfeatod 
to Scndlait. mhmter the mtelhgenee of tho defeeUon of 
Bapeo Sdndrah rrho, far haring jomed that offleer’. do

relaure to the defeettoa ofBapoojco Setndnd., and oxprcMcd 
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a wisli to be appiized of tlie means intended for remedymg 
bat misfortune. The minister in leply stated the substance 
f letteis leceived from Bapoojee, which lepresented his sub- 
lission to Jeswunt Rao Holkar, as a measure of necessity, 
ikI expressed the lesolution of Bapoojee Scmdiah to return 
nraediately to the service of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah. The 
tesident havmg ascei tamed that Dowlut Rao Scmdiah and 
IS mmisteis gave ciedit to this explanation, produced a 
:tter fiom Colonel Monson, stating in a detailed mannei the 
eacheious conduct of Bapoojee Scmdiah. When the con- 
mts of that letter had been explained, Dowlut Rao Scmdiah 
esiied a copy of it, and informed the Resident that he 
Iiould receive a fuithei explanation on the subject, when the 
lets stated in that lettei should have been compaied with 
bose desciibed in the letteis fiom Bapoojee Scmdiah. The 
linistei closed the discussion by obseiving that the mmd of 
he Resident had manifestly received an impiession of dis- 
rust, which he was anxious to lemove, and by lequestmg the 
Resident to suggest any mode by which his doubts might be 
lispelled. The Resident replied, that the impiessions which 
b.e- entertained with regard to the conduct and designs of 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah weie of no importance, that he had 
ubnutted all the facts of the case to the Goveinor-Geneial, 
vhose judgment would be founded on a consideration of 
hose facts, and that any doubts which the Goveinoi -General 
night be led to enteitain, could alone be removed by the 
neasures which Dowlut Rao Scmdiah might subsequently 
)ursue. The mmister rephed by assurmg the Resident that 
he most satisfactoiy explanation should be speedily afforded. 

W^ith leference to the subsequent conduct of the Couit of 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, it is piopei m this place to state to 
mur honouiable Committee some circumstances lelative to 
he Nabob of Bhopaul, a Patan chieftain possessmg an inde- 
pendent temtoiy situated on the north bank of the iiver 
Nerbuddah in a northern direction from Nagpore. The 
possession of the foit of Hoshemgabad with its dependent 
:erritory which belongs to the Nabob of Bhopaul, has um- 
Tormly been an object of the Rajah of Berar s desne, and 
bis endeavours to obtain and secure that possession have 
iccasioned repeated contests between those chieftams About 
ten years ago the Rajali of Beiar obtamed possession of that 
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fort by the treachery of the personi to whoso charge it was 
committed, bat shortly before the conclusion of peace be- 
tweeii the British Goremment and the R^ah of Berar, the 
Nabob of Bhopaul taking advantage of the adverse condibob' 
of the Rajah of Berar i aflaira, recovered the fort^and tern- 
tory of Hosheiugabad and has since retained poaseision 
ogamit the efforts of a considerable force of the Rajah of 
Berar Subsequently to the date of tba conference of which 
the substance is conveyed m the preceding paragraphs, an 
agent from the Nabob of Bhopaul arrived m the camp of 
Dowlut Rao Semdiah, with letters from the Nabob addressed 
to the honourable ftlajor-Genarnl Wellesley and to the Bn 
tish Resident at Dowlat Rao Sclndiab s CourJ:. The object 
of this mission appeared to be founded on a report, that lu 
cousideratioa of a sum of money Dowlut Rao Scmdiah was 
disposed to grant mihtary aid to the Rajah of Berar for the 
recovery of the fort and territory of jHosbeingabad, and 
under on apprebeiuiaa that Dowjnt Kao Sciodiah might be 
aided m the prosecution of that measure by tbe Bntish 
troops, the Nabob of Bhopaul signiffed to tbe Kesident, 
through tbe channel of bis agent, his desire of placmg Moi? 
self under the protection of the British Qovernmeot ^on tbe 
foundation of the engagementa formerly concluded by him 
with Bngadier-Generi Goddard.* 'To this overture the Re- 
sident replied m terms of avflity by explaining those pnnci- 
pies ofBntlsb policy which preclude the interposition of our 
power to Old the purposes of conquest, or to influence tbe 
result of any contest between states with which the Bntuh 
Government is connected by tbe ties of amity 
The actual conclusion of any en^gement between the 
Rajah of Berar and Dowiut Rao Scindioh of the nature 
above described, has not been satisfactorily ostabbsbed, but 
the subsequent march of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah to the vidmty 
of Iloshcingabad, and Ins proceedings m that quarter warrant 
a belief that caber such ao engogement was actually con- 
cluded or iJmt tbo cxpeditioD was undertaken (probably at 
tbo suggesuon of Scijio Rao GhautU) with news of plunder 
or extortion or lastly, that the pretext of such an engoge- 
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ment was intended eventually to covei the execution of a plan 
of general combination against the Biitish power, which by 
eveiy aitifice of indefatigable intrigue, Jeswunt Rao Holkar 
and his partizans had endeavoured to excite, and which there 
IS some reason to suspect was at one period of time a matter 
of deliberation at the Couits of Dowlut Rao Scindiah and 
the Rajah of Berar. 

In consequence of what passed at the conference of the 
8th of September, the substance of which is described in 
foimer paiagiaphs,’^ the Resident deemed it necessaiy to send 
a message to the mimstei lequiiing a reply to the memorial ^ 
which the Resident had addressed to him on the 19th of July 
(of which a copy is annexed to this despatch, as noticed in 
a former paragraph) stating the uttei failuie of the oflSceis of 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah to afford any assistance to the division 
of British troops under the command of Colonel Murray, and 
formally demanding an explanation of the means and the 
mode by which Dowlut Rao Scindiah proposed to execute 
that article of his defensive engagements which imposes upon 
him an obligation to aid the common cause by the efficient 
.-gfiiployment of his military power and the resources of his 
country. This message produced a request on the part of 
the minister (then confined by dlness) that the Resident’s 
native Secretary should be directed to attend him. The Re- 
sident’s native Secretary accordingly attended the minister on 
the 14th of September. On that occasion the conversation 
of the minister was principally composed of assmances of 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s sincere determination to adhere to 
the faith of his engagements , of a description of the pecu- 
niary embarrassments which interrupted the active execution 
of those engagements ; of complaints of the delay which had 
occurred in affording the pecimiary aid expected from the 
British Government ; of a demand for the immediate payment 
of the revenue collected fiom the provinces of Dholepoie, 
\Barree, and Rajah Keira, and of the mmister’s surprize at 
the unnecessai’y anxiety which the Resident had expressed 
on a point so immaterial as the continuance of Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar’s vakeel in the city of Boorhanpoor. Having stated 
these pomts in general terms, the minister proceeded to ob- 
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lia\ing commenced his match tvillioiit .affording any explana- 
tion upon that subject, or anj communication of his intended 
route, whilst general report assigned to Dotvlut llao Scindiali 
the intention of proceeding by regulai matches to Hoshcin- 
gabad ; the llcsidcnt deemed it ptoper to address a memorial 
to the niinistei upon this subject. In that ntcntorial the Re- 
sident stated, that, if Dowlut Rao Scmdialt should proceed 
into Malwa by the direct route, it tvotild be practicable for 
the foicc under the command of Colonel Mtirr.ay to join 
Dow hit llao Scindiah on the Ncrbuddali, and having csta- 
bli'^hed his Highness’s authority in Chilly Myhessur to ac- 
company him to his capital, but that if Dowdut Rao Scmdialt 
had 1 csol\ cd to march by the roiito of Hosheingabad, those 
ndiantagcs must be relinquished, that the march by the di- 
rect route of Chuly Myhessur would be conducive to many 
objects of the w’ar, and of the alliance, but that the circuitous 
, route by Hosheingabad appealed to be unattended w’lth 
any benefit whatever. 

The increasing illness of the minister having precluded all 
coimiuinication w ith him on points of business, the Resident 
..^iSiisnuttcd this memorial diiectly to Scindiah’s Durbai , but 
the Resident reccii cd no communication m reply, and was 
compelled to abandon every hope of obtaining satisfaction 
upon any of tlic points which had so long been the subject of 
rcprcscnlatioii and remonstrance to the government of Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah. 

In this state of circumstances, the Resident deemed it ad- 
visable to refrain from the further .agitation of any of those 
points, .and to awaait the sentiments and instructions of the 
Governor-General on the facts submitted to his judgment. 

The progress of transactions at the couit of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah, as connected with the subjects of the Resident’s 
I negotiations, and the actual condition of that chieftain’s 
nffhirs are reviewed by the Resident, Mr. Webbe, irith so 
niiich ability and precision, in a despatch to the Governor- 
General, under date the 1st of Octobei, that the Governor- 
General deems it expedient to transcribe the following ex- 
tract from that despatch, as well as to ti .ansniit a copy of it as 
an enclosure in this address. 

The continued and severe illness of Bappoo Wittul Punt may be an 
ostensible cause of withholding from me the explanations which I haVc 
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does not intend to afford me any satisfaction on the subject of Holkar’s 
vakeel ; and 2nd That Dowlut Rao Scindiah does not entertain a serious 
intention of raarchinj? to Ougein, or perhaps into Mahva 
If Dowlut Rao Scindiah intends to persist in maintaimnp;- an avowed agent 
of Jeswunt Rao Holkar in his camp, or to refrain from all co-operation 
with the British Government in the prosecution of the present war, the 
case will require such measures to be adopted at this Court as may appear 
to be proper to your Excellency’s wisdom , in the meantime I hope that 
your Lordship will consider me to have omitted no practicable mode of im- 
pressing on the mind of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, and of his ministers, the 
sentiments which may be excited in your Excellency’s breast by this main- 
tenance of a public intercourse with the enemy’s vakeel, or by Scmdiah’s 
failure to discharge any part of the obligations of the defensive alliance , 
It appears to me therefore to be improbable that by persisting to agitate 
these important points, I can 'expect to produce any change in the plans 
which Dowlut Rao Scindiah seems distinctly by his conduct to have 
adopted But on the contrary, it is probable, I think, that by urging these 
points further, I may precipitate questions of the greatest magnitude, and 
involve our affairs at this Court in circumstances which might embarrass the 
judgment to be formed by your Excellency eventually on the faets I have 
related ” 

On the receipt of this despatch, the Governor-Geneial 
deemed it necessary to issue without delay instructions to the 
.^J^ident on the subject, of the measures to he pursued in the 
actual condition of affairs, as described in the Resident’s des- 
patch of the 1st of October, and in his despatches of anterior 
dates. 

T^e Governor-Geneial concurred generally in the opinion 
stated by the Resident in that despatch, with regard to the 
views and intentions of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, and of his 
father-in-law, Serjie Rao Ghautka. The Governor-General 
was not disposed to deduce from the general conduct of 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s government, or from any of the cir- 
cumstances stated by the Resident, conclusions unfavouiable 
to the credit of that chieftain’s fidelity to his alliance Avith the 
Slritish Government. It appeared to his Excellency that the 
7 continuance of Jeswunt Rao Holkar’s vakeel m Scindiah’s 
^^amp, however repugnant to the maxims of public faith 
which regulate the conduct of European states, might be 
justly ascribed to that extraordinary combination of the forms 
of pacific mtercourse with actual hostihty which usually dis- 
tinguishes the conduct of a Mahratta court in its contests 
with any branches of the general confederacy. It was obvious 
however, that this vakeel might be rendered the instrument of 
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and that of tlic Rajah of Berar, and especially a meeting 
betiiecn Scindiah and Vincajee Bliouslali should be pre- 
vented. 

The Governor-General ivas however satisfied that in the 
actual condition of Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s affairs, remon- 
strances alone could not be expected to influence his deter- 
mination with respect to the proposed expedition to Hoshein- 
gabad, and that any seventy and importunitj' of remonstiance 
would tend to irritate his mind and dispose him to listen to 
the e\ il counsels of those among his ministers, who were ad- 
\ersc to the British interests. It became necessary theiefore 
to considei what measures could be adopted by the British 
Government of a nature calculated to dispose and to enable 
the go\cniment of Don hit Rao Scindiah to act accordmg to 
the true spiiit and interest of the alliance. 

It was evident that whatever might be the disposition of 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah, he was unable in the actual condition 
of his affairs, to render to the British Government any effec- 
tual aid in the prosecution of hostilities against Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar , and hence the question arose, whether any pecuniary 

on the part of the British Government would afford to 

Dowlut Rao Scindiah, the means of co-operation, and what 
security' existed for the apphcation of such pecuniary aid to 
the objects of the alliance. It was obvious, that a considera- 
ble period of time must elapse before the amount of the 
pecuniary aid which the British Government might afford, 
could be realized in the treasury of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, 
that an additional mterval would be occupied in equipping a 
force capable of active and efficient service in the field, (es- 
pecially in the weak and defective state of that chieftain’s 
militaiy power and lesources) and that a further space of time 
must be calculated for the arrival of that force at the pomt 
j where its operations agamst the enemy might be destined to 
commence. 

Admitting therefore the faithful apphcation of the proposed 
pecuniary aid to its intended purposes, it might leasonably 
be expected that before the military force of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah could be brought into efficient action, the power of 
the enemy would have been completely subdued by the ope- 
rations of the British troops. In the actual constitution of 
Scmdiali’s government, and in the peisonal character of that 
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and that of (he Rajah of Berar, and especially a meeting 
between Scindiah and Vincajee Bhouslah should be pre- 
vented. 

Tlie Governor-General was however satisfied that in the 
actual condition of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s affairs, remon- 
strances alone could not be expected to influence his detei- 
mination with respect to the proposed expedition to Hoshein- 
gabad, and that any severity and importunity of remonstrance 
would tend to iriitate his mind and dispose him to listen to 
the evil counsels of those among his ministers, who were ad- 
verse to the British interests. It became necessary theiefore 
to consider what measures could be adopted by the Biitish 
Government of a nature calculated to dispose and to enable 
the government of Dovlut Rao Scindiah to act accoiding to 
the true spirit and interest of the alliance. 

It was evident that whatever might be the disposition of 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah, he was unable in the actual condition 
of his affairs, to lender to the British Government any effec- 
tual aid in the prosecution of hostilities against Jeswunt Rao

Ghantka contraued to nmmtam his influence m the coun(irii^ 
-.fDowlutBao Scindiah the Governor General considered 
ny advance of money to that government to be equally ha 
arfous and unprofitable unless by some arringcment its 
pphcation cocdd be rendered mdepondent of the power or 
otmsels of Serjie Rao Ghaatka. 

The British Government was entitled to expect that some 
ertain and considerable advantage to the common cause 
ihould counterbalance the inconvenience of affording to 
Qowlut Rao Sctndiah such an extent of pecuniary aid, as 
vould under any crrcum stances be necessary to enable that 
dueftahi to co-operate effectually in the war Such an ad 
^’antage in the actual situation of Scmdiah s affairs waa mani 
estly unattainable his Excellency therefore resolved to 
ibandon all thought of supplying Dowlut Bao Scmdiah with 
leconiory funds in the expectation of denvmg any assistance 
n the proiecntion of hdstilides against Jetwunt Rao Holkar 
rom Scmdiah s co-operation. 

The Governor-General however deemed it on object of 
lohcy to astut the pecumary resources of Dowlut Rao Sem- 
llah witli other vierrs, and under other cutmmstances. 

His Excellency was deddcdly of opouon, that for the jpur 
>ose of disposing and enabling the government of Dowlut 
too Scindudi to act In conformity to the true spirit and in 
ent of the alliance to the extent of the means which it pos 
icited It was indispensably necessary that the authority of 
Oowlut Rao Scmdiah should be established in the province 
)f Malwa in such a state of cflTaency os might enable him 
o derive from It resources for the support of his govern 
nent and that the mflitary power of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah \ 
ilionld he Invigorated to Uie extent necessary for tho pre- 
lervalion of that authority, and for the purpose of enforcing 
[Miymcnt of Ins juit clanui of tribute from such of the chieC.^ 
alns of HIndoitan as had not been absolved from their con 
iccUon with Scindiah s government by tho operation of the 
)th article of tho treaty of Seijic Anjongamn. 

It iccmed probable tliat the proapect of such an improve- 
nent m the state of his government would induce Scmdiah 
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to nhnjuJon any partial and temporal y benefit which he might 
have been led to expect from the proposed expedition to 
Hosheingabad, and that, therefore, when apprized of the 
intentions of the Governor-General in his favour, Dowhi 
Rao Scindiah would leadily consent to pioceed to his capital. 
Until Scindiah’s arrhal at Ougeiii, however, the Goveinoi- 
General did not deem it to be advisable to aflbrd him any 
pecuniary relief, unless it should be absolutely necessary to 
a certain extent, to enable him to pioceed thither. 

It appeared to the Governoi-Geneial that with the pro- 
posed pecuniary aid, and vith the declared intention of the 
British Government to support Dowlut Rao Scindiah m the 
establishment of his autlioiity throughout the piovince of 
Malwa, and in tlie lealization of his just demands upon his 
tributary Chieftains and Raj'ahs, the government of Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah vould speedily acqune a sufficient degree of 
vigoui, vhilst the prospect of its iuipiovement, and the em- 
ployment which V ould be afforded to his civil and military 
officeis, and to a large body of the military class of people, 
■'vould probably engage the attention of the State, and ex- 
,_^utle from Scindiali’s Durbar all plans and counsels of a 
tendency injunous to the British interests. 

On the foundation of these sentiments and resolutions in- 
stiuctions were issued to the Resident at Dowlut Rao Scm- 
diah’s Court. In those instructions the Go\ernoi-GeneiaI 
suggested to the Resident’s attention the measure of ren- 
dering the proposed anangement in favour of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah’s government, an instrument for the suppression of 
Serjie Rao Ghautka’s ascendancy and the revival of that 
of Bappoo Wittul. It seemed probable that Serjie Rao 
Ghautka owed his ascendancy in the counsels of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah to the confidence with which he had undertaken to 
'iprovide resources, however oppressive or injudicious, for the 
immediate exigencies of Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s government, 
v^and that therefore the agitation of the proposal to afford to 
^Dowlut Rao Scindiah pecuniary aid foi the estabhshmeni: of 
his authority m Malwa, exclusively through the channel of 
Bappoo Wittul, would have the effect of restoring that mi- 
nister’s influence Bappoo Wittul, howevei, died before 
these instructions could have i cached the camp of Dowlut 
Rao Scmdiah 
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It did not appear to the GoTernor-General that uncqp- 
nected with acts of ponbre hostility on the part of Doylut 
Rao Scindiahi government, the dismuaion of Sei;jie Rao 
Qhaotka conld be justly demanded , but no obligation 6f oi?r--v 
engagements could be considered to preclude the British 
Government from rendenng the removal of Seijie Rao 
Ghautka, the condition of the pecuniary aid to be afforded 
to Dowlut Rao Scindiah Although the Govenior General 
had resolved to render that pecuniary aid dependent on 
Dowlnt Rao Scmdiah s return to Ougein, and eventually on 
the dismission of Seigle Rao Ghautka, his Excellency aigni 
ded to the Resident that he considered Dowlut Rao Scmdiah 
to possess a ^l^im to the immediate and unconditional pay 
ment of all the net revenne of the districts of Dholepore, 
Barree, and Rajah Kerrah which had been collected by the 
British officers and that the amount, when ascertained 
should bo immediately paid into the treasury of Scmdiah 

The Governor-General also signified to the Resident hia 
disposition to authonxe a further advance of money to Dow- 
lut Kao Scmdiah pronded it should appear to be absolntely 
necessary to enable him to return to his capital and that the 
Resident should be satisfied of Dowlut Kao Scmdiah i mten 
tlon to proceed to Ougein, and of the just apphcation of the 
money when advanced. The Governor-Gene^ at the tame 
tunc furnished the Resident with instructions relative to the 
mode of rai^g funds for the payment of the sums due to 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah on account of the districts of Ohole 
pore Barree and Rajah Kerrah and for tho eventual rebef 
of tho exigencies of Dowlut Rao Sdndiab s government after 
hJr return to Ongcui 

The proceedings of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah immediately 
after Ills departure from Boorbaunpore, produced an addi 
tional ground of indispensable remonstrance with the Court y 
of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah | 

Previously to the march of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah it had 
been omoally signified to tho Resident that Dowlut Roo^' 
Scmdiah mtended to proceed to Jcliodo a place situated 
wiihm his own temtorj from whence it was hit intention to 
settle the future direction of his march On the morning of 
the da> however on whicli Dowlut Rao Scmdiah had resolved 
to march to Jellodc and after both he and the Resident had 
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actually luaiclied, Dowliit Rao Scindiali, without any commu- 
nication to the Resident, changed Ins route, and subsequently 
proceeded to the holders of Bhopaul. Severe illness pie- 
vented the Resident fioni ovei taking Scindiah’s army during 
three days, and on the Resident’s aiiival in camp, Dowlut 
Rao Scindiali’s army Mas in motion to invade the teiiitory of 
Bhopaul. The Resident followed Dovdut Rao Scmdiah to 
Cheonee, a small fortified village within the territory of Bho- 
paul, which his troops were employed in attacking under the 
conduct of Serjie Rao Ghautka. The Resident availed him- 
self of the earliest oppoitunity of making a representation to 
DoMlut Rao Scindiali through Mr. Jenkins, the Secretary to 
the Residency on the subject of his proceedings, Mr. Jen- 
kins accordingly icpaired to the Durbar, and aftei having 
ad\eited to the conduct of Dowlut Rao Scindiali, as described 
above, proceeded to remark its inconsistency with the obliga- 
tions of the defensive alliance. Mr. Jenkins observed to his 
Highness, that in repl)^ to the Resident’s repeated applica- 
tions, the Resident had been informed, that Dowlut Rao 
Scindiali was unable to maich without receiving pecuniary 
aid from the British Government, but that although no such 
"aTcf had been afforded, Dowlut Rao Scmdiah had alieady 
maiched a distance, which in the diiection recommended by 
the Resident, would have enabled him to have foimed a junc- 
tion with the Biitisli forces under Colonel Murray. That the 
late movement of his Highness’s army, instead of bemg con- 
nected with any single object of the contest with Holkar, was 
directed to the execution of hostile designs against the Nabob 
of Bhopaul, who had maintained the relations of amity and 
peace both with Dowlut Rao Scmdiah and the British Go- 
vernment That this piocedure constituted a violation of 
the pimciples of the defensive alliance, which weie directly 
adverse to aggressive war and conquest. That an attack 
I therefore upon the mdependent territory of Bhopaul was 
contrary to the provisions of the subsidiary treaty, and that 
war havmg been provoked by Jeswunt Rao Holkar, the obli- 
gations of that treaty were equally violated by the employ- 
ment of Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s forces m the accomplishment 
of designs utterly unconnected nith the war, and calculated 
to augment the number of the enemies of both states Mr. 
Jenkins concluded this remonstrance by exhorting Dowlut 
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Rao Scmdiali to adopt a •ystem of conduct more conformable 
to the honour and advantage of the allied states 

In reply to thi* repreaentation, after many attempts to 
evade the lubject, Dowlut Rao Scmdmh began by justifying^ 
hlj conduct towards the Nabob of Bbopaul by asserting that 
the Nabob of Bhopanl was a tributary to his government. 
In answer to the Rodent s remarks upon his Highness s con 
duct, as connected with the war, his Highness repeated his 
former declaration, that he was destitute of the means of co- 
operating with the British forces, that a force of at least 
80 000 horse would he necessary to enable him to render any 
service against HoTkar That Colonel Murray bad no cavalry 
and that Holkars army was principally composed of cavalry 
That under these circumstancee Dowlut Rao Scmdiah had 
resolved to pursue the roote of Bhopaul, which enabled him 
to coTlecc an army That accordingly having moved to that 
quarter his officers were disposed to join him, from which 
measure they would otherwise have been withheld by the 
defect of pecuniary resources. That his Highness s march 
to Bhopanl was not as the Resident alleged, unconnected with 
the objects of the war bnt that the design of his Bighu^i 
was by Icvymg contnbutionj from the Nabob of that te^ 
tory to place his army m a condition to act with effect against 
the enemy 

With a new to supply the means of forming a judgment of 
the sincerity of Dowlnt Rao Scmdiah m the preceding ex- 
planation the Governor General in Couned deems it pro- 
per to insert in this place the Residents remarks upon it

to conimand, as well as to aiigmcnl the nnmber of oiir ciicinics by pre- 
cipitating the N'.nholi of Bhopaul into an intimate allianec with Meer 
Khan ” 

The opinion that Dowlnt Rao Scindiah had actually en- 
gagred to assist the R ijah of Berar jn his designs upon Hos- 
hcingab.id is corrohnted by information contained in a letter 
from the Resident at Nagpoic, dated the oOth of September, 
that about three weeks bcfoie that date, a letter had been 
received at Nagporc fiom Ballajce Eshwunt, a peison who 
had been desjiatched b}' the Rajah of Beiar on a mission to 
Bow hit Rao Scindiah’s camp, purporting, that Dowlnt Rao 
-^olirtdiah had agreed to the Rajah of Beiai’s proposal res- 
pecting Hosheingabad. 

The Governor-General in Council suspends the narrative 
of transactions at the court of Dowlnt Rao Scindiah to an- 
nounce to }Our honourable Committee, the melancholy event 
of the death of Mr. Josiali Wehbe, the Resident at that 
chieftain’s court, which happened on the 9th of November 
near Hosheingabad after a seveie illness. 

The grief and concern with which the Governor-General 
in Council received the intelligence of this unhappy event, 
was proportioned to the high sense which the Governoi- 
General in Council entertained of the eminent zeal, know- 
/ledge, talents, and public virtue of that invaluable officer, 

T nianifested during a long course of arduous and impoitant 
jiubhc duty in the honouiahle and successful discharge of 
which, his indefatigable exertions, mcoi ruptible integrity, and 
distinguished services, have estabhshed a claim to the con- 
tmued applause and giatitude of his country 

The arrangements by which Mr Wehbe was removed from 
the high executive office of Chief Secietary to that govern- 
ment, enabled the Governoi-General to employ that able 
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officer in the diplomatic ntnation of Resident at the coort of 
Dorrlnt Rao Sondiah to which Iiicut Colonel Malcolm had 
been provislonaDy appointed Mr Webbe arrived at tbe 
camp of Dowlat Rao Scmdmb, near Boorhanpore, and as- 
sumed the daties of Resident at that chieftam s court in the 
beginning of the month of May The abihty and judgment 
with which Mr Webbe conducted the arduous negotiations 
at the court of that chieftain have uniformly ^claimed the 
highest approbation of thu government. 

The loss of the distinguished services of the late hir 
Webbe was peculiarly regretted by the Governor-General 
m Council, with reference to the cn&cal situation of affairs at 
the court of Dowhit Rao Scmdiah as connected with the 
mterests of the Bntish Govemment at the penod of Mr 
Webbe • decease 

Independently of those sourcea of suspiaon relabre to the 
nature of the designs of Dowlut Rao Sondiah under the 
pernicious influence of Seijie Rao Ghaotka, which appear m 
the preceding narrative, the Governor General received in- 
telligence from the Secretary to the late Resident in a private 
letter addressed to the Secretary m the Seciet DepaTtmeQt, 
dated on the day foDownig "diat of Mr Webbe a death that 
Serjie Rao Ghautka had actually addressed letters to Jeswrmt 
Rao Holkar and his partiaan Meer Khaun proposing and 
promising the active co-operation of Sondiah a mihtary force 
in ^he prosecution of hosdhties against the Bntish power 
^Vlth a view therefore to supply the defect of Mr Webbe § 
ctDincnt semces In the actual crisis of affairs with the least 
practicablo delay the Governor-General m Council deemed 
it expedient to direct Colonel Close the Resident at Poonah, 
to proceed with the utmost procbcahle expedition to the 
court of Dowlut Rao Scmdlob, for the purpose of assuming 
tlic temporary charge of our affairs at that court In the 
meantime tlio duUes of that Residency devolved upon Mr 
Richard Jenkins a writer of the year I7DS on the esta- 
hluhmcnt of Bombay, who in the month of February was 
appointed to bo jVsiistant Secretary to the Residency 

riic diitingtujhed talents and acquirements of BIr Jenkins 
added to the extensive knowledge of tho languages of Indis 
which he had attained and the exemplary conduct of thal 
gentleman during his residence in Bengal, induced the Go- 



\ernor-Gcneral to appoint him to tlie office of Assistant 
Secretary to the Resident with Dow hit Rao Scindiah, for 
winch situation also i\rr. Jenkins had an opportunity of ac*- 
qinnng additional qualifications by his previous appointment 
to be an acting Assistant in (he Goveinoi-General’s office. 
The confidence which the Governor-General reposed in Mr. 
Jenkins’ judgment, knowledge and abilities, precluded all 
apprehension of hazard to the public interests by that gentle- 
man's continuance in charge of the duties of Resident at the 
court of Dowlut Rao Scindiah. In so delicate and important 
a crisis of afiiiirs however, as that which evisted at the period 
of iMr. AVebbe’s decease, the Governor-General considered 
it to be his duty to assign the temporary discharge of the 
duties of (hataiduous situation to a more c'^perienced public 
officer. 

In confornnt) to (he ariangcment proposed for the tem- 
porary conduct of negotiations at the court of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah, instructions wcic issued to Colonel Close, directing 
that officer to couuncncc Ins jouinc}' to the camp of Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah, at the cm best piacticable pciiod of time after 
.nJJip 1 cccipt of those instiuclions On that occasion, copies 
of such of the late Resident’s despatches as weie calculated 
to nfibid distinct and accurate infoiination with regard to the 
late pioceedings of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, and to the condi- 
tion of the British interests at that chieftain’s court, w^ere 
tinsmitted to Colonel Close. The Governor-General also 
communicated to Colonel Close, the imforaiation which his 
Excellency had leceived of Serjie Rao Ghautka’s having 
addressed letters to Jeswunt Rao Holkai and Meer Khaun, 
assuring them of the aid of Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s foices. 
The Governor-Geneial intimated to the Resident his belief 
of that infoiination, as being consistent with the known piin- 
^^ciples and charactei of Serjie Rao Ghautka; obseiving, that 
although his Excellency deemed it highly improbable that 
xDowlut Rao Scindiah had authorized, or was even apprized 
of this traitorous proceeding, or that Scmdiah was disposed 
to enter into any confedei acy with Holkar, or with the Rajah 
of Berar for purposes hostile to the Biitish Government, or 
that the Rajah of Berar intended anj' such act of tieachery, 
the inconvemence of such a confederacy, required serious and 
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inimediRte attention, and that his Excellency therefore deemed 
It expedient, that the army nnder the command of Lient. 
Colonel Wallaco should proceed with the least pracSeahle 
delay consistent with other mdispensable objects of mihtafj 
»emce to occupy ft position calculated to rettram or coun- 
teract any hostile attempt ^rhich Dowlnt Rao Scindiah or the 
Rajah of Berar might actually meditate against the British 
possessions, or those of our allies Colonel CIoi j was at the 

tame time appnted that it was the wish and intention of the 
Goiemor G^cnend to use every endeavour hy amicahle nego 
tuition to remove these caoses of insecurity and alarm, and 
that the condnet of that negotiation was the immediate object 
of Colonel Close s miasion to the court of Dowlut Rao San 
diah Colonel Close was uifonncd that the detail of the 
representations which he would he required to nialce to Dow 
lot Rao Sondiah on bis amval at bis camp, would form the 
subject of a separate despatch In the meantime however Co- 
lonel Close was apprized that it waa the Governor-General e d> 
tentioD to urge the immediate return of Dowlnt Rao Sandiah 
to bij capital, and eventually the dismission of Serjio Rao 
Ghautla from the connsels of that chieftam. Co]on<”l Qojs 
was directed to proceed m the drst instance to the camp ol 
the combined subsidiary forces of Poonah and Hyderabad 
tliCD occupying a posiDon DearBomair, as stated in a former 
paragraph, under the command of Lieut-Colonel Wallace 
and after having concerted with that officer a disposibon ol 
tho forces Under his command best calculated to checl, Sem- 
diah s operations, and for the eventual prosecution of mili- 
tary operations both ngamst that chieftain and the Rajah ol 
Berar to proceed to tho camp of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah and 
oisumo the temporary charge of tho residency at that court 
Tho honourable Alajor-Ocneral Wellesley having returned 
to tlic Dcccan vested with the same extensive military an^ 
political powers which were delegated to tliat officer duruig 
tlic late war with the confederated Mahratta chiefhuns the 
Governor General deemed it expedient to desire that II 
practicable Colonel Close should carry these instructioni 
Into c/Tect, under the immediate guidance of Major Genera] 

cllcfclcvs authority 

Corresponding instructions were at the same time issued 
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to i\tr. Jenkins, niul a letter uas also addiessetl by the Go- 
vernor-General to Dovvlut Rao Scindiah, apprizing him of 
(Ins airangement. 

Until the arrival of Colonel Close hovievcr, Mr. Jenkins 
was authorized to conduct the duties of the Residency, as 
the ofliciating representative of the British Government, and 
in that capacity of Mr. Jenkins was further authorized to 
commence the negotiations with Dovilut Rao Scindiah pre- 
'jcrilicd by the Goveinor-Geneial’s instiuctions to the late 
Resident, under date the 5 th of November, the substance of 
viliich is stated in former paragraphs of this despatch. 

With .1 view to provide for the due discharge of the duties 
of the Residency at Poonah during the absence bf Colonel 
Close, the Governor-General deemed it necessary to appoint 
some officer duly qualified to the temporary charge of that 
situation, and the Gov cinor-Gener.il in Council was glad to be 
enabled bv' the return of Captain T. Sydenham from Europe, 
to employ the sei vices of tliat officer on this occasion. 

During a considerable period of time Captain Sydenham 
held the office of Secretarj’^ to the Residency of H3^derabad, 
^S.^fl officiated as Resident at that court; .ind for many years 
Captain Sydenham’s attention has been assiduously directed 
to the political affairs of India. These adv^antages, combined 
with distinguished abilities, and extensive general and local 
knowledge, rendered Captain Sydenham, in the Governor- 
Geneial’s judgment peculiarly qualified for the discharge of 
the duties of Resident at Poonah. 

The Governor-General accordingly directed Captain Sy- 
denham to proceed with the utmost expedition to Poonah foi 
the purpose of assuming charge of that office during the ab 
sence of Colonel Close. 

Previously to the lesumption of the narrative of transactions 
/<itthe court of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, the Governor-General in 
^ Council deems it proper to communicate to your honourable 
Committee the ongm and progress of such proceedings at the 
court ofNagpore as aie connected with the general subject of 
this despatch. 

In the precedmg part of this despatch the Governor-Ge- 
neral in Council has had occasion to advert generally to a 
suspected '^lenewal of the confederacy between Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah and the Rajah of Beiai, directed to the objects of 
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on united co-operation with Jeawunt Rao HolW m the prose 
cution ofhostdities against the British power and possessions 
Abundant proof exists of the indefatigable endearours of 
Jeawnnt Rao Holkar and his partisans to produce that cot^H 
hination, and with a new to excite and encourage a spirit of 
revolt and hostility amongst the sobjects, dependants and 
allies, oftheBntish Government to disseminate throughout 
India a belief that such a combination had actually been 
formed that the army of Jeswunt Rao Hollar bad been 
emmently successful and that a favourable opportunity ^as 
afforded for the accomph^ment of every object of ambition, 
mprne and revenge, of which the gratification might be consi- 
dered to depend upon the decline of the Bntuh power and m 
fluencs m India. To the operation of those endeavours must 
be referred the ground of those sospicions which the Governor 
General in Counal has been induced to entertain of the 
Rajah ofBerars dcagns. 

The first intimation which the Govemor-Gcneral received 
of circumstances which justified any suspicion of the Rajah of 
Benirs disposibon to support the cause of the enemy was 
contained m a despatch from the Resident at N&gpore 
the 2Sth of August* in which the Resident appni^ the Go* 
Tcmor General in Council that very exaggerated accounts of 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar s supposed succesBes bad been received at 
Nagporc, and exated general attention that the intention of 
the Rajah of Berar to take advanta^of the supposed state of 
affairs by an effort to retneve the losses of the past war was a 
topic of general discourse and that the Resident had received 
Intelligence of various plant foe that purpose said to bo in the 
contemplation of the Rajah and that the Riyah held frequent 
and most secret cousultations with hu mimsters. 

This mfonnatlon was In some degree corroborated by an«>- 
ther despatch from the Resident at Na^ore, dated the 3rd\ 
September 1804 commomcating the substance of letters ad \ 
dreiicd to the Rajah ofBcror by his chief avfl officer m Rut 7 
tenporc and by an officer of the Rnjahs in his province of 
Rycporc and of the Rajah s answer The letter from Rutten- 
pore contauicd npropotiUon to seixo the province ofSnmbul 
pore (the indcpcndancc of which hod been guaranteed by tbo 
operation of the 10th article of the treaty of Dcogaimi) and 
tlie letter from R^epore suggested the co-opcration of the 
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Bnjali of Bcrnr in a projcctetl attempt on tlie part of the 
])rincipal Zemindars and Rajahs of Cuttack, especially the 
Rajah of Khooidah (one of the chief tiibutary Rajahs of the 
province of Cuttack, -whose territory forms its southern fion- 
tici) to sulncrt the Bntish authority in that proMnee. The 
letter fiom thcRajaii of Bcrar expressed his approbation of 
their plans, and contained instructions -with regard to the 
mode of carrying them into cfiect, and an earnest recommen- 
dation ofseciccy and caution. 

On the receipt of this despatch, the Governor-General 
deemed it expedient to issue instructions to the Resident at 
Nagporo, directing him to take a proper opportunity of ap- 
prizing the Rajah of Beiar in tlie most public manner of 
the infoniialion which the British Government had received 
-vvith regard to his proceedings ; that the Governor-General 
had deemed it necessary, without awaiting any explanation, 
to make preparatory an angements for the eventual puipose of 
repelling aggression and punishing ti eachery on the part of 
the Rajah; that accordingly IMajor-Gcneral Wellesley had 
returned to the army of the Deccan, with ordeis to march di- 
T^^Ctly to Nagporo in the event of any unquestionable indica- 
tion which the Rajah might manifest of a design to commit 
acts of hostilit)^ against the British Government or its allies, 
or of any proceeding of the Rajah in favour of our enemies. 
That the Governor-General was also piepaied to take further 
measures for the just punishment of the Rajah of Berar m 
such an event ; and that if the Rajah of Berar, after the lenity 
and moderation manifested towards him in the late peace, 
should by his treachery and mcurable spirit of restless m- 
tngue, compel the British Government to renew the war, the 
Governor- General resolved to call foith the whole power 
and resources of the Company against a state so devoid of 
every principle of good faith, and not to desist until the go- 
vernment of the Rajah should have been effectually reduced. 

X The Resident, however, was directed to suspend these 
representations until he should have learned the lesult of 
the Commander-in-ChieFs first operations agamst Holkar, 
unless circumstances should render an immediate statement of 
them useful and necessary. 

The Resident was at the same time instructed to assure . 
the Rajah of the most amicable disposition of the Bntish 
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Government toward* him while he ihould continoe to abide 
by hiB engagement* under the late peace and to suggeit to 
hii conBiderstion the danger of a connection with Holkar^ 
any other desperate adventurer, at the hazard of renewing i 
the war with the Bntiih power The Reeident wa* farther 
directed to apprue the Kajah that the Governor General 
would consider him to be reaponaible for the conduct of hi* 
ofBcere m Ruttenpore and Ryeporo with relation to the mde- 
pendent province of Smnbulpore and that any proceeding* on 
the part of those oflScer* of the nature described in the m 
telhgenco conveyed in the Resident* despatch of the Srd 
ulhmo would bo considered by the Bntieh Government to 
constitute a positive proof of the authenticity of^that intelli- 
gence os It respected the condnct of the R^ah huntelf, as 
well a* that of lus officer*, and to jnatiiy on immediate appeal 
to arms. 

Instructons were at thi* time uaned to Colonel Harcourt 
commanding the Bntish troops in Cntloct aulbomung the 
adoption of measures for suppressing the execution of the 
designs imputed to the Rajah of K-boordab* The proceed 
ing* of Colonel Harcourt under these initnictions, wih be- - 
found detailed m a subsequent part of this despatch 

Instructions were also issued to Lieut Colonel Broughton 
preicnbmg the measures to be adopted for the eventual 
protection of the province of Surabulpore against the sup- 
posed designs of the officer* of the Rajah of Berar, and a 
re-lnforcement wo* aubsequently diapttched from Fort "Wil- 
liam for the purpose of enabling Lient. Colonel Broughton 
to provide for thu object as weU as for the defence of oar 
western frontier, a* will be found detailed m preceding 
pamgnipb*. 

In the course of the month of September the Resident 
received throngh vanoos channels secret intelhgence, cor \ 
robomting the suspidou of the Rajah of Berar s dengns, ' 
The iuhfltancc of that intelligence was that the Rajah was 
cnmestl) engaged in devising the means of raising extra 
ordinarj funds That he held frequent consultations with 
his confidential officer* on that subject, that ho hod deter 
mined with their advice to augment his array for tho even 
tual purpose of supporting the cause of Jesifimt Rao 
Ilolkar from whom lie was represented to have received 
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letters urging his co-operation ; and that his ultimate reso- 
lution appeared to be, to place his army in a position, which 
without exciting suspicion, might enable him to take advan- 
tage of cucumstances favourable to the prosecution of his 
views of co-opeiation with Jeswunt Rao Holkar The 
general tenor of this intelligence, combined with the Rajah 
of Berar’s covert proceedmgs, indicated that the Rajah hesi- 
tated between his disposition to assist the enemy, and his 
dread of the consequences of that measure. 

The Governoi-Geneial in Council deems it expedient to 
interrupt the narrative of transactions at the Court of Nag- 
pore, immediately connected with the subject of the wai with 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar for the purpose of stating m general 
terms, the progress of the discussion lelative to the grant of 
compensation for the loss which the Rajah had sustained 
by the alienation of the pi evinces of Sumbulpore, Patna, 8cc. 
from his dominion under the operation of the 10th article of 
the tieaty of Deogaum. The circumstances of this subject of 
negotiation are explamedm the 126 and folio wmg paragraphs 
of our despatch to your honourable Committee of the ISth 
of July, 1804 Your honourable Committee was informed 
""6'y that despatch that the Rajah of Beiar had accepted the 
list of chieftains and zemindars lendered independent of his 
government by the operation of the 10th article of the treaty 
of Deogaum ; and had delivered a written recognition of the 
engagements concluded by the British Government with 
those chieftains and Zemindars, but had refused to accept 
the proposed articles of agi cement, additional to that treaty, 
which piovided a compensation to the Rajah for his loss of 
the revenues of the provinces above mentioned. 

It manifestly appeared not merely by the Rajah’s rejec- 
tion of those beneficial articles, but by the general tenor 
^f his declarations and those of his ministers, that the Rajah 
^'~still considered the ahenation of the provinces in question 
to be an act of mjustice and a violation of faith on the part 
iSf the British Government 

The Governor-General in Councd theiefore in his insti’uc- 
tions to the Resident, (of the 5th of Septembei) in reply to 
a reference fiom that officer on the subject of the compensa- 
tion to be eventually granted to the Rajah of Berar, and 
which the Rajah, after accepting the hst of feudatories, had 
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dutinctly lobated, notmthstanding his refasal to accept the 
proposed additjonal articles, stated the following observa 
tions on that subject for the regulation of the Residents 
conduct That if the Rajah of Berar were capable of aiH. 
derstanding the principles of pubhc faith and honour he 
most be satisfied of the obligations imposed upon tbe Bntisb 
Government to maintain the independence of the provincei 
alienated from the dominions of the Rajah by tbe operation 
of the treaty of Deogaum- That the Rajah most he satisfied 
that the British (Jovcmment had no intention to establish 
its authonty within those pronnces or to denve any tribute 
or revenue from them and that consequently the British 
Government had no other interest in refusing to place those 
provinces iradcr the authonty of the Rajab of Berar than 
such as was absolntely involved m a due adherence to the 
obligations of pubhc faith That while the Rajah of Berar 
continued to entertain such erroneous sentmients with regard 
to the faith and justice of the Bntish Government, the 
Grovemor General in Conodl could not consent to grant any 
compensation whatever That the Govemor^Gencral would 
not permit that, which was ofi*ered as compensation for m 
voluntary mjnry to tbo Rajah of Berar proceeding from the 
necessary operation of our pnbhc engagements with a thnrd 
party, to be received as a compensation for a deliberate act 
of hijuitice on the part of the British Government and that 
to grant compensation to the Rajah ofBemr under such cir 
cnmstances, wodld bean acknowledgement of the justice of 
his accusation Finally that the British Government would 
be disposed to xeheve tbe Rajab from tbe diCBcnltiea to 
which he might be exposed on account of the ahenntion of 
the provinces of Sumbolpore and Patna by an equitable 
compensation ■whenever the R^ah should be disposed to 
abandon his c l a im to the possession of those provinces, and 
to receive such compensation with the sentiments due to the 
moderoUon justice and hbcmhty of the British Govern 
went 

After the receipt of these instructions, the Resident availed 
hmuclf of on enriy opportomtj of otnUng to tho lUjoh i 
miniitcr the snhjlonce of tho preceding ob«ervnUon» tlio 
mlniiter • reply to thli comraunicotJon being n dutinct nnd 
condid ndmmion of tlic juitice and cqmty of the procccdingi 
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of the British Government with respect to the question under 
consideration, the Governor-General in Council deems it 
pioper to insert that reply in this place, in the terms of the 
Resident’s Report. 

“ Srccdur Pundit (tlie Rajah of Beiar’s chief minister) then said that 
the Rajah admitted the justice of your Excellency’s proceedings on that 
article , that what his Highness had allcdged to the contrarj^, was merely 
brought forward to serve his argument which he had maintained to please 
his brother He said that the Rajah had desired him to make this decla- 
ration, and would repeat it himself when he saw me, that he was sent 
with orders to use every expression that could satisfy my mind on the 
subject, and enable me to remove any idea that your Lordship might 
have of the Rajah’s entertaining the least doubt of the spirit of justice 
and disinterestedness which influenced your Excellency’s decision He 
said, he hoped that after this declaration, the Rajah might expect your 
Lordship would grant him the advantages you had at first proposed “ as 
a mark of your friendship ” He asked me whether I thought your Lord- 
ship would admit his Highness to the benefits of your original ofier , to 
which, I answered, that as the Rajah had now withdrawn the unjust and 
groundless complaints with which your Excellency had been displeased, 
I thought he had every thing tO' hope from the friendship of the Bntish 
Government ” 

The Resident concluded the report of his conference with 
Tfm minister by stating that the whole of the nunistei’s dis- 
course was remaikable foi the unusual earnestness with 
which he asserted the Rajah’s fidelity to his engagements, and 
his attachment to the British Government. 

The tenor of this despatch tended considerably to weaken 
the suspicions which the Governor-General m Council had 
entertamed of the hostile intentions of the Rajah of Berar, 
and although the Governor-General m Council still deemed 
it probable that under the behef of a great and extraordmary 
success on the part of Holkar, and of a proportionate de- 
pression of the British power, the Rajah of Berar would join 
^the enemy, the Governor-General in Council was of opimon 
that the mformation which the Rajah would speedily receive of 
the defeat of Holkar’s troops by the army under the personal 
^command of the Commander-m-Chief m the commencement 
of October would counteract any extravagant expectations of 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar’s future success, and would satisfy his 
Highness’s mind of the folly and the danger of blending his 
interests and safety with the fortune of that lawless plunderer. 
The Rajah of Berar therefore having distinctly admitted the 
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joBtice and liberality of the Bntub Government m ita pro- 
ceedingB Tnth regard to the provmcei ^cnated from the 
Rajah • domimona by the operation of the treaty of Deogaum, 
and havmg mamfeated a diapoaihon to receive, with a proper 
aenee of obhgation the propoaed compensation for his loss of 
revenue and dominion, the Governor-General deemed it expe- 
dient on receipt of the Resident a despatch to furnish him 
with instructiona regarding the specific nature and extent of 
such compensation, and to Aothonse him to commence a ne- 
gotiation upon that subject with the Rajah of Berar Instruc 
tions to that effect were accordingly despatched to the Resi 
dent imder date the 2nd pf November m the form of notes 
In those notes the Gkivemor-General stated the resolution 
of the British Govemment to declare the provinces which had 
been ahenated from the dominion of the Rajah of Berar by 
tho operation of the lOth article of the treaty of Deogaum to 
be placed under the protection of the Bntish Government, 
in conformity to the tenor of the engagements concloded with 
the persons exerciimg the autbonty in those provinces. 
This resolution however was unconnected with any design to 
introdace into those provinces the laws and regulations oftbe 
British Govemment, or interfere in the internal managemefif 
of them. 

Agreeably to this resolution the Governor General also 
subsequently issued initructions to Lieut-Colonel Brough 
ton directing hnn to apprise those persons with whom he 
contracted engagements confirmed by the 10th article of tho 
treaty ofDeogaum that they were to be considered subjects 
of the Bntish Govemment and that tberr territory was to 
bo considered as annexed to the Bntish dominion, that it 
was not however the mtentlon of the Bntub Govemment 
to introduce Into their temloncs the Bntish laws and regu 
latloni, nor to require from them the payment of any revenue, 
nor to interfere in any respect with tho internal management 
of their temlones LacuL Colonel Broughton was further 
directed to oppnic those persons that this arrangement waa 
adopted with a new to enable the Bntish Government to 
discharge with the greater efllcacj, the obligation of prtv- 
tcctmg the persons and tomtones in question from tlio 
autbonty of the Mahratla government- Lieut Colonel 
Broughton was at the same time informed, that under tlio 
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anangement by which the provinces of Sumbulpore and 
'^atna were placed undei the British authority, it was the 
itention of the Goveinoi -General to station a force at Sum- 
ulpore, both for the protection of that province and of 
*atna, against the reported designs of the officers of the 
Lajah of Berar in Ruttenpore (as described in a preceding 
ai agraph), and for the better security of the frontier of Cut- 
ick in the possible event of the renewal of hostilities with 
le Rajah of Berar. 

With a view to the accomplishment of these objects, with- 
ut disturbing the arrangements for the defence of our 
western frontier (referred to m former paragraphs of this 
espatch) and for the preservation of internal tranquillity, 
tie Governor-General deemed it proper to order the 20th 
egiment of sepoys, consisting of 596 lank and file, to maich 
nth the utmost expedition, for the purpose of re-inforcing the 
coops under the command of Lieut.-Colonel Broughton , and 
hat regiment accordingly marched on the 18th of Novembei. 
bi additional force of 1 94> volunteers, and a detachment of 
artillery also marched on the same day. 

_ Lieut -Colonel Broughton was at the same time directed to 
tate his opinion with regard to the disposition of the whole 
orce under his command, the most effectual for the accom^ 
ilishment of the several objects to which his attention had 
leen directed. 

The arrangements proposed by Lieut -Colonel Broughton, 

1 conformity to the instruction of which the substance is 
bove stated, were entirely approved by the Governor-General, 
nd have correspondingly been earned into effect by Lieut - 
lolonel Broughton , and at the date of our latest advices, 
hat officer was at Sumbulpore, with the proportion of his 
orce which he was authorized to station in that province , 
attempt has been made to disturb the mternal ti anquillity 
the provinces of Sumbulpore and Patna, or of any of our 
•western and southern possessions. 

The Governor-General in Council now lesumes the narra- 
ive of transactions at the Court of Nagpore. 

About the middle of October a vakeel, named Hybut Rao, 
Lespatched by Meer Khaun (who with- his array, occupied a 
)osition near Saugur), arrived at Nagpoie. He was imme- 
liately accommodated at the house of one of the principal 
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officer* or goTcnnnent, and wai snbseqnentljr admitted to 
several interviews with the Rajah both*pnblic and private 
Nearly at the same timej the person stated, in a preceding 
paragraph, to have been despatched on a mission to DowICt^ 
Rno Scradiah returned to Nagpore and on his arrival bad an i 
interview with the Rajah who immediately after proceeded to 
the house of the chief mmiatei with whoni he held a long 
conference \ and on his return to his palace the Rajah issued 
orders for the march of his troops at Nagpore, under the 
command of hla pnnapal roflitary officer, who accordmgly 
proceeded in the course of two hours with the troops under 
his command, to a position near the town where he encamped 
On the same night the Rajah directed as many of bis chiefs 
as happened to be present, to collect their troops with the 
least potsfblo delay The object of the mission of the vateel 
of Mecr Khaon, os reported to the Resident, was to hidnco 
the Rajah of Berar by promises and menaces, to unite with 
Meet Khann In an invasion of the temtories of the Souhahdar 
of the Deccan and the vakeel was said to have brought let 
ter* both from Holkar and Meer Khann The opinion of the 
Resident ^th regard to the Rajab s intentions founded on 
the uncertain basis of private intelligence was that the Rajah 
of Berar continned to be unwitling to adopt any decided 
coarse with relation to Holtar and Meer Khann, but ihit he 
had resolved to prosecute his operations against Hoshein- 
gabad and ultimately to jom the cause of HoDcar, if Hbltar 
should appear to be succetifuL 

These arcumstanccs added to the continued dissemination 
ofreports of a nature most nnfavoutable to the credit of thi Bn 
tish arms, rendered it necessary in the judgment of the Reii^* 
dent to confer with the munatcTB of the R^ah upon the *tibject, 
and to warn hi* Highness of Vhe danger of yielding to the so- 
hdtations of the enemy of the British power Tto Resident 
took that xiccasion to erposc the falsehood nf the oxaggerat^ 
accounts which had been received ofJeswimt RaoHolkars 
pretended sncccisei ond to explain the real state ahd nature 
of the contest with that chieftain. , 

In replj to this rcpreientntion, the mmiatcr assured the 
Resident that the Rajah wo* well informed of the actual state 
of affiahs, and would never bo Induced by any artifices or per 
imuicmi to hazard tlio prosperity of hii own gorernment by a 
junction with the enemy The minuter then proceeded to 
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state that Hyhut Rao who had been despatched, not hy 
Holkar, but by Meer Khaun, had brought a letter from the 
latter chieftain, purporting that Meer Khaun was prepared to 
oppose any attempt on the part of the Rajah of Berar to mo- 
lest the territory of the Nabob of Bhopaul. The mimster 
added that the Rajah had nevertheless determmed to prose- 
cute the expedition against Hoshemgabad, and that Succa- 
ram Bukshee, the Rajah's principal mihtary officer, had taken 
the field with that intention. 

The intelligence however communicated by the Resident in 
a subsequent despatch of the 28 th of October, was of a nature 
to corroborate the doubts which the conduct of the Rajah 
had already excited. The Resident reported in that des- 
patch that the Rajah’s army under the command of Succaram 
Buckshee, had marched to a distance of twenty-five miles from 
Nagpore , in the direction of Hoshemgabad , that the Rajah 
was employed m entertaming both cavalry and infantry ; that 
he had proceeded to the camp for the purpose of makmg ar- 
rangements for the payment of his troops , that the Governor 
of the provmce of Ruttenpore, had assembled a force pf much 
^,eater extent than the established proportion of troops ip 
that province, the object of which was stated to be the sup- 
pression of some refractory Zemindar. That the chief of 
Gurry Mundela was employed in augmenting the mihtary 
force under his authority, and m other mihtary preparations, 
for the ostensible purpose of opposmg a body of troops under 
one of the independent chieftains of the province of Bundlecund, 
and that the number of troops stationed at Chanda, (a prin- 
cipal town, situated near the bank of the Wiirdah, and about 
eighty mdes south of Nagpore), had also been encreased under 
the plea of preventing an apprehended revolt in that quarter. 
The Resident justly oonsidered these various mditaiy pre- 
parations to mdicate a diposition, if not an absolute determi- 
nation on the part of the Rajah to join the enemy, notwith- 
standmg the specious reasons which were assigned for those 
preparations. 

The hostility of the Rajah’s designs was further corro- 
borated in the judgment' of the Resident, by a communication 
which he received from the mimsteis, who by the Rajah’s di- 
rection waited on the Resident, and stated to him that the 
Rajali had proceeded to the camp for the purpose of satisfy- 
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mg hu troops on the sahjcct of their pay and of prevailing 
upon them to march That the object of Hybut Rao b mission 
waB not merely to duauade the Rajah from his mtended do- 
flgns against the temtory of Bhopaul bnt also to exact fr^s^ 
the Rajah a turn of money by a m e n a ce of invaaioru That 
under these circumitanceB the Il^ah waa compelled to order 
the advance of his army to the fronbex for the protection of hii 
dominions against the menaced hostihty ofMeer Khaun The 
Resident therefore deemed It necessary to remonstrate -with 
the Rajah on this proposed movement of his troops } and for 
that purpose lohated and obtained a conference with j the 
Rajah immediately alter his return from the camp to Nag 
pore. On this occasion the Resident, after adverting to the 
communication which he had received from the Rajah, stated to 
his Highness the obvions nnprobablhty of any attempt on the 
part of Meet Khaun to invade the Rajah s temtory obserr 
mg that hii highness was on terms of amity both with Hoi 
kar and Meer Khaun and that vakeels from both those 
chieftains were actually resadmg at his Highness s court, and 
that neither the power of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, nor the ex 
tent of Alcer Khann s force was such as to render it compatible 
with their mtereit to augment the number of their opponents 
by on mvasion of the Rajah • temlones and the Resident con 
eluded by intimating to the Rajah that the Bnbsh Government 
would deduce conclusions with regard to his Highness s de- 
signs by a comparison of the movements of the troops of Meer 
Khaun with those of his Highness s army In reply the 
Rajth declared that the destination of his army was to Ho- 
•helngabad and that unless Meer Khaun actually mvaded his 
country he had no intcndon of employing bis troops in any 
other direction- The Rajah and his ministers assert^, m the 
most posltiTo terms the truth of their statement relative to the 
object of H} but Raos mission, and proposed to send for the 
Residents inspection the letter which had been received fro^ 
Meer Khaun- J 

The Rajah denied the existence of any amicable mtor 
course or connection with Ilolkari observing that the per 
fidy of that clucftalnin the war with the British Government 
had Interrupted the relations of amity which fonnerly snb- 
slsted between his Highness and Jeswunt Rao HoIUr and 
that the residence of a vakeel on his part was no indicaUon 
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of friendship. The remaining part o)’ the conference con- 
sisted of representations on the part of the Resident, calcu- 
lated to deter the Rajah from the rash policy of uniting his 
interests with the desperate foi tunes of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, 
and of protestations of amity on the part of the Rajah, in 
the course of which the Rajah submitted to the judgment of 
the Resident, whether the Resident could suppose that after 
his Highness’s experience of Jeswunt Rao Holkar’s perfidy, 
and of the British power, he could be induced to combine 
his interests with those of Jeswunt Rao Holkar. The Resi- 
dent concluded his report of this conference by observing 
that as it appeared that the Rajah’s troops were not assem- 
bling in a position menacing to the Biitish Government, or to 
any of its allies, it was not his intention to repeat his remon- 
strances to the Rajah on the subject of the movements of his 
troops, unless some additional causes of suspicion should 
arise. Subsequently to this conference, the Resident was 
engaged m discussions with the Rajah’s ministers on the sub- 
ject of the Intel pretation of the letters from Meet Khaun 
(to the Rajah and his principal minister) which were shewn 
the Resident, and of the inferences deducible fiom the 
tenor of those letters. 

The Resident mamtamed that although the letters con- 
tamed no specific or distinct proposition, but referred to the 
verbal communications of the vakeel, the general tenor of 
them combmed with actual circumstances, manifestly mdi- 
cated that the object of Hybut Rao’s mission was to induce 
the Rajah to unite with Jeswunt Rao Holkar in the prosecu- 
tion of hostilities against the British power, and that the de- 
nunciation of rum to the Rajah’s power which the letters 
expressed, referred to Meer Khaun’s menace of invasion, in 
the event of the Rajah’s lefusal to join the cause of Jeswunt 
^ao Holkar. 

The ministers on the other hand maintained their original 
declaration with regard to the object of Hybut Rao’s mission, 
and asserted, that the designs of Meer Khaun were hostile 
to the Rajah. It is unnecessary to state the detail of these 
discussions, the result of which was wholly inconclusive, and 
justified a suspicion that whatever might be the real object 
of the mission, the Rajah and his ministers veie anxious to 
conceal it from the Biitish Government. The Resident 
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therefore TeBolrcd o\ demand a coBference with thfe Hajah, 
with a view to obtam\8ome aatisfactory e±planation of thu 
doubtftil labject. In me coarse of theib duciUsJona h^i»' 
ever intelligence was receired at Nagpore of thfe actual ap^ 
proach df a considdrable body of horse under a leader bam^ 
Nago Jewajee m the service of Jeswunt Rao HoUcar, towards 
the Iwntier of the Rajah a province of Qurry Mandela* and 
that some of hirpmdames (or plundering horse) had entered 
the Rajah i country ' 

The Resident waa admitted to a conference with the Rajah 
on the 11th of November, and connuenced the diacoorte by 
apprising the Rajah that he bad commumcated to the Go- 
Temor-Qcneral the letters from Meer Khann, and the ex 
planationa which he had received on the subject df them frotn 
the Bigoh and his nunisters ; but that some ’points connected 
with that subject, yet remamed to be explained, for the satis 
faction of the Governor-General The Resident then pro- 
ceed to lemind the Rajah, that under a natond stupidon 
that the object of Hybut Rao a misnon was hostile to the 
psh interests, the Resident bod warned hii Highness of the 
danger of yielding to Ameer Khaun • lobcitatiotu thal the 
minister had on that occasion solemnly assured the Resident 
that the object of the mission was not to invite the Rajah to 
a confederacy against the Britub power but to appnxe him 
that if hia I^hnesss troops should invade the territory of 
Bhopaul, they would be opposed by the forces of Meer 
Khann. That a few days after the minister had attended 
the Resident by the Rajah t direction for the purpose of ap- 
pnsrag him that Meer Khaun had demanded a contribution 
from his Highness, and bad menaced his Highness s domi- 
mons, for the protection of which his Highness had been 
compelled to equip bis army That the Resident was in- 
duct to bolierc that the mission of Hybut Rao was directed 
to no other object until ho had examined the letters brought 
by that vakeel, from which it mamfeatly appeared that the 
object of Hybut Raos mission was such as the Resident bad 
originally supposed, hut which hu Highness had so often 
denied 

The mmutcr replied by stating that the menace of resist 
ing the mvailon of Bhopaul had been declared by Mcci 
Khaun many mouths past, and tlmt the object of Ilybul 
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Rao’s mission was merely to demand from the Rajah Jthe aid 
of a sum of money. 

A protracted discussion then ensued respecting the just 
interpretation of the terms of Meer Khaun’s letters, in the 
course of which the ministers admitted that the terms of the 
letters did not correspond with Hybut Rao’s yerhal declara- 
tion of the object of his mission. The Resident noticed the 
impiobability of any such inconsistency between, the real ob- 
ject of the mission and the terms of the letters which an- 
nounced it, and observed that the distinguished reception 
and accommodation of Hybut Rao, and his long continuance 
at Nagpore, did not correspond with a mission of which the 
object was a demand of money, to he supported by a menace 
of invasion. The ministers appealed to the actual incursion 
of Meer Khaun’s pmdarries, in proof of the truth of their 
asseitions, and expressed a desire that the designs of the 
Rajah might be judged by events alone. 

The Governor-General in Council deems it sufficient to 
have stated in the preceding paragraphs the leading pomts of 
this discussion, at the close of which the Resident again 
^-Warned the Rajah of the danger of confederating against the 
British powei, apprizing him that any unequivocal indication 
of the Rajah’s design to aid the enemies of the British power 
would be followed by the immediate commencement of hostili- 
ties against the Rajah’s possessions. 

It is proper to state in this place that the Governor-Gene- 
ral’s instructions of the 4th of October (the substance of 
which is stated in former paragraphs) weie received by the 
Resident near the close of that month, when the conduct of 
the Rajah manifested peculiar mdications of designs hostile 
to the British Government. The Resident however, not 
having leceived at that time information of the proceedings 
-'"of the Commander-in-chief, until his receipt of which, the 
Resident was authorized, under certam reservations, to sus- 
pend the execution of the Governor-General’s mstructions, 
the Resident deemed it advisable to withhold the prescribed 
remonstrance, — a resolution which the Governor-General en- 
tirely disapproved. Subsequently, howevei, to the conference 
above described, the mformation of the Commander m-chief ’s 
successes against Jeswunt Rao Holkar m the commencement 
-of the month of Octohei, having reached Nagpore, the Resi- 
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dent deemed it expedient to carry into effect the Govemor- 
Generali instructiona of the 4tli of October At that time 
the Resident had received mtelhgenM of the actual appro^ 
to the frontier of the Rajah of Berars donunlona, of the' 
army under the personal command of Meer Khaun, and of 
the retreat of the divuion of the Kajahs forces stationed at 
Chcnrragbur (an advanced position whence the operatioiu' 
against Hosheingabad were to have commenced) towards the 
army of hu Highness, under the command of Succarami 
Buciihee, which "had halted at a position about thirty milesr 
from Nagpore m the direction of Hosbemgabad The Resi 
dent also received at the same tune information of the advance 
of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah s army towards Chowraghur Vati 
ous mferences were deduable from this alterabomm the posl 
tiooJ and movements of the anmes of these chieftams, but 
they afforded no conviction of the paci6c nature of the Rajah 
of Berdrs designs, opposed to those mdications of a hostile 
spirit which the conduct of his Highness had so recently’ 
inamfeste<L The Resident therefore demanded an audience 
of the Rajah for the purpose of conveying to the Rajah the 
representations and remonsfrances prescribed by the Go> 
vempr-Generals instructionB of the 4th of October 

On the 23d of November the Resident was admitted to an 
audience of the Rajah at Ramteg a town situated at the dis> 
tancc of about twenty miles from Nagpore, where the Riyah 
hod resided since the 14th of that month 
The Resident havrag addressed tho Rajah m terms con- 
formable to the spirit of the GoTcmor-Geuecala untructihiui, 
the Rajah demed in the most positive manner, all participa- 
tion in the olledged intrigues of the officers in Rattenpore 
and Ryepore and of the tnbutanes or semindart in Cuttach. 
M itli regard to liis ralUtary preparations the Rajah aworted 
thot they were adopted exclusively with reference to th^. 
hostile designs of ISIeer Khaun in proof of which, tho 
Riyah proceeded to detail acU of hostility committed by the 
troops of jMccr Khaun who had actually invaded hb High- 
ness s province of Gurry Mundcla, where they had been 
joined by the rctnmdan of that province in conjnnction with 
whom the troops of Mccr Khaun had displaced the Rnjahs 
gomsons destroyed seicral villages and plundered one of 
the principal towns in the province Tlic Rajah added that 
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lie hfid equipped the army under the command of Succaram 
Buk^lieo for the purpose of opposing that invasion. That 
tlu^. arm\ lind been detained in consequence of the Resi- 
dent’s representations, but that its immediate advance now 
afrorded tlie onl) pi ospect of preserving the dominion oftlie 
invaded proMuce. The Rc'^ident in reply, admitted the 
propriety of arming for the defence of his Highness’s pos- 
sessions hut obsened that Ins Highness’s military pi epara- 
tions had long pieccdcd an) apprehension of Mcer Khaun’s 
in\a‘;ion, that Ins Highness’s armament was first stated to 
be intended against Jlosheingabnd, and subsequently, for 
the defence of his Highness’s possessions; but that its move- 
ments 'liad not corres])ondcd with either of those objects. 
The Hajah having adverted to the proposed expedition 
agnin‘'t Ilo'^hcingabad, ns a ineasurc of vlnch the Resident 
had himself admitted the piopriety, the Resident observed 
that the Go\crnor-Gencral entertained no design to in'teifere 
in the concerns of his Highness with other independent 
states, but that Ins Highness’s preparations did not appear 
to be directed to the conquest of Hosheingabad, and that it 
was the duty of the Governor-General to provide by vigilance 
and piccaution for the safety of the honourable Company’s ter- 
ritories and those of our allies. The Resident obseiwed that 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah also had advanced for the ostensible 
purpose of employing his troops agamst Hoshemgabad, but 
that Scindiah had left that place in the rear, and had actually 
entered the teiritories of the Rajah, and the Resident re- 
quested his Highness to explain the object of that move- 
ment. In reply, however, the Rajah positively denied all 
knowledge of the advance of Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s army 
within the hmits of his Highness’s possessions, and ex- 
pressed his disbehef of it. The Resident having appnzed 
Bie Rajah of his receipt of advices of that fact from the 
Y acting representative of the Biitish Government, who accom- 
'\panied the camp of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, the Rajah re- 
plied that he had received no information on the subject, 
and could furnish no explanation of the causes which in- 
fluenced the alledged movement of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s 
army in the direction of Nagpore. After a ftii ther discus- 
sion of this subject, without any satisfactory conclusion, the 
mimster pioceeded to lepeat the piofessions of the Rajah’s 
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reiolaticn to adhere to the faith of hii engogementa, and to 
expreaa his Highncasa deerre that the GoTemor-Goneral 
^uld bcheve htm to be the 6rm fnend end ally of t^ 
4 British Government, and that the Resident from the tno^' 
ledge which he had acquired of the Rajah s character would 
frame hu Report of transactions in such a manner at to im 
press the mmd of the Gknremor General with a favourable 
opinion of his Highness to which the Resident rephed by 
assurmg the minister that ho should transmit to the Go- 
tomor-Geneml a jnst statement of the Rajahs explanations 
and professiont, and by observing that the Rajah was master 
of Ills own actions and if they were of a nature hostile to 
the British Government, no representations would avalL In 
tlie course of this conference of which the principal topes 
only have been stated the Resident took occasion to inti 
mate to the Rajah his receipt of instructions relative to the 
shenated pronnees, of a nature calculated to afrbrd his 
Highness s great satisfactioo. The Resident however ap- 
prized the Rajah at the same tune, that whilst hu High- 
ness I conduct should condnue to afford reason to doubt tho 
punty of hu designs, the Resident was not at liberty^ to 
act under those mstruedons 

Tho instrucbons to which the Resident referred on thu 
occasion, arc those contamed in the Notes of the Snd of 
November adverted to in a preceding paragraph of thiM 
despatch. 

Subsequently to the date of that conference, intelligence 
was recaved of the plunder of Chuppurrah (a place situated 
nhimt sixty imlcs north of Nagpore) by Mcer Khauns pm 
damei { of their having homed a village withm thirty miles 
of Ramteg on the preceding night, and of their intention to 
advance towards Nagpore. That the Rajah had m con- 
sequence commenced hu return to Nagpore, and had dis- 
patched several parties of horse to oppose the pmdarnea. 

On the 2Cth of Norember, the Rajah a chief executive 
mmutcr ruited tho Resident, for the express purpose d1 
communicatmg the detail of these transactions. The objeci 
of this communication was to establish m the Resident i 
mmd, a convicUon of tho hostility of Mcer Khaun, and ol 
tho trutli of tJjo explanatiod which the Rajali had origmallj 
afforded with respect to the object of Hybut Raos mission 
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TIic niiniblcr earnestly endeavoured to demonstrate that 
the mo\cmcnts of Dovlut Rao Scindiah’s army vere n-holly 
unconnected vitli any plan of opeiations connected Avith the 
Rajah; asserting that the army had proceeded through the 
Rajnlfs territory Avithout Iiis pci mission, and that Dmvlut 
Rao Scindiah’s intentions Avcrc utterly unknown to his High- 
ness. The minister observed that under the influence of a 
counsellor, so Avicked and abandoned as Scrjic Rao Ghautka, 
Semdiah might be induced to prosecute the most desperate 
projects. He described Scrjic Rao Ghautka to be a san- 
guinary and ferocious ruflian, aaIio liad established an ascen- 
dancy oAcr Semdiah’s mind by the most profligate arts, and 
A\ho applied that ascendanc} to the most flagitious purposes. 
The minister added that Scrjic Rao Ghautka Avas known 
to liaAc formed connections the most unbecoming his situa- 
tion, and it Aias much to be feared, that the most deploiable 
CAcnts might be produced by his pernicious influence.” The 
Resident endeavoured to obtain from the minister an ex- 
planation of the nature of the projects and designs to Avhich 
he appeared to allude. The minister hoAvever, merely ob- 
-served in reply, that A’aiious conjectuies Avere formed with 
regard to the designs of Scmdiah, under the gmdance of 
Serjic Rao Ghautka, but that he Avas certainly augmenting 
the number of his troops ** and that all piudent people weie 
disposed to expect every thing that Avas darmg and unprm- 
cipled from counsels that were under the guidance of Serjie 
Rao Ghautka.” 

Your honourable Committee will not fail to observe the 
coincidence of these sentiments Avith the character and con- 
duct of Serjie Rao Ghautka, and with the proceedmgs of 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, under the influence of that permcious 
minister, as described in a preceding part of this despatch. 

^ The minister subsequently adverted to the supposed in- 
tentions of Meer Khaun, intimating that it was generally 
beheved to be his intention (when furmshed Avith supphes 
of money and grain) to make an attack on Mirzapore This 
intimation corresponds with the mtelhgence Avhich the Go- 
vernor-General received from Bundlecund and from other 
quarters with regard to the designs of Meer Khaun. The 
minister took occasion to advert to the state of the Soubahdar 
of the Deccan’s portion of the province of Berar, Avith re- 
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ference to lU means of defence agsmjt the predatory m 
cunions of the troops of Meet Khann or Scmdiah Th( 
object of the several topica of discoorac introduced by tin 
mmliter on this occanon appeared to be to produce on th( 
Reaidenta mind a conviction of the pacific and anucabb 
nature of the Rajah of Berara disposition and designs, L 
reply to the Residents enqmnes, the minister subiequentli 
proceeded to explain the disposition of the Rajah i troops 
and the arrangements adopted by the R^oh for the purposi 
of repeHmg the mcuniona of Meer Khann t predatory troops 
Ho declar^ to the Resident in the most solemn tehois tha 
there ^ras no collation or decepbon hi the hostile proceed- 
ings of that chieftain with respect to the Rajah of Berar 
ol^rving that the actual invasion of his Highness s tern 
tones by the troops of Meer Khaun, was sufllaent to con 
nnce the Resident of the truth of his Highnesss asserboni 
relative to the object of Hybut Rao s mission 
The Resident m his reply to this discourse observed tha1 
the bostihly of Meer Khaun • proceedings bad not changed 
his opinion, with regard to the object of Hybut Kao ■ mission 
which be sdll behaved to have been to induce the Rsyiah-oi 
Berar to unite with Jeswiint Rao Holhar against the British 
power that if the Rajah had ongmally declared )that aucb 
was the object of the mission, and that his Highness had 
rejected the proposal, no doubt could have been entertained 
of his sincerity But that his Highness bad usumed a 
system of rcserre, which combined with his Highness s mili- 
tary preparations with the movements of his troops and ol 
the armies of Dowlat Rao Scmdiah and Meer Khaun, and 
with other circumstances justified the doubts which the Re- 
sident Iiad expressed A firm and active resistance how 
ever on the part of the Rajah (the Resident added) would 
tend greatly to remove bis apprehension of any unmediatd 
design on the part of the Ri^ob to adopt the desperate policy 
of combining hu arms with those of the enemies of the Bntlsh 
power and the Resident concluded bii discourse by stating 
various considerations calculated to manifest the diuiger to 
which tlic existence of Ills dominion would bo exposed by a 
vain and treacherous attempt to support the dedimog for 
tunes of Jeswunt Rao Ilolkar The minister replied to these 
obicn QUODS by expressing lus aense of the dcmcncy and 
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nioilcrntion of tlic British Government manifested at the close 
of tlie late war, and liis conviction of the just and certain 
destruction of the Rajah's go\ eminent and dominion, if by an 
imprudent and unprofitable combination of Ins Highness’s 
intcre‘?ts with those of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, the relations of 
peace and amity now subsisting betw een his Highness and 
tlie British Go\crnnicnt, should unhappily be dissolved. 

The assertions of the minister with regard to the leal 
hostility of Mecr Khaun’s pioceedmgs and designs against 
the Rajah of Bcrai, were coiroboiated by the information 
suhsequentl} received of the number, progiess and depreda- 
tions of the tioo])s of that chieftain which had entered the 
Rajah’s territory, and of the actue exertions of the Rajah’s 
imiitary Commander in the province of Guriy Mundela, who 
had defeated the troops of Mcer Khaun in that province 
with considerable slaughter. The conduct of the Rajah also 
at that tunc, tended to support the credit of his declarations. 
His Highness w'as described by the Resident to have mani- 
fested unequivocal indications of apprehension and alarm, 
which had spread throughout the town of Nagpore; to have 
had in contemjilation the removal of his family to a place of 
greater safety, and to be employed in raising men for his 
army, without the care and selection which were observable 
in the progress of his former levies. 

At the period of time when the Governor-General received 
the Resident’s report upon this stage of the transactions at the 
court of Nagpore, the Governor-General deemed it proper 
to issue instructions both to the Resident at Nagpore, and to 
the acting Resident at the court of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, 
applicable to the state of affairs at those courts respectively. 
Previously however, to a statement of the nature of those 
instructions, it is necessary to revert to the narrative of trans- 
actions at the court of Dowlut Rao Scindiah. 

A preceding paragraph adverts to the mformation received 
by the Resident at Nagpore of the march of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah’s forces in the direction of Chowraghur, in the ter- 
ritories of the Rajah of Berar That intelligence was also 
comraumcated to the Governor-General in Council, by a 
despatch from the Acting Resident with Dowlut Rao Scin- 
diah dated the 14th of November. 

A preceding paragraph adverts to the Governor-General’s 
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receipt of intelligence from the Acting Resident m a letter 
dated on the 10th of NoTcmbcr^ that Segie Eao Ghautta 
had addressed letters to Jesmint Rao Holkm and Meer 
Khann, propotmg and promising the active co-operation of 
Doirlnt Rao Scmdiah s mflitaiy force m the prosecution of 
hostflities against the British Government. 

In a despatch of the 15th of Novemher, the Acting Resi- 
dent stated that the result of his enquiries on the latter 
subject, had tended to establish m his behef the following 
positions 

First. That Serjie Rao Qhautha had innted Meer Khann 
to umte with Dowlnt Rao ficmdiah m the mvasion of Bundle- 




cund 

Secondly That the object of Dowlnt Rao Scmdiah s njarch 
m the direction of Chowmghnr, was to cross the Nerbnddah 
m a position calcnlated to effect a junction with Meer Khann 
at Saugnr, and 

Thirdly That orders had been despatched to the officers 
of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah • GoTemment in Malwa and to the 
pmdames, to proceed towards Snugnr for the purpose of 
joinmg the army under Dowlut Kao Scmdiah s personal^ 
command. 

'With regard to the first of these articles of charge, the 
GoTemor-Gencral in Counefl has Intnnated un a preceding 
paragraph of this despatch, bis behef that Seijie Rao Ghaut 
kahad actusHy addressed letters to Jeswunt Rao Holkar and 
Meer Khaun offering the aid of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah e 
forces, and it was consistent with that impression to believe, 
that ScTjie Rod Ghantka had also suggested to Meer Khaim 
the project of irrvading Btmdlecund 
TheGommor Generalhodalready received the mformation 
contained la the third arfedo of charge ux a letter from Color 
ncl Murray to his ExceHenc/s hOlitary Secretary dated the 
7th of October, in which It was stated that the principal 
officers of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah M Oagein, had apprized 
Colonel Blurmy of their reedpt of orders from Dowlut Rao 
Scmdiah, directing them to withdraw bis Highpoas a troops 
from Indore, and generally firom all the poiseiiiont of Jet 
wunt Rao Holkar where his Highness s authority hod been 
cstabrished by the force under Colonel Murrays command-j 
and, thnt the whole of the cavolry of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah 
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towards Hoshemgabad, which he stated to be, to ^ 
engagements contracted with the I^jah of Berar m a mkiM 
contrary to the pronaions of tl^e 8tb article of the treaty o 
defensive alliance 

With regard to the second point, the object of Dowla 
Kao Sondiah s advance throngh the temtones of the Rajal 
of Berar, Dowlat Rao Semdiah urged the extreme scardb 
of gram in the country through which hia army ftmst havt 
marched in proceeding directly to Ongem as the cause o 
hij marching in the direcbon which he bad pursued 

The Acting Resident m reply noticed the fiitflity of tbi 
plea, and adverted in general terms, to the jnst grounds c 
doubt and suspicion Tvith regard to the nature of his design 
which bis Highness i late conduct had afforded. The Actin 
Resident then proceeded to enquire why Dowlat Rao Sen 
diah had sent for his troops from Malwa, why he had w 
quired the junction of his pindames, and what was the dei 
tmabem of his march f 

To these questions Dowlat Rao Scindiah replied, that h 
had withdrawn his troops from Malwa, for the purpose i 
collecting bis army in a country more plentiful than thi 
which be had quitted , that he was marching through th 
territory of the Rajah of Berar for the purpose of croasm 
the Nerhudda, et a ford which would enable him to procee 
to Saugnr, and that the general object of his march in th 
direction which he had pursued was to render his army efi 
aent against Jeswunt Rao Holkar an object which cool 
not be accomplished (as be bad staled to the late Residen 
by pursuing the direct route to Ougem Dowlat Rao Sen 
diah concluded by assurances of bu adherence to tho obi 
gallon of his engagements with the Bntiih Government. 

It may be proper to state that in the course of this co: 
fercnce, the Acting Resident purposely avoided the subje 
of tho alledged correspondence with the enemy, and of ti 
supposed object of Dowlut Rao Scindiah s march. Tl 
Acting Resident apprehended that an Imnjodiate discloiui 
of tho information which he had received upon those pomt 
might confirm Dowlat Rao Semdiah m an hostile coSro 
proceeding from which the early receipt of tho intylljgcm 
of Jerwunt Rao Holbars defeat mighu.be expe^^ 
deter him The Acting Resident closed tbcSscuj ' ‘ ' ” 
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:rpp) i/mg Dowlut Rao Scindiah that he should submit the 
?v]\Unations \ehich he had received, to the judgment of the 
Goveinoi-Geneial. * 

plut Rao Scindiah then expiessed his anxiety to know 
:fah5r>reply had been received from the Governor- 
Highness’s application on thfe subj'ect of pecu- 
aia/y^^aidvj'^To this mtimation, the Acting Resident rephed 
by a leference to the answei which his Highness had already 
received on that subject from the late Resident 
The Governoi-General-in-Council deems it propei to state 
in this place, that before the receipt of the acting Resident’s 
iespatch, communicatmg the substance of the conference 
described in the pieceding paragraphs, the Governor-Ge- 
fieral received from Captain Baillie, his Excellency the Com^ 
nander-in-Chief’s agent in Bundlecund, the copy of a lettei 
inder date the 1 2th November, addressed by Rajah Am- 
bajee to the Rajah of Dutteah, (a nominal dependant of the 
Peishwa, whose teriitory is situated withm the province of 
Bundlecund,) stating the actual combination of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah and the Rajah of Berar against the British power, 
intimating that Dowlut Rao Scindiah, with his army, 
was on his march to the northward, for the purpose of form- 
ing a j'unction with Meer Khaun, that it was the intention 
3f Dowlut Rao Scindiah to direct his march towards Calpee 
m the Jumna, while the Rajah of Berar invaded the pro- 
tdnce of Bengal, that Ambajee himself should proceed to 
neet Meer Khaun and Dowlut Rao Scindiah, and that he 
bad actually dispatched a force mto the Ranah of Gohud’s 
territory, for the purpose of recovering that possession 
The letter also contained the most exaggerated account of 
the successes of Jeswunt Rao Holkar. The object of this 
letter was, to induce the Rajah of Dutteah to unite his force 
with the troops of Ambajee, stated to have been dispatched 
into the territory of the Ranah of Gohud. By advices sub- 
sequently received from his Excellency the Comniander-in- 
bhief, it appeared, that a considerably body of troops be- 
longing toAjnbajpe had actually invaded the province of 

to a fort in that province, at a short 
dhSkmr . Ambajee at the same time dismissed 
1 Commander-in-Chief’s news-writer, sta- 

tioned in his camp, in a manner which unequivocally mani- 
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feated the hostility of Lib tlcBigna, and mfonnation vran rub- 
aequently received of the proBCcution of hi* hoatUe opera 
tiona in the i^^vince of Gohud by the attach and defeat of 
a body of the Ranah of Gohud s troops. -j ' 

Your honourable Committee i* informed, 
commencement of the late Mahratta war, ItajShhAlnqi^^ 
who was one of the pnnmpal feudatory chieftahiS'' attached 
to the government of the late Mahajee Scindiah and on his 
decease stood m the same relation to Dowlnt Rao Scindiah 
held the farm of^ considerable portion of Dowlnt Rao Scin 
diah ■ territory m Hindoetan, compnmtg the whole of the 
country now in the possetaion of the Rana Gohud, and that 
by a deceitful negomation with the British Government, he 
endeavoured to preserve for Dowlut Rao Scindiah, the posses- 
sion of the territory under his authority Although the redne 
Uon of Scindiah 8 power and the loose and undefined system 
of the relaUoos subsisting among Mahratta chieftains, ma^ 
have enabled and encouraged Ambiyee to act indepon 
dcntly of the government of DowJut^Rao Scindiah, it ap- 
peared to be probable that the syste^^ condoct pnrsu^ 
bj Ambajee, had been adopted in concert^^ Dowlnt Rao 
Scindiah or at least with his unprincipled mintster Scrjic 
Rao Ghautko- The Governor Ger>eml-iD-Counmi^erefor< 
deemed it proper to Issue mstnictions to the scting^^idenl 
with Dowlnt Roo Scindiah directing him to commuh?ciit^ 
to Dowlut Rao Scindiah, the Intelligenco of the hostile in- 
cursions of Ambnjees troops into the territory of the 
Ranah of Gohud together vnth a copy of Ambajee s letter to 
the Rajah of Dutteah and to observe to Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah, that tlic actual idtosIod of the temtory of Gohud 
comhined witli the relnboo m which Ambajee hod long stooil 
towards Dowlut Rao Scindjah, tended to corroborate the 
suspicions whicli the lute etxmttjcal conduct of Dowlut RaO- 
Scinduh had excited in the GoTCraor-Gcnerars mind and 
that, It was fncumbcnl upon Dowlut Rao Scindiah to saturfv 
the GoTcmor^encral, that the assertions of Ambajee with 
Tognrd to tlio exutonco of a combumton of .the force* of 
Dowlut lUo Scuulmb tlie Uojnli of 
ond Ins own ncnmit (be British OorcrnLalf'mA'imbSi 
foundation and timt, Dowlut Boo Scindtafi THdhJ-6inc»^ 
in 0,0 unwarmnlnblc proCMillng, of Rajah Amfnjcc, i, 'A 
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proof of which, the Acting Resident was further instructed 
to lequire from Dowlut Rao Scindiah a positive order to 
Ainhajee, directing him to withdraw his troops from the ter- 
ritory of the Ranah of Golmd, together wrth a formal de- 
claration from Dowlut Rao Scrndiah of hrs entrre concurrence 
in the punishment of that chieftain. 

A few days before the date of these instructions the 
Governor-General-in-Council received, from the Resident 
at Hyderabad, information of the ariival at the court of hrs 
Highness the Soubahdar of the Deccan, of a person named 
Succaram Pundit in the capacity of vakeel, on the part of 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah. This person was employed many 
years since, in the conduct of clandestine intrigues at the 
court of Hyderabad, on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, the 
object of which was to detach hrs late Highness the Nizam 
from his alliance with the British Government. In the year 
1803, this person was dispatched by Serjie Rao Ghautka 
to H 5 ^derabad, with a letter to the Resident at that court, in 
which Serjie Rao Ghautka offered to aid the British Go- 
vernment in the subversion of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s power. 
This person brought letters from Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, and 
Serjie Rao Ghautka addressed to a Mahratta chieftam of 
note, a subject of the government of Hyderabad who resides 
in that city, and is nearly connected with the family of 
Scmdiah. 

The Resident having sent a message to the mmistei of 
his Highness the Soubahdar, desiring to be informed of the 
contents of those letters, the minister communicated the 
letters (which were merely introductory) and stated the 
substance of a conversation, which he had held with Suc- 
caram Pundit, m the couise of which that agent had greatly 
exaggerated the power of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, had de- 
^scribed his successes against the British Government to have 
been of the most important nature, and had asserted that 
^ Jeswunt Rao Holkar was confederated with the Kmg of 
Cabul and with the Sic chiefs, and mtimated at the same 
tune, that Jeswunt Rao Holkar would be immediately jomed 
by Dowlut Rao Scmdiah and the Rajah of Berar. 

,The Governor -General-in-Council is disposed to beheve, 
that Succaram Pundit was employed upon this mission under 
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the exclasive guidance and instruction of Serjie Rao Ghantla. 
The Governor General in Council, hoTrever deemed it pro- 
per to direct the Acting Reaidentwith PonlatRao Scindiah 
to communicate to that chieftain the proceedings of 
/>«rwTn Pundit, and to state to Imn the necessity of his dis- 
avowing those proceedings and of hia supporting that dis- 
avowal m the most satisfactory manner 

The Governor-General in-Counal now deems it proper 
to state to your honourable Committee the substance of the 
mstmctions which on a deliberate consideration of the pro- 
gress of transactions and of affairs at the courts of Dowlut 
lUo Scindiah and the Rajah of Berar os dckcrihed m the 
preceding narrative the Governor General deemed it ne 
cessary to issue to the representatives of the British Govern 
ment at those courts respectively 

The reports contamed m the despatches from those courts 
combmcd with the information re/^ived from other quarters 
had manifestly justified at diflferm^ times different and even 
opposite conclusions with regard^tbe designi of those chief 
tains. Without entering tberefoiJjDto any speculabve discus- 
sion of the nature of their flcturtvlesigns the GovemorT^e- 
neral-in-CouncIl deemed it propn^^Vimntemplate and provide 
for every case which under the state of our information with 
regard to the proceedings of Dowlut Rao Scindiah the 
Rjqah of Berar and Meer Kbaun could reasonably be sup- 
posed to arise, and to furnish the representatives of the Bn 
tisU Government at these courts with instructions for the 
regulation of their conduct under any contingency The 
cases which it appeared necessary to contemplate were 
First, The junction of tlic forces of Dowlut Rao Scindiah 
and tlic Rajah of Berar for purposes hostile to the British 
Government or its ally the Soubabdar of the Deccan, 
Secondly The junction of the forces of those chieftai^ 
for the purpose of opposing Meer Khaun 

Thirdly The combination of the forces of Dowlut Rao 
Sdndiah and Meer Khaun for the purpose of acting ognmst 
the British power or the stale of Hyderabad 
Fourthly Tlie combination of the forces of those chief 
tains for the purpose of attacking the Riyah of Berar s 
dominloDs 
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Fifthly. The prosecution of hostilities against the Rajah 
ofBeiai’s dominions by Meer Khaun, independently of Scm- 
diah’s co-opeiation. 

Sixthly. The combination of the Rajah of Berar with 
Meei Khaun independently of Dowlut Rao Scindiah. 

The Goveinoi-Geneial in Council was inclined to disbelieve 
the existence of any combination between Dowlut Rao Scin- 
diah and the Rajah of Beiar against the British government 
or its ally, lathei by the tenor of the late lepoits of the Resi- 
dent atNagpore with lespect to the conduct of the Rajah of 
Beiar, and the state of aflPairsin that chieftain’s country, than 
by any confidence in the amicable tendency of Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah’s counsels 

The report suggested to his Excellency’s mind the probabi- 
lity that a junction of the forces of those chieftains might be 
concerted for the purpose of opposing Meer Khaun, whose 
Pindaiiies had actually ravaged a pai t of the Rajah of Berar’s 
territory. Such a pretext however might obviously be as- 
smned with a view to covei designs of an hostile nature. 
Under any other circumstances theiefore than a firm and well 
■dbunded persuasion that the object of a proposed junction of 
the forces of Dowlut Rao Scindiah with those of the Rajah 
of Berai was to oppose the troops of Meer Khaun, the Bri- 
tish representatives at the Courts of those chieftams were re- 
spectively directed to remonstrate in the strongest terms 
against the junction of their forces. 

The acting Resident with Dowlut Rao Scindiah was 
directed to state to that chieftain distmctly the grounds on 
which the suspicion of his hostile designs were founded, ad- 
verting at the same time to the intelligence which the actmg 
Resident had received of the correspondence of Serjie Rao 
Ghautka with the enemy, and to the obvious concurrence of 
the movements of Scindiah’s foices, with the tenor of that m- 
telhgence , and to observe to Dowlut Rao Scindiah that under 
^actual circumstances the junction of his foices with those of 
the Rajah of Berai, and even his continuance within the ter- 
ritory of the Rajah of Beiai or near its frontier, could only 
be ascribed to the intended prosecution of objects incom- 
patible with the preservation of amity and alliance with the 
Biitish Government. That therefore the British Government 
possessed an undoubted right to requiie that Dowlut Rao 
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Scmdmh iihould afford the only demonstration of a pacific 
spirit which could be considered aatisfiictory, by retiring with 
lus troops withm the limits of his own temtones That 
the Bntish Government would not be induced by promises'^ 
and pTofesaioni alone to abandon the effectual means which 
the state and position of our armies at that time afforded of 
immediately repressing and avenging any hostile attempt on 
the part of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, and of the Rajah of Berar, 
nor content to be exposed to the mconvemence and ei- 
pcnce of a constant state of mOitary preparation against hos- 
tile designs on the part of thoso chieftains for the prosecution 
of which they had already provided by a combination of their 
respective forces. The acting Resident was fbrther directed 
to take that occasion to remmd Dowlut Rao Scmdiah of the 
aaautance which the British Government had voluntarily of 
fered for the re-establishment of his government mfonnmg 
him that notwithstanding his total inactivity m the war and 
the doubtful tenor of his late conduct the British Goveru- 
xnent was still disposed to afford that assistance and to per 
form Its promise of placing in bis bands a considerable porbon 
of the temtory conquered from Jeswunt Rat Holkar pro 
Tided that the counsels of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah be regulated 
by a corresponding spirit of amity and olbance. The acting 
Resident was at the same tune directed to assure Dowlut Rao 
Sandiah of the smeere dispositioD of the Dnbsh Government 
to mamtam the relations of amity and alhance, which could only 
he dissolved by a course of conduct on his part inconsistent 
with thoso relations, and mvolving an unprecedented degree 
of pubhc treachery and mgratitade 

In the Governor-General m Couneffs corresponding m 
•tructions to the Resident at Nagporc, that officer was di 
reeled in the supposed case of the actual junction of the 
forces of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah ond the Rajoh of Berar fo^ 
purposes hostile to the Bnbsh Government or its oily, to 
regulate his representations to the Rajah by the spint of 
tliosc which the acting Resident with Dowlut Rao Scmdiah^ 
was directed to address to that chieftain os far as might ho 
applicable to the conduct and circumstances of the Rajah, 
and to tlic position of his forces 

Tlic second supposed case namcl; the junction of the 
forces of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah and the Rajah of Berar, for 
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the purpose of opposing Meei Kiaun, did not appear to the 
Governor -General to require any special instruction to the 
icting Resident with Dowlut Rao Scmdiah. The Resident 
It Nagpore however was directed in that event to act accord- 
ng to any instructions which he might receive from Major- 
jreneral Wellesley, who would judge how far it might be ex- 
ledient to co-operate with Scmdiah and the Rajah of Berar 
igainst Meer Khaun. 

In the 3rd supposed case, a proposed combination of the 
brces of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah and Meer Khaun for pur- 
loses hostde to the British power or its ally the Soubahdar of 
he Deccan, the acting Resident was directed to regulate his 
;onduct by the spirit of the instructions applicable to the case 
(f a similar combmation of the forces of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah 
nd the Rajah of Berar. 

The 3id case being inapplicable to the Rajah of Berar, no 
nstructions upon the subject of it to the Resident at that 
hieftam’s court appeared to be necessary. 

With regard to the 4th supposed event, namely, the combi- 
lation of the forces of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah and Meer Khaun, 
br the purpose of attacking the possessions of the Rajah of 
ferar, the Governor-General m Council observed, that whilst 
deer Khaun continued m the condition of an enemy of the 
British Government, any combmation of the forces of those 
hieftams, constituted an act of positive hostility on the part 
f Dowlut Rao Scmdiah The actmg Resident therefore was 
jrected to address the necessary remonstrances to Dowlut 
lao Scmdiah m the event of an expected union of the forces 
f those chieftains, whatever might be the object of such 
nion 

With respect to the Rajah of Berar, it was evident that 
n the event of a combination of the forces of Dowlut Rao 
Jcmdiah and Meer Khaun for the purpose of attackmg the 
)ossessions of the Rajah of Berar, the cause of the Rajah of 
5erar would be the same as that of the British Government, 
nd accpidmgly in that event the Resident at Nagpore was 
jrected to encourage the Rajah to employ every exertion for 
be defence of his dommions , appnzmg him, that such an 
vent had been anticipated and provided for by the British 
Government, and that under the orders of the Governor- 
general the British ti’oops were prepared to co-operate with 
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those of the Rojah otSBerar m jesuting the combined forces 
of hii enemies bj a mordent in the direction ofhis territory 
- and that erery practicable exertion would be employed by the 
British Goremment for his refiet ^ 

fSTe same obaervaboM and uistmcboca 'were appbcable to 
the ca*e of the prosecnbon of hosblitiea agamit the Bajah 
of Berara dotmniont by Meer Khaiuii independently of 
Dowlat Rao Scmdiah, a« stated under the 5th head of sup- 
^ posed casei, and the general instruction* prescribed for the 
regulation of the Resident s conduct m the event of a junction 
-bf the forces of the Rajah of Bemr and Dovrlut Rao Scmdiah 
for parposeahostile to the Bntuh Ooremment or its ally the 
Sonbahdar of the Deccan, were applicable to the combination 
of the Rajah of Berar with MeerKhann, as stated in the 6th 
supposed cases 

No special mstmctions to the acting Resident with Dowlnt 
Rao Scmdiah were requisite with reference to the proseeu 
tiou of hortihtiei agamst the Rajah of Berar s posseasiODS by 
Meer Khaua, independently of Dowlnt Rao Scmdiah, or to 
the combiaatioQ of tbeRaj^ of Berar with Meer Khatui> as 
stated under the 5th and 6th heads of supposed cases ^ 

The Govenwr General next proceeded to famish the «ct 
ing Resident at the Court of Dowlat Rao Scmdiah with 
instruction* for the regulatiou of hi* conduct with reference 
both to the contumance of the same ambiguous state of 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah s views and proceedmgs as that which 
existed at the date of his latest despatches and to the suc- 
cess ofhis remonstrances bi dissuading Dowlat Rao Scmdiah 
from the adoption of any of the plans of hostiDty described 
in the preceding paragraphs, which under the pernicious in- 
flaence of Seijle Rao GbautLo, Dowlat Rao Sandiab might 
ocluahy have resolved to undertake. 

The Qovcmor^eneral In Council stated it to be hid, 
opinion founded on the information which he already 
possessed with regard to the proceedings of Scindxahs 
Durbar and to the character and dUposiUon of Serjie 
lUo Ghautlo, that the views of that minister were de- 
cidedly hostile to the British Government } that he hod 
mauitainetl a tmitoroos correspondence with tlic enemy, and 
that by Ins aicendanc) over the mind of Dowlut R*o Sem- 
diab he/ had regulated the moiemcnts of that chieftains 
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troops, and the proceedings of his government, with a view ^ 
to the accomplishment of his plans of hostility against the 
Biitish power , and that Scindiah’s actual violation of his de- 
fensive engagements, and his prosecution of any of the pro- 
jects of hostihty above described, must be ascribed entirely 
to the pernicious counsels of Serjie Rao Ghautka. 

The Governor-General in Council therefore apprized the 
Acting Resident that he had resolved to render the conduct 
of Serjie Rao Ghautka the ground of a distinct proposition 
for the removal of that pernicious minister, unless such a 
change of circumstances should occur as would satisfy the 
Governor-General that the government of Dowlut Rao Scm- 
diah would in future be conducted on prmciples more con- 
sistent with the interests and security of the British Govern- 
ment, and with the relations of amity and alliance between 
the two states. 

The Governor-General in Council however signified to the 
Resident, that unconnected with acts of positive hostility, 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s refusal to dismiss Serjie Rao Ghautka 
from his counsels, would not be considered by the Governor- 
_General in Councd to constitute a justifiable ground of war, 
but that if Scmdiah, subsequently to the remonstrance of the 
Biitish Government, should retain Ghautka at the.head of 
affairs, Scmdiah must be held responsible for all Ghautka’s 
acts, and that in such case, any hostihty provoked by 
Ghautka against the Biitish Government, would be retahated 
upon Scmdiah ; or m other words, that the British Govern- 
ment must be indemnified at the expense of Scindiah’s go- 
vernment, for every act of his mmister which should be mju- 
nous to our rights, interests, or security 

The Acting Resident was accordingly directed, in the cases 
prescribed, to demand a private audience of Dowlut Rao 
Scmdiah, and to address to him a representation founded on 
the spirit of the sentiments and resolutions described in the 
pieceding paragraphs. 

The Governor-General m Council has the honour to refer 
your honourable Committee to the annexed copy of his in- 
structions to the Acting Resident with Dowlut Rao Scmdiah 
for the detail of the repiesentations which he was directed 
to address to Dowlut Rao Scindiah on this occasion, your 
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honourable Comnuttee -mil observe from the tenor of thoM 
mstmctions, that the Acting Resident was directed to carrj 
them into effect under the immedmte guidance of M^or 
General 'Wellesley s antbonty ^ 

Your honourable Committee irill also observe from tht 
postscript of those instructioiis, that they conrpnxe the de 
tailed directions which the Govemor^Genend m his orden 
of the 4th December addressed to Colond Close os statee 
in a former paragraph of this letter and that the Acting 
Resident was charged with the execution of those orders 
only in the absence of Colonel Cloae« 

The Govenior General m Council now resumes the narra 
Uve of transactions nt the Court of the Rajah of Berar 
In ft despatch dated the 6lh of December, and received at 
Fort WUhaia subsequently to the despatch of the instruc- 
tions alpve described, the Resident at Nagpore commnm 
coted to the government the information of the actual mva 
sion of the territory of his Highnessi^e Stmbahdar of tli« 
Deccan by the troops of Vincsjee Bh J slab, commonly called 
Nana-Sahab the brother of the Berar This in- 

telligence was carried to the Resident jy the prmapal execn 
tire minister of the Rajah s goverumeai, who was despatched 
by the Rajsh of Berar for that erpress purpose and whe 
stated to the Resident that Yiociyee Bhooslah had somehme 
before been collecting troops j tbat the Rajah had diicovered 
It, and had interrogated his brother on the subject Vinciyec 
Bhooslah had demed the charge end by artful represents 
tious, had removed the Rajah of Berar s Buepiaons , but that 
a party of troops m the service of Vinc^ee hpd actuallji 
mvaded the Nixams province of Berar 

The Resident on being apprised of this inteUigence signi 
lied to the rauuitcr that tl»e Riyah of Berar must be respon- 
sible for this outrage, winch constituted a positive net of 
hoitifity against the Bridsh Government, and the Resident 
proceeded immediately to wait upon the Riyah- Being od 
mittcd to on audience, the Resident commenced the conver- 
sation by adverting in forable terms to the clemency and 
moderation manifested by the British Government at the ter 
mination of the last war and to tlie good faith observed by 
♦he DntiBli Govemmemt since tlic concloaion of the peace 
diai 
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The Resident then recapitulated to the Rajah the various 
causes of suspicion and misti’ust which the conduct of the 
Rajah had afforded, and concluded by stating the outrage 
lately committed by the troops of his government on the ter- 
ritories of the Soubahdar of the Deccan. 

The Rajah replied in considerable detail and with great 
earnestness. He admitted the clemency and moderation of 
the Biitish Government, and acknowledged the advantages 
which he had derived from the conditions of the peace. He 
added, that he had been misinformed with regard to the pro- 
ceedings of his bi other, as described by the minister , havmg 
since learned that the outrage had been pei petrated by a 
corps consisting of 500 horse and 900 mfantry, not m the 
service of any chieftain, which had plundered a village m the 
territory of the Soubahdar of the Deccan 

The Rajah added that he was m the utmost degree sur- 
piized and distiessed at this occurrence, and that he was 
leady to exert his power for the punishment of its authors. 
The Rajah observed, that his troops were not in a menacing 
position, that in consequence of the retreat of Meer Khaun, 
.-Nagoo Jewagee, and the Pmdairies, his troops had been 
withdrawn from the frontier and were assembled withm forty 
miles of Nagpore. The Rajah expressed m strong terms, 
his diead of a renewal of war with the British Govern- 
ment, which he observed, was alone sufficient to deter him 
fiom any act of aggiession, even if he were not restramed by 
a due sense of the prmciples of public faith and honour. 

The Resident in reply again described the several acts and 
pioceedmgs of the Rajah which had justified a doubt of the 
smcerity of his amicable professions , adverted to the means 
which the British Government possessed of immediately 
avengmg his treachery, and to the utter inability of the 
• 'Rajah to oppose the force which m the event of hostdities 
would be directed agamst his country, and his capital, or to 
avoid the impending destruction of his government and do- 
mmion, and concluded by describing m the most forcible 
terms, the treachery and ingratitude of a deliberate violation 
of the relations of amity and peace on the part of the Rajah. 

The Rajah admitted the justice of the Resident’s observa- 
tions, but denied the justice of then application to his actions 
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or to hiB design* The Resident replied by obsemng, that 
if the doubts TThich hil Highness s conduct on so many occa. 
■ions had apparently justified were really unfounded, and b 
the actual violation of the territory of the Soubahdar of the 
Deccan had been committed without hia Highness s prenoua 
knowledge and concurrence, the Bajah would undoubtedly 
be disposed to afford some proof of the sincerity of his de- 
clared lohcitude for the mamtenance of peace and that after 
so many apparent mdicationa of a hostile spmt, his Highness 
could not reasonably expect that the Governor General 
should be satisfied by mere professions of amity and pubhc 
faiths 

A discussion then ensned with regard to the nature of the 
proposed proofs which terminated by a declaration on the 
part of the Resident, that be must consider the invasion of 
the Soubahdar s dominions to have proceeded from the au- 
thority of the Rajah, unless his Highness consented hnme- 
diately to disband his new levies, and to distnbute the 
remainder of bti army m remote cantonments in different 
parts of hu Highness s territory That if his Highness con 
sented to that arrangement, the Resident would await the 
result of an enquiry into the orcumstances of the invasion 
The Resident concluded by appnzmg the Rajah that m the 
mean time the army of the Dcccan which bad already com- 
menced Its march in the direction of Nagpore, would contmue 
to approach his Highness s domimons 

The Rajah endeavoured to prove that be had not aug 
raented his army and that the nomber of the troops actually 
on the nulitary establishment of bu government, was indis- 
pensably necessary for the defence of his dominions on 
assertion which the Resident opposed by advertmg to the 
retreat of the enemy from bis Highness s frontier The 
Resident further observed that the augmentation of his High ' 
ness B army by new levies vras a fact certain and notorious 
and that his liighness s minbter had even admitted that Vio- 
cajee Bhouslah had Icned considerable numbers* This dis- 
cussion finally terminated with the declared consent of the 
Rajah of Berar to disband his new levies, and to canton hU 
army in separate divisions 

liic Resident then apprized the Rajob, that during the 
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proposed enquiiy, his Highness must be responsible for the 
conduct of his hi other, and that if his Highness was unable 
to contiol his brother, or his subjects, a British force must 
be employed for that purpose, as a measure necessarily con- 
nected with the duty of protecting the dominions of our ally 
the Soubahdar of the Deccan. The Rajah desired some 
time to reflect upon this suggestion , to which, after some 
further discussion, the Resident assented, and the Resident 
concluded the conference, by again warning the Rajah of the 
destruction which awaited his violation of his public faith. 

The indication of hostility on the part of the Rajah of 
Berar, mamfested by the invasion of the territory of the 
Soubahdar of the Deccan, was apparently corioborated by 
the actual junction of the Rajah of Berar’s advanced army 
with the aimy under the command of Succaram Bukshee, 
in a position menacing the dominions of the Soubahdar of the 
Deccan, and by the circumstance of the Rajah of Berar’s 
bi other having entered his tents in the direction of the Rajah 
of Berar’s army. 

On the 6th of December, the Resident again waited on the 
Rajah, and on the renewal of the subject of the violation of 
'''tho territoiy of the Soubahdar of the Deccan, the minister 
acknowledged on the part of the Rajah, that the troops 
which had been plundering the Soubahdar’s territory, were 
in the service of Vincajee Bhouslah. The Resident observed 
that the acts of the Rajah’s brother, were the acts of his 
Highness’s government, and that his Highness must be res- 
ponsible for them. In leply to the Resident’s enquiry, the 
Rajah declared in the most positive terms, that he had no 
cause of complaint agamst the British Government,, and 
acknowledged that the treaty of Deogaum had been fulfilled 
by the British Government, vdth the most scrupulous fidelity. 
That he had never entertained a desiie to violate that treaty. 
j/That he was leady to punish the authors of the invasion, but 
that if the Goveinor-Geneial would pardon his brother’s 
^conduct, he would endeavour to afford satisfactoiy proof of 
his sincere determmation to maintain peace and amity with 
the British Government. The Resident observed, that the 
conduct of the Rajah’s brother appeared to be either autho- 
rized or approved by the Rajah, since his bi other remained 
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unpuniBhed, and that, under snch circumBtnncea the Bntiah 
army muit contifaue to advance and the Resident must quit 
the Rajah s capital, nnlesa tatiaractory proof* of hig High- 
nesi a pacific deaigna should be unmediately afforded 

The Rajah rephed that he knew it was m vain to oppose 
the Bntuh troops if they advanced and that he should make 
no resistance but submit to the mercy of the British Govern 
ment The Resident then observed to the Rajah, that as 
a proof of these sentnnenU, his Highness should not only 
disband his new levies and canton his army as before re- 
quired, but should also pubhcly manifest ^ displeasure 
egfonit his brother by secunng his person and by seques- 
tratmg his jagheer, and the Resident signified to the Rajah 
that on those conditions he would await at Nagpore the 
receipt of the Govemor-Genemla instructions 

After some farther discQssion, m the coarse of which, the 
Rajah endeavoured to prevail on the Resident to recede from 
his demand respectLog Vincajee Bhouslah, the Rajah signified 
his assent to the Residents demand, declaring that he 
would be careful that his brother should neither leave Nog 
pore nor carry on any intrigues That his brother s officers 
should be removed from fan jegbeer, and the jagheer should 
be placed under his Highness e immediate dependants. 

A diBcussiOD then ensued with regard to the Residents 
remaming demands the Rfgah ohjectmg to the cantonment 
of hiB army in numerous divisions and m distant places, on 
the ground of the hasard to which his domlmon and capital 
would consequently be exposed It was however finally 
determined that the Rajahs infantry and guns should he 
recaDed to Nagpore and that one dinsion of his Highnesss 
ancient eitahhshment of cavalry shoold be despatched towards 
Hoihemgabad and another towards the quarter whore the 
Pindamcs had lately committed depredations, 

A further dlscusiion then arose respecting the troops oi 
the Rajah s Goremment which had invaded the territory of 
the Soubahdar of the Deccan and were still within the limits * 
of that temtory and it was finally rcsoh cd, that tho Rajah s 
brother should rocal them, 

"When these pomts had been decided, the Resident decmcil 
It proper to state dutinctly to the Rqjoh, that this arrange- 
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incnl would not preclude (he British Govei'nmcnt fioinadopt- 
inir '=nch ineavmo'' as iniiilit ajrpear to be equitable and 
expedient, on a re\ie\\ of all (he rnciinis(anccs of the case, 
(bat (he IU'‘'ulent plcd<r:cd himself (o nothing more in return 
for (he Baf.di s concessions, than to await at Nngpoie the 
receipt of the Gorernor-Generari, insti actions, and that, he 
did not possess authoiK} to engage that the late aggression 
should not be icscntcd b\ an appeal to arms, or even to sus- 
pend (he advance of (he British aim). 

This declaration, which at fiisl was received with some 
degree of surjiri/e and ul.arm by the Bajah, w.is ultimately 
admitted bv his Highness to be just , and Ins Highness con- 
cluded In expicssing a rcrpiest (hat the Ilcsident w'ould 
transmit to the Govcinor-Gcncr.d such representations as 
were conformable (o fnendslnp; to which the Resident re- 
plied, th It he should transmit such i cprcsciitations as w'crc 
conformable to (ruth. That he should state to the Governor- 
General the Rajah’s explanations .nul professions, but that, 
It was foreiLpi to (he duty of the Resident to oiler any sug- 
gestions to the Gov ernoi -General with regard to the measuies 

he adopted on this occasion. 

The Older to Succ.iram Bukshcc, dnccting the separation 
of (he armv undci lus command, was dcspatclied on the even- 
ing of the Glh of December, and a duplicate was carried to 
the Resident , hut neither the despatch of the infantry and 
guns to Kagporc, nor the discharge of the new levies being 
mentioned in the order, the Resident remonstiated on that 
subject with the miinstei, who asserted that orders bad been 
despatched on both those points, and that the Resident 
should he immediately finnislied with duplicates of them, 
but the transmission of those documents being delayed, the 
Resident addressed a note to the minister, stating, that this 
, delay had excited doubts in Ins mind of the Rajah’s sincerity. 

^ The reply w Inch tlie Resident received being expressed m 
evasive and cquivmcal teiins, the Resident deemed it proper 
to signify to the ministei his resolution to depart the follow- 
ing morning, unless previously satisfied of the Rajah’s sin- 
ceiity 

In consequence of the Resident’s intimation of Ins eventual 
lesolution to leave Nagpore, the Resident was visited on the 
night of the 7th of December by two of the Rajah’s minis- 
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ten Trlio -began by aasariBg the Rciident of the Rajah s dii- 
approhabon of hu brother a proceedings, and of hu deter 
nunabon to afford to Ihe Retideat the satisfacbon which he 
required 

The Resident rophed, hy stating the groonda on which he 
had founded his belief, that the inrasion of the territory of 
the Souhahdar of the Deccan originated with the Rajah, He 
obserred that the troops which had committed that outrage 
hnH been levied at Nogpore , ho specified bodies of troops 
which had been staboned m dist^cU immediately under the 
authonty of the Rajah, and under the command of persons 
in the Rajah s aemce he adverted to the great augmentabon 
of the Rajah s mflitary force nnder various pretences and 
ohiorved that his Highnessa mam army at that moment, 
occupied a potibon favourable to no other purpose than to 
an invasion of the Souhahdar s dommions That the Riyah s 
concealment of these arcumatances justified a suspicion of 
the hostiDty of his designs which w^ corroborated by the 
detecbon of hia Highnesses s intrigues m the province of 
CnttacL and might be considered to be confirmed hy the 
late invasion of ibe tcmtones of our ally The Resident 
further obserred that even if those grounds of suspicion 
had no eidstence, the Rajahs parbcipabon in the acta 
ascribed to bis brother, might justly be inferred from other 
facts That the Rajah and his brother resided in the same 
house; and that, m their conduct they manifested a mutual 
and unreserved confidence, end must be well acquamted 
with each others designs The Resident contrasted the 
open and deosire measures which could alone afford a con 
Yicrion of the smcenty of the Rajah • professions with the 
reluctant and evasive manner In which his Highness had 
proceeded to fulfil the conditions to which ho hod assented j 
and concluded by expressing an apprehension of being exi^ 
posed to censure by having too rcadfly consented to protract 
hli continuance at Nagpore on the faith of the Rajahs 
donbtful professions. 

The ministers replied by denying the Rajah s participation 
in hii brothers acts. Thej stated that his brother had 
taken advantage of the Rajsh s absence, to levy troops clan 
deitmcly both m his own and in the Rajsh s country, and 
denied that any troops, nnmediatcly in the service of the 
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]n(l been employed on the frontlei. They main- 
tnined that no real confidence e\i‘,(c(l hetneen (he hiotheis, 
nnil <^fnlcil <;e\ejal fact'; ni support of that assertion, and 
they rcfeirecl the conduct of Vincajco lihooslah in the inva- 
sion of the Souhnhd.u’s dominions, to a m.diennnt design 
of nccompliNlnng liis brolliers luin The ministers pio- 
coeded to express, ni the most forcihlc terms, the apprehen- 
sions Minch his Ilifthness cntei tamed of the consequences of 
Ins hi Ollier’s conduct. U’hc\ desciibcd his determined lo- 
sohition imncr to engage in another Mar Mith the British 
poMor, and declaied to the Resident tint his Highness 
would proceeil to join the British aimy, if he could not pre- 
sent Its aihance, Thej pioposed various modes of dis- 
charging the lieu leiies, and stated the measures M'hich had 
nctmlh been toinnicneed for tliat pin pose, and concluded 
b} nrgentlj enln'ating the Resident to postpone Jus depar- 
ture a foM da\s, in the com sc of mIucIi, Ins Highness tvould 
he enabled to satisfy the Resulent of the sincerity of Ins pro- 
fecMons, 

After HoniG- fuillur discussion at the close of Minch the 
mniicters expressed Mith additional eaincstness the distiess 
ind apprehension of the Rajah, declai ing that his Highness 
nould consent to any teims hoMctei huniihaling, the Resi- 
:lcnt ngiccd to continue at Nagpore, adding that he M'ould 
fix tlic period for the execution of the prescribed conditions 
311 tlie folloM mg d.iy. 

The muiisters then cndcavomcd to learn the opinion of 
!lie Resident 'Mjth regard to the nature of the compensation 
ivlnch Mould he icquired by the British Goveinment for the 
3uti age committed by the troops of Vincajee Bliooslab, and 
It the close of the coinersation mIhcIi ensued upon that 
:opic, one of the mmistei s expressed a desn e to know M'he- 
iher the Governor-Gcneial Mould consent to station a British 
Torce M-ithin the Rajah of Berar’s dominions. The ministei 
ibseived however that he had ineiely proposed that ques- 
ion for his oum information. The Rcbident leplied that he 
;ouId not discuss public subjects on the giound of piivate 
;ommunication, nor Mould he, at that time, confer on the 
iubject M’hich the minister had proposed in any form what- 
iver. But if the Rajah would afford to the Resident the 
atisfactory proofs which he had demanded of his Highness s 
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diapo»ition to fltonc for the aggresaiOD committed agmnst our 
ally the Soubahdor of the Deccan, the Resident would sub- 
mit to the GoTcroor-General any proposal which might bo 
officially stated m the name of the R^ah of Berar 

On the 8th of December the minister agam attended the 
Resident with a list of the chiefa of parties whom the Rajah 
buH discharged, and after some discassion relative to the 
time necesaary for the transmiasion of orders to the aereral 
dinswraa of bis Highness s nuhtary es tabbshment, it was 
finally determined that all the prescribed conditions should 
be fhlfilled within the apace of fifteen days, and that the 
Resident should remam at Nagpore until the expiration of 
that period of time, provided that the Resident should ob- 
serve the gradual execution of those conditions 

On the night of the 8th the Resident received information 
that a large body of Pmdones was assembled in a position 
north west from Nagpore within the hmits of the Rjyah of 
Berar s dominions, and at the distance of fifty miles from 
Elichpore (a principal town near the north eastern frontier 
of the lemtory of t^ie Soubahdor of the Deccan) with the 
supposed intention of invading the Soubahdor s territory 
On the receipt of tbu mtelligence the Resident desu^ 
the attendance of the mmister on the following day On 
Ills omvol, the Resident communicated to him the informo 
tion which he had received, and observed that it could not 
be supposed that thu body of troops bad proceeded through 
the Ri\]ahs territory to occupy a position on the frontier, 
without hiB Highness 8 knowledge. The Resident then pro- 
ceeded to remarh, that the poaibont of vanoaa bodies oi 
troops relatively to the territory of the Soubolidar of th< 
Dcccon justified a suspicion that a plan had been deb 
bcratcly framed for the invasion of that temtory in vanotu 
quarters at the some point of time. v 

The minister endeavoured by various arguments to con- 
Vince the Resident tlmt his suspiaons were unfounded, anc 
the conversation upon that topic was terminated by a do- 
cUration on the part of Uic Resident that the Rajah mus 
be considered to be responsible for any injury which the ter 
ritory of the Soubahdar of the Dcccon might snstam by th( 
meuTtionof tliosc Plndancs 

On the Otii of December the Resident received mtcDigcnci 
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that Ilnim Goer, nn o6]ccr in tlic RaJah^s ser\icc, wlio com- 
manded a bod} of 800 lioisc and 200 infantry wincli (as tlie 
Resident Mas informed) liad been lecalled to Nagpoie^'ivas 
emplojed in augmenting that foicc b} daily levies, and in- 
stead of ictuimng towaids Nagpore, had marched to the 
eastern bank of the Wnrdah (the boundary of the Soubahdai 
of the Deccan) and had interiupted and searched the persons 
emjiloycd by the Resident in the conveyance of despatches. 
The Resident considering these cncumstances to constitute 
strong piesumpti\e c\idcncc of deception on the part of the 
Ra]ah, addressed a note to the minister, stating the intel- 
ligence which he had rcceii cd, and declaring his resolution 
to leal e Nagpore in (he ei cut of any further delay in the 
recal of the troops. The Resident’s note ivas delivered to 
the minisicr at (he house of the Dev an where the Rajah 
was present at an entertainment. The Resident’s note being 
communicated to the Rajah, his Highness immediately re- 
sell ed to proceed in person to the Resident’s house. 

On his arriial at the Resident’s house, the Rajah re- 
ncMcd, in the most solemn manner, his professions of amity 
_iii;d public faith. He denied all knowdedge of the march 
of the troops under Haim Geer to the Wuidah, and added, 
that he had brought ivith him written orders foi the lecal 
of Haim Geei, and camel men to carry them. The Rajah 
then proceeded to explain his intentions with regard to the 
British Government and adverting to the late war, and to 
the experience which he Jiad derived from it, he said, that 
he would candidly acknowledge that on that occasion he had 
been the aggressor He admitted that on the present occa- 
sion also, he must be consideied to be the aggressoi, but 
he asserted in the most solemn terms the sincerity of his 
intention to restore and to preserve tranquillity. The Rajafi 
^acknowledged that he could not expect from the Resident 
an imphcit reliance upon the faith of his piofessions, but 
)observed, that the Resident would be convinced of his sin- 
cerity, when a sufficient time should have have elapsed for 
the operation of his orders, and the fulfilment of Ins pro- 
mises. 

The Resident having inquired whether ui admitting that 
he was the aggressor on the present occasion, his Highness 
intended to avow that he had authorized vthe invasion of the 
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territory of the Souhfihdar of the Deccao, both the Rajol 
and hi8 chief minuter replied that each was not hu High 
neat s intention that m the acknowledgement to which t^ 
Reeident had adverted it waa Uis intention to admit, tha 
although nnconcemed m the comnujaion of that ontrage h' 
must incur the mfamy and must be responsible for the con 
seqnences of it 

The Rajah then renewed the assurances of his pacrfii 
intentions which the Resident mterrupted by mtnnating t< 
the Rtyah that acts alone could convince him of the sin 
centy of his professions and that the British Govemmen 
■would judge of his Highness s disposUion and intentions b; 
the tame cnlenon This topic of disconrse was closed b; 
expressions and assorances on the part of the Rajah whicl 
the Resident detenbed to be m the utmost degree submissiv 
and earnest, and by repeated promises to adopt such measure 
as might tend to remove the unfavourable impression wbid 
the late proceedmgs of Uis Highness a government mast ne 
cessanly produce upon the Governor General s mind witl 
regard to the nature of his Higlmets s designs 

For the detaU of these conferences of which 
matenal points alone are included m the bodiy^T* this dei 
patch, the Governor-General m Council rtfers your hononi 
able Committee to the annexed copy of a despatch from tb 
Bendent at Nagpore under data the 20th of Decembe 
1804 

Immediately on receipt of the intclbgence of the invnsio 
of the territory of the Soubabdor of the Deccan, by tb 
troops of the Rajah of Borer, the Resident had coramimicate 
that intelligence to the officer commanding the Bntish arm 
In Cnndeish and recommended the speedy advance of thi 
army in tlic direction of h*agpore if consistent with othe 
indispensable exigencies of the pubhc service. 

During tbeto dUcussions the Resident at Nogpore mair 
tamed a correspondence witli the principal officer of hi 
Highness the Soubahdar of tlie Dcccan at Lhchporc on th 
subject of the invasion of liu Highness s doromions by th 
troops of the Rajah of Bcrar communicating to that office 
general information of the progress of lui negotiations o 
that subject nt the court of Nagporo Tlic letters of hi 
Highness the Soubohdars officer, contained tho detail of th 
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depiodations committed by the Rajah of Berar’s troops, 
which appear to liave been considerable, and also of the mea- 
sures .adopted by him foi the protection of Ins Highness’s tei- 
ritory against the further mcuisions of those picdatoiy troops. 

On the 10th of December, the Resident received informa- 
tion (hat a mercliant ulio liad been travelling from Nagpore 
into the territory of his Highness the Soubahdar of the . 
Deccan, had been pursued acioss tlie Wuidah by the troops 
under Ilaim Geer, and liad been plundeied by them at a 
^illage Mithin the limits of his Ilighncss’s fiontier. The Re- 
sident deeming tins ouliage to be strongly indicative of deceit 
on (he part of tlie Kajali of Beiar, immediately required the 
attendance of the Rajah’s principal minister, and on Ins 
airnal, stated to him tlie circumstances of tlie case, and ac- 
cused the Ra|ah of Berar of delibeiate insincerity and deceit 

The minister, m'Iio was apprized of the tiansaction, com- 
municated to tlie Resident the follouing evplanation of it — 
he stated, that the troops under Haim Geer had lately 
arrhed in the Ra)ali of Berar’s country, and had been en- 
tertained by the Rajah’s brother for the projected invasion of 
JAv^^erntory of the Soubahdar of the Deccan. That they 
had accordingly been despatched to the frontier, and that 
although the intelligence of their destination was communi- 
cated to the Rajah in time to enable his Highness to prevent 
the accomplishment of their design, his endeavours to induce 
them to return, had proved ineffectual That they were 
lendered desperate by the feai of punishment, and were 
under no controul. That their attack on the merchant was 
1 spontaneous act, and unauthorized even by VincajeeBhoos- 
lah That the merchant was an inhabitant of Nagpore, and 
had peisonally complained of this outrage to the Rajah, who 
had directed the restitution of the plundered property. The 
fMinister offered to obtain fiom the merchant a writing, 
acknowledging tiiat he had received entire satisfaction 
I The Resident in reply observed, that the restitution of the 
property constituted no atonement for the violation of the 
:erritory of the Soubahdar of the Deccan, and declared his 
'esolution of quitting Nagpore, if the conditions which he 
lad prescribed, were not carried into effect within the space 
)f the two following days 

The minister, in his answer, explained the earnest and re- 
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peated endcaTOiirs of the Rajali to atcorophah the return of 
the troop* under Hann Geerj deacnbed the diftre** and 
aimety of the Rajah* mind at the conduct of hw brother^ 
troops, and his Highnea* * apprehension of ita coniequence ; 
and affirmed, that the Rajah had actuallj fulfilled the pre- 
•cnbed condibOD* to the extent m which the execnhon ol 
thehi had heed pracacable within the penod of time whlcb 
had elapsed Tlie minuter reported the measure* and prti- 
ceedmgs of the R^ah for the accomphahment of those con- 
dibona, and assured the Resident that within the prescribed 
penod of fifteen day* every arrangement which the Residenl 
had proposed should be earned mto Complete effect. Tht 
Resident however refused to abandon hu intention of quitbn^ 
Nagpore within two day* onles* he should mtennediatoli 
receive some satisfactory proofs of the sincerity df theRqjah i 
prUfcselotii 

On the following day, the minuter agam attended thi 
Resident to report to hun, that the person who had beei 
despatched expressly to Haim Geer to persuade liim t* 
return wfth his troops, had endeavoured without succestij b 
mduce hnn to proce^ to Nagpore but that be had profafic: 
on many of Hoim Geer* follower* to desert, and had per 
sUnded Halm Geer to retire from the frontier towards i 
village named Arvee. The Resident however asserted tha 
the village toward* which the troops of Haim Geer were *an 
to have retired wa* m the direct road to OmraUty, a town 
of note, belonging to the Soubabdar of the Deccan the Re 
sldcnl therefore observed, that ibu statement of the nunlste 
far from ttfiorduig aotlsfactiOD, merely tended to confirm th 
Resident* resolubon of leaving Nagpore immediately Th 
eonfcrcncc which ensued, consisted principally of the sam 
arguments on the part both of the Resident and the mlmstei 
a* tlioso which had been employed in preceeding dlscutsionj 
find terminated without producing any alterabon m tho Resi 
ihnts declared intenhon of leaving Nagpore, 

Subsequently however (ho Resident received biteJligcnce 
which appeared to afford some satisfactory indicabons of tli 
sincerity of the Rojohs professions and assurance* Th 
Roridrnt was Informed that scrornl of the parhe* of troop 
which had licen assembled near the frontier of tlio Son 
balnlat of the Dcccnn, had been withdrawn; tliat seven

corps in the scr^^cc of the Rnjuh, had actually been dis- 
chaigedj and that the Eajah “had made a public vow that 
he ’\\ould pci form certain religious ceiemonies when the 
prospect of tranquillity should be icslored.’* 

The Rcsidiuit observed on this subject, that although the 
Rajah's characteristic insinceiity and deceit precluded an 
implicit confidence in these pacific appearances, the public 
avowal of his submissions and pi onuses, constituted some 
proof of their sincerity ; as it must tend to weaken any alhan- 
ces which he might have formed for purposes hostile to the 
British power 

The Resident’s opinion was corroborated by the conduct 
of the Rajah on receiving fiom the Resident the cominuni- 
cation of tlie brilliant and dccishe %ictory obtained by the 
British troops at the battle of Deig. On receiving that com- 
munication, the Rajah ordered a salute to be fired, and des- 
patched a jierson of rank, attended by many other chieftains, 
to the Resident, for the purpose of congratulating him pub- 
licly on this signal triumph of the British arms. 

The Resident detained the minister with whom he had 
- SOhversed on the preceding day, and who accompanied the 
deputation, for the purpose of statmg to him, that whatever 
satisfaction the Resident might have derived from such atten- 
tions on the part of the Rajah under a belief of his High- 
ness’s sincerity; in the actual state of affairs, the Resident 
could admit no evidence but the evidence of facts, and that, 
consequently he adhered to his resolution of qmtting Nag- 
poie, unless he received information of the retreat of Haim 
Geer from the frontier of the Soubahdar of the Deccan 
before the expiration of the day. 

On the minister’s departure, the Resident received a visit 
from a person on whose information the Resident reposed 
-^considerable confidence, who apprized him that he had re- 
ceived authentic intelligence of the evacuation of a post 
) within the territory of the Soubahdar of the Deccan, which 
had been seized by the troops who invaded that territory. 
He also stated to the Resident that the Rajah had actually 
employed the greatest exertions for the purpose of prevaUmg 
on Haim Geer to return to Nagpore, and he intimated to the 
Resident the general belief and his own conviction, that the 
Rajah was much alaimed, and was sincerely desirous of 
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affording to the Eeaident 6very practicable degree of *ati8- 
facbon. He added, that the Rajah bad declared in public, 
hia detennmabon to refrain from oppoamg any reaiatanc^ 
to the Bntuh army although it ahould march to Nagpore, 
and had awom by the life of hia aon (an oath peculiarly res- 
l>ected by the Hindoos) that if the Reaident departed, hia 
Highneai would follow him unattended 

In the afternoon two of the Hajah s miniaters Tisited the 
Reaident for the express purpose of entreating him to con- 
tinne at Nagpore until the receipt of the Governor General a 
orders observing that the Resident • compliance with their 
entreatj would confer an eternal obligabon on the R^ah 
and would be consistent with the clemency and generosity 
which was shewn htra at the last peace ” 

The Resident repeated to the miniatert all the circum 
stances which justified a distmst of the Riyahs professions 
however solemn The mimstem acknowledged the justice of 
tiic inference but proceeded to state such facts and expla 
nations as appeared calculated to afford substantial evidence 
of the smcenty of the Kajah s declarabons, and concluded by 
stating that the Rajah himself would not request the Rett-- 
dent to remain at Nagpore beyond tbe IGth of December 
if hy tliat bme the Resident should not have received sabs- 
faclory proofr of the smcenty of his Highness i professions- 
To the proposition of remaining until the IGth in the con 
fidence of receiving each proofs of bis Highness s smcenty, 
the Resident at length consented} but warned the ministers 
in tho most impressive term* of the consequences of any evm 
Sion or dcccpbon on the port of the Rajah 

On tlie I ith the Resident visited tho Rajah bj invitation 
His llighrtCfi commenced the conversation by expressing his 
satisfoction nt tlic glononi successes of tho Bntlsh annt m 
Ilindostan, and by enquinng Into tho circumstances of tho 
battle of Fumickabad which tbo Resident had some days 
before communicated to his Highness. IIis Highness re 
eelved tlio Residents relation of the details of tlic victor) of 
rurrucl-abad with animated congratulation, and did not 
endeavour to conceal the surprise and admiration excited m 
bis lligbncsss mind bj that memorable atcinevemont 

ITie Resident then proceeded to enquire respecting tlic 
movements of tho Kajah s troops and was informed that the 
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several advanced parties weie on then march tdNagpore, 
and the Rajah expressed to the Resident his hope, that when 
the troops should actually have returned to Nagpoie, the 
Resident would believe that his Highness had not entertained 
the design of provoking hostilities The Resident having 
manifested some hesitation m admitting his hehef of this 
assertion, the Rajah pointed to his own and his brother’s 
children (who were piesent) and observed, that his whole 
family being at Nagpore, (which in the event of war, afforded 
no protection,) his pacific intentions might justly be inferred 
fiom his neglecting to remove his family, and place it in a 
state of security. The Resident in leply represented to the 
Rajah the calamities to which his Highness would be exposed 
in the event of war, and observed, that the certainty of their 
occuirence disposed him to believe, that his Highness’s 
intentions weie pacific The Resident however, reminded 
Ins Highness of his own proposition, that he would not even 
request the Resident to remain at Nagpore beyond the 16 th 
if intermediately the Resident should have reason to doubt 
the sinceiity of his Highness’s piofessions. The Rajah le- 
-^led, by declaiing, that if the Resident should withdraw from 
Nagpore, his Highness would immediately follow, and the 
conference closed by the Resident’s repetition of his deter- 
mmation eventually to withdraw at the expiiation of the pre- 
scribed period of time. 

The daily information which the Resident received subse- 
quently to the date of this conference, tended to establish 
the sincerity of the Rajah’s declarations and assurances, and 
■although the actual continuance of seveial parties of troops 
along the frontier of the Soubahdar’s territory, together with 
■other circumstances, compelled the Resident to repeat to the 
Rajah’s ministers, his warnings and remonstrances, those 
^Appearances were satisfactorily explained , and since that 
period of time, up to the date of our latest advices from 
Nagpore, the Resident has no leason to doubt the Rajah of 
Berar’s resolution to maintain inviolate, the relations of amity 
and peace with the British power. 

The division and distiibution of the Rajah’s troops, which 
the Resident prescribed, and to which the Rajah consented, 
was not carried mto effect , and the cause which his High- 
ness’s ministers as^gned, the deficiency of resources for the 
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payment of the troops, -was contidcr^ by the Rcfident to be 
connatent TVith truth The menacing position of the Rajah a 
troops was boweTer abandoned and the prmapal force of the 
R^ah was ^thdrawn to Nagpore. The Rajah i new leyiea 
were entirely disbanded The temtory of the Souhahdar of 
the Deccan was evacuated by the Rajah s troops and the 
Jaggeer of Vincajee Bhooslah the Rajah s brother, was 
actually sequestrated by his Highness 

Your honourable Committee will observe, that the Red 
dent entertained a suspiaon that Amrnt Rao hii Highness 
the Peishwa a brother, who about the begmmng of December 
amvod at Omrouty on his way to Benares (under the per 
mission granted to him to reside at that aty), was concerned 
m the hostile designs ascribed to the Rajah of Berar; and 
that, under the mduence of that suspicion the Resident had 
persuaded Amrnt Rao to postpone his advance. The Go- 
vernor-General m Council u however satisfied that whatever 
may have been the designs of the Rajah of Bexar the sus- 
picion of Amnit Rao s partiapation m them was unfounded. 

The Residents o6Qaal report of transaetioDS at Nagpore, 
and of hia proceedings at that court between the 7th 
10th of December of which the substance is stated m former 
paragraphs of this letter, was contained m tbe Resident s des- 
patch of the 2(hh of December, which was reemved at Fort 
Williara on the 10th January 1805 

The constant employment of tbe Resident’s time and atten- 
tion precluded the pracUcabdity of preparing an official and 
detailed report at an earher penod of tun© bat the progress 
of those transactions and proceedings was regularly com- 
municated by the Resident in general terms, and in a pn- 
ratc form to the secretary to Goremment m the Secret De- 
partment j and on receipt of the Resident i pnvato report, 
of the 20th December on the 31st of that month the Govemofi* 
General deemed it proper to issue bitructions to the Resi 
dent appficablo to the state of afiairs at Nagpore, according 
to the information m the Governor-General s possession at 
tint date The pnvntc letters of the Resident, to which this 
paragraph refers had appnied the Governor General of the 
content of the Rajoli to the Residents demands} of his 
Highness s subralssivo acknowledgements and solemn protes- 
tation j of the renewal of tho Residents donbts and sus- 
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picions on the ground of the march of the party of troops 
Under Haim Geer to the Wurdah, and of its continuance on 
the frontier of the Soubahdar of the Deccan in a menacing 
position , and of the Resident’s provisional hmitation of the 
)' term of his continuance at Nagpore to the 16th of December, 
as stated in preceding paragraphs. 

It appeared to the Governor-General that the Resident had 
manifested a laudable degree of energy and firmness in his re- 
monstrances to the Rajah of Berar on the occasion of the in- 
vasion of the territories of the Soubahdar of the Deccan, and 
of the various mdications manifested by the Rajah of a dis- 
position to hostility against the British Government. That 
the demands, with one exception, which the Resident had 
pressed upon the Rajah, and his declared resolution to quit 
the Rajah’s court unless those demands should be complied 
with, weie perfectly proper. The Governor-General was 
decidedly of opinion that the Rajah of Berar had entertained 
designs of an hostde nature agamst the British Government ; 
that the troops which he had embodied, and those which he 
levied, were eventually intended to co-operate with Holkar, 
that the proceedmgs of his brother, Nana Saheb, were 
secretly abetted by the Rajah. The Governor-General how- 
ever was satisfied by the tenor of the Resident’s late de- 
spatches that the Rajah of Berar had relmqmshed all intention 
of engaging in a contest with the British power. The circum- 
stances stated in those despatches, constituted in his Excel- 
lency’s judgment, satisfactory proof that the Rajah of Berar 
at length entertained a just sense of the folly of engagmg in a 
contest with the British Government, and that he had become 
sincerely disposed to maintain the relations of amity and peace 
with us. The actual discharge of the Rajah’s new levies , the 
march of the troops under Succaram Bukhshee from the 
"menacing position which they occupied, combmed with the 
\ general conduct of the Rajah, his hunuhty, his concessions, 
^and mamfest alarm, supei ceded in the Governor-General’s 
decided judgment any mferences unfavourable to the credit 
of these pacific indications, deducible from the contmuance 
of the party of troops on the banks of the Wui dah, which did 
not exceed 1000 men. After adopting measures which de- 
prived the Rajah of much more ample means of offence, he 
could not, m the Goveinoi -General’s opinion, reasonably be 
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•upposcd to encourage the hostile proceeding of that force 
Hi a Excellency therefore was disposed to credit the Rajah i 
declaration of hiB inability to controul the proceedings of it 
commander 

Entertaining this new of the snbjecti the Governor Ge 
neral did not altogether approve the Resident 6 resolution U 
quit the Rajah e court unless that force should be withdrawn 
At the same time his Excellency was satisfied of the rectitudi 
of the Residents mtention and ascribed that resolntion ei 
clnsively to the excess of a mentonous and hononroble lea 
for the public interests committed to bis charge 

Those observations were stated to the Resident in a lettei 
of instructions addressed to bun by the Governor-General i 
authority on this occasion and m conformity to the spirit oi 
the Governor Generafs sentiments the Resident was ap- 
pnied m that despatch of the Governor-General s desire 
that in the event of bis having actually qmtted the Rajall i 
Court without any additional and positive mdicatioD of hos- 
tility on the part of the Rsjob be should return to Kagporc 
unless his departure should have been attended by erreum 
stances which would render his return incompatible with the 
dignity of the Bntiih Government and that ever? meosare 
should'be^porsned for the purpose of satisfying the Riyah ot 
the amicable and pacific mtenbons of the British Gorem- 
inent The Resident was therefore directed to appnle the 
Rajah that the information which the Governor General had 
received botli from the Resident s report and from other 
quarters with regard to the Rajah a conduct and proceedings, 
had convinced his Excellency of the Rajah s original Inten- 
tion to co-operato eventually against the British power or its 
atlj , that the satisfactory dcmonstrutiont however which the 
Rajah had subsequently manifested of a returning sense of 
Ills errors liad induced the Govemor General to refrain from 
the adoption of measures for the punlshtnent of hli aggres- 
sion and that hfs Excellency was disposed to renew and 
corrohorato the bonds of poaco and allmnce with the Rajali, 
and to forget the post if assured of the Rajah s futuro ad- 
herence to the obhgntions of omit} and public faith 

The Resident was further directed to signify to the Rajah 
that with a view to manifest the amicable intentions of tlio 
Britisli Government and its disposition to conciliate his at 
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tacliment and piomote his interests, he was authorized to 
renew the negotiation on the subject of a compensation foi 
the losses which the Rajah had sustamed by the operation of 
the 10th article of the treaty of Deogaum , and the Resident 
was accordingly directed actually to commence a negotiation 
with the Rajah of Berar on that subject, in conformity to the 
instructions of the Governor-General conveyed m the notes 
addressed to the Resident under date the 2d November, of 
which a copy foims an enclosure in this despatch, and to 
which a preceding paragiaph refers. The Resident was, at 
the same time, appiized of the Governor-General’s anxious 
desire to combme with that negotiation an arrangement foi 
establishing a subsidiary force at Nagpore or at any other 
station within the Rajah’s dominions, more convenient for the 
purposes of its appomtment, as affording the most ample 
security for the future pacific conduct of the Rajah of Berar, 
and the most effectual protection to the whole of our western 
frontier from the Soane to Cuttack. 

These instructions which were dated and despatched on 
the 31st of December, were prepared in the form of a private 
Jettei from the Secretary m the Secret Department for the 
greater expedition. 

The Governor-General further directed the- Secretary to 
communicate to the Resident his Excellency’s sentiments on 
the subject of the suspicions which the Resident had been 
induced to entertain of the designs of Amrut Rao. 

Agreeably to the mtimation conveyed by the Resident to 
the officer commanding the army of the Deccan (as has been 
stated m a preceding paragraph) that army advanced towards 
the territory of the Rajah of Berai, and arrived in the vici- 
nity of Omrauty about the middle of the month of Januarj^ 
On the arrival of Colonel Close at that place, however, on 
/the 23d of January, on his way to the camp of Dowlut Rao 
Scmdiah, that officer having received from the Resident at 
iNagpore information of the result of his negotiations, and 
being satisfied that the Rajah of Beiai had abandoned every 
project hostile to the British Government or its ally, was of 
opinion that the advance of the British army towards Nag- 
pore, or its continuance near Omrauty, was unnecessary. 
Colonel Close theiefore, under the general powei of control 
over that aimy, provisionally vested in him by the Governor- 
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Gcijcral • matmctionj, recommended -the return of the army 
to Molkapore, a itation from whence the services of the army 
might be dir«rted with equal facility and despatch m every 
exigency to which iti servicea could under any circumstances, 
be considered to be applicable. 

The suggestion of Colonel Close, on the subject of with- 
drawing the army under the command of Lieat.-Colonel Hah 
burton, from ita adraDCcd positioD at Omrauty corresponded 
with the instructions which under a conviction of the pacific 
mtentions both of the Rajah of Berar and of Dowlut Eao 
Scmdiah the Governor-General issued upon that subject to 
the honourable Major-Gfeneral Wellesley, under date the 24ih 
of January 

The following statement of the substance of those initmc 
tmns will appnte your honourable Committee of the grounds 
on which the Govemor-GeDend formed his judgment of the 
expediency of withdrav^ing Colonel Haliburton s army and of 
the mode m which his Excellency proposed to carry that 
arrangement into effect. 

Although the concurrent testimony of facts from every 
quarter of India had satisfied the Govcmor-Genpjqb^ ^hA, 
eventual mtentions of Dowlut Rao ^cujdjafc,as5d the RA)ah of 
Berar to aid the cause of Jesvn^t Rao Holkar his Excel- 
lency was, at this time, disposed to befieve that those chief- 
tains had abandoned the designs which they bad formed m 
consequence of the exaggerated reports of Jeiwunt Rao 
HoRars progress and success and that the events of the 
war an Hmdostan and the Deccan hud compelled them to re- 
turn to a proper sense of their obligations towards the British 
Government No questions were dependmg either at tho 
Court of Doviut Rao Scmdiah, or of the Rajah of Berar, 
which appeared to menace any mterrupbon of the sabsisting 
relations with those powers and the period appeared to til^ 
Governor General to be amred atwhich the Bntish Govern 
raent might with safety extend to those chiefs, the additional! 
benefits by which it was proposed to cement our connection 
with them. 

The only pomt with regard to Sdndiah which appeared to 
require consideration was the rc-citabhshment of hij govern- 
ment m the province of Malwa, and the transfer to Sandish 
of the temtorics in that province which had been conquered 
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from Jeswunt Rao Holkar It was certainly desmable m the 
opmion of the Governor-General to induce Scmdiah to retmn 
to Ougem and to occupy the conquests from Holkar m 
Malwa , hut it neither appeared to be necessary to compel 
•Scmdiah to adopt those measures, nor to abandon the defen- 
sive alhance, if he should refuse to comply with the amicable 
representations of the British Government for the purpose of 
improving the condition of his government under his existmg 
eonnection with the British power. 

At the couit of Nagpore, the only question likely to require 
discussion, was the mvasion of the terntories of the Soubah- 
dar of the Deccan by the troops of the Rajah, but this ap- 
peared to be a question capable of being adjusted by amicable 
negotiation, through the Resident at those courts. 

On the othei hand, the state of the war with Holkar, did 
not appear to create a necessity for the maintenance of Co- 
lonel Hahburton’s army m its advanced position, with a view 
to the prosecution of hostilities agamst that chief. The 
Governor-General was of opmion, that Scmdiah and the 
Peishwa should be required to occupy and provide for the 
def ence of the conquests in Malwa and the Deccan res- 
pectively, and his Excellency considered it to be inexpedient 
to employ the British foices, m the protection of territories 
which havmg been conquered by the British arms, had been 
gratuitously ceded to our alhes. 

Influenced by these considerations, and advertmg to the 
state of the season when these mstructions would reach their 
destination, the Governor-General directed Major-General 
Wellesley to issue immediate orders to Colonel Hahburton 
for the final destination of the troops under his command, 
mcluding the sepaiation of the subsidiary forces attached 
respectively to the Soubahdar of the Deccan, and the 
Peishwa, the i eduction of all existmg expences and establish- 
ments, which might not appear essential to the efllciency of 
) the subsidiary forces, and the return within the territories 
subject to Bombay and Fort St. George, of all corps belong- 
ing to those Presidencies, which might be in the Deccan 
beyond the establishments of the subsidiary forces. 

With a view to accelerate the completion of this arrange- 
ment, the Governor-General deemed it to be proper to issue 
instiuctions directly to Colonel Hahbuiton, ordering that 
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officer to return without d^y fi*om the adranced poaition 
which he had tahen up to the Godavery Colonel Haliburton 
wa* directed^ occupy a powtion at or near Peepidgnong, on 
the left bani of that nver, and there to await the order# of 
Major-General Wellcaley with reapect to the final Beparatio"n-- 
nnd diatribution of hia army Colonel Hahburton was in 
atructed to adopt immediate arrangements for carrying into 
effect the order# which he might receive from Major General 
Welleflley in conformity to tho matructiona of the Governor 
General above atated 

In withdrawing his troop* from their advanced position 
Colonel Haliburton was luitructed to provide for the security 
of the fortreises which had been captured from Holier and 
to he careful that the detachments necessary for this service 
should not be exposed to nsk either from the enemy or from 
want of proviiionB after the return to the southward of the 
main body of the troops under hi* command 

Colonel Haliburton was instructed to communicato on the 


subject of these orders with the Governors of Fort St. George 
and Bombay and with the Residents at Hyderabad, Poonob 
Nagporc and with Dowlut Rao Scmdiah _ . 

In considering the positions which it might be most adns* 
able to select for the rubaidiary J'orces serving with the 
Pcishwa and the Sonbohdar the Deccan the Governor 
General adverted to a^Uifi^which had been .submitted to his 
Excellency s consider^on in a despatch received from tho 
honourable Major General "Wellcfley under date the 2Ctb of 
January 1804 

ItTiaa proposed by General IVcUesIey m that letter that 
the main bodies of the tubitduiry forces should be posted in 
two different positions on the north bank of the mor Goda 
Tcrj , and that two Imttohons from each of those forces should 


bo stationed at Hyderabad and Poonah The Governor^ 
General enUrely concurred m the rcasonmg by which Gen&- ^ 
ral ■\VcUosIcy supported the proposed distnbubon which r 
appeared to the Governor General to be the best colculatcd 


to meet every contingency of peace or war, and to be tho 
most beneficial arrangement which could bo adopted with a 
view to derive every possible advantage from the services 
of those force* respectively Major General W cUeslcy was 
therefore mstnicted to adopt in concert with the Residents at 
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Hydei abaci and Poonab, such arrangements as Iiemiglit deem 
to be necesSvTiy foi clfecting tlie distribution of tbe subsidiary 
foices in the manner pioposed at tbe earliest pciiod of time 
consistent with tlie secuiity and advantage of tbe public in- 
terests in tbe Deccan. 

It occuiied to tbe Goveinor-General, that objections 
founded on tbe state of affaiis at tbe courts of Hyderabad 
and Poonab might exist to preclude tbe pioposed distribu- 
tion , and Geneial Wellesley was instructed in that case to 
direct tbe subsidiary force serving witli tbe Soubabdar to 
return to Hyderabad, and that seiving witb tbe Peisbwa 
to retuin either to Poonab or to Abmednuggur according to 
bis discretion. Tbe Residents at Hyderabad and Poonab 
Mere directed to communicate their sentiments to Geneial 
Wellesley on tbe subject 

Copies of these instructions, and of tbe instructions to 
Colonel Habburton, were transmitted to tbe Governors of 
Fort Saint George and Bombay, and Lord William Bentinck 
was informed of tbe Goveinoi -General’s opinion that under 
siny state of circumstances it would be advisable to withdraw 
-from tbe territories of tbe Soubabdar of tbe Deccan, within 
tbe Company’s terntoiies, a considerable detachment of ca- 
valry and of European and native infantry which was pro- 
ceeding to re-inforce tbe army under Colonel Haliburton. 

Copies were also transmitted to tbe Residents at Poonab, 
Hyderabad, Nagpoie, and with Dowlut Rao Scindiah. 
Those instructions were also communicated to his Excellency 
tbe Commandei-in-Chief in India. 

The Governor-General m Council now proceeds to com- 
municate to your honourable Committee, the proceedings of 
tbe Resident at Nagpore, under tbe instructions of the 31st 
of December, 1804, to which a precedmg paragraph of this 
/despatch refers. After his receipt of those instructions tbe 
Resident took an early opportumty of apprizing tbe Rajah 
pf Berar of the resolutions which tbe Governoi -General had 
adopted under a knowledge of tbe whole of bis highness’s 
late conduct. 

On leceiving this communication, the Rajah expressed m 
animated terms, tbe sentiments of gratitude and satisfaction 
impressed upon bis mind by the favorable decision and b- 
beral mtentions of tbe British Government. 

2 I 
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The Reeident stated that it was evident from the Rajah s 
unuBiial cheerftilneii on that occaaion, that his mind was 
greatly reheved by the Residents connnunicntion 

On the foDomng day the Resident desired the attendance 
of one of the Rajahs principal ministers for the purpose of 
conversing with bun on the several topics connected with the 
Governor-Generals recent instructions. Having exprer**^ 
hia intention of ducusiing the subject of the compensation 
to he granted to the Riyah for the losses which his Highness 
had sustamed by the ohenatioD of the provinces of Suinbul- 
pore and Patna, the Resident proceeded to advert to the 
questions which the minuter had stated at a former confe- 
rence respecting the Rajah s acceptance of a subsidiary force 
of Bntuh troops and encouraged the discussion of that sub- 
ject the numster having evaded a renewal of his former 
proposition 

ihie Resident proceeded to state to him the advantages 
which the Rajah might be expected to denve from hu ad 
mission to the benefits of the general defensive alliance 
The arguments employed by tbe Resident to convince the 
mmister of the advantages of the proposed arrangementlteie 
founded principally on tbe dongort to which the government 
and the dominions of tbe Riyah wonld be exposed under the 
curcumstances in which the several states of India might he 
expected to bo placed by the successful issue of the contest 
with Jeswunt Rao HolLar, observing that the hordes of 
freebooters whom our success would deprive of nmnediate 
employment would direct their deprodabona agnniBt tbe ter 
ntones of those states which possessed the least efficient 
means of defence j that tbe principal states of India bemg 
connected by terms of the most intimate alliance with the 
Bntuh Government, which was bound to protect them 
these freebooters would probably seek subsutcnce by plah^ 
denng the temtonei of the Riyah of Benir, and that hii 
highness must bo senublc of the inadequacy of hu owr 
military resources to protect his country ogamst the ravages 
to which it would thus be exposed. 

The Resident concluded by contrasting the dangers and 
cmhamuiTOcnta of the Rajahs future situation with the se- 
curity and prospenty of those states which were connected 
with the BntisU Government by tlio relations of a defensive 
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alliance, and the Resident having desired to communicate to 
the Rajah the substance of the conversation, the minister 
withdrew. 

In the course of the conference the minister assured the 
Resident that the pioposition relative to a British subsidiaiy 
force had originated with himself, and had never been com- 
m, iicated to the Rajah, for which reason the minister 
neglected to apprize the Rajah of the confei ence which he 
had holden with the Resident upon that subject. The Resi- 
dent theiefore deemed it proper to obtain an audience of the 
Rajah for the puipose of conversing personally with his 
highness on the subject of establishing a subsidiaiy force of 
Biitish tioops vithin his Highness’s dominions, and of en- 
deaiouring by a just repiesentation of the advantages of that 
arrangement to induce the Rajah to propose its adoption. 

At this conference the Resident repeated the arguments 
which he had employed in his conference with the minister. 
The Rajah acknowledged his sense of the danger to which 
his country would be exposed at the conclusion of the war, 
but expressed a confidence in the adequacy of his resources 
Tsr''the defence of his dominions against common attacks, 
and stated his conviction that in a case of imminent dan- 
ger he might depend upon the support of the British 
Government. 

The Resident did not discourage the expectation of even- 
tual aid on the part of the British Government, but observed 
to the Rajah, that however well-disposed the British Govern- 
ment might be to afford him that assistance, it would be 
unreasonable to expect that the British Government would 
equip an army and involve the Company in a war solely on 
account of the Rajah, with whom the British Government had 
no further connection than that which arose out of tliT -^eaty 
/Of peace. 

The Rajah however contmuing to manifest his reluctance 
Uo the adoption of the proposed arrangement, the Resident 
deemed it inconsistent with the spirit of his instructions to 
pursue the subject with additional urgency, and concluded 
the conversation by observmg that although the Governor- 
General was disposed to gi'ant a subsidiary force to the 
Rajah’s solicitations, it was by no means an arrangement so 
advantageous to the Company as to mduce bis Excellency to 
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demand it on the ground of aecunty and that, he truated 
hifl Highness s future conduct would satisfy the Goremoi 
General of bis amicable disposition 

The Governor General, in Council, considered the couduc 
of the Resident m the course of those discassions to bar 
been distmguished by an extraordinary degree of abihty, ad 
dress and iscretion Under the circumstances of the Rajah 
reluctance to aohcit admission to the benefits of the defensiT 
alliance the Governor General m Council deemed it nnprc 
per to authonxe the renewal of the proposition. 

It appeared to be more advisable to leave the Rajah t 
the operation of future events on his mind and to trui 
exclusively to that inflaence for the means of effecting th 
object of obtaining the accession of the Rajah to the all 
ancej with this view the Resident was directed to refirai 
from any further agitation of the question unless it ihoul 
be revived by the Rajab himself and the Resident was m 
formed that m the event of a renewal of the subject by th 
Kajah at a future period of time be would receive sud 
instructions on the subject as might be apphcable to th 
circumstances of the case " 

The Governor-General deemed it proper at the same tun 
to appnxe the Resident that his Excefiency did not conside 
the accession of the Rajah to tbe alliance to be an object c 
material importance to tbe Bntish Government m the presen 
state of the pohtlcal affbirf of India yet that his Uxcellenc; 
would bo disposed to receive with cordiahty any overtnre 
from the Rajah to that effect, provided they should un 
doubtcdly ongmsto in tbe Rajah s conviction of the im 
portance of such an arrangement to his own security am 
advantage, and not be considered by him as a concession t' 
the Bntish Qovemment- 

No other transaction of importance has occurred at thi 
Court of Nagporc up to the penod of our latest advices fron 
Mr Elphinstone. 

The Governor General in Council however deems it to b 
proper to stale to your honourable Committee that m conse 
quence of the desire expressed by the Ilryah that the BnOsI 
GoTomment would consent to the restoration of the Jaggee: 
ofVincajec Bhooslab, which had been sequestrated by hii 
Uighncfi as stated m a former pamgroph of this despatch 
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Ills Excellency issued orders to the Resident, directing him 
to connnunicate to the Rajah the consent of the British Go- 
vcinment to the restoration of the Jaggeer. 

It did not appear to the Go% ernor-General to be desirable 
or expedient to pursue measures of seveiity with respect to 
Vincajee Bhooslah, or the Rajah of Beiar, beyond the ex- 
tent necessary for the security and dignity of the British 
Go\ernment. The proofs which the Rajah of Berar ulti- 
mately afforded of his disposition to maintain the relations 
of amity and peace ^Mth the Biitish Government, suggested 
the policy of gratifying his Highness’s wishes m every mode 
consistent ^^ith the security of the interests of the British Go- 
\ eminent. It did not appear to the Governor-General that 
either our security or dignity required the permanent confis- 
cation of Vincajee Bhooslah’s Jaggeer, the Governor-General 
therefore directed the Resident to signify to the Rajah the 
Governor-General’s consent to the restoration of the Jaggeer.

On a considcxatLOQ of all the tramacUocui which haye been 
recorded in the preceding nairatiTe combined with the actual 
condition of our internal and external relaboua, the Go- 
Tcmor-General In Council haa no reaaon to donbt the ac6ora 
phabment of the expectations which hi our despatch of the 
13th of July, the Governor-General hi Council has expressed, 
with regard to the benefits to be denved from the general 
arrangcroents of the peace concluded with Dowlut Rao Scin- 
diah and the Rajah of Bcrar The fundamental pnnciplet 
of tliat pobey which regulated the measures of the Rnhsh 
Gorenunent in framing those arrangementa, which must 
constitute the basis of the power and security of tlie British^, 
Empire in India cannot be considered to bo affected by the 
drcuraitances of the existing contest with HoUcar and hu 
partirans The unmedlato effect of that intended system of 
pobucal connection which is indisputably requisite for the 
permanent cstabbsbmcnt of general peace and tranquillity 
throughout India must neccisanly be to depnve of employ 
ment that numerous class of military adventurers, who hove 
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hitherto derived subsistence from the wars and contests of 
the ^a^ious discordant and unconnected powers of India. 
To the opeiation of this cause must he ascribed the facility 
■with which Holkar and his partizans have been enabled with- 
out any pecuniary or teiritoiial resource to assemble and 
maintain a numeious horde of fieebooters. But the gradual 
and certvain opei ation of those principles on which is founded 
the existing system of our political relations must ultimately 
tend to subdue the characteristic habits and dispositions of 
those rude and predatory classes, and to encouiage the culti- 
\ ation of the arts of peace and industry throughout" every 
state in India. 

The power of Jeswunt Rao Holkar is destitute of any solid 
foundation, and of eveiy clement of an established govern- 
ment, and although undei actual circumstances the British 
Government is still under the necessity of maintaining our 
armies in the held during an unexpected penod of time, no 
conclusions can be deduced from the present situation of 
affairs, of a nature to justify a doubt of the ultmiate estabhsh- 
ment of that system of general peace and security throughout 
-^Tdia, to which the view's and measures of this government 
have been uniformly directed.

^ Honourable Sirs, Fort William, Blarch 25th, 1805 

I The despatches containmg the details of the negotiations 
' for peace in India, together with the explanatory remarks res- 
pecting the stipulations of the treaties of Deogaum and of 
Serjee i^jengaum, have been addressed by the Governor- 
General m Council to the Secret Committee of your honour- 
able Court m conformity to your established orders, and to 
the ordmary practice of this government. 

Under the same rule the Governor-General in Council

has addressed to your Secret Committee the despatches 
lilative to the diiturbancea occasioned by Jeswunt Rao Hol- 
tar and to the operations of our armies against that adTcn- 
turer and his adherents 

The disturbances occasioned by Jeswunt Rao Holknr and 
his adherents have proved a vexations and pamfnl mtemip- 
tion of t^qoilhty in this qua^r of India and have de- 
manded the active exertion of onr arms on parts of our north- 
western frontier in Hmdostan But the reaction which has 
been effected of the power of that lawless adventurer by the 
general sncceii of our operations against him, must tend -to 
conhrm the secnnty of onr interests, and {hose of our alhes 
and to furnish additional grounds of stability to the system of 
olbance founded on the recent treaties of peace partition and 
subsidy 

The inordinate demands of Jesvrunt Rao Holtar extended 
not only to a violation of the rights and temtone# of our 
nHiM but to the ces«on of largo tracts of territory in the 
Doab of the Jumna and Ganges which had been m the pcs 
session of th? Nabob Vixier for a long period of ydua, and 
were by that prmee ceded to the Bntuh GoTermnent m the' 
year IMl trader the treaty of Lucknow ^ 

Your honourable Court will remark, that the demands of 
Holkar were urged immediately after the close of {he last 
glonons WOT and attempted to he enforced by a predatory 
incursion upon the territory of our ally From thii; circum- 
stanco may be cstmmted the danger to which your mterests 
would have beeu exposed, if in the year 1802, Jeewunt Rao 
Uolkar liad been permitted to prosecute his snecess ogainst 
lus Highness the PeiahwTi and Dowlut Rao Scindiah and to 
unite m hla own person by the reduction of their power all 
the resources of tlio two pnncipnl branches of the filahratti^ 
state in addition to the resources of the family of Holkar 
which ho had ufuri>cd m the province of Malwa and m the 
Deccan 

That danger was averted by the conclusion of the treaty 
of Bosiein and by the success of tho late war 

The met perfect cordmlity and confidence •ubnsta'betwcen 
the Bni.fh Government nnd hu Highner. tho Pcuhwi os 
veil HI xith tho GuiVn-nr itiite nnd our nJIumcee with tho 
Soufehdnr of the Deccan and with Mjeorc, conllnuo with 
unabated efndency and strength 
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'J'lic peace Mjtli ycincliah and the Rajah of Berar has not 
been jnteiiupted by tlic recent disturbances, and althougli 
the conduct of iho^e Durbars has occasionally betiayed 
syinploins of the spirit of intrigue and duplicity, inseparable 
fiom tlie IMahiatta charactci, no leason exists to justify any 
apprehcn‘?ion of danger to the stability of the peace subsisting 
^\lth those power';. The tianquilhty of the Deccan is con- 
sequently ro'Jloicd, and the aimy of Foit St. Geoige has 
been oideied to return to its oi dinar}' stations. 

The conduct of some dct.ichincnts of the aimy in Hindos- 
tan, and the diniciilties which ha\c occiined in the i eduction 
of Bhiirtpoie, will -tlemand further explanation, founded upon 
due enquir\ at the close of the campaign 

The gencial success of the eainpaign, howeier, has been 
great and decisne, and a considerable progress has been 
accoinphshcd tow aids the entire i eduction of the mischievous 
powei of Holkar, which had been applied to the ruinous 
purpose of inipairing the foundations of general peace, of 
seducing the faith of our allies, of alienating the allegiance 
of our subjects, and of electing upon the destruction of our 
" resources and alliances a new' state in India, composed ex- 
clusi\ely of lawless freebooters, actuated by interests and 
views incompatible witli the security of any of the established 
pow’ers, and urged by desperate necessity, and by an adven- 
turous spiiit of rapine and plunder, to pursue a general system 
of depredation upon the possessions of all contiguous states. 

Every circumstance noiv justifies a confident persuasion 
that the piojects of Holkar have been effectually frustiated , 
that the aimy in Hindustan may speedily be established at the 
stations which may be assigned to it for the preservation of 
peace, and that the heaiy charges of an establishment for 
w ar, may cease in all quarters of India. 

Although neither the objects noi geneial scale of the hos- 
^ tihties m which we have been engaged against Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar, can be compared with the magnitude and lustre of 
the operations of the late wai m India, yet in reviewing the 
conduct of the army, your honourable Court will perceive 
fresh cause to admire and applaud the skdl, valour and ac- 
tivity of Lord Lake, and of the ofiicers and troops employed 
in Hindustan and the Deccan. 

Youi honourable Court will particularly distinguish the 
judicious and skilful operation by which Lord Lake in the 
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conrsc of a few daye effected the redaction of Jeammt Rai 
Holkar a atrong artillery and nmneroua caTalry, by the aepa 
rate operations of the Bntiah cavalry under his Lordship 
personal command, and of the Bntiah infantry under 
command of that able and gallant officer Major General Fra 
xcr ypur honourable Court will not fad to admire thi 
heroic and masterly conduct of M^or-General Fraser again* 
the iniantry and artillery of Holkar, m the decisive and bril 
liant action at Deig on the 13th of November 1804 and th' 
glorious success of Lford Zdike against the cavalry of HoUcai 
under the walls of the city of Famiclcabad after a march o 
fifty four miles performed m twenty four hours. 

A prmapal object of this letter is to sohat the favourabl 
attention of your honourable Court to the memorable service 
rendered to his kmg and country by the late Major-Genera 
Fraser of his Majesty s service, who to the ureparable loss o 
the service, died amidst his tnomphant army m consequenci 
of the wound which he received in atchiovmg the splendii 
and arduous victory over the enemy s infantry and artflJery 
at Deig OD*the 13th of November 1804 * 

It is unnecessary to recommend the widow and numerou 
family of this lilostnous and deeply lamented officer, to you 
honourable Court* benevolent protection, which has ere 
been extended to every object of similar calamity, nor is i 
requisite to submit to your honourable Court the propnety o 
conferring every mark of honour and distinction upon thf 
memory of the late Major Qenesol Frazer but it is my dub 
to assure your honourable Court, that tho extension of you 
benevolence and favottr on this melancholy occasion wil 
prove highly grateful to tho universal sentiments of the army 
and of every descnption of Bntub subject* in Indm.

In conformity to the notification which I had the honour t' 
submit to your honourable Court, m my letter of the Hth c 
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March I SOI', it ^\as iny intention to have embarked for Europe 
during the present season, and by the obliging attention of 
Admiral Rainier, I had provided accommodation for my 
voyage on board of his Maiest 3 '’s sliip the Sat? Fiotens^o, and 
liad proposed to request Captain Lambert to afford the pro- 
tection of that ship to tlie honourable Company’s fleet of 
regular ships, now pioceedmg fiom tins port to England. 

2 But the intciiiiplion of the tranquillity of Hindustan, 
occasioned by the disturbances which Jeswunt Rao Holkar 
and his adherents have excited upon the banks of the Jumna, 
prevented me from proceeding to the north-western pro- 
vinces in the last season, according to my intention submitted 
to your honourable Court, on the 14'th of March 1804, and 
the same cause has delayed the conclusion of many extensive 
arrangements connected with the stability of the peace, and 
requisite to secure the benefits of that settlement, and to 
establish good order and regular governments within the con- 
quered provinces on our north-western frontier. The conti- 
nuance of those disturbances has also compelled me to employ 
a considerable army in active operations, under circumstances 
•^which have occasioned a heavy expence, disturbed the pubhc 
investment, and again postponed the penod of return to that 
state of finance, which had been attained previously to the 
rupture until the confederate Mahratta chieftains. 

3. It has been impracticable under the vexatious and un- 
expected hostilities whicTi have embarrassed the operations 
of this government, to enter upon a geneial levision of the 
whole system of oui establishments, connected with the per- 
manent situation and circumstances of the British empire in 
India in all its actual lelations. It is my anxious desire to 
undertake and to conclude such a revision, previously to my 
depaituie fiom India 

4'. Every leason exists to justify an expectation of the 
\ early and successful termmation of hostilities on the banks of 
the Jumna; tranquilhty is restored in the Deccan, and withm 
all the provinces and dependencies of the governments of 
Fort St. George and Bombay, and the whole army of Fort 
St. George is ordered to return to its usual stations In the 
meanwhile I have commenced a general revision of estabhsh- 
ments, with a view to a fixed and settled state of peace, em- 
braemg every branch of our possessions, dependencies and 
alliances throughout the whole extent of India. 
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5 But hoitibtie* haye not ceased on the north western 
frontier of pronncea subject to this goTemment nor can 
I expect to accomplish the important objects to which I 
hare adverted until the existmg disturbances shall hare been, 
composed our resources rendered avaflahle and our expences 
reduced by the restoration of order and tranquilhty on the 
bants of the Jumna and by the establishment of the armies 
of Bengal and Bombay, in the stations appointed for the 
maintenance of peace, 

6 In this cnsiB of affairs I cannot attempt to abandon my 
station without a dereliction of the uniform pnnaples which 
have regulated my conduct in mamtainmg the mterests and 
honour of the Company and of the nation m India and m 
discharging my great and anxious public trust to the satis- 
faction of my conscientious sense of pubbe duty and of grati- 
tude towards your honourable Court, the honourable Court 
ofPropnetors my King and my country 

7 My health is considerably impaired, by the continual 
fatigue incident to the weighty charge which I have exercised 
for nearly seven years m tbu severe climate, under much 
anxiety of mind under vonous exigencies of arduous sem^ 
and many didlculties and dangers. My sohcitude to return 
to England is greatly increased by the actual condition of my 
health} and I trust that I shall meet the approbation of your 
honourable Court in erabarkmg by the earliest opportunity, 
which sliaH occur during the present year, after tranquilhty 
shall have been restored m Hindcytan, and the general rcgula 
bom and arrangements requisite for a final settlement of your 
affairs m India, under the cniaiged frame of this empire, 
shall have been placed on a secure foundation. 

8, It appears to be probable, that I shall not bo disap- 
pomted in my expectation of availing myself of such an 
opportunity at an early ponod of the season with this hope,^ 
I shall request Sir Edward Pcllew to enable mo to command 
the means of convoy to England, which I will endeavour to { 
apply to tho combmed purpose of my homeward voyage, and 
of protectmg any ships of the honourable Company which 
may be prepared for the same destination, 

9 "iour honourable Court however may be osanred that 
I will not attempt to abandon the charge of this government, 
(unless ah'olutcly compelled by the state of my health) until 
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Rffsirs in Hind.ost3.n sliall have EssuniGd b, more settled 
aspect.

T7ie Marquess JFellesley to the Honourable the Court of Directors 
Honourable Sirs, Fort William, March 28, 1806 

1. I have the honour to communicate to your honourable 
Court a request which I have received from the Nabob 
Vizier, that I would solicit the pei mission of your honourable 
Court for the exportation from England of certain articles 
which his Highness is desirous of obtaining, free of freight, 
on the honourable Company’s regular ships. I understand 
that his Highness, whose principal amusement consists in 
hunting, is particularly anxious to obtain from England a 
number of dogs and horses I confidently trust that your 
honourable Court will be disposed to aflTord an additional 
testimony of your satisfaction at the conduct of his Highness 
the Vizier, by grantmg this indulgence. 

His Highness’s aide-de-camp, Major Ouseley, who has 
proceeded to England on the honomable Company’s ship. 
Lady Jane Dunda^, is in possession of his Highness’s com- 
mission, and on his ariival in London, will attend your 
honourable Court for the purpose of receiving your com- 
mands upon this point, and of communicating the details of 
the commission with which he is entrusted.

3. I deem it proper to state to your honourable Couit on 
this occasion, that Mr. Ouseley has lesided many years as 
a merchant within the Nabob Vizier’s dominions, and by his 
talents and his manners, and by his extensive knowledge of 
the languages of the country, acquired the confidence and 
' esteem of his Highness the Vizier, who durmg my residence 
at Lucknow m the commencement of the year 1802, requested 
my permission to appoint Mr Ouseley to be his Highness’s 
aide-de-camp, with the rank of Major in his Highness’s aimy. 
The uniform propriety of Mr Ouseley’s conduct duiing his 
residence in India, and the high estimation in which his cha- 
ractei was justly held, precluded in my judgment all objection 
to a compliance with his Highness’s request I deemed it 
proper, however, to annex to my consent a condition, that 
Mr. Ouseley should not be employed as a channel for the 
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transaction of any public business Trbatever, “between his 
Highness and the British Govermnent a condition to which 
his Highness readily assented, and Mr Ouseley was accord 
ingiy appointed aide-de-camp to his Highness, with the rant 
of Major in his Highness a service • 

4 The conduct of Major Ouseley m that cnjiacity has been 
in the highest degree honourable and proper and such as to 
conciliate the Nabob Vixiers utmost confidence and esteem 
I am induced therefore by motives of respect for his High 
ness as well as of jusbee towards Major Ouseley to express 
my hope that your honourable Court will be pleased to mam 
fest towards him every practicable degree of considerabon 
and favour and also m the event of Major Ouseley being 
hereafter desirous of returning to India for the purpose of 
resuming his situatton of aide-de-camp to his Highness the

ments and demands contained in jour Highness’s letter, 
would ])robahl\ have h(>en manifested bj a more direct and 
expeditious communication of jour Highness’s sentiments. 

Your Ilighnesv. has been jdcased to state jour conviction, 
that the late Mr. ^^’chhc neglected to report to me an ac- 
count of all the tr.uisactions at jour Highness's Couit, and 
that he never made anv communication to me of your reite- 
rated proposals, counsel or advice. 

I assure jour Highness that Mr. M’^ebbe regularlj' commu- 
nicated to me all the transactions at your Ilighness’s Court, 
stating to me the substance of .ill the aiguments, observations 
and propositions of jour Highness and voiir ministers, duiing 
_tbe various conferences between Mr. Webbe, your Highness, 
and join ministers, on subjects connected with the state of 
public affairs. ]Mr "Webbe at the same time leported to me 
all the replies, which he returned to the statements and pro- 
positions of jour Highness and youi ministers. These le- 
phes, however, jour Highness has entirely omitted in the 
narrative which your letter contains of the transactions and 
negotiations at j'our Ilighness’s Court Tlie inaccuiacy, fal- 
lacy and injustice of the statements contained in your High- 
ness’s letter are peculiaily remarkable in the extraordinary 
revnv.al of your claim to the districts of Goliud and Gwalior. 
Your Highness has stated that claim not only without any 
reference to the repeated discussions of that question be- 
tween j'our Idighness, your mimsteis, and Major Malcolm, 
but, after that question had been completely and finally ad- 
justed by a formal act of youi Highness’s government, and 
by your own personal acceptance in public Durbar of the list 
of treaties confirmed by the 9th article of the treaty of peace. 
At a conference holden on the 20th May 1804, between your 
Highness’s chief minister, the late Bappoo Wittul, and other 
principal officers of your government and the British Resi- 
dent Mr. Webbe, accompanied by Major Malcolm, Bappoo 
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Mlttnl declared m the inoat Bdieipn manner, on tlie part of 
your Highneds that the dlaim to Gohud and Gwalior had 
been entirely abandoned &dHlie BnUeh Reaident hanng 
exprewed a desire to he enabled to*Veport to me the final 
adjustment of that question Bappoo WIttuI authonaed the^ 
Recdcnt m the moat^unequifocol manner to -assure me that 
the claim had been completely relmquishedTiy your High- 
ne^ , and Bappoo "Wittul faring reported to your Highness 
the dwlaration which he bad made to the British Resident 
in your Highness n name your Highness not only verbally 
assented to that declamtioii but ratified it in the most pub- 
hc formal, and solemn manner, by receiving from the bqnds 
of the British Resident in your public Durbar, the hst of 
treaties confirmed by the operation of the fith article of the 
treaty of peace, amongst ivhich treaties ib the engagement 
concluded by the British Govemment with the Ranah of 
Ghihud- A transaction so pnbbc and formal must btf consi- 
dered to posj^ss all the force and obbgation of the most 
solemn treaty and mseparahle aa that is from the due exe- 
cution of the 9th article of the treaty of peace to revive the 

question relotive to the distncU ofXjohud and Gwalior ^yfoeW 

invaTidate the treaty of peace ond impair obligation of 
every stipulation which it contains. 

Under these circomstaneW It bepi^ines my duty to require 
that your Highness should now dfiatmctly confirm by a writ 
ten instrument, the declarouoh made to the British Resident 
m your Higlinesi a name ^clahve to your claim to the posses- 
sion of Gohod and Gwalior and that you should distmctly 
declare that your Highness considers your acceptance of the 
list of engagements delivered into your bands by the Bntuh 
Resident on the iJOth of May ISOt to constitute a formal 
recognition of those engagements I request that your Iligli 
nests reply to tins requisition may be immediately commum n 
cated to bis Excellency Ijord Lake at tho head quarters of 
the Bnluh army m Hindostan and that you will be pleased, 
under a wntten instrument transmitted to Lord Laic, to de 
dare m plain terms whether your Ilighnoss now proposes to 
dispute tlic >alidity of any of tho treaties which you hare 
alrcad} solemnly rocogniiedj and particxdarly whether you 
now propose to dupute the vahdity of the treaty between the 
Bntiili GoTcmroont and the Ranah of Golmd 

our Highness has signified that you had taken several 
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opportunities of sending for Mr. Webbe, and of personally 
explaining to him, in the most’ impressive manner, tlie hostile 
- nature of Holkar’s views, and the propriety and expediency 
of frustrating the mischievous tendency of Holkar’s projects; 
that the evil had not yet encreased to such a magnitude that it 
might not be o\ ei come by common exei*tion ; and now that the 
Biitish forces under the command of his Excellency General 
Lake liad ariived near Jyepoor, it was highly desirable that 
your uhole army should be assembled for the purpose of co- 
operating in the extei niination of the enemy, by which means 
that object might be speedily accomplished to the satisfaction 
of both states; but that your government had sustained 
heavy losses, and had experienced the most severe pecuniary 
embariassments, and that to enable your Highness to collect 
an army money was indispensably necessary, that without 
money it was impossible to assemble an army or prosecute war. 
That ns under the perfect union and identity of interests 
subsisting between the two states the loss and injury sustained 
by one must be considered to be the loss and injury of both, 
if, in considei ation of the embarrassed state of your High- 
jness’s finances, the honoui able Company’s government would, 
in the actual crisis of affaiis, grant you pecuniary assistance, 
to the extent which might be requisite to prosecute the war, 
such would be conformable to the dictates of union, and 
would therefore not be misapplied , that if however there 
should be any hesitation about affording you any pecuniary 
aid, you had requested that it might be given to you on loan 
without in teiest, and the amount be afterwards deducted from 
the annual -sum of 20 lac and 50,000 rupees (which includes 
the revenue of Pergunnahs, Dhoolpore, Barree, and others) 
that you were to receive from the Honourable Company. 

Your Highness will recollect that by the terms of the 
defensive alliance your Highness is bound to employ your 
'^utmost exertions in conjunction with the British power in 
\the prosecution of joint war. No obligation however is im- 
posed upon the British power to afiford to your Highness 
pecuniary aid for that purpose. The British Government is 
therefore entitled to expect from your Highness that degree 
of assistance in the prosecution of the war, which the state 
of your government may enable you to afford, but the grant 
of pecuniary aid to your Highness is entiiely optional on the

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part of the Bntiah Government. It is mmecesaary to ex 
amine whether your Highness was really prerented by the 
embarrassed condition of yonr affairs from afibrdmg any aid 
m the pronecution of the war agamst HoUcar If the re- 
sources of your Highhesa a government were exhausted to 
such a degree as to be madeqoate to the supply of the ordi- 
nary expenses of the state, it was not reasonable to expect 
that the Bntish Government should provide, from its own 
firnds, for so enormous a deficiency in your Highness s re- 
sources' m other words that the charges of the troops m 
your Highness s service, to be employed m the prosecution 
of the war, should be borne by Company Such how- 
ever appears to have been your Highness a expectation. I 
must assert that your Highness possessed no right, founded 
eithet upon the stipulation of any treaty or upon any prm 
aple of justice, to warrant an expectation that the British 
Government should replace at its own expense all the loss 
which your Highness had austained m the war which you had 
waged against the British power Your Highness will recol- 
lect the discussions on the subject of pecuniary aid which 
ensued after the Besident had received my instructionB upon 
that subject. On that occasion yonr Highness s minister 
submitted to the Resident « consideration four plans for the 
co-opcration of your Highness s troops with ^osc of the 
Bntiih Government. Ist. That yonr Highness should take 
the field in person with an army of 25 000 men, with a pro- 
portion of infantry and artillery, the total expense of which 
was computed at twenty five lacs of rupees per mensem. 
2ndly That your highness s minister Bsppoo Wittul should 
proceed with a smaller force the expense of which was 
computed at fifteen lacs of rupees per mensem. Srdly That 
the contingent of troops which your Highness is engaged to 
furnish in the event of joint war by the terms of the defeh^ 
sive alliance and the expense of which was estiniated at ten 
or twelve lacs of rnpees per mensem, should be employed 
under the command of another officer; and 4thly That a 
small body of jour Highness s troops actually m the province 
of Malwa, should join and co-operate with the Bntish detach 
ment under the command of Colonel hlurray 
1 our Highness ■ minister intimated to the Resident, that 
>our Highness was prepared to carry into effect any one d 
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these plans of co-operation which the Resident might ap- 
pro\ e , but at the same time distinctly stated to the Resident 
your Highness’s expectation that the whole charge of what- 
\ ever forces your Highness might bring into the Seld sliould 
^ be borne by the company. 

, Youi Highness cannot possibly consider such an expectation 
to be reasonable, nor can your Highness justly complain of 
the British Government for declining to affoid pecuniary aid 
to the extent of subsidizing your Highness’s contingent 
troops, which, by treaty, you are bound to furnish at your 
own charge. Your Highness appears to have considered 
yourself to be absolutely invested with a right to pecuniary 
aid under the plea that the sum of 20 lacs and 50,000 ru- 
pees per annum, was payable under the treaty tb your High- 
ness, or to y^our goveinment by the British Government, 
this sum must be supposed to consist of the amount of the 
stipends assigned to certain Chieftains connected with your 
Highness’s Goveinment by the 7th article of the treaty of 
. peace, and of the nett revenue collected by theBritish officers 
since the termination of the war from the districts of Dhole- 
— Barree, &c. 

It is my duty to point oiit the invalidity of your Highness’s 
claim to the forraei of those sums. By the express terms of the 
treaty, the faith of the British Government is pledged for the 
payment of the stipends to the amount of seventeen lacs, in- 
cluding Jaghires, not to your Highness nor on account of your 
Highness’s government, but to the persons lespectively to 
whom those stipends are assigned. It is impossible, therefore, 
without a violation of the treaty of peace, and of the public 
faith pledged to those chieftams and other persons of rank, 
to admit your Highness’s claim to the payment of the amount 
of those stipends as an available resource for supplying the 
exigencies of your Highness’s government; I could not 
therefore have consented to grant to your Highness pecuniary 
\aid on thb security of the stipends, the amount of which the 
British Government would have been compelled to discharge, 
exclusively of the sums which might be advanced for the ser- 
vice of your Highness’s government I shall have occasion 
to advert to this subject again in a subsequent part of this 
letter. 

I admit, and have nevei denied, your Highness’s claim to 
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to the nett refenue of Dbolepore, Barree, and Rajahkera, 
The pom, howerer, doe on that account, at the penod of 
time to which yonr HighneiB a letter refen, must have been 
inconsiderable. I shall advert to thia subject also m a more 
detailed manner, m another part of thu letter 

It IS evident, from your Highness a own statement, that 
the amount of pecuniary aid which you considered to be snf- 
fiaent to enable you to fulfil the ohhgabon of your engage- 
ments, was very considerable and that your Highness did. 
not possets on any ground whatever, a claim upon the 
British Government to a sum of money in any degree pro- 
portioned to the extent of your expectations. The question of 
granting or withholding such pecuDiary aid was exclusively a 
queation of expediency with reference to the interests of the 
British Government jf, therefore, I had refused to grant 
that aid no complaint on the part of your Highness would 
have been justified Your Highness possessed no right, by 
treaty, to demand such aid from the British Government 
and any such aid if afforded, could merely be considered as 
an act of favour and kindness but not as a concession of 
right. Under the alledged extent of your Highness s di^^ 
cultiet and distress if I bad declined to aid you with pecu 
niary funds, your Highuess might, m that case have been 
exempted from tho imputation of an intentional failure m the 
duties of the alliance, but you would not therefore have been 
entitled to claim pecuniary aid as a matter of right from the 
Bntiih Government, 

The British Resident, however under my express au 
thority repeatedly offered to assist tho emgenaes of your 
Highness B Govemment to a certam extent, provided any 
satisfactory astumneo were afforded of tho attainment of the 
object of such pecuniary edd m the duo prosecution of war 
against the enemy 

Your Illghncsi has thought proper to comprise in yonr 
letter a detailed narrative of the proceedings of Bappoojee 
Sdndiah and Suddasbeo Rao according to the reports con-' 
veyed to j-ou by your Highness s servants. It is unnecessary 
to investigate the accuracy of every port of that detail, since 
your Highness admits the most inatenal part of the case, 
the open defection of those chieftams and their public junc- 
tion with the enemy Ti our Highness ascribes their defee 
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lion to the want of resources for the payment of their troops, 
and asserts that their ^lunction with the enemy was involun- 
tary, and the unavoidable consequence of the circumstances 
in which the}' were placed. The defect of pecuniary re- 
sources might, perhaps, be urged in justification of the in- 
actnity of the force under the command of those ofliceis in 
the promotion of the common cause; but the actual junction 
of that force uith the enemy’s army, and the activity and 
zeal manifested by those officers in the enemy’s cause must 
be ascribed to other motives, and cannot he justified by their 
alledged uant of means for the payment of their troops. 
This sentiment is confirmed by the subsequent conduct of 
those peisons uho ha\e continued to be among the most 
zealous and active partizans of Jeswunt Rao Holkar. The 
observations u Inch have been stated on the general subject 
of affording your Higl^ness pecuniary aid, to enable your 
armies to co-operate u itli the British ti oops, are equally ap- 
plicable toBappoojee Scindiah’s alledged demands of pecu- 
niary aid from his Excellency the Commander-m-Chief, and 
from Colonel Monson, of whicli demands, however, your 
U’ghness’s letter has conveyed to me the first intimation. 

It cannot possibly be maintained that the British Govern- 
ment was engaged to supply Bappoojee Scindiah and Sud- 
dasheo Rao with funds for the payment of their troops , and 
your Highness evidently means by the narrative of the pro- 
ceedings of those officers, merely to justify their conduct in 
joining the enemy. Your Highness cannot surely expect 
me to assent to a perverted principle of public faith, which 
would sanction the most flagrant treachery and desertion 
of allies and dependants in every case of pecuniary difficulty 
or distress. 

I shall now proceed to reply separately to the several arti- 
stated in your Highness’s letter. 

. The first article relates to youf Highness’s alledged claim 
tlo the districts of Gohud and Gwahor. 

I have adverted, in a precedmg part of this letter, to the 
impropriety of your Highness’s revival of a claim which has 
been renounced by your Highness m the most formal and 
solemn manner in presence of the late Mr. Webbe, and of 
Lieut.-Colonel Malcolm , and I have deemed it necessary to 
request your Highness’s direct confirmation of your ovm act. 
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Aft?T-the ample duciuiiona upon flie snlgect of Gohud and 
Girahor between Major Malcolm and your HighneMB mnna- 
tera, and after your Highneas a tolemn and public rennnc^atior 
of the rlflim to thofc diacncta confirmed by your formal and 
pnbbc acknowledgement of the yalidity of the treaty BubaiaT 
mg between the Company and the B^ah of Gohnd I can- 
not conaent to receive from your Highnefla any apphcation or 
the mbject of tboae diftncta reatmg on the ground of youi 

f ledged right to the poateaaion of them. I deem it neceaaary 
owever to explam to your Hlghneas the fallacy of tht 
itatement upon that subject contained m your Highneia i 
letter 

You have atated that, ** after the conclunon of the twe 
treatiea hu Excellency General Lake gave the countnea ol 
Gohud and Gwahor, tpgether with the fort of the latter tc 
the people of the Raijah of Gohud That the conntnea oi 
Gohud and Gwahor have for a long penod of tune been an 
sezed to ^our Highneas* temtory, that at the tnse of the 
conclunon of the peace your Highneas dehvered to the ho- 
nourable Major-General WeDealey a statement under yoni 
own seal and signature of all the the countries and forts fr 
HIndoitan which you had ceded together with a memoran 
dam of their names and annoal value that in that statement 
however the names of the couotnes of Gohud and Gwalior 
with the fort of the latter were not inserted , that if yom 
Highness had ceded ^hose couotnes tholr names also wouli 
ira^uestiouably havo appeared m that stafemeqt and that 
therefore the delivery of thaftemtorr and fort to the peoph 
of the llanah of Gohud, and their occhpabon of them was u 
direct violaboi^ of the treaty of peace. 

The question respecting Gofand and Gwahor has no con 
neebon whatever with the schedale of cessions annexed » b 
the treaty of peace. Those dutnets which formerly belonged 
to the Ikmfly of the Rant^of Gohud were assigned to tha 
chieftain by an engagement contracted by the Bribsh Govern 
ment with the llanah of Gohud before the conclusion of tb 
treaty of peace , and that engagement was confirmed by th 
operation of the 9th nrtidc of the treaty of peace, which sb 
pulates that certain treaties having been made by the Bn 
bsh Governroent with Rtyahs and others, heretofore feudato 
n« of tlic Maharajah Ah Jah Dowlut Ilao Sdndiah, thos 
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treaties are to Ije confirmed; and that the Maharajah re- 
nounces all claims upon the persons with whom such treaties 
have been made, and declares them to he independent of his 
government and authority.” This circumstance has been 
totally overlooked by your Highness, although the question 
of the eventual alienation of the terntoiy of the Ranah of r 
Gohud, by the operation of the 9th article of the treaty of 
peace, was a subject of repeated discussion between the 
honourable IVIajor-General Wellesley and your vakeels at 
their conferences previously to the conclusion of the peace, 
and although Major-General Wellesley distinctly apprized 
} our vakeels, in the course of those conferences, that the ter- 
ritory of the Ranah of Goliud, which alvays included the 
fort and district of Gwalior, might be alienated by the opera- 
tion of the 9th article of the treaty. 

Your Highness has stated, under the 2d head, “ that 
among the seven Rajahs, named m the copy of the treaty 
transmitted to your Highness by me, the name of the Rajah 
of Jodepore is inserted, which you were not prepared to ex- 
pect, since the Rajah of Jodepoie had, duiing the last fifty 
or sixty years, stood in a tributary relation to your Highness, 
and the greatest exertions were employed to enforce the pay- 
ment of the tribute fiom that country by your Bhghness’s 
ancestors, who fought and bled in the prosecution of that 
object : That it was not proper therefore to connect the name 
of the Rajah of Jodepoie with the other six Rajahs alluded 
to.” 

The name of the, Rajah of Jodepore was inserted in the 
list of treaties, because, pieviously to the termmation of the 
war, ^n engagement was concluded with that chieftain by his 
Excellency the Comraander-in-chief , and by the 9th article 
of the treaty of peace all engagements concluded by the Bii- 
tish Government with Rajahs and other feuHatorifefe of your 
Highness are acknowledged and confirmed. The Rajah of 
Jodepore, however, having subseqiiently refused to receive 
that engagement, ratified by the British Government, the 
alliance becarhe dissolved. This circumstance was stated to 
the late Mr Webbe, but by some error or by the miscarriage 
of the letter to Mr. Webbe, it appears that the nairie of the 
Rajah 6f Jodepore has not been expunged from the list of 
tributaries. > The British Government has no intention to 
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mterfcre m any manner between yonr ^ighneas and the 
Bajah of Jodepore The name of the lUjah of Jodepore 
may therefore expunged from the list of treafaea, and your 
Highneai will act according to your pleasure toward* that 
Bajah 

0 Under the 3d head your Highness has adverted to “ the 
affair of the fifteen lacs of rupees on account of the territory 
m Hindustan, which (your Highness obserres) according to 
the proviiioni of treaty it payable annually to your Highness, 
and which the British B^ident engaged should be paid in 
three instalments ii\ the year " 

Your Highness observes that “ at the period for the pay- 
ment of ea^ instalment, Mr 'Wobbe brings foryard vanous 
objections of a nature highly improper and unbecoming ” 

I have observed m a former pan of this letter that by the 
express terms of the treaty Hhe faith of the'Bntiih Govern- 
ment IB pledged for the payment of the pensions, not to your 
Highness nor on acedunt of your Hjghnesss government, 
hut to the persons respectively to whom these pensions are 
assignetL our Highness however itdl derives the benefit 
of those peniioos, because by the grant of such alloT^Ces 
your^IigbneM s resources are relieved from the burlben of 
providing for the persons to whom the pensions have been 
granted. This question was amply discussed dnd completely 
adjusted between your Highness • ministers -aud Miyor Mai 
colm prcnouily to the payment of the first instalment of five 
lacs of rupees,, and this construction of the aUpulatioa of the 
\Ttarty i^aribng'peiaions was klated by the bite Mr 'Webbe 
to your Highneis • mmlsler Boppoo Wittul, at the confer- 
ence to which 1 hare adverted m a former part of this letter 
and was nneqifivocally admitted by that mimster The pen- 
sions also have octnally been paid according to that mle. 

b our Highn^ s assertion that * at the period for the pay ' 
ment of each instalment, Mr AYebbe brings forward vanous 
objections,” must certainly bo founded m error and misinfor- 
tnarion. Agreeably to the order of payment established by 
the Resident Major Malcolm the first mstalment was not 
payable until tlie Ist of May ISOl- It was paid however by 
Major Malcolm before the close of the month of February 
1801 more than two months before it was due The next 
instalment was not due until the 1st of September 1804, but 
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it was paid by the late Mr. Webbe in the month of July 
3801'. On the IStli of Octobei, therefore, the date of your 
Higlmess's letter, it is a positive fact that no instalment was 
due. 

Your Highness cannot fail to "observe the danger to which 
your dignity and honour are exposed by such unfounded 
charges of violation of treat} prcfeired in your name against 
the British Govcinment. I trust that your Highness will 
exercise j'our authority in preventing your ministers and ser- 
vants from such abuse of your name. Your Highness will re- 
maik, that, under this head, a charge is preferred against the 
British Government of failure in the payment of the stipu- 
lated pensions under the treaty of peace, at a moment when 
those iiensions had actunll} been paid in advance. 

The expression m your Highness’s letter implies that at 
the date of that letter the period^ for the payment of an in- 
stalment of the pensions had occurred more than once during 
IMr. Y^ebbe’s residence at your Highness’s Court. Whereas 
Mr. AVebbe did not arrive at Booihanpore until the 12th of 
May, eleven days after the first instalment became due, and 
two months and a half afcei it had been paid The second 
instalment was paid by BIr. Webbe more than a month befoie 
it was due. The third instalment was not due until the 1st 
of January 1805, more than two months and a half aftei the 
date of your Highness’s letter. It 'appears therefore that, 
during the whole course of BIr. Y^ebbe’s residence at your 
Highness’s Court, only one instalment was payable by that 
gentleman, and that, far from having objected to the payment 
of it as your Highness’s letter states, BIr. Webbe discharged 
the amount long before it became due. If your Highness 
refers to Mr. Webbe’s objections to the paymeid of the pen- 
sions into your Highness’s treasury, instead of the stipulated 
' payments to the pensioners, the answer to that' point has been 
already stated. 

Your Highness proceeds to state under the fourth head 
that, “ The Pergunnahs of Dholepore, Barree and Rajah- 
Kera, the jumma of which is lacs of rupees per annum, 
were assigned to your Highness by the provisions of the 
treaty. That those Pergimnahs have not yet been dehvered 
up to you, nor has the amount of the collections, from the 
date of the treaty, been paid to your Highness , that no in-

tcntion appeared of dehvenug them to you, iior in the erent 
>of their being retained hai Mr "Webbe seemed'inclined to 
Tccerre the Hrniaal payment of the jranma, but haa clearly 
evaded that pomt." 

Yonr ffighneas haa never despatched any peraon proper!^ 
eirthonxed to receive charge of these Peigminahs. Yon 
cannot therefore consider their contmuance m the occupation 
of the Company to be a just ground of complaint. "W ith 
reference to the operations of the war against Holkar, the 
surrender of those Pergunnaha at the present time would be 
extremely mconvement at the tennination of hostilities they 
shall be dehvered over to the person whom you may appomt 
or, if your Highness should prefer it, the BnOsh Govern 
ment accept the farm of those Pcrgunnahi at an equita 
hie rent, which shall he regularly paid into your Highness s 
treasury The extraordinary and sospiaouj occurrences 
at yonr Highness s court, have retarded the payments on 
account of the » nett coHecUons from those Pergunnahs 
Order* however have been issued to the Bntish representa 
tive for the payment of the amount due on an inspection of 
accounts aod an airangement shall be adopted for the re^Iar 
payment of the collections to your Highness until the Per 
gunnahs shaD have been delivered over to your Highness s 
ofEcers if you should not ultunately prefer to let them in 
farm to the Company 

Pifkhly 1 our Highness has stated a clann to the colicctioni 
from Chumarkoonda, Jaumgoog Dahood, Pawangn^h, &c, 
mohauls from the date of the treaty of peace until the date 
of the reabtution of those places Of tl^ chum, 1 had never 
been apprised until I received your Highness a letter What- 
ever collections may have been realised from those places 
within the specified period of tune will of course, when as- 
certained be paid to your Highness j and instructiona will 
issued dirccdog an mvestigation of that subject by the go 
Tcrnmcnt of Bombay When the account shall be adjusted, 
the Bntish Resident at your Highness s Dorbar will be 
directed to pay the amount into your Highnesss tres 
sury 

In the Cth article your Ifigbnesa baa stated that your 
Hlghneu bemg prohibted by the terms of the treaty of 
peace from sutkming troops in the Pergunnaha of Chumsr 
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koonda, Jaumgong, &c. those Pergunnalis had been des- 
troyed by the violence of turbulent people, and by the Bheels, 
and that the British officers refused to employ troops for the 
suppression of those disturbances. 

The British Government is not required by the treaty of 
peace to suppress disturbances m those Pergunnahs, or to , 
protect them from the incursions of robbers With a view 
however to manifest my disposition to conform to your High- 
ness’s wishes, I will diiect the British officers to pay particu- 
lar attention to the preservation of good order withm those 
districts. 

In the 7th article your Highness adverts to the delay which 
has occurred in relmquishing tlie Jagheeis in Hmdostan, 
amounting to two lacs of rupees per annum, which, by the 
treaty of peace, ai'e to revert to certain of your Highness’s 
chiefs and relations. On application to his Excellency the 
Commander-in-Chief, the civil officers of the Biitish Govern- 
ment, within whose jurisdiction those Jagheers are situated, 
will be vested with authority to surrender them either to the 
grantees, or to such peisons as shall produce the sunnuds 
L which were granted to the several Jagheerdars by Major 
Malcolm, togethei with a sufficient authority for receiving 
charge of the Jagheeis on the part of the proprietois 

I have not heard that any application has been made to the 
British officers on the part of these Jagheerdars The Jag- 
heerdars will of course be entitled to receive from the British 
' Government whatever has been received by that government 
from the Jagheer lands, smce the date of the treaty of peace. 

Your Highness proceeds to state undei the 8th head that, 
*‘in the second treaty it is provided that, in, consideration of 
the union estabhshed between the two states, the officers of 
the Company’s troops will attend to the protection of your 
Highness’s territories in the same manner as to the protec- 
tion of the Company’s. But that, notwithstanding Colonel 
Murray’^ coming to Ougein, Jeswunt Rao Holkar invested 
the fort of Mundesoor durmg full two months, and plundered 
and laid waste the whole of that distinct, includmg the town ; 
and that m the same manner, while Colonel Murray was at 
Ougem, Meer Khaun the Afghan, a partizan of Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar’s, mvested the fortress of Bhelsa and plundered the 
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whole of that diatnct, and the town and fort, which he cap- 
tnred and yet no aflsiBtance or protection wm afforded by 
the Colonel'’ 

It i« true, that the treaty of defensire alhance contama the 
atipnlation to which your Highness refers , and that stipola 
tion u reciprocal The permanent security and trauqmlhty 
of hoth states is the basis and object of the alliance. When 
the security and tranqmlhty of either state are menaced by 
the violence and aggression of an external enemy it becomes 
the duty of hoth to combine them efforts for the destruction 
of the enemy, and each state will have folflUed the ohligabon 
of the defensive alliance in the degree m which its exertions 
liave contnbuted to that end. 

In the prosecution of the war il must be expected that the 
enemy ill occasionally gam opportumbea of ravaging the 
temtoncs of the allied states. 'The obligatjons of the defen- 
sive alliQDce being reciprocal tbe Bntuh Government might 
with eqnal jiutice ascribe to yonr Highness a noIatiOD of the 
treaty of defensive alliance because your Highneea afforded 
no protection to the British temtones against the incursions 
of the enemy 

An oppeal to the evidence of facts, however, wiH manifest 
the degree In which either state has fulfilled the obligaUona 
of the defensive alliance 

By the valour activity and still of the British arnues, 
Jeswunt Ilao Hollar has been deprived of nearly all hla ter 
ntonnl possessions a part of which inclnding tbe capital city 
of Indore was delivered over to yonr Highness s officers 
The whole of his force has been repeatedly defeated, and 
nearly destroyed with the loss of aH his artillery and he him 
been deprived of every resource, but that which be derives 
from tbe feeble and precarious aid of the Rajah of Bhurt- 
pore. 

Has your Highness according to the provisions of treaty 
contributed m any degree to these victonesT On the con- 
trary has not the condnet of your Highness and of your 
officers aided tbe cause of the enemy against the power by 
which those victories have been atchleved, and with which 
your Highness was pledged to co-operate. 

lour Highness lias asserted, that pecuniary dlfficultiet. 
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l aVe prevented your exertions in the prosecution of the war, 
and occasioned the junction of a large portion of your High- 
ness’s troops with the enemy’s force. 

Admitting the justice of this assertion can your Highness 
justly claim, in your own favour, tlie operation of an engage- 
ment, the obligations of which you admit your inability to 
fulfil? The British Government, however, adopted every 
practicable measure for the protection of your Hjghness’s 
territory, and your capital of Ougein was actually protected 
from plunder by the advance of the British troops at your 
desire under the command of Colonel Murray. If your 
Highness’s ofllcers at Ougein had jomed Colonel Murray 
with their troops, and employed their exertions in supplying 
the equipments of the British force, it might have been 
practicable to have protected Mundesoor or Bhelsa. But 
far from obtaming any aid from your Highness’s ofllcers. 
Colonel Murray experienced every species of counteraction. 
Your Highness cannot have forgotten that the misconduct of 
your ofiicers at Ougein was a constant subject of remonstrance 
with the late Mr. Webbe , and your Highness is m posses- 
sion of several memorials on that subject, dehvered to you by 
"Sir. Webbe. 

The British Resident repeatedly and urgently advised 
your Highness to pioceed to your capital for the purpose of 
arranging the affairs of your government , for restoring vigour 
and efficiency to your administiation, and of enabhng your 
Highness to fulfil the obligation of the defensive affiance, 
by seizing the possessions of the enemy m Malwa, and of 
co-operating with the British force under Colonel Murray. 
But your Highness, in violation of your repeated promises, 
and of your defensive engagements, directed your march 
towards Hoshemgabad. In further violation of those engage- 
. ments, your Highness entered into a negotiation with the 
Rajah of Berar, without commimicatmg the nature of it to 
the British Government; and in violation of the treaty of 
peace, your Highness permitted the accredited vakeel of 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar to remain in your camp, and pemutted 
the person who assumed the general management of your 
aflPairs to mamtam a constant and clandestme inteicourse 
wi,th him. These observations constitute a sufficient reply to

the charge of a Yiolation of the treaty of defensire aHuuide, 
which yonr Highneas has adduced agalnat the Bntiah Go- 
TcnuneDt. 

On erery occasion when the Resident urged yout' High- 
ne*a to proceed to Ougem for the purpose of restoring the' 
vigonr of your goyermnent, of reyiving the efficiency of your 
declining reionrcea and of cooperating with the British 
troops in the prosecution ofthe wai* your Highness unlfonnly 
asserted yonr inabihty to proceed for want of funds to pay 
your troops and m your ^ghness s letter you have ascribed 
your detention at Boorhonporo to the same cause Your 
Highness however stated In the same letter, that you had 
been enabled by loans, to provide necessaries for your marCh 
and for coHectrag your troops; that you had accordingly 
marched from Boorhanpore that yon had wri tten to aD the 
offleera of your troops to jom yon from every quarter; and 
that it was your mtention to raise new troopsj 
It u evident therefore that your Highness never intended to 
comply with the suggestion of the Resident on the subject 
of your return to Ougem, for your Highness assigned the 
deficiency of your funds as the only cause which prevented 
your return to Ougem in conformity to the Resident s advice; 
and when your Highness, according to your own declaration, 
had obtained funds yon marched in a different direction ; and 
afforded to the Resident no explanation of the nature of your 
designs Under these circumstances, it is evident that your 
Highness never enlertamed the design of proceeding to 
Ongera, or of co-operating with the British troops m the 
prosecution of the war With what degree of justice, there- 
fore can your Highness complain of the conduct of the 
British Govomment In withholding the pecuniary aid which 
you Boheitod, until adequate security had been obtained for 
the due apphcation of those funds to the common cause of' 
tlio alhes, instead of perverting the aid famished by the 
allies, to the came of the enemy 
"i our Highness has stated in yonr letter, that it was your 
determined' resolution, after having collected a numerous 
army consisting both of old troops and new levies, to proceed 
to chaitiio the enemy! and your Highnou ndde, “how can 
I be content to ice a territory which for a long time haj been 
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in my possession and in the coiiquest of Mliich, crores of 
rupees have been expended, and great battles have been 
fought, in the possession of another,” — and that, it is no 
difficult matter to vrest the teiritory from the hands of the 
enemy.” I am unable to comprehend your Highness’s mean- 
ing in the passage above quoted. The enemy has not at any 
stage of the war been able to effect the conquest of a single 
distiict, and, ■wherever the British troops have approached, 
the enemy has sought Ins safety m a precipitate flight,, and 
although subsequently to the date of your Highness’s letter, 
you have received constant reports of the repeated defeats of 
the enemy by the British troops, your Highness has cotinnued 
to augment your forces, and to advance into Hmdostan. 
These measures therefore must he ascribed to objects en- 
tirely different from those which your Highness has declared. 
Before I conclude this letter, I deem it necessary to state 
the leading facts of your Highness’s proceedings, and those 
of your Highness’s officers under the treaty of defensive 
alhance. 

First. After your Highness’s lepeated and solemn assur- 
ances to the Resident of your intention to return to your 
capital, for the purpose of co-'operatmg with the British 
Government in the prosecution of the war, your Highness, 
without affording any explanation to the Resident, directed 
your march towards the territory of Bhopaul, in positive 
violation of your personal promise repeatedly made to the 
Resident. 

Secondly. Notwithstanding, the repeated remonstrances of 
the Resident, on the impropriety of permitting the continu- 
ance of the enemy’s vakeel m your Highness’s camp, that 
vakeel was permitted to remain, and to accompany your 
march , and ivith your Highness’s knowledge the person, to 
whose charge you committed the executive admimstration of 
your affairs, mamtained a constant and clandestme inter- 
course with that vakeel of the enemy. 

Thirdly. The officers of your Highness’s government at 
Ougem, instead of jommg Colonel Murray with any part of 
the troops stationed, at that capital, or affordmg to Colonel 
Murray any aid whatever in his preparations for the field, 
counteracted the measures of that officer, and opposed every 
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degree of difficulty to his i< ertiona hi compledng the eqmp 
ments of tbe army under hia command 

Fourthly Two of your Highneas a rSditary connnanden 
■with the troop* under their^command, "who were appomted ti 
co-oi>erate -with the Bntiah force* in Hindostan, deaerfed t< 
the enemy, and ha^ acted with the enemy dnnng the wholi 
•war _ 

Fifthly Your Highnesa hXa openly jiutifled the condnc 
of thoae officer* m deserting to the enemy on the plea tha 
the Bntish commander* refuted to advance money for tht 
pay of the troop*, •which your Highnesa wa* bound by treat] 
to farmah at your own charge thereby maintaining a prmci 
pie mconaiatent with the apint of the treatica of peace and o 
defennve alliance. 

Sixthly Your Highne** baa withdrawn your troop* frou 
tho*e dutncta which had been conquered from the enemy bj 
the Bntuh forces, and •orrendered to your H5ghne*ai 
officer* Thereby rcitonng to the enemy a part of his re* 
•ource* of which he had been deprived by the excrtionj oj 
the Bndsh troops, and of which the bene&t bad been excln 
lively transferred to your Highness 
Seventhly Your Highness has condocted a secret ne^ 
tiation with the Rajah of Berar without affording to the Bri- 
tuh Retident any explanation of the nature and’object of it, 
thereby violating an express stipulation of the treaty of de- 
fensive alliance 

Eighthly "i OUT Highnes* ha* violated the temtory of his 
Highness the Pcishwa, the ally of Bntiah Government, 
by mvading and plundering the dis^ct of Satigur by de- 
itroying the city and besieging the forti and by eiactujg a 
contribution from that place by force of arms.t. 

Nmthlv Notwithstanding your Hlghne«*s repeated and 
moat solemn assurances to the British representative of your 
inteuHon to proceed to the capital of your dominions, your 
Ilighne** has marched with a large army to Norwn, on tha 
frontier of the territory of an ally of the Bntuh Government. 

Tenthly "iour Highnci* ha* continued to augment your 
army by collecting your troop* from all quarters, by new 
levies, and by the acceiaiou of a numerou* tram of artillery 
although your Highnes* professed an utter mabihty to supply 
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funds for the paymeilt of youi army previously to its augmen* 
tation, and although the declared object of those measures 
had ceased to exist, thereby justifying a suspicion that your 
Highness’s views were diiected lather against the Biitish 
’Government oi its allies, than against the common enemy. 

Ele^enthly. Your Highness has suffered the Jate flagiant 
outrages against the person and piopeity of the British Re- 
presentative and his suite, committed by persons m your 
Highness’s service and withm the hmits of your Highness’s 
camp, to pass unnoticed and iinatoned, without any endea- 
vours to discover and punish the oflPenders, and without any 
effectual measures for recovering the plundered property or 
any declared intention of repaying the amount; without 
offering a public apology or addressing to me any excuse to 
palliate an outiage so atrocious against the sacred character 
of the Representative of the British Government residing at 
your Highness’s Court, and without any endeavour to alle- 
viate the personal distress of the British Representative, 
either by contributing to his accommodation, or by any acts 
of kindness or hospitality. 

‘•—^Twelfthly. Your Highness has revived your claim to the 
districts of Gohud and Gwalior, alienated from your High- 
ness’s dommipn by the operation of an article of the treaty 
of peace ; after a minute and deliberate discussion upon that 
subject with youi Highness’s government ; and after the most 
solemn and pubhc renunciation of that claim on the part of 
your Highness in presence of the British Resident at your 
Highness’s Court; and after having publicly accepted and 
confirmed the list of treaties, by one of which this ahenation 
was declared. 

Thirteenthly The general conduct of your Highness’s 
government, and especially the augmentation of your High- 
ly ness’s force and your maich to Naiwar, have encouraged the 
\ enemy to expect youi Highness’s support, of which expecta- 
^ tion the enemy has made a pubhc boast , and a general opi- 
\nion exists in Hindostan and the Deccan that your Highness 
has resolved to unite your forces with the remnant of the 
enemy’s power m a contest against the British Government, 
your friend and ally. 

By aU these acts your Highness has manifestly violated not 
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pn^} the obhgationB of the treaty of defensive alliance, but 
also of the treaty of peace. 

Your Higlincfls cannot hare forgotten the reduced state of 
your power at the tune when the generosity and clemency of 
the Bnbsh Government granted to your Highness m the last 
extremity of rmned fortune, and m the moat abject condition 
of defeat and distresa, the hberal peace which you implored 
after havmg vainly endeavoured, by a war of aggression m 
confederacy with another state, to disturb the foimdations of 
the British empire in India 

Your Highness must be aensiine that yon were mdebted at 
that moment for yocr existence as a state, if not for your 
life excluBTvely to the mercy of the Britiah powe^ which 
after an uninterrupted and rapid succession of the most glo- 
rious victories over your Highnesss armies, after the con 
quest of the greater part of your former dominions, m the 
hour of tnumph granted to yon terms of peace by which a 
considerable portion of the tomtory, conquered by the Bri- 
tish arms was restored to your dominion and you were again 
recognixea amongst the mdependent states of India, and 
placed m a coudition of dignity and honour, tinder every 
circumstance calculated to alleviate your feehngs, to restore 
the tranquillity of your mind and to revive the order and 
efficiency of your government. 

After the conclusion of peace your Highness sohcited the 
protection of the Bntish power against tlie manifest designs 
of Jeswirat Rao HoILar, which menaced entire rum to your 
state The Bntish Government consented to afford you that 
protection and to guarantee your Highness in the secure and 
tranquil possession of all the rights and pnviloges of an mdo- 
pendent power and your Highness now is ihdobted for jour 
perfect sccunty against HoILar and for the means of pro- 
tecting your own temtorj, and of occupying that of the^ 
enemy, to the exertions of the British armies opposed to 
Ilolkars forces. i 

Tlic return wlucli your Highness has thought proper Icy 
make for this unmerited liberality on the port of the Bntif4 
Government is sufficiently explained in this letter, and is notv 
public in ever} region of llindoston and the Deccan where 
tlic result of the late war the terms of the peace and your 
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Highness’s conduct towaids the Biitish power, are fully 
known and ell understood. But the British Government is 
still disposed to viev vith indulgence even the recent acts of 
youi Highness’s counsels. I am still disposed to maintain 
the relations of amitj and peace with your Highness , and to 
continue to preserve the provisions of the tieaties of peace 
and defensn e alliance, provided )'our Highness shall adopt a 
course of proceedings suitable to the spirit of those engage- 
ments. 

In the meanwhile the Biitish Resident is directed to satisfy 
such parts of your Highness’s lepresentations as appear to 
he proper and compatible with the foundations of the alliance, 
unless joui Highness's conduct shall have precluded all 
hopes of amity and peace. I most anxiously deprecate such 
an e\ent, being sincerely solicitous not only to maintain peace 
vith 3 'our Highness, but to fulfil every duty of friendship, 
and to promote the prospeiity of j^our Highness’s affairs, and 
the honour and stability of your government. 

But if, in despite of my efforts to maintain the relations of 
amity, your Highness shall compel me to renew the war, 
-every exertion of the British arms shall again be employed in 
ever}' quarter of India for the necessary and salutary pui pose 
of imposing a due restraint upon the violence, treachery, and 
ambition of a state, whose perverted counsels have manifested 
an utter contempt of every obligation of justice, faith, grati- 
tude, and honour.

Rao Scindiah, undei date the 23d ultimo, of which a copy 
has been forwarded to your Lordship, contains the detail of 
Mr. Jenkins’s conferences with Scmdiah’s mmister, Annah 
Bhasker, on the subject of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah’s declared 
mtention of proceeding to Bhuitpore. I trust that Mr. Jen- 
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km* bad before transmitted a copy of that despatch to yotrr 
Lordship 

2. Considemig the extraordinary proposition of Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah connected with a knowledge of the detail 
Mr Jenkms s commumcations with the Durbar upon th«‘ 
subject, the impression produced upon my mind by the tree 
cherous and insulting nature of that proposition and by other 
pomts of the transaction soggest to me the expediency of 
stating to your Lordship m a more decided manner the reso- 
lution which I have adopted with respect to the measures to be 
pursued towards Scmdiah, in the actual situation of kfiairs 
S Your Lordship will not fad to remark the distinct avowal 
of Aimah Bhasker, that hitherto the intenDons of Serjie Rao 
Ghautka have been hostile to the British Government.

ally, the Ranah of Gohu,d, or by any other route in which 
be shall pass the line of demarcation presciibedby the treaty 
of pence, your Lordship will instantly adopt the most active 
measures for the entire destruction of his force, and that you 
Mill employ every effort, and direct all the troops within 
reach of Scindi.ih, to act with vigour against that chieftain, 
if his army should attempt to pass that line under any pre- 
tence vhnte^cr, or should take up any position upon that 
line of a dangerous natiiie to oui security.

But to provide for 
the possible case of a construction of my late orders, which 
may appear to your Lordship to warrant a greater degree of 
forbearance with respect to Dowlut Rao Scindiah than is 
consistent with my actual sentiments, I have considered it to 
be my duty to state to your Lordship, in the most explicit 
terms, my deteimination to vindicate the rights and dignity 
of the Biitish Government, by employing every effort foi the 
dcstiuction of a power which, after violating eveiy sacred 
obligation of faith, honour, gratitude and justice, now pre- 
sumes to dictate to the British Government by the msulting 
measure of an aimed mediation, the terms of an accommo- 
dation with the enemy, against which it is bound to aid us as 
an ally. In the event of hostilities with Dowlut Rao Scin- 
diah, your Excellency will of course endeavour, by every 
practicable means, to piovide for the safety of Mr Jenkms, 
and of the gentlemen of the Residency.

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the oulcrs contained m Iiis despntcii to your address dated 
theiillli of Januarj', 1S05,* by which you are authorized 
e\entually to relinquish the powcis committed to you by liis 
Excellency’s instructions dated the 9th November last, to 
take u])on you, ‘'the chief command of all the Biitish troops 
and of the forces of our allies serving in the territories of the 
Peishuah, of the Soubahdar of the Deccan, or of any of the 
Mnhratta states or chiefs and to assume and exeicise the 
general direction and contioul of all the political and mi- 
htary^ affairs of the Biitisli Government in the territories 
of the Soubahdar of the Deccan, of the Peishwah, and of the 
Mahratta states and chiefs ” 

2. On this occasion the Governor-General in Council con- 
siders it to be his public duty to record his high sense of the 
great and important advantages derived to the British in- 
terests in India, fiom your numerous and substantial services 
iu the field, as well as from the prudence, judgment, and 
distinguished skill and ability, with which all the political 
negotiations entrusted to your chaige have been conducted. 

8 Your long, assiduous, able, and valuable services in My- 
sore, have received on every occasion the entire approbation 
of this government. And the Governor-General in Couned 
deems it to be his duty to acknowledge, that the due execu- 
tion of his orders with regard to the government of Mysore 
IS to be ascribed in a great degi'ee to your conduct, and that 
the prosperous condition of that country, and the happy 
state of the British alliance with the Rajah of Mysoie, are to 
be attributed to the efficient aid which you have given to the 
several Residents who have been employed by the Biitish 
Government at Seringapatam, and to the Dewan Poornagah 
in the discharge of his duty. 

4'. From the time of y'our march from the frontier of My- 
^ sore on the 9th of March, 1803, until the conclusion of the 
late wai with Dowlut Rao Scindiah and the Rajah of Berar, 
the success of your mihtary operations was unmterrupted 
and splendid and his Excellency in Council considers it to be 
a tribute of just approbation to add, that durmg the entire

the Sonbahdar of the Deccan. 

6. I>nrmg the courae of yoor communications with Dowlnt 
Rao Somdiah and the Rajah of Berar, prenonily to the 
commencement of the war, yoor proceedings were regnlated 
by the atncteit pnnciples of moderation and by the most 
comprehensive and accurate view of the rights, mteresta, 
and duties of the British Government m India. Your con- 
duct throughout the negotiations for the conclusion of peace 
with both the hostile powers manifested the most distinguished 
judgment ability fermneit, end temper The pacrflcatioii 
effected by you m the conduston of the treaties of Deogaum 
and of Suijee Angeugaum was highly glonous to the Bntish 
Government and bencfiaal to the interests of India, and 
your prudence and disccmment m the conduct and conclu- 
sion of yoor negotiations with the Rajah of Berar and with 
Dowlnt Rao Scmdiah, correspond with the glory of your 
achicvemenls m the field, which have added splendor to the 
Bntuh name and stability to the Bntish empire m India 

7 The Governor General m Connefl ther^ore signifies bis 
pnbhc thanks to you for the eminent cirfl and military ser- 
vices which you have rendered to your country and to the

My DEAR Arthur, Fort Will mm 27tli October, 1803 

You will conceive the pride and delight -with which I re- 
ceived the details of your most splendid victory of the 23rd 
September , you will also feel my disappointment at not 
having received them from yourself the intenuption of the 
"Dauk through Cuttack induced the collector to embark all 
your despatches down to the 3rd of this month, and not a 
syllable from yourself has leached me of any date between 
the 12th of September and the 3rd of October. 

But from various quarters the particulars of your glory 
have reached me, although not in a form which can yet ad- 
mit of a public order (beyond the honours of a salute) yet m 
substance sufficiently solid to found the basis of hopes as 
auspicious as your fame must be durable, and m India un- 
rivalled. With much solicitude for the success of youi ope- 
rations on public grounds, and with every additional anxiety 
which affection could mspiie, I have fixed my attention on 
your progress from the hour of your departure from General 
Stuait’s camp, to the moment of your action of the ^rd of 
September , and I declare to you sincerely that you have in- 
finitely surpassed all that I could have required from you in 
my pubhc capacity, and have soared beyond the highest 
point, to which all my affection and all the pride of my blood 
could have aspired, in the most sanguine expectations which 
could be suggested by my sentiments of lespect and love for 
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a brother, who has always held the highest place m my 
heart. 

Yonr battle of the 2Srd (of which I hare seen plans) is 
equal m skill and fortitude to any of which the account exists 
in history Your loss certainly was dreadful (if not eiagge* 
rated to me) — the result mast I think reduce the enemy 
CTther to peace or to the condition of mere fieebooters ac 
companied as your success is by such a crowd of victories in 
all parts of India, as I beheve never before was condensed m 
so tTnnll a space of tone, Yoamay however, be assured that 
your reputation is of the first lustre and magnitude; and 
splendid, matchless as was your victory of the 2Srd, it was 
not more than was expected from yon, nor in my judgment 
does It excel the honour you have acquired in conducting your 
army from Mysore to Aasaye, and m accomplishing aH the 
great objects which were finally aecnred on the 2Srd of Sep- 
tember 

I am in hourly expectation of your despatches, and there- 
fore I shall not wnte more at present, you will be glad to 
recerre this short note, and when yon reflect on the troubles

Although I entirely ap- 
proved of your armistice, and thought it a moat judlaous 
measure, I confess that I prefer your victory to your armis- 
tice, and I think your last battle must have removed every 
obstacle to peace and facihtatcd every accommodation which 
can tend to enlarge tho channels of anucablo intercourse. 

I have not yot divined whether the battle was occasioned 
h) a rupture of the truce on the port of Semdiah, or by 
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Scindiali’s refusal to grant to his Vakeels the powers which 
you most jiroperly hare required (for the purpose of found- 
ing the basis of the negotiation on the admission of our le- 
tcntion of a part of oui conquests) or by Scindiah’s le-disa- 
^owal of Ins avowal of Jeswunt Rao Goorpara, or by an 
accidental rencontre of the aimics befoie the truce had com- 
menced, or by a ti'cacherous junction between Scmdiah and 
the Rajah of Beiar. But quacunque via, a battle is a profit 
with the nativ e powers. 

In any truce oi treaty you must now require hostages from 
Scindiah’s or Ragoojee’s family upon Lord CornwaUis’s prm- 
ciple in 1792. 

If 3 ou slioiild happen to take the persons of Scindiah or 
Ragoojee, 3 'ou will send them with an escort of honour to 
Fort William, to negotiate peace vv itli me, and to be their 
o\\ n hostages for its due execution.

(Private ) 

My dear Lord, Before Bbwtpore, Apnl lOtb, 1805 

I take the very earliest opportunity of informmg you that 
peace is established between the British Government and 
Runjeet Sing. I tiust the terms may be deemed proper by 
your Lordship. I have taken twenty lacs of rupees from 
the Rajah, to be paid by instalments for the use* of the go- 
vernment, but as he pleads extreme poverty, which I really 
believe to be the case, I have promised that if he behaves to 
the satisfaction of government, the last five lacs shall not be 
taken. He is to pay three lacs down immediately, and the 
remamder by instalments in three years. I really do think 
he is in great distiess, as he certainly has expended a large 
sum durmg the war, and has saved no revenue this year, and 
very httle last year. 

Heig is retamed as is the country granted him last year. 
He begged very haid for Deig, but I told him that could not 
be given; but that possibly if he behaved m a st 3 le com- 
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April, 


pletcly satisfactorily to government, it might be restored 
to hnn hereafter , however, this will depend enUrely upon 
the pleasure of your Lordship In the meantnne it will he 
a complete check upon him and that part of the country I 
trait ray dear Lord you will not disapprove the steps I haV5^ 
failrpn ftj by this means I am at hberty to proceed towards 
Scmdiah, which will I imagine prevent his approach The 
Rtyah received a letter firom him last night, advising him not 
to make peace with the English, saying that he was coming 
to his assistance Scmdiah also wrote to Holkar telling him 
he would come on with bis army but that mtbe first mstance 
he should send on Seijie Rao Ghantka to arrange matters. 
This I imagme he will not do, although he seems mad enough 
to commit every act of violence and foDy 

Holkar is reduced m the extreme he has uo troops, at least 
so few that they can do no more than guard his person, even 
those are starving and he has not a rupee to give them 
They have of late had a most wearisome life, and will not 
remain with him 

I feel reheved by this negotiatioD and although I have 
reason to think we should soon have been m poisession 
the town I fear our troops must have suffered exceedmgly 
from the heat The Rajah s son comes into camp to-morrow, 
to remain so long as I tbinb proper, and to attend roe where- 
ever I choose to take hnn, TTie old roan is extremely ill, I 
have directed Mr Mercer to send a copy of the letter res- 
pecting the money to be taken. I thought it was not a matter 
of consequence to government, the demanding a large sum of 
money down but that the grand object was to show td the 
natives that we conld punish the R^ah for his treachery, by 
taking money and country from hhn, 

I hope end trust, this act of mhio will meet your approba 
don 1 felt the necessity of getting rid of this siege that wV> 
might be ready for Scmdiah who will I should imagmc, give 
up his hostile mtentions, . 

I shall wntc publicly on this business in a day or two I ^

1 have received with great satisfaction your Excellency’s 
friendly letter replete with sentiments of mutual attachment 
and union, and containing intimations on the subjects of 
keeping in view the fulfilment of the obligations of alhance, 
and of the treaties concluded between the two states , of des- ' 
patching Colonel Close on an embassy to my court, and of 
the airival of that officer at Nagpore , of your Excellency’s 
demand for bringing to justice, -j those who fell upon the gen- 
tlemen of the Residency , of the restitution of the plundered 
property , and of your Excellency’s having at heart the 
encrease of friendship and harmony between the two states ,

It is proper to observe, that the expressions of “ bringing to justice,” 
“ calling to an account,” atonement,” and “reparation,” and others of 
similar import, must often be rendered into Persian by the same terms 
The shades of sigmfication are produced by the apphcation of those terms 
The words in Persian which are here translated “ bringing to justice,” are 
those which in the Governor-General’s letter to Scindiah are used to signify 
atonement and reparation The wnter has transferred the application of 
those words to the perpetrators of the outrage 
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together mth other pomta reapectmg my return to ray cn 
pitalj and from a penual of the contents of that letter as 
well aa firom the repreeentations of Mr Jenlona I am appnxed 
of the degree of your Excellency s dupoflition to cultirote 
friendship and union; and thoae communicationj have af“ 
forded me great pleasure.

The present state and equipment of the pilot schooners 
does not admit the detachment of a - schooner from the 
river, I have however directed a gun brig, (with a pilot 
on board) of the force noted in the margin,* to proceed to 
join you at Vizagapatam, in addition to the pdot intended to 
remain on board the Grappler. A skilful master pilot will 
also be directed to proceed m that vessel, for the purpose 
of being stationed on board his Majesty’s ship under your 
command during the contmuance of your cruize

It has adbrded me the highest satisfaction to be enabled to 
deduce, from the amicable tenor of your Highness i letter, 
and from the declarations made to Mr Jenkins by yonr 
Highness s ministers and personally confirmed by your High ^ 
ness a confident opinion that yonr Highness is now sincerely 
disposed to maintain the relabons of omi^ and peace with the 
Bntish Government m the Ipmt of the subsisting engage- 
ments* Depending therefore upon the sincerity of the 
solemn professions which your Highness has conveyed to me 
by le{tCT and personally through the representative of the 
Bntish Government at your Highness i court, and of yonr 
Highness s declared resoludon to act m conformity to those 
professions I have resolved to afford to your Highness end 
to the world on additional proof of my disposition to comflrm

My dear Lord, Camp, April 25, 1805 

I have been lionourecl with all your notes and duections 
respecting Dowlut Rao Scindiah, which your Lordship may 
rest assured shall be earned into effect in the most direct and 
speedy manner possible. My only fear is, that on my 
approach, he with his confederates will retire, and that it will 
be impossible for me to follow him, the country through 
which he vdll pass to the Deccan, being at this season so 
extremely hot, and almost entirely without water. All shall 
be done that men can do. I am obliged to cross at Dhole- 
pore to get at him, as it is not possible to reach the Chom- 
brill by any other road. I could have wished to have gone 
by Kerowly, and by that means have got above him, and 
placed him between Colonel Martindell and my army, but 
^lat is almost impiacticable at any time of the year, and at 
* this season totally so , the passes through the hills are most 
difficult, pal ticularly so with guns, and the scarcity of water 
is beyond imagination. However, if he will lemam at Schil- 
ghur, I will contrive to pass -a part of my army at Dholepore, 
join Martindell, and if possible be in his camp before he 
suspects any thing. The only difficulty is, that he and his 
confederates are so alarmed and waiy that they never rest 
at night. It becomes necessai’y now that Mr. Jenkms should 
leave his camp, but I do not choose to demand him till I am 
near enough to enforce obedience, and be able to give the 
Resident protection. There is no vile act these people are 
not equal to , that inhuman monster Holkar’s chief dehght is 
'>10 butchering all Europeans, and by all accounts Serjie Rao 
Y^hautka’s disposition towards us is precisely the same, con- 
sequently a little management is necessaiy. Before your 
Lordship’s mstructions arrived, I had determmed in the event 
of Semdiah’s advance to have attacked him instantly, but I 
never had any hopes of his doing that. There can be no 
doubt nf his havmg broke the treaty by siiffermg our two 
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ETowed encmiea to resjtle m hi* camp. I shall therefore Iom 
no time, but reach him a* soon a* I can. 

I feel most anxious to come np with these ajaociate* u 
villamy and hare no donht we shall give a good account o 
them. The only thing I bare to dread is the health of tbt 
Europeans , I am trying to find out some mode to keep then 
tents cooler, but their construction is so ill calculated to keej 
off heat, that a* yet I have not succeeded m my endeavours 
If I should get into cantonment dnnng the rams, others shal 
be made, for it u impossible to go on with these 

The wmds are very hot at present , thank God, we an 
healthy and I hope may continne so

I am not yet certain ivhether a successor will 
be appointed from England to ariive here, either before or 
soon after my departuie, or whether Sir George Barlow will 
take charge of the government, but in any event, I hope to 
embark m August. 

As this intelhgence maybe impoitant to your Lordship, 
my sincere wish to promote the convenience of your govern- 
ment, mduces me to announce it to you. I am not particu- 
larly anxious that you should observe seciecy on this occa- 
sion, nor do I desire the circumstance to be published.

1. Your Loidship will have received several communications 
by my authority, by which you will perceive that I have ac- 
cepted an apology from Dowlut Rao Scindiah foi the late 
outrage offered to the British Residenc)^, and that it is not 
my wish that your Lordship should pursue Scmdiah, unless 
he shall make demands at the head of his army from a 
menacing position. 

2. As Scmdiah has retired, it does not appear to me to be 
advisable for your Lordship to pursue him at this season, 
although it would certainly be justifiable to act hostilcl) 
against him, in consequence of his reception of Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar, and of Ameer Kliaun It is ho^\e^er extreniel} de- 
sirable to avoid war with Dowlut Rao Scmdiah I should 
hope that he will not now seek it, and if it be possible to 
effect a settlement ofHolkar’s affairs without further war, 
such an arrangement would certainl}' be advisable. 
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3 It 18 now expedient to canton the army at its seTcral 
fixed station* and this mcarnre properly arranged will afford 
gnffiaent lecunty to our possessions But although I expect 
that we may avoid war with Dowla^* Rao Scindiah I am de- 
cidedly of opinion that the best seihinty for the preservation 
of peace will be such a distnbation of our armies as shall 
enable them to act agamst the enemy with vigour and ce- 
lenty, m case Scindiah shonld commence hoBtfiitiej or 
Holtar again attempt to disturb the tranqmlhty of onr ter 
ritones, 

4 Your Lordship will therefore take this circumstance 
into coniideration m cantoning the army and m every ar 
rangement which you may adopt will advert to the possibility 
of our being hereafter compelled to employ onr arms against 
Dowlot Rao Scindiah and to the necessity of securing our 
valtiable possessions agamst the predatory attempts of Jei 
wont Rao HolLar or of any other freebooter 

5 For this purpose it win be necessary in the event of 
hoitihties that the troops to be employed against Scindiah, 
or any freebooter who may attempt to violate our temtonea, 
should be completely ready to commence actire operations 
as soon as the season inU permit and arrangements wiB of 
course adopted by your Lordship for collecting supphes 
&C. and for completing every other preparation which may 
bo necessary to enable jour Lordship to destroy Scmdiah at 
an early penod of the ensuing season. 

0 I sincerely hope that the active employment of our 
troop* may become unneceisary, but I consider it to bo re- 
qtdsile to request your Lordship s attention to the possible 
contingency of onr being compelled to attack Scindiah or to 
operate agamst Holkar about the month of Anguit, or os 
soon n* the violence of the rainy season may hove subsided 
7 The arrangements stated m a subsequent part of fhis. 
despatch for the cantonment of the troops will enable your 
Ijordship to assemble a safHaent body of troops at the 
shortest notice, but your Ivordsbip will consider the arrange- 
ment to be indispensable, with a new to provide if necessary, 
for the defeat of every attempt which may be made either 
by Holkar singlv or by Scmdiah, or by their umted forces 
against our possessions in the northern qaartcr of Hindos- 
tan. The gram and store* requu-ed for the corps destined 
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for Q\ cntunl field sci'\ ice, should be collected at an advanced 
post, and ineasuies should be adopted for ibis purpose wnth 
ill possible expedition 

S. Your Lordship tvill be pleased to send the Bombay 
inny under Major-General Jones, towards Rampoorab, tbeie 
"o be cantoned until the season shall admit of its movement 
:o Guzcrat It is of gieat consequence that the Bombay 
iriiiy should return to that province as soon as may be pos- 
?ible, and I should hope that it might maich through Malwa, 
alien the season becomes more favourable, before the vio- 
lence of the rains shall commence. If the Bombay army is 
to wait until the complete termination of the rainy season 
before it ino\es towards Guzerat, a long period of time must 
elapse befoie the government of Bombay can have the ser- 
vices of the troops at pi esent under the command of Major- 
General Jones, and considerable inconvenience to the public 
interests in the proiince of Guzerat may lesultfrom the delay. 
I am satisfied therefore that youi Lordship will direct the 
movement of the Bombay army to Guzerat as soon as the sea- 
son may admit of th6 adoption of that important arrangement. 

9. In proceeding through Malwa your Lordship will of 
course take particular care that the Bombay'army is of suf- 
ficient strength, especially in cavalry, to be superior to the 
Mahiattas. The Bombay armj’^ should be able not only to 
defeat the mam body of the Mahiatta armies, but should 
also be able to piotect its supplies, against any plunderers 
who may attempt to intercept them, while our troops are op- 
posed to the jnain body of the Mahratta armies For this 
purpose it will be indispensably necessaiy to strengthen the 
Bombay army ^vlth an efficient body of cavalry, and youi Lord- 
ship will probably be of opinion that two regiments of native 
cavalry will be necessary to secure there impoitant objects. 

10 It IS also of importance that the equipments of the 
Bombay army should be rendeied as complete as possible, 
and that the Bombay troops under the command of Major- 
General Jones should be placed in a state, fit for active field 
service previously to the commencement of their march to- 
wards Guzerat 

11. Your Lordship will probably consider it to be advisa- 
ble to direct Lieut -Colonel Malcolm to accompany the Bombay 
army, for the purpose of facihtatmg his arrival at the court of 
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Dowlut Rao Scmdrab In that caae adverting to the gene- 
ral tenor of my recent matmctionB to your Lordahip, Co- 
lonel Malcolm might be empowered to employ that army m 
its march to Guaerat, for the purpose of carrying mto effect^ 
any arrangements which may be adopted m concert with 
Scindiah for securing the person of Holkar, or for prosecuting 
the Directs of the mstmctionfl with which your Lordship may 
lumiah Colonel Malcolm 

IS In cantonmg the troops under your Lordship s com 
mand, it appears to me be necessary to provide for the fol- 
lowmg objects 

First. iTie subsidiary force with the Rana of Gohud, to

Secondly A force In the province of Bundlecnnd sufficient 
to cover that province, and to enable the revenue officers to 
complete the settlement of the revenue. 

Thirdly A force at Agra and Mnttra 

FourtUy A force at Delhi and in the northern part of the 
Doab 

IS, With regard to the European troops I am mcbnod to 
be of opinion, that with reference to the conndcrationa to 
which I have adverted m the 6th and 7th paragraphs of this 
despatch, it will not be advisable to send the whole of them 
to such a distance as Fatty Ghur, and Cawnpoor Your 
Lordship wiH m all probability find jt expedient to canton 
the mam strength of your army on the right banlc of the 
Jumna, or In the ncimty of that nver provided the health 
of the Europeans be not exposed to nsL by this measure { 
dangerous effects may be produced on the counsels of Scin- 
diah by the return of our troops to stations far removed 
witbm the mtenor of our own provincea. The cantonment 
of the troops on the frontier, while it keeps m check all hos->^ 
tile or pro^tory attempts, will also confirm the tranquilhty ’ 
and good order which now subsist in the conquered pro 
Vinces. If such an armngciDcnt were practicable, it would i 
be highly desirable to hwuntain a large body of Europeans in 
cantonment on the nght bank of the Jumna, and I recom- 
mend this point to your Lordship s most serious attention-

or nt least one considerable European corps on the right 
bank of the Jumna permanently. Such an arrangement will 
alnays enable your Lordship without difficulty to compose 
e\cry corps in ad\ance of a due proportion of European and 
nati\e infantry.

\ance should be composed of a certain proportion of mfantry 
and regular cavalry, and if possible of Europeans, as I con- 
sider any regulaily composed army of this description to be 
superior to any force, which the whole collected power of the 
natiie states can now assemble 

Id. Adverting to the state of our military power and re- 
sources, and to the condition of the Mabiatta armies, it ap- 
pears to me that all corps of irregular troops in our service 
may now be reduced. The expense of these coips is great, 
and their reduction would afford immediate relief. Care 
must be taken however to make a suitable provision for the 
native chiefs, who will otheiwise be compelled to seek ser- 
vice with the enemy. It is possible that the iriegular corps 
ma}'^ be disposed of among the allies, and the officers for- 
merly m Scindiah’s service may be distiabuted among the 
_ several iriegular corps. The corps of Pagahs^ entertained in 
Bundlecund, if not already discharged, may in all probability 
be dismissed immediately 

15. With regard to the Sepoy battalions in Bundlecund, 
who quitted the service of Ambajee and of Scindiah, to 
enter into our service, it may not be advisable to disband 
tbem, if they can be employed without expense to the Bri- 
tish Government. Three of them might be allotted to the 
Rana of Gohud, and three might be employed at Delhi, in- 
stead of the three battalions of Nujeebs, under Colonel 
Ochteilony I understand that two of Scindiah’s former bat- 
talions, are already under Colonel Ochterlony at Delhi. 
This arrangement would therefore provide for eight of these 
battahons. 

16. Perhaps the Soubahdar of Jhansi, as we have en- 
gaged to protect him, would receive one or two of these 
battahons, and the remamder might be disposed of among 
our other alhes and dependants The Begum Simii oo may 
also be mduced to receive into her service some of the irre-

A detailed plan for the dutribution of these troops on the 
right bant of the Jumna also cantonments at Agra Delhi 
and Bimdlecund a distributioo of the troops m the Doab and 
Rohfleund, including the ATziers temtory This detailed 
plan should show the iThrobcr of troops proposed to be sta- 
tioned at the different cantonments, garrisons, Ac. and should 
be accompanied by a general return of the number of men 
composing the army under the command of your Lordship. 

20 I shall also be happy to receive from your liordship 
q““hty of gram and stores collected at tho 
different dcpdUj u well as of the ordnance cattle stores. 
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&c. and also to learn from you the portion of supplies which 
you would desiie to draw fioni Benares and Patna. 

SI. The enclosed copies of orders to the governments 
of Fort St. George and Bombay will apprize your Lordship 
of my intentions wuth regard to the troops under those govern- 
ments respectively, and will enable your Lordship to regulate 
your proceedings with reference to the distribution of the troops 
in the province of Guzerat, and m the Deccan.

1. The despatch from your honourable Court in the poli- 
tical department under date the 28th of November 1804, was 
received at Foit Wilham on the 2d instant, and a reply to 
it from the Governor-General in Council, will be submitted 
to your honourable Court by an early conveyance. 

2. I trust that the explanations which the Governor-Gene- 
ral in Council offers to the indulgent consideration of your 
honourable Court, in answer to the remarks contamed in 
your honouiahle Court’s letter, may prove satisfactory to 
you , and I enteitain a confident expectation that the Gover- 
nor-General in Council will also afford sufficient proof to 
your honourable Court that the motives and objects of all 
his endeavours in your service, have been the preservation 
and improvement of the interests of the Company, and of the 
nation in India. 

3. The present state of affairs in India appearmg to admit 
of my early resignation of the Government General, and my 
health being extremely precarious, I propose to embark for 
England in a ship of war as soon as the season will permit; 
Sir Edward Pellew has provided a ^vessel for the purjiose, 
and I am therefore enabled to submit to your honourable 
Court this respectful notification of my fixed intention to 
dehver over the charge of this government to Sir G. Bailow, 
at that period of time.

1 The eatabluhment of a permanent arrangement for the 
anpport of his Majesty Shall Allum and of the royal house- 
hold at Delhi, having been trader the consideration of the 
Governor-General m Council, with reference to the notes of 
instructions transmitted to you on the 16th of November 
18M and to the observations contained in yonr letters dated 
the 30th of the same month the 8th of December following, 
and the Oth of February 1806, I am directed to communi- 
cate for your information and guidance tbe final determination 
of his EiceHency m Council on this important question. 

2, The objections stated in yonr despatches of the SOtlr 
November and &th December ISOi to tbe transfer of the 
lauds to be assigned for the support of the royal household, 
to tbe management of native officers to be appointed by hii 
Majesty! sole controul, are extremely forcible His Excel- 
lency in Council has accordingly been pleased to determine 
that tbe territory to be assigned to the royal family shall 
remaiq under charge of the Resident at Delhi, and t^t the 
revenue shall be collected and justice be administered in the 
name of his Majesty and under regulations to be prescribed 
by the authority of the Bntish Government 

3. The temtory to be assigned to his Majesty is to com- 
pnte all that portion of the temtory on the right bank of the 
Jumna, ceded to the honourable Company under the treaty 
of Seijic Anjengaum which is situat^ to the north west of 
a town or village named Kaboolpore, in the map of the ceded 
and conquered provinces constructed by Lieut-Colonel Cole- 
brooke All the lands m the Doab now under yonr manago- 
ment ore to be transferred to the Collectors of Sehanmpore or 
ofAllghur, and the lands on tho right bank of the Jmnna, to 
the south-east of Ivaboolporc which may have been committed 
to your charge are to bo made over to tho Collectors of Alt 
ghur, or of Agra. The distncts to which these lands are to ho 
respcciiTcly annexed must be determined with reference to 
the local poiition of the several pergunnahs to he transferred 
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4. The territory assignetl for the support of lus Majesty 
and the lojal family, is to continue as at present under your 
management, and you arc ruthorized to let the lands m farm 
for a period of three 3 cars, on the best terms which can be 
obtained, reporting your proceedings in the execution of this 
arrangement for the confirmation of the Governor-General in 
Council. The general engagements to be required from the 
farmers will be stated to you in a separate despatch. 

5. You vill communicate this arrangement to his Majesty 
Shah Alhmi, and jou will at the same time signify to his 
hlajesty,’ the request of the Governoi-General in Council, 
that his Majest} vill be pleased to appoint a dewan and other 
inferior ofiicers to attend at the office of collection for the 
pin pose of ascertaining and reporting to his Majesty the 
.'imoiint of the revenues vihicli may be received, and the 
charges of collection, and of satisfying his Majesty’s mind 
that no part of the produce of the assigned territory shall be 
misapjiropriatcd. 

6. Ihvo courts of justice will be required for the administra- 
tion of civil and criminal justice, according to the Mahomedan 
law, to the inhabitants of the city of Delhi and of the assigned 
teiiitor} l}ing without the precincts of the city. The judges 
of each of these courts must be selected from amongst the 
most respectable and learned of the Mussulman inhabitants 
of Delhi, and no sentences of the criminal courts extending 
to death should be cai’ried into execution without the ex- 
press sanction of his Majesty, to whom the pioceedings in all 
tiials of this description are to be reported by the judge of 
the court before whom the prisoner may be tried, through 
the channel of the British Resident. 

7. No ciiminal must in futuie suffer the pumshment 
of mutilation, under sentences of the courts, to be established 
in the assigned territory. When a prisoner shall be sentenced 
under the MahOmedan law to lose two limbs, the sentence 
must be commuted for imprisonment and haid labour for the 
term of fourteen years , and when the sentence shall adjudge 
the prisoner to lose one limb, it is to be commuted for im- 
piisonment and hard labour for seven years, 

8. A civil servant of the Company will be appointed your 
assistant for the special puipose of aiding you m superm- 
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tending the coUecUon of the rerenoe, and the adminifltraUon 
of justice 

9 You are desired to report for the consideration 
orders of the Goyemor-General m Council, your sentiments 
with respect to the subsidiary regulations which ought m 
your judgment to be adopted for the administration of justice 
in citil and cmnioal cases and with respect to the establish- 
ments which may be required for each of the courts. The 
system to be introduced will necessarily be defective and 

* the utmost circumspection will therefore he r|quired m 
the selection of the judges on whose character' and mte- 
gnty the equity of their decisions must m a great measure 
depend 

10 You will signify to his Majesty that if the arrange 
ments now to he mtroduced mto the assigned territory shall bo 
foimd to be ill calculated to promote the improvement of the 
country and to ensure the realisation of the pnhhc revennes 
the Governor General in Council will hereafter submit for bis 
Majesty s approbatiou such modrfirations of the proposed 
system as shall m his judgment appear to be necessary to 
ensure to his Majesty all the advantages which the country 
IS capable of yieldmg and at the same time to aecure the 
bappmess and prospenty of the people 

11 To provide for the immediate wants of his Majesty, 
and his royal household, the Govemor-General m Coun<^

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lo You are Hkew ise authorized to pay to his Majesty at 
the great festivals of the Jeshun, tlie Edes, Nouroze Biis- 
smit, Hooly and at the Ramzaun, the sum of 10,000 rupees 
according to nntient established usage. 

M'. In the negotiation of this arrangement as it lespects 
the heir apparent, and his royal Highness Mirza Izzut Buksli, 
it must be stipulated that the Jnghcers now held by those 
•'jirinces in the Doab, shall be surrendeied to the British Go- 
^crnmenl. 

15. 'I'lic airangcments proposed in your letters to the 
right honourable the Commandei-in-Chief, dated the 16th of 
IVIarch, and to his Excellency the Governor-General, dated 
the f?.Sd of the same month, for the establishment of a mili- 
tar} force for the protection of the assigned territory, and of 
the north-west fiontier of our possessions in Hindostan is 
considered to be judicious. The Governor-General in Coun- 
cil is howcicr of opinion, that it would be expedient to sub- 
stitute for llic three Nudjeeb battalions, proposed to be 
stationed at Cai noul or Paniput, and at Nurnole, three of

16. The sentiments of the Governoi -General i^ Council 
on this arrangement, have been communicated to the right 
honourable the Commander-in-Chief, by whom you wdl be 
furnished with instructions for the regulation of your pro- 
ceedings. The Commandei-in-Cliief will also determine 
whether in consequence of the vicinity of the assigned teiii- 
toiy to the possession of the Seiks, it may be necessary to 
maintain any ii regular cavaliy on the frontier. 

17. The pay of the tioops of eveiy description to be em- 
ployed in the assigned territory is to be regularly issued to 
them from the treasury of the Resident at the court of Delhi, 
under proper regulations to be determined hei eafter 

18. Your suggestion that the Forts of Govilghui, Mandoo- 
,ghur and Kanoor, should immediately be dismantled, appeals, 
,to the Governor-General in Council to be judicious, you will 
not howevei demolish the fortifications until you shall have 
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obtained the prenoua aancbon of the nght honourable the 
Commander m Chief to that meaanre. 

19 When the arrangementa prescribed in this despatch 
shaD have been earned into effect, yon will submit for the 
consideration and orders of the Governor-General m Council 
a detailed report of your proceedings m the introduction of 
the system proposed to be established in every branch of the 
administration of the temtory assigned to hit Majesty, and 
you win famish regular monthly accounts of all your receipts 
and disbursements, according to forms which will be trans 
nutted to you from Fort Wilham You wiB likewise submit 
to the Governor-General m Coandl ircquent reports of all 
matters connected with the administration of the affairs of 
the temtory placed under your supennteudence and manage- 
ment, in every department of the public service* 

20 The success of your administration will, m a great 
measure depend on the prudence and circnmspecbon which 
may regulate your choice of the natrre officers to be em- 
ployed in Che immediate charge of the revenues, and of 
the pobce of the assigned temtory, and on your own vigi- 
lance m the deteeboQ of abuses. The reputation and per 
manent mterest of the Bntiah Government require that th^ 
administration of the afiairt of the assigned temtory should 
be establiabed and mamtained on a basis of justice and mode- 
ration, and the Governor-General m Council entertams a con 
fident expectation that the important trust committed to your 
charge, will be executed in such manner as shall impress on 
the minds of all descrrptioTis of persons under your authority, 
a just sense or the inestunabre advantages they will receive 
m theur transfer to the mild and equitable authority of the 
Bntish Government, from the lawless domnnon of a Mahratta 
despot.

Upon niy arrival at this anchorage on the evening of yes- 
terday I was favoured ^vith your Excellency’s letter of the 
4th instant, for Yhich I do myself the honour of expressing 
my acknowledgments. 

The terms in which your Excellency has done me the 
lionour of expressing your entire coincidence m those mea- 
sures which I have judged expedient for the defence and 
protection of the trade and settlements of his Majesty’s em- 
pire in the East Indies, are extremely gratifying to my anxious 
regard for your Excellency’s favourable opinion, and although 
I cannot peimit myself to indulge the full extent of those 
liberal expressions in respect to my arrangements, they con- 
vey to my mind a very sensible increase of that regret which 
I entertain upon your Lordship^s resolution of quitting your 
important station, by which I am deprived of a co-opeiation 
which I had been sanguine enough to anticipate with the 
most flattering assurances of cordial unanimity. 

It is extremely pleasing to me to learn that the arrange- 
ment I had made for your accommodation upon youi expected 
departuie for Europe, should have been accepted by youi 
Excellency as a sincere token of that attention, which it would 
ever be my industrious care to shew to your convenience, and 
the preference given to one of the ships lately purchased into 
the Royal Navy at jBombay by youi Excellency, to either of 
his Majesty’s regular fiigates, has induced me to despatch 
his Majesty’s ship Howe for your leception, and her Captain 
will receive my instructions to await the commumcation of 
your Excellency’s final arrangements for your embarkation, 
for which purpose he will hold a constant communication with 
Vizagapatam, that he may be apprized theieof as early as 
possible. 

The Edwaid Hughes must have been recommended 
under erroneous information,* as from a personal knowledge 
of that ship I could not permit myself to comply with your

mconTCDience to which your Excellency would he exposed on 
board her, by reason of her mtcnor structure being totally

I trust the Howe will be found more suitable in every re- 
apect, bemg a remarkably fine ship, with large accommoda 
tions a good sailer, and able to carry a quantity of water, 
and every other ipeaes of supply amply sufficient to permit 
her proceeding direct to England without a necessity of 
putting mto any port for obtaining further supphes.

I am liappy to have it in my power to acquaint you that 
Lord Cornwallis has consented again to undertake the go- 
veinment of India. His long experience in that situation, 
his eminent public charactei, and the relation in which he 
stands from foimer habits both to Sir George Barlow (who 
under different ciicumstances was destined for the govern- 
ment) to the Court of Directois, and also to the Kang’s go- 
vernment, lenders his appointment under present circum- 
stances peculiarly advantageous. 

It is certainly a considerable effort at his age to undertake 
so arduous a trust at so great a distance from home he is 
howevei in good health, and not disposed to deny to the 
public his services wheiever they can be made useful. His 
nomination has passed the Court, and will be regulaily noti- 
fied by the present conveyance to Bengal. 

' His Loidship will regulate his departure from hence iii 
some degree according to the advices that may arrive ; his 
present determination is not to embark before the middle of 
May'next, unless we should hear that you are actually on 
your return Should ciicumstances detain your Lordship in 
India till Lord Cornwallis’s arrival, I am sure it will afford 
him great satisfaction to have an opportunity of communi- 
cating fully and freely with you , and I am satisfied you will 
not only feel anxious to sti engthen and facilitate the progress 
of his administration, but deiive gieat peisonal satisfaction 
fiom delivering over the government into his hands.

The Governor-General in Council now submits to your 
honourable Committee the airangement which has been

je*ty s afikirs, and the pnnciplei upon which that arrange- 
ment u founded. 

It has never been m the contemplation of this govem- 
ment to deme from the charge of protecting and supporting 
his Majesty the privilege of employing the Royal preroga 
tire, as an instrument of estabUehing any control or ascen 
dancy over the states and chiefbuns of India^ or of asserting 
on the part of hla Majesty any of the claims which m his 
capacity of Emperor of Hmdostan his Majesty may be con 
fidercd to possess ttpon the provinces ongm dly composing 
the Moghul empire The benefits which the Govemor-(3e- 
neral m Council expected to derive from placing the King of 
Delhi and the Royal faimly under the protection of the Bn 
tish Government are to be traced in the statements contained 
m our despatch to your honourab^ Committee of the ISth of 
July 180^, relative to the evils and embarrasimenta to which 
the British power might have been exposed by the prosccu 
tion of claup s and pretentions on the part of the Mahmttas, 
or of the Frenchi m the name and tinder the anthonty of bit 
Majesty Shah AJIamf if the person and family of that unhappy . 
monarch had contmued under the custody and control o? 
those powers, and especmlly of the French. With reference 
to this fubject, the Governor-General m Council haw the 
hononr to refer your honourable Committee to tbe contents 
of the enclosure of our despatch of the 13th of July 1801, 
marled A., and to the 73d paragraph of that despatch, in 
proof of the actual exittence of a project for the subversion 
of the Bntish empire m India founded principally upon the 
restoration of the authority of the Emperor Shah AHnwi, 

under the control and direction of the agents of France. The 

difficulty of every project of that nature has been considers 
hly increased by the events which have placed the throne of^ 
Delhi under the protection of the honourable Company The 
Governor-General in Counefl further contemplated the ad 
vantages of rcpuUtlon which the Bntish Government might 
be expected to denvo from the substitution of n system of 
lenient protection, accompamed by a hboral provision for the 
case ^gmty, and comfort of the aged monarch and his dis 
^sed f^ly, m the room of that oppressive control and that 
degraded condiUon of poverty, distress, and insult, under

which the unhappy representative of the house of Timur and 
his numerous family had so long laboured. 

Regulated by these piinciples and vie^Vs, the attention 
of the British Government has been dhected exclusively to 
the object of forming such an arrangement for the future sup- 
port of the King and the Royal family as might secure to 
tliem the enjoyment of c^cry reasonable comfort and conveni 
cnce, and e\cry practicable degree of external state and dig- 
nit} compatible Avith tlie extent of our resources, and with 
the condition of dependence in -uhich his Majesty and the 
Ro} al family must necessarily be placed with relation to the 
British poiicr. In extending to tlie Royal family the benefits 
of the British protection, no obligation was imposed upon us 
to consider the riglits and claims of his Majesty Shah Allum 
as Emperor of llindostan, and the Governor-General has 
deemed it equally unnecessary and inexpedient to combine 
with the intended proiision for his Majesty and his house- 
hold, the consideration of any question connected with the 
future exercise of the imperial prerogative and authority. 

The Goieinor-Gencral in Council has determined to 
adopt an arrangement ujion the basis of the following pro- 
■visions. That a specified portion of the territories in the 
■vicinity of Delhi, situated on the right bank of the Jumna 
should be assigned m part of the provision for the mainte- 
nance of the 1 oyal family. That those lands should remain 
undei the charge of the Resident at Delhi, and that the le- 
venue should be collected, and justice should be administered 
in the name of his Majesty Shah Allum, under regulations to 
lie fixed by the British Government. That his Majesty should 
be permitted to appoint a Dewan and other inferior officers 
to attend at the office of collector, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining and reporting to his Majesty the amount of the reve- 
nues which should be received and the charges of collection, 
and of satisfying his Majesty’s mind that no part of the pro- 
duce of the assigned territory was mis-appropriated. That 
two courts of justice should be established for the adminis- 
tration of civil and criminal justice, according to the Ma- 
homedan law, to the inhabitants of the city of Delhi, and 
of the assigned territory. That no sentences of the cri- 
mmal courts extending to death should be carried into 
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eiecubon without the erprew Banction of his Majesty to 
whom the proceedings m all trials of this descnption should 
he reported, and that sentences of mutilation should I be 
commuted. ' 

That to proTide for the hnmediata wants of hu Majesty, 
and the royal household, the following sums should he paid 
monthly in money, from the treasury of the Resident at 
Delhi —to hiB hlajesty for hia pnraje expences, 00,000 sicca 
rupees , to the heir apparent, exclonre of certain Jagheers, 
10 000 do , to a faTounte son of his Majesty named Mirxa 
Iiiut Buksh 5 000 do , to two other sons of his M^esty, 
1,500 do , to his Majesty a fifty younger sons and daughters, 
10 000 do to Shah Newau*eByiaii,hiB Majesty s Treasurer, 
2,600 do , to Syud Reiiee Khan British Agent at his Ma 
jestys court, and related to his Majesty by marriage 1 000 
do — ^Total per mensem 90 000 sicca rupees. 

That if the produce of the revenue of the assigned ter 
ntory should hereafter adnut of it the monthly sum to be 
advanced to his Majesty for his private expences might be 
increased to one lac of rupees 

That in addition to the sums specified, the sum of 
10,000 rupees should annually be paid to hu Majesty on 
certain festivals agreeably to ancient usage. 

The Governor General in Council deemed the arrange- 
ment proposed by the Resident at Delhi for the esUhluh 
ment of a military force for the protection of the assigned 
territory and of the north westem frontier of our possessions 
In Ilindostan to be judicious and accordingly resolved to 
confirm those armngementi, with certain modificationi calcu 
latcd to afford a provinou for part of the Irregular force m 
the eervlce of the British Government fi^m the expence of 
which it was an object of the Bntish Government to be re- 
lieved, and also for a proportion of the European officers 
heretofore m thesemce of DowlutRaoSciudiah, who quitted 
that scmcc under the proclamation of the Governor-General 
In Council of the 29th August 1803 v 

On the basis of this plan of arrangement detailed in- 
structions were issued to the Resident at Delhi, under the 
date the 23d May, with orders to carry it bto effect, with the 
least practicable delay

2. Adverting, however, to our original mtention of furnish- 
ing your honourable Committee with detailed information on 
the subject of the question agitated at Scmdiah’s Duibar 
relative to the separation of Gohud and Gwalior from the 
dominion of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, and that question having 
been again brought forward by Scindiah after a solemn and 
public 1 enunciation of his light to those possessions, the 
Governor-General m Council deems it right to submit^ all the 
documents connected with that question m a collective form 
to the notice of your honourable Committee. 

3. With this view the Governoi-Geneial m Council has 
the honour to annex to this despatch the documents enume- 
rated in the annexed hst. No. 1, which comprize all the 
information necessary for the complete elucidation of that 
question.^

8. By the tenor of your despatches those pretences appear to be, 

1st lliat the Fort of Gwalior and the country of Gohud were not com-

2d That no such person as the Rana of Gohud exists, and therefore no 
treaty concluded with any person assuming that character could be con- 
firmed by the 9th article of the treaty of peace 

3d That neither Auibajce nor the Rana of Gohud are of the descrip- 
tion of “ Rajahs or others, &c ” mth whom all treaties concluded by the 
Bntish Goverument are confirmed under the treaty of peace 

4th That the ministers of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, who negotiated the 
treaty of peace, understood the honourable Major-General Wellesley that 
the fort of Gwalior, and the country of Gohud, were to be retained by 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah, and that the treaty of peace was concluded in this 
coufideuce The first and second of these pretences appear to have been 
properly repelled by vour replies to Moonshee Kavel Nyne, and Ambajee 
Ingha’s vakeel It may however be observed, in addition to your reply to 
the second ground of argument assumed by these persons, that the person 
with whom the British Government concluded engagements as the legiti- 
mate Rana of Gohud, is acknowledged to be the lineal descendant of the

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11. From the iniiuites it appears, that both the honourable Major-Ge- 
neral Wellesley and the vakeels were fully aware of the extent to which 
the stipulations of the 9th article of the treaty might eventually operate. 

12 Major-General Wellesley repeatedly urged upon the vakeels the danger 
to which the interests of Dowlut Rao Scindiah were exposed by a delay on 
their part in the adjustment of the terms of peace, under the indispensable 
necessity of providing in any treaty of peace for the confirmation of all 
engagements which his Excellency the Comm and er-in-Chief might have 
concluded ailh the states and chieftains of Hindostan, and distinctly ap- 
prized the vakeels that by delay Scmdiah was exposed to the hazard of 
being depnved of his whole territory , and the vakeels are stated to have 
observed, when the 9th article of the treaty of peace was under discussion, 
" that, by agreeing to the demand, the Maharajah might, without knowing, 
cede away half of his remaining territories, as the engagements concluded

13 Tlie ministers of Dowlut Rao Scindiah however appear to maintain 
that they received from Major-General Wellesley assurances which justi- 
Sed a confidence that, notwithstanding the distinct provision of the 9th 
irticle of the treatv of peace, the temtory of Gohud, including Gwalior, 
ivould remain in the possession of Dowlut Rao Scindiah , but, on refer- 
ince to the minutes of conference, no such assurances appear to have been 
Bpven, Major-General Wellesley, in reply to the observation above quoted, 
isscnted to the justice of it, but expressed his behef that no treaty had, at 
hat time, been concluded, “ by which temtory was granted south of the 
me mentioned, and that it was not intended to depnve Scmdiah of any 
erntory but what Major-General Wellesley had claimed ” 

14 It is evident that by these declarations Major-General Wellesley did 
lot pledge, either his own word, or the faith of the British Government, for 
Dowlut Rao Scindiah’s possession of the territory of Gohud after the con- 
dusion of peace On the contrary, Major-General Wellesley admitted 
hat the apprehension of the vakeels, with respect to the alienation of that 
erntory, might possibly be verified , and merely expressed an opmion that 
10 arrangements, iiivolvmg the alienation of that temtory, had probably 
een concluded at that time 

16 On a subsequent discussion of this question, Major-General Wel- 
2 sley 18 stated to have declared to the vakeels, that it was not mtended 
0 demand from the Maharajah “ temtory for any Rajahs or Sirdars beyond 
vhat had been already granted, and that none of the Maharajah’s remam- 
ng terntones (such as were really his) should be granted away by any 
reaty made with any Rajah or other person.” 

16 It is manifest that in this description of temtory Major-General

17 From thit renew of what la atated to hare passed at the confcrencca 

between the hononrahle Mijor-Oenerel Wellealey and theTilceel of Dow 
lot Rao Sdndiab with respect to tbe operation of the 9th artlde of the 
treaty of peace, It Is erldent Firat, TTiat the nheela recelred no assurance 
from Major-General Wellcaley of an extent to jnitl^ an expectatloo that 
notwidutandlng the nature of any engagtJnenta which might haw been 
eondoded by hit Excellency the Conunander-ln-rhlcf with respect to 
Oohnd and Gwalior that territory and fort would form a part of Scmdlah a 
domlnioni after the peace Secondly TTmt the declaration of Wajor-Gc- 
oerel Wellesley on which tbe rikeela must bare founded this expectation 
altht>(^;h it may hare enccureged a hope that Q« allot and Oohnd might re- 
main in the poiaeatlon of Dowhrt Rao Sdodlah, plainly stated tbe po«lble 
exiitenee of engagements by which Sondiah must be depneed of OwiEor 
and Oohnd onder tbe 9th ar^ck. Thirdly That Major-General Wellesley

18. The rerlid declarations of Major-General Welletlcy therefore, far 
from affecting the operation of that artide with respect to the territoriea 
guaranteed to the Rana of Qohud confirm it in tbe moat poaidre texma.

20 It b erident therefore that If Sondlah reaHy be of opbioo that the 
treaty •aiih the Rana of Gohud eould not hare been cooftnned by the 9th 
article of the treaty of peace tbe rakeds of Sdndlah mnst hare bteution 
ally dettired him mih regard to the operation of the 9th artide of the 
^ asnirancea and declarations of the honourable 

MaJor-OreerelWdlesley, but th- rlghta of the Dritbh Gorenunent and 
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the oblif^tion of its pledged faith, cannot be affected by the erroneous 
expectations which Dowlut Rno Scmdmh has been induced to entertain, 
Mitli regard to tlie limited operation of the 9th article of the treaty of 
peace 

21 In the instructions of the Governor-General in Council to the Com- 
niander-m-Chief, of the 13th February,* the question of the confirmation 
of the treaty concluded with the Rana of Gohud, under the 9th article of 
the treaty of peace, is considered principally mth refeience to the en- 
gagements concluded between the British Government and Ambajee, by 
which those territories were ceded to the Company, which were subse- 
quently guaranteed to the Rana of Gohud 

22 If it should be pretended that the engagement concluded with 
the Rana of Gohud could not be confirmed by the 9th article of the treatv 
of peace, unless the territory guaranteed to the Rana by that engagement 
had been previously wTCSted from the dominions of Scmdiah, either bj 
conquest or by a just and valid cession, that under actual circumstances 
ive could not justly claim the benefit of the cessions made by Ambajee, 
and that therefore those territories ought to revert to Dowlut Rao Scin- 
di.ih, vou will find this question discussed, in the instructions to which 
the preceding paragraph refers One material argument however in 
support of our just claim to the benefit of the cessions made by Ambajee 
hanng been omitted, I am duected to take this opportunity of supplying 
It with a view' to cnalile you to meet the pretensions of the ministers of 
Dow’lut Rao Scindiah 

" 23 If we had not acquired a proprietory nght over those terntories, 
and consequently a nght to dispose of them by the engagements mth 
Ambajee, that nght must have been obtained by conquest The Com- 
mander-in-Chief w'as withheld from proceeding to the actual occupation of 
those terntories, for the express pui pose of ultimately restoring them to 
the Rana of Gohud, agreeably to the Governor-General’s onginal plan, 
exclusively by the earnest entieaty of iVmbajee, and by the conclusion of 
engagements with Ambajee The reduction of Gwalior, and the terntory 
dependent on it, was the declared and intended object of the Commander- 
m-Chief’s military operations, after the surrender of Agra, and the 
victory of Laswaree , the army was actually moving towards Gohud and 
Gwalior, when the cession of that fortress and terntory, by the treaty 
concluded mth Ambajee, precluded the necessity of directing the march 
of the army into that country His Excellency the Commander-m-Chief 
therefore merely despatched a small body of troops for the purpose of

24 It IS to be observed, at the same time, that the Rana of Gohud had 
)een, previously to the conclusion of the treaty mth Ambajee, actively 
md successfully employed at the head of a considerable body of forces 
vhich he had levied by the aid of pecuniary supplies furnished by the 
iritish Government, in expelling the troops of Ambajee from the tern-

,30. Tlie CMdent object and operation of the war, and peace, were to 
destroy Scmdiah’s hostile military power, with relation to the Bntish Go- 
vernment and Its allies, and especially to exclude Scmdiah from aU com- 
mand of our frontier, or of the dominions of our allies, more particularly 
in the north-western provinces of Hmdostan The total destruction of 
Scindiah’s state, would have been an act of wanton vengeance, but it 
must never be forgotten, that the effectual reduction of his means of 
reviving an hostile military power, especially on the banhs of the Jumna, 
'was the mam object of the war, and of the peace, Major-General Welles- 
ley’s declaration was therefore undoubtedly made with this limitation, 
’Oltli reference to the particular case of Gohud and Gwalior, Scmdiah’s 
ministers Lave drami from Major-General Wellesley’s declarations a 
conclusion equally false and presumptuous Major-General Wellesley 
expressly declared, that by the operation of the 9th article, Scmdiah might 
lose the district of Gohud (which includes Gwalior) and that our public 
faith required that any engagement concluded by Major-General Lake, 
wth the Rana of Gohud, should be confiimed by the treaty of peace 

31 The ministers of Scmdiah now complain, that the ahenation of 
Gohud i\nll destroy Scmdiah’s state, and will establish a construction of 
the 9th article of a tendency injunous to Scmdiah, beyond the limits 
compatible uith Major-General Wellesley’s assurances, but those assur- 
ances were accompamed by an express reservation of the particular case on 
which the Mahrattas ground their present complaint, smee Major-Gene- 
ral Wellesley distinctly declared at the same conferences, that (although 
we neither intended the destruction of Scmdiah’s state, nor any injury 
beyond the express words and necessary operation of the treaty, and the 
indispensable obligations of our public faith) yet that our pubhc faith 
required the confirmation of any engagements concluded with the Rana of 
Gohud, and that such engagements under the 9th article, might alienate 
the district of Gohud from Scmdiah. 

32 The occupation of the fortress and city of Gwahor, by the Bntish 
troops, has already been stated to be intimately and inseparably connected 
with the objects and purposes of the arrangement concluded with the Rana 
of Gohud With regard to the Bntish Government, the possession of 
Gwalior forms a most important part of that comprehensive pohtical 
arrangement, which was planned by the Governor-General before the 
commencement of the war. The post is highly important to the Bntish 
Government m a mditary as well as in a political point of view, and 
cannot properly come imder the description of cessions demanded exclu- 
sively with a view to the extension of our dominion or resources 

33 We should not be justified by the nature of our engagements with 
the Rana of Gohud, in abandoning without his consent the fortress and 
city of Gwalior to any power except to the Rana himself, and least of 
all can we justly cede Gwalior without the Rana’s consent to that power

Conceadoni tending to 
realore any portion of the military power and inllaence of ScindJah m the 
nortb-weatem prorlneea of Hlndostan might rcrire hopes of recorering 
an ascendancy In that quarter and might famish the dicani of renewed 
war in*teed of cementlug the tie* of alliance.

manner, such verbal explanations as may appear to be necessary 

40 You will then signify to Scindiah in the most firm, but temperate 
and amicable language, the fixed resolution of the Governor-General in 
Council to maintain the rights and interests of the British Government, 
established by the treaty of peace, and by the treaty with the Rana of 
Gohud, according to the tenor of those instruments 

4 1 His Excellency the Governor-General is anxious that all questions 
connected wnth the treaty of iicace should be finally adjusted with the 
least practicable delay, and his Excellency accordingly directs that you 
wll immediately proceed to the adpistment of tfiose which form the 
subject of this despatch, upon the principles s^ted in the preceding 
instructions 

42 After the just rights of the British Government, under the treaty

founded upon the success of the war, granted to him the gratuitous pro-

46 This condition, under such a settlement, is mcompatilile with a 
spirit of arrogance and encroachment , nor will the Governor-General in

IIoNOURMiLE Sirs, Fort William, I5th June, 1805, 

I The ad\ ices r hich the Governor-General in Council has 
rccened fiom the camp of Dowlut Rao Scindiah since the 
(list of i^fay (the date of our last despatch to your honomable 
Committee on the subject of the transactions at that chief- 
tain's couit), have not conveyed the intelligence of any im- 
portant occuiience. Dowlut Rao Scindiah, accompanied by 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar, continued his maich in the dmection of 
Kotah.^ 

2. On the 16th of May those chieftains proceeded with a 
light bod 3 ’^of troops to join Serjie Rao Gliautka, who had ad- 
\ anced to the vicinity of Kotah foi the purpose of realizing 
the monej^ which Ainbagee had consented to jiay (as stated 
in the 1 50th paiagiaph of oui despatch of the 31st of May). 

^ A letter from the Governor-General in Council to the Secret Commit- 
tee, dated the 31st JVIay, contains a narrative of the proceedings of Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah, and of the negotiations at his Highness’s Court in continua- 
tion of the despatch of the 24th March preceding , but is too voluminous 
for insertion It shews the progressive steps by which. Dowlut Rao Sem- 
diah, under the influence of his profligate minister, reached the acme of 
treachery by his actual junction with the common enemy here adverted to, 
under the mask of a pretended and delusive mediation , thus completely 
realising the suspicions of that chieftain’s real designs desenbed m the Go- 
vernor-General’s letter to Lord Lake of the 7th of April, p 51d A com- 
plete account of the whole of the negotiations mth Scmdiah and Holkar 
in 1804 and 1805 was printed by the House of Commons 19th June 1806, 
they occupy a large volume, and may be referred to by any person desirous

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The acting Kendent continned with the baggage m the rear 
at the express recotomendatioii of Dowlut Hao Scindiah 
3 On the 17th of May the battahons of Meer Khaun, m a 
state of extreme Treakness and distress joined the camp, ac- _ 
companied by the baggage of Jeswunt Rao HoTkar On the 
same day, the battalions and guns of IJowlut Rao Scindiab 
under the command of Baptiste, arrived in the vicinity of the 
camp of the confederates. The acting Resident subsequently 
join^ the camp of Dowlut Rao Sandish at the position 
which that chieftam and Jeswunt Rao HoDcar at the date of 
our latest adncca occapied between Kotah and Doondn Tbe 
acting Residents repeated endcavoiira to obtain permission 
to quit the camp of Dowlut Rao Scradiah had proved mef 
fectuah The Govemor-OenerBl m Council has the honour 
to annex to this despatch for your bononrable Committees 
information copies of two letters from the acbng Resident 
with Dowlut Bao Scmdiah to his Excellency the Right Ho- 
nourable the Commander in-Chief, dated the 27th May, the 
date of our latest advices from the camp of the confederated 
chiefroins. 

4 From thoeo despatches your honourable Committee 
observe, that a probability at that time existed of a material 
change in the situation of afrairs at tho court of Dowlut Rao 
Scmdiah by the dismission of Serjie Rao Gliautka. Such 
a change may be expected to afford a favourable opportunity 
for the re-establiihment of our relations with tho court of 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah upon the basis of the existing treaties 
Your honourable Committee will farther observe that in con 
sequence of that expected change m the admimatration of 
Dowlut Rao Scmdiah 8 government, the acting Resident had 
deemed it proper to suspend tho dehvery of the Commander 
In-Chicrs letter to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, to which the ISlst 
paragraph of our despatch of the Slst of May refers. 

5 Having received from the Commander m-Chief a copy 
of his Excellency • instrucbous to the actmg Resident m re- 
ply to the actmg Residents communication of the expected 
change in the councils of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, the Governor 
General In Council deems it proper to annex to this despatch 
a copj of that document, together with a copy of the Coro- 
mandcr m-Chiefs letter to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah, to which it 
refers. TIic course of proceeding adopted by the Commander 
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in-Chief on this occasion, and the tenor of his Excellency’s 
letter to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah appear to the Governor- 
General in Council to be perfectly pi oper. 

6. The Governor-General in Council has the honour to 
apprize your honourable Committee that Lieut.-Colonel 
Malcolm arrived in the camp of the Commander-in-Chief on 
the 1st of June. Lieut-Colonel IVIalcolm will be prepared to 
proceed to the camp of Dowlut Rao Scmdiah whenever the 
state of affairs at that chieftam’s court shall be such as to pro- 
mise success to the negotiations with which he may be 
eiiti usted. 

7 . Your honourable Committee will observe, from the do- 
cument to w'hich the 4th paragraph lefers, that it appears 
that Ambagee has been compelled by severe extortion to pay 
thii ty lacs of rupees to the confederated chieftains. 

8. The Go vernoi -General in Council deems it proper to 
annex to this despatch, for your honourable Committee’s m- 
foimation, copies of two letters from his Excellency the Right 
Honourable the Command er-in-Chief, dated respectively the 
26th and 30th of May, the former stating the ariangements 
adopted by the Commander-in-Chief for the permanent es- 
tablishment of the subsidiary force of British troops to be 
stationed with the Rana of Gohud, accoidmg to the provi- 
sions of treaty,"^ and the latter containing the Commander-in- 
Chief’s reply to the mstructions of the Governor-General in 
Council of the 17th of May (the substance of which is stated 
in the 134th paragraph of our despatch of the 31st of May, 
and a copy of which instructions accompanied that despatch) 
By the tenor of those documents, yom honourable Committee 
will be appiized of the arrangements adopted by the Com- 
mand er-in-Chief for the disposal of the troops under his Ex- 
cellency’s personal command, in conformity to the instructions 
to which this paragraph refers.

timents of entire confidence in the Bnbsh power 

The Governor-General in Council sohats the attention of 
your honourable Committee to his Highness the Peisbwa s 
description of the characters of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, Jeswnnt 
Rao Holkar, and Scijie Rao Ghautka The sentiments of his 
Highness the Peuhwa upon that subject are entitled to pecu 
liar attenuon, and may ho considered to be the general sent!

10. Whilst on this ]iart of the subject I may observe, that 
these l\roolluck-ghecry Icues ha\c constituted for many years 
past a part of the re>enucs, both of the Peisliwa’s and Guiko- 
var s go\cinmcnts, the collection of both shares having gener- 
all\ been entrusted to tlie latter, as thesupieme Government 
must alrendi be ajipri^cd, from the former reports and 
nd\ices of this government, as veil as of the general state of 
Katt war, and the advantages in prospect in the event of the 
Compain’s taking a more direct interest in the affaiis of that 
pcrtuibcd peninsula of Gu^erat, of which an adequate jiros- 
pcct is delineated in Maior Walkei’s address to the Govern- 
ment General, undci date the f^Oth of January, tSOi', as con- 
tinned in my coiiespoiulence on the subject with the honoui- 
able Sir Ai thur Wellesley of the 22nd of February following ,f 
but notwithstanding the honourable Geneial’s sentiments 
being in f.ivour of a dcgice of interposition on our part, suf- 
ficient to enable us to suppress and to obviate the recurrence 
of the commotions among the turbulent chieftains in that part 
of the country, and to lender unnecessary the periodical mih- 
taiy progresses now made thiough it by the Guikowai’s own 
forces for the collection of the Moolluck-gheery , adding also 
thereby to the security of our own navigation, by dislodging 
the pn ates from that part of the coast. The circumstances 
of the times, and the consequent employment of our troops 
on services ofgieatei uigency and impoitance have hitherto 
precluded all effectual recourse to any of the means thus sug- 
gested foi impioving our connection with that part of the 
Peisliiva’s and Guiko\var’s dependencies, which may hkewise 
account perhaps for the silence of the supreme Government 
on the subject of Major Walker’s above noticed suggestions.

19. In oonsidcring the difliciilties that Major Walker had 
in thi-^ negotiation to o\crcome, from the requisite insertion 
of the additional article of mediation, coi respondent to the 
treat\ ofKassein, and i cspecting the Moolluck-^heery service, 
it nould he doing injustice to that zealous and able officer to 
conclude the present address, without intimating to your Ex- 
cellency m\ opinion, that his patience and discretion, have 
obtained in these respects in particular, what might otherwise 
haic prmed unattainable

2 Aj tho lit and 2d article* of tho defimtlre treaty offered no inbject 
for diicutiion and were aiaentod to on the predte tenni of the draft 
which accompanied your deipatch of the 19th April 1804 I ihall pro- 
ceed to obierro on the 3d article. 

3, A modification of the 3d article will be obterrtd in the introductory

13 It will lie unnecessary on the present occasion to trace to what 
origin the Guikowar government derives the right of le\ 7 mg the tributary 
contributions, known bythenameof Moolluck-ghcery, it will bcsufflcient 
to notice, that the right claimed by the one party, is acknowledged by the 
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Other thcrafh the presence of t coerdre force I* ne cetfir y to enjore the 
doe ptyment of a contribution, which it I* held dljhonotirmble to yield, 
mileu by compnlcon to hare totally withheld from the Gaflcowir jroTcni- 
ment all hopea of receinng auUtanca from the anbildlary force, on a 
point of nch ^reat importance to the finandal lotereats of the Btate, 
TTOold not hare been adrlaable on many conaiderationa. 

14 On the dlibandin^of the Arab Sebundy the Otuhowar goremment 
relinqulihed a contidcrahlo portion of the tneami by which these contri 
bntions were levied, and they confidently expected that the part of the 
fnbd(Eary force which npplied Its place, wonld not prove leu efficaciona 
m the stfUtance to be rendered than the diacharged Sehnndy 

In the (hacusrion of thla pomt the Onlkowar mlnlater adduced the dla- 
appolntment which hli ^vemment had experienced In tiui hope not 
haring been reallied, and the conaeqnent neceaaity to which Bab^ee had

In purauance of these objects U will be obaerred, that mention of Mool 
luck-^eery is omitted oar asalitaoce in this respect u limited to the dne 
correction of depeudenti who withhold the payment of the Sircar's Just 
clalma, and even to caiei of the necesaliy of which, the British Govern 
meat is to be the sole arbiter 


16. If however the more remote advantages of the measure are consi- 
dered, the employment of Bntiih troops on the ilooUuclc-gheery aerrice 
Is the less to Im deprecated.

20 As no difference of opinion existed upon the 5th and the 6th arti- 
cles, I proceed to the 7th, forming the 6th in the draft 

21 For the discussion wdiicli took place upon this article, I found it 
convenient, w'lth a view to avoid miscomprehension on the part of the 
Guikow nr minister, to refer to his Mahratta translation, which has caused 
an in\ crsion of the clauses, without how'ever affecting the tenor of the 
agreement, and the annevation of a schedule, to contain the account of 
advances wnth the funds assigned for their payment, instead of inserting 
them in full in the body of the treaty, lydl, I trust, as being more con- 
venient for leference, meet mth your approval 

A small addition to the latter paragraph of this article is to be observed 
in stipulating tliat Maids shall be assigned for the payment of the past or 
any future advances which the Company’s government may make to that 
of the Guikowar The advantage of this arrangement consists in obliging 
the Guikowar ministry, when demanded, to assign landed security for the 
repayment of sums already advanced, or for such further eventual ad- 
vances as have not been, or may not m themselves be of sufficient im- 
portance to require the security of a separate obligation 

22 The first part of the 8th article is an exact counterpart of the 7th 
article in the draft It was readdy agreed to on the part of the Guikowar 
minister, but he earnestly desired that the operation of the latter part 
might, for the honour of his government, be mutual 

As this stipulation conceded nothing but what the Guikowar government 
had a just right to expect, I assented to the addition 

23 From motives of political expediency, as well as a due regard to 
the credit of the British Government, I assented to the addition proposed 
by the Gmkowar minister in the succeeding part of this article, with a 
view to prevent any interruption of cordiality by the officers of the 
Gmkow’ar government, being exposed to the vexatious impositions of the 
farmers of the Customs, even in the very districts which had been ceded 
by It to the Company 

In conferring however this mark of friendship, care has been taken to

24 The insertion of the words “ neither will the Compani'^s govern-

26 The 11th article of the treaty too nearly effected the intewati of 
the GuIVowar ^vemment to meet with a ready acqmeacence. It in con 
leqnence underwent a tedkm* dl*ca**lon and moat mlnote aemtiny from 
the Gon>.owir mmlrtry 

A knowledge of ihelr total incapadty to aatufy even the jnat demand* 
exiiting agal^ the Golkowar etate in faronr of hi* Blghneaa the Peuhwa, 
render^ the minlftry exceedingly arerae to the lotrodnction of thii arti 
ele under any modification propoted, and their final consent to It miybe 
CQOiidered a* a proof of the confidence they repoie in the Jnrtice and 
protecting itrpport of the Company'a mediation.

The estimated amount thought necessary to effect this purpose was 
twenty lacs of rupees ; but when the measure was carried into execution, 
an additional two lacs were required, to obtain which the Government 
found it requisite to comply with the demands of the Shrofife m assigning 
over the additional security of the Pergunnah of Raj Pempla and the Syer 
Kotah of the fort of Baroda 

3 The substitution of the name of Kurree for that of the Pergunnah 
of Senor was an arrangement of conveniency for the accommodation of 
the Company, when the additional jaydad for the expense of the subsidiary 
force became the subject of discussion 

The late minister Raoba was at a loss to name the Pergunnahs for this 
purpose, from many causes of local difficulty, when I proposed the cession 
of the Pergunnahs of Matter and Mondeh An objection however existed 
to this measure, as those two districts were already appropriated for the 
payment of the Sellahdar estabbshment of the Gmkowar army This diffi- 
culty was removed by their Agent agreeing to accept an assignment on 
Senor The revenues of Kurree became appropriated for the repayment 
of the loan, and the Company obtained in Jaydad two of the liest Pergun-

In conformity to your Excellency’s orders to report upon 
the execution of your Excellency’s instructions of the 17th 
and 31st of May to the different Military authorities in Hin- 
dostan and the Deccan, for the purpose of exhibiting a con- 
nected view of the actual state of the inihtary preparations 
in different quarters of India, I have the honour to submit to 
your Excellency the following statement : — 

The army under the peisonal command of the Right 
Honourable Loid Lake,^ consists of 8 regiments of cavalry 
(3 European and 5 Native) 3 regiments of European infantry, 
11 battahons of Sepoys, and a proportion of European and 
Native artillery, amounting to about 135 Euiopean and 225 
Native artillery, 875 European, and 1793 Native cavalry, 
and 6500 Sepoys. — ^Total about 10,248 men fit for duty. 

Tins force is distributed as follows Agra, H. M.’s 8th, 
24th, and 25th dragoons, the 1st and 4th regiments of Na- 
tive cavalry, and 4 battalions of Sepoys, with the European 
irtillery in the field. 

Fidtypoie Siltry, — H. M.’s 75th and 76th regts., H. C. 
Europ. regt ; and 2 battalions of Sepoys 
Muttra Head Quai ters. — 2d, 3d, and 6th Nat. cavalry , 

) battalions of Sepoys. Two field pieces, and a proper 
lompleraent of artillery men are attached to each battalion , 
md there is a complete battermg tram and field park, with a 
ufficient number of bullocks at Agra. 

Provisions for this army, for six months, and giam for the 
avalry for nine months, are in store at Agra, on their way to 
hat fortress.

Colonel Wallace has made the following distribution of the 
troops under his command.

71# Gwtmt OtufTti U Cnncil to Lord ^ 

My Lord, Wflliun July 25 1806 

1 The Governor-General m Council has taken into consi 
deration the despatch of Liont.-Colonel Malcolm, addressed 
hy yonr Excellency s direction to the Secretary to Govern 
ment, under date the SOth ultimo, communicating the copy 
of a letter from the Acting Resident at the Court of Dowlut 
Rao Scmdiah to your Excellency s address, dated the 20th 
ultimo, which contains the Aoting Resident s report of his 
communication with Dowlut Rao Scmdiah on the subject of 
your Excellency’s requisition for the dismission of the British 
Residency within a Imnted number of days. 

2. The argument by which Dowlnt Rao Scmdiah has en- 
deavoured to justify ^ evident resolution to avoid a com- 
pliance with your Excellency s demand for the release of Mr 
Jenkins, is destitute of any real force, and Scmdiah hnnself 
IS probably sensible of its fallacy The Goremor General 
in Council, however, deems it advisable to deprive Scmdiah 
of the advantage of any pretext for the detention of Mr 
Jenkins by a distinct confirmation of your Excellency s de- 
mands under the seal and signature of the Goremor-Generak 

3 The Governor-General has accordmgly addressed the 
enclosed letter to Dowlut Rao Scmdiah confir min g and en- 
forcing your Excellency 8 demand for the dismission and safe 
conduct of the British Residency and a copy of that letter is 
-annexed to this despatch for your Excefiency’s information. '' 

4 Ypur Excellency will observe, that the letter from the 
Governor-General addressed to Scmdiah, refers to former 
letters of the Govcmor-Geiieral addressed to that chie^ bnt 
not delivered to Scmdiah by Mr Jenkins in consequence of 
the unfavourable state of offiurs at Scmdiah s Durbar It 
appears to he ahiolutcly necessary that the Govemor-Gene- 
roTs letters should now bo delnrcrod to Scmdiah, m order to 
remove every posbible ground of error or misconstruction of 
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the views of the British Government. This point has already 
been stated to your Excellency in the letter from the Go- 
vernor-General in Council, under date (25th June), and it 
appears to be proper to recommend it to your Excellency’s 
particular attention. 

5. If this requisition should also prove unsuccessful, it will 
be evident that Scindiah is either disposed, or is compelled to 
hazard the alternative of war. Whatever latitude of action 
Scindiah may possess, or may be allowed with regard to this 
particular point, it seems evident from the tenor of the 
advices received since the despatch of our mstructions to 
your Excellency of the 25th ultimo, that the power of Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah is at present absoibed m that of Jeswimt Rao 
Holkar, and that a speedy dissolution of the connection between 
those chieftains cannot reasonably be expected by the exclu - 
sive operation of those causes on which the Governor-General 
in Council has been mduced to found that expectation. If it 
be evident that Dowlut Rao Scindiah is disposed or com- 
pelled to hazard the renewal of war rather than comply with 
the demand for the dismission of the Residency, the speedy 
prosecution of hostilities on the part of the Bntish Govern- 
ment, appears to be advisable upon every principle of dig- 
nity, security, and even of economy, unless the confederates 
should be induced to suppose that notwithstanding the failure 
of the present final requisition for the release of the British 
Residency, the British Government still entertained an ex- 
pectation of accomplishing its release without proceedmg to 
hostilities against Scmdiah, it may reasonably be apprehended 
that they wiU ascribe our forbearance to motives incompa- 
tible wnth the digmty of the British Government and with 
the reputation of our power. Such an impression would 
obviously encourage the confederates in their hostile designs, 
and in either case the confederates would derive from delay, 
additional advantages in the prosecution of them. It cannot, 
however, be supposed, either that Dowlut Rao Scmdiah will 
refuse or evade a comphance wdth the Governor-General’s 
demand, without previously resolvmg to detain Mr. Jenkms 
at the hazard of war, or that Scmdiah can now expect to 
deceive us by any further subterfuges. Great danger must 
inevitably be produced by our abstaining from the prosecu- 
tion of, hostdities at the eailiest practicable period of time, if 
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Saodiah ihould refbie or evade a compliance with the pre- 
•ent demand 

6 In confonnity to theae sentiments the Governor Ge- 
neral m Coondl now authorutea and directs your Excellency 
to be prepared to commence acbve operabona against the 
confederated forces as soon as the aeason will admit, and the 
Governor-General m Conncil requeata that your Excellency 
will tranamit with the least practicable delay a plan of opera 
bona for the eventnal proaecntion of hoibhbet in every 
quarter of Hindostan and the Deccan 

7 Copies of thia despatch wiD be transmitted to the Go- 
vemmenta of Fort St. George and Bombay, and to the Resi 
dents at Poonah, Hyderabad, and Nagpore together with a 
circnlar letter from the Chief Secretary of which a copy u 
annexed for your Excellency a informabon Direcbona will 
be iBBued for placing the armiea m the Deccan and m Gn 
terat ra a state of readmesa to act agamat the forts and pos- 
sessions of Dowlut Rao Scmdlah m those qnartars 

8 No act of hostility however against Scmjiiah is to be 
committed without farther mstnictions from the Goveroor- 
General, bat yoor Lordship will be pleased, at whatever tune 
you may deem expedient, to make any forward movement of 
the troops in BUndostan which you may deem advisable, 
either with a view to the proteebon of our possessions, or to 
tlie attainment of a final settlement of affairs with Scmdish 
and Holkar in that quarter

Jenkins, that \our Highness’s niinisters, under some apparent 
error, have cndcaumrcd to justify this neglect of the Coramander-in- 
Chicf’s requiMtion, and of the repeated and earnest applications of Mr 
Jenkins for 111? dI•'Inl^Mon and safe conduct, by referring to a letter in 
which I informed \our Highnes'. that Mr Jenkins w’as \csted with powers 
to transact ell matters which related to the interests of the two states, 
and to letters of a similar import addressed to your Highness by Colonel 
Clo^e 

^l\ notification to \our Highness of Mr Jenkins’s authority to transact 
all ntTair*. connected with tlic interests of both states was made under cir- 
cnm>-fanees difToriiig entirelv from those which suggested the necessity of 
cii'pending Mr Jenkins’s functions, and of requiring his dismission from 
^ou^ Highnc^'^’s court. Having been oflicially apprized of the powers 
tested in his n\ccIIenov tlic Coinmandcr-in-Chief, your Highness cannot 
entertain any doulit of I^ord Lake’s authonty to suspend Mr Jenkins’s 
functions and to demand Ins dismiMon Iiidepcndantly of these conside- 
rations, It cannot be unknown to your Highuess, that according to the 
acknowledged iirnilcgcs and powers of the accredited ministerof a foreign 
stile, the Reprcseinatnc of the British Government at your Highness’s 
court is entitled to demand his dismission even without any direct eoin- 
municaiion to your Highuess of such demand from the Government whith^ 
he represents, and that a refusal to comply with that requisition w'ould 
constitute a nolation of those la\vs and usages which are acknowledged 
and revered amongst all civilized nations With a view, however, to re- 
move every obstacle to the immediate release of Mr Jenkins and the olher 
gentlemen and ihc escort attached to the Residency, I deem it expedient 
to confirm, hv a direct communication to your Highness, the demand 
which vou have received from Lord Lake the Comraander-m-Chief and 
from Mr Jenkins, and to signify to your Highness my expectation that 
vviUim the space of fourteen days after your receipt of this letter, voui 
Higncss will permit Mr Jenkins, the gentlemen, and escort of the Resi- 
dency to depart from yoar camp, and will affoid them safe conduct to the 
nearest British station Your Highness must admit that the British Go- 
vernment IS entitled to withdraw its Representative from your Highness’s 
court without any reference to the conduct of your Highness’s government 
Your Highness therefore will not persevere m a refusal to comply with 
this requisition, after so many solemn demands from the British Go- 
vernment 

It is my duty to apprize your Highneos that I will never recede from 
this demand It is superfluous to state, that after the expiration of the 
term limited for the dismission of Mr Jenkins, neither Ins Excellency 
Lord Lake, the Commander-In-Chief, nor I, can receive from your High- 
ness any communication which you may desire to make through Mr. 
Jenkins, nor will Mr Jenkins be aiithon/ed to transact any official busi-

My detennlnation Is to the late treaty of peace without altera- 

tion I I trust that your Highness's dlspothion will be found to be equally 
coofonnable to the treaty of peace, the condltlanj of which the British 
Gorernment cannot consent to change in any degree Your Highness 
must be satisfied that tbe alternatlTO of war or peace now rests with your 
Highness i no demand has been made upon you, nor will any demand be 
advanced by the British Oovermneitt beyond the Hmlu of the treaty of 

peace. Bat no concession can be granted inconsifteot with that engage 

menl- Yo ur H ighness 1 trust. Is deiennlned on your part to respect the 
allies and territories of the Company and not only to affoni no asslstanco 

to our enemies but to co-operate with Lord I*kc against them.*

'Whereas the treaty concluded in the year 1795, between the honourable Company 
f Merchants of England, tradmg to the East Indies, and his late Highness the 
Lajah of Travancore, was intended to defend and protect the Travancore country 
rrainst foreign enemies, and to strengthen and to fix the terms of the ancient 
lendship and alliance subsisting between the Company and the Rajah of Travan- 
me , and whereas it is evident that the intentions of the contracting parties have 
dt been duly fulfilled, and whereas the said Company and his Highness the Rajah of 
■^avancore have judged it expedient that additional provisions should at this time 
e made for the purpose of supplying the defects in the said treaty, and of estab- 
sbing the connection between the said contracting parties on a permanent basis 
f security in all tunes to come , therefore, in order to carry into effect the said 
itentions, the present treaty is concluded by Lieutenant Colonel Cohn Macaulay, 
isident at Travancore, on the part and in the name of his Excellency the Most 
ioble Marquis Wellesley, K P and K C , Governor General in Council of all the 
ribsh possessions in the East Indies, and by his Highness the Rajah of Travancore,

Article 1 As tributary to Powaghur and the honourable Company Bahauder, 
I hereby engage to continue the payment of the same annual tribute as it has been 
usual for me to pay to the late government of Dowlut Rao Scindiah, namely, 
2,700 rupees but should it please the honourable Company's government gra- 
ciously to release me, m future, from the payment of the aforesaid tribute, then I 
engage to present them annually with such Nuzzerannee, in token of my allegiance, 
as they may be pleased to direct, which shidl be in lieu of all other sums whatever , 
and as long as I continue faithfully to adliere to the mterests of the honourable 
Company, this concession of the tribute to be paid by me, if acceded to by his 
Excellency the Governor-General m Council, shall not be liable to be revoked

as my own, and to the last extremity to defend my country, and oppose any 
attempt of a hostile nature which may be made by a foreign power, for the passage

In the year of the Higem of the Prophet (the peace of the most high God he

I’est ils vont jusqu’au Carnate et bordentles frontiferes du Soubah du Deccan , ce 
pays de Cuttack qui leur appartient dtendant mdgalement leurs possessions k 
travers la presqu’isle jusqu’au golphe du Bengale Leurs revenus sont dvaluds k 
plus de 252 mdhons toumois Les laboureurs et les fabnquers dans ce pays 
quittent souvent leurs chaumes et leurs mdtiers pour aUer aux combats , ils ne 
recoivent d’autre Education qu’une Education nulitaire et leurs armies sont 
presque entikrement composes de cavalene accoutum^s depuis long-terns aux

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fine all such nuisances to the situations nherem they may prove least injurious 
and least olTcnsuc It must, ho\NC\i>r, haae been gcncnillj remarVed, that places 
of burial ha\c been established in situations wherein thej must jiro\c both inju- 
rious and oflensue, and harnrs, slaughter-houses, and markets of meat, now exist 
t in the most frequented parts of the town „ , i . 

In those quarters of the town, occupied pnncipallj b> Ihcnatnc inlmhltants, 
the houses ha\c been built w itliout order or regularity, and the streets and lanes 
have been formed without attention to the health, conacnicncc, or «:nfct> of the 
inhabitants The frequency of fires, (b> which man> valuable Ii\cs baac been 
annually lost, and property to a great extent baa been destrojed) must be cbiclly 
ascribed to this cause 

It is a primary duty of-Goaemment to proaude for the bcaltb, safety and con- 
aenibnee of the inhabitants of tins great toavn, by cstablisbmg a comprehensive 
system for the improaemcntof the roads, streets, public drains, and water-courses, 
and by fixing permanent rules for the construction and dislnhution of the houses 
and public edifices, and for the regulation of nuisances of every description 
The appearance and beauty of the Icaam arc inseparably connected with the 
health, safety, and conacnicncy of the inhabitants, and every improvement which 
shall introduce a greater degree of order, symmetry, and mngnificcnco m the 
streets, roads, ghauts, and wharfs, public edifices, and private habitations, will 
tend to ameliorate the climate, and to secure and promote every object of a just 
and salutary system of police These obscmilions arc entirely compatible with a 
due sense of the activity', diligence, and ability of the magistrates of Calcutta, by 
whose exertions considerable improvements have been made in the general police 
of the town The Governor-General m Council lias frequently expressed Ins 
approbation of the conduct and services of the present magistrates of Calcutta, 
w'ho have zealously and judiciously employed every effort w'ltbin their power to 
mitigate the effects of the evils described m tins Minute But the magistrates of 
Calcutta must be sensible that the establishment of a more comprehensive 
system of permanent regulation is indispensably necessary' for the purjiosc of 
securing to the town the full benefit of the laudable serv ices of tlie officers, to 
w'hom the administration of the police bos been entrusted by Government, 

\Vith these views the Governor-General proposes, that the undermentioned 
gentlemen be appointed a committee to consider and report to his Excellency' m 
Counal the means of improving the towm of Calcutta — Major General Fraser , 
Major-General Cameron, Mr Speke, Mr Graham, Mr Brooke, Mr Taylor* 
Mr R C Birch, Colonel Pnngle, Fir S Davies, Mr G Dowdcswcll, super- 
intendent of police , Lieutenant-Colonel Hnreourt , Captain Shaw c , Colonel 
Garstm, Mr Tucker, Mr Foirhc, Mr Colvin, Mr Ross, Mr iUexonder 
Major Colebrooke, Captam "Wy att , Mr Dashvvood, Captain Aubury', Captain 
Preston , Captain Blunt, of engineers , Captain Sydenham , Messrs C F Martin 
W C Blaquire, E Thoroton, and A Macklew, justices of the peace of the 
town of Calcutta , and Mr R Blechynden 

The Governor-General proposes that Mr. Tiretta be directed to attend the 
committee, and that Captain Blunt, of the Engmeers, be appointed to ofliciate as 
their Secretary 


The Governor-General further proposes that the following special instructions be 
issued to the Committee 

First To take the level of the town of Calcutta, and the adjacent country, and 
ascertain and report what alteration may be necessary in the direction of the 
public drains and water-courses 

Secondly To examine the relative level of the nver during the rainy season 
compared with the level of the drains and water-courses ’ 

Thirdly To suggest what descnption of drains or water-courses may be best 
calculated, first, to prevent the stagnation of ram-water m Calcutta and the 
vicimty thereof, and secondly, to cleanse the tow'n 

Fourthly To consider and report what estabhshment may be necessary for 
closing the drains and water-courses, and for keeping them in constant repiur 
Frfthly To ^e mto consideration the present state of all places of intement 
m the vicinity of Calcutta, and to propose an arrangement for the future reeula 
tion of those places m such manner as shall appear to be best calculated for the 
preservation of the health of the mhabitants of Calcutta and its vicinity 
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nf nrt <!hnll bc cmnlo^cd to proMtlc Mnti\blc nourishment for the entile nt 
jfosc scLtfhen^^^ un. ersnlly deslroj ed b^ the pnrchinE 

^'^Th?p?r'miment settlement of the revenues m the lo\\er pro\inccs, bj insuring 
to the landholder the enjoyment of nil the advnntnges v\hlch inn> nnsc from the 
improvement of his projert}, has contributed esscntinllv to the cncoumgcmcnt of 
u'^culturc under the present defective sjstem of husbiuidt^', however, the large 
proportion which the rent payable to the state bears to the value of the produce 
of the soil, operates m a certain degree ns a check to the employment of the capital 
of the landholder in the improvement of his propert) , and this obstacle is only to 
be removed by the introduction of a system caleulated at the same time to aug- 
ment the produce of the land, and to dimmish the expense of preparing the gram 


for general use , . ^ i 

In the opinion of intelligent European gentlemen conver-iant with the subject, 
the profits of the landholder might be augmented in a considerable proportion by 
the mtroduetion of many simple improvements in the implements of agriculture 
and in machinery now in general use throughout Europe , by these means the 
property of a large proportion of our native subjects would bc increased, and gra- 
dually the comforts of afllucnce w ould bc more generally diffused through the mass 
of the people 

Independently of the moral dutv imposed on the British Government to provide, 
by every means in its power, for the improvement of the condition of its sulijccts, 
substantial advantages must necessarily be derived bv the state from the increased 
wealth and prospenty of the people The consumption of all articles of comfort 
and of luxury' would cncrcase with augmented wealtli, and the Government would 
be enriched bv the additional produce of the taxes on those articles, without im- 
posing any burden on the people 

Adverting to the genius and habits of the natives of India, it cannot be expected 
that any attempts will ever be made by them to improve the system of agriculture 
practised for ages by their ancestors, unless the example shall bc given to them by 
the Government, and unless the personal advantages to be denved from such im- 
provements as shall be found to succeed m practice shall bc clearly mamfested to 
them 

Under these considerations, the Governor-General is satisfied that the establish- 
ment of an experimental farm, under proper regulations in Bengal, would bc an 
object of great public utility , and he is persuaded that the expense of such an m- 
stitution would not prove considerable The object of the establishment ought to 
be, as already stated, the improvement of the breed of black cattle, the introduc- 
tion of a better system of agnculture than the system now m general use in these 
temtories, and the reduction of the expense of prepanng the groin for consump- 
tion by the use of machinery, or by other means ^ 

The quantity of land required for the proposed farm would not exceed three 
hundred acres, or nine hundred begas, and the establishment could not be founded 
m any situation so desirable, on many considerations, as at Barrackpore , and at 
that place manure might he obtained at little expense, and the greater part of the 
grounds at Barrackpore might be employed as pasture-ground for the cattle The 
business of the farm would there be conducted under the occasional inspection of 
the Governor-General, whose influence might be employed with great advantage 
to explain the benefits of the plan to the natives of rank and property', and to in- 
duce them to introduce on their own estates such improvements as might he found 
to be useful at Barrackpore 

To superintend the proposed farm with advantage, the assistance of an European 
overseer of expenenced knowledge m the practice and theory of agnculture, and 
of an mgemouB European mechanic and civil engineer, would he absolutely and 
indispensably necessary These persons ought also to be men of some education 
capable of applymg the general knowledge they shall have acquired to the circum- 
^ stances of a country diffenng so matenally from England m soil, in climate and' 
in its natural productions , and of explaining in clear and intelligible language to 
be translated for the use of the natives, the pnnciples on which their system of 
management may be founded, and the prospect of ultimate success 
It would likewise become a part of the duty of the supenntendant or overseer 
to correspond on agricultural subjects with intelligent European gentlemen resid-
